a, General . Persons', unit3 and organisations accused as \rcx 
orininals will d7e tried by uilitary conJLEsions to'be cofevened by, or under 
the authority ox' 1 , the Supreme Comander for tl» Allied Powers. 

b, h unter and'Types . The coraxissions will be established de- 
pendent upon Tno number, nn-tiur' 1 of the offenses involved 'anc! the offenders 
to be tried. Such coiBuissions siay include, anoDg others, international 
uilitary coraxissions consistin b of representatives of several nations or of 
each nation concerned, appointed to try cases involving offenses against 
one (1) or aore nations. 

2. JURISDICTION. 

a, Cver Persons. The uilitary coruissions appointed hereunder 
sliall have jux-i^-iction over all persons charged vith war crines %/he are in 
the custody of the convening authority at the tine of tlie trial. 

b, Cver Offenses . 

(1) Ililitary oootiissions established hereunder shall liave 

jurisdiction over all offenses including, but not liuited 
to, the folio 1 -ing: 

(a) The planning, preparation, initiation or waging of a 
war of aggression'or a rrar in violation of inter¬ 
national treaties, agreeuents or assurances, or 
partici- xtian in a oor.xr.on plan or conspiracy for the 
aoconplishaent cf aiy of the foregoing.

SECTION I: RULES OF PROCEDURE 

The follorring rules cf procedure, in addition to and supplemental to 
regulations governing the trials of accused war criminals, as outlined in 
Letter, General Headquarters, Supreme Commander for the Allied Bowers, AT 
000.5 (5 Dec U5)LS, Subject: “Regulations Governing the Trials of Accused 
War Criminals,“ dated 5 December 19U5, ''dll govern the trial of persons, 
'units and organizations accused as war criminals. 

1. Affidavits, Statements, Documents, and Preliminary Potions . 

a. Copies of all statements, affidavits and other documents which 
the prosecution proposes to introduce into evidence will be furnished to the 
defense at the time a case is referred for trial. At least 2U hours prior 
to arraignment, the defense will furnish to the prosecution copies of all 
statements, affidavits and other documents then in its possession which the 
defense proposes to introduce into evidence. Subsequent to this time, any 
other statements, affidavits and documents proposed to be intraduced into 
evidence by the defense will be furnished opposing counsel as soon as 
possible. 


b. Either side will indicate to opposing counsel the portions of 
any statement, affidavit or other document it proposes to offer as evidence 
in the trial. Such indication will be made at the time copies thereof are 
furnished or made available to opposing counsel. 

c. If, either before or during the trial, but after copies of the 
documents, have been furnished to opposing counsel, as set out above, either 
side receives or is apprised of additional documents which will be used in 
the trial, it will notify opposing counsel thereof as promptly as possible, 
and thereafter furnish copies as soon as practicable. Opposing counsel will 
then promptly take such action as may be necessary with the view of avoiding 
any delay in the trial of the case. 

d. The rules set out in a, b, and c above will not be construed to 
include statements of the accused or any other witness who is available to 
appear in person before the Commission. 

e. Prior to trial, both prosecution and defense will furnish opposing 
counsel copies of any preliminary motions to be made to the Commission. 

2. Affidavits . 

In offering affidavits or other written statements of testimony 
the prosecution will preface the offer with a statement as to whether er net 
to the' best of the prosecution's knowledge or information the affiant or the • 
author of the statement is at the time of trial present in either the 
Philippine Islands, the Ityukyus, Japan cr Korea. 

3. Rights of the Accused as Witness . 

a. The accused may t a ke the stand as a witness or he may remain 
silent. If he takes the stand he may make a sworn or unsworn statement but 
in either case he will be subject to cross-examination on statement made, 
cross-examination is nowise to be limited to matters brought out on direct 
examination.

b. If he remains silont, the Commission may draw such inference 
from his failure to testify as nay seem fair and competent to a reasonable 
mind, after taking into consideration all the competent evidence in the case. 

c. The prosecution may in argument comment to tho Commission on an 
accused’s failure to testify, 

1*. Identification of Accused . 

The accused may be required to testify for the purpose of 
identification, respecting his name, age, rank, occupation, identifying 
marks or characteristics and his status and whereabouts during the period 
alleged in the charges and specifications, excepting therefrom all testimony 
relative to the issue of guilt or innocence, 

5. In case in which tho defense moves for a finding of not guilty 
after the conclusion of the prosecution’s case, and upon the overruling of 
the motion rests its case without offering evidence in defense, and the 
court after submission of the case, finds the accused guilty, the court beforo 
imposing sentence may permit tho defense to offer competent evidence in extenua¬ 
tion or mitigation of the offense allegod, subject to the right of the 
prosecution to rebut such evidence. 


6. Interpreters and Interpretation. 


a. No criticism of an interpreter, direct or implied, will be made 
in opon court by counsel of either side until the following steps have been 
takent 


(1) The Chief Interpreter will be advised of a complaint 
during the next court recess. 

(2) The Chief Interpreter will investigate the matter and* 

(a) Convince the complaining party that no substantial 
error exists; or 

(b) Caution and advise the interpreter if necessary; sr 

(c) Prepare a correction of the record to be entered as 
a stipulation upon reconvening of tho Commission; or 

(d) Prepare an opinion to be given to the Commission if 
required, 

(3) If the Chief Interpreter cannot satisfy both the prosecution 
and the defense, the complaining party will 3end a message 
to the Commission requesting an off-record conference in 
the matter. 


b. Counsel are reminded that* 


(1) Interpreting between oriental and occidental language is 

not comparable to coding and decoding cypher messages, but 
acquires a distressing amount of circumlocution and ro. 
arrangement of thought* * ‘ 

(2) Counsel is advised, when working through an interpreter* 

(a) To use short, simple questions as free from artifice 
as if examining a small child. 

(b) Ylhenever it is necessary to refer to previous testimony, 
to lay a foundation to insure that both the interpreter 
and the witness understand the reference to previous 
testimony.

Tha accused Hashlaoto, who aae known to tha prlaonera 
aa "Clubflat*. is charged In tan apaalfleatlone with brutally 
beating end aistraatlng at least tan prlaonera of war* 

Tha aceuaad Aobeyaahl la charged In eight specIflootIona 
with besting at least six and probably eon prisoners of war* 
sub jesting than to Tile abuse , slapping and kicking then and 
with torturing than by forcing than to stand at attention for 
long parloda of time, whleh wea a fora of eolleetlve punlahnant* 

Tha aeta of thaao three olTlllen guards are all eharged 
to the aeeuaed Hosotanl* «e contend that ha was responsible 
for their aloeonduet* 

The aeeuaed Aalto la charged with falling to provide 
adequate nodical treatment end with withholding aedleal auppllee 
from tha alek prlaonera of war* The evidence will show ean- 
elualvely that Salto la directly responsible for tha death# of 
at least four prisoners of war by refusing to give then adequate 
aedleal treatment when he wee informed and placed on notlee that 
they were in need of such treatment* Ha la also oharged beyond 
that with several direct acts perpratrated by him In ahlah he 
tortured and beet prlaonera of war, one of these le the torture 
of one Tllllav fowell, an American prisoner* by requiring him to 
remain standing at attention out of doors in e heavily infested 
— In an area heavily infested by mosquitos with no protective 
clothing and undur a bright light* .is le also enarged with 
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forcing several prisoner* of war to reneln squatting for long 
period* of time •• * form of torture and abuse, and lastly ha 
1* charged a 1th refusing to issue had Cross supplies and with 
misappropriating them and using them for his own benefit• 

The accused uoaotanl is charged in two charge*, the first 
covering a period of time when he was eeeond in command at the 
camp, and the eeeond charge covering the period of time when 
he was the eemp commander. Now the Froseoution eon tends that 
although ha was second in ooaaand and not samp commands r, Hoeo- 
tanl was in fast responsible for the day to day deliberate boat¬ 
ings and torturing of the prisoners by the guards at this eanp. 

So submit that so sill show to the Commission that the prisoners 
of war who were present definitely state that Hooetanl sea the man 
who had the dally contact with tbs prisoners, who had direst 
supervision over the guards, who eould have, had he wanted to. 
prevented mush. If not all, of the torturings, bootings end mis¬ 
treatment that sent on. uoaotanl was the sanlor officer neat to 
the oamp ooa.ander. He apoks fluant &aglitfi| be was the one to 
shorn the prisoners of war complained concerning their treatment. 
The evldenoe sill conclusively show that he resolved these com¬ 
plaints and took no action whatsoever to remedy the state of 
affairs.

The evidence will *xov e pattern of con¬ 
tinual mistreatment day after day. flo contend that Hooetanl 
who sea present throughout knew of these acts and atrosltlea, 
bore e duty because of hie position as a commissioned officer ' 
and second in command the samp, bore e duty to see that 
the as conditions m*re alleviated. Met only see he, therefore, 
responsible for the beatings and atrosltlea administered to the 
prisoners by the guards but he also had the direst roe panel billty 
for the failure to provide the prlslonera with adequate feed. 

Hecot ami was in oharge of the diet. So received numerous 
complaint* from the prisonera to the offset that many men were 
dying of starvation, that tbs food see grossly inadequate to 
sustain life with the work that they sere required to perform. 

T ore is evidence that he did absolutely nothing to alia vista 
thla condition. There are numerous affidavits «hlah state that 
losotanl waa responsible for the death of Donald kolden, Leslie 
Slater, uarvay Kellogg, Charles burner, and other prisoners. 

He waa re sponsible for their deaths because he refused to provide 
them with additional food when he sea notified that they sere 
starving. 

Now, ss do not hold doaetani responsible on any technical 
ground a of ooarand responsibility j sa do not say that merely 
beoauaa he vas designated on orders as an officer at the oamp 
therefore ha automatically becomes responsible. We o on tend that 
the evidence will show that ha was In feet responsible, that he 
waa the an who was in a position to control these conditions, to 
rectify them, and that ha did nothing whatsoever to help. Aside 
from the fact that there was another offleer who was deal fisted as 
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camp coonander, tno responsibility rests with Hoaotani. Tha 
avldanoe will snow that. It ahowa that ha waa In fact In 
actuality rsapoaaibla* 

Charge 2 against .iosotanl, which covara a period of time 
whan ha was cowuandar of tha camp, la drawn along tha same lines*

teat I would like to discuss very briefly, sir, this 
notion of the presumption of Innocence which was a amen ted upon 
at the beginning of this proceeding* The Prosecution esse, as 
members of the Comlaslon know, consists of a large number of 
affidavits* These are ax parts affidavits which at bast constitute 
merely the direct examination of those witnesses* Some of the 
affidavits contradict each other* A pretty good example of that 
waa this affidavit of Valois which was produced by the Prosecution 
this morning — it Just ear* into their office apparently last 
night — whleh oontredicts s previous affidavit of Veioie whleh 
waa received in evidence over our objeetlon, end I might say that 
we have even now s third affidavit from Valois whleh was given 
to ue by the froaeeutlan and taking those three affidavits together, 
they all refer to one incident and they shoe that lnoldent In 
three different lights and fix responsibility — If the afriant 
la going to be permitted to fix responsibility — In three differ¬ 
ent ways* 

Now, gentlemen, that same thing Is true of these other 
affidavits* *e don't know what the faets ere actually from 
those affidavits* All a# can do ie gueas at them end we actually 
oen't be cure of thoaa fcota until ec get the aeouced on the 
stand end until we get other witnesses who were in e position to 
see those 1 no ideate eho ere here available to testify under oath 
end aubjeot to eroee examination* 
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Nov, when we aay an aocuaad la presumed to ba lnnoaant, 
gentleman, that'a a presumption which applies not only at tha 
baginning of tha oaaa but that appllaa all through tha trial, 
all through this proceeding, whether it'a a trial or any othar 
typa of proceeding. It 1 a a corn on eonaapt of Justice and aaah 
•naabar of tha ^ovdaalon haa takan an oath to administer justice, 
that a -nan la presumed to ba lnnoaant unlaaa and ontll ha la 
proved guilty bayond a raaaonabla doubt by evidence produaad In 
opan oourt. Mow, gentlemen, that means competent evidence) that 
naans evidence that morally satisfies tha members of tha Com- 
•aisalon that a van la guilty* Tha members of tha Coaalaalon have 
no right bo fort* a Judgment bassd solely on tha Prosecution testi¬ 
mony. Tha members of tha Coml as Ion ara bound by thslr oath a ta 
preserve an opan mind until all of tha evidence In thla aaaa la 
in, and L say to you gentlemen that If thsre la any meaer of tha 
Good salon who by raaaon of hi a reading of these affidavits or 
hia having heard than read haa formed a Judgment as ta any on# 
of tha aeoueod, ha haa In affaet prejudged tha aaaa and ha la 
not giving tha aoouaad the benefit of any prosumption of Inno¬ 
cence. And If there la any -iambs r who haa already farmed a 
Judgment on tha ease the honest thing to do would ba far that 
member to eo declare so that the defense tan challenge him, other¬ 
wise hi a remaining on tha r oaartaelon can not In any aanaa give 
any accuetd a fair trial oven In tha limited extant envisaged by 
tha SCAT rules because it will mean la affaet that ha will not 
listen to tha Jefenae testimony, ha will not give it any weight, 
ha will not give it any eredonea, because ha haa already made 
up hi* mind* That is not fair to tha aeeuoed, gentleman) It la 
not fair to me, and i don't think it would ba home at. After all 
of tha evidence la in tha mambara of tha Coamdaaion have tha right 
and tha duty to fom a Judgment as to tha guilt or Innocence of 
aaah aocuaad on aaah of these charges against him but, gentleman, 
not until that point.

tha Commission probably will know mors about tha operation of this 
camp than Captain Uoaotani does because wa have witnesses who ean 
testify to operations In tha management of thla samp aa to details 
of v leh Captain Hoaotanl la ignorant. That la our prime objective, 
gentleman, and when all of that testimony la In than i think the 
members of the Commission will be In a position to form a Judgement 
and 1 think that Judgment will be that thla was a prisoner of war 
camp. Jentle~en, thla was not a rest hotel) thla was not a rest 
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canp where se Nnt n?wrloan soldiers, sailors and of fleers on 
TDY, This was s prisoner of war camp during s ear, during a 
bitter war, and the as gentleman were performing their duties as 
glvsn to them by the Japanese Army, by the Japanese -or lnlstery 
and by the Japanese Jovemuent who was paying than. They were 
not being paid by the American '<iowemme.it, gentlemen. 

Than I think you will find further that this was s good 
eanp and i think wo can aatlafy the Cosmilaalon that this waa 
probably the best prison camp In Japan, Tha outstanding fast 
la that there were over 700 prisoners In this ssap, the majority 
of whom ware of risers, and during the period of scaut thing ower 
t ires and one-half years thers were ten prisoners who dlod — 
only ten, sir. In that entire period, Of those ten, fire of 
those prisoners died wary soon after they earns to the eamp from 
disabilities, ailments and aleknsssea whloh had bean contrasted 
elsewhere, just like Chief renders testified yesterday that ha 
hlwsalf had dyeantary eoutraeted on Juam, so did some of the 
other prisoners. There were also a number of prisoners who 
earns from the Philippines via a prison samp An Osaka and of 
those e few of them did die within e few days after they same 
to 4anteuji Camp, Our evldanea will show that only five prisoners 
dlsd of sondltlons or lllnssaea or whstowsr ths eause of death 
was that was contracted at lentsujl Camp, Actually all wa here 
to defend are five deaths, gentlemen, during a period of throe 
and ana-half years end I defy any other prison tamp la Japan to 
show that record. 1 bailees we do not have tha statistics, wa 
do not haws tha oon,piste Information, but I think tha members 
of tha Cow lesion can reach bask to their own knowledge of 
American treatment of Japanese prisoner• of war and see if only 
flee out of 700 prisoners dlsd during throe and one-heIf years. 
Osntlauen, this is the outstanding factor hare. 

How tha serious charge, tha big aharga against Captain 
iosotanl and also to somewhat leaser extent against Mr, Salto la 
the matter of ths rations, Tha ration was Inadequate, Wa will 
not attempt to tall tha Commission anything different, but we 
will show who fixed that ration and we will show how It waa ob¬ 
served, ti# will show to tha Commission that that ration waa 
ordered by the *«ar ^inlatery, not ordered by Captain Hoaotanl, not 
even ordered by kajar Jenerel iiltsuhara or tha lieutenant colonel 
who waa tha actual oamp eon under. That was ordered by tha Aar 
U1 olstery end that was rigorously enforced. Our testimony will 
also show that Captain Hoaotanl and other members of ths staff 
attempted several times to get that ration Increased and were 
severe 1; criticised by their own eu per lor officers for trying to 
evade an order of ths Japanese Amy and ths War lnlstery and, 
gentleman. If on that basis this Commission feels that Captain 
-losotanl has any responsibility for rations than all I can say to 
tha Commisalon is It Just Ignored tha evidence. 

*e will also show that Captain Hoaotanl waa not ths oamp 
coriander, rhat already appears, gentlemen. In some of ths affi¬ 
davits of ths senior officers who were prisoners at this oamp and 
who were in a position to know. The enlisted men and soma of ths 
Junior officers who had no eon:^otlo; whatsoever with the admini¬ 
stration of the oe3ip meke complete bnltl face a cramp 11 one — Captain 
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.oeotanl wa* ooau»ander — and so tnay itatt In their aff idavit*, 
beca m fefv* feet of tha matter la that ha vaa tha aanlor of flea r 
who had any knowledge of angllsh and ha *aa for a long period of 
time tha aanlor amber of tha etaff of thla ea-.p and arary time 
tha orlajnero had anytnlng to coereunleate to tha eaap eovnander 
or for tha Ja anaaa person*! thay approached Captain fioeotanl 
and told hla about It, that la oorreet* Captain Uosotanl would 
report to hla superiors. ^ocnatl<eaa ha oould rectify tha altuatloo 
or ha could gat a complaint registered and something dona about 
It) sonatinaa be could not. 3ut there was no obligation on 
uaptaln .oeotanl to tall arary enlisted man who waa a prisoner 
in thla can? exactly whet be waa doing. Put yourself in that 
place, gentlenan. If you will, tha senior staff weaker of a 
prisoner of ear oawp — Japanese prisoners of war thla tlaa — 
and an anile ted *n among tha Japanese prisoners of war aoaaa 
to you with a complaint and you hare to go and taka it up with 
tha superior offleer, with tha nan who la aetually running that 
camp, and ha denis* tha complaint. You're going to some book 
to that anllsted an and give hla a complete story aaah tlaa! 

Jwntle..on, this waa a prisoner of war eaag>* 1 think that ought 
to be borne In wind all through thla ease. 

Tha evidence will also show that Captain dosotani, as 
already appear* rronsaa of thoao affidavits, never did wi street 
s prisoner* Thera waa one instance charged against hla as far 
as personal mistreatment of prisoners is eoneerned. That wan 
waa Valola and that specification has now been withdrawn alnea 
it apparently waa not correct* Captain Uoaotanl himself did not 
ml a treat a prisoner at any time* You have hoard the testimony 
of Chief Bandera and there la nothing In these affidavits, that 
is, to the slightest extent credible to tha contrary* The evi¬ 
dence will also show that Captain Uoaotanl actually went out of 
hlo way to a substantial extent to help the anomie a of hla oountry 
to prevent thorn from being mistreated by others, to Inara a as their 
ration, to make things more comfortable for then, and it It to 
hie credit tat the death rate was as loo as it wss — end yet 
h*re ell the as prisoners, aorae ungrataful me to say ha waa respon¬ 
sible for everything that happened and everything that happened 
wee bed* I think the Commission haa heard enough of theta affi¬ 
davit* already to know that that wee not sa* 

nth regard to Ur* -alto, our evldenae will show that ha 
Is a medioal <xn of long standing and of exeallent reputation. 

The feet of the matter that he and Coar-andsr Van <*eenen did not 
elwaye agree on the treatment of prisoner patients, 1 think it 
would be very rare if you found two doctors who would agree on 
the diagnosis and treatment. It would be a miracle if a Japanese 
and an American doctor together could agree on the diagnosis and 
treatment of every patient. Ac onief Zanders said yesterday. 

Com andor Van feenen complained that the Japanese doctor there 
at that time — it wee not i>r. -aito — apparently did not cooperate 
with Commander Van Keenan, meaning by that, ea Chief renders ax¬ 
le 1 ned, that they did not agree on their diagnosis* Jentlo an, 
that’s to be expected* Let's suppose the tables were reversed. 

•a have an American prle.ner of ear oamp containing Japanese 
rlooners. -e hove cn American doctor who la the nedloal officer 
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• t the eanp and also a Japan*** medical officer among ths prisoners. 
Do you *xp*et that Aocrlaan doctor to abdicate hia authority, hi* 
authority and prerogatland hi* right, and Just yield to that 
Japan*a* doctor who was a prisonar on *T*ry oaaaalon, to turn over 
to that Japanese doctor all of the radical supplla* and say, "Here, 
they're your*. You do a* you pl*aa*. Of eour** I don't know 
where I an going to g*t any arorw, but thay ar* yours. You arc 
the Japan*** Medical officer. **r* you taka ear* of this." 

J*ntl*m*n, If tha American medical officer did that h* would b* 
court ^articled by hi* own arey, and if Dr. Salto had dona what 
Contender V*n ?*eu*n thought he should hare dona. Dr. Salto would 
be court ^articled by hla army* d* tr*at*d thee* patient a tha 
bast way he knew how. It 1* due to the fast that ha did traat 
thee* patients that th*r* were only firs daeth* aalda froai tha 
additional fire who dl*d of othar lllnasaaa contrast** *le*wher* 
shortly efter th*y c* » to this eanp. Ths fset that Dr. Salto 
and Conr.and*r v an ^aanan did not agr*a on sows of thaaa diagnoses, 
gentlemen, Is not s war crime. It nay b* CoTi-ander Van ?s*nen 
was correct, naybs Dr. Salto was correct, but i say that does not 
-.iake the slightest pertlel* of difference* The question la was 
ha guilty of any intentional brutality* las ha guilty of any 
atrocity in violation of ths laws of warT And I submit tha evi¬ 
dence will show conclusively to ths Commission that Dr. Salto 
performed his functions as wsdiaal offlasr ths way ha should, 
that hs treated thee* prlaonwr patients, that h* actually pro¬ 
vided a substantial amount, aubatantlal quantity of asdltlnss, 
both Japanes* and Aawrlcan Rad Croaa nedlelnas for tha uaa of 
the prisoner doctors, that tha prisoner doctors were glv*n facilities 
to treat patients and were given a large Measure of cuthorlty — 

I believe a surprising large measure of authority. But of eourae 
Dr. Salto as ths senior J* penes* a* die el officer at this camp had 
to know hi -tea If what was going on and whan hs Issued novocain* 
or lasu*d vitamin* or Issued soa* of these other medicines that 
were not too coon on ha had to look to see not only for th* serious¬ 
ness of that csss Involving that particular patient but as ta when 
ha wight get toe* more of thet wadi* in*. His supplies war* not 
unlimited, gentle nan, and as stated In these affidavits nsdlslnss 
were used on only the more serious case*. I believe that la 

probably correct, gentleman, .low else could hs have dons Itf If 

hs used up all of his store of **ar*« medicines on th* firat few 
patients who happened to eon* along, whoa* aaaaa night not have 
bean too serious, and then a serious ease did com* along, gantle- 

-*n, thet serious csss night hav* died for leek of medicine* 

There la not a single patient who died hare for leak of media in*, 
gentlemen. That la not char ;*d In any affidavit. That la not the 
cause of death of any prisoner. Dr. Salto was careful ae to th* 
use of his medicines, u* used then sparingly; ha used than chan 
he thought It was necessary, and th* r* cults hav* shown that hla 
professional Judgment In that respeot was correct. 

How with regard to uaehinoto, tha re ar* a lot of statements 
in these affidavits saying that p«opls ware mistreated by "Club 
If 1st". Jttie or two refer to somebody nsaed "Loather brlst". 

Jentls on, wv don't know] 1 don't know, and 1 don't see how tha 
Cowr-.ioslon »*nb*ra ar* ever going to find out whether the affiant 
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la referring to -ieahinoto or to any ono of the two or three 
other -Ten who had bad >ru« and bad hands in this camp. There 
la another mui In this camp by the name of Jglmoto. Maybe cone 
of the affiants meant his* 1 don't know. They are not here) 
we can't ask then, dashlmoto did slap one or two prisoners, 
ue will tell the Co&v&lssion when he testifies a full and complete 
story of all of his activities In this camp. As to those Instances 
where he did slap prisoners he will tell why. It was not a natter 
of punishment, gentleuenj It's e natter of warning or admonition 
and he will give to the Cocsalaslon the full and complete story 
and I think after he testifies the Commission will realise full 
well that It was not a natter of any Intentional or deliberate 
brutality In any one of thoae instance a, that he felt he wee 
doing the right thing, as he had been trained to do by the 
Japanese Amy, as he wee expected to do. If he wee guilty of 
deliberate brutality he would have oaueed e let of more serious 
injuries among these prisoners end you would have e lot more 
incidents. To dignify a slapping into e war crime la eonethlng 
which to my mind is definitely wrong. That may be an assault 
and battery. It may be son*thing which perhaps should be punlsh- 
able before e provost court, but gentlemen it le not e war crime. 

A war crime refers to an atrocity of war) it refers to 
cruel and Inhuman punishment and that was not the ease here. 

The seme thing le true to somewhat leaser extent ea to Kobeyaahl 
and to a much leaser extent as to Hare. Hera is actually Involved 
hare In only one specific Incident end he le going to havo to 
alt ell through this trial Involving these other people Just 
because of that one specific incident. Jentlemen, that's the way 
thla oese was brought to trial. «e have objected to It end there 
la not mueh we sen do. 

To cum up, when we finish our evidence, we hope that the 
Carnal salon will have knowledge of ell of the operations of Zentoujl 
Camp end I feel confident that the Comalsalon will realise that 
thla wee an extremely well run camp end I don't think that the 
members of the Coonlsalon, If they put themselves In the shoes 
of eaap com sender, not Captain Hosotenl, but the eemp command*r> 
would have very mueh to suggest as to any Improvement In admini¬ 
stration, given those oirouastances, given the Japanese accommo¬ 
dations end given the Japanese Government orders ea to rations. 

1 don't see how 1 myself could have done any better. 1 think the 
Cosnlssion will also realise ee to any clappings that may have 
occurred they were the responsibility of the Individual who com¬ 
mitted thoae clappings end that thoae things ware not war crimes.

At that 
time Captain :’c illari waa already being transferred to Taiwan, 
Then that noneoe' went to those prisoners who were eonflned 
because they did not make a pledge not to a soaps and tha none cm 1 
told the story to those prisoners and those eonflned prisoners 
said they will ctake a pledge if they would be foroed to do so.

A Yea, I hare been there once or twloe but not particularly to

A The aray barracks and tha prisoner of war camp sre rsther 
similar or practically the ease in structure but I would say 
that the prisoner of war camp at Zenteujl was somewhat better 
than Um regimental barracks at Kochi and perhaps nor# durable 
in structure than that one, that barrack at the Reaps1 train¬ 
ing school in Tokyo* As to sanitary faellltlas, they ears 
practically the seam except that toilets, latrines were used 
In the ordinary Japansas barrack more frequently than the 
prisoner of war camp because of the number of these facilities 
per oaplta or per number of the whole group stationed within 
those barracks was much greater in the Japanese army than at 
tha prisonar of war caaip. As to kitbhan, bath, and things of 
that sort, thsy were practically the sane, -casetimes in sons 
oaess the prisoner of war camp would bo bat tar than thoaa 
barraoka of ordinary Japanese barracks within Zentsujl or those 
that 1 have visited.

It was In 1340, end of 1942, that slapping 
or any for* of what wo oall private punishment in the any 
nust be abolished and this will be strictly abided by and if a 
superior would see his Inferior persons in lower grads slapping

Q. In your opinion,* were you imprisoned under improper conditions by the Japanese 
Army at Zentsuji, Japan? 

A. Yes. were quartered in regular Japanese barracks under very crowded conditi 
and were not provided with adequate clothing or bedding. We were given Japanese 
Army clothes, consistinr of one overcoat, one pair of trousers, ore or two shirt 
one pair of Japanese shoes, and one pair of stacks. During the winter months 
this clothing was inadequate. No fuel was provided for fires in the barracks 
during the cold winter months and our bedding consisted of five blankets made 
of some paper-like fiber. These blankets were hardly enough to keep us warm. 
During the summer months we had no screens on the windows to keep out flies 
which were very bad. Toilets were permitted to exist within ten feet of the 
barracks. As a result of this poor sanitary condition many men, including 
myself, suffered from dysentery. Tie were never given any disinfectant to 
combat flies and bedbugs, and, consequently, these insects caused us considernb 
trouble at all times. The brig or guardhouse was very inadequate. Quite 
frequently some of our men, I dc*not know their names, were incarcerated in 
the guardhouse for seemingly minor infractions. In the winter time the Japanes 
took the shoes from the men in the guard house and gave them but one blanket 
to sleep under, and forced them to sleep on bare floors. If our men were throw 
in the guardhouse in the summer time all of their Clothing would be taken from 
them and sinoe there were no screens in the windows of the guardhouse the men 
suffered greatly from the mosquitoes that entered. 

Q. TJhat was the average daily food ration? 

A. I can give you a better idea by stating our average meal. The average meal 
consisted of approximately a teacupful of rice, and usually some- type of 
billed turnip soup. When turnips were not available, sweet potatoes leaves 
were used as the basic ingredient in the soup. 

Q. Did you received any Red Cross parcels? 

A. I received one cr two twelve-pound Red Cross packages in 1942. I received 
four packages in 1943, six packages in 1944, and four packages in 1945. I 
don't believe that the J ananese turned over to the American prisoners of war 
all of the Red Cross packages which were sent. I worked down at the docks 
at the time the packages were received, and attempted to make a check cn the 
total number sent in from America and it is my opinion that all of the packages 
tend not distributed to the American prisoners of war. Frequently the Jaranes© 
held our Red Cross packages until they wore badly deteriorated and spoiled by 
the time they were delivered to us. 

Q. Did this diet affect yourphysical condition? 

A. Yes, I lost approximately 45 lbs.

Q. r 'ere ycu privided with proper medical supolic-s? 


A. No, supplies were very inadequate; although we bad a sufficient number of Amer 
medical officers with us, they were never given a proper amount of supplies tc 
treat the ailing American prisoners of war. If a man were desperately ill, th. 
and only then, v/ould the Japanese relinquish sufficient supplies to treat the 
man. During the first two years, the Japanese held back all Red Cross su’-olie 
and, I believe, used them themselves. 

Q. Do you know who was responsible for the withholding of medical supplies? 

A. No, sir. In ay opihion, it was a Japanese doctor whose lest name was Saito. 

Q. Aside from the persons specifically mentioned or described previously, who els

the Japanese Army? 
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Perpetuation of Testimony of Francis E. Baker, Chief Pharmacist 
Mate (USN), 336-93-73 

A. I was captured by the Japanese Army on 10 December 1941 at 
Guam where I was held captive until 10 January 1942. I was 
then transferred to a permanent prisoner of war camp in Japan, 
known as Zentsuji, on Shikoku Island, where I remained until 
November 1942. I was transferred from Zentsuji to l.!oji on the 
island of Kyushu, where I remained until some time in June 
1943. I was then returned to Zentsuji where ^ remained until 
liberated in August 1945. While confined at Zentsuji, I was 
transported daily to the port of Takamatsu to work as stevedore. 

Q. In your opinion, were you Imprisoned under improper conditions 
by the Japanese Army at Zentsuji, Japan? 

A. Yes. We were quartered in regular Japanese barracks under very 
crowded conditions and were not provided with adequate clothing 
or bedding. We were given Japanese Army clothes, consisting 
of one overcoat, one pair of trousers, one or two shirts, one 
pair of Japanese shoes, and one pair of socks. During the 
winter months this clothing was inadequate. No fuel was 
provided for fires in the barracks during the cold winter 
months and our bedding consisted of five blankets made of some 
paper-like fiber. These blankets were hardly enough to keep 
us warm. During the summer months we had no screens on the 
windows to keep out flies which were very bad. Toilets were 
permitted to exist within ten feet of the barracks. As a 
result of this poor sanitary condition many men, including 
myself, suffered from dysentery. We were never given any 
disinfectant to combat flies and bedbugs, and, consequently, 
these Insects caused us considerable trouble at all times. 

The brig or guardhouse was very inadequate. Quite frequently 
some of our men, I do not know their names, were incarcerated 
in the guardhouse for seemingly minor infractions. In the 
winter time the Japanese took the shoes from the men in the 
guardhouse and gave them but one blanket to sleep under, and 
forced them to sleep on bare floors. If our men were thrown 
in the guardhouse in the summertime all of their clothing would 
be taken from them and since there were no screens in the 
windows of the guardhouse the men suffered greatly from the 
mosquitoes that entered. 

Q What was the average daily food ration? 

A I can give you a better Idea by stating our average meal. The 
average meal consisted of approximately a teacupful of ride, 
and usually some type of boiled turnip soup. When turnips were 
not available, sweet potatoes leaves were used as the basic 
ingredient in the soup. 

Q Did you receive any Red Cross parcels? 

A I received one or two twelve-pound Red Cross packages In 1942. 

I received four packages in 1943, six packages in 1944, and 
four packages in 1945. I don’t believe that the Japanese 
turned over to the American prisoners of war all of the R e d 
Cross packages which were sent. I worked down at the docks 
at the time the packages were received, and attempted to make 
a check on the total number sent in from America and it is my 
opinion that all of the packages were not distributed to the 
American prisoners of war. Frequently the Japanese held our 
Red :ross packages until they were badly deteriorated and 
spoiled by the time they were delivered to us. 

Q Did this diet affect your physical conditions? 

A Yes, I lost approximately 45 lbs.

I was captured by the Japanese Army on 1C December 1941 at Guam where I was held 
captive until 10 January 1942. I was then transferred to a permanent prisoner 
of war camp in Japan, known as Zentsuji, on Shikoku Island, where I remained unt-L 1 
November 1942. I w s transferred from Zentsuji to Moji on the island of Kyushu, 
where I remained until some time in June 1943. I was then returned to Zentsuji, 
where I remained until liberated in August 1945. ^hile confined at Zentsuji, I 
was transported daily to the port of Takamatsu to work as a stevedore. 

i. Do you have any knowledge of beatings or other mistreatment administered by 
Japanec-e guards to American prisoners of war at Zentsuji, Shikoku, J apan? 

. I have. I do not know the name of Ahy of the American prisoners of war that 
were beaten or mistreated but I frequently saw Japanese guards kick the American 
prisoners of war in the shins, beat them with their fists or hit them with clubs 
for very mere infractions of Japanese regulations such as locking overhead at 
U. S. planes flying over,not saluting the Japanese enlisted men, or attempting 
to eat a small amount of produce being rsi*c-d on the fields in which the prisoner? 
were working. On occasion I saw Japanese guards beat American prisoners of war 
with rifle butts for merely talking while enroute to work, were not permitted 
to talk while being transported by train from Zentsuji to our work detail as 
stevedores on the docks of Takamatsu. 1 seemed to me that the Japanese guards 
were particularly brutal to the American officers who failed to salute the 
Japanese enlisted men. 

.. Can you identify any of the guards that administered beatings to America 
prisoners of war? 

v. One of the guards, whose last name was Hashimotojj: but I am r.ot sure as to how 
his last name was spelled. We American prisoners referred to him as "Club 
Fist". Another guard, the most brutal of the guards, whose last name was 
Kobeyashi although I am not sure of the spelling of his name, the American 
prisoners had nicknamed "Little Napoleon". There was another guard whose name 
I do not recall. V.'e referred tc him as "Yellow Glasses" and, not too long ago, 

I saw his picture in the newspaper as one of the Japanese who had been apprehended 
for alleged complicity in perpetration offJapanese war crimes. 

. At what dates were these beatings administered? 

. I know of no specific dates or times but I do know that such beatings occurred 
with considerable regularity, perhaps once or twice a week. 

. At which prisoner of war camp were these beatings administered? 

. I always considered them to have been administered at Zentsuji for that was our 
permanent compound although some of the beatings tc^k place on the train during 
our daily ride from Zentsuji to the port at Takamatsu, and some other of the 
beatings occurred while we were working at Takamatsu. In all instances the guards 
who were from Zentsuji started with us on our trip to the port at Takamatsu and 
returned with us at the close of work to Zentsuji. 

. Tere you yourself #ver beaten by Japanese- guards? 

. No. 

. Do you know of any of those that observed the beatings administered by the 
Japanese guards? 

. No one in particular, although there were always Japanese civilians riding on 
the train taking us to work an- 1 there were also Japanese civilians standing 
around the docks at Takamatsu. These civilians seemed to take great delight 
in watching the Japanese guards mistreat and beat the American prisoners. 

. You previously mentioned the names of Japanese guards who had administered 
beatings to American prisoners. Dc you know the name or names of the superior 
officer or officers who might have directed such action upon the ’■art of the 
guards? 
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.. No, unless it could be that a Captain Hosatani, th* spelling of whose last name 
I am not certain, second in command at Zentsuji during my entire stay there, might 
have been responsible. Captain Hosatani seemed to exert a considerable amount 
of power over the ever changing commandants of our camp. Although we were under 
a number of different ccmmandnats, Captain Hosatani remained cn, appeared to 
bear a considerable amount of the responsibility, and it was generally tc him 
that we made our complAints.

1942, I was moved from Guam to Zentsuji, Shikoku Island, Japan 
where I was held from a^out 15 January 1942 until 14 Seotember 
1945. 


Q. Were you liberat< d on 14 Soptem^er 1945? 

A. Yes. Two American Officers, a nurse, and four enlisted men came 
into the c-mp and out us on a train for the trip to the oort. 

Then we went to the hospital at Guam end then back to the States.

Q. Were you all marines? 

A. Wo, there were sailors and marines.

Q,. Do you have any knowledge of the use of American Prisoners of 

War on enemy military works or operations? 

A. Yes, several of us were sent from Zentsuji, Shikoku Island, Japan 
to work at the railroad center at Takamatsu. Shikoku Island.Japan 
a few miles away* '"nt'-’ent out. «varyr. morning and. c'ema •.> i etskr.every 
night. The others worked at diriji.nt centers r.tar Zentsuji. 
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Q. What sort of work did you do? 

A. We loaded and unloaded e?rB carrying bombs, airplanoe, shells, 
steel, and pH sorts of army supplies which would cone through 
eny big railropd yard. 

Q,. How long did you work pt Takamatsu? 

A. I was on the work detail there pH the tin' . I v'orked ther fron 

about 20 August 1942 until 15 August 1945. 

Q,. How long were the work days? 

A. We left cenp by train for work pt about 5:30 every morning and 
returned eech night" pt 7 or 7:3C F.I.. It took about an hour or 
pn hour and a quarter to get to work and the sane tine for the 
return trip. 

Q,. What forn of transportation was orovided? 

A. We were jammed into hot baggage eers. 

Q, Whre you given a lunch period? 

A. Yes, about pn hour for lunch. 

3. Did you travel and work under guard? 

A. Yes, 'Hvilian guards who were rotated fron camp jobs to different 
work camp jobs so we did not have the Bane ones all of the tine. 

Q. What were the conditions under which you were working pt Takamatsu? 

A. While we were working the town wag being bombed pnd strafed very 

often but the railropd yards, whioh were on the edge of town, 
were never hit. 

Q. About how often was the town bombed or strafed durihg the three 

years you worked on the railroad yards there? 

A. Planes were over the prep, ell the time and there were bombings 

or strafings every couule of days after 4 July 19-»6» ftf £ B 

Were there military objectives in the town? 

A. Yes. ^here were two small aimlane factories but the number one 
military objective should have been the large railroad yards 
where we worked. town was pretty well cleaned out but no 

bombs were ever droooed on the railroad yards even through pianos 

came over as low as 15: 1 feet. 

Q. Were you allowed to take cover during bombin or strafing attacks? 

A. It all depended upon the guardB. Some let us pnd others made us 

stay out and work while our planes bombed pnd strpfed the town— 
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sometimes within a half e mile of where we Wore workingi 

Q,. When you were allowed to take eovef, Were hotib shelters available? 

A. There was one but it was touching the corner of the conaunication 

building for the railroad yard. Our planes would probably go 
for that first and if they had hit that, we were afraid the 
shelter would collapse on us so we felt safer hiding behind 
boxes on the deck when the guards would let us. 

Q. Were any of the American Prisoners of War injured or wounded 
during any of these raids? 

A. No. 

Q. Who was the American in charge o*“ your working party—the one 
which worked at Takamatsu, Shikoku Island, Japan? 

A. L.E. Blune from Hartford, Missouri. He was in the Navy. 

Did Blune ever complpin tothe camp authorities about the fact 
that you non were working on military works and were subjected 
to the air raids? 

A. Yes. He wps told by the cant) officials that we ha.d to work there. 
They would do nothing about that. It seemed to be up to the 
guards to decide whether we could take cover during a raid. 

Q,. Who we8 the camp official responsible? 

A. The commanding officer, I believe. 

Q. Did you have the same commanding officer all the time you were 
there at Zentsuji and working at Takamatsu? 

A. No, we had several, I think, but I was out working all day and 
when I returned to camo I went right t'-' sleep so I seldor. saw ' 
or knew anything about the commanding officsrs. 

Who was the first camp commander you hpd at ZentBuji? 

A. A Japanese colonel but I do not recall anything about him at 
ell. I Couldn't describe him, either. 

0,. Bo you recall anything about any of the c°mp commanders? 

A. Yes. The last one we had was a ^uy called "Bulldog Drummond" 
but that wps just our name for him, I think. 

Q,. What was his rank? 

A. He was a lieutenpnt or rnpybe p captpin. 

Q,. How long wps he camp commander? 
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A. About the l^st four months we were there—during the spring 
end summer of 1945. 

Q. How tell wes he? About how much did he weigh? 

A. He wpb ebout five feet four inches tell, weighed about 148 

pounds, end wes about 35 years old. 

0,. Did ho bars pny distinguishing features? 

A. H e looked just like a bulldog. I never saw a person who looked 

so much like an animal. He even squinted his eyes like a bulldog. 

Q. Were any other Japanese officers at this camp during the time 
you were held there? 

A . Yes. A captain whos name w&sl.b'stltBfii. (uhriBetdc)-'-w*Bt 1 tb©®c--jjbtil 
just before the end and then he w.s t.casjfer.-.ed to another ca. ;. 

Q. Was he ever the contending officer of the camp? 

A. f«s,fbr a short time tine before tho one we call ”3ulldcg 
Drummond" took over. 

3. About how long a ueriod of tine was Eositani the connanding 
officer? Or how long was he in the cam? 

A. He was in the camp almost all the tine I was there as a prisoner. 
He worked his way up to commanding officer and held that Job 
for three of 4 months. 

^4. Can you describe him? 

A. Not very well. He was about 50 years old, five feet five inches 
tall, and wore glasses. 

Q. About how much did he weigh? 

A. About 130 pounds, I guess. He was very neat, too. 

Q,. You 8t>oke of the gu-rds having had considerable authority in 
deciding whether you had to work dur'.ng an air raid etc. Were 
any of the guards particularly severe with the American Frisnners 
of War? 

A. Yes. A fellow named Haslimoto (phonetic). 

Q. Was he, or had he been in the Japanese Arny7 

A. H e had been in the army but he hpd been wounded in the Bouth 

Pacific and was discharged and later hired a.s a civilian iuard. 

Q. Can you give a physical description of him? 
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A. He was about five feet tall, weighed about 125 pounds, and was 

about 28 ye^rs old. He had a club fiat. His left flBt was closed 
and he couldn't open It. 

Q. Did he have any other distinguishing 

A. He wouldn't let us take shelter during a raid and tried to be as 

tough and ne^n *>s he could. He looked pnd pcted just like p. scared 
and lieked dog no matter when you saw him. 

Q. Do y^u recall the nar.es of any American Prisoners of War who 
might have additional information? 

A. L. E. 31uma from Hartford, Missouri who was in charge of our 
work group at Takamatsu, and Edes (phonetic) a Navy Ban from 
Ida Grove, Iowa. I don’t recall Edes’ first name. 

Q,. Do you have anything further to add? 

A. Ho. 

Q. Do you have any knowledge of other mistreatment of American 
Prisoners of War by the Japanese? 

A. Only what I have given you in sworn statement today.

a. While imprisoned at Zentsuji, POW Camp, the quarters occupied by the 
prisoners of war were unduly crowded and congested. Each large barn 
like structure was divided into rooms approximately 18 1 by 24' in size. 

There was always between 28 and 32 prisoners quartered in each room. 

We had no cots or beds but were supplied with straw mats which we layed 
upon a platform and upon which we Glept. There was just room enough for 
each man to lie down on his back and stretch out. The straw mats and 
quarters were full of bed bugs and fleas. They provided us with some 
type of powder which was supposed to kill the bed bugs, but it had no 
effect on them whatsoever. 

For the first year and a half of our confinement at the prison camp we 
did not suffer so much because of the lack of food. However, after the 
first year and a half the situation grew progressively worse and the 
food supplied us regularly decreased in both quantity and quality. Al¬ 
though at one time we had received about thirty pounds of meat a week for 
the 700 men, our last year of imprisonment we were issued no meat £t all. 

Fish was just as scarce and all we had to live on was about 1200 to 1500 
grains of cooked rice per man each day together with a little very thin 
soup which was made from vines or diccon tops. Toward the last part of 
our stay in this prison crmp the soup was really nothing more than just 
hot water. Two men, both army officers, whose names I do not recall, died 
during the early spring of 1945, from malnutrition. Many of the men at 
the camp lost as much as 75 to 80 pounds in weight. 3eri beri was prevalent 
and many men suffered from poor eyes because of malnutrition. The Japanese 
guards appeared to eat well at all times and gave no indications of mal¬ 
nutrition. 

The medical attention at the prison camp was entirely inadequate, due mostly 
to a lack of proper supplies and equipment. The American prison doctor 
would be better qualified to testify in this matter. His name is Lt. 

Commander Van Peenen. He would also be familiar with the deaths of the two 
American prisoners as a result of malnutrition. Another American prisoner 
who would be familiar with the matters Just recited by mo is Commander Thomas 
Payne, Woodshole, Massachusetts, also Ensign Edwin Woods of Chicago, Illinois, 
Marine Cpl. P. R. Ritthaler of Rocky Ford, Colorado, and J. H. Jones, Marine 
Pvt. from St. Joseph, Missorui.

A. A Japanese guard named Hashinoto and known to the prisoners as "club fist" 
was a guard at the Zentsuji prison canp from about November, 1943 until up 
to the tine of liberation. It was this guard's policy to frequently 
punish the prisoners at the canp by kicking then. He kicked us on practically 
every pretext Imaginable for the smallest infringement of the prison rules 
and for apparently breaking rules that no one else had ever heard of except 
himself. It rather seemed that he did not feel good unless he slapped or 
kicked an American prisoner around at least once a day. He wore hob nailed 
army shoes and kicked the men with all the strength he could summon. 

• Numerous of these kickings would last as long as ten minutes that badly 

bruised the shins and legs of the prisoners, and many times it was hard for 
the prisoners to walk after they had been a victim of Hashinoto'8 kickings. 

On one occasion I saw Hashinoto knock one of the American prisoners down 
and while the prisoner was lying on the ground, kicked and slapped him 
about unmercifully, This prisoner's name was C. A. Gayhart, Electrician's 
Mate, 1/c, from somewhere in Kentucky. 


Every fourth day Hashimoto accompanied the work detail away from the camp 
at which time he would make a habit of kicking and slapping the enlisted 
men on the work detail. For the balance of the time he remained in camp 
with the officers and kicked and mistreated the officers in the same mann er 
he did the enlisted men. These kickings as administered by Hashimoto caused 
considerable suffering and injury to the prisoners and were entirely unjusti- - 
fled. 


Hashimoto is about 30 years of age, 5'4" in height, and weighs about 125 
pounds. He was an ex-army Sergeant and his right fist was stiff, doubled 
up, and useless. It was because of this characteristic that he was known 
as "club fist". The camp adjutant, a Captain Hosatani, actually ran this 
prison camp and was fully aware of the beatings and kickings administered 
by Hashimo.to and in my opinion is also responsible. Hosatani wears very 
thick glasses, is gray headed, speaks good English, about 45 years of age, 
and was about the height and weight of the average Japanese. 

Lt. Commander Van Peenen was the American camp doctor and would be familiar 
with the matter Just recited by me. Commander Thomas Payne of Woodshole, 
Massachusetts could also confirm the matters related.

He told us that he met Hashimoto between the barracks and the head, 
and that Hashimoto, for no reason, beat him about the face and head and raked 
him up and down the legs with his hob nailed boots. 

Q. Do you know the names of any witnesses to this incident? 

A* No, I do not remember the names cf any of the prisoners in the room. However, 

all of them saw Major Maynard 7/hen he returned. 

Q, Can you describe the guard Hoshimoto? 

A, Yes. Hr was an ex-soldier who had been wounded and was assigned to our 
comp as a guard. He wore the uniform of the enlisted ran in the Japanese 
Army but with no insignia cf rank. He was approximately thirty years old, 
had black hair, was approximately 5 1 5” in height, and weighed approximately 
130 pounds.

The beating lasted approximately 
five minutes. ’ 7 hen Hashinoto quit, King's legs were scratched and bleeding 
by the cuts caused by the hob nailed V'oots and his legs were swollen and 
sere for several days. 

Q, Do you know the nsmes of any witnesses to this beating? 

A. Yes. Sgt. Tom Honan, USVC, who resides in Tacoma, Washington and who was 
a member of my unit on Guam v:as f witness to this beating. 

Q. Can you describe the guard named Hashimoto? 

A. Yes. He was an ex-scldier who had beer, wounded ana was assigned to our 
camp as a guard. He wore the uniform of an enlisted men in the Japanese 
Army but with no insignia of rank. He was approximately thirty years old, 
had ’lack hair, was approximately 5'5 P in height, and weighed approximately 

130 pounds. He did not wear glasses. Aie best way I could identify 

Hashimoto is b: a malformation of his right hand, "e thought he had a club 

hand since he always wore a glove on it and could not use it for anything 

except v eating prisoners. He must h: ve felt no pain in his hand because he 
use-’ it r.s r. club. 

Q. Do you kn'w who was res^onsibl for the conditions at Zentsuji, p 0 r ' Camp, 
Shik ku Island? 

A. I do not know the names of any of the ether guards but the commanding cffic r 
at Zentsuji for the entire period I was there was a Captain in the Japanese 
Army named Hosctani. I would say he was around 48 years ol^. He had gray 
hair, v re black horn rimmed glasses, was approximately 5*6*’ in height, and 
weighed around 14C pounds. 

Q. D c you know if Captain Fosntani was inform d of the incident related above’ 

A. Yes. ^he committee of officers at Zentsuji, the senior officer of which rac 
Captain Lineterrv, Medical Corps, USN, reported all incidents to Captain 
Hosatani, but he did nothing to chenge the situation. 

Q. Is there any other information you have concerning this incident? 

A. No, I have stat'd all that T can recall about it.

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Q. Are you familiar with the circumstances concerning the failure to provide 
American prisoners of war with proper medical cere, food, and quarters at 
Zentsuji, HF Camp, Shikoku Island, from January, 1942 until September, 1945? 

A. Yes, I am. 

Q. Describe the conditions at Zentsuji, PO" Camp, Shikoku Island? 

A. During the entire time I was at Zentsuji, Camp, there must have been 
around 15C0 prisoners who went throught the camp. The enmo was primarily 
an officer's camp and the average number of prisoners for any one time was 
about 350. All of the prisoners wore U. S. Navy or Marine personnel with 
the exception of two U. S. tjrmy prisoners an'- throe Her; Zealand civilians. 

The officer prisoners at Zentsuji did net work but v/e enlisted men did. In 
my opinion the rations we received at Zentsuji were insufficient. In the 
first place over the entire period of forty-five months I would estimate that 
we received only twenty Red Cross food parcels per man. Our daily r-tions 
consisted of soup and rice which wc received three times r. day. The workers 
receiver 500 grams of cooked rice and about cn:- pint of vegetable soup par 
meal. A ‘he non-worker? received around 250 grams of cooked rice and a pint 
of sour per meal, ‘he rice consisted of mixed korean,rolled borley and rice. 
The-soup was made from vegetables. On a great many occasions our rice and 
vegetables were rotten, particularly during the first year of ray captivity. 
B-ing a worker I got the larg r diet and I lost twenty pounds over tile period 
of imprisonment. *he diet was particularly insufficient for non-workers 
and there was quite a bit of beri beri and dysentery in the camp. There wore 
sev ral deaths caused by malnutrition, but I do not know the names of the 
diseased persons, although our Doctor, Lt. Commander Von Peenen would heve 
this information. Some of the people at Zentsuji were so hungry that they 
ate dogs and cats. I cooked a cat on one occasion'for a prisoner, but I 
did not eat any myself. 

Q. 'hat kind of medical care did you receive at Zentsuji? 

A. 7e did not get very good core because it was too hard to get medical sunrlies 
The Japanese doctor in charge was a C r ptnin in the Japanese ..rmy named 
Saito. He would not relcrse the Rod Cross medical supplies for cur use, al¬ 
though there was a great quantity of them stacked up at the cann during the 
last two years of the W’.r. Captain Saito was responsible for these medical 
sup-li.s and he released very small amounts •lthou, h cn adequate supply was 
on hrnd. Cur doctor; Lt. Commander Van Peenen, could not give cur prisoners 
proper care because the Japanese would not distribute these Red Cress 
medical supplies. 

Q. hat was the conditions of your quarters? 

A. Our barracks were not too bad, but they were infested with bedbugs one fleer, 
and the °apanese did not do much to help us get rid of them. They sprayed 
the barracks a few mimes during the forty-five months I vr s ther , but 
without success, and over the entire period our bunks were alive with bedfc 
and fleas, although we did not have lice. 

W. Who was responsible- for the conditions at this camp? 

A. The ccmnanding officer was a Captain in the Japanese «rmy named Hosatani. 

I would say he was around 48 years old. He had gray hair, wore black horn 

rimmed glasses, vrs approximately 5’6" in height’,' and weighed around 140 
pounds. He was the commanding officer at Zentsuji during the entire piriod 
of my imprisonment. 

Q. '.'as Captain Hosatani aware of the- conditions which existed? 

... I knew that he knew rf the conditions since we had a committed of officers 

at Zentsuji who would address all complaints o the Japanese commanding 
officer. The senior officer of this committee was Captain Line berry, Medical 
Corps, USMC.

A. Lt. Commander Van Peenen and Captain Lineberry would be the best witnesses.

Q: Descrl/be the coalitions with regard tofbod. 

A: I have record of everything that was issued* In 1942 we had approxi¬ 
mately 330 men up until July when we got another "big shipment in. In 
December 1942, for example, we received approximately 155 kil03 of ve* 
tables for 33C men for one day. These vegetables were made up as fol¬ 
lows: sweet potatoes, 65 kilos: greens, 35 kilos: diakons, 35 kilos; 
beets, 20 kilos; aburage (soy bean curd) 15 kilos. The ration varied 
amount three times a year. We got a little more in the winter than a 
other times and the ration was cut in the spring and again in the sumn 
The number of men varied from 319 to 765. We had four different grouj 
for the puppose of allotting rations. These were officers, camp dete: 
enlisted men's ration for officers who worked, and the working party. 
The rations for each group were figured separately and we had to sort 
out ourselves.^,were fed three times a day and the Japanese issued 
food every < 



Q ! Did you receive any Red Cross parcels at this camp? 


A: All told, we got about 15 boxes. However, the Japanese took out the 
corned beef, cheese, sardines, end one time they took out the raisins 
When we got boxes the Japanese would cut down some on the vegetable 
ration. If the boys had not been good theives at the d.ocks where the; 
worked as stevedores, they could not have held up on the rations we rt 
ceived. The officers were in very bad shape from malnutrition. One r 
an Australian Flight Officer, died of malnutrition 3 November 1944. 
the date because we got a Red Cross shipment on that day and we got fv 
packages every fifteen or twenty days after that. 

Q: Were there any deaths due to lack of food? 

A: Yes, I believe the lack of food was responsible for many deaths but I 
can't trace any of them directly. Indirectly the ten deaths were be¬ 
cause of improper food. 

Q: Who was in charge of the food issued for the Japanese? 

A: When we first went we had a chap named Sgt. Matsumoto in charge of th 
galley. From time to time the man changed. We had a fellow named Ho- 
and one named Tuiuhara and one named Yamomoto. The latter was steali.. 
us plenty and really cut down on our rations. These were all enlistc 
men in the Japanese Army. The last man we had was a one armed fellov 
had been mustered out of the Japanese Army as unfit. 

<}: Describe the conditions with regard to quarters. 

A: We were quartered in what was an old Army cavalry barracks. There we 
heat. It was infested with vermin. There were anywhere between 30-3S 
men in a room. Wo would ordinarily have 20 men at the most in a room 
size. We slept on straw mats and straw mattresses. They g.-ve us some 
stuff to get rid of the vermin but it wasn't any good until we finally 
got some Red Cross stuff to spray around. We were each issued five Ja 
ese blankets. 

Q: What were the sanitary conditions? 

A: They were lousy. They were pretty good size, about 20 stalls in each 
head but they were right along side the barracks. They were just squa; 
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type with a earthen crock in the bottom and they were supposed to be 
emptied every day but frequently overflowed. 

Q: What were the conditions with regard to medical care and supplies? 

A: They were very bad. Before we got some Red Cross supplies in, the 

Japanese would not give up anything especially in very dire cases even 
though they had thousands of vitamins and pills that the men needed. 
They just wouldn't give them to you. The Japanese doctor was a Lieuter 
ant named Saito. He was responsible for hot issuing anything. He wou] 
laugh at you if you asked for medicine* One enlisted man went to him 
with dysentery and he gave him toilet paper and charged him ten sen for 
it. 

Q: Were there any deaths due to lack of medical care? 

A: Yes. I believe one enlisted man died from typhoid. If he had been trea 
ed properly, he would have been all right but they kept him in the barr 
too long instead of sending him to tho sick bay. His name was Kellogg 
and I believe he was a radio man. 

Q: Do you have any information on the other deaths at this camp? 

A: Yes. I kept a little diary for quite a while. It shows that on 20 Ja* 
uary 1°43, Capt. W.L. Dixon, Jr., U. S. army, died of beri-beri. On 1 
February 1^43, Lt. S. Wynn, U.S. Army, died of beri-beri. On 12 Febrv: 
1943, C&pt. L. Sensneyer, U. S. army, died of beri-beri. On 25 March J 
radio man first class E. G. Kellogg died of Typhoid. On 6 April 1943, 
Capt. R. Schwass died of beri-beri. Medical care was requested in ever 
case but the men did not get it. We had a Dr. Van Peneen, a Lieutenarb 
Commander in the Navy and he was the camp doctor until July 1945. Ke ' 
always fighting for medicine for the men. Another fellow, Pharmacist h 
First Class Albertazzi worked day and night trying to save boys who wer 
sick and he saved a lot of them. These were both very hard working me

Q: Who was the camp leader or senior American officer? 

A: Chief Boatswain Mate Robert B. Lane, whose wife lives at 231 South Firs 
Street, Inglewood, California. 

Q: Who as the Japanese Commandant? 

A: Capt. Hositani of the Japanese Army. H e was there all the time. He mo 
ed his headquarters to Hiroshimo but he still controlled the camp. He 
was a man about 5'7", well built, wore glasses and had iron grey hair. 
He could speak good English but he never let us know about it. He wcr> 
really the camp Commandant but he ran the camp. 

Q: Did the Japanese have more and better food that they could have giver 
prisoners? 

A: Yes. Up until 1945, they had plenty. After 1945, however, their owr. 
people were going hungry and were stealing rice and other food. 

Q: What was your official capacity in the camp? 

A: I was second in command in the galley up until the last six months when 
I took full charge of it. I was the first cook under Chief Boatswain 
Mate Robert W. O'Brien, U. S. Navy, who is now in Piti, Guam. 

Q: Do you know the names of two or three other men who were at this camp 
with you? 

A: S/Sgt. Jay B. Combs, U. S. M, C.; D. Allen, Gunner Third Class, U. S. 1. 

Q: Do you have any further information concerning conditions at this camp?

The weather was near freezing and the prisoners suffered 
severely fron the cold; two of the officers developed chill l*»ins and another 
suffered fron frostbite. During the ton days imprisonment the six prisoners 
v wrfce allwko’ t separate In an attoept to induce them to'bdnit guilt'of the off¬ 
ense.but they consistently denied having stolen the cokkies. At the end of 
five days imprisonment Captain Lineterry of the Medical Corps, U.3. Amy, 
wrote a letter to Captain Kcsatnni demanding that the 'risonorn be given 
blankets and 'vercopts. As p result of his intercession they were allowed 
one blpnket -oer nrn at night and during the day tho blpnkets were taken fror. 
then. At the end of ten days, having consistently denie their guilt, the six 
officers were released and allowed to return to the barracks. 

Q. Can you n ne the other five officers who were imprisoned with Lt. PowellT 
A. I can give the neres of f-'ur of the five. They were Lt. William Meies; Lt. 
Mioklick; Captain Curtiss, a civilien who w»* cor.-.iosi nod in the Philippines 
after the invasion; and Lt. Travis-Snith.

He was 
approximately five feet eight inches tall, weighe av.ptfosin tely 160 pound*, 
and wee a. proxina.tely 45 yerrs of age. Ke had he^vy short, grey hair, wore 
tortoise shell glasses, and spoke excellent English when he wished tc.

While in College, as 
partial .fulfillment of the reouirements for a 5.S. degree, -*• worked on a 
thesi? in vitamin deficiency diseases.

3. On the 1st of August 1943 I and about 39 other officers were trans¬ 
ferred from Umeda Sur.sho to Zentsuji Prisoner of - ar Camp, Zentsuji, Shikoku 
Island, Japan. The camp commander at Zentsuji was a Colonel Sugiyama, who 
was later transferred to Korea as a regimental cc mander. The subcamp com¬ 
mander at Zentsuji was a Captain Eosotani, a graduate of Kyoto Imperial 
University. At Zentsuji, under Captain Hosotani, the treatment w: s relatively 
good compared to the ocher prison camps i had teen in. However, medical care 
through the Japanese is distinctly lacking. This was due to a 1st Lt Saito, 
Japanese medical officer of the camp, tie wou? not release Japanese dra-ss, 
n_r vroulo he allow American Hed Cross drugs that came into camp to. go to th'' 
American physicit ns to be distributed ^s they sew fit, but he would dole out 
t..e drugs parsimoniously when there was no occasion for this. He was sadistic, 
wuld beat up prisoners at the slightest provocation, and in general, was the 
■••erst Japanese officer in the camp. All officer prisoners 'voluntarily"—and 
I ba "voluntarily"—did vt not do it, our food w£s cut down—worked in the 
-"•elds around Xentsuji, tilling the soil with pick and shovel. At Zentsuji, 
i - ‘‘ei Cross supplies were under tne Japanese administration and the Japanese 
.illicer in char- was a 1st Lieutenant ‘‘akajima, better known to the prisoners 
up "Saki Hete." He was observed many times pilierin* Hed Cross su plies.

4. The Icod at Zentsuji went from fair, which it was whmn I arrived in 
Au=”ust of 1943, to a starvation diet beginning July of 1944, at which time we 
were receiving per man per day 351 /-rams of cereal mixture composed of rice, 
millet, M birc seed type”, and barley, plus thin watery sweet potato green 
soup. During this period many complaints were registered by the allied senior 
officers in this camp; namely, for the Americans, Captain William Taylor 
Lineberry, Medical Cerps, US1T; for the British, Captain Oliver L. Cordon, RN 
(Commander of H. M. Sxe-ter); for the Australians, Colonel Scanlon, a.I.F.; and 
for the Dutch, Captain J. J. Weis, N.2.I. Army. These complaints were regis¬ 
tered vrith the Japanese authorities in camp. Letters were written ior for¬ 
warding to the Protective Powers of the United States in Japan and the 
International Red Cross in Japan. However, none cf this seemed to help. 

Durin- this time there were Red Cross food supplies and drags in camp which 
had come to us via the Gripsholm exchange ship and the Tela Maru in November 
of 1943. The cheese in these parcels and the raisins were getting moldy and 
souring respectively, and the cans were beginning to rust due to the moisture 
resulting from he:--e conditions, and the Japanese vould not issue them to us 
for a long ti.r Prisoners were sufferine from diarrhea and malaria, and yet 
drags, of which there was a large quantity of Red Cross drags in camp, were 
only doled out parsimoniously in homeopathic doses. For instance, the old 
quinine cure f.r malaria would consist of, roughly, 250 grains at least of 
quinine. The Japanese doctor allowed about 20 rains a day while the person 
had fever. The fever would last about two or three days a*-d then the Japanese 
vould issue no more quinine. I saw these Red Cross supplies laying in the 
Japanese doctor's office, to which prisoners ’>ire denied admittance. We re¬ 
mained at this camp until June 19-.-5 on starvation rations »'hen the Japanese 
black market newspapers which we had been gettin mentio-ol tne imminent pos¬ 
sibility of an American invr.sion of either of the two Soutnern islands of 
Shikoku or Kj-ushu or both. On the 23rd of Juo : the American officer prisoners 
of war in Zentsuji camp were moved out. There were at least 20 large crates 
'■i drugs and vitamin supplements in the storerooo, but when the American doctor 
su rgested that each prisoner carry a proportionate sliare of these drugs to the 
. xt camp, the Japanese authorities told us that they would be sent to us via 
railway express. These dru : -s never arrived at the next camp. It is our con¬ 
jecture t .at they w^nt to some Japanese Army hospital.

8. When I arrived at Zentsuji in August of 1943, I ft It it would fee of 
interest to the African Government to have accurate figures on what the 
Japanese were supplying us as foods. I oroceeded to obtain such figures for 
the period of time from December 1942 to August 1943 when I arrived at 
Zentsuji from the then chief of the galley, Chief O'Brien, a Chief Boatswain's 
Mate captured on Guam, who had kept a daily record of the issue of foods re¬ 
ceived fey the galley from the Japanese. All such issued foods were weighed 
out in kilograms on a scale provided fey the Japanese for that purpose in the 
galley. I am sure that the scales were constant in their recordings, and from 
my observation, they were also accurate. In September of 1943 I began to ob¬ 
tain records of the amounts of the daily food issue? of the month preceding 
from Chief O'Brien. I then calculated at that time the amount of food re¬ 
ceived per officer per day and the energy value thereof in calories. The 
number of officers at the camp varied from about 540 to about 640 depending 
on transfers, deaths, etc. I continued to receive these figures on food is¬ 
sues monthly until Way of 1944 when Chief O'Brien was transferred out of the 
galley. The new chief of the galley. Chief Boatswain's Mate Lane, also cap¬ 
tured in Guam, would not release these figures for some reason, although later 
on he released them just before we left Zentsuji so we could have them for 
future studies and for the Government. The figures covering issues of food by 
the Japanese were all received from Chief Boatswain'6 Mate Lane by me by the 
time we had left the camp. In about October of 1944 a Mess Ofiicer was in¬ 
stalled at Zentsuji, Lieutenant Arnold J. Carlson, USN, Supply Corps, who gave 
us the galley figures daily. The method of transfer of the figures was from 
the chief of the galley to Colonel 3. B. Miller, U. S. Army, who was in com¬ 
mand of the American Army officers in the camp end who turned over these fig¬ 
ures to me for computation and calculation. I had obtained, several black- 
market notebooks and was using these for recording the results. In addition, 

I obtained a table of food values of Japanese foods published by their equiv¬ 
alent of the U. S. Department of Agriculture. I began recording figures in 
my notebook about September 1943 with the aid of slide rules which we had in 
camp. With Japanese food tables and U. S. Department of Agriculture food 
tables which were available, I calculated the food values of the foodstuffs 
issued to us by the. Japanese. I also kept a record of the Red Cross food 
parcels and food supplies received by each prisoner for the period December 24 i 
1942 to May 28, 1945 at Zentsuji Prisoner of War Camp. The ligures on quan¬ 
tities of Red Cross foodstuffs issued from December 24, 1942 until my arrival 
at Zentsuji in August of 1943 I obtained from Captain S. G. Cottage, a.I.E., 

'ho had been a prisoner at Zentsuji since July of 1942. My calc’'lat.on8 on 
Fad Cross foodstuffs were based on U. S. Department of Agriculture tables and 
cables published by the Eiliplno Bureau of Animal Industry, dated sometime in 
1940, I believe, statins the food values of different t’/pes of canned corned 
beef, liver pate, and other canned foods. I obta.ned these tables in the 
library at Zentsuji. 
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a. The diet at Zentsuji camp remained sufficient to enable the 
prisoners to maintain their weight until llarch of 1944. At this time the 
then commandant of the Zentsuji c?np, a Colonel Sugiyana, previously mentioned, 
asked that the officer prisoners of war in Zentsuji camp volunteer to culti¬ 
vate new ground on the side of a mcuntain about two miles from the camp, the 
produce to e used solely to feed the prisoners. The Benior officer prisoners 
at Zentsuji camp heretofore mentioned in this affidavit believed that it would 
not be to the advantage of the officer prisoners.and, therefore, refused to 
volunteer them for such wcrk. Colonel Sugiyama put out a written order 
ordering the officer prisoners of war ts work on this project. This order was 
later rescinded by him after about two weeks, during which quite a bit of nev/ 
ground was roken, because the officer prisoners had appealed to their respec¬ 
tive protective powers. The letter yf appeal had only gotten as far as the 
Wax Prisoners' ^ureau of the Japanese in Tokyo, who sent a naval efficer rep¬ 
resentative and had Colonel Sugiyama rescind tae order. At this time Colonel 
Sugi-ama cut the prisoners' cereal ration and also cut tneir vegetable ration. 

The prisoners diet tnen went to a very poor one f decreasing in cereal issue 
from 510 gramo oer officer per day in March to 551 grams per officer per day on 
the 25th of Jul^* 15-4. Bread was cut out of the diet entirely as were soy bean 
soups, which gave a minimal protein level to the diet. Colonel Susivama ex¬ 
plained this w?a by order of the Prisoner of bar Bureau in To.<yo. However, 
officer prisoners comm into Zentsuji from other camps reoorted that the 
cereal ration was much higher in other Japanese prison camps and the new pris¬ 
oners had. had in many camps more than sufficient cereal. Tne calorific value 
of the cereal issued at Zentsuji went from 1,878 calories per officer per day 
in March 19*1-4 to 1,240 calories per jfficer per da -1 during the summer months 
of 1944. This information on calorific and cereal values for this period can 
be found on the tables on pages 36 and 37 of Exhibit 1 end the quantities of 
fosd issued can be found on the tables on -cages 116 to 131 inclusive of 
Exhibit 1. A correlation of this calorie data can be made with the fixtures 
on the average loss of weight of the officer prisoners of war at Zentsuji for 
this period by looking at the table on page 39 of Exhibit 1. The officer 
prisoners began losing weight in January of 1944, when the average weight 
dropped 2.4 kilos ;rom December 1943. The average weight of officer prisoners 
then went down from 69.135 kilos in December of 1943 to 5'.538 kilos in 
October of 1944, a loss of over 10 kilograms average in less than one year, 
thus further Droving that the dietary at Zentsuji was much below that required, 
for maintenance of norms! life and nutrition. In November of 1944 the average 
weight of the officer prisoners in the camp vent up one-half kilo. This was 
due to the intense amout of hypoproteinemia, or lack of sufficient protein, 
and a resulting tremendous amount of swelling of the legs that took place. 

The average veihvt of tne officers in the camp vent on a decided uDvard trend 
from November 1944 to March of 1945. This wa.s due entirely to the amount of 
Red Cross parcels received on the 20th or <-lst of November of 1944 and 
which were issued about one parcel per officer about every 15 days, thus 
adding to tne diet ...ore than 1,000 calories per day per officer plus a tremen¬ 
dous amount of protein and fat. as can be seen from the tables mentioned on 
pages 36 and 37 of Exhibit 1, the caloric value of foods issued y the 
Japanese cic not materially increase during t is period. The Japanese officer, 
Colonel Sui’iyama, informed us that the ration for officer prisoners of war not 
on a full-time working status vas 390 grams of cereal per officer per day 
throughout tne year. Due to the fa.ct tnat during t le winter—naturally this 
is so during the col er 'eether—one reqiires more calories to exist, he be¬ 
lieved tnat it would be more advantageous to take off 10$ of our cereal ration 
daring the summer months; that is, cut it down from 390 to 351 grams per of¬ 
ficer per day end add on 10$ during the winter months; in otner words, making 
it 429 grajns per officer per da" darin..* the ’-inter months, from December 1944 t" 
February 1945-inclusive, the cereal ration appears as 429 grams, not as an 
increase in rations - the Japanese >ut merely -iving us back part of the 
rations the” subtracted during the summer of 1944. In addition, darin-- these 
winter months, the Japanese substituted as part of the cereal ration sweet 
potatoes. ovever, they did not substitute them equally on a calorie basis; 
in other words, for ever- pound of rice, three end one-half oounds of sweet 
potato should be i sued, but tie Japanese oil; g-ve about two to one, so that 
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during these winter months when we got these R e d Cross parcels, the Jepaneoe 
took off some of our cereal ration, substituting s vegetable, sweet potatoes, 
and taking eway part of the calories of the cereal component of the diet from 
us in that way. Also, by doing thi6, they cut down the protein to quite an 
extent, for rice contains about 8^ protein and sweet potato 1.5%, and these 
substitutions contributed materially to the swelling of the legs that came 
about in the prison camp during this period* During this period of time 
while we were at Zentsuji from August 1943 until we left in June of 1945, of¬ 
ficers were "voluntarily" working in the gardens in the cemp area and in the 
Japanese Officers' Club in the town of Zentsuji. This labor consisted of, 
first of all, breaking of the ground with pick and shovel; plowing it up by 
hand with pull-throughs, a Japanese tool; planting; harvesting; rebreaking 
the ground, end planting again. At times we would work every day about four 
hours end other times two to three times a week. H 0 wever, it must be remem¬ 
bered, although these do not seem like long h urs, blie calorific value of the 
diet wes barely enough to maintain basal metaboli 
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d. My notebook, Exhibit 1, has the data of all the foodstuffs is¬ 
sued by the Japanese for the personnel at Zentsuji from December 1942 to June 
of 1945. Part of the ration went to enlisted men, of which there were 114 in 
camp end who received a higher ration than the officers: as example, enlisted 
men working inside Zentsuji camp were receiving 570 grems of cereal per man 
per day and enlisted men working at the railroad stations of Sakaide and 
Tokam^tsu were receiving about 720 grams of cereal per man per day< Proper 
substraction of the quantities issued for these enlisted men was ma.de in ay 
computations on the food received by the officers. 

12. During the period of July 1944 to October 194J when We at Zentsuji 
were receiving 351 grams of cereal per officer per day, the Japanese soldiers 
guarding us were getting over 700 grans of cereal per man per day and were 
throwing much of their cereal to the pigs. In addition, the Japanese soldiers 
were receivng plenty of fish, soy beans, and soy bean derivatives, such as 


miso, tofu, and plenty of vegetables. The information on the number of grams 
of food issued to the Japanese was given to us by C 0 ptfc.in Hosotani, the com¬ 
mandant of the camp.

"h-.le I -'as a prisoner of war of the Japanese t Zentsuji 
Frison Carp fron .Lo January 1943 to 26 June 1945, I i ao severely beaten 
by a Japanese guard, whom we called "Club Fist". This occurred in October 
of 1944. ' ’ ere war. a Japanese order at the canp, Uniting gatherings of 

prisoners to groups of nine men or less, which this guard clamed I had 
violated, .ctually, I was lecturing to seven other officers, and although 
there were quite a few other officers in the barracks at the tine, they 
•./ere reading or engaging in other personal activity which was customary 
procedure. 

"Club Fi't" c'c.e in end started shouting at no in Japanese, and 
when I stated that I could not understand he struck me with his fist, 
knocking me to the floor, ^s I fell my head struck a bunk and I was 
stunned. As I lay on the floor he started kicking me j. the body and 
legs. Several kicks ^ero directed at my spine. He was wearing heavy 
hobnail boots, 7/hich had a metal too cap, and I was badly bruised and cut 
by his kicks. 

I nanaged to get to ny feet and ran to the cr u ,p office, hoping 
to got away fron him and protest to one of the interpreters, as there was 
an order in tho camp forbidding the beating of officers. *t the canp office 
I talked to a Lt. Saito through an interpreter, but he 'ook "Club hist's" 
side and clapped me several times, and then forced me t) stand at attention 
in his office five hours without a brook. * hen I was finally relieved 
there was blood on the floor wiiich had flown from the cuts and lacerations 
on my logs. Hy legs and body ./ore covored with cuts and bruises, scars 

from v/hich I carry to this day. The camp American medical officer said 

- 1 - 
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that the bone in ny right leg was chipped at the ankle. The lover part 
of ny spine was also badly bruised,- and I had difficulty walking for 
sometime ane .vlTered. from my legs and back for several weeks.

I saw his hand on one occasion when he had removed 
his glove to clean it, 

Lt. Saito was the camp medical officer, who was 40 to 45 years old, 
about 5'1" tall, bold headed, stoop shouldered and bow legged. He had a 
heavy mustache. To the best of my knowledge, the testimony I have given 
herein covers all the details of this incident.

CHARLES E. N. HOWARD, being duly sworn, deposes end says: 

I pm p Lt. Colonel, 88th F.A., P.S., 0-18521, o/o National Bank of Fort 

Sam Houston, San Antonio, Texas. I was a prisoner of wax of tho Jeppnose at 

Zent Suji, Shokoku, Jeoan, from 1 August 1943 to 23 June 1945. In March 1945 

I witnessed the beating by a Japanese guard of Lt. T. W. Griffin, 14th Eng., 

P.S., of Boston, Massachusetts. In this camp ^hirth-two of us were' quartered 

in a second story room. A gjuerd came in the room and for no apparent reason 

slapped Griffin. ^Griffin demanded to ha tpJcen before e camp interpreter. The 

guard shoved Griffin out of the. room and pushed and kicked him down the steps, 

causing him to fell. The guard plso hit Griffin many blows about the head and 

body with his artificial forearm end fist which was made of iron and wood. 

Griffin was severely bruised end swollen about the head and upper pert of his 

body. His leg was lacerated. H1 b wounds required one month to heal pnd 
s ,. » • 

Griffin was in a convalescent state for two or three months thereafter. 
Following the bepting Griffin was given first aid medical attention by 
Commpndar Van Peenrn, USN, Navy Department, Washington, D.C. I do not know 
the name of the guprd who inflicted the beeting but his nickname was "Club 
Fist". He had boon p. guard in the carno about eight months, fie had an arti¬ 
ficial left forearm and hpnd. He was about 35 years of age, weighed about 
130 pounds end was about 5 feet 2 inches tall. He understood soma English. 

The camp commander was Captain Hositeni. I think the above incident was wit¬ 
nesses by Lt. Studer, S.C., R.A.; Bryan Heichel, Captain, AAF, Washington State; 
and George Calas, Captain, Inf., Louisville, Kentucky. 

One of the worst conditions which existed at Zent Suji was the practice of 

confining in the brig men "waiting hearings for alleged offenses without adequa-

prosecution] 
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hoping for about 12 hours. Afiar the hearing wpb had they wore given their 
choice of hpving one blpnkot or ^no ov a rcost. The latrine in the brig wpb 
p square bucket which wpb emptied once « week. Some of the American 
prisoners confined there were J. 0. Curtis, Cputin, Ingineers; William 
Powell, Lieutenant, A'F (Adm); Captain Forinash, Cedar Rppids, Iowa.; pnd 
Lieutenant Morin, Inf., Mpyvood, Illinois. 

To tho bast of my knowledge, tho testimony I have given heroin covers 
all the pertinent details of thie incident.

I, VINCZOT Y0UN3 JONES, Chief Yeenan, USN, Serial No. 3371628, on active 
duty at the Navy Recruiting Station, Federal Ehildi^g, Los ..ngelcs, California, 
being first duly sworn upon my oath, depose and state that* 

I was on active duty with tho United States Naval Forces at Gunn on 10 Dec¬ 
ember 1941* on which date I was taken prisoner by the Japanese. I arrived ct 
Zentouji Prisoner of War Caap, Shikoku, Japan, on 13 January 1942, where I 
remained until liberated on 13 September 1943* I returned to the United States 
on 12 October 1943* 

At no tine during ny stay ct Zcntnuji had I ever acted in tho capacity of 
assistant to Captain Saito, a Japanese medical officer. For a period of one yo r.j. 
I worked in the administration office under the cenp’s executive officer, a Ccpt 
Hositcni, whero ny duties were principally as messenger and typist rnd general 
cloriccl work. I then worked at the camp's galloy for a period of approxinr.toly 
a year and thon as a stevedore until ray liberation. 

I was never treated cs a patient by Dr.. Saito, but hed an opportunity to 
observe him. Dr.- Srito's office was immediately back of our office and I, in ny 
capacity as messenger,, frequently delivered messages to his office. Fran ny 
observation it appeared that Dr. Saito would deliberately allow prisoners to 
wait an undue length of tine for medicine. Tho procedure was as follows* The 
nen requiring medical attention would first go to see the American doctor, Dr. 

J. Van Pecnan, USN (now stationed at Long Beach Naval Hospital, Long Beach, Cali? 
Dr. Van Pecnan bed very little in the way of supplies and medicine. If medicine 
or hospitalization were required, the patient was referred to Dr. Saito. The 
men would line up and would usually have to wait frcn two to five hours before 
Saito would begin to see then. These waiting lines would vary in size from 
between thirty-five to 130 men. I never saw any of tho men pass out or collapse 
while waiting for medicine as stated,but I L~d heard of scuo such occasions. 

In February 1942 Rcdianan l/c Harvey G. Kellogg, whom I knew well, became 
ill. Kellogg told ne that the American doctor had recarnended that Kellogg be 
sent to the hospital for diagnosis and trectxnt inasmuch cs the American doctor 
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locked tho necessary equipment cad medicine. Kellogg Icy in his bunk for c. pericx 
of two weeks with little or no medicine because Sr.ito would not send hiri to the 
hospitals After two weeks Kellogg died.- I do not know spccificdly whet the 
nature of his injury was. 

I recall tho deaths of the following persons but I an not familiar with the 
circumstances inmedlately surr unding their deaths* 

Cr.pt. Schwnser - died of nnlnutriti n shortly after his arrival in 
February 1943* 

l^r.jor Barr^f^ - lied if malnutrition in December of 1943* 

Capt. Wynn - died of nclnutriti~n in February 1943* 

Capt.- Sensmncr - died of mclmtritin in February 1943* 

Marino Sfet* S^bcy - died of cancer. 

An unknown Australian fficor and ar. unknown English officer - died 
of malnutrition.. 

The causes -of death indicated were told to no by Dr- Van Ptencn and there. 

Dr. Saito was also the dietician of tho ccrap. The fo-d was lacking in 
quality and quantity. The nvornge enlisted man's neal c onsisted of 380 grams f 
a mixture 'f rice, millet and rolled barley, and a b<">vl of snip made of garden 
greens such as potato taps. The officers' ration was 283 grams 'f tho sane. Many 
of tho 'fficers were ;iear starvation and beri-bori was very ccam'n among all the 
innates of the camp* I saw Sait? beat sick prisoners on many occasions* This

practice was si comon that I cannot recall the beating of any particular person 
V,o were ell beaten. I believe Dr. Van Poenan to be the person best qualified to 
testify incoming Dr. Seito. Chief Pf.I R. D. Juies, who worked as a messenger 
for Salto, should be able t' give more specific information than I, as als sh^ui 
A. W. Msyers, now a Lieutenant (j.g.) at Long Beach Naval Hospital, Long Beach, 
California, who was an assistant to the medical c^rpsien in Saito’s office. I 
believe R. D. Janos' home is in Sen Diog', California. 

Sll^c VTil|c»rscn, wh - had been stati'nod at Cuan at the timo of his crpturo, 
went insane shortly after his arrival at Zcntauji.

end at one tiiae had a mustache* lie was taken prisoner by Axricnn forces that 
liberated the ca:p.. 

Captain Hositani, in whose office I worked when I fir3t arrived at the camp, 
was executive and personnel officer of the camp. In July 1942 he ordered the 
officer prisoners of v/ar to sign a pledge promising to refrain from attempting t^ 
escape. V<hen the officers refused to sign, he committed them to solitary confine¬ 
ment on reduced rations until they eomplied with his or'er* All the officers 
eventually signed the pledge. A Lieutenant Magee, USK, remained in solitary 
confinement for three days. I saw Captain Hositani beat prisoners of war or. many 
occasions. Since this practice was so common and was indulged in by most of the 
Japan se at the camp, I cannot recall any particular beating or torture from whic, 
a prisoner of war suffered death or serious injury. I attribute most of the 
deaths occurring at the camp to have been caused by malnutrition and leek of 
medical treatment. 

Captain Hositani was a Captain in the Japanese army; was 5' 3* tall, approxi¬ 
mately 52 years of ago, but looked much younger, 140 pounds in weight, stocky 
build, wore very thick shell-rimmed glasses, and grey, close-cropped hair, prom- 
nent lips, and was known by the nickname of "Horsey** He was captured by American 
forces who liberated the camp. 

The above facts constitute all of the information I have concerning attroci- 
ties committed at Zentauji Prisoner of war Cemp, Shikoku, Japin.

doctor in charge of the canp and the above medical supplies were withheld 
on his orders. He us^d Red Cross cough medicine to sweeten his tea. I 
actually saw him put the- cough medicine into his tea one ^ay. The camp 
commander whose name I do not recall also failed to provide adequate clothing. 
Most of the men wore provided with old army ccats and .'thcr cast ff clothing. 
One was oxtrcm-ly lucky to have a pair of shoes. 1 had no shoes for the 
entire two years I w s imprisoned. However, I managed to obtain a knife :nd 
efirvod myself a pair rf wooden slippers. If I was assign.d d job requiring much 
heavy work, I had t borrow a pair of regular shoes from me of the other 
lucky prisoners. The Red Cross, in a-’d.iti' n, had sent us f o-’, but the 
Japanese either kept the fr for themselves or waited until it spoiled und

by street car to Camp Zentsusi. We arrived at Zentsusi about 10:0C p.m. and 
there were given some hot,thin vegetable soup. Our quarters consisted of what ht. 
originally been barracks converted into warehouses and then reconverted into b¬ 


racks for us. There were six or seven ensigns placed in a small room. We were 
given five very thin blankets and a hay mattress and slept on a sleeping ple.tfora 
About half way through our stay at this cpmp the mattresses were taken away from 
all officers under the rank of lieutenant and we were given a grass mat instead. 
There was snow on the ground and it was very cold. During the first year of our 
stay there were small stoves in some rooms and charcoal braziers in others. Afte* 


the first year these were all taken away and we had no heat thereafter. During 
che first winter no clothing was issued us but after that some captured British 
Nothing i'rom Singapore was issued. We had to depend upon Red Cross supplies fo 
shoes. 

The'. jre a number of camp commanding officers whose names I do not remezb 
out the adjutant who was there our entire stay was Lt. Hositani. Hositani was r 
ceptive tv ;test about beatings administered by the guarde but actually did 

nothing el-u it. However, he personally did not participate in any of the beat 
ings.

were beaten up by a Japanese sergeant for having a Jap cartoon on EL lower*s bunk.

Hositani and was punched in the face by a Jap sergeant so that his ffice wbb smashe 
up and bleeding. Lt. Ralph Yoder; U<S*A., was beaten by a. Jap sergeant for falli' 
out of work formation before the fofntel Japanese dismissal was ordered. He also r 
ceived a beating about the face which was administered with fists. One of the woi 
persons was Kobeashi, an interpreter who took great delight in heckling and humil:, 
ing the officer prisoners. 

Food consisted of three meals a day. At first we received about 45C grams o' 

rice per day and some thin vegetable soup which occasionally had neat in it. At 

lunch we got bread in place o:. nce< This diet was gradually cut da^ bo that the 

was no meat or fish ever issued and we got just thin soup and about 290 grams of 

Fortunately, in November 1944, some Red Cross food arrived in the camp. Had it n- 

been for these supplies there would have been a greet number of deaths because Of 

starvation. As it was, one Jritish officer, a lieutenant in the R.A.F., died of 

starcation on the day the Red Cross supplies arrived. My weight was about 175 pot 

at the tine of my capture on Guam and at the time cf the arrival of the Red Cross 

supplies it was down to about 120 pounds. The Japanese always took complete con*. 

of the Red Cross supplies sent us and often would refuse to issue them. Many time 

the food was kept over our protest until after had spoiled and then was given 

to us, Red Cross clothing often needed in the winter, would be held in storage by 

the Japanese and issued in the summer when v/e did not need it. We had a hospital 

which was manned by our own doctors and the medical supplies for it were furnished 

Lhe Red Cross.and the Japanese, such as they were.

Some of the officers in authority at Zontsuji war prison canp wore Capt. 
i'ositani, the local carp ccrnander; Lt. Nakajina, the adjutant and Lt. Seito, 
uho camp doctor. The Colonel in charge of the Zontsuji district exercised 
direct control over our food conditions. This officer was changed fron tire to 
time. The Colonel in command from the summer of 1943 until November of 1944 
ordered officors to work in the early part of 1944. Upon protost to Tokyo this 
rr'er was rescirded, but food conditions in the canp immediately worsened. 

At Zcntsuji in the surner of 1943, Red Cross parcels were withheld from 

prisoners until certain iters commenced to rot. This was allowed to happen 

ever the continued demands of our senior officer for delivery of the food to

Rations at Zentsuji in 1944 consisted of 390 grans of dry rice per day and 
vegetable soup, generally of watery vegetables. During the svmer of 1944 the 
ration was cut to approximately 350 grans.

Protein food ms alr.ost non¬ 
existent. Officer prisoners generally began to have "blackouts," fainting 
spells and were generally weak, height loss was steady.

Q. State all the information you have concerning this punishment. 

A. While I was a prisoner of war at Camp Zentsuji for a period of about one year 

I acted in the capacity of room leader. To the best of my recollection, dur¬ 
ing November of 1943 at 8 o’clock one evening, which was the routine time for 

evening muster, the Japanese duty officer, who was the doctor on the camp str: 

at that tine, entered our room. The prisoners were required to stand at rigL 
attention during this muster. At the time the duty officer entered the room 
he observed that not all of the prisoners were at attention. After the muste: 
was condluded, the duty officer sent for me and told me that seven prisoners 
from my room would report to hi6 office. The reason given for this was that 
not all of the prisoners were standing at attention as required by the Japanei 
regulations. I asked if there were any specific individuals whom he wished 
sent to him, and his reply to that was that there were seven people who were 
not standing at attention when he had come around to check muster. I told h. 
that I did not believe that I could desienate seven individuals who wore guil 
of that offence that he alleged had been committed. As I recall, he directed 
that I get seven other prisoners and return to the office with them. I re¬ 
turned to the room and explained the situation to the officers in the room, £* 
asked that any who felt any responsibility with regard to this incident join 
with me and return to the Japanese office. All tf the officers in the room 
volunteered to go, and seven of this number were selected, and together we we 
to the Japanese office. There we were ordered by the doctor to sit in the 
passageway in a very uncomfortable position with our knees folded up under us 
and arms foldod across our chest, and were required to rana in sitting thus fc 
one hour. At the conclusion of that time we were directed to return to the 
room* 
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Q. Give all the information that yra hava cbncerning this octor who ordered the 
punishment. 

A. I an not sure, hut I believe hife name Vas Sato, or some such name eimilar to 
that. He was about 5* 5" in height, weight about 111, wore no glasses, no 
visible soars or .efurmitios. ho was about f>5 years ol J , and his physical or 
\iticn was that of a can of 70. He walked with a decided stoop and had gray 
close-cropped heir. His misconduct was that he would insist on mustering th 
prisoners outBi'e regardless of weather dohditions, and he ordered various 
punishments, us'ially in the form of requiring prisoners to remain at rigid 
attention outdoors uring the winter without overcoats for such protracted 
periods of time that they were thoroughly chilled. He fvrther required pris 
oners to kneel and sit in uncomfortable positions for prcrected periods as 

pun punishment for minor infractions of the regulations which were enforced by tl 
Japanese. He foiled to provide adequate medical attention in cases where si< 
ness required that me leal attention be administered, and was unconcerned wi' 1 
the welfare of the prisoners in general. In his capacity ae me’deal authori 
he did very jidtie to relieve the distress of the people that were sick, an’ 
the result, he was highly disliked by the prisoners at the cap. The last t 
I saw him, which w^s in June, 1945, he was a 1st Lieutenant in the Japanese 
Army. X do not know anything else about this man. The name of this doctor 
be obtained from Lt. Commander William R. Wilson, TJ. S. Navy, 6827 Hobart Av 
Chicago, Illinois. 

Q,. Has Lt. Commander Wilson returae d to the Unite d States lr-m overseas? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Identify, in any way possible, the seven other prisoners who were purishe w 
you. 

A. I am unable to recall any of the American prisoners who were involved, in thl 
incident. I do kn^-w rf one English officer by the anme of Geoffrey Caldieot 
Public Workd Department, Singapore. 

Q,. Who was the commandant at the camp when the incident occurred? 

A. He was approximately 60 years '■'Id, rank of Colonel, 5 1 8" in height, weight 
about 16C, very military bearing, wore horn-rimmed glasses, gray hair close 
shaven, and no visible scars or deformities. I do now know his name or any¬ 
thing further about him.

A. Yes, there was. A protest was made by the American prisoner of war represent 
ative.

A. Yes, he has. 

Q,. Identify, in any way possible, any of the other Japanese who took part in th 
incident. 

A. There was a Japanese Master Sergeant who was Supply Sergeant on the staff, n 
unknown. He was approximately 5 1 5" tall, weight 12C lbs., very dlsagreeabl 
in his facial appearance, thin face, close-cut black hair, wore no glasses, 
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visible scare or deformities. lie had a niekname of n Kendo Kid," He was diB- 
liked by the other prisoners, and was more or less responsible for many of the 
misunderstandings at the camp. I do not know anything else about him. Eowev* 
I would like to say that the doctor ordered this Sergeant to see that the prir 
oners carried out the punishment, and thif Sergeant saw that the doctor's ar.dt 
were carried out. 

Q. Give the name, rank, and permanent home address of any of the other American 
prisoners of war who witnessed th* incident. 

A. There were no witnesses to the actual punishment, and the only Americans who 
have any knowledge of the incident were those who were in my room, and from 
this group the volunteers were selected.

A. Kalamazoo, Michigan, December 29, 1903. 


Q. State your education. 

A. I attended Kalamazoo College, Kalamazoo, Michigan, from 1922 to 1924. From 
1924 to 1928 I attended the University of Michigan Medical School. I gradu 
ated in 1928- 


3,. State you experience after you graduated from medic .1 school in June 1928. 

A. When I graduated from medical school in June 1928 I entered the United State- 
Navy as a medical officer. I have been in the Navy ever since. From 1928 t 
1929 I was an interne at the U.S. Naval Hospital in New York. From 1929 to 
1931 I was a junior medical officer at the U. S. Naval Station, Guantanamo I\ 
Cuba. From 1931 to 1932 I was under instruction at the U. S. Naval Medical 
School and the Zdgewood Arsenal, Edgevood Maryland, lr post-graduate med :• 
and chemical Warfare.

A. I was captured on Guam on December 10, 1941. I remained at Guam for one 

unonth and then I was sent to Zeirtsujl, Shikoku Island, J»pan. I arrived at 
tho Zentsuji Prison Camp on January 15, 1942. I was at Zcntsuji from Januar 
15, 1942 to June 23, 1945 when I was transferred to Roku Roshi, Fukui provinc 
Japan, where I remained until'September 10, 1945.. I was liberated on the las 
mentioned date. .

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q. Did you know a Flight Lt* Moldan? 

A. Yes. 

q. When did yoti first meet him? 

A. In July or August 1943. 

Q. Where? 

A. At Zentsuji Prison Camp, Shikoku Island, Japan* 

q. Describe the circumstances under which you net Lt. Molden. 

1 In March 1942 I was designated camp surgeon by the Japanese authorities at 

Zenteujl. I worked under various .Japanese doctors and saw all the prisoners 
who needed medical attention. Molden, who was then a Flight Lieutenant of 
the R.A.J. arrived at Zentsuji in July or August of 1943, after he was cap¬ 
tured in Java. He reported to ne for medical attention shortly aft r his 
arrival. 

q. What was the matter with him? 

A. He had a series of boils or carbuncles on his thighto, 

q. What type of examination of Molden did you perform? 

A, I examined him thoroughly the first time he reported. 

q. Describe your observation at the first examination. 

A. Molden was very tall, about six feet, two or three inches. He had blonde 

hair, blue eyes and was in the middle twenties. He appeared moderately vel.’ 
nourished upon his arrival. He was tolerably athletic and ambitious. 

q. Did you see Molden after that first examination? 

A. Yes. 

q. How often? 

A. At least once a week. 

q. When did you le-t, pee him? 

A- I last saw him :live the night before his death, in October or November 194- 

q. Did you see him at least once a week up to the time of his death? 

A. Yes. 

q. Did you examine Mplden’s body after his death? 

A, Yes. 

q. State your diagnosis of the cause of his death, 

A, Primary cause was inanition; secondary causes bein* diarrhea, type unkno». 
and Beri-beri. 

q. While Molden was alive, did you make any thorough examination of 
first one which you made in July or August 1943? 

... YeB. 

q. How many? 

A. About eight or ten times. 

q. What happened to Molden after his arrival at Zentsuji? 

A. He was appointed room leader by the Japanese in charge of from fourteen or 

fift en British officers. He performed his duties creditably for five or 
six months when his job was terminated by a reorganization of prisoners by 
the Japanese. He was then assigned to a room of R.A.F. officers which was 
located on the second story of the barracks. 

q. What was the diet of the prisoners during the time Molden was room leader? 

A. The daily diet consisted of r cerial mixture and soup. The cereal mixture 

consisted of rice, barley and millet with accasional a:ditions of soya beans 
The mixture varied but generally contained 40$ rice, 30$ barley and 30$ mill 
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The soup contained a large amount of greems with an occasional addition of 
a few other vogatables such as daikon* On rare occasions there was a potato 
a carrot, some cSlfcge and egg plant in the soup. Ep.ch man receiv'd about 15C 
grans of vegetables per meal. 


What was the caloric value of this diet? 
The average was 1800 calories per day. 

What was the vitamin content? 

The diet was very low in vitamins. 


After the five or six months period you have mentioned terminated, what 
happened to the diet? 

It gradually dropped in value fr^m 1800 calories until by about October or 
November of 1944 it contained only 1500 calories. 


How did the prisoners respond to this diet? 

They were losing on ax average of about two kilos per month. 


How did you know that? 

The J-panese authorities weighed each prisoner once a month. 

What was Molden’s weight when he arrived at Zentsuji? 

About 170 pounds. 


Over the period of time yyi saw Molden, from the date of his arrival at 
Zentsuji until the day of his death what was his weight situation? 

He lost weight gradually; some months as much as six cr seven kilos. By 
July 1944 he was down to 130 pounds. 

Describe Molden 1 s physical condition in July, 1944. 

He wc-ighsd about 130 pounds and was very weak. He developed diarrhea of a 
mild degree. He was in a mal-nourished condition, and the diarrhea added to 
the aial-nourished condition and weakened him. Ho developed symptoms of beri 
beri and/or hypoproteinemla manifested by swelling and edema of the lower 
extremities and of the face. 


Why do you say beri-beri and/or hypoproteinemla? 

Because the symptoms and signs of both are similar and I could never be cer¬ 
tain at which point one shaded off into the other, 
mental 

Wh?.t was Molden* s/condition when you examined him in July 1944? 

He had become very morose and depressed. He started to express great fear 
of actually starving to death. 

What did you do for Molden in July 1944? 

We started to feed and inject vitamins pxd there was some improvement in the 
swelling and for a time, for about one month, he felt more cheerful. 

Then what happened? 

During August Molden lost a great deal of weight and he became more mentally 
depressed. An effort was then made by Molden*s associates and the padres, 
with ray knowledge, to interest Molden in studies, particularly the French 
language and card garaes. Always of a quiet and introspective nature, he did 
not respond well, and he became mentally fixed on the idea that he was starv¬ 
ing to death. 

Did you do anything about the food situation at the carap? 

During the early months of 1944, on several occasions I went to Captain Saitc 
the Japanese medical officer in charge of the medical end of the carap, and 
through an interpreter I informed him of the loss of weight by the prisoners. 
I explained the seriousness of the dietary deficiencies and reported the fact 
that many patients were developing beri-beri and/orr- hypoproteinemla. Over 
a period of time I also sent about fifty ^r sixty cases of beri-beri and/or 
hypoproteinemla to Captain Caito, asking him for more food for the men con¬ 
cerned. 
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Q. What was Salto's response to your request? 

A. Generally he Ignored uy plea. Sometimes he said that the Japanese were 

giving us everything available, Sometimes he told me to use more vitamins. 

Q. Were vitamins available? 

A. Yes. There was a reasonably adequate supply of American Bed Cross vitamins. 

Q. Did Saito know what beri-beri was? 

A. Yes. He was a moderately competent Japanese physician* 

Q. How often did Salto look at the prisoners? 

A. He held sick call every four days. 

Q. And, how often did you hold sick call? 

A. Every day. 

(J. Why did some men report to Capt. Saito instead of you? 

A. Because it was required that anyone very ill be examined by Saito. 

Q. Continue with you description of Holden's situation during the summer of 
1944. 

A. Molden became alarmed about his condition in July 1944 and went to Captain 
Salto's sick call a few times. In August 1944, after I sent Molden to C^pt. 
Saito several times, Saito agreed to transfer him to a convalescent room. 

This was a room that had been established for convalescent patients who were 
too weak to walk up and down stairB. Up to that time Molden had been quarte. 
ed in a room on the second story of the barrack. There was a long hallway t- 
the stairs and Molden had to go up and down the stairB and walk about a city 
block to get to the toilet. That taxed:', his strength a great deal. The con¬ 
valescent room was on the s«as floor as the toilet. 

Q. Describe Molden's condition after he was assigned to the convalescent room? 

A. Tor about a month he maintained his strength tolerably well. He continued to 
lose weight, however, and he still had beri-beri. He was very nervous and 
depressed about his health. 

<}. How often did you see Molden while he was in the convalescent room? 

A. Every day. Key I say something at this time? 

Q. Yes. G-o ahead. 

A. In fairness to everyone concerned I believe I should discuss Molden's tobacco 
habits at this point. I found out about this in mid-summer of 1944 through 
his associates. 

What do you wish to say about Molden*s tobacco habits? 

iu Molden had an overwhelming craving for tobacco. When he arrived at the camp 
the tobacco ration was f~ur cigarettes a day per prisoner. I went down 
gradually until by the summer of 1944 the ration was one and one-half cige* 
rettos per man per day. I found out in August 1B44 that it was a common 
practice of the heavy smokers to trade some of their food for tobacco each 
day, despite the fact that I had repeatedly warned the prisoners to eat all 
the food they received, from as early as the Bummer of 1942. In August 1944 
I was told that Molden was trading some of his food for bobacco. 

How much food did he trade each day? 

A. I do not know. 

Q. What did you do? 

A. I told him to stop trading food for tobacco and to eat all the food that wps 
given to him. 

Did he stop? 

No. I believe he continued to make the trades. 

Why did you mention Molden's tobacco habit? 

Just in fairness to everyone concerned and to give a complete picture of his 
case. 
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ft. Do you have anything nor* t'' sey regarding Molden’s craving for tobacco? 

A. Yes* In late AugttBt or early September 1944 some of the prisonerg working 
as stevedored at Takamatgu stole some Japanese leaf tobacco and brought it 
back to camp. This Was distributed among various prisoners in the camp and 
Molden got some of it. knowing that it was considered contraband goods by 
the Japanese. There was Japanese interpreter at the camp named Mr. Kobyas: 
He was a great snooper. Despite the fact that Holden had been warned not to 
show the tobacco where it could be seen by the Japanese, one day he was sur¬ 
prised by Kobyashi while he wp.b cutting Up some of the leaf tobacco to prepai 
it for his pipe. A row secured and Molden wrs taken to the office of the 
Japanese executive officer and locked up in the brig. 

ft. Did you do anything about that? 

A. Yes. As soon as I found aut about it I immediately protested to the Japanee 
authorities. 

ft. To whom did you protest? 

A. To Captain Saito and to Captain Hositani the camp executive officer who was 
second in command at Zentsuji. Hositani was an older man and used to be a 
professor in a normal school or college. 

ft. Was anything else dons? 

A. Yes. Captain Oliver L. Gordon of the Boyal Navy, who was the senior Brifris* 
officer at Zentsuji also protested Molden 1 s being place inti* brig because 
of his poor physical condition. 

ft. What did the Japanese do about it? 

A. They kept Molden in the brig but he was allowed to keep his blankets and he 
was not reduced in rations, despite the fact that when aver a man was put in 
the brig he was given no blankets. 

ft. When was Molden put in the brig? 

A. In September 1944. 

ft. How long was Molden in the brig? 

A. ten days. 

ft. Was he beaten? 

A. lo the best of my knowledge, no. 

What did the Japanee e do to Molden while he was in the brig? 

He was interrogated constantly. 

How do you know that? 

After he was release he told me that and I saw him in the office of the 
Japanese executive officer. 

ft. What did Molden do? 

A. Finally he told the Japanese the names of several men who were in on the 
stealing of the leaf tobacco. 

ft. Then what happened? 

A. Molden was released from the brig. He immediately reported to me in a stah 
of nervous collapse. I examined him right away and noticed symptoms of extr 
weakness, hyper-emotionalism and tremor of tho hands, face and legs. Ha fai 
ed within five minutes after he started talking to me. Before Holder, fainte 
he told me that he had acted as an informer, that he was apprehensive of th 
opinion of the other prisoners, and that he felt extremely weak. Then he 
fainted. 

ft. What did you then do? 

A. I put him to bed in the convalescent room and Have him a sedative. After a 
few moments he revived sufficiently for me to talk to him and I reassured hi 
that everything would work out all right.

Q. What happened to Molden after the incident you have just described? 

A. A few .days later Captain 6? it o, # through an American medical corpsman named 

R<D. Jones who was h Ph M l/c, U. S. N. , ordered that Molden be moved back 
to hie room with the R.A.F. officers. Moldan sent for me and told me that 
he thought he needed further treatment and should remain in the convalescent 
room. He was discouraged and chagrined, and worried about his condition. 

Q. What did you do? 

A. I gave him more medicine. This consisted of vitamins and sedatives. I alBO 
tried to reassure hii that everything would be all right. 

Q. What vitamins did you give him? 

A. Mixed vitamins and Bl. 

Q. Then what happened? 

A. Molden was moved to his old room on the second dtory of the barrack in lafctor 
part of September 1944. 

Q. What opportunity did you have to see Mnlden thereafter? 

A. I saw him nearly every day. 

Q. Describe his condition after he was moved. 

A. His condition deteriorated rather rapidly. He took a small interest in liv¬ 
ing. He became more introspective all the time and worried a great deal. Ec 
became thinner and weaker. During the next two weeks Molden was actually a 
walking skeleton. As a result of the large number of vitamins he was receded 
his swelling practically disappeared making his emaciation all the more appar 
Two days before his death in either October or November 1944, Molden sent trr 
me and requested treatment for diarrhea. 

Q. Describe Molden'e diarrheal condition. 

A. The diarrhea was inactive from shortly before Molden went into the brig until 
thiB time chen he sent for mo. It now became active. 

Q. What did you do for Molden? 

A. tty best recollection is that I gave him some paregoric and some sulfaguanadir- 

Q. Describe you observation of Holden's condition at this time. 

A. He wpb extremely mal-nourished but I did not consider hie case desperate that 
day. 

Then what happened? 

A. Next day the senior officer in Molden's room reported to me 4hat Molden had 
had involuntary bowel movements in bed and was too week to get up. I saw 
him and gave him further treatment of tho kind that I have just mentioned. 

I also notified the two senior British officers at the camp that his condi¬ 
tion was not good. I then requested permission of Captain Saito through 
Fh M l/c Jones to move Molden into the sick bay but he refused. Commdr. 
Richardson of the Royal Navy, who was acting as British liaison officer with 
the Japanese suggested that Molden be moved to a ground floor room after 
Saito's refusal to admit him to the sick bay. The Commander then arranged 
for the transfer with Captain Hositani and Molden moved into a room on the 
ground floor. 

Q. Whet did you do for Molden after he was moved to the ground floor7 

A. I examined him professionally that evening. I realized that his condition 
was Berious but did not believe it was desperate. The diarrhea had abated 
somewhat. 

Q. Then what happened? 

A. Next morning at revdlle Molden was found dead.in his bed. I was notified of 
this by Ph M l/c John F. Ploke, U. S. N. I examined the body immediately 
and notified the Japanese officer of the day, Lt. Nskajima, that Molden was 
dead and that the diagnosis was starvation. 

Q, Was an autopsy performed on Molden7 

A. No post-mortem was done but there was no evidence of any violence to his 

body. He was emaciated to extreme degree. He probably weighed in the vicin¬ 
ity of 100 pounds. 
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Q,. Then what happened? 

A. Apparently Lt. Nakajima informed Caltein Saito of my diago*iB because within 
a short time Captain Saito sent an interpreter to me to protest the diagnosis 
However, I made out a death certificate stating that the primary causa of 
death was inanition and that secondary causa were diarrhea, (type unknown) ar 
beri beri. The certificate was prepared and signed and forwarded to the 
International Bed Cross via the Japanese Army in accordance with the custom « 
that camp. I do not know whether this certificate was delivered. 

Q. What do you think caused Molden*e death? 

A. It was chargeable to the failure of the Japanese to provide him with suffi¬ 
cient food. 

Q. How much more food would you say was necessary to sustain Molden's life? 

A. If ho had had a little more food, about 800 more calories I beliove that 

life could have been maintained satisfactorily. 

Ci. Do you think the fact that Molden traded some of his food for tobacco results 
in his oal-nuurished condition? 

A. No doubt it contributed somewhat but I 3till think that Molden would have 

died unless he recieved 800 oulories in addition to what was given him. The 
idea is that Molden did not die of bert-beri or diarrhea or mental dopressi^r 
but of starvation. I knew, he knew and the Japanese knew that Molden whs 
starving to death. They were told about it by Molden, by me and by a comaitt 
of senior officers of all nations which was formed to try to obtain better 
conditions for the prisoners. 

Q. What wrs the caloric value of the diet at the time of Molden's death? 

A. In October or November 1944 it was about 1500 calories. 

Q. Was Molden's death’attributnbl* to hfe depressed nontal condition? 

A. Even if he hadn't developed a psychological trouble and mental depression 

Molden would have died. He was a big man and needed food. The psychological 
condition hastened his death but I believe that he probably would have died 
anyway had food conditions continued th* same. 

Q. What happened after Molden’s death? 

A. Captain Gordon made a formal protest to Captain Hositani. Then several en¬ 
listed men were called before Hositani and were questioned as to whether 
Molden died of starvation and as to th? number of prisoners who were in the 
same condition. 

Q. Then what happened? 

A. Hositani ordered that I was to select the most badly nourished prisoners 

and that they would receive extra food. Within a day or two I was aaksd to 
prepare a list of the ten most mal-nourished prisoners and to submit it to 
Captain Hositani. Starting on December 1, 1944 the convalescent room was 
turned over to me for fooding and care of the ten most mal-nourished patients 
in the camp plus two sick Australians doctors and myself. The rice rations 
for th-.se men was increased about 505». This system was maintained during the 
rest of my stay at Zentsuji and I had monthly conferences with the Japanese 
authorities regarding each pationt an’, patient turn-over in the room.

MEMOHANOTM TO OFFICER IN CHARGE: 

SUBJECT:: Interrogation of Comdr. Hubert John Van Peenan, USH (M.C.) 

1. In addition to the deposition -entitled "In the matter of the 
death of Flight Lt. Molden, R.A.F., at Zentsujl, Shikoku Island, Japan, In 
October or November 1944", made by Comdr. Van Peenan, he furnished the 
following Information regarding the death of a British National, Major Slater: 

Major Slater oH Jhs&Royal Engineers arrived at Zentsujl Prison Camp In 
about August 1943. m Aed in about June 1944 from a hemorrhage of the stomach. 
Van Peenan examined £&&er upon his arrival and studied his case for some weeks 
thereafter, but because of the lack of diagnostic aids he could not cone to 
a definite conclusion at first. There was auch a strong probability of ulcer, 
however, that that became the working diagnosis. 

Slater brought a letter with him from theprlson camp in which he was 
before he came to Zentsujl, signed by a British army doctor which stated the 
same diagnosis. Comdr. Van Peenan advised CaptAin Salto, the Japanese medical 
officer at Zentsujl, of the diagnosis and he repeatedly sent Major Slater to 
Salto with the following requests: a. That Slater be allowed to rest when¬ 
ever he had pain; b. That he be given a special diet for treatment of hie 
ulcer, and failing in this, repeated requests were made for specially cooked 
rice; c. That he be furnished a sufficient supply of alkaline powders for 
treatment of his ulcers. The Japanese answered that Major Slater could 
not rest during the daytime, that he would not be allowed special fool or 
specially cooked rice and,that he might be given the half dozen alkaline pow¬ 
ders that remained from a shipment received through the American Embassy early 
in the war. At the seme time Slater was allowed to purchase from time to time 
and in quantities inefficient for his needs, some Japanese alkaline powders 
which were tolerably efficient but he never had more than one-third the amount 
of alkali he required. Through Fh M l/c R. K. Jones, USN, who acted as an 
interpreter, Captain Saito informed Comdr. Van Peenan that he considered that 
Major Slater grossly exagerated his symptoms and that he considered Slater » 
malingerer. On several occasions Captain Saito completely refused to see 
Major Slater when he was in agonizing pain, refused to give him morphine or 
other sedatives and on at least one occasion when Major Slater was carried 
to him by two officers who lived in the same room with Slater, Saito refused 
to look at him. Comdr. Van Peenan stated that he had asked the officers to 
carry Major Slater to 9aito so that Sfcto might Bee him when he was in pain 
to sonvince Saito of the reasonableness and honesty of his complaints. Capt. 
Saito refused to admit Slater to sick bay as a patient until three weeks be¬ 
fore Slater’s death when Slater stiffered several hemorrhages of the stomach. 

By that time Slater’s condition had become so critical that even Captain Salto 
admitted the seriousness of his case. 

2. The above information was not put in deposition form because Major Sldter 
was not an American National. 

3. Comdr. V a n Peenafi stated that from comparisons he made of ZentBUji 
Prison Camp and other Japanese prison camps about which he has heard, he be¬ 
lieves that-an the whoA® Zentsujl was one of the better Japanese Prison Camps. 
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Tn all the time that Oomdr. Van Peenan was at Zenteuji there w&e an average 
of 600 prlsonera. Only ten death* secured during the entire period.

I, HUBERT J. VAR PSEM3N, tffl# , pfedently stationed at Long Beach 

Naval Hospital, Long Beach, California, tiding flfrst duly eworn upon my oath, 
depose and state that: 


I was on duty with American Naval forces at Guam, 
taken prisoner "by Japanese forces on 10 December 1941 


From 15 January 


1942 to 23 June 1945 , I wrb interned at Zentsuji Prisoner of War Camp, 

Shikoku Island, Japan; that my duties there were as doctor to prisoners of 
war; that the Japanese medical officer at said camp was a Captain Saito. 

Major Slater of the Royal Engineers, arrived at Zentsuji Prison Camp 
on 9 July VP 

in August 1943. He died Aa-afeeufc-Jua* 1944 from a hemorrhage of the stomach. 
I had examined Slater upon his arrival and studied his case for some weeks 
thereafter, but because of the lack of diagnostic aids, I could not come to 
a definite conclusion at first. However, there was a Btrong probability of 
ulcer, which became my own diagnosis. 

Slater had brought with him from a previous prison camp, a signed state¬ 
ment by a British Army doctor giving the same diagnosis. I advised Captain 

Saito, the Japanese medical officer, of the diagnosis and repeatedly sent 
to Saito 

Major Slater/\with the following requests: a. That Slater be allowed to rest 
whenever he had pain: b. That he be given a special diet for treatement of 
his ulcer; c. That he be furnished a sufficient supply of alkaline powders 
for treatment of his ulcers. The Japanese answered that Major Slater could 
not rest during the daytime; that he would not be allowed special food, or 
specially cooked rice; and he might be given the half dozen alkaline powders 
that remained from a shipment received from the American Embassy early in 
the war. At the same tine Slater was allowed to purchase from time to time, 
and in quantities insufficient for his needs, some Japanese alkaline powdert 
which were tolerably efficient. However, he never had more than one-third 
the amount of alkaline he required. Repeated requests were made for speci¬ 
ally cooked rice, that went unheeded. 

p- . ( Through PhM l/c R. K. Jones, USN, who acted as an interpreter, Capt. Sait 

^ ^ . j formed me that he considered Major Slater to be grossly exaggerating hiB 
- -symptoms And that he considered Slater a malingerer. On several occasions 
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completely refused to see Major Slater When he wee in agonizing pain; refused 
to give hi* morphine or othei' sedatives; end on at lease one occasion when 
Slater was carried to him by tv/rf fallow prisoners who occupied the sane room, 
Saito refused to look at him, I had asked these fellov officers of Slater 
to carry him to Saito so that Saito might see him when he was actually in pei 
in order to convince Saito of the reasonableness and honesty of Slater's 
complaints. Saito refused to admit Slater to sick bay fb a patient until th 
weeks before Slater's death of several hemorrhages of the stomach* At that 
time Slater's condition had become so critical that even Captain Saito admitte 
the seriousness of his case. 

The following is a true copy of the report of death of witness, dated 10 
July 1944, which was sauglled from Japan without the knowledge of any Japanese 
personnel. At the time this was prepared, I addressed ft tt the Director. 
General Medical Services, War Office, London, England; however, I waa never 
given a typed copy so I am not sure whether this information wa.s delivered to 
the addressees

This officer arrived in this camp on 2 August 1943. He stated at that t* 
that he had just been hosptialized for a period of three months at another 
prison camp for treatment of chronic indigestion with abdsminal pain. He gave 
a hiBtory of recurrent epigastric pain, indigestion, constipation, and food 
intolerance and recurrent attacks for the past ten years. No detailed gastro¬ 
intestinal study was made but treatment with bland diet and alkaline pswders 
gave relief during the first several years of his illness. Since being a .pri¬ 
soner-of-war however, he has been in almost continuous pain and has had two 

small hematemeses. While in 6his camp, he has been treated at first as 

ambulatory but by 2 June 1944, he was 'admitted to the sick list and has* been i 

bed since. About 6-2-44 he had a small hematemesis of about 120 cc. pnd was 
given a plasma transfusion by the Japanese medical officer. On 7-1-4*, he had 
a further small hemorrhage and was given plasma transfusion by the writer. 
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On 7-7-44, he had a large gastric hemorrhage and on 7^8*-44, and 7-9-44 also. 

On each of these occasions, Plasma transfusions were giVeili, However, he contl 
nued to bleed and died at 9:43 P.M. on 9 July 1944 of anemia and exhaustion* 
Emaciation was marked at time of death.

Q. Will you state the composition of prison personnel at the camp and the 
method of organization among the prisoners. 

A. This camp consisted of prisoners of several nationalities and we prison¬ 
ers were represented by a board, including the different national groups. 
The highest ranking American officer was Col. Marion D. Unruh of Pretty 
Prairie, Kansas. He was assisted by Capt. V. T. Lineberry, USNR, who 
can be reached c/o fhe Bureau of Medicine and Survey, Navy Department, 
Washington, D.C. There were approximately 775 prisoners at the camp, 45C 
of whom were Americans. The 450 Americans consisted of approximately 336 
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officers and 115 enlistod nen. The rplleted men were *> work group vho 
were employed by the Japanese on nearby dOokei The American officers 
naned above had contact with the Japanese officials pnd are familiar 
from an administrative angle with the various problems thpt arose and 
with the- auestions vhich ^>er& taken up with the Japanese md the Japan¬ 
ese reaction to each specific instance. 

Will you describe the organization in the food preparation unit among 
the prisoners? 

A. We were given food supplies by the Japanese on a day-to-day basis. There 
was a galley set up wher. the food wps prepared on a canr'.anity basis with 
an officer in charge. A.J. Carlson, USNR, whose rank I believe to be 
that of lieutenant (j.g.) and whose permanent address is 4126 Second 
Avenue, N,W., Seattle, Washington, supervised the issuing and weighing 
of food. If any food was short, he could cell it to the attention of the 
Japanese but uhat is where his-authority stopped. Thera were approximate¬ 
ly 14 enlisted nen employed in the galley end they profomed sudi chores 
as cutting tiu. vegetables and keeping fires going. The Japanese deter¬ 
mined the quantity of food that the enlisted mer. would get and the diet 
which the officers would receive. 

Will you describe the t.vpe and nature of food? 

A. The diet varied from week to week. It was good and bad. It was generally 
poor in the summertime. During the winter of 1945, it was good; in 1944, 
it was bad, I personally weighed 150 pounds in the winter of 1943 and my 
weight declined to 115 Pounds in 1944. The Japanese took our weight once 
a month and they told us the weight. Usually, our diet consisted of vege¬ 
table soup and a cupful of rice three times a day. Roughly, it totaled 
1500 calories. Rear the end of our period of incarceration, it consisted 
mainly of wild weeds which we men gathered. Sometimes it had salt and 
sometimes it didn’t. We officer orison personnel were required to keep 
gardens and we raised sve-it potatoes, onions, eggolant and a green celled 
Takpno. Mo6t of the vegetables went into the soup. The rice we received 
from the Japanese was full of stones, gravel and sweepings. One of our 
men who had initiative and ingenuity built a riffle to clean the rice, 
before that was constructed, some of the men lost teeth while eating rice 
because of the stoneB, We were there about a year and a half before the 
riffle was built. In 1945, we vere given soy bepns every third day for 
breakfast. The quantity was approximately three to four tablespoons for 
breakfast. This was cut out in August in 1944. 

V 

Meat end fish were served at irregular intervals which I would say averaged 
about once a month. We would be given Bixty kilos for 750 men and this 
included bones. The meet was cut fine and cooked with the soup. When we 
had fish, each man’s portion would be approximately the size of a man*s 
thumb. Throughout the time that we were there, Commander Hubert J. Van 
Peenan, USSR, 519 We6t Pine Street, Kalamazoo, Michigan, kept records. I 

do not know if he still has then. Practically all of the men had nutri¬ 

tional sufferings. Almost everyone had beri beri. Dysentery and diarr¬ 
hea vere common and everyone suffered at one time or another. Some of 
the men had pn amoebic dysentery. During the two end one-half years tnat 
we were at the prison camp, only a dozen or so died. I would say that 

tvo of the men, one of whom wes a British soldier end subject died of 

plain starvation. Their names would be known to Cept. Lineberry and Coia- 
npnder VanPeenan, mentioned above. I understand that VanPeenpn said of 
the death of these men to the Ja.panese, "These men died from otarvation." 
The Jppanese answered, "Is tnat so?" Some of the nen died from intestin¬ 
al obstruction caused by the effects of starvation. A United States 
officer, Mpj. Barrett, died under such circumstances. 

3. Were you subjected to harassings while at Zentsuji? 

A. .Yes, The Japanese prison guard took spells and would shake us down. 
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Sometimes men would be smacked down pnd knocked around. This occurred 
at least once a month, Lt, Tom Griffinj 68 Glendover Road, Roslindale, 
Massachusetts, was kicked down a flight Of stairs end suffered bruise*, 

Maj. J. Pierce, 222 Morris Street, Durham, North Cprolihe, went to the 
Nip office to report a broken dish and neglected to bow. He did not rea¬ 
lize that the rule was that bowing va* required whether or not pn offi¬ 
cer was present. A Japanese interpreter named Kobyashi slapped him, 6pit 
in his face and knocked his glasses off. This beating took five to ten 
minutes and occurred in the presence of Lt, Hosetano. Occasionally we 
were harassed at roll crll. We would be made to stand at attention for 
an hour if men were late. Our hands would be checked to determine whether 
or not they were in a straight line. We would also be disciplined for 
people not counting loud enough. I can recall being raaae to stand at 
attention for an hour and a half with a group of another Americans because 
I wore an overcoat to roll call one cold morning. Associated with those 
harassing are Japanese Dr. Saito end an officer named Knakajama whose 
nickname was "Saki Pete” because he would be drunk at muster and raise 
hell. There were several enlisted men also involved. One of then was 
nicknamed "Leather Wrist." He was a two-star private and he would fly 
into a tantrum end smack men. There was another two-star private known 
as "Glove Eist." Both of the men were medical disability cases and had 
artificial arras, I do not associate any of the above named with any 
serious torture. When people were slapped, we would send Capt. Lineberry 
and the British officer, Gordon, to the Japanese in protest. The Japan¬ 
ese would say, "Don*t aggravate the guards." As an alternative, the 
Japanese used the brig as punishment. While we preferred the brig to the 
humiliation of sleppings, it could be severe at times. 1st Lt. Jim' 

Powell, 111? South Shore Drive ; Cambridge, Massachusetts, was placed in 
the brig for five days on some minor charge. He was only given tea dur¬ 
ing that fve-day period and was not permitted to wash. 

Will you describe your housing facilities? 

A. We slept on the floor of the building in vhich we were located. It ap¬ 
peared to me that they f-.merly had been warehouses. The building wps 
two-story, stucco, woode:. interior »nd very poorly insulated. There 
were thirtr-tvo men to a room and epch person was given spree approxi¬ 
mately 26 inohes wide and 7 feet long. We generally sleg£ in bays which 
would b6 a raised portion of the floor about 1^- feet wide*. Ve slept on /s/ RP 
the floor and were not given any heat in the winter time. Each of us 
had four cotton blankets issued to us. Everybody suffered from colds 
and I recrll that one mpn died of pneumonia. His name would be known to 
Commander VanPeenan pnd Cept. Lineberry. Ve were not permitted to organ¬ 
ize wood parties nor were we permitted to make fires, incidentally, the 
Japanese themselves slept on the floor but they did have straw. 

*4. What ebout th« nefiieal situation? 

A, Ve were short nedica.l supplies. Things were so bad that bandages were 
washed pnd returned after being used. Commander VanPeenan would be the 
best source of information on the medical situation. As I understand it, 

Col. W.A, Orr, 743 West Market Street, Anderson, South Carolina, made a 
complete report on the medical as well as other situations at Zentsuji 
and it was submitted at Lettermann General Hospital, California,.

I was captured on Bataan on 9 April 1942, At 
that time I was in the 17th Pursuit So. F.E.A.F, I was taken 
to Zentsuji Prison Camp, Jaoan on 16 Jin 1943 and I was released 
by American troops on2 Sept 1945 from Roco Roshi.Japan. 

The prisoners of war were subjected to tortures and beatings 
at the canp while I was there. 

Capt. Hositona was Camp Commander at this 'time. Capt, 

Eositona was approximately 45 to 50 years of age, about 5 feet 
5 inches in height, weighted between 155 *ncL 160 pounds. He wore 
Black horned rimmed glasses, he was very gray but with a full 
head sf hair. Ee had the usual Japanese facial fearures. HE 
spoke English fell and seemed to understand it well. Capt. Hositona 
usually carried his hands in his pockets. The second in command o f 
this camp was 1st Lt. Hocojimi. Ee «as approximately 40 to 45 years 
of age, tall,about 5 feet 9 inches, weighing about 160 pounds. He 
had short cropped black hair, wore no glasses, sfcoke and understood 
English very well as he was an English instructor in the Japanese 
schools before entering the service. He was considered a drunkered 
by the men who knew him and was ref-rod to as SA' I PETE. The 
Japanese doctor at the crmp was 1st Lt. SLA^O. He wr-s about 45 to 
50 years of age, about 5 fe~t 6 inches tall, weighing about 130 
pounds. He w 0 re black horned rimmed glasses, spoke no English, 
had short cropped black hair and the usual Japanese facial features. 

He was very stooped and he wore a small bleck mustaahe. The 
above mentioned three men were entirely responsible for all the 
beatings and torture which I saw and received while in the camp. 

On e night during the winter of 1944 I was standing within 
six feet of the ashtray in our barracks, which was three feet 
beyond the limit set by the Jaoaneso for smoking, a guard entered 
the barracks and walked up to me and slapped me. The guard then call¬ 
ed the Japanese officer of the day, 1st Lt. Sieto, who took re 
to hi3 office made me kneel down, sitting on my feet, with my 
feet turned out, for approximately three hours. Capt. Hositona 
was informed of this incident but failed to take any action. 

Sometime during the =ummer of 1944 I saw Capt* M.H. Powell Jr., 

ASH' 0- 407091.? Not related ” , Weston, Oregon, taken from the 
barracks because he was playing a harmonica after the lights had 
been turned out which «as not contrary to any written regulation, 
and stripped of all clothing except his shorts and forced to stand 
out in the open under a light for two hours while the mos<jaitos 
seamed on him. He was covered with blood from the bites when 
he was returned to the barracks.

I an Captain Berry Talnadgo Rucks, Jr,, ASN 0-437867, My permanent hone 
address is 234 Lauordalo Road, Nashvillo, Tennesseo* I was captured by Japan¬ 
ese Naval personnel on the west coast of New Iroland on 7 May 1943, following 
a plane crash. At that tine, I was in the 63rd Bonb Squadron of the 43rd B^nb 
Group, Heavy. After being confined on Rnbaul and in other Carps in Japan, I 
was taken to Zentsuji Prisoner of War Camp on Shikoku Ieladd end renainod there 
fron 37 August 1944 to 23 Juno 1945, 

The Japanese failed to provide the prisoners of war with proper nedical 
care, food or quarters during the period of ny confinement in this canp. 

There were Red Cross nedical supplies available because wo saw then piled 
up in a group of at least 40 cases received at ^ne tine, I stole the invoice 
out of two cases and read it to find out what was in the cases. Wo also had 
a capable doctor, Captain Lyonborry, USN, and also a surgeon but the Japanese 
wouldnot give then an adequate anount of supplies to care for the prisoners, 
who were in a condition of extreme nalnutrition or diseaso. Supplies were only 
provided for nen who wore so far gone that they were uigble to walk up and down 
the stairs. The Japanese clainod they were giving each prisoner 390 grans per 
day of food, but by the tine they had issued it to us, the anount had been cut 
down to about 290 grans, or less due to the stealing of the Japanese officials. 
The anount we got wouldjust fill a 7 ounce salnon tin which whs used as n treas¬ 
ure, The food was unally rice or nillot or kaffir com. Occasionally 30 to 50 
kilos offish were given us for each 750 nen, usually every two weeks. Between 
22 Novonber 1944 ±* and 11 April 1945, each non finally recrivod 11 or 12 Rod 
Cross parcels. We were also given sou^ three tines per day, which consisted 
nainly of water rnd inediblo substances. Occasionally we fot potatoe tops and 
pickled icicle redish greens, which causod diarhcaa. Before capture I weighed 
195 pounds, When I cane to this canp I weighed 166 pounds. At one tine ny 
woight sank to 140 pounds, but picked up when we gotthe Red Cross parcels.

I can givo no 
further description of the persons responsible for conditions which I hnvo des¬ 
cribed, and I can state no farther dotails concerning tho matters described in 
this affidavit.

One of the boards in the floor could be removed every tine he wanted to use 
the toilet. Food was brought to hin in a lesser amount than the usual prisoner 
of w.r rat’on.

5 grans of rice during the day and was not given hot water 
or soup. In the winter tine a prisoner was not permitted to have his blankets 
The tenperature would sonetincs ^o below zero. In the summer tino buttons 
wore cut fron the clothing of these arisoners in order to expose then to 
mosquitoes. I found nen in solitary who had be.cn beaten by Japanese soldiers, 
sonetines to such an extent that they could not nove. The usual confinenent 
was fron threo to five days. The nen returning fron solitary were very sick 
and in poor -ohysical condition.

He was 
supply officer fron 1943 to alnost the end of July 23, 1944. Then they noved 1 
hin away. I cannot further identify hin. 

He w s working nostly with interpreter Kobiachi (first none unknown). 

This interpreter wr s a very infamous individual. Kobiachi worked with the 
supply officer and they wero responsible for placing aen in solitary, and 
also for releasing then. The couaandant would often investigate the cause for 
placing nen in solitary, when he was aware that a prisoner was confined there. 
He, himself, was very fair. Both the lieutenant and Kobiachi used their hands 
and feet frequently on the prisoners of war. Kobiachi was 5’ 3" or 4" tall, 
very wide, very woll fed, and nicely shaved. He belonged to southern Japan. 

He came from the district of Osaka in Kobe. 1 cannot further identify him. 
These two hated Americans and time after time tried to explain, "We are 
Japanese, you are^mericans, I just simply hate you.” Persons were placed in » 
the brig for improper posture and improper execution of commands, according to 
the regulations of the Japanese Arny. I cannot identify any other Japanese 
in c6nnection with the solitary confinement prison at the camp.

This 
treatnent had quito an effoct on ny fingerfe as I couldn't use ny fingors 
the noxt day at all.

I, ROBERT L* VALOIS, an American citizen, born at Los Angeles, California, 
on SO September 1917 and presently residing at 2000 Montecito Drive, Glendale, 
California, after first oeing duly sworn upon my oath depose end state that: 

I vas a member of the United Stptes Navy, PhM 2/c, *3820497, stationed at 
the United States Naval Hospital at Guam, which surrendered to the Japanese 
Imperial Army on 10 December 1941, After being tpken prisoner of war, I remeinea 
at Guam until transferred to Lentsuji Prisoner of Upr Camp, Shikoku Island, 

Jaoan, arriving there on 15 January 1942. On 28 November 1942 I was transferred 
to Mojii Prisoner of War Camp. At about 4 July 1943 I cpme bpek through the 
Zentsuji Prisoner of Var Camp for tv/o days while enroute to the Shinpgawa 

Hospital Prisoner of ,: ^r Camp in Tokyo where I was liberated on 29 August 1945. 

I returned to the United States on 10 September 1945. 

On p Sunday afternoon in about July or August 1942, while I was in charge 
of the Japanese bath house at Zentsuji Prisoner of Var Cemy I was severely 
beaten by a Japanese Lieutenant for tAking a bath in the lath house. For approxi 
metely three months during the afternoons, I wes the bath house attendant pnd 
the only prisoner of var allowed in the oath house. On this afternoon, a Japan¬ 
ese guard caught me taking a bath and immediately reported me to the Japanese 
Lieutenant who reouested that I be Drought to the commander of the camp. Upon 
arriving at the office of the camp commander, I was asked by the Japanese lieu¬ 
tenant if I wa6 taking a oath in the bath house, and I told him yes. The Japan¬ 

ese lieutenant then asked the Japanese colonel, who was the camp commander, to 
come into his office and they talked in Japanese for about five minutes. A 
Japanese sergeant, whom I know as "Smiling Jack" was called in end he told me 
that I was going to be court martidled. I was standing at attention in front 
of the Japanese colonel, lieutenant and sergeant, when asked by the lieutenant 
if I was taking a bath in the b*>th house, tb which I told him yes, and also 
attempted to explain to him the fact that I was also repairing p cover for the 




boiler that was a part of the fire box, which was floating in the tub when it 
should have been nailed to the bottom of the tub. I was caught by the Japanese

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guard just sitting in the tub. The Japanese lieutenant told me that I Was 
lying and cpne toward me, hitting me in the face with his fist. After p few 
more minutes of talking with the JpDane6e colonel, the lieutenant asked me 
again if I was still lying and I told him no. At this time the colonel returned 
to his office. The lieutenant then came up to me again, took off his coat and 
beat rae with his fists, etriking me in the face for approximately thirty minutes 
until I was finally knocked unconscious. I next rememoered being* carried by two 
Jpppnese guard3 to the brig, where I remained for five days, .eceiving one meal 
a day, consisting of rice end roup. The persons responsible for this bepting 
were the Jpppnese lieutenant and colonel, whose names I cannot remember. The 
Japanese lieutenant worked with personnel in the Zentsuji camp. He was approxi¬ 
mately 5' 7“ tall, weighed about 165 pounds, had a smooth face end was eporoxi- 
metely thirty-five yearn old. At one time he had told me that he was married 
and had a wife residing In Tokyc. He spoke fluent English and had made several 
remarks inferring that his home was in Tokyo prior to the war. He was the camp 
officer who had direct contact with the prisoners of war and was next in line 

of command under the canp commandant, who was the Japanese colonel. The Japan- 
was stationed (R.L.7.) 

ese lieutenant/at Camp Zentsuji when I arrived there in January 1942 pnd I saw 
him there agein in July 1943. 

The Japanese colonel was approximately sixty years old 5* 3" tall, weighed 
165 pounds, wore horn-rimmed glasses and had white hair. He had a rather slow, 
halting walking gait and was reported to be married and residing in Zentsuji. 

Ha was camp commander from 15 January 1942 to about Jul 1943, as just prior to 
the time that I returned to the camp in July 1943, I had been told on several 
jccasiono oy other prisoners of war that the Japanese colonel had recently been 
relieved of duty at Camp Zentsuji. On one occasion the Japanese sergeant, known 
to me as "Smiling Jack", told me that the Japanese colonel had formerly been in 
charge of a German prisoner of war camp during the last war on Shikoku Island. 

I did not hear the order given for me to be bepten, yet I know that the respon¬ 
sibility for my beating was either on the part of the Japanese colonel or the 
Japanese lieutenant.

Prior to the war I was a construction engineer, being with the U. S, 

Engineers Department for four years Just before entering active service. 

While in the U. S. Amy I was held by the Japanese as a prisoner of 

B 

war at Zentuji Shikoku, Japan, from August 1943 until June 23, 1945. While at 

this camp our food rations were very inadequate after the first four months, 

or after about December 1943. During the first four months the food issure was 

satisfactory, including a;out 590 grans of rice a dry per nan, divided between 
/s/ three 

M.M.twe meals. 200 to 300 grams of solids and vegetables is soup, a small amount 
of neat or fish once r. week, and one loaf of bread a day. After the first four 
months the Japanese stopped giving us oread entirely, cut the rice ration about 
10$ in February 1944, then another 10$ in April, and again in Mry down to 390 


The meat and fish issue disappeared entirely, being first cut to a 
small onouAt every ten days, then about every two or three weeks, then about 
once in every month or two, untill we hardly ever saw meat or fish. Similarly 
the Bolide in our soups were cut down. After Decenber 1944 we would first re¬ 
ceive scy beans noyje once a we-.k, then once in ten days, and then only once in 
three, four, or five weeks. In place of soy boons we got some e plant and 
radish tops in the soup, but all leafy ve^etAliles in the soups totalled only 
about 100 grams per day, divided between the three meals. 

Occasionally we receive . BfiC. Cross packages, about one per men about 
every 3£ months for the first 15 months, and then 13 boxes per man during the 
period from November 1944 to June 1946, which boxes we received sporadically. 

The results of the diet beginning about January 1944 included loss of 
weight, black-outs, and other conditions. We used to weigh ourselves every 
month on a Japanese scales in the 
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as ro ,n leader In ay ros©, I turned In the record of the volute of the 
various i..on in the r. on. I recall that the compiled data showoc. a camp avara. e 
loss of 64 lbs. per nan from January 1944 to June 1945, or about 31s. per 
nonth. Generally this was not a sudden decline due to illness or ailments, but 
was a steady decline because of inar.equate food. 

Beginning about March or April 1946, black-outs became common. Out of 
700 officers at the camp, th_re might be 20 men that would have black-out a 
each rlny, particularly while bending over working in the camp garden. Sone of 
them could straighten up and saap out of it, out others would have tc jg helped 
back to their barracks. The doctors at the c*up, including Cr.pt. Lineoerry.USE, 
of Raleigh, iforth Carolina, Lt. Com. Van Penan, USN, hnne tewn unknown, and 
Lt. C m. Mce, U5N, home town unknown, weld that these black-outs were due to 
anemia. 

While standing At roll call about one can a day, on cn average, would 
faint and collapse in his tracks because of weakness rad disability. Outs end 
bruises healed slowly because of malnutrition, a cut from a garden tool that 
ni.-ht ordinarily take two ts three ayB to heal, took as long as ten days after 
a-tut March 1944. 

Practically every man in the camp had some form of beri bori, and 90$ 
liad diarrhea or dysentery at some tine or another. Also cur teeth were in bad 
condition, ^eing shattered an., hwnring the enamel knocked off because of rocks, 
gravel and sand in the rice and in the little soy beans that ve roceived. 

We were always hungry - when we awakened, practically during the entire 
day, within an :our after meals, and uring the night. If w» awakened at night, 
often wo could ..ot go jack to sloop because of hunger. We were sensitive to 
9»ld, seemed tc hack body heat, and if .during the night we went tc the latrine 
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we Beau^d unable to warn our "blankets upon returning to bad. 

We were supposed to drink boiled water, which was boiled by juaericnn 
priaoner* in the kitchen. We got one cup of water, three tines a dry, but this 
wasn't enough, bo we supplen^nt d it with tap water which waa not purified and 
which cane fron an open reservoir up in the hills. Extra water could not be 
boiled bocause jf lack of fuel, eo wo had to drink the tap water. The reservoir 
fron which the tap water cane wos lower than the rice paddies which wore fertilized 
with honan manure, and as a rusult we suspected the writer was contaminated and 
was the cause of much of the diarrhea rnd dysentery, although it se> n^d clear 
to look at. 

We had plenty of water for washing our clothes, as we used cold water 
for that purpose and had an adequate supply. We could cl bo bathe once a week 
with hot water, or as frequently as we wanted with cold w ter. 

Wo tere rather cold in our rooms. We lived in one jig building which 
had a large corridor down the center, had tto stories, end the rooms were on 
either side of the corridor. Downstrirs the rocne w re about 20 x 22 ft., and 
there were 16 men in ny room. We slept on the two jrys on each side of the well. 
The jays were about 7 ft. x 22 ft. Each ann had about 20" width of the bfy; 
about l/2 f the uen had individual straw mattresses, although the Jr. officers 
slept on nothing but blcnkets. 

There were five blankets to a ann rnd they wore frirly good, but we had 
difficulty in keeping warm because there were no etoveB in the buildings 
and no heat whatsoever. The only fire in the entire conp was in the kitchen, 
kut we were not allowed there. We were prohibited from building fires end 
were not allowed to possess nntchoa. There was no heat even in the sick jay, 
one of the rooms where the oxtronely sick nen were kept. 

To k.cp warn wo wore our overcoats all day, oven in the barracks. We 
put t -er. on in the uoraise nd took then off at ni ;ht, only to lay then on 
top of our beds. 
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The climate was not too savant but w 8 similar to Memphis or Southern 
Illinois. Occasionally there were c&ld suaps or snow flurries for a day or #wo 
but then the weather would generally become mild. Throughout the two winters 
that I was thore, generally at least 10$ of the nen would have chest col's and 
coughs at all tines. There were only two or three pneumonia cases each winter, 
no flu that I recall, and very rarely any frostbite. I don*t recall any deaths 
fron colds or pneunonin. 

We were plagued by fleas and bed bugs. The bed bugs were in the bedding, 
in the walls and floors of Ihe building, and the fleas were on the ground. 
Practically every nan would have fleas during the sunner, and be troubled by 
jed jugs during the winter. The fleas disappeared in the cold weather, and. the 
bed bugs gave us trouble only in that season. During the sunner we would wake 
up and find two or three flea bites on an average every morning, particularly 
where our clothing fit tightly. I personally was not bothered by the bed bugs 
although nost of the nen during the winter were bitten at least every night. 

We had no disinfectants or fumigation and no delousing facilities, our only 
delousing having taken place only a few days after we entered that canp, but 
never again. Washing our clothes was inefficient because we used cold vAter. 

The only thing we could do w e sun our cloth^e ; nd bedding, shake the fleas 
or bed bugs out, and pick then off as best «e could. 

The two latrines which were about 40 feet from our building were large 
enough to accommodate the non, out were the source of a nunber of flies. There 
was no screening in our barracks, and while or ting we hrd to fight the fliea off 
from our food. Our medics expresses the opinion that the diarrhea in camp was 
probably due in part to the flies coming into the barracks from the latrine. 

Our three American doctors held daily sick call, but were handicr.pped 
in treating the patients because the Japanese doctor kept complete control of 
all medicines, including American Red Cross supplies which were locked in his 
office, I dc not know his name, but he was a 1st Lieutenant whoa we called 
"The Mai Quack". He was in the Japanese Medical Corps, was about S’lO" tall, 

140 los., approximately 40 years old, rather nice looking, had a thin narrow 
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face and well shrped, thin features! although that 1 b . 11 I recall* 

Our three doctoral I oelie*ej had firil hand knowledge of hia nedical 
supplies^ na they were in hie office, . nd recording the then the Jap* neae doctor 
had a wide variety of aedlclnea am. aesthetics, including novocadno end various 
other pain killing drugs. Ho al 80 had a good aupply of vitrmir. pills. He wna 
quite arbitrary, however, in permitting the .American doctorB to use any of the 
reserves. He would grant the use of an anesthetic for an appendectomy, out 
denied use of novnca.ine in probably 75$ of the tooth extrationa, frequently 
contrary to the recommendations of the ifcierican doctors. 

Hia decisions seened based on whin. I recr11 that he approved the use 
of novacnine for a tooth extraction in my case, out denied it the very next day 
for on extraction for ny roommate. He permitted use of the vitamin pills in 
only a few of the most extreme cases of beri beri. In all coses where the 
doctors wanted to uBe vitamin pills, anesthetics, or other drugs, they always 
had to plead with him and request repeatedly for permission from this Japanese 
doctor. 

Fortunately there were only n few deaths in the camp, and perhaps those 

could not have been prevented; one being a case of an enlisted man who had 

cancer of the throat, another an American officer with TB, another an American 

officer with a locked bowel, and ^wl- English officer^ with kidney infections.

The conditions of the Japanese at that camp wore much superior to the 
American prisoners. There were about 20 Japanese administrative personnel 
including guards inside the camp and aoout 14 outside guards, who were changed 
every three or four days and who lived in a guard house at the entrance of the 
camp. The permanent personnel lived in the camp administration office, which 
had charcole .urnCre in each room and fires were kept in these stoves from 
morning until 8 or 9 at night. Fire were kept going in the ,;unrd house twenty- 
four hours a day during the winter. The Japanese evidently had plenty food 
as they threw away :oth rice and soup after each meal. 
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One ijinorican officer got permission to j.tain their extra rice and 
eoup, and we found that the rice w.' B of a better quality, the soup was thick, 
contained meat and fish, and in addition there were other foods such aa pickles. 

The Japanese officers an', some higher inspecting officers ..efinitely 
knew of the lack of food at the dan^and probably of the oth^r conditions. 

There were two commanders At the crop,the first from Augt'st 1943 to December 1944, 
an- the second fron Decern;er 1944 to June 1945, out I do not know the names of 
either one . Neither had a •jijtknane. Both had some danpaign ri : ons, which 
indicated each of them had served, I belieYe, in China. I never saw the first 
one close enough to get a description. The second one w^s about 5’4" tall 
125 los., aoout 45 years old, and was reported by one Japanese guard to have 
been a school teacher in the Tokyo Area -efore the wrr, but I did not see him 
well enough to ^escri^e his facital features or other characteristics. 

Daring the fall of 1944 a high ranking Japanese Navy officer, either a 
lieutenant commander or a commander, came through the camp to inspect the living 
quarters of s»:ta of the prisoners and also the kitchen. Ho questioned f ocut Bix 
prisoners, including some British end Americans, and I believe that every one 
of them told him they were hungry. He merely asked how c editions w»re and how 
they felt, and they all stressed the lack of food. He coui . obviously see, how>- 
ever, that these men were in p -or health end tha*twe wore pretty crowded. He 
said nothin: an 3 there VAfitonever any improvement in conditions, except that 
pressure was removed for requiring officer to work, whereas oefore his 
visit there had oeen considerable pressure in that wry. The best witnesses of 
the camp conditions were the three doct re wh- ae names I gave. 

This is a complete story as I recall the conditions.

(3) I believe it was between the first and the fifteenth of Juno 1945 
1 was Bovorely end brutally beaten by a Japanese guard; the first part of 
the beating was in front of p mess Bhack at Sekaidi (spelling iB phonetic.) 

This 1b a camp approximately ten miles north of Zensujl. At this sub- 

canp, the railwpy company had a guard and the Japanese Gov rnment bad a civilian 

guard who was co. conly known to us as "Yellow Glasses." About 10:30 in 

the morning, I was stoking a fire under a large pot of beans and the rail - 

way company guard psked me why I was not working at the railroad track, 

loading maize. I told him that Chief Boatswain's Mate Townsend, who was 

in charge of the work of all of the non-coms of the camo, had told me 

not to perform any work other than cooking. The railroad company guard 

then left and a' out an hour later, the civilian guard came up, made some 

remark to me which I did not understand, and commenced beating mo with 

hie fists. Ho beat me for several minutes. I then walked pway end over 

to the railroad tracks where the oth-r prisoners of war were working. The 

company guard followed me p>out ten feet behind, talking in a. loud tone 

of voice, but I could not understand him. When I got to where the men 

were working, I found a hook with which to load the mpize pnd wee looking 

around for anoth-r when the >/uard stepped up from the side and hitme in 

the Jaw. How many times he hit me I do not romerber, except that he 

knocked me over a Back of maize. When he did thie, he picked up a bamboo 

stick aTout three or four foet long and about three-quarters inch thick 

pnd started beating me ovor the head with it. Before I vps able*to get up, 

he pIbo hit me with his fist and hand. 


(4) The Jp-Danese guard who did this beating was named Mokichi Hpra 
or Hado, and was commonly known in the camp as "Yellow Glasses" because 
of the color of the glpBses which he elwpys wore. He had e oug nose which 
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uppoprod to hpve boon plmost cut off *>t one tin', p v ig Bc**r on on? oya, 
wpb p v out 5 foot, 7 or 8 inch.-s wcighod pbout 140 or 150 pounds,

Ielpnd pnd he cl®iced to htve boon In the Army pt on time.

While an officer in the United States Anr.y I was confined as a prisoner 

of war by the Imperial Japanese Government at ZentBUji Camp, Shikoku, Japan, 

transferred to another prison eamp./a/JTK 
from 16 January 1943 to 23 June 1945, when I was/ lib e r a t e d . During thiB time 

Lieutenant Saits, Japanese Army officer, was assigned as prison camp doctor 
at Zentsuji Camp, While I was confined at this camp, I suffered from an ab¬ 
scessed tooth. As a result of the abscess a large pus sac had formed, and 
my right jaw had swollen considerably. Unbeknownst to Japanese officials I 
conferred with an Australian prisoner of war who was a dentist. This man's 
name was R. A. Maetonald, Captain, Australian Army Medical Corps, home addrest

I ALEXANDER FRASER of J*avkUis Street, Ingham, Queensland 
and formerly QX 6470 Capt. Alexander Fraser of No, 1 Independent

1, In about June 1945, I was a POW at ZEHTSUJI in which 
caflp or prison were approximately 700' Officers and other ranks, 
mde up of English 110, Dutch 90, Australian 91, African 409. 
P.0,W»s. 

2, We were emplyed on various projects throughout the three 
years spent in the camp, in particular agricultural and chicken 
and rabbit raising. My particular duties Vere assisting in 
agriculture and on general camp cleanliness squads. General 
conditions at Zentsuji were bad. 


I personally saw the Officers of this camp starved to 
a shocking degree, and within a fraction of death. Repeated 
request were made by .our Doctors for medical equipment which 
came into the camp from the International Red Cross, but on 
very few occasions were distributions made of these, and in 
such quantities to be inadequate. Large quantities of Vitamin 
tablets came into the cenp, but in spite of repeated applications 
for these, they were nrt issued. 


Ft/Lt. Baldwin (?) R.A.F. died on November 21st 1944 of 
starvation - on the report of our medical OdgttfTs - after being 
dismissed from the sick-bay a week previous^ i>p*p«a«awr®*1Pp''' 

A»■* Cg^nandaAt wo^ , 

SX 1794 Lt. C(W).P. Furner suffered severaly from mal¬ 
nutrition, and was finallx admitted to the camp hospital, but 
very little medical assistance was given, and repeatedly he 
was discharged at the whin of the Japanese Doctor. Complaints 
were made to Capt. Hositani who was in charge of Administration 
of the Camp, but no satisfaction resulted. Lt. Furner finally 
developed a throat complaint which was given little attention, 
and from which he died in June 1945. 


Capt. Hositani remained on the Administration Staff at 
Zentsuji from its inception in 1942. All our complaints were 
addressed to Capt Kolitani, and from there they went to a highor 
authority. It is my opinion that Capt Hositani could have 
prevented the death of the aisxs aboveOmentioned Officers, but 
was loath to do so,

a. I was sent to Guan in approximately _ k pril, 1941 where I was Commanding Officer 
of tho U. S. Naval Hospital at Guan rnd I was captured there by the Japanese on 
10 Deconb r 1941. I remained in char e of the hospital under tho Japanese on G’ 
until 10 January 1942 when I was trfnsferred to Zentsuji, Shikoku where I arrive 
on 16 January 1942 and remained there until 28 November 1942. At that tine I w 
transferred to Kyushu Island near Moji in the area of Kokure. I remained there 
until 5 July 194? when I was returned to Zentsuji, Shikoku and I r nained there 
until 23 June 1945. At that tine all officers were transferre" to Rokuroski, 
Honshu end remained there until 8 September 1945 when I was liberated. 

Q- State what you know of your own knowledge regarding the failure of the Japanese 
to provide proper foo- 3 for Anerican prisoners of war. 


Most of my tine as e prisoner of war was spent in Zentsuji, Shikoku. The diet 
Zontsuji went as low as 1100 calories por day and consisted laroly of rice and 
vegetables with very little protein. e were not required to work on this diet 
but we needed 3540 or 3600 calories per day to provide us with sufficient food. 
a «-»rcat many of the prisoners were showing the effects of nalnutrition but there 
were no deaths end nono appeared to have suffered any ill effects. a11 of the 
aen lost weight and I dropped from 170 oounds to 122. At Zentsuji, we received 
twenty Red Cross packages in the three -ears that I was there end starting in 
November and continuing through the winter, we received n no every two weeks whlc 
certainly saved many of the prisoners. The Rod Cross packages, supplemented by 
the Japanese ration, brought ou^ ^a^o^y ojjo^a U£ to approximately 2000.

I was taken prisoner by the Japanese on the -island of Quam December 10, 19bl. 
At that tine I was working in the hospital and the Japanese kept the hospital staff 
on there. Is were permitted to care for the wounded and sick. The Japanese per¬ 
mitted us to retain and use the medical supplies and food which we had. The treat¬ 
ment of the prisoners on Quean by the Japanese was satisfactory, as far as I know. 
However, my knowledge extends only to what went on in the hospital and its lmed- 
iate vicinity. 

About January 10, 19t*2, the prisoners on Quam were placed aboard the Argentina 
Varu, a large Japanese transport. The wounded and sick were transported from the 
hospital in taxi-cabs, the ambulatory cases were permitted to ride in trucks and 
the rest of us marched to the ship. There were about h$0 or *>00 of us and this 
included about 100 civilians. Ns were placed In the hold of the ship and slept on 
wooden tiers. *e had blankets. Becauss of the fact that I waa a phasaislst mate, 

I waa moved to the sick bay where I assisted in taking care of the sick and wounded. 
The Japanese did not Interfere with our operation of the sick bay and wa had ttpla 
food and medical supplies. I do not know how the men in the hold fared during the 
trip but I heard no complaints from then later on when we were all together again 
at the camp. The Japanese permitted the prisoner! to have the freedom of the prome¬ 
nade deck for two periods each day. 

After a four-day trip, we arrived at a port in the Inland See on January ll*, 
19b2. We remained on the ship for the rest of ths day of the lbth and the 15th 
until about 7»00 p.m. when we were placed on a fishing craft and moved to Zentsujl 
Camp, Shikohu, Japan. We arrived at the camp about IOiOO p.m. on the night of the 
15th. We were fed upon our arrival at the camp. The camp consisted of buildings 
of frame and stucco. The barracks ewer two stories high and had tiled roofs. I 
have sone photographs of the camp buildings and the camp area. *e slept on loose 
straw with mats and were furnished five blankets each. Officers of the rank of 
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Nary Lieutenant and Army Captain or above were given mattresses. The toilet facili¬ 
ties were the usual Japanese toilet facilities. *e had a tub which had heated water 
in it and were permitted to use this for bathing. In the simmer we had a shower 
which could be used for bathing. The food at the camp was meagre, especially after 
the first year. The Japanese had three rations for tiie prisoners. The work pris¬ 
oners, that is those who worked outside of the camp on Japanese projects, get the 
largest ration) those prisoners who worked inside the cmp got a smaller ration; 
and the sick and officers who did no work got a still smaller ration. Usually we 
were able to get eatra food by 'hook or crook" for the sick but the officers suf¬ 
fered more than anyone else. The food consisted almost entirely of vegetable soup 
and rice. At the noon meal we usually got bread instead of rice. The quality of 
the rice, however, was good and we got plenty of it for the first year. Occasionally, 
we got some fish or meat. Me were permitted to grow our own vegetables and these 
were used in the vegetable soups. However, because the diet was so limited in variety, 
there were a great many cases of dietary deficiency diseases and a general leas 
of weight by the prisoner*• 

On November 21, 19U*, a British officer, named Fleight Lieut. Vouldan, RAT, died 
of starvation and general weakness but as far aa I know, that la the only death 
directly attributable to food. There ware a number of Red Cross eupplie a at 
the camp and they were furnished us from time to time although the Japanese Adminis¬ 
tered them. I would estimate that we got about 90 per cent of our Red Gross supplies. 
At the camp I was put of work in the hospital and during the time I was there we 
had adequate medical supplies except on one or two occasions when there was a tem¬ 
porary shortage. These medical supplies came primarily from the Rad Cross but if 
we did not get sufficient supplies from the Red Cross, the Japanese supplemented 
our supplies. The clothing was adequate, especially for the working prisoners who 
got first choice of clothing. The guards for the camp were stationed inside the 
camp and had their headquarters inside the camp. There were two types of guards; 
one was the guards for the camp—those who were of the regular Japanese Army; and 
the other type of guards who were guards for the barracks and were stationed in 
the barracks themselves. This latter type of guard waa made up of the reserve or 
'Hobs' guard. Discipline was strict and a great many a lap pings were actainistered. 
However, I do not know of any case in which prisoners were badly beaten to the 
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point whore they sustained any permanent injuries. During the three years and eaten 
months I served in sick bey, I know of no cases of prisoners being treated for beat¬ 
ings except in one case where a Capt. John Hay of the United States Army reported 
to sick bay to have his shin dressed because of tickings given him by a Jap guard 
whose name was Hashiaoto. Also, in one other case, 1st Lt. Gallagher, U.S.M.C., re¬ 
ported to siok bay with a lacerated face which he had received from Hashimoto. These 
were the only instances 1 remember of injuries sustained by prisoners as a result 
of beatings and I do not know the circumstances which occasioned the beatings. *hile 
at this camp, 1 witnessed no executions nor did I hear of any. 

The over-all cDemanding officer of the area waa Major General Sujiyama who was 
in comoand from the time I first went to the camp until about October or November 
19L2. The officer who was directly in charge of the camp itself was Colonel K a n a h e 
had two successors while I was in the camp but I do not remember their names. There 
was a Capt. Hosotani who waa the camp administrator during the whole time I was at 
the camp. All these officers seemed to be good camp officials. The prisoners who 
worked outside the camp were put on the job of leveling and clearing farm land near 
Osa Tama. This work waa definitely non-military in nature. Later on though, starting 
about the Fall of 19U2 and continuing until the end of the war, the prisoners were 
used in the nearby freight yards. Their work consisted of all types of stevedoring. 
Much of it involved stevedoring guns, aircraft parts, military supplies, etc. 

In July 19L5 I waa transferred from the hospital to work on the freight plat¬ 
forms which I did until the end of the war. While we worked on the freight plat¬ 
forms, there were innumerable opportunities for sabotage and a gre*t deal of this 
was done. 

This is all the pertinent information I can now remember regarding the inci¬ 
dents which I have related.

I investigated lentsuji P.O.W. C*ap on 12 March accompanied by tha member of tha 
P.0.1. Information .> are au and Rad Croaa Society of Japan* Thia P.O.W. Canp ia lo c ated 
in toe northern part of Shikoku facing Sato Sea, dona® with pine treea and between the 
hiila* The plain® are very fertile. The weather ia very wild therefore, there la no 
contagcoua diaeaae* Tha population of Zentsujl City ia 25,000. The P.O.W. Cmp area 
ia 2 haotare and fenced in by barbed wire and board. Tha wooden barracka are two 
storlae high and hare good ventilation, arrack® area ia 12,000 square metre* and 
living capacity ia 500 person. At this time they had only 3m nan. Tha prisoner® were 
a® following—-co® Srv.il®"man, from Shanghai, two Dutchmen picked up fra® port an the 
lay, five Australian and other American from Ouaa, 3 from Gilbert and 8 tern Make. Tha 
barracks ware partitioned into rooms. The larger rooa had lii bads. Each bad had five 
blankets, ana pillow, officers overcoat, comforters and stoves. You can speak freely 
to the P.o.l. in presence of Japan®ee officer®. Daily rations are 300 grass of bread 
300 grass of rice, l£0 grata of wheat and bosldes this they had potatoes, fresh vege¬ 
tables, fish, and eggs which amounted to a total of 3,200 oaLorlee. They lacked scat, 
sweet®, and fruit® therefor®, tha young and healthy gained weight and tha old lost weir* 
ght. There were oooks among tie P.O.W®. Mess wa* very clean.Accord in?, to the grade 
they were given 10 cigarette® between 1 to 3 days. Canteen was completed. They had 
sufficient clothing but in need of 120 pairs of shoes. They are permitted to do laun¬ 
dry every day. Sanitation ia very good, tar kero were pern it ted to take bathe # ary 
day but others just once a week in a Japanese style bath. Tha latrine was Glean and 
apart from the barracks. Any Hospital is near and doctors from there cornea three times 
a week for ohaek up. Once a aonth they have couple'.® chock up of tha P.O.Wa. There 
were 15 patients in tha sick ward, seven of these were caaultiea of the bomb and ana of 
these was amputated from the the hip on one aid . Mo one died from the bomb and every 
body were doing very mail. American P.O.W. wanted to have hi® teeth earn*Inert but at 
present they have no facilities and arc intending' to have on® soon. Camp Oomanders 
wo e arran ing to get books, sport equipments piano, and typewriter which tha F.0«Wi. 
desired. Cmop Ccnnonder® acre planning to widen the aoosmaent center. The P.O.W. are 
permitted to go for a walk unoe a week outside of the caop. They are permitted to have 
church services by the request of the Chaplain of the P.O.Wa. Two-hundred P.O.Wa. are 
cultivating the hills and plana to raise rotatoas and wheat. Tha P.O.Ib. ore very much 
satisfied about this. They receive 60 sen to 90 sen according to their rade. The 
workers inside the canp only receive pay from 15 sen to 30 sen. Every eonth they can 
save fra* 5 yen to 7 yen. Camp Comundcrs arc arranging to have the* work In Zenteuji 
City. The officer® are receiving sane pay as Japanese officers. I made special request 
in taking care of one twaU®ss«wktx s rt internes without skill, five injured person and 
five aged person. The P.O.Wa* deposits aaounted to It,000 yens. There la no transports 
tioo therefore t ey cannot oamaunicate. Tha P.O.Wa. desires to have cocoa m lost ion with 
their fully. 


Beginning of March tha officers sere permitted to send wireless to their family 
in tha United States but received no answer. The P.O.W®. desire® to have co*a nication 


by wire and desire® to have the United States Davy Department and Red Cross help their 
faeily.financially. Tha P.O.Wa. wish to request the nlted tate® by wireless to have 
their fmally send can goods, meat, fruit® an.', candies, and cigarettes. Conoeming the 
treatment the P.O.W®. are satisfied. Regulations and cooperation are very satisfactory.

Regarding Mainutrition appearing among the Heme Units. 

Since September 1944* there was a reduction in the quantity of food ration, 
but on the other hand soldiers were more severely trained which caused a certain 
loss of their weights and they became thinner. At last there appeared many patients 
who were suffering from malnutrition illness such as oedema and diarrhoea* 

Total number of such patients amounted to 10,000 out of which 1 % died.

ZENTSUJI PRISONERS-OF-WAR CAMP 

(Extract from file K32 #112 of documents concerning the Hakusan Maru) 

1. The relief supply received this time consisted mainly of food and medical supplies 
and instructions regarding the distribution of same. We were previously notified 
by the Prisonera-of-War Information Bureau as follows* 

(1) Each lot of 200 boxes (lbox contains 4 small cases) of foodstuff is to be sent 
directly to the Detached Camp #1 and #2 respectively* 

(2) Owing to the fact that there are many P*0.W. officers interned, there were 
difficulties of furnishing food andtrouble arose from the loss ofweight of 
the Prisoners-of-War in the Zentsuji Camp* The share of relief supply is more 
than twice compared to that of other camps in regard to the quantity per head* 
Keeping this in consideration, utilize the supply properly* 


2» Using the foregoing paragraph as a basis, considering, furthermore considering the 
quantity of relief supply directly sent by the P*0*W, Information 3ureau and the num- 
her of P*0*Ws* interned in the Detached Camp #1 and #2 the plan of distribution was 
made that the majority of vhe supply was to be given to the P.O.W. officers in the 
Main Camp, and almost the same quantity of the supply per head in the Detached Camp 
#1 and #12 was to be given to the Branch Camps #2 and #4* a 


Other articles (aside from shoes, repairing stand for shoes, repairing tools for 
shoes, books, grammophone records and equipments for a play or drama) in general were 
divided and distributed to the Main Camp and the Branch and the Detached Camps accord¬ 
ing to the number of F*0*Ws* The outline of the distribution of the important arti¬ 
cles is as follows* 

(A) Food Supply— Listening to the desire of the representative of the P*0*Ws* that 
the foodstuff should be supplied during the winter in which more nutrition was 
needed each P.O.W* in the Main Camp was supplied with a small box of food stuff 
twice a month, and at the time of Thanksgiving or Christmas an additional box 
was supplied specially to each P*0.W. Thus the foodstuff was supplied six times 


during the time until the end of January. In regard to the remaining foodstuff 
it is arranged to be entirely supplied by the end of April. Also taking the 
desire of P.O.Ws. andthe food situation into consideration the supplying of the 
foodstuff was planned and administered in the 3ranch and Detached Camps respect¬ 
ively. In short, the distribution was made as a general principle once a month 
in their camps. 

|(B) Medical Supply—As to the medical supply, all the Branch and Detached Camps 
were not in a situation in which they need a large quantity of it at once, so 
it was all stored in the Main Camp and are to be supplied according to requisi¬ 
tions of the camps at any time. for the medical instruments, they are to be 

equipped in the Branch Camp #6 because of the lack of such instillments. This 
is due to the new establishment of that camp* 


(C) books and t^rammophone records etc.-—Those are to be sent to the Branch and 
Detached Camps after they are used in the Main Camp* 






(S Clothing and overcoat, etc*—Clothing is to be di.ided somewhat in favor of 
the Main Camp because there are many P*0*W. officers interned there*

Cause and Development* Patient began to lose weight around December 1943 
for no apparent reason. Around the middle of October 192 ^., along with 
symptoms of beri-beri, the patient's speech and actionsbecame a little 
abnormal. Cn October 25 he was iso lated in the officer's Day room where 
he was under treatment and observation; on 17 November a second diagnosis 
was made an on 20 November the patient had the following symptoms and 
was, therefore, sent to the hospital as an emergency case. 

Symptoms* Large build; moderately developed; emaciated; no fever; 

slight edema of face; face pale; no marked change in 
tongue or pharynx; chest and heart were normal. Die second 
pulmonary sound was slightly stronger; lungs normal; no 
rigidity or puffiness in abdominal region; the liver and 
spleen were not palpable; there was noticeable 
borborygmi in several places; no induration of the left 
funiculus in the iliac depression; slight idema of the 
legs, patellon reflex slightly diminished; hypesthesia 
of arms and legs. It was reported that patient suffered 
from general fatigue and had ten bouts of diarrhea in 
one day.

REGARDING DETAILS OF INCREASING FOOD RATIONS FOR ZEMTSUJI PRISONERS- 
OF-WAR OFFICERS 


Concerning details of increasing food rations for Zentsuji 
prisoner of War officers, the P.O.W. Administration Department has 
perceived from the petition concerning the increasing of food rations 
for P.O.W. officers of Zentsuji P.O.W. Camp, that ration and health 
problems have become serious# We requested a report about the 
facts from Zentsuji P.O#W# Camp, and received an answer as shown on 
separate sheet #1, so we have dispatched our high racking officials, 
after them the department head himself with the main members of his 
department who made an inspection of the actual situation# They 
found out that food shortage was having a serious effect on the 
health of the P#0#Ws# andrecognizing the need of some measures for 
preventing this, they have made a counter-plan shown in separate 
sheet #2• They have filed an opinion to the intendance department 
which is the department in charge and conferred with them. The 
Intendance Department were of the opinion that the accomplishment 
of this plan was difficult under the present situation for the 
reason stated in separate sheet #3»

1. tacts concerning P.O.W. Officers Pood Allowancasi 

(1) Anount of staple food was 470 grams of rice and wheat till 
June of this year as fixed by "Stable food ration amount for P.O.Ws 
of Arn^ that Asia Secret ho. 4190, ^occasionally we had bread, how¬ 
ever it was gradually decreased) After July of this year the 
amount of rioe was decreased to 390 grams of rice, wheat, etc., as 
fixed by "re fixed amount of rice and wheat rations to P.O.Ws" of 
Army £hst Asia Secret No. 5511 (no bread was given). 

(2) Forty grams of wheat flour, 5 grams of edible oil, 600 
grams of vegetable and 30 grains of meat was given as side dishes 
till January of this year, but after this month the amount was 
gradually decreased and at present the ration anount is no flour 
3 grams of edible oil, (none is expected for the officers), 500 
grams of vegetables (200 grams was self-supplied), and lb grams of 
meat. 

(3) Calories were 2,700 prior to January this year, after 
this month it was 2,300 ana after July it was 2,000. 

2. P.O.W. Officers weight situation. At present average is over 
58 kg., compared to August of last year the average has decreased 
about 5kg. but we can't say that food was the only reason for this 
situation. 

The average weight of the P.O.W*. are shown 
in the attached chart.

3 Counter plans for the decrease in the amount of food ration for 

P.O.W. officers. 

(1) As a food ration decreasing counter plan, self supplying 
labor such as raising rabbits, growing vegetable were requested of 
the P.O.W. officers before and we nave had some difficulties 
in having them work voluntarily, however; this gave a chance to 
wipe out the existing misunderstandings. After this the P.O.W. 
officers labor went on very smoothly. Our self supplying of 
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vegetables became regular, as we started using such things as pot¬ 
ato leaves and pun^lcin stems as food. (However, concerning self 
supplying of vegetables, nearby units also felt keenly the nece¬ 
ssity of this, and as the aspect of war became serious, it was 
considered unproper to have P.O.Ws inside the compounds of the 
bivision Ordinance Department so we had to return the najority of 
the empty lot which was cultivated by the P.O.Ws to the Division. 

In the future we shall be able to use only a third of the 5 acre 
cultivated lot. 

(2) We persuaded the P.O.W. officers to work in the fac¬ 
tories and cospanies and receive the same ration as the P.u.Hir. 
Uon-coms and Eks. Concerning this we have not seen any reaction 
on their part. 

(3) Besides the above, we nade the P.O.Ws do such things as 
to chew their food and restrict their exoercise, this chewing ms 
carried out ver;, well and some took as much as one hour to eat 
their meals. Sun bathing and walks were the only exercises, 
sporting equipments (^ed cross supplies) suoh as volleyballa and box 
ing were not used. P.O.W. officers took turns at labor, thereby 
lightening the amount of labor for each officer. 

4. Opinions. 

(1) We had no death of mlnutrition (aside of the ones that 
died immediately after their internment) in this camp up to now, 
and we will continue the present rations to the Prisoners-of-Vfar 
officers and we do not anticipate any death of nalnutrition. 

(2) Ihe contents of the letters writtne bj the represent¬ 
atives of the F.O.ifc sent to the country whioh represents their 
interest, cannot be oalled fantastic and they deny ratters as far 
as the condition of the actual issuing of food in this camp at 
the present is concerned. 

Such things as they point out in their letters that the present 
issue of the food in the caip contains over jjr of nutritious value 
but less than 3/5 of albumin (chiefly of vegetable) conparing with 
that of the food for officers which had been issued to them before 
while they were in their own amy. 
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Ihis estimation of nutrition value seems to be nade with the 
opinion of the medical officers among the representatives of the 
P. v. »Ws and one is more or less compelled to believe it for it 
stands on close hand observation rather than a fantastic talk of 
P.O.Ws who has no medical knowledge. 

(3) After all, the situation of supplying the food in v»r- 
time is become more difficult to fulfill, we therefore; have no 
intention of improving the issue of food for officer of the P.Q*W* 
unless we observe among them a sign of dangerous physical condi¬ 
tion* 

Generally speaking, the basic food issue to P.G.ff. as a whole 
was available prior to their surrendering, and they do not con¬ 
sider or recognize the present circumstances we are meting but on 
the contrary they are keen and eager to keep their physical 
strength only for themselves for the future. 

Since argument between ourselves and the PGW officers is 
fundamentally different in this connection, perhaps the Inter¬ 
national Hed Gross of the oountry which represents their interest 
will not support their request* 

Thi3 was the principal reason why we have submitted to you 
the letter written by the representatives of P*0.W* addressed to 
the country which represents their interest. 

(4) From the general view point it is not advisable to 
bring up the matter in question, which have been pointed out by 
the P.G.ir* officers while the rest of the P*G.Ws are satisfied 
with the present food ration. 

However, as a result of thorough study of their protest 
we found that their motives were; 

(A) A considerable difference in quantity of the 
principle food rationing between non-commis¬ 
sioned officers and Sis and officers of the 
P*C«Ws nade them feel envious (it might be 
possible that they felt more strongly since 
the number of officers are much rtre than that 
of Non-Coms and £Ls. 
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(B) The submitting of their request of supple¬ 
mental issue of Red Gross Supplies through 
the p a Ci a Ws a Information Bureau and the 
International ited Gross to the country which 
represents their interest, is their earnest 
wishing a 

Under suoh circumstances it, therefore is advisable to take 
adequate measures on the following pointr even though we have no 
intention to support the improvement of the food ration for the 

officers of the P a O*Ws at present. 

To/ 

(A) Submit their request of supplementary Aed 
Cross Supplies. 

(B) To extend an adjustablelimit on the part of 
such the Army Asia Secret Order jjf4190 accord¬ 
ing to the nature and situation of the labor 
and physical condition of POVs so as to enable 
them to adjust the quantity of the principal 
food for the officers concerned. 

(C) To indicate clearly the basis of the side- 
dishes contents so as to avoid the lessening 
of the nutrition value and at the same time 
it would siiqplify the application of the raw 
material to the supply units concerned.

The reason for the Revision of Rationing quantity of Kioe and 
Wheat for the Officers of Prisoners-of-Whr who are not to be 
detailed for physical labor* 

P.O.W's Administration Department, 
of the Sfer Department. 

#1 The Principal reason for revision* 

(1) Decreasing the weight of P.O.Ws officers in the Uain 
Camp of the P.O.W's Camp Zentsuji. 

(2) The situation of above facts. 

In said camp, there are camping about 640 officers, and their 
weights, since January 1944, especially since July 1944 (the pre¬ 
vision in force for rationing quantity of Rice and Wheat, issuod on 
the 19th of June 1944) have remarkably decreased as per condition 
report attached vis., averaged their weights at the end of November 
last were 57.2 kgs a decrease of 13kgs., 6 kgs. comparing with the 
time of opening of this caiqp and in June 1944 respectively. (For¬ 
tunately there are no sign of cases causing death by nal nutrition 
nor an increase in the number of cases of unbalanced nutrition, and 
yet if the situation continues we have to reoognize that we would 
have a great many cases of unbalanced nutrition that will, no doubt 
give us difficulties tc both the administration and the medical 
treatment.) 

if2 Actual situation of the foods rationing in the lain Ganj> of the 
P.O.Ws canp, Zentsuji and the adequate measures are. 

(1) For above situation in question the said camp authorities 
planned and most positive steps have been taken to maintain 
the physical health for the officers of P.O.Ws but in vain due 
to the difficulties of obtaining foodstuffs in shikoku District. 

(2) The principle foods* (regsirding daily ration of 390 grams 
per personnel). As for the purposes cf giving satisfaction 

in both the appearance and quantity we have chosen the foods 
with a high value of nutrition and most suitable as substitutes 
for the principle foods. 








(a) To us6 the cereal that expands when cooked. 
t (Cereals such as millet, koaliang, broad 
beans, red beans, and sweet potatoes were 
chosen, but they were difficult to obtain) 

(b} To serve Zosui. 

(c) To adjust the quantity of food properly accord¬ 
ing to the season (10>4 increase during the 
months of winter and 10/i decrease during the 
months of summer)• 

The above system wa3 put in practice, however it was not satis¬ 
factory in keeping physical wei^it-3 up to normal because of the limit 
put on the quantity of food rationed. 
i^3 Re^rding the side-dishes. 

If we are allowed to issue the sufficient quantity of rich 
side dishes to them there would be no question, even though the 
principal foods quantity is 390 grams a day per person, but it 
is especially difficult to obtain the provision for side-dishes 
in the Zentsuji District. For Instancei 

(1) Rice and iffheat are the main produots in Kagpwa 
Prefecture and the fields raising vegetable are 
greatly restricted and sometimes in the period 
of the season there are no vegetables in the 
market at all. 

(2) To get rid of this difficulty, even Zentsuji 
units had to make an arrangement between the 
farmers for limiting the area from where the 
units may purchase the vegetables directly 
from those fanners. 

(3) The P.O.W. Camp had no authority to make such 
direct purchase as the Japanese Army Units did, 
so the vegetables used by the Qamp were supplied 
by the Union of provision Suppliers to the Army. 
However, due to the dirot purchase by the Army 
Unit, the actual supply by the Union was decreased. 
Further difficulty is expected in the future. 

(4) The Oanp authorities, therefore, decided to request 
the P.O.Ws to en^ge in ^rdening to raise vegetables 
for self-supplying purposes. Success resulted 

with this plan, we have about 5 acres of green 
field up to this date. 

Nevertheless, the consumption of the vegetables 
for the Units being increased and they had to have 
space to raise vegetables themselves to cover the 
shortage; on the other hand the situation of war 
became critical, the units was compelled to order 
the prohibition for P.O.Ws entering into the com- 
pounds of the Ordnance Department of Division, the 
greater part of the green field is located within 
the limit of the said compound and the area the P. 

O.Ws cultivated was surrendered to the Division 
authorities. 

Loreover the area cultivated for vegetable 
within the compound of Military Officer*s Club 
was surrendered to the Division Headquarters. 

Under such circumstances the area for vege¬ 
tables was reduced to the extent of 1^ or l/3 of 
5 acres, then we merely obtained roughly 1/3 of 
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B The difficultly of purohasing fish and meat was the same as in 
the case of vegetables. The reasons for the above was due to 
shortage of fodder for cattle and shortage of fuel, labor, and 
transportation of fish. 

As a counter measure for the above oondition the camp authorities 
had commenced to raise rabbits and ohiclcens, but the result was 
not what we expected (We had about ISO rabbits and about 300 
chickens at the present) The feed for chickens was given under 
the name of the kilitary Hospital Poultry Yard but not under the 
name of P.O.JPs camp. Consequently more than SOpi of the eggs 
obtained from the above poultry yard had to be delivered to the 
Military Hospital. 

C. It is believed that the finding of ground for the cultivation 
by POWa is hopeless since the vacant space for this purpose is 
insufficient in the vicinity of Zentsuji and there are so many 
units stationed around this district. 

Besides P.O.Ws will not engige in ^rdening labor willingly 
unless it is for their own benefit.- They knew now the fact that 
the green fields they have cultivated being surrendered to Division 
authorities, or the faot that the most of the egga being taken away 
by the kilitary Hospital from the camp's poultry yard they kept 
taking care. Due to such events, unfortunately some officers 
among the P.O.Ws seem to discontinue the gardening labor entirely. 

We regret to conclude this point that there is no future expecta¬ 
tion nor further development for this work. 

consequently we haveno means of adjusting the lack of their ca¬ 
lories for Prisoners-of-War in the future. 

fZ According to the Counter plan which have been planned by the 
prisoners-of-’,lfar Ad mi nistration Department (to have dissolve the pro 
-blem by increasing the quantity of the principle foods of Rice and 
Wheat) this office ha3 decided upon the following plana and 
subjected for the approval by pOWAD. 

(1) Raising -the number of personnel among the officers of the 
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p.O.Ws who wish to en^ge in cultivation in the fields and in 
the work for the production of food stuffs for self supplying 
and these officers will be treated as physical labors. 

A suitable working area for these laboring officers is not 
available now. 

(2) By revising the provision for increasing the quantity of princi¬ 
pal foods; the former problem seems to be not settled promptly, 
therefore, we rather expect to disolve the problem throughly by 
taking this plan. 

^4 The determination for increasing the quantity. 

(1) As for the Japanese laborers the required calories for a 
day being averaged at 2,300 to 2,400 calories, however, 
in the case of F.O.Ws their physical weight are more than 
20$b heavier than that of the Japanese, for this reason it 
is required that the calories for a day required is said 
to be not less than 2,400 calories even for a person 
engaged in light labor. 

(2) However the situation at Zentsuji is as the following* 

(A) As taking uncleaned rice for whole quantity of the prin- 
ciple foods (390 Grams) it possesses 1,326 oalories 

and even when mixed with 50> of millet (60 grama) 
Kaoliang (100 grams) beans (450 grams) for the subs¬ 
titution for the principle foods, total calories being 
1,390 only. 

(B) The rationing supply of meat and fish have not improved 
much compared to before and gaining eggs is not much 

of an improvement and the daily supply is not suffi¬ 
cient for all. 

Only in November were vegetables sent to local 
markets in quantity so that we could issue them to 
P.O.Ws at 600 grams a day per person and the calories 
of the vegetables taus issued were; 

321 calories for 200 grams each of raddish, cabbage 
and burdocks, fish issued if any. 

300 calories for 2 pieces sardines (if weighing 

100 grams). 

(C) We see the total of 2,011 oalories acquired by mixing 
substitute foods and including side-dishes is much below 
the required calories for them (concerning the calories 
refer to the "Analysis Table for Foods" in the "Science 
on Nutrition in the Foods" by l£r. Yuhon Fujimaki. 

(D) In addition the following statement shows the calories 
issued by the lain P.J.W. Oanp at Zentsuji Samp (pre¬ 
pared by Intendance 1st Lt. Ihkanishi of the lain Qamp) 

2,700 calories prior January 1944. 

2,300 calories since January 1944. 

2,000calcries since July 1944. 

1,600 calories in December 1944. 

(3) As circumstances did not allow the issue of more materials 
for side dishes to supply sufficient calories to the officers 
concerned, the main camp authoritties requested issuing increased 
principle foods in quantity at the rate of 150 grams in addition 
to cover the shortage of 600 calories a day for them. 
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(4) However, the condition of rioe field within the homeland 
and the fact that these men were offioers who are not detailed 
for physical labor, it is only possible to increase 110 grams 
maximum to make 500 grams a day per person for keeping up their 
physical condition. 

(6) Under such circumstances and taking the entire matter intb 
consideration we submit the following draft for approval (As 
per Vice-hinister^ ciroular). 

/ 5 conclusion! 

(1) It is quite an important matter to maintain the P.O.W* s health 
condition but no matter how the camp authorities have given their 
best care, they have failed* Such a failure is due to the funda¬ 
mental discretion. 

(2) The present ration of 390 grams was determined in view of 
rice situation in Japan, however, since PGTfs do not get 
enough side-dishes, the amount of 3S0 grams is not sufficient to 
maintain their health* 

(3) The total number of officer P.0,'*Ts in the homeland, Korea, 
Lanchuria and Formosa, are only 1,653 which is 4;:. of 31,682 pro¬ 
bationary Officers, non-commissioned officers, privates and men 
of corresponding ranks inclusive.

(4) From the national view point, it will be wise to let such 

a ana 11number of Officer POWs complain about treatment by the 

Imperial Japanese Army and also from an international view point 

it is only fair to give sufficient food to maintain their health.

tfe, therefore, realize that it is necessary to xxln the present 
regulation and inorease the amount of staple food for P.0*W* 
officers. 

The opinion of the Intendance Bureau against the draft for the 

revision of the supply as per attachment 

1. In these days (second half of 1544) the situation of 
food stuffs is becoming more critical and the scheme for 
the movement of the staple foods is not decided. The 
stable loods for the military is scarcely maintained by 
means of distribution b, the agricaltural and Forestry 
Department. 

Not only the daily consumption by the forces which 
is busy in their preparation for the home land defence, 
but the reservation for emergency purposes and the increase 







in the number of personnel of the forces, the quantities demanded 
far exceeds the stocks in hand. 

Increasingly heavy daily work called by military personnel 
has resulted in considerable hardship, and gradually the number 
of mal- nutrition cases is increasing. 

Gritioism is being voiced continually for the increase in 
the quantity of staple foods, but the present critical cirotm>» 
stances does not permit the materialisation of these requests. 

On the contrary, the quantity in question is now under 
consideration for further curtailment for military personnel and 
civilians as well. We understand the request made, and yet to 
our regret, we have to suspend the draft you submitted to this 
office concerning the food rationing for the P.O.Ws. 

2. The Army Asia Secret Order ^5511 dated IS June 1S44, is indi¬ 
cating that the standard ration for Officer P.O.Ws who are not 
engaged in labor is 390 grams; and when Officer P.O.Ws are engaged 
in labor, the camp commandant will be able to manipulate the 
ration cased on the standard of 705 grams taking into consider¬ 
ation the type of labor and health conditions. 

3. Further curtailment of staple food for the army, civilian 
and F.0.78 is unavoidable because of the situation described in 
(1) however, even though such curtailment takes place you may 
act according to the spirit of the draft submitted by you and 
endeavour to maintain the present ration for the P.O.Ws. 

You are therefore requested to act accordingly for the 
coiq>letion of the aim concerned, arid also note that this draft 
will not be circulated.

CHARGE 

That on or about 19 October 1944* Yoshio Uakizawa, then a Major 
in the Japanese Imperial Army, while Japan was at war with the United 
States of America and its Allies, did, at Talhoku, Formosa, wilfully 
and unlawfully commit cruel, inhuman and brutal atrocities and other 
offenses against Lieutenant (j.g.) (then Ensign) Edwin J. Walasek, who 
was then an American Prisoner of War, in violation of the Laws and Cus¬ 
toms of War. 

SfgCIFICATigS 

That on or about 19 October 1944 at Talhoku, Formosa, Yoshio 
Mokizawo, then a Major in the Japanese Imperial Army, did wilfully 
and unlawfully brutally torture Lieutenant (j.g.) (then Ensign) Edwin 
J. Walasek, an American Prisoner of War, by causing pencils and pen¬ 
holders to be placed between his fingers as they were violently pres¬ 
sed together and twisted, by causing a mop handle or other wooden ob¬ 
ject to be placed against the back of his knees as he was forced to 
kneel and upon which pressure was applied, by brutally beating him 
about the face and head with a leather strap, and by burning him about 
the head and neck with lighted cigarettes. 

PLEAS 

To the Specification and the Charge* Not Guilty. 

FINDINGS 

Of the Specification of the Charges Guilty, except the words 
"burning him", substituting therefor the words "causing him to be 
burned", of the excepted words not guilty, of the substituted words 
guilty. 

Of the Charge* Guilty, except the words "and other offenses", 
of the excepted words not guilty. 


SENTENCE 

To be confined at hard labor at such place as the reviewing 
authority may direct for thirty (30) years. 

The sentence was adjudged on 10 May 1946. 
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The sentence is approved and will be duly executed. Ward Road Jail, 
Shanghai, China, is designated as the temporary place of cdnfinement un¬ 
til such time as a permanent place of confinement is designated by compe¬ 
tent authority.

SUBJECT: Review of the Record of Trial by a Military Commission of 
Kunitada Mukoyama and Morijiro Hoshikawa and Masaji Nagai. 

TO : Commanding General, United States Army Forces Cbona, APO 971. 

1. OFFENSES ; 

a. Charge: Violation of the Laws of War. 

That each of the accused, being in the service of the 

Japanese Imperial Army, did willfully and unlawfully commit 

cruel, inhuman and brutal atrocities against certain citizens 
of the Commonwealth of the Philippine Islands, owing allegiance 
to the United States of America, in violation of the laws and 
customs of war. 

Kunitada Kukoyama : 

(1) Did willfully and unlawfully brutally beat and torture 
Alfredo Matoos by applying electrical current to his body, by 
burning his body with lighted cigarettes and by striking him 
about the head and body with a kendo stick. 

(2) Did willfully and unlawfully brutally beat and torture 
Pacifico C. Espino by applying electrical current to his body, 
by burning his body with lighted cigarettes, by kicking him on 
his body and by striking him about the head with his fists. 

(3) Did willfully and unlawfully brutally beat and torture Gor- 
gonio J. Villa by burning his body with lifted cigarettes and by 
striking him about the body and head vrith a bamboo stick. 

(4) Did willfully and unlawfully brutally beat and torture Honorio 
Evangelista by striking him about the head and body urith his hands 
and fists. 

Morijiro Hoshikawa : 

(1) Did willfully and unlawfully brutally boat and torture Alfredo 
Mateos by applying electrical current to his body, by beating him 
about-the head and body with his hands, fists, a chair, and a kendo 
stick, by burning his body with lighted cigarettes, by kicking him 
in the back and by applying judo to him.

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PRELIMINARY RULIRKS; 


Pursuant to paragraph 1, Special Orders No. 88, Headquarters, 

United States Forces, China Theater, dated 13 April 1946, a Military Com¬ 
mission was appointed for the trial of persons, units and organizations 
accused as war criminals in the theater (R 2), and on conpletion thereof 
to transmit the record of trial, including any judgment or sentence, di¬ 
rectly to Headquarters, United States Forces, China Theater, for action by 
the appointing authority (the Commanding General, United States Forces, 

China Theater)(R 2). Ey letter of transmittal, dated 15 April 1946, the 
charges against the accused in the instant case were forwarded by the 
Theater Judge Advocate to the Commanding General, United States Forces, 

China Theater (R 3). Qy first indorsement, dated 15 April 1946, the charges 
against the accused in the instant case were referr^a for trial by the Com¬ 
manding General, United States Forces, China Theater to the Military Commis¬ 
sion appointed by paragraph 1, Special Orders No. 88, Headquarters, United 
States Forces, China Theater, dated 13 April 1946 (R 3). Upon tho inactiva¬ 
tion of Headquarters, United States Forces, China Theater, 1 Mcy 1946, the 
responsibilities of tho apprehension, trial and punishment of war criminals, 
were transferred, pursuant to V/D Radio War 86430, dated 1 May 1946, to the 
Commandir^ General, United States Army Forces China. 

3. EVIDENCE ; 

a. Detailed evidence with respect to each accused is set forth se¬ 
parately. The follovdng is a brief summary of the competent evidence; 

The accused Mukoyama and Hoshikawa were members of the Imperial 
Japanese Army on duty with the Kosei Detachment at Headquarters of tho Japa¬ 
nese Gendarmerie in Shanghai (R 46-7, 51). The accused Nagai was a Japanese 
civilian interpreter temporarily employed at said Headquarters (R 48 , 57-9, 
68 ). 


Having overrun and set vp a puppet government in the Philippine 
Islands, the Japanese were anxious to secure the allegiance of the Filipino 
population of Shanghai and to suppress unfriendly elements. Six Filipino 
residents of Shanghai, Dr. Honorio Evangelista, Pacifico C. Espino, Alfredo 
Mateos, Primitive Cruz, Mariano Javier and Gorgonio J. Villa, were arrested 
on 28 February 1944 by representatives of the Japanese Gendarmerie (R 16-7,23-4, 
29, 33, 37, 44) on the grounds of spreading anti-Japanese propaganda and. for 
opposition to the Filipino puppet government (R 17, 24, 30, 38, 47, 63-4). 

The Japanese were particularly interested in the activities of Dr. Evangelista, 
who was employed in the ijnerican section of the Swiss Consulate (R 16, 18, 22, 
69). He was the main object of the investigation (R 64). The Filipinos were 
taken to Gendarmerie Headquarters, 94 Jessficld Road, Shanghai, where they were 
detained for questioning until oarly in April 1944 (R 17-8, 23, 24, 33, 44). 

They were not released from custody until May 1945 (R 21, 63). They complained 
of mistreatment at the hands of the accused, of having been beaten, burned with 
lighted cigarettes, tortured by means of an electrical treatment and subjected 
to other forms of abuse (R 25, 27-8, 30, 33-5, 36, 38-41, 44). Each professed 
to be a citizen of the Commonwealth of Philippine Islands and to owe alle¬ 
giance to the United States (R 16, 24, 29, 37, 64). 

During the period from 28 February 1944 to about 8 April 1944, 
while the Filipinos wore at the Gendarmerie Headquarters, each of the accused 
came in frequent contact with them in questioning them about their activities 
(R 17-8, 40, 47-8, 69). Warrant Officer Mukoyama was responsible for interro¬ 
gations, while Sergeant Hoshikawa was the senior non-commissioned officer in 
charge of investigations (R 47). Their commanding officer was a certain Major 
Nagamitsu (R 47), but he did not personally take part in the questioning (R 50, 
55). The third accused, the civilian interpreter, Nagai, was prevailed upon 
by Nagamitsu to participate in the case (R 57-9). None of the accused received 
orders or instructions from higher authority to inflict physical violence or 
any fom of mistreatmont upon the prisoners (R 49, 54, 55, 60-1, 63), except 








that Lajor Wa^anitsu told Lukoyama and Hoshikawa that they could slap them 
if they did not answer properly (R 49, 54), end Hoshikawa W on at least one 
occasion told Hagai to strike Cruz (ft 54, 62-3). 

b. Each of the accused took the stand to testify on his own behalf 
(R 46, 51, 56). 

c. The following is a resume of evidence relative to each of the 

accused: 

(1) MKOYALA, Kunitada, in 1944, at the tine of the acts 
alleged to have been committed by him, was a warrant officer in the Im¬ 
perial Japanese Army on duty with the Kosei Detachment o i the Gendarmerie 
in the city of Shanghai (ft 46-7). He was Chief of th^ Special Signal Sec¬ 
tion and was responsible for interrogation of the r'ilipino prisoners (R 47). 

LhiL? Alfredo Lateos was being questioned at Gendcr-anrio headquarters, Jess- 
field Road, Lukoyama and Sergeant Hoshikawa burned him with lighted cigarettes 
(R 38), while he was naked, they tied electric wires to his thumbs, telling 
him to confess (R 38). He suffered from electric shock, which was given him 
every now and then for almost thirty minutes (R 38). Lateos was observed by 
the Japanese Sergeant Takedo to be in a state of severe nervous shock (R 68, 

72). Lukoyama struck Pacifico C. Espino, another prisoner, on the head with his 
fist (E 25), burned him with cigarettes (R 25) and administered the electric 
treatment (R 25), The effect of the electric treatment ;<as that Espino's body 
seemed "to become contracted and the veins dragged out" (R 25). Lukoyama also 
kicked him while he was kneeling (R 28). He burned Gorgonio J. Villa with 
cigarettes on the hands and knees while questioning him and later struck him 
with a bamboo fencing stick (ft 44) • -ihen the answers given by Dr. Honorio 
Evangelista did not satisfy his questioners, Lukoyama pushed him (ft 18, 2l). 

Two Japanese witnesses, on the other hand, described the 
accused's attitude towards the Filipinos as very sympathetic, and he and 
Hoshikam were said to have bought candies and food for then (R 59, 69) • 

Taking the stand in his own behalf (ft 46), the accused denied that there 
was any instance of mistreatment of the Filipinos and also denied that there 
were any reports of such (k 47-8)• He never saw the electric machine described 
by the Filipinos (R 48). 

(2) HOSHIKALA, Lorijiro, in 1944, at the time of the acts alleged 
to have been committed by him, was a sergeant on duty with the same detachment 
of the Gendarmerie (R 51) and recalled the investigation of the Filipinos 
around February and April 1944 (ft 51). He was the senior non-cotnmissioned 
officer in charge of the investigations (R 47). '.tiile Alfredo Lateos was 
being questioned at Gendarmerie Headquarters, he was kicked by Hoshikawa (ft 38, 
39), burned with lighted cigarettes CR 33, 39), and given electric treatment 

by Hoshikawa and Lukoyama (R 38-9). Almost everv day for a period of thirty 
days he was beaten with a fencing stick (R 39-40). The electric treatment 
suffered by Pacifico C. Espino was administered by Hoshikawa and Lukoyama 
(R 25), and the latter also slapped (ft 25) and kicked him (R 28). The accused 
mistreated Primitive Cruz and, when displeased by his answers, put a burning 
cigarette against his check (ft 30), applied judo to him (R 30) and after he 
had fallen down, kicked him with heavy boots, applied more judo and squeezed 
his neck (R 30). He also slapped him and beat him on the shouldor with a 
kendo, or fencing, stick (R 59, 64). 

Japanese witnesses testified that he was verv sympathetic 
towards the prisoners and bought them candies and food (59, 69;. Taking the 
stand in his own behalf, (R 51), Hoshikawa testified that he never struck, 
burned or used electricity on the Filipino prisoners, but only slapped then 
(R 52), which the detachment ccciuandcr said he could do if they did not tell 
the truth (ft 54). ..hen »ntoo3 caught cold durine the investigation, Hoshikawa 
sent for a doctor (R 52). 

(3) HAGAI, i-asaji was a Japanese civilian interpreter, who wa* 
prevailed upon by Lajor Ha^amitsu, commanding officer of the same detachment 

of the Gendarmerie, to participate in the Filipino investigation (R 54, 57-9, 68). 











. 7/hile Alfredo Mateos was being questioned at Gendarmerie Headquarters, 

Nagai struck him on the head with his fists (R 40, 43, 59). He was inter¬ 
preter in the case of Pacifico C. Espino (R 48) struck the latter on 
• the head with a book, as well as with Li? fists (R 25, 27, 59). Espino's 
hands were burned by his cigarettes (R 25). He helped administer a very 
painful electric treatment to Gorgonio J. Villa and while this was going 
on, was hitting and punching Villa, pressing his knuckles very hard into 
his temples, behind his cars and the back of his neck (R 44). 

A Japanese witness testified that there were no reports as to Nagai's 
having mistreated the prisoners (R 68). Taking the stand on his own behalf (R 
56), Nagai testified that he never saw an instrument for giving them electri¬ 
cal treatment (R 59, 60). 

4. DISCUSSION ; 

a. Each of the three accused, in-a common trial, was charged with 
and found guilty of having committed cruel, inhuman and brutal atrocities 
against certain citizens of the Philippine Isi-nds, owing allegiance to the 
United States. Kunitada Mukoyama mistreated (1) Alfredo Mateos with cloc- 
tricity and lighted cigarettes; (2) P.cifico C. Espino with electricity 
and lighted cigarettes and by striking him; and (3) Gorgonio J. Villa vdth 
lighted cigarettes and by striking him. liorijiro Hoshiliawa mistreated (l) 
Alfredo Mateos with electricity and lighted cigarettes and beat and kickod 
him; (2) Pacifico C. Espino with electricity and by kicking him; and (3) 
Primitive Cruz with lighted cigarettes and by kicking and applying judo 

to him. Maaaji Nagai mistreated (1) Alfredo Mateos by striking him; (2) 

Pacifico C. Espino with lighted cigarettes and by striking him; and (3) 

Gorfonio J. Villa with electricity and by striking him. 

b. The acts charged and of which the accused were found guilty 
are war crimes. The individuals perpetrating these acts are designated as 
was criminals and subject to such punishment as a Military Commission secs 
fit to inflict. 2 Oopcnheim, International Law (Lautcrpacht, 6th rev. ed.(, 

PP. 451, 456. 

c. The ovidcnco is leg ally sufficient to support tho findings and 
sentence of the Commission with respect to each of the accused. The willful 
and unlawful beating and torturing of civilians by agents of a government at 
war with the government to which these civilians owed allegiance, in an effort 
to extract confessions a3 to unfriendly activities and to subvert their proper 
allegiance, violated the rules which civilized nations have generally recognized 
as governing the conduct of war. One of the principles sot forth in tho pre¬ 
amble of the Fourth Hague Convention is as follows; 

* * * ^populations and belligerents remain under the 
protection and the rule of the principles of tho laws of 
nations, as they result from the usages established botween 
civilized nations, from the laws of humanity, and tlie require¬ 
ments of the public conscience. 1 ' 

The Rules of Land Warfare and Article 45 of Hague Convention No. IV, IS 
October 1907, provide; 

"It is forbidden to compel tfce inhabitants of occupied 
territory to svoar allogianco to the hostile power." 

Tho Japanese Government agreed to comply with this convention. 2 Oppcnheim 
International Law, (Lnuterp.--cht, 6th rev. cd.), p. 740. 

d. The Commission, as trier of fact, heard the conflicting testimony 
offered for and against each of the accused. It was its province -and duty to 
determine the credibility of the witnesses and what weight, if any, should-be 
given to their testimony. Dig. Op., JAG, 1912-40, see. 395 (56); "inthrop, 
lilitary Law and Precedents (2d cd.), p. 841. 




c. At the close of the prosecution's case,the defense made a 
motion to dismiss all charges and specifications 'against each of the accused 
on the ground that no documentary evidence had been submitted in support of the 
allegation in each charge and speci._a . :ien that the Filipinos were citizens 
of the Commonwealth of the Philippine islands, owing allegiance to the United 
States (R 44-5). The motion was properly denied by the Commission (R 46). 

The prosecution through competent testimony of the individual Filipinos es¬ 
tablished a prima facie case as to their citizonship and allegiance, vjhich 
the defense did not refute. Sec 2 Hyde, International Law (2d od.l, sec. 348a. 
Furthermore, the whole course of dealing by the Japanese with the *ilipinos was 
at least indicative of the latter's adverse position to'.jards the Japanese with 
respect to citizenship and allegiance. 

f. In the capacity of reviewer of war crimes cases, this office has 
had occasion to consider other cases of mistreatment and torture of military 
and civilian prisoners by Japanese. The sentences imposed by previous mili¬ 
tary commissions appointed by this command on accused found guilty of more 
inhuman and longer-continued cruelties have been vrithin the range of those 
handed down in this case, ..T-iil- it is true that the Commission was not limit¬ 
ed in adjudging sentence in the instant case and although the sentences ad¬ 
judged are not unreasonable ones, it is believed that maintenance of standards 
of uniformity and consistency calls for reduction of the sentences of Kunitada 
Mukoyama from 22 tp 15 years, that of Ilorijiro Hoshikawa from 27 to 18 years 
and that of liasaji Nagai from 20 to 12 years. Such modification vdll hot con¬ 
stitute the exercise of clomenc2' but will on the other hand accord with the 
findings of less guilt than that charged and at the same time meet the demands 
of justice. 

5. CLEMHICY: 


None of the four members of the Commission recommended clemency. 
However, v/hile no clemency is recommended in the revidw, it is felt that the 
sentence should be reduced in line \ath reasons stated in paragraph 4f, supra. 

6. OPINION: 

It is the opinion of this office that: 

a. The Commission was legally constituted; 

b. The Commission had jurisdiction of the persons and the offenses; 

c. The evidence supports the findings of guilty; 

d. The record discloses no errors injuriously affecting the 
substantial rights of any of the accused; 

o. The sentences arc legal, but should be modified and reduced as 
follows: Llukoyamn to 15 '/cars, Hoshikawa to 18 years and Nagai 
to 12 years. 

7. RECOif ElTD-.TIONS: 

It is accordingly recommended that the sentences, as proposed for 
modification and reduction, be approved and ordered executed. 

8. ACTION : 

Under the authority granted by the Joint Chiefs of Staff, you are 
empowered to approve and execute any sentences adjudged, including the death 
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sentences. An action designed to carry the abovv- recommendations into effect* 
should they meet with your approval, is submitt jc. herev/ith.

iiUBJBCTt Regulations Governing the Trial of War Criminals, 

The following rules and regulations will govern the trials of 
persons, units and organisations accused as ’7ar Criminals in this Theater* 

ESTABLISHMENT OF MILITARY OOKMISSIOJB 

1, G ENERAL Trial of isroons, units, and organizations accused as 
War Criminals will be by military commissions to be convened by the Com¬ 
manding General, United States Amy Forces, China Theater, 

2, NUMBER AND TYPES, Hie number and types of commissions to be 
established will depend upon the number and nature of the offenses involved 
and of the offenders to be tried. Such commissions may include members 

of any one branch or of several branches of the armed services, to try cases 
involving offenses against any one or more of such service branches, or any 
other offenses. 


JURISDICTION 

3, OVER TERRITORY. Hie military commissions established hereunder 
shall have jurisdiction over all of China, co-extensive with the China 
Theater of Operations, and territory now or formerly belonging to China, 
including Formosa, Manchuria, and Hainan Island; and other areas wherein 
the armed forces commanded by the Commanding General, United States Army 
Forces, China Theater, are or have been stationed, 

4, OVER PERSONS. - a. The military commissions established here¬ 
under shall have jurisdiction over all persons, units or organizations 
within China Theater of Operations including Formosa, Manchuria and Hainan 
Island and other areas wherein the armed forces, commanded by the Commend¬ 
ing General, United States Army Forces, China Theater are or have been 
stationed. 


b. Any Military or naval unit or any official or unofficial 
group or organizations, whether or not still in existence, may be charged 
with criminal acts or complicity therein and tried by a military commission, 

c. The convening authority may specify particular offenders 
to be tried before any commission appointed by him. 

5. OVER OFFENSES, - a. The military ccnmissions established here¬ 
under shall have jurisdiction over the following offenses: Violations of 
the laws or customs of war, including but not limited to murder, torture, 
or ill-treatment of prisoners of war or persons on the seas; killing or 
ill-treatment of hostages; murder, torture or ill-treatment, or deportation 
to slave labor or for any other illegal purposes, of civilians of, or in, 
occupied territory; plunder of public or private property; wanton, destruc¬ 
tion of cities, towns or villages; devastation, destruction or damage of 
public or private property not justified by military necessity; murder, 
extermination, enslavement, deportation or other inhuman acts committed 
against any civilian population, or persecution on political, racial, 
national or religious grounds, in execution of or connection with any 
with any offense within the jurisdiction of the commission, whether or 
not in violation of the domestic law of the country where perpetrated; and 
all other offenses against the law3 or customs of war; participation in a

caramon plan or oonapiraoy to accomplish any of the foregoing. Leaders, 
organizers, instigators, accessories and acconplices participating in the 
formulation or execution of any such common plan or conspiracy will be 
held responsible for all acts performed by any person in execution of that 
plan or conspiracy. 

b. Persons whose offenses have a particular geographical lo¬ 
cation outside the China Theater of Operations may be returned to the 
scene of their crimes for trial by competent military or civil tribunals 
of local jurisdiction. In the event a person is requested far trial in 
two (2) or more countries, the Commanding General, United States Army 
Forces, China Theater, will determine the place of trial on the basis of 
the relative gravity of the respective charges and other relevant circum¬ 
stances. 


MOuBERSHIP OF COMMISSION 

6* APPOINTMENT. The members of each military commission will be 
appointed by the Commanding General, United States Army Forces, China 
Theater, or under authority delegated by him. The appointment may be 
nede in the order convening the commission or in a separate order, alter¬ 
nates may be appointed by the convening authority. Such alternates shall 
attend all sessions of the commission and in case of illness or other in¬ 
capacity of any principal member an alternate shall take the place of that 
member. Any vacancy among the members or alternates occurring after a 
trial has begun may be filled by the convening authority, but the sub¬ 
stance of all proceedings had and evidence taken in that case shall be 
made known to that new member or alternate in open court before the trial 
proceeds. 

7. NUMBER OF MEMBERS, Each commission shall consist of not less 
than three (3) members. 

8. QUALIFICATIONS, The convening authority shall appoint to the 
commission persons whom he determines to be competent to perform the 
duties involved and not disqualified by personal interest or prejudice} 
provided, that no person shall be appointed to hear a case which he per¬ 
sonally investigated, nor if he is required as a witness in that case. 

A commission may consist of Army and other service personnel, or of both 
servic3 personnel and civilians. If feasible, one or more members of a 
commission should have had legal training. 

9. QUORUM aND VOTING. A quorum shall consist of two-thirds (2/3) 

of the members of the commission, or alternates (if any) acting as members, 
but in no event less than three (3) members. All decisions of the com¬ 
mission shell be by majority vote of the members present when the vote is 
taken, which shall be a quorum, except that conviction and sentence shall 
be by the affirmative votes of not less than two-thirds (2/3) of the 
member? of the quorum. In case of a tie vote, the vote of the presiding 
member will determine, 

10. PRESIDING MEMBcR. In the event the convenizg authority does 
not name one of the members as the presiding member the senior officer 
among the members of the commission present shall preside, or such other 
member as the senior officer may designate. 

PROSECUTORS 

11. APPOINTMENT. The convening authority shall designate one or 
more persons to conduct the prosecution before each commission. 

12. DUTIES. The duties of the prosecutor are» 

a. To determine the offenses and the offenders to be tried be¬ 
fore the commission in addition to those specifically ordered by the con¬ 
vening authority. 
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b. To prepare and present to the commission charges and 
speciflcationsk 

c. To prepare cases for trial and to conduct the prosecution 
of each case before the commission.

13i CONDUCT OF THE TRLuL. L Commission shall 1 

a. Confine each trial strictly to a fair, expeditious hear¬ 
ing on the issues raised by the charges, excluding irrelevant issues or 
evidence and preventing any unnecessary delay or interference. 

b. Deal sunmrily with any oontumacy or contempt, imposing any 
appropriate punishment therefor. 

c. sessions of a commission shall be public except when other¬ 
wise directed by the commission. 

d* -4 commission shall hold each session at such time and place 
as it shall determine or as niy be directed by the convening authority, 

14. RlGtfTE OF THE ~CJU.ii3) . The accused shall te entitled*

The commission shall 
be responsible for its accuracy, ouch record, certified by the presiding 
neiiber of the commission or his successor, shall bo delivered to the 
convening authority as soon as possible after ths trial,

19, JUDGMENT. The judgment of a commission as to guilt or acquit¬ 
tal shall be delivered in open court. It any state the reasons on which 
based. 


20, 3ENTENDE, The commission nay sentence an accused, upon con¬ 
viction, to death by banging or sheeting, imprisonment for life or for 
any less tern, fine, or such other punishment as the commission shall 
determine to be proper. The coixiission nay also order confiscation of 
any property of a convicted accused, deprive ttat accused of any stolen 
property, or order it3 delivery to the Commanding General, United States 
«my Forces, China Theater, for disposition as he shall find be proper, 
or nay order restitution with appropriate penalty in cases of default. 

21. ..PIROV^J- OF SENTENCE. No sentence, including the death 
sentence, of a military commission shall be carried into effect until 
approved by the Commanding Genoral, United States .*rmy Forces, China 
Theater, or his successor. He shall have authority to approve, mitigate, 
remit, commute, suspend, reduce or otherwise alter the sentence Loosed,

Except as herein provided, the judgment and 
sentence and interlocutory rulings of a connission shall bo final and not 
subject to review.

The record will show 
that the President of the CouniB6ion extended the continuance from 0900, 

22 April to 0900, 23 April. Are the accused ready to plead to the charges? 

DEFE1TSE: Yes, sir, they are ready, 

PROSECUTOR: Hay I suggest that we swear the new interpreter. 

(Whereupon, John Krans Isdanerwoa sworn as interpreter for the Connission.) 

flaJENSSj Thera are no special plena. 

COLONEL G.IIBSR; Tho record should also show tht-t the accused have no 
special pleas. 

COLONEL CAMBER: How do you, Kunitada Mukoyana, plead to th* charge 
and specifications? 

HUEOYAliA: Pot guilty. 

COLOEEL GAHBER: How do you, Morijiro .•loshikawa, plead to the charge 
and specifications? 

HOSHIKAWA: Pot guilty. 

C0K3EEL GAHBER: How do you, Masajl Pagai, plead to the charge and spec¬ 
ifications? 

HAGAI: Pot guilty. 

COLOiJEL GAHBER: Has the Prosecution an opening stateaent? 

PROSECUTOR: Yes, sir. The evidence in this ca,se will show that during 
the Japanese occupation of Shanghai, the Japanese nade a deterninrd effort 
to solicit the services of some of the Filipino people in Shanghai, but that 
in soap instances they ran into opposition# The Filipinos did not take to 
their pressure. One particular group of Filipinos was led by a Doctor Evangel¬ 
ista whoa the Japanese Gendarmerie arrested. They placed pressure on hin to 
stop his activities along a pro-Aaerican or anti-Japanese line. Tho evidence 
will show that on 28 February 19^» doctor Evangelista,' along with five other 
Filipinos were arreted by the Japanese Gendarmerie in Shanghai, that they 
were taken to the Gendarmerie station on Jessfield Road, Shanghai, and 
questioned over a period of several weks at which tine they wore subjected 
to various forms of torture with electricity, Judo, and by striking then 
with sticks and clubs. The evidence will show that two of the accused on trial 
were members of the Japanese Gendarmerlo Detachnent. Engai worked with the 
Japanese Gendarmerie Detachment as interpreter. In presenting the proof, the 


Prosecution will bring before the Coraaisslon the Filipinos actually arrested 
and subjected to torture. This is true in all instances except ono. That 
particular person is beyond the reach of the Conuission. We will bo forced 
to present an affidavit for hin. The Prosecution's case will rest around the 
testinony of the people actually subjected to these tortures. 

(Whereupon the interpreter translated the Prosecution's opening state- 
nent.) 

PROSECUTOR: The Prosecution calls its first witness, Doctor Evangol- 

ista. 

HONORIO EVANGELISTA. 

called as a witness on behalf of the Prosecution being first duly sworn, was 
examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Lt. Osborn) What is your naac? 

A Honorio Evangelista. 

$ Where do you live? 

A Lane I5U, House 15* Carter Road. 

Q Were you residing in Shanghai during the Japanese occupation? 

A Yes. 

Q, What is your citisenship? 

A I an a eltison of the Comonwealth of the Philippine Islands, owing 
allegiance to the United States, 

Q, Wh-^ro were you enployed during the occupation? 

A I was working at the Swiss Consulate in the American Sootion. 

0, Airing the occupation were you ever arrested by the Japaneso Gendarnerle? 

A Yes. 

Q, How nany tines? 

A Twice. 

Q How long did you reuain in Jail the first tir.o? 

A a little over three weeks the first tine, 

Q . What were the datos of that first arrest? 

A I was arrested on March 21st, I9U3, and I was released April 15th, I9U3. 

Q, What was the charge on which you were held? 

A They did not file an official charge against ne. I was accused of 
espionage. 

(< Were you arrested a second tiae? 






A Yes. 


Q, What was the date? 

A February 28, 1944. 

Q What was the charge? 

A They charged, ne with espionage, anti-Japanese propaganda, and refusing 

to recognise the puppot ruler of the Philippine Islands. 

Q, Were any other Filipinos arrested with you at that tineT 

A Y^s, there were five others. 

<< What were their nanes? 

A P. C. Espino, A. Mateos, ?. Crus, G. Villa, and X. Javier. 

Q Where were you taken on this second occasion? 

A They arrested ne on the street. Carter Road. 

Q, After you were arrested, to what place were you taken? 

A They took-they searched ne on the street and after that they took ae 

to a waiting notor car which was parked on Carter Road. 

Q Who arrested you? 

A I believe his nane is Takeda; another was Yoshida and there were three 
others in the notor car when I wr.s taken into the notor car. 

Where were you taken then? 

A They took us to 74 JeBsfield rood-Japanese Gendarnerie Headquarters. 

^ What did they do after you arrived at Jessfield Road? 

A At first they aade us get downstairs in a roon where there wore Jap¬ 

anese guards. After waiting two or three hours I was brought on the 
first floor of the sane building and was questioned by the Warrant 
Officer, Mr.-— this gentlenan here Just facing ne. 

Q, Can you step across the court roon there and pick out the nan that 
questioned you? 

(Whereupon the witness arose and indicated Kunitada Mukoyana.) 

A This nan. 

$ Did anyone else question you besides iiukoyana? 

A Mr. Hagai. 

Q, Can you step across the roon and pick out Mr. Hagai? 

A This nan. (Witness at the sane tine indicated Masaji Hagai.) 

What was the naturo of their questioning? 

A They questioned ne alnost every day fron the day of ny arrest until 
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April 8th. 

^ What sort of questions were they asking you? 

▲ At first they were telling ae that they wanted no to confoss to ny anti- 
Japanese activities, why did I want to havo the picture of the parados 
of the Philippine independence, and why didn't I want to cooperate with 
tho Japanese. They also questioned ne what was ny position in the Swiss 
Consulete, what was I doing there, who are the nen that are working 
with ne, who are tho nen over ne, and who are the nen under ne» and they 

have also questioned no about why I have to see so nany Filipinos in tho 

evenings, and in tho day, and so nany people coning to see ne in tho 
office too, 

Q Did they ask you about any confidential natters within tho Swiss Consu¬ 
late? 

A Yes, they did. 

Q What were they trying to find out fron you. 

A Thoy were trying to find out what kind of correspondence cane fron the 

States, or any orders fron the State Departnent in Washington, and why 
do they reccivo cables and instructions fron the States and whether I 
worked on reports of the SwIbb Consulate on the pro-Japanese activities 
and whether the Swiss Consulate referred those to the State Department. 

Q, During the course of this questioning did any of the accused here strike 
you? 

A Strike ne? No, but they pushed ne once or twice. 

Q Who pushed you7 

A Hr. Nagai. 

$ Any other of the accused? 

A Mukoyana also pushed no once. 

<i WhAt was tho severity of this push? 

A Not so severe. They Just tried to show their dissatisfaction at ny 
answers to their questions. 

Q, How long were you kept at Jossfield Road? 

A Fron February 28, 19UU until April 8, 19UU. 

When you left Jossfield road where did you go? 

A They took us to the Ward Road Jail-excuse ne, when I left Jessfield 

Road they took us to Kiangwan. 

Q, How long were you kept there? 

A We were kept there until April 29, 19^. 

Q Were you given a trial while you wore at that prison? 

A I don't know whether they called it a trial, but they called ne twice 

and asked-ne'two or threo questions. There was one rfficer and an 
interpreter. 
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DEFENSE: I object. This line of questioning is not relevant beforo 
this Co-mission as it has no bearing on the case as set out in the charges 
and specifications. It was not done by the Japanese Gendarmerie at Jess- 
field Road, but by the Japanese Amy at sone other Jail and has no bearing 
on 'those natters. 

PROSECUTOR: I want to show, by this testinony, the outcome of all 
this questioning and interviewing. This testinony here will have value in 
showing the Connission Just a continuous chain of events and prove that the 
Japanese Gendarmerie had in mind to try these nen. 

COLOHEL GAiffiER: Dogs the Defense have anything further? 

DEFENSE: tnly that going back to the charges and specifications against 
these nen, the alleged crines took place at number 9^ Jessfleld Road, and 
names the nen and FilipinOB involved. What happened at Kiangwan has no bear¬ 
ing whatsoever on this case. 

COLONEL CAMBER: The objection is sustained. 

Q, (By Lt. Osborn)- Where were you taken when you left Kiangwan? 

A I was taken to the Ward Road Jail. 

DEFENSE: I object again for the same reason. The Prosecution continues 
right on in the same line of questioning. 

COLONEL GfcAKBER: It is the opinion of the Commission that wo should re¬ 
strict our questions to the period covered by the charges and specifications. 
We do not Be* 3 that it has any bearing on the case. 

PROSECUTOR: If it please the Connission, I an asking these questions 
to show that these questions and these interviews and arrests and tine at 
Jessfleld Road were not done Just to give the Gendarmerie practico, but with 
a purpose in nind. Results are what I'n trying to bring out now. In an 
agency back hoao when you bring sone men in and question then, they have 
something in nind, motive, intent. I an trying to show the intent of the 
Gendarmerie at this tine—what was going to happen to these nen. Surely 
they didn't bring then there Just for practice. 

DEIENSE: If it please the Connission, the Prosecution is attempting 
to nake sone sort of a conspiracy, to show that there was an over-all Japanese 
plan to persecute these Filipinos. There was not necessarily an over-all 
plan to persecute then and possibly we should have on trial the Colonel, the 
Gendarmerie Chief, and not the nen actually on trial. T here is no accusation 
shown in the charges and specifications except about questioning, because 
of his anti-Japanese activities, and his conviction later, at Jessfiold Road, 
and questions pertaining to places outside of the Jessfleld Road Gendarnerie 
Station are of no consequence to this Connission. 

COLONEL GAtiBER: Objection sustained. The Prosecution will confine 
hi8 questioning to the actual facts laid down in the Specifications. 
happened after and before is of no consequence to the Connission. 

PROSECUTOR: Ho further questions. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

^ (By Lt. Turner) Doctor, how long have you lived in China? 

A Almost 20 years, in and out. 
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ft What waa your occupation prior to tho war? 

A I was working at tho Shanghai Customs House. 

ft Working at tho Shanghai Customs House? Who was your cnployor? 

A The Customs House. 

ft Possibly you misunderstood ny question? Who was your employer? 

A The Chinese Government. 

ft You go by the name of Doctor Evangelista. Are you a Doctor of Medicine. 
Philosophy, or something? 

A Ho, neither. 

ft You are not a doctor? 

A Yes, I am a doctor of veterinary nedlcino. 

ft During tho Japanese occupation in s hanghai wore you allowed your free¬ 
dom? 

A Please repeat your question. 

ft During the Japanese occupation in Shanghai were you allowed your freedom? 
A Freedom? 

ft I'll rephrase tho question. Were there any restrictions upon your lib-? 
erty? 

A Yes. we were restricted like any other Americans. 

ft It is ny understanding that all other Americans were interned. Were 
you interned? 

A I was not intorned. neither wero sono of the other Americans interned, 
ft Were you allowed the freedon of the streets. 

A Yes. 

ft You say you were arrested twice. The first tine why wero you released? 

A They said they had not enough proof against ne. They said they thought 

it was just petty Jealousy against me. 

ft Do you know a man named Hirano? 

A I do. 

ft Isn't it true you worked with him? 

A I never worked with Hirano or any other Japanese, 
ft Isn't it true that you received money from Hirano? 

A Yes, I did. 

ft You received money from him? 
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A Yes. 

G You say you were arrested tho second tine on February 28, 194U? 

A Yes. 

G You say that during the interrogation by Mukoyaua and ITagai that you 
were pushed. Will you elaborate on that please? 

A They were asking no so nany questions and evidently ny answers were 

not satisfactory enough to please then so they pushed r.c for telling a 
lie. 

G Did you suffer any injury fron this pushing? 

A Injury? In sone respects I did not suffer, but I felt the push. 

G Naturally you would feel it, but-You say Warrant Officer Mukoyana 

pushed you one tine? 

A Yes. 

G You dicin' t suffer any ill effects fron that push? 

A No. 

DEFENSE: No furthor questions. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

$ (3y Lt. Osborn) On cross exanination you were asked whether or not you 

were restricted during the occupation. Wore you restricted, or your 
freedon takon away fron you? 

DEFENSE: I object to that question. He has already testified and we 
know he was restricted when he was arrested for anti-Japanese activities. 

It certainly has no bearing on the issue. The powor controlling an occupiod 
territory at the tine has tho right to arrest then and hold then in confine- 
nent until investigation. 

PROSECUTOR: If the court pleases, this subject was opened by tho Defense. 
That question was asked on cross exanination. That gives no pemission to 
develop the question fully. That gives ne the right. 

COLONEL GAMBER: Objection over-ruled. The question will be answered. 

A Hy freedon was taken away, there were nany restrictions inposed first 
because I was in prison. W c wero given all sorts of restrictions in 
prison. Outside the prison we were r^stricl^ed as all Americans wore 
restricted. There was only a dertain area we could go to. 

G How long was your freedon restricted by your being held in Jail? 

A During all th^so periods covered by the dates fron ny arrest until ny 

release. 

G ~n what day were you released? 

A I was released on May 30. 19^5* 

G On cross exanination you nontionod that you received sone money fron 
Hirano. Will you describe your relationship with Hirano? 
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jt ^hon wo wero arrested toy Hirano toefore our roleaso we wore called. 

There was one Chinese interpreter with the Japanese Gendarmerie and the 
Chinese interpreter dictated to me, "Wo will reloaso you tout you will 
have to sign." I said, "I will", so they dictated to ne saying that 
I will not work for the Americans, British or the Allies, that I shall 
cooperate, that I shall n- t go against orders of the Japanese, and that 
whatever we do we nust inform the Gendarmerie, that wo cannot leave 
Shanghai or any other places like nany other Americans horei if we 
change address we have to notify then. This they wrote down and said 
that I had to sign. I did. A couple of hours after we had signed that 
document they took ne out from ny coll and I was- 

COLONEL GAiiBER: Lot the witness speak a little louder. 

-When I was called again they t >ok ne into the waiting roon and I 

find Espino and Crus, they were arrested also. Thoy told no, "We are 
going to toe released, the three of us. I spoke to then in our dialect. 

I asked than did they sign a paper like mine. They said,'"They made us 
sign a letter that said we are not allowed to work for the British or 
the Anericans, that we should atoide toy the laws of the Japanese in the 
nane of the Greater Eastern Asia." I asked then, "Did you sign?" They 
said, "Yes, we did, They asked us to sign." After one hour waiting 
in thAt room they took us to where Hirano was, and he told us we would 
toe released, so when Hirano spoke to ne he said, "I want you to cone 
hack here tomorrow", so I went to see him the next day. Ho said, "Well, 

I want you to toll me all your activities in the Swiss Consulate and what 
they do, and I want you to help me. I want you to report activities 
of neutral countries here in Shanghai sympathetic to the Japanese." 

I say, "I cannot report because my activities are restricted to between 
ny hone and ny office." He said, "Never mind, tout if you happen to 
hear of anything, you let ne know." I said, "Yes, I will." Then, as 

I was not reporting to him, I did not see him again-he cano to see 

me in my apartment one nl^it. I was already in toed and he told ne to 
dress and he took ne to the Coffee Shop. A German coffee shop near toy. 

He had his dinnor there, and as I had ny dinner, I only had a cup of 
coffee and a piece of cake. Then ho asked mo how about the things he 
asked me about. I said, "I cannot tell you anything except about 
people who take out papers, and I make then sign in ny presenooi that 
is all I know of the Swiss Consulate. Then he asked me, "How nuch 
money do you get from the Swiss Consulate. I think I told him I was 
getting around $1»000. I told him, "I am very poor, and you see I live 
very poorly, because I do not get enough money", so he told ne, "You 
nust ask for nore money." I said, "Well, the money they give us is all 
the sa~e", and then before we parted, he insisted in giving me noney 
because I had told him I \r s poor. I couldn't afford transportation, 
and most of the tine I had to walk to the office. Then ho insisted that 
he give ne noney. Because of his insistence, I took the money from him 
and went hone, so when I got home I found it was $150 CRB. 

PROSECUTOR: No further questions. 

DEFENSE: If the Corirtission pleases, I would like to ask just a couple 
more questions here. 


RECROSS EXAM NATION 

Q, (By Lt. Turner) You signed an agreement to cooperate with the Japanese 
end you received noney fron Hirano? 

A Yes, I said they dictated saying that wo nust cooperate, so they made 
us sign in exchange for our freedom. 

Q, You say that you signed it under duress? 
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Q, The extent of your treatment thcro was two pushes; ono by Nagai and one 
by Mukoyana. The extent of your treatuent was just being pushed? 

A Yes. 

Ct And you want this Commission to believe that Hirano, out of the kind¬ 
ness of his heart gave you some noney sinply for telling hin you knew 
nothing. 

A No. Because I told hin I was so poor I could not go anywhere. I even 

had to walk to the office. As to why he gave ne the noney, I don’t 

know what was in his nind. 

DEFENSE: No further questions. 

PROSECUTOR: No further questions. 

COLONEL GAHBER: Any questions by th.> Connission? 

COLONEL BERRY: Yes, sir. 

$ (By Col. Berry) I should like to ask tho witness-to point out to 

hin that in his testinony he stated he was taken to nunber jk Jessfiold 
Road. Is that the place you were taken to? 

A The second tine after I was arrested. That was qy second arrest. 

Q, You were taken to 74 Jessfield Road? 

A 9^» I believe. 

4 Well, which is it? 

A I think it is 3k Jessfield Road. 

Q Are you certain it is 94 and not 7^? 

A If ny recollection is correct, it is 94. 

COLONEL GAHBER: Any further questions? If not, the witness nay be 
excused. 

PROSECUTOR: The witness is excused. 

PACIFICO C. ESPINO 

called as a witness on behalf of the Prosecution being first duly sworn, was 
examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q, (By Lt. Osborn) "hat is your full name? 

A Pacifico C. Espino. 

$ Where do you live? 

A 216 Yates Road, House nunber 15. 

Q, What city? 

A Shanghai. 













Q, Were you living in Shanghai during the Japanese occupation? 

A Tea 

$ 1/hat i8 your citizenship? 

A I aa citizen of the Commonwealth of the Philippine Islands owing alle¬ 
giance to the Government of the United States. 

Q, During the Japanese occupation, were you ever arrested by the Japanese 
Gendarmerie? 

A I was arrested twice. First, February 19^3 8111(1 the second was in 1944. 

Q Can you give us the exact dates? 

A The first date was very close to March 14, 1943. The second was Feb¬ 
ruary 28, 1944, by the Gendarmerie at Jessfield Road. 

Q, What was the charge that was placod against you on your second arrest? 

A We were-I was charged for spreading propaganda and ospionage. 

Q For what country? 

A Well—for the United States. 

$ Who arrested you the second time? 

A Three Japanese Gendarmerie cane to ny house. Their nane is-I know 

two names, that is YoBhida and Takeda. The third I do not know, 

Q, How long were you kept at Jessfield Road? 

A I think forty days. 

Q, During the tine that you wore at Jessfield Road were you asked any 
questions? 

A Yes. 

Q, Who asked you the questions? 

A Different follows ask'-'d ne the questions. The first one was Mukoyana- 

That nan over there. 

Q, Stop down fron the stand and pick hin out. 

(Whereupon witness steps down fron the stand and indicates W.O. Muko¬ 
yana of the accused.) 

<< Who helped in asking you questions? 

A Takeda asked ne questions also, and that nan there also asked no sone 
questions. The one in the middle* * * 

Q, Point hin out, 

(Whereupon witness indicates Sgt. Hoshikawa of the accused.) 

* * "“and an interpreter was asking questions of his own idea. 
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Q, Can you pick that nan out in the court roonT 

A Yob. sir. Thecae with the glasses. 

(Whereupon the witness points out Hasaji Hagai of the accused.) 

<i During the cours' of this questioning, were you mistreated? 

A Yes, I was. 

Q, Will you describe the nistroatnent to the Connission please? 

A Will you please repeat your question? 

Q Will you describe the nistreatnont you received? 

A Well, I was hit with a fist on the first day by Hukoyana. Here in the 
head. (Witness indicates right tenplo.) The one in the niddlc used 
to tie wire on ny thumbs, then make ne kneel down. They turn on a crank 
to generate electricity. This happened many tines. I was also slapped 
several tines by the one in the niddle, (Hoshikawa) and the interpreter 
used to burn my hands with cigarettes. 

Q Which interpreter? 

A Mr. Hagai. Sometime the cigarette goes to ny ear or the back of ny 
neck. 

Q Who did this to you? 

A Mr. Hagai. At one tine he had a book. He hit ne on the head with that 
book when sonetlnes I do not answer quostions to his satisfaction. Also, 
sometimes when I do not answer to his satisfaction, ho hit ne with his 
fists this way. (Witness holds up both hands, clenched, with knuckles 
of niddle fingers protruding.) He kept on knocking ny head. Also Mr. 
Mukoy&via burned ne with his cigarettes, and during the investigation, 
whenever they tied up ny thumbs with wire, they made ne kneel down. 

Q, When you say they, whom do you mean? 

A 1 mean those present, especially Hukoyana and Hoshikawa. 

Q, How many tines wore you given electrical treatment? 

COLOFEL BEBBY: Please renenber to have the question interpreted first, 

and then the answer, 

A I could not renenber very well, because it has been so frequent, but at 
least eight tines. 

Q, Will you describe to the Connission how that makes your body feel when 
you receive the electrical treatment? 

A Well, when they turn the crank, my body seems to becoae contracted, and 
the veins dragged out of ny body. It was terrible to describe. 

Q Did it render you unconscious? 

A Will you repeat the question? 

(< Did this treatment render you unconscious* 

A Well, it did not. I was not unconscious because they think I ai going 

unconscious and they stop it. Of course, then I regain consciousness. 
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<}, Did. Koshikawa inflict any other punishment on you? 

A ITo no re. 

£ Did Mukoyana inflict any nore punishnont on you? 

A ITo more, except examination. 

£ How long were you questioned while you were at Jessfiold Road? 

A For the duration of ny incarceration at Jessfield Road. I was, I 
think, at least thirty tines. 

PROSECUTOR: ITo further questions. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

Ct (By Lt. Tumor) How long have you lived in China? 

A Close to seventeen years. 

Q, How did you first pet into China? 

A I cone by ship as a passenger. 

Q, Did you have a passport? 

PROSECUTOR: I object. It has no bearing on the case, if it please the 
Commission. 

DEFENSE: It affects the creditability of the witness. 

COLONEL GAH3ER: You ask this Question for the purpose of taxing his 
creditability? 

DEFENSE: Yes. sir. 

COLONEL GAM3ER: Objection over-ruled. 

Q, Did you have a passport? 

A When I cane to China I had a tax clearance, and that was all. That 

was all the government required. I landed in China without any diffi¬ 
culty. 

Q But you did not have a passport? 

A No. 

<5, Isn't it true, that at that tine the Chinese were attempting to deport 
you? 

A No. 

Q, What wa6 your occupation during the period of Japanese occupation hore? 

A I was partly working as a broker and partly working with the American 
Association until I was arrested by the Japanese Gendarmerie. 

Q, What did you do in s hanghai prior to the war? 

A For my livelihood? 
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Q, Yes. 


A Besides the "brokerage sonetincs I go around and ask ay friends for help. 

$ You say you worked in a brokerage fin. w hat did you do there? 

A I did not work in any firn, but the business was brokerage. When a 
fellow wanted to sell aonething I acted as go-between to find soneono 
to buy fron hin. 

Q When was the last tine you were in the Philippine Islands? 

A I left the Philippines in 1930. 

Q, When you were released by the Japanese, did you sign an agreement to 
cooperate with the Japanese Govera..ient7 

A Since there are two arrosts will you please tell ne which one you are 
referring to? 

Q Aftor the first arrest. 

A Yob. They nado ne sign sone papers which said in part that I shall never 
have anything to do with the En^ish or the Americans. 

Q, You state that Mr. Nagai struck you with his fist. 

.A Yes. 

And that Hoshikawa and Mukoyana inflicted only the electrical treatnent 
on you? 

A Yes. 

DEFENSE: No further questions, 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 
Q (By It. Osborn) Did Hoshikawa ever burn you? 

A I do not renenber whether he burned ne because there are sone tines when 
the cigarette cone fron behind. I do not know whose cigarettes they are, 

$ Did Mukoyana ever burn you with cigarettes? 

A Yes, he did. 

Q How nany tines? 

A I cannot tell you exactly, but aore or less, about four or five tines. 

Q When you were burned in Hoshikawa's presence, who else was there? 

A Sonetir.ie8 this interpreter, sonetines another interpreter was there. 

Al60 when one interpreter was there, the other one wasn't, I just want 
to show that these people wore present when Hoshikawa burned ne. 

Q, Was Hoshikawa standing behind you when you were burned fron the rear? 

A Yes, he was. 

Q, How .iany tineB did this happen? 
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Several tines. I can’t say how nany exactly, hut four or five? tines. 

Did anybody ever kick you? 

Yes. That fellow, while I was kneeling. (Hukoyaia) He kickod ae also, 
the one in tho niddle. (Hoshikawa) 

Where did he kick you? 

Here. (Witness indicates right thigh.) 

How nany tines? 

I think about two or three tines. 

Did anyone else kick you? 



A Another fellow kicked ne, but he is not hero. Yoshida also kicked no. 

Q, Ever hear of a kendo stick? 

DEFENSE: I object. If it please the Connission, the witness can testi¬ 
fy what happened to hin and need not be asked a leading question. 

COLONEL GAHBER: Objection sustained. The Prosecutor will refrane the 
question so as not to nake it a leading question. 

Q Wore /ou ever struck with any other instrument? 

DEFENSE: I object. It is evident fron the testimony that the witness 

doesn't remember what ho told the Prosecutor before the court was held- 

what mistreatment he sufferod, and it is evident there are quite a few things 
covered in the specifications that he has not brought forth. The Prosecution 
is trying to lead hin back to got hin to bring it out. 

COLONEL GAHBER: Objection over-ruled. 

Q, Answer the question please. 

A Yes, I was, but the fellow who struck no is not here right now. 
PROSECUTOR: That is all. 






COLONEL GAHBER: Has tho Defense any further questions? 

DEFENSE: Just a nonont, please-No further questions. 

COLONEL GAHBER: The witness will be excused. The Connission will take 
a ten minute recess. 

...The Connission adjourned at 10U0 hours for a ton ninute recess... 

...Pursuant to adjournment for a ten minute recess, the Connission re¬ 
convened at 1060 hours... 

COLONEL GAHBER: The Connission is in session. Let the record show 
that all personnel of the Prosecution and Defense, all members of the Com¬ 
mission, the accused, the interpreting staff and the reporter are present in 
tho roon.

called as a witness on behalf of the Prosecution being first duly sworn, was 
examined and testified as follows:

C- Prinitivo Cruz. 

C l Where do you live? 

A Carter Road, Lane 4l, L-iouse 10. 

Q, What city? 

A Shanghai. 

Q, Were you living in Shanghai during the Japanese occupation? 

A Yes. 

Q, .vhat is your citizenship? 

A I an an anerican subject. 

Q, Where were you born? 

A I born in Philippine Island. 

Q, Were you arrested by the Japanese Gendarmerie during the occupation? 
A Yes, sir. 

C, What was the date? 

A February 28. 

Q, './hat year? 

A 1944. 

COLONEL GAM3ER: Hold everything. The Comission is not getting the 
answers. He is talking to you in a very low tone and wo can't get lt. 

PROSECUTOR: (To the witness.) Turn your chair around and speak up. 

A February 28, 1944. 

0, Who arroBtcd you? 

A Those two guys. Hr, Hoshikawa, and-what the nanc of that guy7 

Q Will you point then out to the Comission? 

(Whereupon witness steps down and points to Mukoyaia.) 

Q, What other person was with Mukoyaia when you were arrested? 

A Two noro. They arc not here. 

Q, Where did they take you? 

A liy own house. Hy rood. 

Q, When they took you fron your house, where did they take you? 
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A They took -ae to the Japanese prison-1 don't know-Jessfiold Road. 

Q, Do you reneaber the nur.iber of the place? 

A 84 

Q, Were you questioned when you were taken to Jessfiold Road? 

A Yes, sir. 

Q, What were the nature of the questions? 

A They asked ae whether I like Philippine Govcrnient. I say, "Vo”, 

C l Were you nistreated? 

A Yes, sir. 

Ct Who nistroated you? 

A Hoshikawa. 

^ What did he do to you? 

A First he put no in the cell full of lice. 

COLONEL GAM3ER: What was that answer? 

PROSECUTOR: Will you repeat that answer please? 

A He put ne in the cell full of lice. 

<< Then what did he do? 

A So he say a question. I said, "Ho, I don't know what you are talking." 
He used to have a cigarette. He put burning cigarette agair.3t iiy cheek, 

Q, What else did he do to you? 

A Soae question, so I refuse to answer again, so he gave Judo to ue. When 
I fall down, ho kicked no with heavy boots, then got no up again, gave 
ne Judo again and then squeezed qy neck. 

Q, What else did he do to you? 

A H.- struck nn so .oany tines, 

Q Anything else he did to you? 

A That tiuo I used to be hungry because they give ne not enough food. 

They cut ny food- 

COLONEL GAM3ER: Ask hin shorter questions so we can understand. 

Q, Was there any other physical niBtreatuent given you? 

A No. 

PROSECUTOR: That is all. 

COLONEL GAM3ER: Cross Exanination. 
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CROSS EXAMINATION 


Q, (3y Lt. Turner) Mr, Cruz, how long have you been in ChinaT 
A It is about fifteen years. 

Q What is your occupation? 

A I an nusic naker. 

% Musician? 

A Yes. 

Q, When you first took the stand, you stated that two nen arrested you, then 
later on in your testinony, you stated only Mukoyaia arrested you. 

A I do not understand. 

Q, When you first took the stand you stated that two nen arrested you, then 
later on in your testinony, you stated only Mukoyaua arrested you. How 
do you account for that? Do you know who arrested you? 

A No, because two guys not here. 

Q, You state that Hoshikawa applied a cigarette to your cheek. Did it burn 
you? 

A Well, the cigarette fire was at ny cheek. 

% Did it leave a nark? 

A Well, because at that tine, I never wash uy face, it was oily, so when 
I look I don't have any nark. 

DEFENSE: No further questions. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q, (By Lt. Osborn) How many times did Hoshikawa bum you? 

A Two times. 

PROSECUTOR: No further questions. 

COLONEL GAM3ER: Any questions by the Defense? 

DEFENSE: Just a moment, please.No further questions. 

COLONEL GAHBER: There appears to be no further questions. The witness 
18 excused. 

MARIANO JAVIER 

called as a witness on behalf of the Prosecution being first duly sworn, was 
examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Lt. Osborn) What is your full name? 

A Mariano Javier. 







C. '."hero do you live? 

A I live in Shanghai. I live at - ouae 651 , Wei Kai ',.'oi Road. 

(t In what city? 

A Shanghai. 

CAPTAI1I KELLY: Would you ask him to repeat that name plnasc? 

(Whereupon the witness swelled his name.) 

Q (Cont'd) Where did you live during the occupation? 

A During the occupation I was living at Lane 1220, avenue Road, louse 53* 

Q, In what city? 

A Shanghai• 

^ Were you arreated hy the Japanese Gendarmerie during the occupation? 

DEFEFSE: If it please the Commission, I object. As to anythin*: that 
happened to him, I would say it is irrelevant. His name doea not appear in 
any of the specifications and charges here before the Commission. Unless ho 
actually witnessed somethin.': that took place at that timo, any testimony he 
may give is irrelevant, 

PROSECUTOR: I have produced this witness hero this morning because I 
feel this Commission is a fact-finding body and should be .Ivon the oppor¬ 
tunity to Bee everyone who was arrest'.d that we could get in touch with, an' 3 , 
have them here. If the Defense or the Commission feel his testimony has no 
bearing on the case, I will gladly withdraw the witness. In a matter like 
this and since this is a fact-finding Commission, I am trying to get all the 
evidence I possibly could get. 

CQLG1IEL GAi-BER: Can this witness testify against the accused pertaining; 
to the elements in the specifications and charges? 

DEFENSE: There 1b no specification or allegation that he was mistreated. 

CGLGHEL GAM3ER: I don't mean that. Did he witness anything? 

PROSECUTOR: Fo, air, but he was there and saw the results of the mis¬ 
treatment. 

COLGFEL GkMBER: Results on whom? 

PROSECUTOR: He was living with the prisoners and they told him about 
what happened, and under the rules of this Commission, although that might be 
hearsay, he is permitted to so testify. 

DEFEFSE: If it please the Court, I realize that hearsay evidence is per¬ 
mitted, but if we go back to the reason as to why the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
in Washington allowed it, it is because most war crimes cases happened two 
or three years back end it was sometimes impossible to get a man on the stand— 
he might have died. There are certain different men actually involved in this 
and they should testify as to what happened. True, they went back and hashed 
it over with him. They probably did the same thin,; with fifty or a hundred 
people in Shanghai who could also testify. Why accept hearsay testimony when 
we have the men involved in it right here before us today? 

PROSECUTOR: I thoroughly agree with Lieutenant Turner as to the reason 
for the Joint Chiefs of Staff permitting hearsay evidence, Rnd as I have 
stated before, I will gladly withdraw the witness. I had two reasons for pro¬ 
ducing this witness. I want to get oil possible evidence before the Conmia- 
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sion. He can testify to hearsay evidence and nothing else. Inasmuch as he 
was arrested at the same time as the other men, if the Prosecution did not 
bring him forward, there would be questions as to why he was not brought 
forward. I will gladly withdraw him as the Commission or Defense see fit. 

COLONEL GAHBER: The objection is over-ruled, however, the Prosecution 
will limit his questions and have tho witness confine hi$ answers to persons 
named and allegations made in the specifications. 

Q, (Cont'd) During the occupation by the Japanese Army were you arrested? 

A Y^s, I was arrested by the Japanese on February 28, 19UU. 

(< Did any of the accused assist in your arrest? 

A Would you please repeat the question? 

Q, Did any of the accused help to arrest you? 

A Ch, yes. 

<< Will you point them out? 

A That one with the eye-glasses on and the second one also. 

(Whereupon the witness indicates Nagai and loshikawa.) 

Q, Were you arrested at the same time that Evangelista, Espino, Mateos, 

Cruz and Villa were arrested? 

A Yes. 

^ Where were you taken. 

A I was taken to 9^ Jessfield Road. 

Q, While you were there did you see Evangelista, Villa, Cruz, Espino or 

Mateo8? 

A I saw them all. 

Q, Did you ever have any conversation with th^m regarding the treatment 
which they were receiving from the Japanese Gendarmerie? 

A Yes, I did. 

Q, Will you explain to the Commission what Espino told you? 

A Espino told me that he had been given the electric treatment, and he 

whs beaten up by these gentlemen here, the accused. 3eaten up and badly 
treated. In regards to food, they were practically starved. They didn't 
allow us facilities for washing ourselves, and the place they kept us 
was so dirty and full of fleas and vermin, 

Q Did Espino tell you who had given him the electric treatment? 

A He didn’t tell me which one, but he told me that these three gentlemen 
here were the ones who had been giving it to him. 

$ Did Espino tell you about any other treatment he received? 

A Well, I remember him telling me also he had been burned with cigarette 
butts. 

Q 3y whom? 

A That I could not remember-which of them he mentioned to me. 

$ While you were confined at Jessfield Road did you have any conversation 

with Cruz about the treatment he was receiving from the Japanese Gendarm¬ 
erie? 

A Yes, I had conversation with Cruz, 

Q What did he tell you7 

A He told me that they beat him up, too, and gave him the electric treat¬ 
ment, and for a number of di^ya, he was not allowed food. 









$ Can you renenber who it was that Cruz said gave him the electric treatnent? 

A I do not renenber hin telling ne which one, but according to what he tolls 

ne, each tine- 

Q I'd Just asking you about conversation you had with Cruz at Jessfield 
Road. Can you renenber? 

A He told ne that this treatnent that he got, he received fron a fellow 
named Hoshikawa. This fellow in tho niddlo. (pointing to Hoshikawa) 

0 , Did you have any conversation with Villa? 

A I had convbrsation with hin, too. 

Q, Did he tell you anything about the treatnent he was receiving fron the 
Japanese? 

A He told ne sonething about it. 

Q, What did he tell you? 

A He told ne that ho was burned with cigarette butts and given the electric 
treatnent. 

$ Can you renenber fron this conversation with hia at that tine, who it 
was he said gave hin the electrical treatnent? 

A About the electric treatnent? I renenber the name ho mentioned to no, 
but this fellow that he nontionod is not nere now. 

Q, Do you renenber who it was he said had burned hin? 

A Yes, I renenber. 

$ 18 that person here in the court room? 

A Yes. 

Q Will you point hin out? 

A He is the interpreter over there. 

(Whereupon the witness indicates Hagai.) 

Q Did Villa tell you about any other nistreatnent he night have had? 

A He told ne he was beaten up with a rod—a stick, and he even showed ne 

the narks. 

Q, Did ho tell you who had done that to hin? Is that person here in the 
court roon? 

A Yes. 

<< Can you pick hin out? 

A It is the interpreter. (Hagai) 

Q Is there any other nistreatnent that he mentioned to you while you were 
both confined at Jessfield Road? 

A He complained to ne about being hungry because they didn't give hin enough 
food, and the food that they gave hin was dirty. They gave it to hin in 
a dirty can-rusty can, and all that. 

Q, Did you have any conversation with Evangelista while both of you were 
confined at Jessfield Road? 

A 7es, I had some conversation with hin. 

Q Did he tell you anything about the treatnent he was receiving? 

A Ho, he didn't. 

< Did you have any conversation with liateos while both of you were confined 
at Je8sfield Road? 

A I had conversation with hin. 
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Q, Did he describe any mistreatment which he was r- ceiving? 

A He did. 

Q What Aid he tell you was the nature of the mistroatnent? 

A He told me that they nade him kneel down on the floor and put thick pad¬ 
ding on his shoulders and heat hin with a hard, heavy stick. At the ho¬ 
ginning, he wasn't feeling the pain. Later in the evening, ho said he 
felt the effect of the heating and started to speak about it. 

$ Did he toll you who had given him this treatment? Is that person in the 
court room? 

A Y<?b. He told me it was Hoshikawa. 

Q, Can you point Hoshikawa out? 

A Yeg. The one in the middle. 

(Whereupon tho witness indicated Hoshikawa.) 

Q, Was there any other mistreatment? 

A Ho also received the sane treatment as tho others—that is, the electric 
treatment. 

Q, Did he tell you at that time who was administering this treatment to him? 

A Yes, ho did. 

Q, 18 that person in tho court room? 

A There ho is, sitting lr. the middle* 

^ What is his name? 

A According to what he told no, it is Hoshikawa. 

Q Did ho mention any other mistreatment that ho was roceiving at that time 
while both of you were confined at Jessfield Road? 

A Why, I don't remember anything else that I have not already explained, 

PROSECUTOR: No further questions. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

^ (By Lt. Turner) What is your occupation? 

A I an a musician. 

Q, Do you know these two men who arrested you or did you Just sec th n m later? 
A They helped in arresting me. 

Q, You stated that Cruz told you ho was given the electrical treatment, is 
that right? 

A Y^s. 

Q, Do you know that Cruz was on the stand Just before you and he made no 

statement about electrical treatment? 

A I know that he was hore before me, but whether he mentioned it or not, 

I do not know, but ho mentioned it to me when we were alone. 

< 4 , When Cruz, Espino, Mateos, Villa and the others told you of this treatment, 
how did you know it was those three men here in partieular? 

A They told no themselves. 

Q, Did they tell you their names? 

A Thoy Aid. 

$ Will you naie those threo mon for me? 
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A Tho first one on that side (pointing to the left end) is the interpreter* 
His name is Nagai. The second one is Hoehikawa, end the last one is Muk- 
oyana. 

Q Did you receive the electrical treatment yourself) 

A I did. 

$ And the Man who gave it to you is not present here? 

A The nan who gave ne the electric treatnent is not here now. 

Q, Have you dver seen this nan before? (Lt. Turner indicates the Japanese 
Defense* Captain Nishi.) 

A I have nevor soen hin. 

Q, Will you describe the electrical troataent? 

A Well, they nado no kneel down on the floor and asked ae to stick out ny 

hands, like that. (Witness holds up clenched hands with thunbs held up¬ 
right.) Wires were wound around ny thunbs, then they turned tho crank. 
They began slowly then gradually increased tho speed. The faster they 
turned the crank, the greater I felt the shock, and the shock that I folt 
was voxy horrible. 

Q How long hare you been in China? 

A I have been in China since 1927. 

Q, Nineteen years in China. How old arc you now? 

A I an now 42 years old. 

DEFENSE: No further questions. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q, (By Lt. Osborn) Do you renenbor tho naac of the ioan that gave you the 
electrical treatnent? 

A I reu^nber his nane is Yoshida. 

Q, Will you describe what effect that electrical treatnent has on your 
body? 

A Well* I felt that Just like ny veins are being pulled out of ny body when 

they turn the nachine on ne, and of all the tortures that they applied 

to ne, that was the one I dreaded the nost. It is Just horriblo to think 
of. 

Q, How long afterward did you feel the offeet of it? 

A After receiving that treatnent, I felt weak for about one hour. I had 

to rest to regain ny strength. That was after they let ne go-cone 

back to the cell. 

PROSECUTOR: No further questions. 

RECRCSS EXAMINATION 

<*, (By Lt. Turner) Isn't it true that you were kept in separate cells? 

A That is true, but .we could talk to each other just the sane because they 

were placed in cells Just about six or eight feet apart, and when the 
guards were not around, wo could talk in whispers. 

(i You have talked this over in the past few weeks, too, haven't you? 

A No, sir, we didn't. 

Q, You haven't Mentioned this since it happened on Jessfield Road? 
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A We have—I have not talked this over with .oy fellow prisoners, hut out¬ 
side people I have told. Although in separate cells, we could connuni- 
cate with each other. Although wo were under strict orders not to talk 
to each other, every tine the guard turned his back, wo had a chance to 
connunicate. 

C While you were waiting to be called as a witness in the witness roon, no 
mention was nade of these things? 

A No, there was no aention, 

DEFENSE: No further questions. 

PROSECUTOR: No further questions. 

C3LGNEL GAMBER: There appear to be no further questions. The witness 
is excused. At this tine, the Commission will take time for lunch and ad¬ 
journ until lUOO hours this afternoon. 

(Whereupon the Commission adjourned at 1200 hours on 23 April 1946 to 
reconvene at 1400 hours, 23 April 1946) 

AFTERNOON SESSION 

...Pursuant to adjournment at 1200 hours, the Connies!on reconvened at 
1400 hours, 23 April 1946, at which tine all of the neubers of the Commission, 
the accused, counsel for prosecution and defense, the interpreting staff and 
official reporter resumed their seats in the court roon... 

COLONEL CAMBER: The Commission is in session. 

ALFREDO MATEOS 

called as a witness on behalf of the Prosecution being first duly sworn, wbb 
examined and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

^ (By Lt. Osborn) What is your full nane? 

A Alfredo Mateos. 

Q, Where do you live? 

A 1220 Avenue Road, House 1, Roon 1. 

^ In what city? 

A Shanghai. 

C 1 Where were you residing during the Japanese occupation of Shanghai? 

A I was here in Shanghai. 

Q What is your citisenship? 

A I an a Philippine citison owing allegiance to the United States. 

Q During the Japanese occupation were you arrested by the Japanese Gen¬ 
darmerie? 

A Yes, I was arrested by the Japanese Gendarmerie, 

Qi On what date were you arrested? 

A I was arrested February 28 1944, 

$ Where were you taken? 

A I was taken to Jessfleld Road Station, 9& Jeasfield Road. 
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Q, Who arreated you? 

A ThiB cob here, Mr. Hoshikawa, in the aiddle, and I an afraid two of then are 
not here. 

Q, When you Were taken to JesBfield Road were you questioned? 

A Yea. sir. I was questioned. 

C. Were you mistreated? 

A Yes, very "badly treated. 

Q Will you describe the mistreatment which you received? 

A I was slapped first. 

G 3y whom? 

A 3y Mr. Hoshikawa here, and later I was kicked. 

C, 3y whom? 

A 3y the same person, Hr. HoBhikawa here. 

Q What happened to you then? 

A The third treatment was the use of lighted cigarettes. 

Q, Who burned you with the cigarettes. 

A Mr. Hoshikawa and Hr. Mukoyama. 

Q Did you receive any other mistreatment? 

A Yes, some more by the electric treatment. 

Q Who administered-gave you the electrical treatment? 

A Mr. Hoshikawa and Mr. Mukoyama. 

C„ now many times did Hoshikawa give it to you? 

A Two times of Mr. Hoshikawa and two times of Mr. Mukoyama. 

Q, Will you describe the electrical treatment to the Commission please? 

A ‘iefore giving you the electrical treatment, they told you to be naked— 

undress. While I was naked, they tied one of my thumbs with one of them 

wires-electric wire, and the other wire was tied on the other thumb of 

my right hand, then they started telling me to confess. 

C„ What did they want you to confess to at that time? 

A They wanted me to any something against the government and about Doctor 
"Evangelista. 

Q, What were they trying to establish against Doctor Evangelista? 

A They said I was working under Doctor Evangelista as a spy and propagandist. 

^ Getting back to the electrical treatment, after they tied your two thumbs 

to the electrical wires, what did they do? 

A I saw Mr. Hoshikawa here take hold of a crank and turn it. 

Q Continue. 

A The first time I felt it, I had a shock and my whole body shivered. 

Q, How long Aid they apply this electricity to your body? 

A As I had no watch on my body, I can’t tell you exactly how many minutes 

It was applied to me. 

Q, Approximately how long did they apply it? 

A Every now and then. Almost 3^ minutes. 
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Q, How Aid this rank' your body feel; this electrical shock? 

A As I told you In the first place, I was troubling. As ho wont on turn¬ 

ing tho operator, I collapsed. 

Q, Did it causo you to become unconscious? 

A Immediately after I fall down, I couldn't say exactly unconscious be¬ 
cause I could feel them strike uy left rib here by kicking with their 
right foot. 

Who kicked you? 

A Hr. Xo8hikawa. 

Q, How many times did Mukoyama administer this electrical treatment to you? 
A I remember two times. 

Q, How many times did Hoshikawa burn you with cigarettes? 

A I think—I am not exactly—I can't toll you exactly. All of the treat¬ 
ment I had was five times. 

Q, Did anybody else assist in giving this electrical treatment to you? 

A I didn't quite get the question. 

Q, Did anyone else help Hukoynua or Hoshikawa in giving you that electrical 
treatment? 

A Just Hr. Hoshikawa was the one who gave me tho electrical treatment. 

Q Was there anyone present when he gave you the electrical treatment? 

A There was one. 

Q, lfho was he? 

A Another interpreter who is not here. 

Q, Was anyone present when Mukoyama gavo you the oloctrical treatment? 

A Yes. Hr. Hoshikawa was present, and Hr. Nngai was present. 

Q, Will you state whether or not Hagai assisted in giving you tho treatment? 

rui’ENGB: I object. The witness has already answered that no one was 
present. The witness's testimony doesn't fit in with the charges and speci¬ 
fications, and he is again trying to load the witness to it. 

PROSECUTOR: I feel that the question is perfectly proper because 

I laid the foundation for the question by asking whether or not anyone was 
present when Mukoyama gave him the electrical treatment, and there was. 
Hoshikawa and Nagai were present at that time, and I asked him then whether 
or not Nagai assisted at that time. 

DEFENSE: if tho Commission pleases, tho Prosecution has already asked 
whether anyone assisted Hoshikawa and Kukoyana. I repeat, the Prosecution i6 
trying to get an answer to fit his own purposes. He's trying to lnplicato 
Hagai. 


COLONEL GAK3ER: Objection sustained. It is believed the Prosecution 
can arrive at a question which will fit the purpose without making it lead. 

Z (Cont'd) Did you receive any other mistreatment at the hands of any of 
the defendonts or accused in the court room hero? 

A Yes. 

<<, Will you describe it to the Commission please? 

A Ty hitting ne with one and a half yard long fencing stick. 






Q, Which one of tho Recused did that to you? 

A Hr. Hoshikawa. 

How nany tines did he 6trike you with this stick? 

A I cannot count then. 

Q, Approximately how many? 

A During ny thirty days investigation, almost every day. 

Q, Did you receive any other nistroatnent at tho hands of any of the accused? 
A Malnutrition, Wo food. 

$ Any of the accused give any other fora of physical aistreatnent to you? 

A I don’t quite understand the question. Please repeat. 

DEFENSE: If it please the Commission, I object. Tho question is repe¬ 
titious. This nan has be. n aaked the sane qu stion half a dozen tines. It is 
evident the Prosecution cannot get him to 3ay anything about ITagai. Perhaps 
he had better say it hinsclf, 

PROSECUTOR: Contrary to what the Defense says, I an not trying to get 
tho witness to say anything against Hagai. I’a Just trying to enumerate 
nuaorous nistroatnents at the hands of the accused. I’a trying to bring it 
out a little bit at the tine of each aistreatnent. There is no attempt to 
tio Nagai into it. 

C.L.WEL GAMIER: Any further erguuont? 

DEFENSE: Wo further argument. 

COLONEL GAK3ER; Objection over-ruled. 

Q, (Cont’d) Did you receive any other mistreatment at the hands of any of 
the accused in thiB court roon7 
A Yes. 

$ Will you describe it to the Commission? 

A By hitting ny head with the knuckles of their fists. 

(Whereupon the witness denonstrated by clenching fists with second 
finger knuckle extended, and striking both temples with knuckles.) 

Q Which one of the accused struck you like that? 

A The interpreter. 

Q, What is his nano? 

A Mr. Nagai. 

Q, How nany tines did he strike you like that? 

A For every tine that I an — I w*s investigated, 

Q, Approximately how nany tines would that be? 

CjLONEL BERRY: May I interrupt at this point to say that in answering 
the question in regard to the way he was struck on the head, he indicated the 
knuckle of the second finger of each hand and struck si.iultaneously >n the 
side of the head. I would like the record to show that, 

PROSECUTOR: It is agreeable to the Prosecution. 

DEFENSE: Wo objection. 
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Q, (Cont'd) la there any other nistreatnent any of the accused in this 
oourt roon gave you? 

A Mr. Mukoyana. 

Q, What did he do 7 

A Burned ne with cigarettes—lighted cigarettes. 

C„ .-iow nany tines did he turn you? 

A Two tines. 

C, Where did he burn you? 

A My back. 

C„ Is there any other nistreatnent that any one of the accused in this 
court roon gave to you while you were at Jessfield Road? 

A I don't renenber if there is soue ;.iore. 

Do you have any poroanent injury as the result of this nistreatnent? 

There is. 

* Will you describe it to the CoiUiission7 

A When I was treated by this electrical treatment, right after ;yr investi¬ 
gation tine, I was brought down by Mr. ilukoya.ia because I could hardly 
walk. 

Q, Continue. 

A When I arrived in ny cell, night tine eano. I had a fever, I was Shiv¬ 
ering. 

Q, Continue. 

A Two days later I was bleeding. 

C Fron what part of your body did you bleed? 

A I cannot say what part because blood Just coaes fron ay aouth. I don't 
know whether blood cones fron lungs or blood vessel. 

Q, How long did this bleeding continue? 

A I don't know exactly because when we arrived here in this very Jail I was 
still bleeding. It was after two aonths. 

PROSECUTOR: No further questions, 

CROSS EXAHIFATICH 

Q, (3y Lt. Turner) Have you se<-n any of these non sinco the tine of the 
investigation? 

A I have seen one. This is Mr. Hoshikawa, during ay investigation the first 
tine. 

Q Yju saw hin after the investigation? 

A As I understand, during the investigation? 

Q, Ho, since the investigation. 

A That tine cone one tiac when he is investigating ne. They just call us 
in the torture roon. Only Hr. Hoshikawa was in charge of .oy personal 
affair; ny case, and one interpreter. 

q, ' 3ut I nean after the investigation. Aft^r you were released the last tine. 
Have you seen any of the nen since then? 

A Yes. 
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Q, When was that? 

A I can't tell you cxaotly, the date. When we were released here. I 
can tell you that tlae I was mloased, it ’ms May 30, 1945. 

Q, Where did you see hint 

A Jessfleld Hoad. 

How did you happen to be at Jessfleld Hoad again? 

A I was told by Mr. Cruz, an old prisoner, that Mr. Takeda wanted to see us 
in that place. 

C After this interrogation, were there any marks on your body? 

A I didn't understand your question, please. 

<«, After this interrogation, were there any marks on your body? 

A I cannot trace them for I was kept one year and three months, fifteen 
months all together. I couldn't trace a mark on my body. 

£ Lt. Osborne asked you if y r u had any permanent impairment from thiB 

treatment, and you said that you were bleeding approximately two months. 

Is two months permanent? 

A ''/hat I understand, after they have taken us to this place, Ward Hoad Jail, 
I was still bleeding and that was daily bleeding. 

Did a doctor ever diagnose your trouble? 

A Yes. 

C, ’./hat was the trouble? 

A They didn't tell me anything. 

Q, You do not know what caused the bleeding? 

A I cannot tell you what exactly is the cause because when I bleed, I was 
inside tho cell. Hobody touches me inside the cell so I can't tell you 
what causes the bleeding. 

Q, How long was lt before you wore cured7 

A I cannot toll you exactly because I was right in here when it vanished— 
when it stopped. 

$ Did you ever suffer from tuberculosis? 

A ITot as far as I know, 

Q How long have you been in China? 

A I was here since 1937* July 25th. 

£ What is your occupation? 

A Musician. 

$ What did you do during the time of the war? 

A I was working in the Yangtse Hotel ballroom as a musician. 

Q, Did you have a passport from the Philippines? 

A I had an identification card from the Swiss Consulate. I was registered 
there. 

When was that issued? 

(Whereupon witness produces card and reads the date of issue.) 

A July 27, 19^2. 

C. Five years after y iu arrived in Shanghai. Is that right? 

A Yes. 
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Is that right? 


q Between 1937 and 19^2 you had no papers. 

A I had my passport. 

q \.’here is your passport now? 

A Under the care of the American Consulate, Shanghai. 

q You say that Hagai struck you? 

A Yes. 

q How many times did he strike you? 

A Z don’t think anybody could count. I didn't count them. 

q How many timcB was Hagai present during the interrogation? 

A I don’t quite remember. When he took the place of the other interpreter 
during my investigation. 

q Was ho present in the morning or the afternoon? 

A Sometimes I was called in the morning. He was not present. Sometimes I 
was called in the afternoon. He was present. Then later ho took over the 
place of the other interpreter and ho was always present. 

DEFENSE: No further questions. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

q (By Lt. Osborn) Will you explain to the Commission what you mean when 
you say that you registered at the Swiss Consulate? 

A It was told once in the newspaper that Americans wero under the care of 
the Swi88 Consulate of Shanghai and that wo should register there. 

q Did you voluntarily go there and register? 

A Yos, 

PROSECUTOR: That is all. 

RECROSS EXAMINATION 

q (By Lt. Turner) Isn't it true that in order to obtain relief during the 
war years you had to obtain it through the Swiss Consulate? 

A Yos. 

q Very good reason for registering then, isn't it? 

A I didn't quite understand tho question. 

q That's a vory good reason for registering then* isn't it? 

A My main reason for registering at the Swiss Consulate was not for the 

money itself, but to remain loyal to the American Government. 

DEFENSE: No further questions. 

PROSECUTOR: No questions. 

COLONEL GAMBER: There appear to be none. The witness is excused. 

PROSECUTOR: At this time, I request that this document be marked as 
Prosecution's Exhibit #1 for the purposes of identification. 

(Document so marked.) 

PROSECUTOR: At this tine I'd like to offer into evidence the affidavit 
of Gorgonio J. Villa, whioh has been previously identified as Prosecution's 
Exhibit #1 for purposes of identification. 
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COLONEL GAM3ER: Arc there any object! "ms by the Defense? 

DEFENSE: No objection. 

C'LCMKL GAltDER: Tho affidavit will be received in evidence. 

(Prosecution*8 Exhibit #1 was received 
in evidence.) 

"Statement of Gorgonio J. Villa, 122C West Peking Hoad, House 53* 
Shanghai, China, made on 22 December 1945 at Shanghai, China, to Captain 
Lynn J. Gillard, JAGD, Asst. Theater Judge Advocate, United States Forces, 
China Theater. 

I was taken to 94 Jessfield Hoad on 28 February 1944 by Lts. Takeda 
and Yoshida and another officer, and kept there for U3 days. During that 
tine I was questioned about ten tines and nistreated by Mukoyana (an of¬ 
ficer with three bars for Insignia), Yoshida and the interpreter, Nagal. 

Mukoyana burned ne with cigarettes on both pains, backs of both hands, 
and on both knees the first tine he questioned me; the second tine he 
poked ne hard with the end of a banboo fencing stick on both cheeks and 
on the chest, 

Yoshida and Hagai gave ne the electrical treatment twice, each last¬ 
ing about 45 minutes, with the electricity on for about one minute at ten 
ninute intervals. This was very painful and almost rendered ne senseless. 
While this Was going on, Hagai vr.a hitting and punching ne, and pressing 
his knuckles very hard into ny tcnples, behind tho ears, and back of ny 
neck. 

On another occasion Yoshida slapped ne continuously for about an 

hour. 


I was only fed two balls of rice a day, and this lack of food, plus 
the mistreatment, rendered me so weak that I collapsed and was paralysed 
until revived by massage by Dr. Evangelista. 

After ny release I was partially deaf as the result of the treatment 
from Hagai, and ny feet were 8 > swollen I couldn't walk. This latter I 
believe was caused by infection in my knees as the result of the cigarette 
burns.

PROSECUTOR: Tho Prosecution rests at this time. 

CCLCHEL 3ERRY: I should like to know from the Prosecutor whether there 
are reasons for not having Mr. Villa brought in before tho Commission which 
demands a live witness, 

PROSECUTOR: He is not present. He is working jn a vessel which is out 
at sea at present 

DEFENSE: At this time tho Defense moves to dismiss all charges and speci- 
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ficatlsns against each if the accused inas nich as each charge and specification 
states that each of these nen is a eitizen of tAie Commonwealth of the Philip¬ 
pine Islands owing allegiance to the United States of Anerica. All that we've 
had is their testimony, their word, that they are citizens. It is true the 
matter of a nan's allegiance is something in his own nind, hut there is written 
proof of citizonship which can ho obtained. If they are citizens of the Phil¬ 
ippine Islands, they can become American Nationals and are entitled to the pro¬ 
tection of the American Government, but unless they can prove they are citi¬ 
zens of the Philippine Islands either by a birth certificate or a passport, 
w*3 have nothing but their word that they are citizens. Frankly, there is no 
way the Defense can prove otherwise so that transfers the burden of proof of 
citizenship to the Prosecution. It has failed to produce either a passport 
or a birth certificate from anyone of these alleged Philippine citizens, there¬ 
fore, in that respect, it has failed to prove the charges and specifications 
as alleged. In the specifications charging the brutalities against Villa, 
whose alleged affidavit was road Just prior to the resting of the Prosecution, 
no where in that affidavit is there the statement that that man is a Philippine 
citizen. A statement by a Chinese, by a German, by a Portuguese, or anyone 
could be Introduced in the same manner. Again I say, there is call for proof 
that these men are citizens of the Philippine Republic and as such, nationals 
of the United States of America and entitled to the protection of the Commis¬ 
si on. 


PROSECUTOR: Ab to the first proposition that the Defense brought up 
that these men—that it has not been shown that these men were citizens of 
the Philippine Islands and owing allegiance to the United States, I night 
refresh the Commission's memory. In each instance I specifically and caro- 
fully asked each nan what his citizenship was. As far as you arc—I am 
concerned, I don't have anything on nc that would show that I am an American 
citizen. What is the best testimony of that? It is my own testimony. That 
is a general way that a man is known as a citizen. There isn't any procedure 
snowing that we were born in the United States outside of our birth certificates, 
or the persons that cone to America and arc naturalized to make then Anorioan 
nationals, and it also makes then owe allegiance to the United States of Amer¬ 
ica. I thought that proposition was so evident that their mere testimony was 
sufficient, and I thought that was the best testimony you could ever want. 

I have here a letter from the American Consul-Gonoral in Shanghai in which 
they examined the records showing that these non registered there as citizens 
of the Philippine Islands owing allegiance to the United States, and I asked 
then just what their nationality was, and thoy said they were citizens of the 
Philippine Islands owing allegiance to the United States of America. The 
Defense has admitted they couldn't prove this. I don't think that if I held 
myself out as a citizen of the United States, they couldn't prove I wasn't. 

It is the nan's testimony-what he holds hins*:lf out to be. Another propo¬ 

sition in this is the fact that the best evidence rule doesn't hold forth. 

It would be incumbent to bring in the copies of those documents, but before 
a Commission we can dispense with those documents and bring in someone to 

testify-someone who is cognizant. As far as Villa is concerned, the statement 

doesn't say he is a citizen of the Philippine Islands, but from the testimony- 

from Doctor Evangelista's testimony, he said that Villa was also a Filipino, 

With that in nind I submit for the Commission's consideration, that the Defense's 
contention is without merit. 

DEFENSE: Lieutenant Osborn is probably right, but he could prove he is 
an American citizen. So long as he is in uniform he will not be called upon, 
however, let him ask for a discharge in China. Defers the State Department 
will issue him a passport, certificate of birth or certificate of naturaliza¬ 
tion would have to be shown. He says it is difficult to prove, but you 
ask any national for proof of citizenship and within an hour or so he will 
prove that he is a citizen of some country. He may not have it on his person 
at the time, but he can get it. We have here before us a group of Filipinos 
who in my mind are of questionable integrity. They have been here in Shanghai 
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for anywhere fro:i ten t^ twenty years. It is doubtful in ay nind if they 
have any sense of nationality whatsoever other than the one which is going to 
place the most noney in their pockets. It would he staple for then to prove 
their nationality excepting one instance. Espino is illegally in China In the 
first place. He probably can't prove it. Possibly Doctor Evangelista can. 

The rest of then are a group of itinerate musicians wh > have been here .a long 
tine# and I doubt if they can prove citizenship. It is incumbent upon the 
Prosecution to show proof of citizenship. 

PROSECUTION: If the Connission please, I would like to say a few nore 
words. You heard Lieutenant Turner's conclusion ab>ut staying any length of 
tine in Shanghai causing a lack of integrity. In that case, he is casting 
a doubt as to the integrity of certain Anericans who have been in Shanghai for 
many years. When the witness was on the stand and I asked him the question, 
'"'hat is your citizenship", at that tine it was up to Lieutenant Turner to 
object. If he wanted any other kind of evidence, he should have asked for it 
then. He should have said, "I want documentary proof of that nan's citizen¬ 
ship." He didn't. He let it go right there. What happens in a court of law? 

The courts say that makes a prina facie case, and the law says the burden goes 

on hin now. That's true in any court of law. He should have objected at that 
tine. He forecloses his ri, hts unless he can bring in any other kind of testi¬ 
mony. I'd have put that letter into evidence. He didn't, and now he's trying 
to oatoh us on a small technicality and tell this Commission that we're all 
wrong. The burden is on hin. Let hin go down to the Swiss Consulate and 
prove they are not citizens. They testified under oath that they were. 

DEFENSE: No further argument. 

COLONEL GAM3ER: The motion by the Defense is denied. At this time 
the Commission will recess for fifteen minutes. 

(Whereupon the Commission recessed at 153® hours for fifteen ninutos and 

reconvened at 15^5 hours at which tine all nenbers of the Connission, the ac¬ 

cused, personell of the prosecution and defense, the interpreting staff, and 
the official reporter resuned their seats in the court roon.) 

COLONEL GAIOER: The Connission is in session. 

DEFENSE: The Defense calls as its first witness Kunitada Mukoyana. 

KUNITADA MUKOYAMA 

one of the accused, to^k the witness stand in his wn behalf being first duly 
affirmed was examined and testified (through interpreter, Captain R.C. Hahn) 
as fallows: 

PROSECUTOR: Will you make sure that he understands he ic to tell the 
truth as he has Just sworn to do, and if he does not tell the truth he will be 
punished by the Commission. 

(Whereupon interpreter translates the foregoing and the accused Indicates 
that he understands.)

A My name is IlunitadaMukoyana, Y/arrant Officer of the Gendarmerie. The 

detachment is the Kosei Detachment. 

( -4 You are in the Japanece Amy? 

A Yes. 
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Q, Where were you stationed? 

A In Shanghai. 

Q, ./here in Shanghai? 

A The western part of Shanghai. 

Q Do you know the address? 

A 44 Kai ife Lu. 

Q Do you recall the investigation of the Filipinos who appeared here 
today? 

A Yos. 

Q, '..hen did that take plac.-? 

A Are you referring to the case? 

Q, Yes, the investigation of the Filipinos. 

A The investigation started from February 2o, 1944 and then was sent to 
the military tribunal on the 8th of April, 1944. 

Q, “ho was the Commanding Officer of your Gendarmerie unit? 

A Major Nagainitsu, 

Q, “hat was your relation to him? 

A Ilk jar Nagamitsu was the Detachment Commander of the Gendarmerie and I 
was under him in charge of the Special Signal Section. 

i /ill you tell the Commission how it happened that these Filipinos 
were under investigation; 

A Because they made anti-Japanese Army propaganda and also non-recog¬ 
nition of the Philippine Government, 

^ “hat was your part in the investigation? 

A I was Chief of the Special Signal section. 

Q, were the interrogations your responsibility? 

A There were several people responsible for the interrogation, 

^ Who was the senior officer or non-commissioned officer in charge of the 
investigations ? 

A Sergeant Hoshika?». 

^ And vhat part did you play in the investigation? 

A I ras present at the interrogation because I was responsible for the 
interrogation, 

Ci Were you present during all interrogations? 

A No, not all the time. 

* At about how many were you present? 

A I attended sometimes. 

Q, Did you do any of the questioning yourself? 

A sometimes I asked myself, 

3, The various times that you were present, were any of the Filipinos 
mistreated? 

A There vjas no such instant. 

You didn't witness any beatings or mistreatment, is that right? 
Absolutely not. 
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4 You say that you ware absent at various times. Do you of your own 
knowlodgo, or were any other brutalities brought to your attention 
during the time that you were absent from the investigation? 

A No, I didn’t receive any reports, 

% Do you recall the noncommissioned officers and the interpreters that 
were assigned to the various Filipinos for purposes of interrogation? 

A It was under orders of the commanders,

A He doesn't recall the specific assignments, but he remembers that each 
case was assigned to each individual,

A Sergeant Taksda was assigned to Espino. 

Q, In which interrogation was Hoshikawa involved? 

A Mateos and Cruz. 

q, When they were assigned to those particular cases or individuals was 
that their principal or sole duty, or did they mix their duties and 
work upon other cases? 

A No, it was sole duty, 

Q, What part did Nagai play in this? 

A He was an interpreter. 

q Which cases did he interpret? 

A The Espino case, 

q Was Nagai employed by the Gendarmerie? 

A He was not employed by the Gendarmerie, 

Ql How long did he work? 

A He was working at a company at the time and he spared his extra time 
to help this interrogation, 

Q, It was in his spare time? 

A Yes. 

q, About hov long each day and for what period? 

A from 3 PM to 4.5 or 6 HI. 

Q, In other words, he only assisted in the afternoon. Is that right? 

A Only in the part of interpretation. 

>i Did you over see the electrical machine which was described by the 

Filipinos on the stand this morning? 

A I haven't seen it, 

4 Earlier in your testimony you stated that you were in the Western 
Shanghai Gendarmerie. Is that the 3ame as the Jessfield Road Gen¬ 
darmerie? 

a Yes, it is. 

q, Do you recall a Filipino named Villa? 

A Yes, I remember. 

DEFENuEj No further questions.

This situation would net have arisen had they been tried sep¬ 
arately, but the Prosecution wanted to try thorn together, n'e called this 
man as a witness in Hagai's behalf. There would have been a chance for 
cross examination, but these men ore being tried together and the Pros¬ 
ecution has no right to anticipate the defense. 


PROoBCUTION: If th8 Commission please, I don't go along with tho 
Defense counsel, I can't anticipate their defenso, I never heard of such 









a thing, and I certainly can't develop a point which ho night talk about 
in his defense. If I don't ask theso questions and the Commission doesn't, 
he will not ask then. The only way to ^at the truth is by asking this 
witness that set of questions. They won't know how that follow got in 
there and they won't havo the proper facts to reach a decision, 

COLONSL G^lIBURi Since the frosceution introduced direct ovidence 
to show Hagai allegedly did commit the acts he is charged with and the 
Defense introduced evidence showing he was not in the Gendarmerie, it is 
quite proper that the question bo answered and the objection over-ruled 
to find out how Nagai fits,

(.-hereupon the witness was given the oath of affirmation.) 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

(Captain Hahn interpreting) 

(By Lt, Turner) .<hat is your nano? 

A Lhsaji Nagai. 

f l ..hat is your occupation? 

A At present, none. 

Q, ..hat was your occupation during the years of the war? 

A I was a clerk at the German Dye Stuff Company in ^hunghai. 

Q, ..ero you ever in the employ of the Japanese Amy? 

A One year before the out-break of the Pacific war, I was discharged 
frou the army. I was three years in the army. 

During the years of the war, 1941 to 1945i ^ero you in the enploy 
of the Japanese Government Ari.y at any time? 

A No. 

Ci ..ill you tell the Commission how it was you happened to be involved 
in the investigation of the Filipinos which this Commission is inter¬ 
ested in? 










A I received a telephone cell from ..arrant Officer .Aikoyana on the 
fourth of march 19A4» I refusod—He asked --Ho requested ne to 
act as an interpreter. This request I refusod at first, Tho next 
day Lhjor Ifagcmitsu sent a uniformed military policeman to ay office 
and asked mo to go with him to his detachment. After office hours, 
that is about 1»00 o'clock, I learned tho addross of this co.rjandcr 
fro:.: this ailitary policeman, then went hoae and after tiffin I went 
to the detachment about 3*00 o'clock, I saw Aajor Nagamitsu and he 
wanted no to act us an interpreter in this case. That was how I 
cam to bo involved in this case. 

You say Liajor Nagamitsu ordered you to act as an interpreter, As 
you ;iero no longer in military service, how could idajor Nagamitsu 
order you to do anything? 

A His request was imperative, 

^ Could you have refusod him? 

A As a civilian under the occupation of tho Japanese liilitary author¬ 
ities, I could not. 

Q, Did you ever, or had you evor had any trouble with the Gendarmerie 
before? 

PRO-aECUTOR: I object to that question, I don't see that it has any 
bearing whatsoever on this c&30. It is purely irrelevant, 

DEFENSE: If the Commission ploaso, it is not irrelevant whothor or

COLONEL GAUHERj Objection over-ruled.

REPORTER: (Reading) Did you over, or had you over had any trouble with 
the Gendarmerie beforo? 

A I had no trouble with the Japanese Gendarmerie, but I had trouble 
with the Japanese High Coomind in Hankow; 

PROSECUTOR: I make a motion that this question and answer be 
stricken bocauso it surely is iiTolevant now. It is going back to Hankow 
and we haven't fixed a date sometime preceding this instant. Ho is try¬ 
ing to bring out the ifect that ho has a fear of the Japanese ..rmy, 

DEFENSEt I still maintain that we have tho right to bring out the 
frato of mind of this man at tho time ho started on this Job as interpreter 
and the reasons behind his accepting the job. That may be going back to 
six months or a year, but I still think it is relevant to this Commission, 

COLONEL .till the reporter road tho last answer? 

REPORTERi (Reading) I had no trouble with tho Japanese Gendarmerie, 
but I had trouble with the Japanese High Command in Hankow. 

COLONEL GaLIBERi Tho motion of tho Prosecution is denied, however, 
tho Commission rules out or moves that all tho answer oxcopt that per¬ 
taining to the Gendarmerie here in Shanghai be stricken, 

Ci (Cont'd) ..hy was it that when Uajor Nagamitsu first askod you to 
act as interpreter that you refusod? 

A Because of that trouble I was not keen to render any service to the 
omy. 
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^ You spoke of that trouble. ..hat was the trouble? 

PROSECUTORS I object. The Defense is just trying to bring out what 
was over-ruled. 

DEFENSE; If the Commission please, I aa trying to bring out why 
he refused, and after having stated why, we are allowed to expand in order 
far the Commission to know why he first refused and then accepted. 

COLONEL I believe the Defense put a question to the witness 

as to T&y he refused iiajor Nagamitsu the first tine. 

DEFENSEs Yes, sir. 

COLONEL G*EEBERs I don't believe the evidence will show he evor re¬ 
fused ilhjor Nagamitsu. He stated he refused ..arrant Officer I.iikoyoua. 

DEFENSE: ..hat I meant was why did he refuse the Japanese Gendarmerie ? 

COLONEL G-EiRERj But your question put to the witness was why he 
refused Iiajor Nagamitsu. 

q, (Cont'd) Did you over express you unwillingness to cooperate and act 
as interpreter to Iiajor Nagamitsu? 

A I did. 

Q ..hat was that answer? 

" I did express refusal. 

Q, ..hen was this? 

On the 5*b of iiarch, 

4 You told iiajor Nagamitsu that you did not wont to act as interpreter? 
ix I told hin. 

PROSECUTOR* I don't want to keep objecting and butting in on this 
line of testimony. I appreciate the trouble with Japanese or Filipinos 
on the stand, but the Defense can bring the words out of this witness's 
mouth without testifying for him, and I think I must object to that, 1 
don't want to bind the Commission to hard and fast rules used in courts 
at home, but I must insist that ho stop testifying for the witness. 

COLONEL G^LiBER: You have one objection on the floor already as I 
recall which has been actod upon. 

PROSECUTOR: ..hen that had been acted upon ho had just testified for 
the witness. If the Commission please, ..hen that last objection was mpde 
and the Commission corrected tte question by saying that the Defense Coun¬ 
sel was talking about Iiajor Nagamitsu whan the testimony previously had 
dealt with liikoyame, ha roframed the question. I didn't object because 
he reframed the question, then the testimony continued on, and ho started 
to testify for the witness. That is what I'm objecting to. 

COLONEL Goth objections by the Prosecution are sustained. 

In regard to the last one, refrain from leading the witness. 

Ci (Cont'd) .<hy did you refuse members of the Gondar.jerio Unit at 
Jcssfiold Road when ttey asked you to act as interpreter? 

.. ..hen the ..arrant Officer a3ksd me to act as interpreter I refused 
because I did not want to render any service to the army, and if I 
accepted this request I must obey their orders. 
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..hon did you cono into tho ceso? 

In tho afternoon of the 5*h of -Arch 1944* 

How long did you act as interpreter? 

Botwocn tho carliar part of liar eh and the ond of ijarch 1944. ..bout 
fourteon tines in the aftornoon. 

You soy it was in tho afternoon? 

Yes. 

..hich of tho Filipinos involved—which coses against tb3 Filipinos 
wore you assigned to? 

u3 an interpreter, I had to join all the investigations, but partic¬ 
ularly Evangeliata, In tho investigation of Espino and matoos and 
the investigation of Villa and Javier I only joined while Sergeant 
Yoshida r-ad their statements to thou. In tho earlier part of the 
investigation I joined ..arrant Officor Ilikoyaua and •eorgoent Takeda 
in tho investigation of Evangelista, and then £.3 pi no and Uatoos, I 
joined Sergeant Hoshikawa in the investigation of iMtJos and Cruz. 

The investigation of Villa and Javior was over when I joined oorgeant 
Yoshida after Yoshida read their statements to then. 

..hat was tho treatment accorded to the Filipinos whilo you wore 
present? 

Every one of the investigators troated thou very nicely. Thoir room 
.Tos heated up and *.os quite ware. Nevertheless, the Filipinos had 
the arrogance to put on thoir overcoats, wear their .aifflors around 
their nocks, and put thoir hands into the pockets of their overcoats. 
Tho investigators, in spite of this fact, allowed thou to havo their 
overcoats always. Sergeant Takoda and Hoshikawa gave then bread 
which thoy kept free—which thoy used for night duty for those 
Filipinos. Especially oorgoant Hoshikawa, He hod to buy something 
out of his own pocket. 

Did you sec anyone at any tine strike any one of the Filipinos? 

Yes. 

•<ho:.i did you soe? 

Sergeant Yoshida and o^rgeant Hoshikawa. 

^ will you describe the Filipinos involvod and exactly what took placo? 
A Airing the investigation cf Cruz, ojrgoant Hoshikawa slapped hin with 
his pain about the head. He also beat hin on the shoulder with a 
kendo stick once or twice. It was not so severe. 

r 4 Did you yoursolf strike anyone during the investigation? 

A I slapped Espino, liateos and Cruz, with uy left hand pain. 

Ct Did you sec any so-called electrical treatment during the investi¬

A I have never soon, but I heard that th-y called on the C-ndamorio 
Detachment aftor their release frau 3ergeant Ibshikawa and ..arrant 
Officer iJukoyana, and they sbw then at the Saint George tru„ stop. 

DEFENSEi No further questions. 
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ft (By Lt. Osborn) Did Hoshikewa order you to give the cloctrical 
treatment to any of theso Filipinos? 

DEFENSE: I object. No nontion of orders by Hoshikawa or electrical 
treatment boing given to anyone in the examination. 

PROSECUTOR: Thera has previously been submitted to th~ Commission 
there was the oloctricel treatment given in this investigation of those 
Filipinos, and I would like to find out who was responsible when this 
man was assisting in it. ..hy it was he was thero and why he engaged in 
those things. 1 can just see the Defense Counsel 3aying to this Commis- 
sion in argument that this man was forced to do those things, I want to 
hear hire so testify under oath to those things. Lieutenant Turner is go¬ 
ing to srr >t ud and 3 ay these thinas and he won't ho under oath, 

DEFENSE: If the Commission pleases, the witness testified he knew 
nothing of the electrical treatment. How can ho testify whather he was 
ordered to give, it. The Prosecution is assigning ho knew about it. Ho 
is guilty before he has been tried. How can he answer a question such 
as presented to him at that time when he has already testified ho knew 
nothing about it. 

PROSECUTOR: He can cortainly answer that question. .JL1 he has to 
say is that he never hoard of the electrical treatment and tteroforc 
never was ordered to apply it, that is all. I want to have it in the 
record. On this matter of cross examination Lieutenant Turner will agree 
that usually wo are confined to the matters brought out in diroct examine. 
tion» but when there is previous testimony on the case I can go into those 
matters. The rule in cross examination is that the court will allow a 
good deal of latitude because in cross examination uo search for the truth. 
It is up to mo to ask hire questions which will prove embarrassing to him 
and bring the truth out of this man. It is the only way vc can do it. 

DEFENSE: If the Commission pleases, had this man b-on ordered by 
..arrant Officer IJukoyona to give the oloctric 1 treatment to someone, and 
under duress, it certainly would have been part of his defenso, .*o would 
have put that in ours. It is up to the Prosecution to prove ho did. Ho

He's speaking Er^lish for the benefit of the Commission. Possibly some¬ 
times he misunderstands the questions.

PROSECUTOR: If it please the Commission, my reason for continuing 
this lino of questioning is this. Thero has been testimony put in by the 
Filipinos that this man engaged in such conduct. I felt that when tho

Commission loaves this chamber, that matter -.Till bo left hanging in the 
air. ~s far as they aro concerned, they will want to know whether this 
man wq 3 ordorod to do it or did it of his own free will.

I want to knov; why he performed 
such conduct upon those Filipinos. 

DEFENSE: If it pier.so tho Comission, I'll admit it would bo a good 
thing for Lieutenant Osborn's ca30 if Nngai took the stand and admitted 
that ho did those things, but ho is not admitting it.

I do not roneaber that clearly. 

with respect to Evangelista, what did you see Nagai and Liukoyaoa do 
when they wore interrogating hiu?

You noan only speaking to Evangelista? 

Yes.

How nany electrical Machines did you see while at that station?

COLONEL BERRY* That is all. 

COLONEL G-ilRER* ..hen you did not use an interpreter in questioning 
tho Filipinos "hat longuago id id you use? 

I used English.

„ You said that Uatoos had tuberculosis, .iho told you that? 

.. It was borgeant Hoshikawa. 

Is bergoant Hoshikawa a doctor too?

COLONEL C.E. 1 BER 1 Tho Co.-j.ssion is in session. 

(iEitsunobu Takeda who was testifying at the close of ths previous 
session resumed the stand, was reminded he -..as still under oath, was ex¬ 
amined and testified (through interpreter Captain R. C, Hahm) os follows* 

COLONEL G.LIBSR: ..ill the reporter please go back to the statement 
of Takeda referring to liitecs'condition? 

REPORTER; (Reading) He had a case of tuberculosis, and during excrciso 
at ono time when he spit, there was blood mingled in the phle^e. This was 
just my imagination, but I boliwVo the reason why iJatecs 3pit out blood 
was from change cf living and severe nervous shock to his system. 

DEFENbE* In talking to Captain Ifchm, ho said what he meant was that 
he was suffering from mental distress. 

COLONEL GuLBER: mre there any further questions by the Commission? 
There aro no further questions by the Commission. Docd the dofonso, or 
the prosecution have any further questions? 

DEFEM5E* No questions. 

FRCmECUTORj No questions. 

CGLCMSL G.iiBSR* There appear to be no more questions. The witness 
is excused. 
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DZFENbE* The Defense rests. 

COLONEL QJtBBti Does the Prosecution have anything further to 
offer in the way of argument? 

PROSECUTOR* No, sir. 

COLONEL (LilRER* Is the Prosecution ready for its argument? 

PROSECUTOR: The Prosecution is reedy, but I have no opening stnte- 
aent to make, just the closing remarks. 

COLONEL Gt&BERi Is the Defense prepared for their argument? 

DEFENSE* Yes, sir, we're reedy. First of ell I feel called upon to 
go back into the question of the proof of citizenship of these Filipinos, 

I realize the Court has already ruled upon it, rt uled that the Prosecution 
had na.de its prime facie case and that the nere word of these Filipinos 
on the stand, that they were citizens of the Philippine Republic, ths Com¬ 
monwealth of the Philippine Islands, and that they owed allegiance to the 
United States, was sufficient to nake a prinn facie case, **gnin I say 
that it is necessary to heve nore proof than was shewn in this court room, 
that these nen are citizens of the Philippine Republic, -*11 of than upon 
ths stand, have stated that they have been hare fraa 10 to 20 or 25 years, 
and as for as I can sec, they probably have no intention of ever going 
back to the Philippine Islands. '.<e dc knew that Espino was here in China 
improperly, without c passport, ~s to the others, we have only their word 
that they wore citizens cf the Philippine Republic. There are no records 
to show where they were born, or v/hother or not they were ever naturalized 
citizens. Not one of these was ever asked in this reen where he was born. 
They aerely said, "I ca a citizen of the Philippine Republic or the Ccmmon- 
woclth of the Philippine Islands, ewirg allegiance to tie United otstes of 
.oerica." None brought any proof, other than one man who had c. card cf 
registration with the Swiss Consulate, to she. that he was a citizon of any 
nation. Dr. Evangelista has been in China twenty yxrs. During that 
twenty ye x poriod, he stated that ho worked for the Chinese Governnont in 
their customs house, He goes by the title of "Doctor*. He stated on the 
stand ho was a veterinari-n, frankly, I can't so- why he was brought into 
the case. In the Ch’rges against warrant Officer Mukoyema, thoy st tod he 
wilfully and unlawfully, brutally beat and tortured Evangelista by strik¬ 
ing him about the body and hitting hin with his fist. Doctor Evangelista, 
himself, stated that ho was pushed once by one nan, klukoyama, and that the 
interpreter, Ncgai, al3o did the sane thing. However, Evangelista has been 
hare in Chine twenty years. He stated that he had received money frou 
the Japanese durir \3 the occupation, “h t he claiacd a.s merely kindness 
on the p-.rt of the Japanese and not in the role of employer and e.^?loyee, 
Espino has been in China seventeen ycrxs illegally. Thera had been an at¬ 
tempt by the Chinese to run him out of China, He states that during his 
stay in China, he had been a broker and that he relied on his friends to 
take care of him. Ha is a drifter. He has been here in China seventeen 
years .and probably intends never to go back to the Philippines, "hut he 
ectually w-s, was u street peditor. He is not, in my mind, a citizen of the 
Philippine Republic. The others ore the some nuy. T^yiyg been here over 
a period of years, and for the most part, their profession was that of 
muscians for the majority of their normal, mature life. The Jfro3Qcution 
introduced a statement by Villa, .-©where in th-t statement have I been 
able to find reference to his nationality or citizenship. Those specifica¬ 
tions definitely ere out. Thjre is no prima facie case in that. He isn't 
here, and didn't sec fit to put it in the st tement. The Prosecution failed 
to make its case. Other than that, this case merely presents the testimony 
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of sous five Filippinos against the \;ord of three defendants hare and 
one other who was called as a witness. I know it's only natural. Ths 
war is“over. This court expects these r.en to deny it—any connection with 
the case, but are we going to completely disregard their testimony? -sre 
we going to believe those Filippinos who have no background, against 
these .en who .ay be Japanese, but viio ore on trial here? They took the 
stand and told the truth. They could have denied everything flatly. They 
told exactly „h^t happened. I don't think there ar3 tv,o irregularities. 

They all told the sane story. The Filippinos don't se^u to os able to get 
together on their own stories. In one cuso, Cruz took the stand a’nd made 
no mention of the tect that he was givan the electrical treatment even 
though the rTosocution asked hin questions for half an hour, he did not 
re.ae_.ber—didn't testify that he "was given the electrical ti’oatnent yet 
others who received this treatment stated that it was the most vivid thing 
in their menxjries. Then Javier took the stand, He stated that Cruz told 
him he h<-d received the electrical treatment. He remembered that it was so 
bad and told it to Javier. «hy didn't he romemser it himself whil„ on the 
stand? Honestly, as far as the case for the Defense is involved, the mo3t 
damaging testimony was from Javier-. It was hearsay—it is allowed in these 
cases. Javier had the uest story of all; as if he had talked it over 
with the men actually involved, out no, he never spoke to them about it for 
over a period of two years, yet h- remembers everything—some things those 
involved don't remember. ..nother odd thing about their testimony is that 
each one, when asked his nationality, stated that, "I am a citizen of the 
Philippine Islands owing allegiance to the Unitud states of »«ierica." 

It was identical fran each one, word for word. If they didn't get together 
and talk it over, why did each one say exactly the s^me wards, -gain Mateos 
and ^3pino, in d-scribing the electrical treatment, said that the experience 
felt "as though the veins were being pulled from my body". I have ex¬ 
perienced electrical shock, and I imagine practically every one in this 
court room has, and I don't belisvs anyone would evur d-scribe it as though 
the veins were being pulled from their holies, further, I don't think any¬ 
one here could give the same explanation or wording a3 to how it felt, yet 
tr/o Filippinos of questionable integrity both have the same wording as to 
their citizenship and the experience the* went through. In the charges 
against Nagai, it is noticeable that until Javier took the stand, the 
Prosecution hod very little, if anything against Hagai, other than Villa's 
statement which stated merely that, "Yoshida and ifcgai gave me the electric¬ 
al treatment twice". Javier took the stand and as a well coached witness by 
the frosecution or by his fellow Filippinos, knew all the facts against 
Nagai, yet when testifying, he had to be constantly reminded to st-te whom 
he meant vhen he said, "they". Then when asked whom he meant, he merely 
said, one, two, thr-e, and nam:d the defendants. Hon h- knew their names, 

I don't know. He said he didn't see them for tno years, since they were 
interrogated, and th^t they weren't particularly concerned with him. He 
was released early because they had nothing against him. His fellow pris¬ 
oners c-ns. out and told him 30 and so did this and that to them, then after 
two years, to come beck and state that so and so did this - nd that to 
a particular individual, shows that his story is too well prepared. The 
final question is, who are we going to believe—a questionable 3et of Filip¬ 
pinos or thw defendants in this case? That is a matter for the Commission 
to docida. It has buen presented here for the last two days. I wanted to 
point out a few discrepancies in their testimonies and as much us we know 
of their records. Upon that the Defense stands, I request that thj Com¬ 
mission take full cognizance of both sides, of both witnesses for the 
Prosecution and the Defease and render a just verdict. 

IHOoECUTa*: The \&y this case has impressed me i3 whether or not the 
Commission is going to believe the fiv. Filippinos, plus the one affidavit 
of Villa, or the three accused and their one witness. It is not for me to 
decide who is tolling the truth. The Ccmmi33ion ha3 hoard both sides and 
they are fully competent and capable of deciding what is the truth in this 










mattsr. There or a several things on vbich I would like the indulgence of 
th9 Commission so th'.t I may point them out to then. Throughout this 

c.'.so, the Defense h s nr.de r. great ado about the fn.ct thr.t these Filippinos 

hnvs been in *>h-ngh'.i for a long period of tia3 and h'rve not gone b"ck to 
the Philippines. This ma an intorn .tionr.1 settlement nd there were many 
people of different n tionnlities here, nnd it is knov/n that nr.ny "noricans 
h ve been here for a long tine • nd h ve not returned to the dtates, These 

Americans have resided in mhnghai for many years, Hecauso they have re- 

nained here, there is no reason that their integrity should be questioned. 
Another thing, rs fax as those Filippinos are concerned, they were in 
Shanghai during the occupation, if they were luke-warm in their loyalty 
to the United mtrtes or the Philippines, it would have boon easier for then 
to go "long with the Japanese. Look at ^ongelista. He worked at the 
ov/iss Consulate, working for the American interests. He mo holding him- 
self out as an American or one associated V7ith -merican interests. He was 
harrassed throughout the occupation. Ho was arrested twice, and from the 
testimony coning from that chair, he spent fifteen months in jail during the 
Japanese inv;3tigation. "hy was he is jail? jJecause he was pro-Japanese? 

Hov; about the rest of them, couldn't th-j have gon- along with the Japan¬ 
ese during the occupation? It was the expedient thing to do. They could 
have remained out of jail, they would never have been arrested. They'd 
have bad the good will of the Japanese who were trying to solicit various 
Philippine organizations, but from tnis testimony what did these Filip-- 
pinos do? 1 hey wore accused of spreading false rumors against the Japan¬ 
ese war machine and tho Japanese Keqpei Tai cracked down on them by tak¬ 
ing then and keeping them over a long period of time, by torturing then 
and finally confining them in jail approximately fifteen months. ..as there 
anything wrong in their actions, was there any question of their loyalty? 
Suppose an American went through torture and confineuent, mightn't he have 
acted the same \«y? Would you say he was pro-Japan- 33 ? That is what 
Lieutenant Turner is asking you to do. The Filippinos, whan placed on the 
stand, light have made slight variances in their 3tories, that is true. 

In any case, rilippinos, evon Americans, uight vary in thoir testimony 
under the circumstances. These Filippinos did not apeak the best of 
English, but I asked them to do so for the benefit of the Commission, Cruz 
wa3 noticeably nervous. It is obvious ha is a norvou3 type of man. Liateos 
gave straightforward answ-rs, and I think hi3 lust answer was that he went 
to th- owiss Consulate and registered because he wanted to remain loyal to 
America and it was never disputed by the Defense. All this business us to 
whethmr or not thase Filippinos ware loyal to America is just muddy water 
in this case, ^haso Filippinos, owing allegiance to the United otatss of 
America, were taken to the Gendarmerie station and subjected to the torture 
33t forth in the Opacifications, ^hey so testified. True, Cruz forgot to 
mention the electrical treatment. Cruz was nervous on the stand and he 
forgot it. On the oth-r hand what do we have? «e have three of the ac¬ 
cused taking tht stand and denying they had ever seen ttose instruments. 

They just admitted the slapping and using kendo 3ticks, Nagai, when asked 
embarrassing questions, couldn't re.^e...bor the -lectrical treat.xnt. Takeda, 
when ask_d -mbarrassing questions, couldn't rema-fc^r the electrical equip¬ 
ment. situation that caused this .jatter to be investigated, from the 

testimony, was thut this -“vangelieta ..as the leader.ard these men were out 
for Evangelista and for the American interests in the owi3S Consulate, 
from tit testimony here they war.- in the secret police—the Thought G on trol 
oection of the Gendarmerie, or the ilempei Tai,- • A ‘hsir man wus Evangelista, 
These others were just brought in because they mi^it know something of 
Svangelista's activities, oo, as far as thi3 case is concerned, it is a 
questions of whether or wot e are going to believe the three defendants 
and their one witness. Lioutinant Turner has again brought up this question 
of the citizenship of the five Filippinos. .»o made out a prlna facia case. 
He didn't make any objaction. '■‘■'hat means there is sufficient evidence for 
the watt-r to go before this fact-finding body and is sufficient proof to 
render a verdict in favor of the prosecution.

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2. PRELIMINARY REMARKS : 

Pursuant to paragraph 2, Special Orders No. A, Headquarters, 
United States Army Forces China, dated 6 May 1946, a Military 
Commission was appointed for the trial of persons, units and 
organizations acoused as war criminals in the theater (R 2), and 
on completion thereof to transmit the record of trial, including 
any judgment or sentence, directly to Headquarters, United States 
Army Forces China for action by the appointing authority (the 
Commanding General, United States Army Forces China) (R 2). 

By letter of transmittal, dated 7 May 1946, the charges against 
the accused in the instant case were forwarded by the Staff Judge 
Advocate to the Commanding General, United States Army Foroes 
China (R 3). By first indorsement, dated 7 May 1946, the charges 
against the accused in the instant case were referred for trial 
by the Commanding General, United States Army Forces China to 
the Military Commission appointed by paragraph 2, Special Orders 
No. 4, Headquarters, United States Army Forces China, dated 
6 May 1946 (R 3). 

3. EVIDENCE . 

a. The accused, in October, 1944, at the time of the 
acts alleged to have been committed by him, was a Major in the 
Imperial Japanese Army on duty in the Information Section 
(Intelligence Department) at General Headquarters of the Japanese 
Taiwan (or Formosa) Army (R 28, 40). The Information Section 
concerned itself with general war developments and military 
maps (R 28). 

In October, 1944, United States Forces invaded Leyte 
(R 32). Early that month there had been a series of bombing raids 
over Formosa, with the result that considerable oonfusion pre¬ 
vailed at the Japanese Headquarters on the island (R 28, 30). 
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Around October 12th a report reached the Japanese that part of the 
carrier strength of the American fleet was proceeding southward 
off Formosa towards waters east of the Philippines (R 32),and 
they were anxious to clarify the stategic situation as soon as 
possible (R 29, 32). The accused went to make a report of these 
matters to the Chief of Staff but, being unable to offer much 
of an estimate of developments, was told "to study the situation 
more earnestly" (R 32). 

Instructions had been given to the Information 
Section to proceed quickly with their investigation of Amerioan 
crewmen shot down in the raids over Formosa and to clarify the 
situation regarding the enemy (R 29). The accused recalled 
having investigated six or seven of the American crewmen who 
had been captured following the raids of October, 1944, and 
brought in to the Formosa Army Headquarters (R 30). Among them 
was Ensign Edwin J. Walasek (R 30, 31). Except in the case of 
Ensign Walasek, everything was done "peacefully" (R 30). Up to 
that time the accused had never employed coercive methods, which 
he regarded as "against human kindness" (R 32). However, because 
of existing conditions, and as a result of his interview with 
the Chief of Staff, he realized that it was his duty to determine 
quickly, whatever the conditions, the facts regarding Walasek*s 
unit and ship (R 32). He therefore was prepared to employ 
coercive methods, making up his mind that they were unavoidable 
(R 32, 34). 

Ensign Edwin J. Walasek, United States Naval Reserve, 
was a pilot on a dive bomber and attached to a squadron on the 
aircraft carrier "Wasp" (R 10). During the night of 13 October 
1944 an American cruiser had been torpedoed, and to cover her 
escape an attack on the airfields in the vicinity of Takao, Formosa 
was ordered (R 15). On the morning of October 14th Walasek's 
plane was hit by enti-aircraft fire from one of these fields (R 10). 


i 



He was forced down in the sea about ten miles from the coast (R 10) 
and was subsequently, on October 17th, captured by the Japanese 
after he had reached the shore (R 10). He wes examined at various 
military and naval installations before being transported overnight 
by train to the town where he encountered the aooused (R 11). 

This town was Taihoku (R 31). 

The accused made his investigation of Walasek on 
19 October 1944 (R 30), assisted by a certain Second Lieutenant 
Kawaguchi and an interpreter in civilian clothes named Ogata (R 13, 
31). A Japanese guard was also present in the room (R 13, 31). 
While all communication with the prisoner was carried on through 
the interpreter (R 15), the accused took charge of the proceedings 
(R 15, 19-20, 30). 

Walasek refused to answer such questions as the 
disposition of the American fleet, its armament, radar and radio 
frequencies, the damage it had suffered and the damage inflioted 
on Japanese installations (R 14). He told his examiners that he 
was not required to give that information and was protected by 
the Convention regarding prisoners of war (R 15). The accused 
said that he would be forced to give the information and, pulling 
the window shades and blinds, shut off the room from the view of 
anyone but those inside (R 14). The accused then instructed 
Lieutenant Kawaguchi to place pencils between the prisoner’s 
fingers. Kawaguchi and the guard squeezed and twisted the pencils, 
which were broken rather quickly and replaced by more pencils, 
this time two between each finger, and later by some hard pen¬ 
holders (R 15, 21, 32). When the prisoner protested to the 
accused that such treatment was against International Law, the 
latter replied that he did not care (R 15). The prisoner could 
not use his hands properly to eat for about two months (R 16). 

While no bones were broken, the nerves and circulatory system 
were injured and the fingers made crooked and out of line (R 16). 
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Shortly after the pencil treatment was started, Walasek 
was forced to kneel on the floor (R 15). A mop handle was placed 
behind his knees, and Lieutenant Kawaguchi and the interpreter, 
upon orders from the accused, applied their weight (R 16, 33). 

He was also kicked and bruised in the thigh (R 16). As a result 
of this treatment, it was very difficult for him to walk to his 
cell, and he had trouble for at least a month (R 16). Questions 
were addressed to him while he was in the kneeling position, with 
hi8 hands out to the sides and pencils between the fingers. When 
he refused to answer, the Interpreter burned the back of his neok 
several times with the cigarette he was smoking (R 17). 

As a final measure to extract information, the accused 
lashed the prisoner on the head and across the face with a leather 
strap, concentrating on the eyes when he saw him flinch (R 17-8, 33). 
Walasek began to be fearful of losing his sight, his nerves snapped, 
and for a period of time while he was with his questioners he lost 
control of his powers of speech (R 18). 

The interrogation lasted from about eight or nine 
o’clock in the morning until about three in the afternoon (R 18). 

It seemed to Walasek that he was tortured for at least an hour 
(R 15) and that none of the tortures used was discontinued during 
that period of time (R 18). On the other hand, the recolleotion 
of the accused was that the pencil treatment was kept up four or 
five minutes (R 32)and that the total time in which the mop handle 
was used was about five minutes (R 33). In addition, his recolleo¬ 
tion was that the prisoner was struck on the ear more than ten 
times with the non-metallic tip of a briefcase strap, this treatment 
covering a period of five or six minutes (R 33). 

b. In the instant case, the accused did not take the 
stand as a witness in his own behalf. However, shortly before the 
trial, in the latter part of April, 19A6, he voluntarily prepared 
and signed a written statement (R 23), which statement was made 
part of the record (R 25). 
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o. After the war was over, in November, 1945, the 
Japanese themselves tried the accused before the so-oalled 
Taiwan Japanese Army Post-War Readjustment Liaison Office Special 
Court-Martial, which sentenced him to ten months' imprisonment 
for "abuse of official authority" in the maltreatment of Ensign 
Walasek (R 39-40). There was no American participation in this 
trial, and American observers in Formosa at the time were unable 
to interfere (R 35). 

4. DISCUSSION : 

a. The aooused was charged with and found guilty of 
having committed cruel, inhuman and brutal atrocities against an 
Amerioan Prisoner of War, in that he (1) caused pencils and pen¬ 
holders to be placed between his fingers and to be violently 
pressed together and twisted, (2) caused a mop handle or other 
wooden object to be placed against the back of his knees, while 

he was kneeling, upon which pressure was applied, (3) caused him 
to be burned with lighted oigarettes, and (4) beat him with a 
leather strap. 

b. The acts charged and of which the aooused was 
found guilty are war crimes, and individuals perpetrating these 
acts are designated as war criminals and are subject to such 
punishment as a Military Commission sees fit to inflict. 

2 Oppenheim, International Law (Lauterpaoht, 6th rev. ed.), 
pp. 451, 456; FM 27-10, pars. 347, 357- 

o. The evidence is legally sufficient to support 
the findings and sentenoe of the Commission with respect to the 
accused. This evidence is based on the direot testimony of 
witnesses present before the Commission, the ohief witness being 
the victim of the offenses oharged. The brutal torture of a 
prisoner of war in an effort to extract information, which he 
was not obligated to give, violated the rules which oivilized 
nations have generally recognized as governing the conduct of 
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war and the provisions of the Geneva Convention on the treatment 
of prisoners of war. The Japanese Government had agreed to abide 
by the Geneva Convention (R 9). 

d. The Rules of Land Warfare and the Geneva Convention 
provide that: 


"Prisoners of war are in the power of 
the enemy power, but not of the individuals 
or bodies of troops who capture them. 

"They must at all times be treated with 
humanity and protected, particularly against 
acts of violence, insults, and public curio¬ 
sity. 

"Measures of reprisal against them are 
prohibited." (G.P.W., art. 2; FM 27-10, 
par. 73). 


The same authorities likewise provide, in pertinent part, that: 

"Every prisoner of war is bound to give, 
if he is questioned on the subject, his true 
names and rank, or else his serial number. 

* * * * 

/ 

"No coercion may be used on prisoners to 
obtain information relative to the state of 
their army or country. Prisoners who refuse 
to answer may not be threatened, insulted, or 
exposed to unpleasant or disadvantageous treat¬ 
ment of any kind whatever." (G.P.W., art. 5; 

FM 27-10, par. 78). 


e. After the war, in November, 1945, the acoused was 
tried by a Japanese Court-Martial for "abuse of official authority" 
in maltreating Ensign Walasek and sentenced to be imprisoned for 
ten months (R 39-40). United States military authorities did not 
instigate nor participate in these proceedings, and American 
observers in Formosa at the time tried, though unsuccessfully, 
to stop them (R 35). In the opinion of the JICA board which in 
November, 1945 soreened the record of tried, the action taken by 
the Japanese with respect to "crimes usually classed as violations 
of international law" might "indicate an attempt on the part of 
the Japanese military at Taiwan to forestall any similar but more 
drastic action on the part of Allied war crimes investigation 
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authorities by presenting the latter, at the appropriate time, 
with legal fait accomplis" (R 38). No plea of former jeopardy, 
however, was made in the instant case on behalf of the accused. 
Even if suoh a plea had been made, the offense for which the 
accused was tried by the Japanese was for "abuse of official 
authority", or for an apparent violation of Japanese army regula¬ 
tions, while the instant case involved the torture of a prisoner 
of war in violation of International Law. In addition, it is a 
well established principle in American criminal jurisprudence 
that: 


" *** where the same act is an offense 
against two sovereigns, trial and acquittal 
or conviction as to the offense against the 
one will not bar a subsequent trial as to 
the offense committed against the other, 
although both prosecutions are based on the 
seme state of facts." (1 Wharton, Criminal 
Law (12th ed.), sec. 397.) 


5. CLEMENCY : None of the three members of the 
Commission recommended clemency. No reasons appear for disturb¬ 
ing the sentenoe of the accused. 

6. OPINION ; It is the opinion of this office that: 

a. The Commission was legally con¬ 
stituted; 

b. The Commission had jurisdiction 
of the person and the offenses; 

c. The evidence supports the findings 
of guilty; 

d. The record discloses no errors 
injuriously affecting the sub¬ 
stantial rights of the accused; 

e. The sentence is legal. 


7. RECOMMENDATIONS : It is accordingly recommended 
that the sentenoe be approved and ordered executed. 
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8. ACTION: Under the authority granted by the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, you are empowered to approve and 


execute any sentence adjudged, including the death sentence. 

An action designed to carry the above recommendations into 
effect, should they meet with your approval, is submitted 
herewith.

ESTABLISHMENT OF MILITARY COMMISSIONS 

1. ku pncRAl.^ Trial of persons, units, and organizations 
accused as War Crtminals will he by military commissions to be 
•onvened by the Commanding General, United States Army Forces, 
China Theater. 

2. NUMBER AND TYPES. The number and types of commissions 
te be established will depend upon the number aid nature of the 
offenses involved and of the offenders to be tried. Such 
commissions nay include members of any one branch «■*t of several 
branches of the armed services, to try cases involving offeases 
against any aae or more of such service brandies, or any other 
offenses. 


JRISDICTION 

3. OVER TERRITORY. The military commissions established 
hereunder shall have Jurisdiction over all of China, co-extensive 
witi» the China Theater of •perations, and territory now or formerly 
belonging to China, including Formosa, Mp-nchuxia, and Hainan Island, 
and other areas wherein the armed forces commanded by the Command¬ 
ing General, United States Army Forces, China Theater, are or have 
been stationed. 

4, OVER PERS0N3. - a. Tke military commissions established 
hereunder shall have jurisdiction over all persons, units or 
organizations within China Theater of Operations including Formosa, 
Manchuria and Hainan Island and other areas wherein the armed 
forces, commanded by the Commanding General, United States Army 
Forces, China Theater are or have been stationed. 

b. Any Military or naval unit or any official or 
unofficial group or organizations, whether or not still in exio- 
tence, may be charged with criminal oota or *x>B*pli<rity therein 
and tried by a military commission. 

e. The convening authority nay specify particular offend¬ 
er* to triad before any commission appointed by him. 

5« OVER OFFENSES.- a. The military commissions established 
hereunder shall have Jurisdiction over the following offenses! 
Biolations of the lav/s or customs of war, including but not 
limited to murder, torture or ill-treatment of prisoners of war 
or persons on the seas; killing or ill-treatment of hostages; 
murder, torture or ill-treatment, or deportation to slave labor 
or for any other illegal purposes, of civilians of, or in, occupied 
territory; plunder of public or private property; wanton, destruc¬ 
tion of cities, towns or villages; devastation, destruction or 
damage of public or private property not justified by military 
necessity; murder, extermination, enslavement, deportation or 
other inhuman acts oonaitted against any civilian population, 
or persection on political, racial, national or religious grounds, 
in execution of or connection with any offense within the Juris¬ 
diction of the commission, whether or not in violation of the 
domestic law of the country where perpetrated; and all other of¬ 
fenses against the lawssor customs of war; participation in a 
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Connor, plan or conspiracy to accomplish any of the foregoing. 
Leaders, organizers, instigators, accessories and accomplices 
participating in the fornulation or execution of any such common 
plan or conspiracy will he held responsible for all acts pen- 
fonaed by any person in execution of that plan or conspiracy. 

b. Persons whose offenses have a particular geographical 
location outside the China Theater of Operations nay be returned 
to the scene of their crimes for trial by competent nilitary or 
civil tribunals of local Jurisdiction. In the event a parson is 
requested for trial in two (2) or more countries, the Commanding 
General, United States Arny Forces, China Theater, will determine 
the place of trial on the basis of the relative gravity of the 
respective charges and other relevant circumstances. 

MEMBERSHIP OF COMMISSION 

6. APPOINTMENT. The nr onrO, o«1 /w, 

will be appointed by the Coa.ianding General, United States Army 
Forces, China Theater, or under authority delegated by him. The 
appointment nay be made in the order convening the conaiBsion or 
in a separate order. Alternates may be appointed by the converg¬ 
ing authority. Such alternates shall attend all sessions of the 
connission and in case of illness or other incapacity of any princi¬ 
pal member an alternate shall take the place of that member. Any 
vacancy among the neabers or alternates occurring after a trial 

has begun nay be filled by the convening authority, but the sub¬ 
stance of all proceedings had and evidence taken in that case shall 
be nade known to that new member or alternate in open court before 
the trial proceeds. 

7. NUMBER OF MEMBERS. Each commission shall consist of not 
less than three (3) members. 

g. QUALIFICATIONS. Th6 convening authority shall appoint 
to the commission persons whom he determines to be competent to 
perform the duties involved and not disqualified by personal 
interest or prejudice; provided, that no person shall be appointed 
to hear a case which he personally investigated, nor if he is 
required as a witness in that case. A commission nay consist of 
Amy and other service personnel, or of both eorvice personnel 
and civilians. If feasible, one or more members of a commission 
should have had legal training. 

9. QUORUM AND VOTING. A quorum shall consist of two-thirde 
(2/3) of the members of the commission, or alternates (if any} 
acting as members, but in no event less than three (3) members. 

All decisions of the commission shall be by majority vote of the 
□embers present when the vote is taken, which shall be a quorum, 
except that conviction and sentence shall be by the affirmative 
votes of not less than two-thirds (2/3) of the members of the 
quorum. In case of a tie vote, the vote of the presiding member 
will determine. 

10. PRESIDING KEMB' C, R. In the event the convening authority 
does not name one of the nsnebaru as the presiding member the 
senior officer among the members of the comuission present shall 
preside, or such other member as the senior officer may designate. 


11. APPOINTEMENT. The oonvening authority shall designate 
one or more persons to conduct the prosecution before each commis¬ 
sion. 

12. DUTIES. The duties of the prosecutor are; 


a. To determine the offenses and the offenders to be 
tried before the commission in addition to thos specifically 
ordered by the oonvening authority. 
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b. To prepare and present to the commission charges 
and specifications. 

c. To prepare casesfor trial and to conduct the 
prosecution of each case before tie commission. 

POWERS AND PROCEDURE OP COMMISSIONS 

1. CONDUCT OF THE TRIAL. A Commission shall: 

a. Confine each trial strictly to a fair, expedi¬ 
tious hearing on the issues raised by the charges, excluding 
irrelevant issues or evidence and preventing any unnecessary 
delay or interference. 

b. Deal summarily with any contumacy or contempt, 
imposing any appropriate punishment therefor. 

c. Sessions of a commission shall be public .except 
when otherwise directed by the commission. 

d. a commission shall hold each session at such 
tine and place as it shall determine or as may be directed by 
the convening authority. 

14. RIGHTS OF T H E ACCUSED. The accused shall be entitled: 

a. To have in advance of trial a copy of the cha*ges 
and specifications, so worded as clearly to apprise the accused 
of each offense charged. 

b. To be represented prior to and during trial by 
counsel of his ownchoice, or to conduct his own defense. If tho 
accused fails to designate his coubcI, the commission shall 
appolht competent counsel to represent or advise the accused. 

c. To have hie own counsel presi*nt relevant evidence 
at the trial in support of his defense, and cross-examine each 
adverse witness who personally appear? before the commission. 

d. To have the charges and specifications, the pro¬ 
ceedings and any documentary evidence truuiLatrc when he is unable 
otherwise to understand them. 

15. WITNESSES. The commission shall have power: 

a. To summon witnesses and require thoir attendance 
and t^timony underpenalty; to administer oaths or affirmation 
to witness and other persons, and to question witnesses. 

b. To require the production of documents and other 
evidentiary material. 

c. To have evidence taken by a special commissioner 
appointed by the coi mission. 

1C. EVIDENCE.- u. Tho commission 3hall admit such evi¬ 
dence as in its opinion would be if assistance in proving or 
disproving the charges, <r such as in the C'mmissirn's opinion 
would have probative value in the mind of c reasonable man. 

In particular, and without limiting in any way the scope of the 
foregoing general rules, the following evidenct may be admitted: 

(1) Any document which appears to the commission to 
have been signed - r issued officially by any 
officer, department, agency, or member of the 
armed forces of any gr vernmont, without proof nf 
the signature or of the issuance of the document. 

(2) Any report which appears to the commission to 
have been signed or issued by the International 
Rod Cross or a member thereof, r by a medical 
doctor or any medical service personnel, or by an 
investigator o r intelligence < fficer, <~r by any 
other pers* n wh- m the c< mmissii nrflnds to have 
been acting in the o ursc of his duty when making 
the report. 

JA 
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( 3 ) Affidavits, depositions, or other statements taken 
by an officer detail d for theat purpose by military 
authority. 

(4) Any diary, letter or other document appearing to the 
commission to contain information relating to the charge. 

( 5 ) A copy of any document or other secondary evidence of 
itB contents. 

(6) Hearsay evidence. 

b. The commission shall take judicial notice of facts of common 
knowledge, official government documents of any nation, and the proeeed- 
ings, records and findings of ailitary or other agencies of any of the 
United Nations. 

c. A commission may require the prosecution and the defense to make 
a preliminary offer of proof, whereupon the commission may rule in advance 
on the admissibility of such evidence. 

d. If the accused is charged with an offense invloving concerted 
criminal action upon the part of a military or naval unit, or any group 
or organization, evidence which has been given previously at a trial of 
any other member of that unit, group or organization, relative to that 
concerted offense, may be received as orima fe-cie evidence that the 
accused likewise is guilty of that offense. 

e. The findings and judgment of a commission in any trial of a unit, 
group or organization with respect to the criminal character, purpose or 
activities thereof shall be given full faith and credit in any subsequent 
trial by that or any other commission of an individual person charged with 
criminal, responsibility through membership in that unit, group or organiza+i 
tion. Upon proof of membership in such unit, group or organization convict¬ 
ed by a commission, the burden of proof shall shift to the accused to 
establish any mitigating circumstances relating to his membership or 
participation therein. 

f. The official position of the accused shall not absolvp him from 
responsibility, or be considered in mitigation or punishment. Further, 
action pursuant to order of theaccused*s superior, or of hio government, 
shall not consititute a defense, %ut may be considered in mitigation of 
punishnent if the commission determines that justice so requires. 

17. TRIAL PROCEDURE. The proceedings at each trial will be 
conducted 3ustantially as follows, unless modified by the commission 
to suit the particular circumstances: 

a. Each charge and specification will be read, or its 
substance stated, in open court. 

b. The presiding member shall ask each accused whether he 
pleads "Guilty" or "Not Guilty". 

c. The prosecution shall make its opening statement. 

d. The presiding member nay, at this or any other time, re¬ 
quire the prosecutor to 3tete what evidence he proposes to submit to the 
commission, and the commission thereupon nay rule upon thu edmisoibility 
of such evidence. 

e. The Commission ney put any question to any witness and to 
any accused at any tine. The prosecution and the defense may then further 
examine and/or cross-examine any such witness or accused. 

f. The witnesses and. other evidence for the prosectttA&n' shall 
be heard or presented. At the close of the case for the prosecution, the 
commission may, on motion of the defense for a finding of not guilty, 
consider and rule whether the evidence before the commission supports tho 
charges against the accused. The commission may defer action on any such 
motion and permit or require the prosecution to reopen its ease and pro¬ 
duce any further available evidence. 

g. The defense may make an opening statement prior to present¬ 
ing its cas-'. The presiding member may, at this or any other time, require 
the defense to state what evidence they propose to sub...it to the connission, 
whereupon the commission may rule upon the admissibility of such evidence. 
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h. The witnesses and other evidence for the defence shall be 
heard or presented. Thereafter, the prosecution and defense may intro¬ 
duce such evidence in rebuttal as the commission may rule admissible. 

i. The defense, and thereafter the prosecution, shall 
address the commission. 

j. The commission shall consider the case in closed session 
and thereafter in open court deliver its judgment, and in the event of a 
conviction shall pronounce sentence, 

18. RECORD OF PROCEEDINGS. Each commission 3hall make a separate 
record of its proceedings in the trial of each case brought before it. 

The record shall be prepared by the prosecutor under the direction of 

the commission and submitted to the defense counsel. The commission shall 
be responsible for its accuracy. Such record, certified by the presiding 
member of the conmission or his successor, shall be delivered to the 
convening authority as soon as possible after the trial. 

JUDGMENT AND SENTENCE 

19. JUDGMENT. The judgment of a commission as to guilt or acquit¬ 
tal shall be delivered in open court. It may state the reasons on which 
based. 

20. SENTENCE. The commission may sentence an accused, upon con¬ 
viction, to death by hanging or shooting, imprisonment for life or for 
any less term, fine, or such other punishment as the commission shall 
determine to be proper. The commission may also order confiscation of 
any property of a convicted accused, deprive that accused of any stolen 
property, or order its delivery to the Commanding General, United States 
Army Forces, China Theater, for disposition as he shall find be proper, 
or may order restitution with appropriate penalty in cases of default. 

21. APPROVAL OF SENTENCE. No sentence, including the death 
sentence, of a military commission shall be carried into effect until 
approved by the Commanding General, United States Army Forces, China 
Theater, or his successor. He shall have authority to approve, mitigate, 
remit, commute, suspend, reduce or otherwise alter the sentence imposed, 
or (without prejudice to accused) remand the case for rehearing before 

a new military commission; but he shall not have authority to increase 
the severity of the sentence. Except as herein provided, the judgment and 
sentence and interlocutory rulings of a commission shall be final and not 
subject to review. No appeal may be taken from the judgment and/or sentence 
of a commission to any civil court or higher military authority, 

RULE MAKING POWER 

22. SUPPLEMENTARY RULES AND FORMS. Each commission shall adopt 
rules and forms to govern its procedure, not inconsistent with the pro¬ 
visions hereof or such W&es and forms as may be prescribed by the con- 
veining authority to-wit, the Commanding General, United States Army 
Forces, China Theater,

LT FULLER: Do you, Colonel Berry ; Major Yoclcey and Major Harten swear 
that you will woll and truly try and determine, according to evidence, the 
matter now before you, between the United States of America and the person 
to be tried, and that you will duly administer Justice, without partiality, 
favor or affection, according to your conscience, the best of your understand¬

That on or about 19 October 1944 > Yoshio Makizawa, then a Major in the 
Japanese Imperial Any, while Japan was at war with the United States of 
America and its Allies, did, at Taihoku, Formosa, wilfully and unlawfully 
commit cruel, inhuman and brutal atrocities and other offenses against 
Lieutenant (J.g.) (then Ensign) Edwin J. Walasek, who was then an American 
Frisoner of War, in violation of the Laws and Customs of War. 

SPECIFICATION 

That on or about 19 October 1944 at Taihoku, Formosa, Yoshio Ffekizawa, 
then a Major in the Japanese Imperial Army, did wilfully and unlawfully 
brutally torture Lieutenant (j.g.) (then Ensign) Edwin J. Ualasek, an American 
Prisoner of Lar, by causing pencils and pen-holders to be placed between his 
fingers as they were violently pressed together end twisted, by causing a 
mop handle or other wooden object to be placed against the back of his knees 
as he ras forced to knc9l and upon which pressure was applied, by brutally 
beating him about the face and head with a leather strap, and by burning him 
about the head and neck with lightod cigarettes.

LT COL BERRY: It is notec. that Gao charge and specification is dated 4 
May and that the Certificate of Service is doted 6 May. The Commission 
desires to know whon defense counsel, as well as the accused, were apprised 
of the charge and specification and whether the defense hes had sufficient 
time to prepare its defense. 

LT TURNER: If it ploaso the Commission, I was furnished with information 
as to the charges to be brought against this man approximately two weeks 
prior to the actual draft of the charges and 1 ras also furnished with a 
rough draft of the charges before they wore typed up some ten days before 
the beginning of the trial. There has been ample time in which to prepare 
defense. I was in communication with the accused almost immediately after 
I was given the particulars therefore he was fully arare of what he is charged 
with. 


LT CCL BERRY: Are there any objections to the charge and specification 
and Certificate of Service being Incorporated into the record? 

LT TURNER: There are no objections. 

LT FULLER: Mth the permission of the Commission, the prosecution 
introduces the charge and specification and Certificate of Service which has 
been read to the accused to be incorporated in the record. 

LT COL BERRY: The charge and specification and Certificate of Service 
are received In evidence and will be incorporated in the record of this pro- 
weeding. 

(Frcsecution Transcript Exhibits Nos. 

4 and 5 rare received in evidence.) 

LT COL BERRY: Will the accused be brought before the Commission? 

LT TURNER: There are no special pleas. 

(’.’(hereupon the accused was brought before the Commission.) 

LT CCL BERRY: Ycshic Makizara, at this time the Commission will hear your 
pleas to the charge and specification which have been read to you. You may 
plead either guilty or not guilty. 

THE aCCIBETi (through Interpreter Captain Hahm) Not Guilty. 

LT COL BERRY: Is the prosecution ready to proceed with the case? 

LT FULLER* Prosecution is ready. 

LT COL BERRY: Will the prosecution make his eponing statement at this 
point? 
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LT FULLER: May it please the Commission, this is a case, we orpect the 
evidence to show, about which there rill be no question as to either the 
identity of the accused, his responsibility to the crime, the fact that he 
himself did actually participate in the commission of the crime; that he was 
acting on no superior orders. The accused was in charge of the torture of 
Lt. Edwin J. Walasok; that was not only an active participation on the part 
the accused as far as the direction of persons under him was concerned, but 
that he himself personally participated in the torture of this Navy lieutenant. 
The evidence we expect to bring out in the case here is that the accused, 
for his cm personal advancement or improvement in standing before his superiors, 
engaged in the tortures which we expect to prove in this case. In other 
words, he had e motive, a personal motive, for the commission cf the tortures. 
His personal motive was that he wanted to advance his own standing in the 
eyes of his superiors. V«e expect the evidence to show that Lt, fialasek, then 
an ensign in the United States Navy was flying n plane off the coast cf 
Formosa and was shot down. In two or three days later, sometime around the 
17th or 18th of October, ho was captured by the Japanese In Formosa. He was 
brought to a prison in whieh the accused was in the Intelligence Department 
and the accusod himself, upon his own initiative, undertook the questioning 
of American fliers, particularly this Lt. Edwin ftslasek. He sought not only 
to obtain the name, rank and serial number of this lieutenant, but at the 
time Formosa iras subjected to heavy bombing raids and the Japanese were very 
anxious to find out what plans there were for the American fleet. The general 
had called t|pon the accused to furnish information, being the Intelligence 
Officer, serting in that capacity at this camp. He was unable to furnish 
the Information and therefore in order to obtain it ho indulged in the tor¬ 
tures we hafe alleged 4n this case; that he was not directed by anybody as 
to what method he should use to obtain the information. The tortures were 
solely the device of his own mind| that Lft. Walasek was brought before the ac¬ 
cused, an| when he refused to give mors than his name, rank and serial 
number, he engaged In the tortures which we expoet to prove in this case; 
that for a considerable period following the torture, Lt. Walasek suffered 
from the Injuries which he received as a result of these tortures. Vie expect 
to prove all cf this by direct evidence, not by hearsay evidence as Is neces¬ 
sary in #c many cases of this kind, due tr the fact there are no live witnesses. 
We expect this evidence to be competent where it would stand up in any court 
without question. 

Vie have one unique feature in this case which will be brought out in the 
evidence and that Is the Japanese themselves have already tried the accused. 

He wys tried in Formosa before a Japanese Military court martial In November 
1945; this was obviously several months after the Japanese surrendered ®n 
August 15. We further expect the evidence to she?? that the trial that was 
had by the Japanese at Formosa was not an attempt to try war crimes. The 
charge that was brought upon the accused was breach of discipline of Japanese 
military regulations; that he is not n~w being twice tried for the same 
offense, V<o think the evidence will make it clear to this Commission that 
there is no double Jeopardy involved. 7»e also expect to show by the evidence 
that although Japan was not a signatory to the Geneva Prisoner of Tar Conven¬ 
tion, that nevertheless Japan did signify its intention of being bound by 
the Convention as to the treatment of Prisoners of Kor, On this point, we 
have evidence to show that Japan did agree to the terms as laid down by that 
Convention for the treatment of prisoners of war; that in this case they 
wholly disregarded, knowing they disregarded the rules and regulations as to 
treatment *f prisoners of war and that the accused Is a man well enough edu¬ 
cated, who has sufficient background to absolutely understand the nature of 
the prime which we expect the evidence to show he was commiting. Thank you. 

( .hereupon Captain Hshm translated the above statement to the accused,) 

LT FULLER: Lith the permission of the Commission, I would like to have 
marked for identification, documents with relation to the Japanese government's 
position on treatment of prisoners of war. Mark this Prosecution's Exhibit 
No. 1. 


(Document so marked.) 
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LT TURNER: No objection. 

LT FULI2R: If it is agreeable to the Commission, Prosecution's Exhibit 
No. 1 that has Just been referred to is a photostatic copy of tb9 corres¬ 
pondence between the United States and the Japanese government carried on 
through the Swiss government. Rather than incorporate this into the record 
I would prefer that this be Identified and referred to by the Commission if 
agreeaMe because this is the only document we have, 

LT COL BERRY: Does the defense have any objection to the method offered 
by the prosecution? 

LT TURNER: I didn't quite understand what he meant what he was going to 
do with it - have a copy prepared and introduced into the record? 

LT FULLER: 7.'e could substitute a typed copy for this. 

LT TURNER: It's all right with me no matter how it gots into the record, 
whether it is the original or a typed copy. 

LT COL BERRY: Being agreeable to the defense and prosecution, the exhibit 
will be copied into the record and there will be no need to incorporate the 
original document in the record.

(’.'.'hereupon Captain Hahm translated the above proceeding to the accused.) 

LT FULLER: If the Commission please, is the rulirg that we have the 
authority of the Commission to offer Prosecution's Exhibit No. 1 and with¬ 
draw it and substitute a typed copy?

It is, furthermore, the intention of the Government of the United 
States to apply the provisions of the Geneva Prisoner of War Con¬ 
vention to any civilian enemy aliens that may be interned, in so far 
as the provisions of that convention may be adaptable thereto. 

Although the Japanese Government is a signatory of the above con¬ 
ventions, it is understood not to have ratified the Geneva Prisoner 
of Ear Convention, The Government of the United States nevertheless 
hopes that the Japanese Government will apply the provisions of both 
conventions reciprocally in the above sense. 

The Government of the United States would appreciate receiving an 
expression of the intentions of the Japanese Government in this 
respect.

sworn, was oxamined and testified as follows: (interpreter for the accused 
is fir. Isdaner.) 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

Q (By Lt Fuller) State your name, rank, branch of service. 

A ffr name is Edwin John YValasok. I am now a lieutenant J.g. but at the 
time of this affair was an ensign and I am in the United States Naval 
Reserve. 

Q About October 16, 1944 what was your rank and in what branch of service 
were you serving? 

A I was then an ensign in the United States Nrval Reserve. 

LT COL EERRY: Kill the witness please speak up a littls louder so we can 
all hear. 

THE WITNESS: I was then an ensign in the United States Naval Reserve. 

Q In what type of activity were you then enga£ed? 

A I was a pilot on a dive bomber. I was than attached to the squadron 
on the YvASP, air group 14. and the test group was 38.1. 

Q About October 16, 1944 was your plane brought down? If so, state when 
and where as far as you are able to. 

A ffy plane was brought down the morning of October 14» approximately 

seven or seven-thirty in the morning. It was hit by anti-aircraft fire 
on an attack of an airfield near Takao, Formosa, fty engine was hit and 
although it continued functioning I could not possibly make it back to 
my force and had to land about 10 miles from the coast of Formosa, 
directly off the port of Takao. I remained at soa two days landing on 
Formosa the night of the 15th of October and I spent that night and 
the following night hiding ashore in an effort to gat into the mountains 
and later return to my own forces. I was captured on the 17th. 

Q Will you account for your activities for the fir?t three days following 
the date on which your piano was brought dern? 

A The first day after I *as shot down and the following day I remained at 
sea in my life raft. 







LT FULLER: Pardon me, will you please speak louder? 

THE WITNESS; I remained at sea in my life raft and had hopes of pos¬ 
sibly being rescued by our rescue service and when hopes of that dimin¬ 
ished to the point where I could not expect it and I had no reason to 
stay at sea any longer I rode into the coast of Formosa and landed 
about dusk on the 15th of October. I walked all night, hid out the 
next day, walked the following night and was caught at noon after that, 

Q At what point were you captured? 

A I was captured about noon on the 17th of October and to my recollection 
I was about 20 miles in from tbe coast,. 1 had crossed the railroad 
that runs up the ccast of Fcrwcsa. 

Q State who you were captured by. 

A I am not sure because of course I was not introduced to them, and at the 
time I had not seen enough Japanese to recognize their branch of service 
or their rank, but I was first discovered by ^hat appeared to me to be 
a Japanese soldier, a private, I w'-s hold in the custody of about six 
young boys, probably home guards, although they were in uniform, and 
was later picked up by an officer and an enlisted man or two who came out 
armed from the nearest village. 

0 What happened following your capture? 

L I wes interrogated almost immediately when I was brought to the small 
Jail in that town where I gave the usual information, that is, name, 
rank, and serial number and nothing else of consequence. I went from 
there by car to another town where the same procedure ras repeated.

0 I will ask you to point out the man you referred to as Yoshio Makizawa. 

A That is he at the defense table, and although at tho time I did not know 
his name and was not introduced, I had reason to remember his appearance 
very well and was very certain that ho was the man whan I viewed him 
hero at Shanghai. 







LT FULLER: If it oleosa the Commission, I'd like for tha record to 
show that tha witness pointed out tho accused r.s being the nan ha was refer¬ 
ring to. 

0 You mentioned seeing the accused here in Shanghai. ill you state whether 
or not he evidenced any recognition of you at the tino you saw him? 

LT TURNER: Object to tho question - whether or not ha recognized him 
in Shanghai has no bearing on rhether or not it was the same man in Formosa. 

He might have seen him somewhere else Just becausa he happened to recogniza 
him hero in Shanghai. 

LT FULLER: If it please tha Commission, I think any indication on tha 
part of tho accused having recognized tho witness is material in shoving 
there is no possibility of any mistake as to tho recused. Thera has been 
no evidence of tha witness having soon tho accused on any other occasion 
and the defense objection scorns to be mere fancy - there might have been some 
othor meetings, social occasions. 

LT COL BERRY: Objection overruled. 

LT TURNER: If it -please the Commission, re aro not asking the accused 
to identify Lt. Yialasek. Vic arc having Lt, Vialasek identify the men that 
was et tho interrogation at Formosa that hao-'aned in 1944. Tho fact that 
Lt. V.alesek might have said something to tho accused in 1946 has no bearing. 

Lt. Welasok said this is the man that was there at the interrogation. 

LT COL EERRY: 7<e have understood your objection to be the question 
to tho witness to this effect: The time the witness met the accused in 
Shanghai, did the accused recognize the witness.

That is not 
correct. They did not ask me my number. At no time were the Japanese 
interested in my serial number. 

Q Following the preliminary questions, what questions were you asked, as 
well as you can recall? 

A I was asked tho disposition of cur fleet, Its commanding officers, whet 
ships were present, hor they were divided to formations, armament, radar, 
radio frequencies, questions about the performance of my plane, and 
what damages we had suffered, what damage re had Inflicted upon the 
Japanese installations, and I was asked the future plans of the fleet, 
what wo intended to do next. I had most of this information, — 

Q Stop right there and let him interpret, please. 

(Whereupon tho interpreter translated the forGgoing answer.) 




0 ^hat did you do in response to these nue^ti^nr, or eay? 

A I answered that I did not know most. of then and that I v.as not required 

to rive that information. I was crotected by the Convention regarding 
prisoners of v r>r j that I need only answer nano, ran 1 ', and serial 
number and I refused to answer then. 

Q Did you know the answers to some or most of these questions? 

A Yes, I did. Our groin hod been completely briefed on the invasion of 
the Philippines a in advance and I had been given that information 

before I was shot dovv.<. I knew the duties of the different forces, I 
knew where tin invasion was to take place and relative information. 

Also honor our damages suffered. A cruiser had been torpedoed in our 
fleet the right before the morning I was shot down and it was to cover 
her escape t.aat ry strike was sent in the morning of the 14th. 

Q ’/.hat were you told would happen to you if you failed to answer the 
questions? 

A I had talked of my family back home; T was told that it would be quite 

a great sorro'" to thorn if I did not returnj that if I insisted on behaving 
as I was the chances are I would not; that I would probably be tried as 
a war criminal, and indicted for indiscrimiiiate bombing. Sail, finally 
I was told that I would be forced to give these answers even though I 
had refused under all forms of previous coercion. 

0 Who told you this? 

A The whole conversation to me v/as addressed by the interpreter. Mskizawa, 
during the entire interrogation, so far as I can remember, never addressed 
mo in person, ani I essumod that ho did not understand English; but could 
not speak it. All the communication to mo was through the interpreter. 

0 Who directed the interrogation through tho int erpretor? 

A It appeared to mo that Makizawa directed it entirely. He would talk 
with the interpreter in Japanese and I would be addressed a question 
by the interpreter. It would be translated back to him and they would 
comment on it and some information was, of cours;, put into their records. 

C V.hat steps wore taken to force you to answer these questions, if any? 

A First the* blinds wore all drawn and all visible contact by outsiders 
was sealed off. One of the men was sent out; came back with soma 
pencils; they were placed between my fingers, four to each hand, or 
possibly five, across here (indicating), both hands being extended 
like this (iniicHtin.„ arras outstretched), and a men on each side 
squeezed the pencils, twisting them and crushing my fingers in this 
region (indicating th* base of the finger?). I told Iitekizawa that such 
treatment was strictly against International Law, that he had no right 
whatsoever to torture me, and he answered that he did not caro, that he 
would force me to talk. 

Q Hew nrny times were you subjected to this treatment? 

A It whs all In the form of a combined session, being progressively applied. 
1 started out with Just the f-ur pencils and they were broken rather 

Quickly, whereupon they doubled them and used two pencils between each 

finger for double strength. These were broken and a man was sent out 
and brought back some hor - ’ wood pen-holders that ’"ouldn't break, I 
was forced to kneel on the floor shortly after it was started. 

0 Ov.r how long period of time, in your best Judgment, did this treat¬ 
ment continue? 

A It seems to mo that it lasted ”t least an hour. 

Q .ould th«t be continued periods or rould there b-e breaks? 

A Once I was placed on my knees, —

Q Pardon no, lieutenant. If we Just take thu^e items one at a time I 
believe wn can follow it. Hold that up Just a minute. Taka Just ono 
punishment at a tine, 

LT FULLER: Read tho last question back, ploase, 

(thereupon tho reporter road beck the last question as follows: "'would 

that be continued periods er would there be breaks?") 

A Thera were only breaks when I say the pencils broke and thoy roapplied 
now ones, or when thoy stopped to csk me a question and told me they’d 
treat me nice if I did as they saidj otherwise there were no breaks. 

Q Prior to this co.~s>, a> in what condition were your hands with reference 
to being straight* 

k They were hauda that had been used for hard work, but they were in 

normal condition: my fingers were normal; my grip was strong. I had no 
difficulties whatsoever that woro out of normal condition for a person's 
hands for my ago, 

0 Following the treatment, how long did you have trouble with your hands? 

A I could not use them properly to eat with for approximately two months. 

I was asked to draw pictures and to write certain items at tho interro¬ 

gation by Mafcizawa after this treatment and later on in Japan, and I 
could not hold the pencil in the normal manner, that is, with my fingers, 
I had to use my arm to Tite or to draw. 

Q Is there now anything unusual about the condition of your hands? 

A Tho hands have been x-rayed and they show r.:> fractures but that the 

fingers are cut of line. I find njy hands now are very sensitive to 

cold whore they were not sensitive bofore, and to an irritating con¬ 
dition when any pressure applied in the regions that wore crushed. 

Tho bonos were not injured, apparently it was just the nerves and the 
circulatory sy3tora. 

0 Will you hold your hands up sc the Commission can see them, holding 
them as straight as you are able to? 

^hereupon the witness held his hands up for the Commission to see.) 

Q I will ask you if ycur four fingers, if you notice anything unusual about 
their prosenw condition? 

A ffy four fingers are now quite crooked because this region in here has 

sort of become small while the knuckles aro very large. As a consequence, 
when the fingers come together they are bent in this (indicating) region. 

Q Is there anything different as to the spaces between your fingers now 
from what it was before this treatment? If so, what? 

A The spacing in this (indicating) region, shows that they do not come 
together any more; they ware crushed right in here (indicating) and 
before, although they had been of a more equal thing, these holes 
between them did not show. 

Q Ti'ill you state what was done next? 

A Shortly after the pencil treatment had begun I was forced to kneel 

and a pioee of wood about two inch square, in my estimation, was placed 
in the bent of my knees, with the Japanese soldier on oach side of me 
standing on it, jumping on it, kicking me along the thigh area where 
they scraprd off quite a bit of skin and bruised me, as well as deep 
bruises in here (indicating) that made it very difficult for me to 
walk back to my cell that day and gave me trouble for at least a month. 







LT COL BER P Y: TJill the reporter please read the last response? 
(thereupon the reporter read back the last answer,) 

LT COL BERRY: You may proceed. 

Q Ehc directed this activity? 

A It was directed by the man in charge, Makizawa. 

Q How long did thi* 5 continue? 

A This treatment with the bar between my knees was also contipuod until 
tha Japaner., gone up torture es a moans of soliciting information. 

They added other tortures to it but never halted. 

Q fthat happened next? 

A Questions were add.-ossod to me in this kneeling position with my hands 
out to the sides, the pencils between them, by the interpreter. I 
refused to answer them; told tho^ that such treatment of me was illegal, 
end the interpreter walked rround in back of me, in front of me, burning 
m9 several times with the cigarette ho was smoking. After returning 
to my cell I had a spot on the back of my neck almost the size of my 
hand of an area that had been burnod by cigarette butts, not deeply, but 
deep enough to cause a scab on two or throe spots on my face that he 
touched. 

Q What treatment was next administered? 

A Makizawa saw that he wasn't getting anywhere and decided to tak9 part 
in the proceedings himself. Ho went over mo the corner of tha room to 
c small table and I think it was his own pistol setting there, I don't 
remember for sure whether I saw him take it off or not, but I believe 
I have that rocollection, but it seems like it was a pistol strap ha 
took off, a leather strap about throe and a half or four feet long. 

I was held in the same position as before; I had neve? been l9t up from 
it, and ho began lashing me on the face from both sides, striking me 
on both cheeks and across here (indicating). ’.Vhen the strap came near 
ray eyes I tried to avoid it and closed them. 

Q In what condition was vour face left in following this treatment? 

A I was flown up to Japan, — 

Q No, I'm sorry, read the question. 

(’..hereupon the reporter read back the last question as follows: "In what 

condition was your face left in following this treatment?') 

A It was red and raw, not cut, so that it bled freely, but the vhite 

pert of the blood seeming to ooze out of the skin; it scabbed over and 
I couldn't bo shaved for two months because of the scab. 

Q What was your physical condition during this torture? 

A I had been in good physical condition when I was shot down, I suffered 

quite r. bit of hardship and strain, mental strain, as well as physical, 
up to the time of my capture and my treatment after capture had not 
been such as to put me in any decent condition for interview or anything, 
but I was still In good enough health, no injuries and in my right mind, 
and so forth. 

Q During the interrogation, did you have any periods that are hazy to you? 

A I don't actually remember fainting or anything like that. I don't 

suppose I could, but there are periods when it seems that pain was not 
present with me even though the treatment was continuing, and when I 










found myself being shakened, bo inf awakono d to the fact that the 
torture was continuing and I was in the same position I was in the 
men ant before. 

Q 'ucs there any time hiring- tho interrogation that you recalled realizing 
*ny incoherence in your speech? 

h Up to the final treatment I had boon able to talk as I ’"ishod. If I 
decided to say something, I could say that, although my face had boon 
bruised by Wows -ui by the whipping, I could tnako myself understood 
to the interpreter, I don’t know how well, but I believe e:£ ficiontly. 

The boating hed continued until, - well, finally he saw me flinch away 
with my eyes when ne began to lay the strap across my oyos and ho con- 
centrntod c.u then Every time I'd opon my oyes hoM lash the strap right 
across them. They began to swell and I couldn’t see. Finally I believe 
they closed completely, I thought I was going blind. 

Q Viho was using the strap? 

A It was Makizara. 

Q Continue with tho statement as to the strap. 

A Anyhow, I started to loose my sense of sight; I thought I was going 
blind. I had, from the txme the interrogation started and brutal 
treatment, expected to be killed; I *on't know, I guess it was the fear 
of going blind, losing my sight that snapped my nerves. I could still 
soem to think straight with my mind but I couldn't control the action 
of my hands or legs. They moved without me willing it. I remember my 
mouth hanging open and funny noises coming out of it and I tried to close 
it, tried to stop and couldn't seem to do it. It was Just beyond my 
control. It was dt that period where the torture lot up and I was 
allowed to lay on the floor for a while; later propped up in a chair 
until I had gained control of my speech again and was able to talk. 

0 Dp you have some idea about how long th9 entire interrogation lasted? 

A Tho interrogation started after sunrise, after breakfast, to my recol¬ 
lection probably about eight or nine in the morning. I was served 
lunch that noon in the interrogation room and remained there for a con¬ 
siderable period afterwards, probably until about three P.M. 

0 You mentioned being served lunch, "ill you describe the situation you 
were in, hor you ate and so forth? 

A Tho foe 4 was brought to me the seme as it had beon in my cell, in bowls. 

I was rut at a tablo in the corner by myself, feeing the rail, rhile 
Ilakizawa an* the interpreter ate at their desk. They had pretty good 
chow. I managed to eat by holding the bowls between my hands and eating 
out of the bowl with my mouth, using no ute, oils at all. 

Q V.ore you furnished any medical attention following th9 interrogation? 

A I was net furnished any me 4 ic°l attention whatsoever. I was not even 
allowed to wash my hands and face. I was still the way I had been 
when I was ricked up. The beating was ailed to that and I was finally 
allowed to wash the morning I left, tho 28th of October. 

0 To go back to the treatment, as best you can, will you state how long 
each one of these various tortures were continued on you and whether 
or not all were continuous? 

A None of the tortures used were over discontinued until the end cf tho 
torture period, fty hands were first squeezed with the -encils and that 
was continued until the sad. Shortly after that I was forced tc kneel 
and tho bar put between my knees with the man standing on that bar 
Jumring on it squeezing- the poncils to the side. V.hile in that position, 
I was burned and I was held in that position, the same situation while 
I was whipped about the face. 
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Q How long following this treatment were you removed from Formosa, and 
where were you taken? 

A I was flown out, to the best of ray knowledge, the 28th of October, 1944. 

I, of course, had no calendar other than my recollection of the day 
I was shot down, making marks on the rails of the various cells I had 
been in, remembering to start up again when I was transferred, and 
that seemed the date to mo. 

Q 7,here were you token? 

A I was taken to the prison camp at Gfuna, Japan. I v.as one of 14 that 
came up fron Formosa. The group cf us, 29 in all, having been captured 
in that series of strikes. 15 flown to Japan, the last about the and 
of December : 44; the remaining 14 ware executed. Of the 15 to Japan 
five died, I believe, and nine of us lived to see the end of the war 
and be repatriated by our troops and three of us well enough to go home 
without being in the hospital for any length of time. 

P Tihut is your present station? 

A I was stationed at Corpus Christi, Texas for a refresher course in 

flight training when I received the orders to report hers to the Judge 
Advocate General's Department for witness at a war crimes trial. 

LT FULLER: You may cross examine. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

0 (By Lt. Turner) You say there were four persons present during the 
interrogation and that Makizawa sat behind the desk at all times, is 
that right? 

A That is my recollection. 

Q There were two guards which to you arreared to be privates. Wore there 
any other Japanese officers present? 

A After this torture session I mentioned had been concluded, it is 

possible that others may have come in. I naturally do not have too 
clear a memory of things that hspr»nod after receiving such a beating. 

P Did any one other than Makizawa direct questions to you through the 
interpreter? 

I It seemd to me that all questions addressed to me by the interpreter 
were addressed aft 3 r consultation with Makizawa or as being re-phrased 
by him when I did not understand them, did not answer thorn the way he 
wished by himself. 

C Did those other men speak to the interpreter while you wero there? 

A I am not sure that the other men *-ere even there so I oouldn't answer 

that question. I S9id that it was possible they came in. TJy memory is 

• not too clear. 

Q What I mean, the two guards that you say actually performed theS 3 things. 

A The guards appeared to taka orders both from Makizawa and the interpreter. 
That is when he asked me e question in English and I gave an answer 
that ho did not like to the question he would tell the guards to give 
me a little rough stuff, end the main idea for the torture though was 
given to the guards by Makizawa. 

Q You say that Makizawa directed those men. Do you understand Jacanese? 

A I have well enough an idea of a proceeding of that sort to know the 

man sitting behind the desk would be the one in authority Just like the 
Judges here would be the Judges in the court room, and he was the man 
dressed in a uniform what appeared to be a Japanese officer's uniform. 
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while the uniforms of the ether two man who rare in the military service 
appearad to be privates and they definitely took direction from him 
and the interpreter who was drassed in civilian clothes. 

Q Do you understand Japanese? 

A I picked up a smattering of it at the prison later. At that time I 

did not understand Japanese, other than the word "Hai" which I believe 
is yes, sir. My pronunciation may be bad, but I know that is the terra 
used for saying yea to a command, for obeying it, I remember ordors 
being given by Efeklzawa, by the interpreter end that word being used 
by the soldiers who were holding me, 

Q Then because Makitawa ?.as the senior officer present you assumed he was 
the one who gav9 the orders, is that right? 

A I say that he gave the orders D?cau3e he acted as the one in authority 
at that trial. He called for the different punishments as they camej 
apparently caused them to be carried out. It was a fairly thought out 
plan possibly but no preparations were made for it in advance, each of 
the instruments being gone after or picked up as they might be found. 

It seemed to be entirely his om idea, When I told him it was strictly 
against all custom and law that I be treated in that manner he answered, 
"I do not care," If I may add to that, there were other prisoners tnat 
came through the same camp and later went up to Japan with me and I have 
talked with them sinco and they described the same Jail, the s p me build¬ 
ing, some of the same men that I knew there, so they were evidently 
in the same interrogation center where this took place on Formosa, 

Not a single man of the remaining group was tortured in any ray by the 
interrogator or Japanese intelligence and none of them remember having 
Makizawa as an interrogator, although they may have, 

LT TURNER: No further questions. 

LT FULLER: The prosecution has no further questions from the ritness, 

LT CCL BERRY: The Commission has a few Questions re'd like to put to 

the witness. 


EXAMINATION BY THE COMMISSION 

Q (By Major Yockey) Lieutenant, when you left this room, wore you again 
blindfolded and handcuffed? 

A Yes, I was again blindfolded. The handcuffs were put on after the 
torture treatment because I was still giving them no cooperation 
other than wrong answers and lies to the things they asked me. I 
deliberately lied to questions so they couldn’t trust any information 
that I might give end they put the handcuffs on during the remainder 
of the Interrogation period quite tightly, f.(v hands were pretty black 
and blue in this region (indicating the wrist) because the handcuffs 
were on very heavy. 

0 What was your civilian occupation? 

A I worked as a oarpenter during the suramors, that is, apprentice. That 

is my father's occupation. I also helped in the design cf houses. He 
designs all of them for his boss who is a contractor. And fror September 
to June I was a college student, civil engineering, University cf 
Nebraska. 

Q Are you still in active service in the Navy? 

A Yes, I am. 
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0 (Ey Lt Col Berry) Lieutenant, I understood you to flay In your direct 
examination that you landed In the sea at a point about 10 miloss off 
the shore cf Formosa, I understood you to say you were opposite Tnihoku 
is that correct? 

A No, Takno. It's a port city near the southern tip ^n the western 

coast. If you wish to check that more accurately, the army B-29s came 
over from China on the 14th, the day I was shot down, vhile I was in my 
life raft and bombed - hat I took to be the city cf Takao. I could see 
the smoking flame 3 during that day end the next night. 

Q You spoke of an cvo.*night train trip. Do you know to what point you 
were taken at the end of that trip? 

A Supposing I was picked up in the Takao area, I travelled all night and 
that morning on the train, apparently a good train ard not capable of 
any great speed, but continuously for about 12 to 14 hours, and suppos¬ 
ing myself to be in the Takao region the logical place that I could 
have rent is towards the north. I expected it to ho the capital city 
of Formosa. I expected that to be the headquarters. I am not sure 
but others say that ie where it wes. 

Q Lieutenant, you spoke of arriving at the end of this train trip at 
a town, do you kn^w the name of that town? 

A No, I do not know its name. All I can say is thet I remember getting 
off the train, going over it seemed to mo a wooden floor overpass 
over the train and railroad tracks, evidently a large train terminal. 
There were many reople there. I had been blindfolded the whole tine 
on the train and leaving - it. I was put into a truck and taken only 
a short drive from the train station to a brick Jail with heavy wooden 
doors on the cells; a high bridge wall about 12 foot high around the 
Jail. 

Q On the day that you had lunch in the room when you were being interroga¬ 
ted by Makizawa were you handcuffed while you were eating your lunch? 

A If I remember correctly, 1 was handcuffed whsn I first started to eat. 
They wore very discouraged with me and I could net make any headway 
at all with my food, being - handcuffed, bo the cuff was removed from 
one hand while I did eat and replaced immediately upon finishing. 

0 You describod the pencil treatment to us a short time ego. YJhen the 
pencils were placed between your fingers, did it take one or two 
persons, shall I say, tooperate pencils in any one hand? 

a. It took Just one man on each hand. He would grip them with b^th of 

his hands on each end as they stuck out and squeeze them, twist them, 
working back end forth. 

Q r .ho were the persons that operated the pencils? 

A They were the two enlisted men in the room, the guards that were in 
charge of me all during - the interrogation. 

LT COL BERRY: Those are all the questions the Commission has at this 

time. 

LT FILLER: I have two Questions at this time. 

RE-DIRECT EXAMINATION 

0 (Ey Lt Fuller) Lieutenant, I doa‘t believe at any time you stated 
your age, would you give that please? 

A I will be 24 next 14th cf October. I was shot down on my 22nd birthday. 
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Q About the pencils between your fingers, wore any methods used other than 
grasping the pencils together? 

A No, the trip of the ran holding them "dth two hands like that (indicating) 
was sufficient to break single pencils end to break double ones. 

«here thoy hod substituted these hard wood pen-holders, which were 
heavy, and they didn't break. They lasted out the rest of the treatment. 

Q ?.'3re your fingers also grasped? 

A Not that I remember except Just to put the pencils through and 

sometimes to get them straightened when they cam9 out of line and 
the pressure not effective they'd bo held like this (indicating) to get 
them in line so the prossure would be applied straight through and not 
be weetod, 

LT COL BERRY: Any further questiofla of this witness': 

IT FULLER: None. 

LT COL BERRY; Tho witness may be excused. 


(Witness exsused.) 

LT COL BERRY: At this time the Commission will recess until two 
o'slock this afternoon. 

(Whereupon the Commission adjourned at 1210 hours on 9 May 1946 to 
reconvene at 1400 hours on 9 May 1946.) 




AFTERMOON SES3I0N 

... pursuant to adjournment, the Commission reconvened at 1400 
hours, 9 May 1946, at which time all members of the Commission, the 
accused, personnel of the prosecution and defense, the interpreting 
staff and official reporter resumed their seats in the court room... 

COLONEL BERRY: The Commission is in session. 

PROSECUTOR: May it please the Commission, we have a new reporter 
to be sworn this afternoon. 

(Whereupon Lillyan It. Hoyle was sworn as reporter to the Commission. 

PROSECUTOR: We will call as our first witness this afternoon, 

Claude Johnson. 

CLiiUDE A JOHNSON 

called as a witness on behalf of the prosecution, was first duly sworn, 
was examined and testified as follows* 

DIRtCT EXAMINATION 
(John Krnnz Isdanor, interpreting.) 

PROSECUTOR: ilth the permission of the Commission, I would like 
to have this document marked for identification as Prosecution's Exhibit 
No. 2. 

(Document so marked.) 


Will you state your name, please. 

Claude Johnson. 

In that capacity are j ou now serving with the War Department? 

..s agent for the War Crimes Commission in the judge ..dvocate General 
office. 


During the latter part of April, 1946, did you have occasion to go 
to the Shanghai Municipal Jail and there to obtain from the accused, 
Yoshio Makizawa, a statement written in Japanese? 

I did. 


I will hand you Prosecution's Exhibit No. 2 and ask if that is tne 
statement that you obtained several days later from the defendant, 
Yoshio Makizawa? 

A (after examining document) Yes, it is. 

f> Sill you describe the circumstances under which the statement was 
obtained, that is with reference to vhethor it was obtained on the 
same day the matter was discussed with the accused, or was it sub¬ 
sequently picked up at a later date? 

A The accused was given paper and pencil the first tine 1 w„s there 
:.nd asked to prepare a statement, which statement was picked up 
about two or three days later. 

Q Was Prosecution's Exhibit No. 2 obtained voluntarily from the ac¬ 
cused? 

A Yes, it was. 
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Q Has it subsequently remained in the files of the judge advocate 
General' s office here in Shanghai? 

A To the best of iny knowledge, it has. 

FR06LCUTUR: ,.t this time I offer into evidence Prosecution's Exhibit 
No, 2, statement in Japanese of Yoshio Makizawa. 

DEFENSE: May I ask a question or two, 

PROSECUTOR: Yes. 


CROSS BU1CN/.T1CN 

0 Johnson, you say you picked this up, yourself, from the accused? 

A Yes sir. 

Q And hew do jou identify this as the one you picked up? 

A At the time I picked it up, sir, I had the accused initial each page 

of it. 

y Did you initial it yourself? 

A I had the accused do that. 

DEFENSE: Nothing further. 

COLONEL BERRY: It might bo pertinent to inquire as to whether this 
statement is relative to this proceeding. 

HlOSECUTOR: Sir, at a later date, by a subsequent witness, I expect 
to show the translation of it. This statement is written in Japanese and 
I am not, with this witness, in position to interpret the statement. 

COLONEL BERRY: You offer it to the Commission to incorporate in the 
record, don't you? 

PROSECUTOR: Yes, and I will tie it in by a subsequent witness, 

COLONEL BERRY: Would you say that it does relate to this proceeding? 

PROSECUTOR: Well, sir, I will have to use the interpreter to inter¬ 
pret it, but what 1 was doing at this time was showing how we obtained the 
statement. The interpreter who interpreted the document was not present 
when the statement was picked up. That is the reason 1 can offering it in 
this manner. 

COLONEL BERRY: It seems to the Commission it might be well to delay 
the offer of this Exhibit into the record until it is indicated that it 
does relate to this proceeding, 

PROSECUTOR* Very well. ..e have no further questions of this witness. 

COLONEL BERRY: There being no further questions, the witness is 
excused. 

(Whereupon the- witnes.. wi thdrew from the witness stand and resumed 
a soat in the court room.) 

PROSECUTOR: The prosecution cells Captain Hahm as its next witness. 
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RYONG C HaA 

celled as a witness on behalf of the prosecution, being first duly sworn, 
was examined and testified as follows; 

DIRECT EXaMINaTION 

(John Kranz Isdanor, interpreting.) 

Q (By Lt Fuller) Will you state your name and rank, please. 

A R. C. Hahm, Captain. United States Arny. 

Q In what capacity are you serving with the War Department at this time, 
Captain? 

A I cm an interpreter and translator. 

q What experience have you had in the translation of Japanese documents? 

DEFENSE; i.'e will concede the Captain's qualification as an inter¬ 
preter and translator in Jcpanese. 

PROSECUTOR; he would like to have this document marked Prosecution's 
Exhibit No. 3 for identification. 

(Document so marked.) 

Q Captain, I hand ycu Prosecution's Exhibits 2 and 3, and ask you to 
explain to the Commission what they consist of. 

1 This Exhibit, Prosecution's Exhibit No. 2, is Japanese statement from 
Yoshio liakizawa and Prosecution's Exhibit No. 3 is the English trans¬ 
lation of Exhibit No. 2. 

q Is the English translation of the Japanese statement an accurate trans¬ 
lation, Captain? 

A Yos, it is. 

To what does the Japanese statement relate? 

A This document is relating to the case before this Military Co. mission. 

PROSECUTOR: At this time the Prosecution offers in evidence the two 
documents identified as Prosecution's Exhibit 2 and 3. 

DEFENSE: No objection. 

(thereupon the witness started to withdraw from the stand and the 
President of the Commission spoke up.) 

COLONEL BERRY: May I ask the witness a question. 

QUESTION BY THE COURT 

Q Captain Hahm, did you make the translation contained in prosecution's 
Exhibit No. 3? I am speaking about the English translation. tL ra you 
the one who made that translation from the Japanese into English? 

A Yes. 

COLONEL BERRY: There being no objection. Prosecution's Exhibit 
No. 2 end Prosecution's Exhibit No. 3 will be accepted and made a part 
of the record of this case. 

(Prosecution's Exhibits No. 2 and No. 

3 , were received in evidence.) 
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PROSECUTOR: The prosecution h-.s no further questions of this witness. 

DEFENSE: No questions. 

COLONEI BERRY: The witness will be excused. 

PROSECUTOR: Captain Hahm, will you trice the str.nd just one more second. 

RYONG C HAHM 

recalled as a witness for thG prosecution, was reminded ho was still under 
oath, was examined and testified as follows; 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 

f\ Captain Hahn, I call your attention to two xrr.tters in the statement 

that were inadvertently overlooked, they are the two sketches in the 

Japanese statefient. You will observe that they do not appear on the 

English translation of the statement. That is the only difference 

in tho two, is it not? 

4 Yes. 

PROSECUTION: Prosecution has no further questions. Defense nave any 
questions? 

DEFENSE: None. 

COLONEL BERRY: The witness is excused. 

(thereupon the witness withdrew from the witness stand and resumed his 
seat at the interpreter's table.) 

PROSECUTOR: With the permission of the Coxauission, I would like to 
refrain fro«. reading the entire statement for the reason that it is rather 
lengthy' and there is considerable material in it that bears on the personal 
history of the accused but does not particularly relate to this case. The 
original document. Prosecution's Exhibit No. 2, is in Japanese, and if 
permissible we might hand the statement to the accused and let him follow 
that in that mfnner, or if tho Commission wishes, we will read the entire 
statement. 

(At this point the prosecutor handed each member of the Commission 
a copy of Prosecution's Exhibit No. 3, the English translation of Prosecu¬ 
tion's Exhibit No. 2) 

COLONEL BERRY: The Commission would like the entire Exhibit No. 3 
road at this tine and suggest, as you have indicated, that the original 
Japanese be handed to the accused ana that he follow the reading in 
English as it appears in Japanese. He will not know, because of the angliah, 
what is being said lx English, but that is your suggestion and it is agree¬ 
able to the Commission. 

DEFENSE: If it please the Commission, the transition of the document 
can be read in English and the interpreter can explain tc the .ccused that 
the reading li English is tho translation of the stateiuont he gave. 

COLONEL BERRY: That is agreeable with the Commission and 1 believe 
the Co>uiU3sion would like the translation read at this time. 

(Whereupon the interpreter explained to the accused that the document 
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to be read the Prosecutor, was the English translation of the Japanese 
document then handed to the accused, being Prosecution*s Exhibit No. 2.) 

PROSECUTOR: (Starting to read) "Report of Major Makizawa, Number 
of pages,- 

COLONEL BERRY: Just a minute, they are not finished explaining. 

(The explanation was continued by Mr. Isander, who then indicated to 
Defense Counsel that he had completed the explanation.) 

COLONEL BERRY: Ready? 

DEFENSE: Yes. 

COLONEL BEILRY; (To Prosecutor) You may proceed. 

(thereupon the prosecutor read the following document. Prosecution's 
Exhibit No. 3, to the Commission.)

March 3i 1915 Born. Later went to primary school, middle school 
and entered Yamaguchi Higher Commercial School. 

March, 1936 Graduated the last school and entered the Onoda 
Cement Co# 

January, 1937 Entered the Yamaguchi 42nd Infantry Regiment. 

Later I passed examinations for officers* candidates. 

January, 1938 I was made probationax officer. I asked to be 
sent to the Chida Array Infantry School and studied communica¬ 
tions for five months. Then I returned to my own unit. 

July, 1938 I was commissioned 2nd Lieutenant and transferred 
to the Staff Headquarters where I was made General Affairs 
Officer. 

December, 1939 Promoted to 1st Lieutenant. 

March, 1942 Promoted to Captain. 

July, 19CT~ I was ordered to be transferred to the Formosa 
ijrjy where I would be attached to the Headquarters. I was order¬ 
ed to work in the Information Section, 

August, 1944 Promoted to rank of Major. 

3. My Duties in the Formosa army. 

(1) Chain of Command. 

Commander of the Army. (General Ando) 

Chief of Staff. (Lt. Gen. Isayfjna) 

Information Staff Affair (Lt. Col. Onuma) 
Makizawa. 

But the Information Staff Officer was succeeded on October 17, 
1944 (according to ny recollection) by Staff Officer Major Ida who 
came from the War Dept. 

(2) The Information Section was headed by Onuma Staff 
Officer. It handled the office affairs in connection with general 
war developments, maps for military use and geography. My predeces¬ 
sor was Captain Nakano. In addition there were two Second lieutenants, 
and about five non-commissioned officers and privates. 

(3) After arriving at his post, Makizawa had been ordered 
to learn and study the work with principal emphasis upon the general 
war situation. After the first big raid on Formosa in October, 1944, 
conditions among the masses of the island who include a large number 
of people of Chinese descent began to gradually deteriorate and the 
newly appointed Staff Officer Ida ordered Makizawa to investigate 
conditions among the people. 

4. Persons Connected with the Investigation of the crews of 

the American Planes during the period of the raids on 

Taiwan from October 12, to 14, 1944. 

(1) Unit which captured the men. 

Some time elapsed until the prisoners were escorted to the ..rmy Head¬ 
quarters. The unit which captured them made the necessary investiga¬ 
tions and made a brief report on it. 
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(2) The Formosa ^rrjy Headquarters.. 

a. Aside i'ron the work of the InfoiViatiun Section 
(listed below), it scorns that the staff Headquarters also investigates 
letters connected with aniation and meteorology." 

PROSECUTOR: I believe this is a misprint and that word should 
be "aviation". (He then continued reading.) 

"b. judiciary Department. 

Major Matsuo who was chief of the Taiwan army’s Detention Station and 
a member of the Formosa ^rwy Court Martial carried out quite a de¬ 
tailed investigation of matters of everyone necessary to the confine¬ 
ment of the prisoners in the Detention Staoion and necessary to a 
military tribunal. Utilizing the results, the Information Section 
made investigations of some prisoners. 

(3) Headquartors of the 8th Air Division. 

Because it is the unit which carries out the army’s attack in Formosa 
the investigation of the Taiwan Araiy Headquarters was rather quickly 
completed and an order was received to refer to the investigation of 
that division. 

That division, by negotiations with the Formosa Army, heard from 
Major Matsuo that an investigation would be made after the prisoners 
were brought to the Headquarters from the Formosa Army's Detention 
Station (by automobile). 

I know nothing about the actual investigation. 

(4) Navy. 

The navy also heard from Major Matsuo that n investigation would be 
made. But I don’t know the details. 

(5) Investigation Section of Imperial Headquarters. 

.The Investigation Section of the Imperial Headquarters arrived in 
Formosa immediately after the raid and I heard that it would conduct 
an investigation into the various technical details, 

I heard this from the interpreter who was to help them. 

(6) I know nothing more about the matter. 

5. Treatment of Prisoners. 

(1) There was an order from the central authorities that 
the crewmen viio were shot down were not to be treated as general 
prisoners, that they were to be quickly and in a public manner escort¬ 
ed to the Highest Headquarters, the necessary investigations made, and 
the unit on the spot make the announcement, etc, 

I heard from the Information Staff Officer that this order had 
been transmitted to all units, (I believe this was in the time when 
Onuua was Staff Officer. 

The prisoners were given diagnoses every day at the same place 
and the wounded received kind medical treatment. I heard this from 
Matsuo, 

6. The investigation of the Formosa Army Information Section, 
When the crewmen of the American planes from the American task force 
that raided Formosa on October 12, 1944 were shot down, captured, 
and the Information Staff Officer came to escort them to the Formosa 
Army Headquarters, he instructed us. 

"Investigate the prisoners quickly. Clarify the situation of 
the enemy. There was an order that the items of investigation will 
be indicated by the Formosa Army Regulations for Information ,.ork 
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(Note 1.) Ordnance on Regulations of Operation (Japanese Array) and 
later instructions (Note 2.). At the time the Headquarters was in 
a state of considerable confusion due to the big raids that were 
being carried out over the entire island. 

(1) The items of investigation stipulated in the Formosa 
Array Regulations for Information work, are the ranks and names of 
prisoners, their dates of birth, personal histories, families, or¬ 
ganization of military units, channel of command, new weapons, morale 
and other material that might be of reference, and they are fixed by 
the Commander of the Formosa Army. 

(2) Items of investigation indicated in later instruc¬ 
tions are the position of the task force, place of the ship's depart¬ 
ure, assigned zone of attack movements after the attack, effect of 
the attack on Japanese forces, were listed in piece-meal fashion. 

American Air Crewmen Investigated by Makizawa. 

Six or seven. Of them I recall in the first investigation on 
October 12, one non-conmissLcnxl officer, and a tall Lieutenant, whose 
name was David or Davidson. 

Except in the case of ensign walasek, everything was done peace¬ 
fully and not one finger was laid on the prisoners. 

Tea and cakes were offered them while they were being investi¬ 
gated, and they were permitted to smoke cigarettes. 

Major katsuo of the Legal Affairs Department, was also asked 
to handle them in the same manners and I believe he carried out 
accordingly. 

The prisoners were escorted to the Formosa Headquarters and 
placed in the Detention Station. The responsibility for the handling 
of the prisoners was transferred to the station. But when there was 
an investigation from the outside it was conducted with the permis¬ 
sion of the Detention Station Warden on the basis of instructions 
from the Information Staff Officer. 

I made no other investigations except the investigation made 
on the above October raid. 

(3) Captain Nakano, in his spare time between investiga¬ 
tion of damages sustained in Formosa and study of general war situa¬ 
tion, came to attend the investigations once or twice and if 1 recall 
correctly, he investigated one or two persons himself. (He should 
have received special instructions from the staff officer.) 

7. The circumstances of the Investigation of Ensign walasek, 

(1) Circumstances before opening tho Investigation. 

a. I recall October 19, 1944 as the date when the 
investigation was made. 

b. Just before noon on that day there was a telephone 
call from the detention station, saying, "A new prisoner has arrived. 
Would you like to investigate him?" (Naturally I believe that this 
was based on instructions from Ma 0 or katsuo). Makizawa answered, 

"V,e will investigate him. Have- the preparations made." 

Accompanied by 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi (note 1) and Interpreter Ogata 
(note 2), who were in tho Information Section office, Makizawa stopped 
en route at the Staff Room and entered to receive any instructions 
frern Staff Officer Ida, but the latter was not in and so he went on 
tr. -vne room of the Information Section's Office for (nrTita.y mep* and 
geographical data near the roar gate. He had 2nd Lt. K&wagucni go to 
the detention station and bring the prisoner (note 3), 
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c. Map of tho Compound of tho Formosa Aruy Head¬ 
quarters • ■» 

PROSECUTOR: This is the map shown in the original statement, a 
sketch of which was not prepared for the English translation and the 
Com.dssion does not have it. 

C0L01IEL EERRY: This is not in the copies of the document? 

PROSECUTOR: No, sir. 

COLONEL PERRY: It doesn’t havo any bearing on the evidence? 

PROSECUTOR: No, sir. 

" Note 1. While 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi was en route to the Phillipines 
to take his post with the 14th Area Army there he waited for the 
plane to take him to the Philippines at Taihoku. And since he was 
to do information work after reaching his post, he expressed a desire 
to be permitted to take part in the investigation of prisoners then 
in progress and he had been promised that he would have an opportunity 
if he came to the Information Section every day. 

At the time (immediately after the Formosa raids) American planes 
were active between Formosa and the Philippines and naturally there 
were no regular flights. Military planes sought some opportunity and 
got in touch and all persons going to the Philippines came to the 
Information Section understanding the situation and when conditions 
were good and there was a possibility that there might be a military 
plane, they went to the airdrome and seized their chance to get a 
ride. It amounted to their going back and forth between the two 
places every day. 

Later (October 23rd is the date that clings to my mind though 
it may be later) 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi went to the Philippines, seizing 
a chance to go on a military plane. Unfortunately, however, the plane 
was attacked en route by an American plane and was shot down. This I 
heard from one who made the daily trip from the Information Section 
to the airdrome and back. 

Note 2 . Interpreter Ogata was transferred from Eanchuria to 
Formosa. He was the interpreter attached to the 10th Division and 
was working with the Formosa Army Staff Headquarters. At the time of 
the October raids ho was ordered to interpret in the investigation 
of prisoners. 

Later when the American forces landed on the Philippines and 
when the 10th Division was to go to the Philippines, he returned to 
this division and went to the Philippines with the unit, (as I 
recollect it, this was late in October, 1944, or early in November.) 
Vvhat happened to him after that I don*t know. 

Note 3 . Soon after arriving at his post. Staff Officer Ida was 
extremely busy establishing contacts with the outside and doing other 
work. When he was out, he left orders that all work should be carried 
on as before. 

(2) Opening of the Investigations. 

2nd Lieutenant Kawaguchi came to the room from the detention station 
with Ensign Valasok and a civilian guard, (a jailer whose name I do 
not know). We sat down in the positions shown in the following 
graph," 

PROSECUTOR: This is a copy of the graph that was in tho original 
statement. 
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"The handcuffs on Ensign '. alasok's wrists were removed (the jailer 
removed them with his key.) 


Makizawa: In the name of the Commander-in Chief of the Formosa Aruy, 
we will now begin the interrogation. Answer truthfully to 
the questions. 

Walasck; Yes.

(From this point on the procedure was to ask about 
military data, and he asked about "jalasek's unit, his 
ship, and other things). 

'As an American naval officer, I will scy absolutely nothing 
about what is secret." 

(He changed the wording and referred to other investiga¬ 
tions and strongly urged him to make a statement). 

(He mr.de it clear and strong that he would not say any¬ 
thing under any circumstances). 

(Confronted with a situation that he had never met up 
to now, he was perplexed. 


A3 I recall it the general war situation at that time (abeut 
October 19th) was that the American Armies had invaded Leyte Island 
and had begun landing operations and on about October 15th or 16th 
by order of Staff Officer Onuma, he went to report the items of investi¬ 
gation to the Chief of Staff (Lt.Gen. Isayama). 

At the time the raid on Taiwan was over, but there was a report 
that, what seemed to be part of the carrier strength of the United 
States was proceeding southward off Formosa toward waters east of the 
Philippines. 

Concerning this the Chief of Staff asked Makizawa, "How do you 
judgo this?" Because he was not clear about this development, uaki- 
zawa remained silent. 

The Chief of Staff then cited the Imperial Headquarters announce¬ 
ment releasod at that time and expressed his opinion as to "what the 
aircraft carriers were and what pi?.ns they have," And he told Makizawa 
to study the situation more earnestly. 

Because conditions were such, I realized that it was niy duty to 
make cloar quickly under whatever conditions the unit of Ensign 
t.’alasek, and his ship's name, etc. I considered coercive methods. 

On the one hand, I had never employed them up to now. The use 
of coercive means was against human kindness, but I finally made up 
my mind that it was unavoidable if I were to carry out my duties 
faithfully. 


(3) Coercive Methods. 

a. I instructed 2nd Lieutenant Kawaguchi to place pen¬ 
cils between his finders and make him grip them. Lieutenant Kawaguchi 
placed long pencils between his fingers and gripped the pencils to¬ 
gether but, perhaps because of the disparity in the strength of the 
pencils, one of them broke. So a pen was substituted in its place, 
and this tine with the pencils between the fingers, the fingers were 
gripped together. 

During this time, the grip was tightened again. As I recall it, 
this kept up for four or five minutes. 
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b. A mop handle was placed behind his knees and the 
prisoner was made to kneol (with legs folded under). When I entered 
the room I saw the mop standing up at the entrance to the investiga¬ 
tion room. Because a Japanese is accustomed to sitting (with knees 
doubled up), I don't think he would suffer much from this degree of 
treatment, but I thought it would be agony to Ensign ’..alasek who 
docs not sit this way ordinarily, and so I thought of this method. 

At first I placed tho handle between the back of his knees and 
made him sit with knee doubled on the floor, but he did not show 
much signs of suffering. So when 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi asked, "Shall 
I put rny Vfeight on the stick," I ordered: "Get on (the stick)." 

After that, the interpreter also got on tho stick if 1 remember 
rightly. 

This standing on the stick was not continuous of course. The 
men got off and he (the prisoner) was urged to make a statement. And 
to make Ensign Halasek talk, they got on again. During this time, the 
stick was brought into the room. I think the total time was about 
five minutes. 


c. The non-metallic tip of the strap used on a brief¬ 
case was used to strike the prisoner's ear, and while he was being 
warned, ho was struck on both cheeks. 

I ordered 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi to do this and he did. He was struck 
once or twice, then urged to make a statement just as before. 

After this was done more than 10 times. Ensign walasek cried out, 
"I say, I say." (Or perhaps he said, "I'll say." I don't know. And 
believing that he was going to make a statement, I stopped the co¬ 
ercive methods. I believe this was about five or six minutes. After 
that I took no coercive means. 

(4) The investigation after that. 

I ordered Ensign w'alasek to take his seat. Ensign balasek stood up 
of his own accord and took his seat. First I asked the name of his 
ship and he answered: "The Wasp." "The wasp" was a name that had 
appeared in the investigations before that time. 

It was confirmed by his escort (guard?) that the Ensign had 
been shot down off Takao in the southern part of Formosa on October 
14th. But already time had passed since then and he could not know 
about the movenents of the Wasp after that so after asking simple 
questions, I ended the investigation. Then I had the civilian guard 
take him back to the Detention Station. Ensign Walasek walked under 
his own power and left the room. 

(As I recall it, though it was the usual formality with those 
in the room, I instructed them not to mention the fact that the in¬ 
vestigation of fliers of enemy planes that were shot down were being 
conducted vdthin the Formosa Army Headquarters). 

(5) The Report. 

Makizawa, Kawaguchi and the interpreter briefly went through 
the items of investigation. The Makizawa went to the Staff room and 
made a report to Information Staff Officer ha^or Ida, about the items 
of investigation and the methods that had to be taken. Staff Officer 
Ida asked a number of questions about the items of investigation, 
but made no special reference to the methods of investigation. 

8. The Trial by tho Formosa Army. 

In about October 1945 the Prisoners of War Investigation Commission 
was formed in Formosa. I was summoned before it and after mking a 
statement of the situation at that time I was placed in the Formosa 
Army Detention Station from November 1st. On November 6th I was put 
on trial before the Formosa Army Temporary Court Martial (with thu 
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attendance of the American .illitarj Representative in Formosa)* On 
November 15tn 1 was sentenced to ten months imprison .lent. 

Until I was transferred to the General Headquarters of the 
Chinese Garrison Forces (Taihoku) on January 21st 1946, I served 
ray sentence in the Formosa Array Detention Station and then I came 
here* 

Concerning the verdict of the Formosa ..nay Court-*_artial, I 
would like to say' that I believe that the methods I took were un¬ 
avoidable in the pursuit of my assigned duties. «t the same time 
I can find no excuse to make to insign Vfolasok as an individual. 

I think that I should atone for my crime ho art and soul, and will 
eorve ray sentence willingly. 


The above was written of i^y own free will.

(The accused had followed the Japanese original during the reading of 
the English translation and it was unnecessary to read the Japanese.)

COLCXmEL BiHRY: May 1 interrupt for a moment. Do you wish to correct 
your statement. Captain? 

A Yes, the Theater is United States Forces, China, 

Q I hand you document marked Prosecution's Exhibit No. 4, for identifi¬ 
cation, and ask you to explain the circumstances of this document 
being in your possession. 
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PROSECUTOH: Prosecution has no further quest.ons. 

DEFENSE: Defense has no questions. 

COLONEL BERRY: No questions from the Commission. The witness is 
excused. 

(thereupon the witness withdrew from the witness stand and resumed 
his seat in the court room.) 

PROSE&jTOR: With the permission of the Commission, I would like at 
this time to read the document identified as Prosecution's Exhibit No. 4 
and in that connection the document is so certified that attached and as 
a part of it, is a case involving another party. That part of the docu¬ 
ment, or rather two pages of the document, in no way refer to the trial 
of the accused. If permissible, I would like to read only that portion 
which refers to this case. 

COLONEL BERRY: Is the entire document included in the Exhibit, that 
is, including the two pages to which you refer? 

PROSECUTOR: Yes, it is all certified as one and to pull out part 
would leave it improperly certified. The first page refers to both cases, 
the second page, one column refers to this case and one to the other case, 
The entire page 2 and the first paragraph on page 3 refer entirely to the 
.other case and then page 3 with the exception,--no, I believe the entire 
page 3 refers to the case now on trial, and then the certificate follows. 

DEFENSE: I haven't heard it offered in evidence as yet. It is 
vary easily separated from the rest of the document, I believe. The 
actual Exhibit, itself, is a series of two exhibits to a report of in¬ 
vestigation and it is a simple matter to eliminate one exhibit or one 
part of that exhibit before it is offered. H can be eliminated with 
very little difficulty. 

COLONEL BERRY: Does the Prosocutor wish to make the offer at this 

time? 

PROSECUTOR: I believe it has been previously offered. I fan under 
the impression I had offered it. 

COLONEL BERRY; I think the Defense Counsel is correct and the Ex¬ 
hibit was merely marked and at that point instead of reading then you 
suggested you would like to question Captain Gillard further. 

PROSECUTOR: All right, sir, in order to remove any doubt about it, 
at this time I will endeavor here to separate the document as far as 
possible but I don't believe it should be pulled apart. 

COLONEL BERRY: Why don't you just make your offer at this time? 

PROSECUTOR: At this time Prosecution offers in evidence document 
identified as Prosecutor's Exhibit No. 4$ that is, tho first page of 
that document in its entiroty, lines 1 through 7 on page marked number 
1, the heading which I suppose can be identified as paragraph 3 on page 
1, columns 1 and 3 under the heading, and pages 3 and 4. 

DEFENSE: No objection to the exhibit. 

PROSECUTOR: I believe the reporter has checked her notes on the 
offer of the exhibit in evidence. 
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REPORTER: If the Commission please, in checking my notes 1 find 
that Prosecution's Exhibit No, 4 was offered in evidence and recoivod 
at the close of the testimony relative to that Exhibit, as follows; 
"Prosecution; At this time the Prosecution offers in evidence the 
document identified as Prosecution's Exhibit No. 4." The Defense replied 
"No objection." and it was received by Colonel Berry with the following 
statement, "There being no objection, the Exhibit will be received in 
evidence in this caso." At that point the Prosecution requested lea ve¬ 
to further examine the witness prior to reading the exhibit and the 
request was granted. 

FROSECUTOR; If the Commission doesn't insist on the entire document 
being read, the portions of it I have just referred to can be read at this 
time. With the permission of the Co:^J.ssion I would like to reoffer the 
document with permission to read into the record only those portions of 
the Exhibit, Prosecution's Exhibit No. 4, which relate to this case. 

COLONEL BERRY; Is that agreeable to the defense? 

DEFENSE; That is agreeable, yes sir. Thor- wore two cases mixed 
in. It is not very hard to separate them. 

COLONEL BERRY; The amended offer bj the Prosecution is accepted. 

(Prosecution's Exhibit No, 4 for ident¬ 
ification was received in evidence 
with only the port-ons set forth in 
the second offer by the Prosecutor to 
be read in the record.) 

PROSECUTOR; This is a regular form this is printed on, 

COLONEL BERHY; Do I understand the copies you just handed to the 
Commission are complete? 

PROSECUTOR; Yes, the reason for the difficulty is that these two 
matters wore certified together by the Japanese. The prosecution has no 
desire to confuse the two cases at all, but being one document in certain 
places we have both cases referred to in the same paragraph. 

(Whereupon the Prosecutor road into the record the portions of 
Prosecution's Exhibit No. 4 which relate to this case, as sot forth in 
the offer of the document.) 
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Transmitted herewith ere records of the trials of two officers

CC6l£NT BY SCREENING BOARD, .ICA/Chinaj The trial of Captain NAKANO 
and ilajor MAKIZAWA by Japanese courts-martial for crimes usually 
classed as violations of international law may indicate an attempt 
on the part of the Japanese military in Taiwan to forestall any 
similar but more drastic action on the part of Allied war crimes in¬ 
vestigation authorities by presenting the latter, at the appropriate 
time, with the legal faits accomplis embodied in the documents 
transmitted herewith. The fact that the disarmed Japanese armies 
have in many instances retained intact their pre-surrender adminis¬ 
trative structure, even to the provision of guardsfor camps in which 
they are confined as prisoners of war, would tend to facilitate such 
practices, the advantages of which may easily be seen in the brevity 
of the term of imprisonment to vhich each of the accused was senten¬ 
ced. Attention is directed to the use of "abuse of official authority" 
as grounds for punishment, implying that the punishment would have 
been the same had the accused inflicted similar treatment upon their 
own subordinates.

Concerning the case of the above, accused of abusing his official 
authority, the said Court-martial delivers the following sentence 
after due examination by Prosecutor, Colonel Seiichi Furukawa, Army 
Judiciary Officer: 


THE TEXT OF DECISION 

YOSHIO NAKIZAi A, the accused, is hereby sentenced to ten (10) 
months of imprisonment. 

GROUND 

YOSHIO luklZ^r.,., the defendant, joined the 42nd Infantry Regi¬ 
ment in January of tne 12th year of Shov.a (1937) on active service; 
became a military cadet and was sent to the China Military Infantry 
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School where he cocplctod a course in communication works. In July 
of the 13th year of Showa (1938) the said defendant was co^oissionod 
as 2nd Lieutenant and aftGr connected with the General Staff Office 
was transferred to the Taiwan ..nay General Headquarters in July of 
the 19th year of Showa (1944). ..ftor successive promotions the said 
defendant became a major in August of the same year. ..hile attached 
to the intelligence department of the General Headquarters, on the 
morning of October 19th of the same year at 9 o'clock in the inquiry 
room of the saia intelligence department - just at the time inquiries 
were being carried on among the carrier plane crews who were shot 
down in Formosa v:ith the object of obtaining information of the move¬ 
ment of the American Task Force invading Taiwan end other informations 
- when an American Naval Officer, ENSIGN EDEIN JuHN sw.LL.SACK, de¬ 
clined to answer any questions and his attitude bein 6 very arrogant; 
the said defendant considered that resorting to emergency methods 
wero unavoidable in obtaining information of the planned movement of 
the ..morican Task Force thereby setting up an immediate counter¬ 
measures against the ever-increasing air-raids of the ijnerican planes. 
Consequently the said defendant ordered 2nd Lieutenant CHliJCI 
KAwAGUCHI who was also present at the said inquiry to inflict bodily 
pains on the said ENSIGN. 2nd Lt. CKI.JCI Kn. AGUCHl, thereby, put 
three pencils between the fingers of both hands for several minutes 
pressed them. ; ,'hen the said ENSIGN seemed to show very little pain 
by this method the said Lt. then placed a broom handle (approximate 
diameter and length being 1 inch end 4 feet respectively) under tho 
knee joint in a regular sitting position. After stepping on ooth 
ends of the broom handle for about 5 minutes a leather belt (approx¬ 
imate width, thiclmess and length being 0.8 inches, 0.15 inches and 
4 feet respectively) attacked to the handbag was taken off and hold¬ 
ing the belt about 1 foot from the bucklcss end struck both cheeks 
of the said ENSIGN several times with due precaution as to rupture 
of the tympanic membranes. Thus the official authority was abused 
by resorting to above shameful action of maltreatment. 

In considering the validity of the evidences brought forth, 
it is considered fully sufficient since the defendant's testimony 
at the said court coincides with the above facts. 

In the light of the law the defendant's conduct falling under 
the j.rmy Penal Code i.rticlo No. 71, the sentence of imprisonnfcnt 
with the specified term of confinement was selected and consequently 
the verdict as set forth in the above TEXT OF DECISION is sentenced.

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(At the conclusion of the English reading. Captain Hahm trans¬ 
lated the document into Japanese and read it to the accused.) 

PROSECUTOR: At this time the Prosecution rests. 

COLONEL BERRY: The Commission will recess for about ten minutes. 

(Whereupon at 1545 hours the Ca^dasion recessed to reconvene at 
1558 hours, at which time all members of the Commission, the accused, 
personnel of the prosecution and defense, the interpreting staff and 
official reporter resumed their seats in the court-room.) 

COLONEL BERRY: The Commission is in session. 

DEFENSE: The defense has nothing to offer. The defense rests. 

COLONEL BERRY: are the prosecution and defense ready to proceed on 
oral argument at this time? 

PROSECUTOR: Yes, we are ready. 

DEFENSE: Yes, sir, I am ready. There is no oral argument by the 
defense in this case. 

PROSECUTOR: Hay it please the Commission, at the outset I would 
briefly like to call the Commission's attention to a few brief rules of 
law that are involved in this case. At first there is the Geneva prisoner 
of Aar Convention, Article 2, which in particular relates to the treat¬ 
ment which is required under that Convention to be given to prisoners of 
war. The article referred to also appears as paragraph 73 of ..ar Depart¬ 
ment Field Hanual, FM-27-10. The Article in question reads as follows* 

"In power of enemy power; treated with humanity; reprisals 
prohibited.— Prisoners of war are in the power of tne enemy 
power, but not of the individuals or bodies of troops who cap¬ 
ture them. 

They must at all times be treated with humanity and protected, 
particularly against acts of violence, insults, and public curiosity, 
measures of reprisal against them are prohibited." 

This is a rule the Japanese Government signified it would abide by 
through the correspondence which has been offered in evidence in this 
case. Prosecution's Exhibit No, 1. 

Further, if the Cornmijsion has any doubt as to any possibility of 
double Jeopardy, I would like to call tne Commission's attention to, not 
rules of warfare as to trial of cases of this type but the lav. of the 
United States as it is guaranteed by the Constitution of the United States 
to the Citizens of the United States. I would like to briefly read from 
a publication by the Jjidge advocate General School at Ann arbor, Michigan, 
from Text Book No, 4, entitled, "War powers and military Jurisdiction", 
page 22. 

' Double Amenability .--When the same act constitutes two offenses,i.e., 
one offense against the sovereignty of a State and another against that 
of the Federal Government, prosecution and punishment by the Federal 
Government after prosecution end punishment by the State, or vice versa, 
does not amount to double jeopardy. Thus, if one feloniously kills a 
United States Marshal, an acquittal in the State court of a charge of 
murder under the State law cannot be pleaded in bar of trial in a Fed¬ 
eral court for a charge of murder under the Federal law, even though 
the same evidence supports both charges. In such a case the laws of two 
sovereigns have been violated by a single act and the offender is there¬ 
fore amenable to trial ty the tribunals of both," 
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It is apparent from Prosecution's Exhibit No. 4 that the accused 
was tried for an offense designated by the Japanese court-martial 
itself as being "Abuse of official authority". There is nothing in the 
record of that court which indicates that it was attempting to try the 
accused for a breach of international law. He was presumably, and from 
all the evidence we have been able to obtain, tried for a breach of 
Japanese military regulations,—tried for an offense against Japan not 
an offense against the nations of the world as signified in the rules 
adopted by the Geneva Convention. 

Further, the allowance of a trial of this type by the Japanese, 
not before August 15. 1945, when they surrendered, but in November of 
1945, would tie the hands of the United States or any other type of 
International Tribunal ii we accorded any validity to any of the acts 
of a Japanese Tribunal, The evidence is on the record that the United 
States did not participate in, nor try, the accused. 

I would next like to call the court's attention to the charge and 
specification. In particular, the specification. It charges that the 
accused, then a Major, tnat is on October 19, 1944, in the Imperial 
Japanese Army, did wilfully and unlawfully brutally torture Lieutenant 
(j.g.) (then Ensign) Edwin J. balasek, an American Prisoner of 'Aar, by 
causing pencils and pen-holders to be placed between his fingers as they 
were violently pressed together and twisted, by causing a mop handle or 
other wooden object to be placed against the back of his knees as he was 
forced to kneel and upon which pressure was applied, by brutally beat¬ 
ing him about the face and head with a leather strap, and by burning him 
about the head and neck with lighted cigarettes, I submit to the Com¬ 
mission that every word of that specification has been proven by direct 
evidence. It was not necessary to rely on hearsay evidence, or state¬ 
ments made by parties who were not present, by affidavits or by any 
other type of evidence except direct evidence presented personally in 
this court. The wording of the specification Is not that the accused, 
himself, personally committed each of these atrocities ; the wording is, 
with the exception of the use of the strap, that he caused these acts 
to be committodj that he, himself, tortured Lieutenant walasek by 
these methods. It is a very simple legal principle that one who directs 
another who is under his control, and by his orders compels the other 
person to commit those acts, he, himself, is just as guilty as, if not 
more guilty, than the man who actually committed the acts. In this case 
the accused, himself, was personally guilty of boating Lieutenant »»alasek 
with a strap about the face and head. There is no room for doubt that 
the accused caused all of the punishment j that he was directly in charge 
of this interrogation. In his own statement he takes full responsibility 
for the conmission of those atrocities, although he does minimize the 
atrocities and elaborates on the mildness of them. He states that be¬ 
cause a Japanese is accustomed to sitting with his knees doubled up, he 
didn't think a Japanese would suffer at all from the treatment therefore 
he infers it could not have been very hard on Lieutenant 'jalasek. >ihat 
happened was as Lieutenant Lalasek told this Commission, 

This Commission is under a very serious obligation, not only to the 
appointing authority but as well to the people of the United States of 
America, to Lieutenant Walasek and to the United States Navy to see that 
not only is this man accorded a fair trial but also that he receives the 
punishment which his crime merits. 

T'hero is no question as to the identification of the accusod. That 
is not open to dispute. It is proven conclusively not only by the evi¬ 
dence brought out in the court hero but also by the eviaence adduced at 
the Japanese court-martial for whatever it may be worth. It has been 
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shown beyond all question that tills non did commit the atrocities for 
which he is charged. This is not a case wh».re the Caiiuissian can say, 

"Oh, well, the man is alive, they didn : t kill him." The fact that lie is 
alive today is not due to any mercy on the part of the accused. He had 
him dovm. He had him beaten. Ho disregarded every right in the world 
that any human being had- He makes no denial* He says they were very 
minor infractionsHe says ho thought that by kneeling down, Lioutenant 
Walasck would bo tortur'd because he wasn’t used to that position but 
possibly it wouldn’t hurt a Japanese, The Commission knows that that 
man, — not on orders from anybody else because he had no orders from a 
higher authority or superior — but in order that he could, as he says 
in his own statement, report to higher authority that he had been suc¬ 
cessful. He used every means he possibly could to achieve that end. 

There is no doubt thae he did torture this Ensign, at the time, into a 
state where he was unable to control his speech or his actions. He has 
no right for this Commission to say, "he didn't kill this man so why not 
disregard this thing and give him a few years.” This isn't that type 
of case. There is no one higher who ordered the accused to commit the 
offense. He ™as responsible to no one. In order that liis treatment 
would not be seen you will remember he had the shutters closed. He kept 
the Lieutenant there throughout a very largo part of the day and during 
that time or the greater part of that time, not only was the Lieutenant 
forced to kneel down, but wo have evidence his fingers were held out, 
his arms and hanos were held out, he was burned by this accused, he was 
beaten. You have heard him say he was unable to write for two months 
aftor this treatment because he could not use his hands, and that he bore 
the scars of the boating and the scabs on his face for more than a month. 
The accused says in his court-martial that he was v^ry careful not to use 
the metal strap because he didn't want to injure the tympanic membranes. 

It wasn't because he worried about injuring him, but he know that if he 
injured his hearing, the Lioutenant wouldn't be able to hear his questions 
He stopped the beating because he veas afraid if he beat him any more about 
the ears he couldn't hear thoso questions, and that it wouldn't do any 
more goodj that the Lieutenant would reach a point beyond which the tor- 
turo would be of no avail. 

The Lieutenant was brought into this room dirty, he hadn't had an 
opportunity to wash up or to £ut on clean clothing. They did, during the 
day food him. That is the only decent, human, merciful thing they did do 
and even then he didn't get the same food they etc themselves, jhen he 
was through with this treatment, when they were through, they offered 
him no medical attention. Ho was forced to eat prison food. I think 
the evidence in this case shows as brutal a crime as it is possible for 
anybody to work out. This is a crime that no civilized person should be 
allowed to commit and get away with; it is a crime that that man should 
be made to pay for. If he was some person who had no background of 
education and experience, if he didn't know what he was doing, if he did¬ 
n't know it was wrong, there might be some possibility of saying, well, 
maybe he didn't know any better. But ho did know bettor. All in the 
world he wanted to do was to advance his own position. He had a motive. 
You don't see many murder cases in which there is any more time in which 
the crime can be premeditated. Certainly this was wilful. Certainly it 
was voluntary. Certainly he stopped long enough to think the matter 
over and each time he did, he had a new punishment. Finally the Lieut¬ 
enant was in such condition that he wasn't able to control his own 
speech. He is not certain whether he was unconscious. He recalls being 
unable to control his own actions at all, when a man is tortured to that 
state, they had shown him no mercy. If they had killed him the suffering 
probably wouldn't have boon any worse. I ask this Commission, then, not 
to regard this caso as any that should be lightly passed aside. It is not 
such a caso. 
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In closing I would like to thank the Commission for the attention 
they have given to this matter. I have observed the Commission paid 
particular attention'to t.hc testimony. The Commission ruled on the 
ovieence carefully and I very much appreciate the interest displayed 
by this Commission in this matter. 

COLONEL BERRY: Is there anything moro that the Prosecution or the 
Dofonsc desires to bring before the Commission at this time? 

PROSECUTOR: The Prosecution desires to bring nothing further. 

DEFENSE: Nothing further. 

COLONEL BERRY: The Commission will bo at this time closed. The 
Commission sets, tentatively, 2:00 P.M. Friday, tomorrow afternoon, for 
reconvening. The accused will be first removed froa this court room, 
to be followed by the public. 

(thereupon, at 1630 hours, 9 Kay 1946, the Commission adjourned 
to reconvene at 1400 hours, 10 kry 1946. The accused v.\ s first removed 
from the court room and after a short interval followed by the spectators. 
Tho Commission remained seated for a briof conference which lasted only 
two or throe minutes, when they adjourned and the court was closed for 
tho day.)

FINDINGS

Of the Charge; Guilty, except the words "and other offenses", of the 
excepted words not guilty. 


The Commission in closed session, all members present, upon secret 
written ballot, two-thirds of the members concurring at the time the vote 
w"s taken, imposes the following sentence; 

You, Yoshio iinkizawa, are sentenced to be confined at hard labor at 
such place as the reviewing authority may direct for thirty (34) years. 


The prisoner will be conducted from the court room. 

(thereupon the accused was escorted from tho court room by the 
military polico assigned to that duty.) 

COLONEL BERRY; /.re there an. other matters to be brou^tit before this 
Commission? 

PROSECUTOR; Tho Prosecution has none, sir. 

DEFENSE; The Defense has nothing. 

COLONEL BEiJOf; The Commission will adjourn. 

(thereupon, at 1410 hours, 10 kay 1946, the Commission adjourned.)

SUBJECT: Regulations Governing the Trial of War Criminals. 

The following rules and regulations will govern the trials 
of persons, units and organizations accused as *<ar Criminals in 
this theater*. 

ESTABLISHMENT OF MILITARY COMMISSIONS 

1. G ENERAL. Trial of persons, units, and organizations 
accused as War Criminals will be "by military commissions to be 
convened by the Commanding General, United States Army Forces, 
China Theater. 


2. NUMBER AND TYPES. The number and types of commissions 
to be established will depend upon the number add nature of the 
offenses involved and of the offenders to be tried. Such 
commissions nay include members of any one branch ■ f of several 
branches of the armed services, to try cases involving offenses 
against any one or more of such service branches, or any other, 
offenses. 


3 . OVER TERRITORY. The military commissions established 
hereunder shall have jurisdiction over all of China, co-extensive 
with the China Theater of Operations, and territory nnw or formerly 
belonging to China, including Formosa, Manchuria, and Hainan Island, 
and other areas wherein the amed forces commanded by the Command¬ 
ing General, United States Army Forces, China Theater, are or have 
been stationed. 


4. OVER PERSONS. - a. The military commissions established 
hereunder shall have jurisdiction over all persons, units or 
organizations within China Theater of Operations including Formosa, 
Manchuria and Hainan Island and other ar^as wherein the armed 
forces, commanded by the Commanding General, United States Army 
Forces, China Theater are or have been stationed. 


b. Any Military or naval unit or any official or 
unoffitial group or organizations, whether or not still in exis¬ 
tence, may be charged with criminal acts or complicity therein 
and tried by a military commission. 

o. The convening authority may specify particular offend¬ 
ers to be tried before any commission appointed by him. 


5. OVER OFFENSES.- a. The military commissions established 
hereunder shall have jurisdiction over the following offenses: 
Biolations of the lavs or customs of war, including but not 
limited to murder, torture or ill-treatment of prisoners of war 
or persons on the seas; killing or ill-treatment of hostages; 
murder, torture or ill-treatment, or deportation to slave labor 
or for any other illegal purposes, of civilians of, or in, occupied 
territory; plunder of public or private property; wanton, destruc¬ 
tion of cities, towns or villages; devastation, destruction or 
damage of public or private property not justified by military 
necessity; murder, extermination, enslavement, deportation or 
other inhuman acts committed against any civilian population, 
or persection on political, racial, national or religious grounds, 
in execution of or connection with any offense within the Juris¬ 
diction of the commission, whether or not in violation of the 


domestic law of the country where peipetratod; and all other of¬ 


fences against the lays. 5 or oustons of war; participation in 
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common plan or doncpiracy to accomplish any of the foregoing. 
Leaders, organiierfl, instigators, accessories and accomplices 
participating in the formulation or execution of any such coru.on 
plan or conspiracy will he held responsible for all &cti. [per¬ 
formed by any person in execution of that plan or conspiracy. 

b. Persons whose offenses have a particular geographical 
location outside the China Theater of Operations nay be recumed 
to tho scene of their crimes for trial by competent military or 
civil tribunals of local jurisdiction. In the rvont a person ic 
requested for trial in two (2) or more countrii the Commanding 
General, United States Army Forces, China Theater, will determine 
the place of trial on the basis of the relative gravity of the 
respective charges and other relevant circumstances* 

MEMBERSHIP OF OONMISSlOJ? 

b. APPOINTMENT. Tho members of each milltary commission 
will be appointed by the Commanding General, United States Army 
Forces, China Theater, or under authority delegated by him. The 
appointment nay be made in the order convening the commission or 
in a separate order. Alternates may be appointed by the convolv¬ 
ing authority. Such alternates shall attend all sessions of the 
commission and in case of illnoss or other incapacity of any princi¬ 
pal member an alternate shall take the place of that member. Any 
vacancy among the members or alternates occurring after a trial 
has begun may be filled by the convening authority, but the sub- 
sttuace of all proceedings had and evidence taken in that case shall 
be made known to that new member or alternate in open court before 
the trial proceeds. 

7. NUMBER OF MEMBERS. Each commission shall consist of not 
less than three ( 3 ) members. 

8 . QUALIFICATIONS. The convening authority shall appoint 
to the commission persons whom he determiros to be competent to 
perform the duties involved and not disqualified by personal 
interest or prejudice; provided, that no person shall be appointed 
to hear a case which he personally investigated, nor if he is 
required as a witness in that case. A commission i-ay consist of 
Amy and other service personnel, or of both service personnel 
and civilians. If feasible, one or more members of a commission 
should have had legal training. 

9. QUORUM AND TOTING. A quorum shall c'nsist of two-thirds 
( 2 / 3 ) of the members of the commission, or alternates (if any) 
acting as members, but in no event less than three ( 3 ) members. 

All decisions of the commission shall be by majority vote of the 
members present when the vote is taken, which shall be a quorum, 
except that conviction and sentence shall be by the affirmative 
votes of not less than two-thirds ( 2 / 3 ) of the nenbers of the 
quorum. In case of a tie vote, the vote of the presiding member 
will determine. 

10. PRESIDING MEMBER. In the event the convening authority 
does not name one of the memebera as the presiding member the 
senior officer among the members of the commission present shall 
preside, or such other member as the Eenior officer may designate. 

P RO 3ZCUT0R3 

11. APPOINTEMEKT. The convening authority shall designate 
one or more persons to conduct the prosecution before each commis¬ 
sion. 


12. DUTIES. The duties of the prosecutor are; 

a. To determine the offenses and the offenders to be 
tried before the commission in addition to thos specifically 
ordered by the convening authority. 
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b. To prepare and present to the commission charges 
and specifications. 

c. To prepare cases for trial and to conduct the 
prosecution of each case before tte commission. 

POWERS AND PROCEDURE OP COMMISSIONS 

1. CONDUCT OF ThE TRIAL. A Commission shall: 

a. Confine each trial strictly to a fair, expedi¬ 
tious hearing on the issues raised by the charges, excluding 
irrelevant issues or evidence and preventing any unnecessary 
delay or interference. 

b. Deal summarily with any contumacy or contempt, 
imposing any appropriate punishment therefor. 

c. Sessions of a commission shall be public except 
when otherwise directed by tho commission. 

d. h commission shall hold each session at such 
time and place as it shall determine or as may be directed by 
the convening authority. 

14. RIGHTS OF THE ACCUSED. The accused shall be entitled; 

a. To have in acl vance of trial a copy of the chaageE 
and specifications, so worded as clearly to apprise the accused 
of each offense charged. 

b. To bo represented prior to and during trial by 
counsel of his ownchoice, or to conduct his own defense. If tho 
accused fails to designate his cpubcI, the commission shall 
appolht competent counsel to represent or advise the accused. 

c. To have his own couns-1 present relevant evidence 
at t he trial in support of his defense, and cross-examine each 
adverse witness who personally appears before the commission. 

d. To have the charges and spoclfierttons, the pro¬ 
ceedings and any documentary evidence tranoiatre when he is unable 
otherwise to understand them. 

15. WITNESSES. The commission shall have power: 

a. To summon witne sscs and require their attendance 
and testimony undcrpenalty; to administer oaths or affirmation 
to witness and other porsrns, and to question witnesses. 

b. To require the production of documents and other 
evidentiary material. 

c. To have evidcnco taken by a special commissioner 
appointed by the commission. 

10. EVIDENCE.- a. The commission shall admit such evi¬ 
dence as in Its opinion would be of assistance in proving or 
disproving the charges, rr such as in the commission's opinion 
would have probative value In the mind of a reasonable man. 

In particular, and without limiting in any way the sc<~pc of the 
foregoing general rules, the following evidence may be admitted: 

(1) any document which appears to the commission to 
have been signed or issued officially by any 
officer, department, agency, or member of the 
armed forces of Gn y gr vemment, without proof of 
the signature or of the issuance of the document. 

(2) Any report which appears to the commission to 
have been signed or issued by the International 
Red Cress or a member thereof t . r by a medical 
d r 'Ct<" r r r any medical service personnel, or by an 
investigator o r intelligence ■ fficer, ^r by any 
other person whr m the c- mnissi'nrf inde t- have 
been acting In the or urso r f his duty when making 
tho report. 
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(3) Affidavits, depositions, or other stat**n-::.ts taken 
by an officer detailed for theat purpose hy ailitary 
authority. 

(4) Any diary, letter or other document appearing to the 
commission to contain information relating to the charge. 

(5) A copy of any document or other secondary evidence of 
its contents. 

(6) Hearsay evidence. 

b. The comais6ion shall take Judicial notice of facts of comaon 
knowledge, official government documents of any nation, and the proceeds 
ings, records and findings of ailitary or other agencies of any of the 
United Nations. 

c. A commission may require the prosecution and the defense to make 
a preliminary offer of proof, whereupon the commission nay rule in advance 
on the admissibility of such evidence. 

d. If the accused is charged with an offense invloving concerted 
criminal action upon the part of a military or naval unit, or any group 
or organization, evidence which has been given previously at a trial of 
any other member of that unit, group or organization, relative to that 
concerted offense, may be received as o rina facie evidence that the 
accused likewise is guilty of that offense. 

e. The findings and judgment of a commission in any trial of a unit, 
group or organization with respect to the criminal character, purpose or 
activities thereof shall be given full faith and credit in ary subsequent 
trial by that or any other commission of an individual person charged with 
criminal, responsibility through membership in that unit, group or organize*, 
tion. Upon proof of membership in such unit, group or organization convict- 
od by a commission, the burden of proof shall shift to the accused to 
establish any mitigating circumstances relating to his membership or 
participation therein. 

f. The official position of the accused 3hall not absolve him from 
responsibility, or be considered in mitigation or punishment. Further, 
action pursuant to order of the accused’s superior, or of his gov-rnment, 
shall not consititute a defense, but may be considered in mitigation of 
punishment if the conaission determines that justice so requires. 

17. TRIAL PROCEIUBE. The proceedings at each trial will be 
conducted sustantially as follows, unless modified by the commission 
to suit the particular circumstances: 

a. Each charge wind specification will be read, or its 
substance stated, in open court. 

b. The presiding member shall ask each accused whether he 
pleads "Guilty" or "Not Guilty". 

c. The prosecution shall make its opening statement. 

d. The presiding member may, at this or ar.y other time, re¬ 
quire the prosecutor to state what evidence he propos s to submit to the 
commission, and the commission thereupon nay rule upon the admissibility 
of such evidence. 

e. The Commission nay put any question to any witness and to 
any accused at any tioe. The prosecution pxd the defense may then further 
examine and/or cross-examine any such witness or accused. 

f. The witnesses and other evidence for the prosecution shall 
be heard or presentod. At the cl os: of the case for the prosecution, the 
commission may, on notion of the defense for a finding of not guilty, 
consider and rule whether the evidence before the commission supports the 
charges against the accused. The conaission may defer action on any such 
motion and permit or require the prosecution to reopen its ease end pro¬ 
duce any further available evidence. 

g. The defense may make an opening statement prior to present¬ 
ing its case. The presiding member may, at this or any other ti ie, require 
the defense to state what evidence they propose to sub.-it to the comnission, 
whereupon the comnission may rule upon the admissibility of such evidence. 
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h* The witnesses and other evidence for the defense shall be 
heard or presented. Thereafter, the prosecution r.nd defense nay intro¬ 
duce such evidence in rebuttal as the commission may rule admissible. 

i. The defense, and thereafter the prosecution, shall 
address the commissi on. 

J. The commission shall consider the case in closed session 
and thereafter in open court deliver its Judgment, and in the event of a 
conviction chall pronounce sentence. 

is; RE COST or PPjOCEEDINGS. Each commission shall make a separate 
record of its proceedings in the trial of each case brought before it. 

The record shall be prepared by the prosecutor under the direction of 
the commission and submitted to the defense counsel. The commission shall 
be responsible for its accuracy. Such record, certified by the presiding 
member of the commission or his successor, shall be delivered to the 
convening authority as soon a3 possible after the triftl. 

JUDGMENT AND SENTENCE 

19. JUDGMENT. The Judgment of a commission as to guilt or acouit- 
tal shall be delivered in open court. It may state the reasons on which 
based. 


2C. SENTENCE. The commission opy sentence an accused, u^on con¬ 
viction, to death by hanging or shooting, imprisonment for life or for 
any less term, fine, or such other punishment as the commission shall 
determine to be proper. The commission may also order confiscation of 
any property of a convicted accused, deprive that accused of any stolen 
property, or order its delivery to the Commanding General, Unites States 
Army Forces, China Theater, for disposition as he shall find be proper, 
or nay ohder restitution with appropriate penalty in cases of default. 

21. APPROVAL OF SENTENCE. No sentence, including the death 
sentence, of a military commission shall be carried into effect until 
approved by the Commanding General, United States Amy'Forces, China 
Theater, or his successor. He shall have authority to approve^ mitigate, 
remit, commute, suspend, reduce or otherwise alter the sentenae imposed, 
or (without prejudice to accused) remend the- case for rehearing before 
a new military commission; but he rhall not have authority to increase 
the severity of the sentence. Except as herein provided, the Judgment and 
sentence and interlocutory ruling3 of a commission shall be final and not 
subject to review. No appeal may be taken from the Judgment and/or sentence 
of a commission to any civil court or higher military authority. 

RULE MAKING POWER 

22* SUPPLEMENTARY RULES AND FORMS. Each commission shall adipt 
rules end forms to govern its procedure, not inconsistent with the pro¬ 
visions hereof or such rules and forme as may be prescrib'd by the con- 
veining authority to-wit, the Commanding General, United States Army 
Forces, China Theater.

Makizawa, then a Major in the Japanese Imperial Army, did wilfully 
and unlawfully brutally torture Lieutenant (j.g.) (then Ensign) 
Edwin J. Walasek, an American Prisoner of War, hy causing pencils 
and pen-holders to be placed between his fingers as they were 
violently pressed together and twisted, by causing a mop handle 
or other wooden object to be placed against the back of his knees 
as he was forced to kneel and upon which pressure was applied, by 
brutally beating him about the face and head with a leather strap, 
and by burning him about the head and neck with lighted cigarettes. 



Before me personally appeared the above named accuser this

6. The investigation of the Formosa Array Information Section. 

Tihen the crewmen of the American planes from the American task force 
that raided Formosa on October 12, 1944 were shot down, captured, 
and the Information Staff Officer came to escort them to the Formosa 
Army Headquarters, he instructed us. 

"Investigate the prisoners quickly. Clarify the situation of 
the enemy. There was an order that the items of investigation will 
be indicated by the Formosa A. ray Regulations for Information Work, 
(Note 1.) Ordnance on Regulations of Operation (Japanese kray) and 
later instructions (Note 2.). At the time the Headquarters was in 
a state of considerable confusion cue to ahe big raids that were 
being carried out over the entire island. 

(1) The items of investigation stipulated in the Formosa 
Array Regulations for Information Work, are the ranks and names of 
prisoners, their dates of birth, personal histories, families, or¬ 
ganization of military units, channel of command, new weapons, 
morale and other material that might be of reference, and they are 
fixed by the lomiuander of the Formosa A ray. 

(2) Items of investigation indicated in later instruc¬ 
tions are the position of the task force, place of the ship's 
departure, assigned zone of attack movements after the attack, 
effect of the attack on Japanese forces, were listed in piece¬ 
meal fashion. 

American Air Crewmen Investigated by makizav.a. 

Six or seven. Of them I recall in the first investigation on 
October 12, one non-commissioned officer, and a tall Lieutenant, 
whose name wgs David or Davidson. 

Except in the case of Ensign V.alasek, every tiling was done 
peacefully and not one finger was laid on the prisoners. 

Tea and cakes were offered them while they were being inves¬ 
tigated, ana they were permitted to smoke cigarettes. 

Major Matsuo of the Legal Affairs Department, was also ask¬ 
ed to handle them in the same manners and I believe he carried 
out accordingly. 

The prisoners were escorted to the Formosa Headquarters 
and placed in the Detention Station. The responsibility for the 
handling of the prisoners was transferred to the station. But 
when there was in investigation from the outside it was conduct¬ 
ed with the permission of the Detention Station Warden on the 
basis of instructions from the Information Staff Officer. 

I made no other investigations except the investigation made 
on the above October raid. 

(3) Captain Nakano, in his spare time between investigation 
of damages sustained in Formosa and study of general war situation, 
came to attend the investigations once or twice and if I recall 
correctly, he investigated one or two persons nimself. (He should 
have received special instructions from the staff officer.) 

7. The circumstances of the Investigation of Ensign Y.'alasek. 

(1) Circumstances before opening the Investigation. 

a. I recall October 19, 1944 as the date when the in¬ 
vestigation was made. 

b. Just before noon on that day there was a telephone 
call from the detention station, saying, "A new prisoner has arrived. 
Would you like to investi ate him?" (Naturally I believe that tnis 
was based on instructions from i-ajor Matsuo). ..AKizawa answered, "Tie 
vd.ll investigate him. Have the preparations made." 

Accompanied by 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi (note 1) and Interpreter Ogata 
(note 2), who were in the Information Section office, iakizawa stopped 
en route at the Staff lioom and entered to receive ary instructions 
from Staff Officer Ida, but the latter was not in and so he went on 
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to one room of the I *rina«.ion Section's Office for m^ltary maps and geo¬ 
graphical data near the rear gate. He had 2nd It. Kawagucni go to the de¬ 
tention station and bring the prisoner (note 3). 

c. Lap of the Compound of the Formosa Amy Headquarters, 


Note 1. Y/hile 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi was en route to tne Philippines to 
take his post with the 14th Area Aray there he waited for the plane to take 
him to the Philippines at Taihoku. And since he was to do information work 
after reaching his post, he expressed a desire to be perr-itted to take part *" 
in the investigation of prisoners then in progress and he had been promis¬ 
ed that he would have an opportunity if he came to the Information Section 
every day. 

At the time (immediately after the Formosa raids) American planes were 
active between Formosa and the Philippines and naturally these were no regu¬ 
lar flights. Military planes sought some opportunity and got in touch and 
all persons going to the Philippines came to the Information Section under¬ 
standing the situation and when conditions were good and there was a possi¬ 
bility that there might be a military plane, they went u> the airdrome and 
seized their chance to get a ride. It amounted to their going back and 
forth between the two places every day. 

Later (October 23rd is the date that clings to my mind though it may be 
later) 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi went to the Philippines, seizing a cnance to go on 
a military plane. Unfortunately, however, the plane was attacked en route ^ 

by an /merican plane and was shot down. This 1 heard from one who made the 
daily trip from the Information Section to the airdrome and back. 

Note 2. Interpreter Ogata was transferred from Lanchuria to Formosa. ^ 
He was the interpreter attached to theXth Division and was working with the 
Formosa Aray Staff Headquarters. At the time of the October raids he was 
ordered to interpret in the investigation of prisoners. 

Later when the American forces landed on the Philippines and when the 
10th Division was to go to the Philippines, he returned to this division 
and went to the Philippines with the unit, (as I recollect it, this was late 
in October, 1944, or early in November.) TThat happened to him after that I 
don't know. 


Note 3. Soon after arriving at his post. Staff Officer Ida was ex¬ 
tremely busy establishing contacts with the outside and doing other work. 
When he was out, he left orders that all work should be carried on as be¬ 
fore. 

(2) Opening of the Investigations. 

2nd Lieutenant Kawaguchi came to the room from the detention station with 
Ensign Lalasek and a civilian guard, (a jailer whose name 1 do not know). 
V.e sat down in the positions shov.n in the following graph. The handcuffs 
on Ensign Y.alasek's wrists were removed (the jailer re-iioved them with his 
key).

(He answered, but I don't recall the answer). 

(From this point on the procedure was to ask about military 
data, and he asked ab ut ’..alasek's unit, his ship, and other 
things). 

•As an American naval officer, I will sey absolutely nothing 
about what is secret." 

(He cnanged the wording and referrea to other investigations 
ano strongly urged him to make a statement). 

(He made it clear anc strong that he would not say anything 
under any circumstances). 

(Confronted with a situation that he had never met up to now, 
he was perplexed. 
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As I recall it J general war situation at that ,xme (about October 
19th) was that the American Annies had invaded Leyte Island and had begun 
landing operations and on about October 15th or 16th by order of Staff 
Officer Onuma, he went to report the items of investigation to the Chief 
of Staff (Lt.Gen. Isayaina). 

At the time the raid on Taiwan was over, but there was a report that, 
what seemed to be part of the carrier strength of the United States was 
proceeding southward off Formosa toward waters east of the Philippines. 

Concerning this the Chief of Staff asked .Hakizawa, "How ao you judge y 
this?" Because he v.as not clear about this development, Eakizawa remained ^ 
silent. 

The Chief of Staff then citeo the Lnperial Headquarters announcement 
released at that time and axpressed his opinion as to "What the aircraft 
carriers were and what plans they have." And he told -akizawa to study the 
situation more earnestly. 

Because conditions were such, 1 realized that it was ay auty to make ^ 
clear quickly under whatever conditions the unit of Ensign Walasek, and 
his ship's name, etc. I considered coercive methods. 

On the one hand, I had never employed them up to now. The use of 
coercive means was against human kindness, but I finally made up ay mind tnat 
it was unavoidable if I were to carry out ay duties faithfully. 

(3) Coercive .ethods. 

a. I instructed 2nd Lieutenant Kawaguchi to place pencils 
between his fingers anc make him grip them. Lieutenant Kawaguchi placed 
long pencils between cis fingers and gripped the pencils together but, 
perhaps because of the disparity in the strength of the pencils, one of 
them broke. So a pen was substituted in its place, and this time with the 
pencils between the fingers the fingers were ^ripped together. 

During this time, the grip was tightened again. As I recall it, this 
kept up for four or five minutes. 

b. A mop handle was placed behind his knees and the prisoner 

was made to kneel (with legs folded under), -hen 1 entered the room I saw t 
the mop standing up at the entrance to the investigation room. Because a 
.Japan se is accustomed to sitting (vith knees doubled up), I don't think he 
would suffer much from this degree of treatment, but I thought it would be 
a;ony to Ensign talasek v.ho does not sit this way ordinarily, and so I thought 
of this method. 

At first I placed the handle between tne back of his knees and made him 
sit vith knee doubled on the floor, but he did not show much signs of suffer¬ 
ing. So when 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi askea, "Shall I put ay weight on the stick," 

I ordered:"Get on (the stick)." After tnat, the interpreter also got on tne 
stick if I remember rightly. 

This standing on the stick was not continuous ofc course. The men got 
off and he (the prisoner) was urged to make a statement. And to make En- ( 
sign V.alasek tak, they iot on again. During this time, the stick was 
brought into the room. I think the total time was about five minutes. 

c. The non-metal.lic uip of the strap used on a briefcase was 
usea to strike the prisoner's ear, and while he as being warned, he was 
struck on both cheeks. 

I ordered 2nd Lt. Kawaguchi to do this and he did . He was struck 
once or twice, then urged to make a statement just as before. 

After this was done more than 10 times, Ensijn ..alasek cried out,"I 
say, I say." (Or perhaps he said, "I'll say." I don't know. And believ¬ 
ing that he was going to make a state ..ent, 1 stopped the coercive methods. 

I believe this was about five or six minutes. After that I took no coer¬ 
cive means. 


(4) The Investigation after that. 

I ordered Ensign ' alasek to take his seax. Ensign ..alasek stooc up of his 
own accord ana xook his seat. First I asked tne name of his ship and he 
answered:"The Hasp." "The Kasp" was a name that nad appeared in the in¬ 
vestigations before that time. 

It was confirmed by his escort (guard?) that the Ensign nad oeen shot 
down off Takao in the southers part of Formosa on October 14th. But al¬ 
ready time had passed since then and he coula not know about the movements 
of the Hasp after that so after asking simple questions, I enoea xne in¬ 
vestigation. Then I had the civilian ^uard ta«e him back to the Detention 






Station. Ensign T/'alast.. walked under his own power ana Tft the room. 

(As 1 recall it, though it was the usual formality with those in the room, 

I instructed them not to mention the fact that the investigation of fliers of 
enemy planes ihat were shot down were being conducted within the Formosa Army 
headquarters). 

(5) The Report. 

ihkizawa, Kawaguchi and the interpreter briefly went throu h the items of 
investigation. The akizawa went to uie Staff room and made a report to Infor¬ 
mation Staff Officer fajor Ida , about the items of investigation and the me¬ 
thods that had to be taken. Staff Officer Ida asked a number of questions about 
the items of investigation, but ^ade no special reference to toe methods of 
investigation. 

8. The Trial by the Formosa Army. 

In about October 1945 the Prisoners of Y.ar Investigation Commission was formed 
in Formosa. I was summoned before it and after making a statement of the situa¬ 
tion at that time I was placed in the Formosa Aray Detention Station from 
November 1st. On November bth I was put on trial before the Formosa Arjiy Tem¬ 
porary Jourt-Kaitial (with the attendance of the American Solitary Representa¬ 
tive in Formosa). On November 15th I was sentenceJto tea months imprisonment. 

Until I was transferred to the General headquarters of the Chinese Garri¬ 
son Forces (Taihoku) on January 21st 1946, I served my sentence in the Formosa 
kray Detention Station and then I came here. 

Concerning t'ne verdict of the Formosa Army Court-Martial, I would like to 
say that I believe that the methods I \x>ok were unavoidable in the puiaiit of 
uy assigned duties. At the same time I can find no excuse to make tc Ensign 
ualasek as an individual. I thnk that I should atone for ay crime heart and 
soul, and v.ill serve ay sentence willingly.

U. Suspected war criminals will be held in close confinement without 
access to the press or other media of public information, and wittout 
distinction as to rank - or position, as befits ordinary criminals. The fd- 
lov/ing special provisions vrill be applied to v/ar criminal suspects and 
unfriendly witnesses. 

a. They will not be treated a3 prisoners of war. 

b. Quarters, food and privileges will be accorded suspects in 
keeping with those customarily provided for ordinary criminals, 
charged with an equally revolting domestic crime.

SECTION I: RULES OF PROCEDURE 

The following rules of procedure, in addition to and supplemental to 
regulations governing the trial* of accusod war criminals, as outlined in 
Letter, General Headquarters,' Supremo Commander for the Allied Powers, AG 
000.5 {5 Doc 45)LS, Subject: "Regulations Geverning the ^rialB of Accuocd 
War Criminals," dated 5 December 1945, will govern tho trial of persons, 
unite and organisations accused as war criminals. 

1. Affidavits. Statements, Documents, and Preliminary Motlojxe . 

a. Copies of all statements, affidavits and other documents which 
tho prosecution proposes to introduce into evidence will be furnished to the 
defense at the time a ca^e is referred for trial. At least 24 hour* prior 
to arraignment, the defense will furnish to the prosocution copies of all 
statements affidavits and other document* then in its possession which the 
defense proposes to introduce into evidence. Subsequent t« thi* tine, any 
other statement*, affidavits and documents proposed to bo introduced into 
ovidenco by the defense will be furnished opposing counsel a* soon as 
possible). 


b. Either side will indicate to opposing counsel the portions of 
any statement, affidavit or other document it proposes to offer as ovidenco 
in the trial. Such indication will be made at the time copies thereof are 
furnishod or made available to opr^sing counsel. 

c. If, either before or during the trial, but after copies of tho 
documents have been furnished to opposing counsel, as set out above, either 
side roceives or is apprised of additional documents which will bo ueod in 
the trial, it will notify opposing counsel thereof as rronptly as possible, 
and thereafter furnish copies as soon as practicable. Opposing counsel will 
then promptly take such ection as nay be necessary with the view of avoiding 
any delay in tho trial of the caso. 

d. The rules set out in a, b, and c above will not be construed to 
include etatononts of tho accused nr any other witness who is available to 
ap ear in person before the Commission. 

o. Prior to trial, both prosecutldn and defense will furnish opposing 
counsel copios of any preliminary motions to be mp.de to the Commission. 

2. A£fid& yita j 

In offering affidavits rt other written statements of testimony 
the prosecution will preface tho offer with a statement as to whether or not 
to tho beet of the prosecution's knowledge or information the affiant or tho 
author of the statement is at the time of trial present in either the 
Philippine Islands, the Ryukjrue, Japan or Korea. 

3. Rights of the Accused as Witness . 

a. The accusod ney teke the stand as a witness or he may remain 
silent. If he takes tho stand he may make a sworn or unsworn statement but 
in either caso he will bo subject to cross-oxaminstion on statement made, 
cross-examination is nowise to. be limited to matters brought out on direct 
examination. 
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b. If he remains silent, the Commisslbn may draw such inference 
from his failure to testify es nby seem fair end competent to a reasonable 

.mind, aftor taking into consideration all the competent evidence in tho case. 

c. Iho prosecution may in argument comment to the Commission on an 
accused's failure to testify. 

4. l4fin.nftap.U3R at Ag eu sia- 

Tho accused mey be required to tostify for the purpose of 
identification, respecting his name, age, rank, oocupatloh, Identifying 
marks or characteristics and his status and whereabouts during tho period 
alleged in the charges and specifications, excepting therefrom all testimony 
relative to the issue of guilt or innocence. 

5. In case In which the defense movos for a finding of not guilty 
after tho conclusion of the prosecution's caso, and upon the overruling of 
the motion rests its case without offering evidence in defense, end the 
court aftor submission of the case, finds the accused guilty, the court before 
imposing sentonce may pormit the defense to offer competent evlSoncp in extenua¬ 
tion nr mitigation of the offense alleged, subject to the ri^it of the 
prosecution to rebut such evidence. ; , u , 

6. Int_prp.rg.ters. apd .Inter prc tatjofl. 

a. rio criticism of an interpreter, direct or implied, will bo made 
in open court by counsel of either Bide until the following stops h&vo been 
taken; 

(1) The Chief Interpreter will be advised of a complaint 
during the next court rr.coss. 

(2) The Chief Interpreter will investigate the nattor and: 

(a) Convince the complaining party that no substantial 
error exists; or 

(b) Caution and advise the interpreter if necessary; br 

(c) Prepare a correction ef the record to be entered as 
a stipulation upon reconvening of the Commission; or 

(d) Prepare an opinion to be given to the Commission if 
required. 

(3) If tho Chiof Interpreter cannot satisfy both the prosecution 
and tho defonse, the complaining party will send p meeaaao 
to tho Commission requesting an off-record conference in 
the mat t or. 

b. Counsel ere reminded that: 

(1) Interpreting between oriental and occidental language is 
not comparable to ooding end decoding cypher messages, but 
requires a distressing amount of circumlocution and re¬ 
arrangement of thought, 

(2) Counsel is advised, whon working through rd. interpreter: 

(ft) To use short, simple questions as frne fron artifico 
as if examining a small child. 

(b) Whenever it is necossary to refer to previous testimony, 
to lay a foundation to insure that bo^th tho interpreter 
and.the witness understand tho reference to previous 
testimony. 
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(3) The following typos of questions aro particularly to be 
avoided as le-rding to misunderstanding and futile discussions 

(a) Long questions. (Impossible for interpreter and witness 
to remember) 

. (b) Complicated questions. (Dependent clauses confuno 

both interpreter and witness) 

(c) Conditional questions. (Usually beyond comprehension 
of an oriental witness) 

(d) Sarcastic questions. (Usually depend on untranslatable 
emphasis or play on words; waste effort) 

(e) Negative questions. ("You did not see then, did you?" 
Answer will be, "Yes, I did not see then" or "No — I 
saw then") 

(f) Questions hinging on the precise meaning of a single 
word. (The interpreter picks from several choices that 
English word which he believes will most closely express 
his understanding of the witness. To question the % 
witness about the English word is futile) 

(4) The senior nomber of the staff of both prosecution and 
defense are chargod with instructing their assistants in 
these rules and thereafter to apply prompt corrective action 
to stop p.t once any violation of the principles announced 
herein. 

7. Authentication of Record of Trial . 

a. The record of trial will be prepared under the supervision of 
the prosecution for the signature of the President of the Commission and the 
senior membor of tho prosecution staff. 

b. Tho record will be submitted to the Defense Counsel for check 

by him before the record is authenticated by the prosecution and the President 
of the Commission. The Defense Counsel will noto on tho record the fact that 
tho record has been submitted to him and checked by him prior to authentication. 

c. In the event the record cannot be authenticated by tho President 
of the Commission and the senior member of the prosecution staff, by roason 
of tho death, disability, or absence of either or both of them, it shall bo 
aimed by a member of the Commission in lieu cf tho president and by another 
member of tho prosecution staff, if thoro be one, in lieu of the senior 
member of the prosecution staff, otherwise by another member of the commission.

PROSECUTION i A s opening argument, if it please the Commission, the 
prosecution will prove by appropriate evidence that the accused, 
Kane Dwrno, was a first lieutenant in the Imperial Japanese Army 
and aa such was in com and of the medical aide of Fukuoka 
Prisoner of W«r C*ap Vxatber 23 and he had ander hia control mad 
supervision both modi o al non-coma, privates, and civilian employee; 
that ho was the doctor in charge of the medical department and it 
waa his duty to take care of in a medical way both the American 
Prisoners of W*r and any other persons in the omip presumably the 
Japanese also; that ha had aa hia assistant in tha camp there a 
major, a doctor in tha United States kymj. Major Kenneth ftoea 
■agon who was appointed by the authorities or Dr. Danno or the 
oamp commander aa the medical man to look out for the prisoners) 
that Dr* Danno in the course of hia supervisory work there oom-

PROSKUTICKi The prosecution offers in evidence as Prosecution 
lx hibit 1 the photostatic copy of a oertlfled copy of the 
documents passed between the Swiss Legation and the Japanese 
Qovemnent with referenoe to the conformanoe of the Japanese 
to the terns of the Qeneva Convention for the Treatment of 
Prisoners of W a r with which the Camel aelon Is entirely 
faeiliar. 

DEFENSEi The defense would like to know for what purpose this 

exhibit is cvfered and what the prosecution Intends to prove 
through this exhibit. 

PROSECUTION* It is for the purpose of showing that ths Japanese 
Oovemaent conformed to the terns of the Oeneva Convention 
for the Treatasnt of War Prisoners and it is an agreement 
to treat its war prisoners according to that convention if 
the Uhited States Government would do ths asms. 

DEFENSES Ths defense objects to the introduction of this exhibit 

on the following grounds t Ths answer of the Japanese Oovemaent 
conveyed to ths Secretary of Stats at Washington through ths 
Swiss Legation definitely states, *Japanese Oovemaent has in¬ 
formed aea *first, Japan is strictly observing Oeneva Conven¬ 
tion ae a signatory atata. Seconds Although not bound by the 
convention relative treatment prisoners of war Japan will 
apply mu tatla mutandis provisions of that Convention to 
American prisoners of war in ita power' *. It la the contention 
of the defense that this is a qualified acceptance of the 
offer by tha Secretary of State, changes being made in accord¬ 
ance with neeeeeity or circumstances. We contend that this 
is not a full acceptanoe and that this accused is not bound 
because it is no binding ag re m e ant entered into between the 
two governments at that time and so far aa the Japanese 
Government' s reply 1s oonoerasd that clausa "smtatls mutandis", 
to a certain extent or ae far as possible under cinrumetanoes, 
we feel there is no way of knowing whether the Japanese did 
intend at tha time to bind anyone under their oontrol to fol¬ 
low evwry regulation laid down by tha Oeneva Convention under 
thie exchange of telegrams and we feel there le no showing that 
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aan bind this accused as a lieutenant in the Japanese Ajmy when 
tbs Government of Japan itself is not bound. 

PROSECUTION: As an additional reply, the doouasot is evidence of a 

knowledge of tbs humanitarian conceptions necessary in tbs treat¬ 
ment of prisoners of war by civilised nations in their handling 
of prisoners of war. 

IAV MEMBER* The objection is overruled and it will be received.

PROSECUTIONi The prosecution offers in evidence the original of an 
affidavit of Lieutenant Colonel Kenneth loss Hagen, dated 1 
October 19hS, to be attached to the record and marked Prosecu¬ 
tion Exhibit 2, to be withdrawn at the conclusion of the trial 
and an authenticated copy substituted t ha ref or. 

DEFENSES The defense objects to the introduction of this document, 
this affidavit of Doctor Hagan on the ground that ths prosecu¬ 
tion has a further affidavit from this sms man soon to in 
March of 19U6. This second affidavit of Dr. Hagen is a much 
more comp lets document and one frost which ths Ocmmisslon will 
derive the fullest benefit. The affidavit offered as Exhibit 2 
was taken on I^son at 29th Riplacamsnt Dapot and la not oamplete 
and In it the doctor states conclusions for which he dess not 
stats facta. However, in this second affidavit which is more 
ocsplste, he takes the whole thing up end ws feel that ths 
record should not be burdened with the additional affidavit of 
Dr* Hagen from which ths Comaission can derive no benefit* 
Everything that is in 2 la in 3 and it la more fully and com¬ 
pletely covered. Y # feel that it is a valid objection since we 
should not burden the record with something that can be of no 
value to the Commission. 

LAY MEMBER: The objection is not sustained and the document will 
be received. 

DEFENSE: If it please the Comdssion, there is further objection 
to this portion of the affidavit which takas up the control 
proposition that has been brought up before. The paragraph 
beginning "On or about 20 July" and ending "arm and shoulder" 
is a statement regarding a beating by Private Odaiahi of one 
of the prisoners of war. The defense has already oontended In 
its demurrer that the control of the medical officer mist be 
sheen. It must be shown that he had the authority. It must be 
shown that he knew of the incident before he can be held respon¬

the act. is this doea not state that the defendant was a par¬ 
ticipator in this act, than 1% is Immaterial and irralavant 
because this defendant eamot be charged with an act and given 
criminal responsibility for that act where in the first place 






It has not been proved that 
the defendant had control. It haa not been proved that the de¬ 
fendant had ooMaand responsibility over these sen and until the 
oontraxy is shorna, we mat assuae that the ccaneand responsibility 
la in the cowmanding officer and lies only in the commanding 
officer of the camp. 

PROSECUTION* It has been charged in the Charge and Specifications 
that Ideutenant Danno was the aedlcal officer, a first lieuten¬ 
ant, cooMissioned officer In the krmj of Japan and that he had 
control, supervision over the subordinates in the branch of the 
service in vhioh he was. The question was argued before this 
OoBBissian yesterday morning by way of the demurrer to the 
Oharge. It vaa ruled upon by the CoMission and I take it this 
is a aere repetition of the same argument heard by the Oo—leaion 
yesterday morning and ruled upon and requires no further answer 
at this time. However, we will say that the affidavits and evi¬ 
dence as It proceeds along in this case will connect up Lieuten¬ 
ant D»nno and shoe that ha had oomand and control of tha various 
individuals In ths medical dstacteent at that camp, 

IAV MEMBER* If there ere no further arguments and subject to objec¬ 
tion by s member of the Ctasil siion, the objection is not sus¬ 
tained and the doevaunt will be received. 

PROSECUTION* This affidavit has particular application to Specifica¬ 
tion £ c and, while we do not limit the affidavit or that part af 
it to that specification, we make that statement so that, it might 
be utilised for any specification to which it is relevant, but in 
order to aid the Commission, we point out Specification 5 e as ths 
specification to which it is particularly relevant. 

Ths said document was reoeived in evidance, read to the Coil ssion 

and an authenticated copy is appended narked Prosecution Exhibit 2. 

PROSECUTIONi The prosecution offers in evidence the original of a 
supplementary affidavit exoeeuted in ths Stats of California, 

County of IVesno, at a later date, 5 Kerch 19L6, by the same 
Kenneth Rose Hagen whose affidavit is Prosecution Exhibit 2, 
and who is a lieutenant colonel and medical officer of the 
United States Army, this affidavit to be attached as Proeeeu- 
tion Exhibit 3, to be withdrawn at the conclusion of ths trial 
and an authenticated copy substituted therefor.

1AV MEMBER: The objection Is not sustained. 

DEFENSES W e have various specific objections. The first objection 
is on pegs 2 just below the center of the pegs, the sentence 
beginning "In overriding", Wa object in that sentence to the 
words "arbitrarily" and “capriciously* and to the words la the 
following sentence "their asm whim", on the ground that they 
are the conclusions of the witness as to the state of mind of 
which this witness is not oompetent to judge or to testify. 

This witness states as a fact a finding which the Ocmaiaslon 
is to determine from the facte themselves. Tfct Cornels si on le 
to determine whether this mat was acting arbitrarily or capri¬ 
ciously and the witness is not oompetent to testify as to that. 

PROSECUTIONi This is a method of stating facts showing the manner 
in which, or the manner utilized by these various persons by a 
person Interested at the time in their actions In eonneotion 
with the denial of m ed i cal necessities. It was open to ordi¬ 
nary view by the affiant who was la a position to know whsther 
there was any reason given far the actiene having to do with

Iren an opinion, if that bo an 
opinion, or a oonelueion, if it be a oonslaslan, is not under 
ths circumstances objectionable under the rules of piling 
set forth by SOAP here which has liberalised the forma of plsmd 
ing to the effect that can be given to the luguage of affiants 
who are not lawyers and who are just speaking in the ordinary 
ooursa. 


DE?EISEt If ths Commas ion please, I think that tla issue is 

squarely raised here and for all tlmss so far as tM t case le 
concerned as to any objection to be raised by ths dsfense as 
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to conclusions of witnesses. That man is using certain words 
describing certain refusals. If this witness said medical, 
stores were refused end that Dr. D a nno said such and such, 
this Commission could decide for thamaelvea whether that waa 
arbitrary or capricious without giving it as a fact. W# are 
not allowed to accept the conclusions of witnesses because if 
he took this stand, be could not testify to conclusions.

mere slapped end otherwise mistreated. That might be attributable 
to this period of time or it might be attributable to other periods 
of time but I think it shows a general condition which will be 
connected up with other affidavits and it is relevant to the ques¬ 
tion. It is a natter of whet credence will be given a statement 
of that kind. 

IAW MEMBERt The objection is not sustained. 

DEFENSEi The rest of that sentenoe, it is the contention of the defense 
that the witness is incompetent to testify as to that. The witness 
is not e medical authority and did not have the opportunity to 
examine these people and was not qualified to determine whether or 
not the people were ill. 

PROSECUTION t In answer to that, it is only s matter of ordinary 

observation in telling whether e men is alok or healthy. That can 
be told tram ordinary appearances. A men may be so sick you can 
see it and that is whet is conveyed in this affidavit. It is only 
from ordinary appearance. 

IAW MEMBERi The objection of the defense is not sustained. In order 
not to bring the setter up at e less appropriate time, I request 
that defense counsel make sure he is through with this affidavit. 

DEFENS t If the Comal sal on please, we had in a pretrial conference - 
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LAW MEMBER: Do you have any further objections? 

DEFENSE* No# air, I do not. 

The a aid affidavit was then received in evidence, read to the Com¬ 
mission and an authenticated copy thereof is appended narked Prosecu¬ 
tion Exhibit 11*. 

PROSEC DTI OH* The prosecution now offers as its Exhibit 15 the original 
of the affidavit of Richard Haines, sergeant, Q.S. irmy to be 
attached to the record, to be withdrawn at the oonolusion of the 
trial and an authenticated copy substituted therefor, 

DEFENSE* H 0 objection. 

LAW MEMBER: There being no objection by the defense, it will be ad¬ 
mitted in evidence. 

The said affidavit was then received in evidence, read to the Com¬ 
mission and an authenticated copy thereof le appended marked Prosecu¬ 
tion Exhibit 15. 

PROSECUTION: This Exhibit 15 is in support of or specifically appllas 
to Specification 5 b. 

At this time, I would like to cell the Commission's attention 
to the case of United 8tatea of America v. Shlgeearu Odeishi and 
other aliases. Under the rules, the Cemission takes judicial 
notice of cases pending and related matters by other caamicolons. 
Par the pirpose of the record in this ease, I have had prepared 
as frosscution Exhibit 16 a certified copy of the Charge and 
Spaciflcations in that casa, and the findings in that particular 
case since these charges and specifications and findings have 
reference to certain of the specific chargee and specifications 
in the present case. I offer this as Prosecution Exhibit 16 for 
the purpose of the record and if tfae Conraiasion so desires, I 
will read the charge and specifications and the findings. 

DEFENSE: I have checked to determine whether or not this has been 

reviewed. It has been reviewed and the finding by the Coonanding 
General, Eighth Amy, acceded exactly to the finding of the com- 
mleaion. 

LAW MEMBER: Is there any objactlon by the defense? 

DEFENSE* N 0 , air. 

UW MEMBER: There being no objection by the defense, the court will 
take judicial notioa of the result* of the case referred to aa 
set forth in the proffered Exhibit. Doea the defense agree to 
waiving the reading of this exhibit? 

DEFENSE* T e a, sir. 

The said document was then received in evidence and la appended 
marked Prosecution Exhibit 16. 

PROSECUTION* Would it facilitate matters if I called the attention 






to specification* pointing out tba particular apacifications of 
tho Charge? 

LAW MEMBER 1 If ths prosecution so desires those that refer to speci¬ 
fications in this case. 

PROSECUTION! I 8 S, and those found guilty of. In tho exhibit just 

offered, without reading the charge. Specification 2 has particular 
reference to Specification 5 1 of ths charge against Dr. D«nno. 

As to that specification, the court found guilty. 

Specification U shown on this exhibit has particular reference 
to Specification 5 J of the charge and specification before us in 
this Danno case. A s of that specif lostion, the court found guilty. 

Specification £ in this exhibit has particular reference to 
Specification 5 h of the specifications now on trial before us. 

As of that specification, the court found guilty. 

Specification 6 in the exhibit now before us has particular 
reference to Specification $ b in the Charge and Specification 
now on trial before the Camission and of that specification 
the court found guilty. 

Specification 8 of the exhibit has particular reference to 
Specification 5 g of the charge before the Comission and as of 
that specification, the court found guilty. 

Specification 9 of the exhibit has particular reference to 
Specification 5 c of tho charge now before us and of that speci¬ 
fication, the court found guilty with certain ohangee in words, 
phraseology which appe ar in the findInga on the specifications. 

Specification 10 of the exhibit has particular reference to 
Specification 5 d of the specifications an trial before us and of 
that specification, the Ccmdssion found guilty. 

The defense will undoubtedly stipulate with ne that Otfeiahi 
had pleaded guilty to these charges. 

DEFENSEi It is so stipulated. 

PROSECUTIONi The prosecution now offers in evidence to be attached 
to the record as Prosecution Exhibit 17 the perpetuation of the 
test Loony of Frank H. Turner, aajor, CAC, ASN 0-L02000, to be 
withdrawn at the conclusion of the trial of this case and an 
authenticated copy substituted for it in tho record. 

DEFENSEi We have one objection at tho bottow of page 5 starting with 
tbs word "Many", second line from the bottow of the page and 
running through, on tho top of page 6 the word "then". We objeot 
to those words on the ground that it is a conclusion not based on 
fact. The witness nowhere statee facts upon which the C ami scion 
could determine whether or not his conclusion is justified or apt. 

I refer ths Low Member to page 3 of the affidavit in which the 
affiant states Tran about 1 February, 19U5, until about 1 June 
1 9h$ f the camp administrative personnel were as followst" and he 


lists "Medical Department: 1st Lt« Xasuo Danno". Than ha goes 00 
and attempts to give us his conclusion as to what took place. This 
man is charged with acts between May and August. This witness 
definitely says there between February and Jons. If those acts 
did take place, Danno was not there at the tine and, therefore, it 
is a conclusion not based upon sufficient facts to warrant it and 
should be stricken from the affidavit before it is received in 
evidence. 

PROSECUTION 1 In reply the evidence shows that Danno was there at 

least ftpon the 15th of May onward. This specifically states that 
the worst beatings of American prisoners of war took place in the 
examination room and that Lieutenant Danno of the Ifedieal Corps 
could have prevented many of them, which is a specific mention 
of Danno, Is would think the objection good if the affiant had 
said "The medical officer in charge could have prevented". Then 
there would have been something indefinite as to who he referred 
to but he mentions lieutenant D*mo aa the man who could have pre¬ 
vented took place between the date of hie advent in the oaqp, the 
15th of May mod subsequent months, 

DEFENSE! I believe it is very unfair for ths prosecution to read to 
the Commission what we are objecting to, 

LAW MEMBER! I believe that is inadvartsnt. 

PROSECUTION! Tea, I had thought the defense had read the pert he was 
asking to be stricken out, 

DEFENSE! A lot of specifications have been referred to that OdeIshi 
pleaded guilty to. A lot of them ooou r red before Danno got there. 

Does he wish to say that Danno oould have prevented those? Danno 
was not there between those dates ad he is Inco m p e t ent to testify 
to it and it is hearsay based upon fats not stated. T # have had 
a great deal of argiaent here about hearsay and I think we should 
look to ths reason behind ths nils. The reason Tfcnno is not 
allowed to state a reason or conclusion is because he is here 
and if be la on the witness stand he oa be erase examined aa to 
the facts upon whloh ha ao states. 

PROSECUTION! The reason for not being ill owed to give opinions is 

because a bald statement of feet is a issue based on facts whloh con¬ 
voy to hie mind the evidence ol fact whloh is the ultimate fact. 

LAW MEMBER: The objection of the defense is sustained insofar as it 
rafara to the second of tha two sentences referred to only. Zt is 
not sustained as regards ths first of ths two santanoas. Are there 
any further objections as to its admissibility? 

DEFENSE* N 0 further objections. 

IAW MEMBER! There being no further objection, the affidavit of fared 
aa Exhibit 17 will be admitted in evidanoa. 














Ths said document waa than received in evidence and ia appandad 
marked Proaacution Exhibit 20. 

DEFENSEi Tha dafansa waives the reading of it. 

LAV MEMBER: The reading may be waived. Will the proaacution point 
out aa before tha applicability of tha spacificatIona. 

PROSECUTIONt Specification 1 refers to the beating of Otto Savage 
which in the Danno case ia Specification 5 e. Specification 2 
of tha exhibit refers to Specification 5 f of the specificatIona 
in tha Danno case on both of which specifications there was a 
finding of guilty and sentence imposed. 

PROSECUTION t Tha proaacution offers in evidence tha original of an 
affidavit of D. H. Watson, chief yeonan, U. 8 . levy, wade on the 
17th of September, 19U5, to be attached to tha record as Prose¬ 
cution Exhibit 21, to be withdrawn at tha conclusion of the 
trial and an authenticated oopy substituted therefor. 

DEFENSE: The defense has no objection. 

LAW MEMBER: There being no objection, the affidavit will be tftaitted 
in evidence. 

PROSECUTION: This will apply specifically to Specification $ g. 

Ths said affidavit waa than received in evidence, read to the Ocea¬ 
nia a ion and an authenticated copy is appended aarkad Prosecution 
Exhibit 21. 

PROSECUTIONi The prosecution offers in evidence the original of an 
affidavit of J 0 hn E. Lewis, private first class, U.8. ijey, dated 
17 September 19it5, to be attached to tha record as Prosecution 
Exhibit 22, to be withdrawn at the condition of ths trial and 
an authenticated copy substituted therefor. This exhibit has 
particular application to Specification 5 h. 

DEFENSE: The defense has no objection. 

IAW MEMBER: There being no objection by the defense, the affidavit 
will bo received in evidence. 

The said affidavit waa then received in evidence, read to the Con- 
mission and an authenticated oopy thereof is appended narked Prosecu¬ 
tion Exhibit 22. 

PROSECUTION: The prosecution now offers aa its Exhibit 23 In evidence 
the original of an affidavit of Kenneth R. Hagen, lieutenant 
colonel. Medical Corps, dated 11 May 19U6. The question of ay 
conference just now was whether to Introduce this now or wait 
its introduction as rebuttal but inasmuch as SCAP rules 
require (interrupted). 

LAV MEMBER: I don't believe we need an explanation, or your reasons. 

PROSECUTION: I might as well introduce it now and not hold it for 
rebuttal. 
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Vs submit that Major Hagan aada a thorough affidavit and brought 
bafora tha Comission a vary fact which, to his knowledge, con¬ 
stituted an unlawful act and wa submit that in this uncorroborated 
statement where an attempt was aada to tall the Commission whether 
or not a tooth should be extracted, that it does not make out a 
priaa facia case on Specification 3. 

Specification U charges, "That from about 1 May 19U5 to 30 August 
19U5, the accused, Xasuo D a nno did, willfully and unlawfully delay 
the cure and treatment of Private Everett Hensley, Alfred Kmiae, 
Corporal S^dward Secies, Private Irwin Kllbum, Private Q«orge 8. 
Dangaard and Corporal toy T. Clark, American Prisoners of War, who 
wer- then suffering from dysentery, by refusing the use of an avail¬ 
able microscope to tha American Prisoner of War Doctor*" That vaa 
covered by Dr. Hagen in his affidavit. He says he was out off from 
tha usa of tha microscope and refused with tha words, "Mo need, lot 
necessary” and that certain mm were suffering from dysentery md 
that the refusal to use carbasons and emetine hindered reoovary of 
the individuals. Dr* Hagen says "refhaal in sosm oases". V # are 
charged with all six oases. Sons th# refusal had nothing to do with. 
V« can't tell which ones it had nothing to do with and I don't be¬ 
lieve the Ccwoiasion can tell. *e are oharged on all six sul most 
defend on all six, Hsnsley, Bsise, Socles, Kllbum, Dangaard and 
Clark and yet the only evidence against the accused in eemsotion 
with this specification was It "hindered and delayed recovery". Hi 
says that aaoh of theas sen recovered despite these difficulties. 

V fl submit that this portion of Major Hagan's affidavit dose not 
atata facta sufficient to make out a prims facie eaee against this 
accused upon whioh the Commission can have a finding of guilty as 
to Specification k in that ha "did unlawfully delay tha cure and 
treatment" beeause we don't know bow long tha men suffered from 
dysentery. Me don't know how long they had been in this condition 
and we don't know how long he refhsed to give the treabMnt. From 
Major Hagen's use of tha words "hindered treatment", I don't be¬ 
lieve he intended this Commission to believe no dregs were received. 
Ha asked for certain drugs and he may have received others which 
may not hava been aa good as tha onas asked for but soma were 
given and tha man recovered. Ia it a crime to refuae to give 
certain drugs and to give others? Does that make a prims fmeit 
caaa against the accused in a war erlma? W* submit that it falls 
far short and that a finding of not guilty should be entered 
against this accused because of the failure of the prosecution to 
bring in sufficient proof. 

In reference to all of tha specifications, we must urge an the Com¬ 
mission and it ia tha crux of tha whole case, no natter what happened 
at the camp and no matter whit Major Ha an said was done or refused 
to be done, he still says this was done or not dona because of a 
medical opinion "contrary to ay own", lb submit to the C oasis si on 
that the prosecution has failed to make out a prims facie case when 
the strongest evidence ia that he had a medical opinion different 
from that of tha American Prisoner of War Doctor. 

W e realize that tha Japanese cdemand of knowledge, Japanese doctora 
are not up to the standards of American doctors. On the other hand, 
maybe Dr* Danno was wrong but if he was wrong, it is not tha basis 
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for a oharge of sanslaughter and Is not the basis for a finding 
of guilty of a war crime. 

For all of those reasons, it is the contention of the defense 
that we should have a finding of not guilty as to Specifications 
1, 2, 3, and 4, that a finding of not guilty should be entered 
thereon. 

If the Comaisaion please, yesterday we made an objection to 
tbs Charge and to Specification Somber 5 on the grounds that it 
did not state a cause of action; that it stated no crime because 
it only alleges that the defendant had euperrieion over the men 
in the medical detachment. It did not allege that ha had command 
power or control over the men in the medical detachment. In the 
opening statement of counsel for the prosecution, we ware advised 
that it would bo shown that the defendant had command responsi¬ 
bility. W« were advised that it souId be shosn that ha had con¬ 
trol over these men in the nodical detachment and ee sere also 
advised that it mould be shown that he had authority to prevent 
acts which arc considered to be war crimes. Through the affidavits 
road by prosecution, there has been no shoeing of any command 
responsiblity on the part of this doctor. There has been abso¬ 
lutely no shoeing of the control that this doctor had over t h os e 
man in the medical detachment. There has been no showing of tbs 
authority that this doctor had over this particular detachment. 

W« proceeded to object to all the portions of tbs affidavits 
ehioh refer to the specific offenses eevittod or alleged to 
have been ooMitted by members of the medical detacimmnt and 
objected on the basis that control up until that tins had not 
been shown, comaand responsibility had not been shown and so wore 
told at that time that it would be shown at a later time and, if 
it please the Commies ion, it has not been shown yet. 

The only case that we can consider as an authority is the 
Ymashita Decision. The Tamaahita Decision states as followst 

"The charge was as followsi 'Tonoyuki Tomashits, Qensral 
Imperial Japanese Amy, between 9 October 191*4 and 2 Septem¬ 
ber 1945, at Manila and other places in the Philippine 
Islands, while commander of armed forces of Japan at war 
with the United States of America and its allies, unlawfully 
disregarded end failed to discharge his duty as ooasasndsr 
to control the operations of the mmnbers of his comsand 
permitting them to oosnlt brutal atrocities * **. 

low, the feet that that was the only way that court could 
hold Oenaral Tamaahita responsible takes up just about one-half 
of the entire decision, of the entire space that is devoted to 
the Supreme Court*» majority opinion and I would like to refer 
this Commission to just a couple of paragraphs aa followsi 

"But it la urged that the charge does not allege that 
petitioner has either committed or directed thm comaiesion 
of such acts, and consequently that no violation is charged 
as against him. But this overlooks ths fact that the gist 
of the charge ia an unlawful breach of duty by petitioner 
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as an any cocmander to control tha operations of tha 
members of his command by ’permitting than to commit' 
the axtanalTa and widespread atrocities specified. 

The question than is whether tha lev of war imposes 
an an aray conmandor a duty to taka such appropriate 
measures as are within his power to control the troops 
under his coanand for the prorention of the specified 
acts which are violations of the lav of war and which 
are likely to attend the occupation of hostile terri¬ 
tory by an uncontrolled soldiery, and whether he may 
be charged with personal responsibility for his fail¬ 
ure to take such eeasures when violations result. 

That this was tha precis# issus to be triad was made 
clear by the statement of the prosecution at the open¬ 
ing of the trial." 

•* • * Bence the law of war presupposes that ita vio¬ 
lation is to be avoided through the control of the opera¬ 
tions of war by commanders who are to some extent respon¬ 
sible for their subordinates. 

"This is recognised by the Annex to Fourth Hague Con¬ 
vention of 1907, respecting the laws and customs of war 
on land. Article I lays down as a condition which an armed 
force must fulfill in order to be accorded the rights of 
lawfull belligerents, that it must be 'camended by e 
person responsible for Ms subordinates*." 

Another point 1 

"These provisions plainly imposed on petitioner, who 
at the time specified was ailitary governor of the Fhilip- 
pines, as well as oomender of ths Japanese forces, an 
affirmative duty to take such eeasures as wars within 
his power and appropriate in the cirouestanees to pro¬ 
tect prisoners of war and tha civilian population. This 
duty of a caaaanding officer has heretofore been reoog- 
nised, and its breach penalized by our own military 
tribunals." 

The decision cites as a case in point, aa followst 

"Failure of an offioer to taka measures to prevent 
murder of an inhabitant of an oocupied country com¬ 
mitted in his presence. Qen. Orders No. 221, Hq. Oiv. 
of the Philippines, August 17, 1901. And in Qen. Orders 
No. 26U, B3. Div. of the Philippines, September ?, 1901, 
it was held that an officer could not be found guilty 
for failure to prevent a murder unless it appeared that 
the accused had *the power to prevent' it." 

We submit that at no place has the prosecution shown tha power 
of the accused in this case to have prevented this. At no piece 
does it show he had the authority to prevent it. i| a matter of 
fact, at no place does it show that he knew what was going on. 
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On* specific objection to Specification $ k in which th* 
defendant 1* charged with "th* permitting of subordinates 
under hi* ljmediat* control to atcal and personally ua* aedi- 
olnaa furnished by th* R«d Oroaa for th* exclusive cm of 
Prisoners of Var". la aubalt that th*r* ia no hdwing, with 
on* azooption and that la th* Injection of eartaln rltaalna 
into a Lieutenant Salto, that tharo wore any other Bad Oroaa 
items uaod by the Japan*** foroaa. Bayba there waa only on* 
dlapanaary which th* Japanese personnel and th* prisoners of 
war used. Perhaps there wight haw* bean a combination of the 
Japanese n*dlolnea and th* 8«d Cross aedlelnes. Perhaps th* 
Japanese asdloln* was used. Parhapa in tha giving of theoa 
vitamin tablet* to Salto, Japan*** witaaln tablet* war* glean. 
Thera is no showing to th* contrary. Th* only showing so far 
a* th* R*d Cross aedlolne 1* concerned 1* tha Tltwain injeo- 
tion. V* do not know whether any of this waa Rad Oroaa medl- 
oin*. V s do kmmr one thing, however, and that is that we are t 
required to b* given tha benefit of the doubt. V* are required 
to resolve th* doubt in favor of th* defendant and unless and 
until th* evidsnoe is sueh that it show* beyond a reasonable 
doubt this was Red Cross aedieins, than it be oc me a tha doty of 
th* Ccawission to find tha defendant not guilty. 

On th* word "steal", as we want through those affidavits, 
and we want through then quite thoroughly, we triad to find 
on* lota of credible evidence as to tha foot that Japan*** 
personnel did "steal" R*d Croa* wadioin* and these affidavits 
are th* only thing we have on it and it is not in th* affi¬ 
davits and I wart you to go through thaw beoause wo way bo 
wrong, but our oontention is th*r* is not on* iota of credible 
evidence that any Japanese stole any aedlolne. have words 
in there and phrases lika this, "that Japanese stole scam 
asdic in*". There is no *my for us to defend it. V* do not 
know who it was. «e do not know when it was. V* do not know 
what they stol* if it Is tru*. 

If tha ComI salon pleas*, this is th* tia* to give th* 
defendant th* benefit of tha doubt. Tha reason that I say 
that la because this defendant is not a defendant, not lika 
a defendant on trial in th* civil oourta of th* United States 
or under our criminal court* whore you have one charge 
against Mm. It is not lika a trial in Federal Courts where 
you nay have a let of charges and specificatlone against you 
but at th* saw* time, they are all related so that ninety 
per cent of than, a defense to on* is a defense to ell. Hera 
wa have to Jump around from plaoa to plaee and Area person to 
person and wa do want at this tine to consider and give th* 
defendant th* benefit of th* doubt beoaus* wa beliav* that ha 
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haft bo much to defend In this ease that without giving hi* 
the consideration on this at this tine, we will place a very 
unfair burden upon hi* by saying, "Well, we can let hi* 
defend it and then make up «r minds". Oentlemen, now is the 
tl*e to sake up our minds as to whether or not a pri*a facie 
case has been made out in any one of these five specifications. 

PROSECUTION i If the Commission please, on motion to dismiss, it 
stands entirely on different grounds than a final argument 
after hearing teatlnony. AH that the Ccmmlasion has to con¬ 
sider at this particular time is thist Is there enough evidence 
introduced on the part of the prosecution to sustain a convic¬ 
tion if we oonvict the prisoner, no evidence having been brought 
in by the defense at all. That is the only question to be con¬ 
sidered here. The answer to that I think there is absolutely 
no doubt about. 

This isn't a question of a Japanese doctor whoee admitted 
ability and education isn't in the sa*e class with an American 
educated doctor of the class of a lieutenant colonel in the 
United States Army. It isn't a question of mere difference of 
opinion. The testimony is in here that the American doctor 
asked for the use of certain instruments. Is asked for the 
microscope which he wanted to use because he couldn't diagnose 
or treat the illnesses of patients unless he had the use of 
that instrument. It was denied Mm by the defendant. Tfayf 
He says it was denied Mm arbitrarily and for no reason. It 
was there for use and slides and other paraphernalia were there 
for use and if by the use of that, ho determined this nan had 
Amoebic Dysentery, the medicine was there that woAd counteract 
and curs the dysentery, emetine. There may be other medicine but 
emetine will do the job. That was denied him and when he told 
Dr* Danno that if he didn't allow him to give the prisoner cer¬ 
tain medicines mentioned, "He will die”, and he says ths doctor 
grinned at him and says, "American prisoner die? O.K., O.K., 
O.K., let him die", and that is corroborated by other teatimoiqr 
in the record. 

This Comaission isn't called on at this time to weigh ths 
comparative weight of the testimony. All this Commission has 
to decide now is, "If we say the man is guilty, is there tes¬ 
timony in the record tending to support that?" Ths question of 
reasonable doubt doesn't come in at this time. Ivory accused 
comes into court with the presumption of innocence but as evi¬ 
dence is introduced which is relevant, it destroys that presump¬ 
tion of innocence until conflicting evidence is introduced on 
behalf of ths defendant Mmeelf which then throws the duty and 
the burden upon the court to weigh the evidence and if mxj 
doubt whatever, then the presumption of innocence will stand 
and will help Mm there. 

The question of what the Tamishita trial decided - I haws 
read it but don't 9 «J I have thoroughly digested it at the pres¬ 
ent time - and the question of command responsibility, I think, 
has been argued and decided by the Commission when ths ao-oalled 
demurrer was argued and refused and the present moment is not 
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the proper piece to re-argue it because that does depend entirely 
on the evidence but the evidence does show the defendant was a 
commissioned officer stationed at that camp} that he erne the com¬ 
missioned officer doctor in charge of the medical department 
operating at that camp and that there were two assistants at the 
camp over whoa he had supervision, control, or comandj whatever 
you wish to call it beoause every Ar<ny officer knows that when a 
commissioned officer, a medical man is in charge of a medical 
department and has a couple of non-coms assisting him, he is in • 
conmand of them and they are subjeet to his orders and it would 
be presumptous even for the camp comnander to give direct orders 
to the assistants in there, the corpansn in there. It requires 
no amount of evidence to show what every Army officer knows that 
under those ciroumstanoes, the commissioned officer in oharge is 
In oharge and in charge means he was in camend of that detach¬ 
ment and if he la in oc—and of that detachment and in oharge 
of these men serving under him, they were subject to hie super¬ 
vision and subject to his orders. 

Y e have the specific statement in the record here that Began 
was refused the necessary apparatus and medicines. That isn’t 
denied at the present time. It can't be denied at the present 
time because this is a mere motion for dismissal based on the 
paucity of evidence. It might be that the defense in taking the 
statmeent used by Dr* Hagen in the affidavit that according te 
their medical opinions, they differed, to him they differed, bet 
to the ordinary reader of the affidavit, under the elreumstanees 
that is nothing but a criticism on this part. Hs says that 
Odelshl and Sakagami disagreed with him but said they were un¬ 
educated persons, medically uneducated, their opinions valueless. 
Therefore, when they disagreed with him, it wasn't a difference 
of opinions between two people who know the same subject matter. 

It was arbitrary on their part because, under the circumstances, 
it was their duty for than to defer to the superior knowledge 
and skill of the expert in that line which they dlfe't do. They 
overrode it. 

Row, there are a number of affidavits in the record. I don't 
think it necessary at this time to call attention to eaoh one of 
them. It would take quite a long time, but the tenor of all these 
affidavits show it was not a mere difference of nedloal opinion 
but a determination to make it as difficult on the prisoners 
even if they died and one of these, the affidavit of DoCklna, 
he mentioned Stock who died! "After the operation he was brought 
back to our camp. Camp # 23 , and placed in the hospital there. 

For the first couple of days he was given special food. After 
that Odasha-San said he would either eat the regular ration or 
die". He did die. That was contrary to the advice of Dr* Hagen 
who said if at the time he had been given proper medicine and 
food, ha could have saved that man. 

I call attention to the phraseology, wording made by Dr. Hagen 
in our Exhibit 3 as the statements of a man who not only knew the 
circumstances but had no rancor in the matter. % didn't like 
Lieutenant Danno is perfectly appirent from that but that is 
natural also but he showed no vindicativeness. Where he thought 
the camp commander had been fair, he stated it and he merely 
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related facta as they occurred to him. 


At this stage and time there is a prima fade case. I think there 
la no question about it and I ask that the notion for dismissal be 
denied and that the defendant be given his usual opportunity which 
always is in our courts of presenting any defense he may hare. 

That then will give the court an opportunity to measure the weight 
of the evidence and determine whioh witnesses it is going to be¬ 
lieve and which not believe because there is nothing in the ease 
whioh says you should not believe the evidence of witnesses who 
have testified before the Commission in the fore of affidavits* 

Those statements at this tire stand as true unless they are so 
irresponsible in form and nature that no person could believe 
them but I deny that that is tbs case in any of that at this tine 
and if those statements stand at this present time as true , and 
the Comission, I take it, has no alternative but to consider 
them as true because on a motion to dismiss, it is so, than there 
is a prime facie case made out and the motion should be denied* 

DSFENSBt If the Ccnaission please, just a few words* The presumption 
of innocence as stated by counsel that it does not apply in 
military oourts and commissions, that presumption goes up until 
the commanding general approves or disapproves it. That Is 
absolutely necessary for us to try a ease under our particular 
regulations and directives. 

So far aa control is concerned, I have prepared a little list 
of authorities whioh I would like to hand to tha law msmber. 

A copy was furnished yesterday afternoon to our opponenta in 
case he might find it beneficial to him. 

PROSECUTIONi Would tha Commission allow me to make one statement 
because a new matter is brought up here. 

IAW MEMBERt The offering of authorities was with counsel for the 
prosecution. 

PROSECUTION: L«t him offer all of the authorities which he hae* 

The letter of December 5 which is part of the record and whioh 
states regarding approval of sentence. Tbs reason I am reading 
this now is because I don't think that an unreviewed record is 
anything othar than a final record that is subject to review as 
to certain aspects and I will read tha section. 

LAW iraCBER» May I ask the connection between the present contention 
and tha motion for dismissal? 

PROSECUTION: Counsel for defense Just made some observations on the 
presumption of innocence continuing right through until the review 
is consisted and that I deny. Th« point I aa trying to make - 

UW MEMBER: What la the connection between that and the present 
motion before the court? 

PROSECUTION: I don't think it has any but I had to say (interrupted). 

LAW MEMBER: Tou say it has no connection and I agree with you. 
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PROSECUTION t That la all that la necessary under the eirowstanoes. 

PRESIDENTt Tha Commission will adjourn until 0900 tomorrow morning. 

The Gonaiasion then, at 1600 hours adjourned to meet at 0900 
hours an 22 May 19U6.

The Caolselon met, pursuant to adjournment, at 0900 hours, 
all personnel of the court, prosecution, end defense, who were 
present at the close of the previous session in this case, being 
present. 

The accused, the reporter, and the interpreters also were 
present. 

PRESIDENT* The Ooonission is now in session. 

UW MEMBERS The aotion of the defense for a finding of not guilty 
Insofar as It pertains to Specifications 1, 2, 3, and It is not sus¬ 
tained. The aotion Insofar as it pertains to Specification 5a is 
sustained insofar only as it pertains to the words "said prisoners 
contracted serious diseases and infections”. Insofar as it per¬ 
tains to the rawinder of Specification 5a, it is not sustained, 
insofar as it pertains to Specifications 5 b, e, d, a, f, g, h, 
i, and J, the aotion is not sustained. Tbs aotion, insofar as it 
pertains to Specification 5 k 1s sustained insofar only as it per¬ 
tains to the words "steal* and "personally* in the third line and 
insofar as it pertains to ths words n md undernourished” in the 
fifth line. Insofar as it pertains to the remainder of Specifica¬ 
tion 5 k, ths notion is not sustained. Insofar as it pertains to 
Specification 5# the notion is not sustained. Insofar as it per¬ 
tains to ths ohargo, the notion is not sustained. 

The defense then made an opening stateme n t as followsi 

If ths Coanisslon please, in conducting the defense of this 
accused. Doctor D*nno, we will present the testimony before this 
Coanisslon of Dootor Harlmatsu, the Japanese doctor at the nines 
adjacent to Fukuoka Prisoner of War Camp lumber 23, mentioned in 
Colonel Hagen*a affidavit. Dr* larlmavsu will testify as to the 
physical condition of Stock when he first saw him the 27th of 
July, 191*5. He will testify as to the operation that was per¬ 
formed by Dr* Danno as chief surgeon and himself as assistant 
while Major Hagen watched and he will testify as to the day to 
day condition of Prisoner of War Steok until his death at 7 <30 
I believe in the morning of August 7, 191*5• DT. Harlmatsu will 
also testify to Johnston's sanitation and subsequent treatment. 

Following Dr* Harlmatsu, we will present Dr* Maekawa, former 
Japanese Any doctor, officer of ths Japanese Ar*y Medical Depart¬ 
ment, who was the Japanese dootor at Fukuoka Headquarters lain 
Camp up until April, 191*5, and he will testify covering the period 
from the suanr of 19l*l* up until the time he left the camp as to 
the condition of medical supplies in ths Fukuoka Area, both 
Japanese and R«d Cross supplies and he will testify as to 
exactly what amount of Red Cross supplies went to Fukuoka Ho. 23 
and for what purpose they were labelled. Dr. Maekawa will also 
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testify as to the authority and control of a Japanese medical 
officer over a camp detachment. 

W« also hope to present to this Coord asion the testimony of 
Dr* Shlkata mentioned by Colonel Hagen as the Japanese medical 
officer at Fukuoka Camp 23 just prior to Danno's arrival at the 
camp hoping to get the background of the Steck and Fichteneyer 
cases* As yet we have not been able to get Dr* Shlkata. 

Is will present testimony by Private Ode is hi and Sergeant 
Sakagami as to their actions in the camp; as to their actions 
on requests by Colonel Hagen) their actions on sick call and as 
to various things around the camp and also the beatings which 
took place of which they have already been convicted* 

The accused, having been advised of his rights, will take the 
stand and testify as to what went on in regard to Odeishi and 
Sakagami at Fukuoka C*ap 23 and to every allegation and oharge 
against him. 

We will bring to the stand Dr* Okaml who will testify as to 
medical supplies brought to Fukuoka 23 after Dr* Maekawa left 
Headquarters Main Camp* 

We will present also a Japanese Doctor Eundo, Professor of 
Surgery at the Imperial University, who will testify as regards 
the Steck operation as to Japanese surgical knowledge followed 
in that operation and will give the Camission the facta regard¬ 
ing that operation concerning Japanese standards. 

Dr. Koyano, Dean of the lagasaki Medical College, a former 
teacher of Danno, will testify regarding the ability of Danno 
and his character. 

Dr. Tumoto will testify regarding the first specification, 
the death of Fichtenmeyerj the Japanese treatment for beri-beri 
and semi-tropical diseases. After that, we will present Dr. 

Oreen, an American Aj-my doctor, who will give the Commission 
the benefit of his experience as an Axmy doctor and will give 
you the American practice in regard to beriberi and malnutrition. 

We will also present Colonel Fukumoto who will testify as to 
R«d Cross supplies available and Japanese supplies available and 
give the Commission the benefit of his knowledge as to the respon¬ 
sibility of a Japanese Ajmy officer over his subordinates in Branch 
Csmpe. 


The Camp Commandant Furuaho will also appear. The Japanese 
Interpreter ono, the only Japanese interpreter in the camp. A 
Japanese dentist will tsdify as to Japanese dental procedure and 
practice directly relating to Specification 3, mistreatment of 
Madero. 

We feel that whan the Commission listens to all the witnesses and 
has heard the volume of testimony, we will have net squarely every 








specification of these ohargea and «e feel that when «e dose this 
case, there la no question but that testimony will osrlt a finding 
by tbs Commission of not guilty on all specifications. 

DEFENSEi The defense will call as Its first witness Dr* Klyotoshi 
larlmatsu. Before this witness testifies, I would like to make 
this statement before the Comaission. This witness cans down 
hare from lagasaki and brought with hia a portion of his diary 
entries made day by day as he eraeined Stock. hare trans¬ 
lations of that portion of the diary but unfortunately this 
earning the witness did not bring thsm with hie. I will, with 
the consent of the prosecution, address certain questions to 
the witness with respect to the diary which I would like to 
Introduce when the witness is not on the stand. Z don’t think 
he will be here this afternoon. 

LAT MEMBER: Is that agreeable? 

PROSECUTION t That la agreeable If the witness will testify they 
are notes he made out and with which he desires to refresh 
his memory unless they are something he has prepared for use In 
this trial, I will agree. 

DEFSNSEt I 0 t to refresh his memory. Bis testimony will be so smooth 
and I think he looked at It last night and I want the Canmlsslon 
to know his testimony is based on something written In his own 
handwriting and which he has. 

IAT MDfiERi The question of the prosecution is, 1# it something 

made at the tins of tbs events or something prepared after from 
which to testify. 

DEFENSE! That Is right, something made at the time. We will bring 
that out. 

PROSECUTION! Mo objection than. 

Dr. Klyotoshi larlmatsu, a witness for the defense, was ssom 
and testified as follows i 

DIRECT EKAMDUTION 
Questions by the defense: 

Q. HU you state your name and address? 

A. Klyotoshi larlmatsu, Fukuoka-ten, Kaho-gun, Keisen Mac hi 23U3. 

Q. Are you a practicing physician and surgeon? 

A. T e s, sir. 

Q. gow long have you been practicing medicine? 

A. Twenty-seven years. 

Q. That medical college did you attend? 

A. There I graduated? 

Q. Tes. 

A. Osaka K«dioal Collage. 
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Q. Did you serve u intern in any hoapitalT 
A. K#io University Hoapital. 

Q. Bow long did yoar internship there lest? 

A. Two years. 

Q. Old you intern at any other hoapitalT 

A. At the Fukuahima District Hospital for about two years. 

Q. After leering Fukuahiaa Hospital, what did you do, doctor? 

A. Then I was assigned to the Meijl Industrial Company Hospital. 

Q. Do you recall in what year that was? 

A. Tee. 

Q. Then was it 3 

A. 1921*. 

Q. Hqw long did you remain with M®iji Industrial Company HoapitalT 
A. Twenty-three years up till this date. 

Q. Are you still employed by them? 

A. Tes, sir. 

Q. m what capacity? 

A. I am the superintendent of the hospital. 

Q. As superintendent of the hospital, are you actirely engaged 
in surgery? 

A. Tes, air. 

Q. Did you erer attend any other medical college outside Osaka 
Medical College? 

A. T«s, the Kyushu Imperial University. 

Q. Then did you attend Kyushu Imperial University? 

A. From 1931 and 1932 for about two years. 

Q. What is your specialty, doctor? 

A. During those periods? 

Q. What is your specialty now? 

A. Qeneral surgery. 

Q. m July of 19U5, where were you employed, doctor? 

A. At the Hlrayma Mine Hospital connected with Meijl Industrial 
Company. 

Q. Did you have any connection with the Fukuoka Prisoner of War 
CaP>P in 19U5? 

A. Tea, because the prisoners were employed by our company and I 
was requested to give treatment to the prteaers whenever they 
were injured. 

Q. Do you recall how many prisoners you treated? 
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A. Since this cut had to be amputated, I asked the medical orderly 
to ooxxtact the camp by telephone. He called the ceep coriander 
on the phone and asked him to send the medical officer. It 
seemed to me that the medical officer mas absent. So the camp 
ccoriander and both the American and Japanese medical orderlies 
arrived and I was requested by the camp commander to perfoa 
the operetion and, therefore, the amputation was performed. 

Q. When you say the medical officer mas absent, do you mean the 
accused. Dr. Danno? 

A. Tea* sir. 

3. W a a Major H*gen at that conference? 

A. Z don’t remember ezaotly. 

Q. That was done after the amputation wee completed, doctor? 

A. After the amputation, Hlngol’s solution waa lnjeoted. After 
this, he waa taken to the camp and made to rest in the hos¬ 
pital ward in the camp. 

9. Doctor, for this operation was the patient given an anesthesia? 

A. lea, on hie spinal chord. 

9. Whan next did you see the patient? 

A. I have been seeing him every day ever sines the foilowing day 
following the operation. 

Q. Were there any complications the day following the operation? 

A. Tee, air. 

9. What occurred? 

A. Ha was bleeding from the blood vessel. 

Q. What did you do for the patient, doctor? 

A. I applied a tourniquet with the assistance of Major Hagen. 

Q. Waa Lieutenant Danno present? 

A. He, air. 

9. De you know where he was? 

A. He, air. 

9. Did you see the patient the following day? 

A. T«s, air. 

9. Dr* Warlmateu, do you recall a prisoner of war by the name of 
Steok? 

A. What la his number? 

Q. Timber Bighteen. 

A. T«a, sir. 

Q. When did you first see the patient 8teck? 

A. On the 27th of Joly, 19U5. 
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DEFENSEi I 0 objection. 

LAW MEMBERj Lot the doctor bo sooted. Proceed with the examina- 
tion but oonfino it os anieh as you con to the issue Involved 
in the ooss. 

DEFENSE! It is our contention they ore pretty brood. 

IAV MEMBER! Before proceeding further with the exealnotion of this 
witness, with o view probably of soring tins on it, is it the 
idea of the prosecution that there is any issue in the oose 
in respect to this death which inrolreo look of care or any 
culpable negligence at the ties of or after the operation on 
this nan. 

PROSECUTION! Both before and after the operation as to the mans 
of diagnosis and aodioatien prior to the operation and after 
the operation there is the issue as to the food aliened. Z 
night recall one of the affidavits where the witness testified 
about bin not being allowed the fbod he should hare and said, 
"Let hia die". I forget the particular witness but it does 
bring in the question of troatnont after the operation. 

LAW MEMBER! Continue the axil nation. 

Q. Hr. larlnatus, hare you c on cluded your deecription of the 
patient 8took? 

A. I 0 , air, not yet. 

Q. Ton nay continue. 

A. As I stated previously, after pressing the abdoninal region, I 
noticed that the region surrounding the patient's unbill cal, was 
swollen and that he was suffering severe pain along this region. 
At this tine the sound of the intestine was hoard. Exoept for 
the swells along the abdoninal region and his pain, further 
research was impossible. That is all. 

Q. After your examination of the patient what was your prognosis? 

A. My diagnosis was acute ileus. 

PROSECUTION t I suggest that anew r is not responsive to the ques¬ 
tion. I think you say "prognosis" and he tells what the 
diagnosis was. 

DEFENSE! Change it to "diagnosis". Dr* larinatsu, why did you 
diagnose this condition as acute ilsus7 

A. This was based on ay findings regarding this patient. 

Q. Was there any evidence that the aan suffered firen amoebic 
dysentery? 

A. I have never given this a thought. 

Q. Ia that answer oonplete? 

A. My answer ia ooaplete. 
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LAW MEMBERi Just a moment. In apit* of tha remarks sad* by tha 
prosecution, it ia still tha opinion of tha Camission that 
tha operative and poet operative conditions ar* not Involved 
in this casa. Will yon prooasd with tha examination with that 

in vi*» 

Q. At *hat tins, doctor, in tha ooursa of this nan's post oparatira 
treatment, did his condition change for tha worse? 

A. From about tha Uth of August, but this 1s *y opinion. 

Q. Was Doctor Danno present in caap on tha Uth of August whan you 
saw Staok? 

A. I don't know whether he was in camp but I know that he was not 
in the dispensary* 

Q* Who was taking care of tha patiant at that tins? 

IAW MEMBER i May I ask the purpose of this line of questioning 
in view of tha ruling of tha Qnml ssion. 

DEFENSE i W 0 want to show that certain treat want was prasorlbad at 
this tins and that Dr* Danno was not present in tbs caap daring 
the days that tha deceased turned far tha worse until after his 
death. 

IAW MEMBEBi I just announced that thare ia no issue oonsidarad in¬ 
volved in tha specifications with respect to laok of oars or 
laak of Medical treat went with respect to this wan Staok In¬ 
volved in tha issues In this ossa* 

DEPENSEt W| understand but whan the treatment turned fbr the worse, 

ha was under tha care of a certain doctor and certain treatment 
was prasorlbad at that tine and we want to gat this before the 
0ms 1 salon because we think tha C amis si on can derive certain 
benefit from that. 

The question was read by tha reporter* 

A* I believe it was an Aasrioan medical orderly by tha name of 
Mr* S c oby but I don't remember exactly* Anyway ha was an 
Aaerloan medical orderly. 

<)• Do you know whether or not this Aaerloan medical orderly waa 
giving this patient any treatment? 

A* Me treatment was administered on this patient by this Aaerloan 
medical orderly while I was there. I would like to add ana 
thing, that I went to see tha patiant every day after four p*m. 
and at that time, I heard injections were being a<tainistared 
on the patient but I did not personally see this. 

PROSECUTION t I move that the testimony as to what ha heard bo 
stricksn out as hsarsay. 

DEFENSEt was tha nodical doctor on tha case. 

LAV MSMBERt W^ll you ask the source of his information? 
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(1. Fr« wh am did you hear injections were given before your 
arrival on these dates? 

A. I don't remaabsr exactly now* 

DEFENSEi I will reply to the objection that he was the eedloal 
doctor taking care of this patient and made certain Inquiries 
as to the condition of the person when he arrived tram the 
person In charge and that Is official Information. It doesn't 
require to know who that person was. 

ZAT MEMBER i Th* witness' testimony does not bear out what yon say 

and If you cannot establish that by evidence, the objection will 
be sustained. 

DEFENSSi I think we can assume Major Hagen was taking oars of him 
while Doctor D«nno was not there and If it was not Major Hagen 
In there, then by the Amsrioan medical orderly. 

LAW MEMBER! The remarks of defense counsel will not be oonsldered 
as evidence. If you oan baring that out, it is perfectly all 
right. If not. It is sustained. 

Q. Referring you again to Johnston, did you recommend after 
Johnston's amputation that he be given blood plasma? 

A. Xes, sir. 

Q. To whom did you make that reoommendation? 

A. I believe he was the Japanese medical orderly. 

Q. Was Dr* D»nno in the osap at that time? 

A. lo, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether or not J 0 hnston received the transfusion? 

A. I don't think the transfusion took place but I don't know anything 
about it. 

<4. Dr* M&rimatsu, on the occasions of your visits to the camp to 
treat Stack or examine him, did you speak to Maj<r Hagen or the 
prisoner of war medical orderly, Japanese or prisoner of war 
medical orderly, with respect to the treatment of Steak end 
his condition? 

A. Do you mean instructions regarding the treatment? 

Q. Any conversations you had with Major Hagen. 

A. I believe I did talk to them but since I was not the main doctor 
in the camp, I could not give them any instructions. 

Q. Was it from these conversations that you found out injections 
were given to Stack? 

PROSECUTIONi I believe the question is an obJectionabla one unless 
the Cremission has definitely ruled on the objection made before 
with reference to the lnjeotlona. With reference to him finding 
out If injections had been given, I am objecting to that as hear¬ 
say and want a ruling on it at this tins. 

LAW MEMBER! Thera was a ruling at that time and are you 
this on t. 
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PROS ECU TI OB i To me it would appear to art and to this one. 

LAW MEMBER t Mot neoesssrlly. 

PROSECUTIONt Than I m objecting to this on the ground of 
hearsay. 

DEFENSEt I an mased that counsel for the prosecution has 
the unutterable gall to object on the ground of hearsay* 

LAW MEMBERi The first objection was sustained. There was 
no Indioation of the basis of his saying ho had heard 
it. Is didn't say where ho had hoard it. 

PROSICUTIOMt I want to protest against the language of 
counsel. 

DEFENSEi I withdraw it. 

LAW MEMBER i The use of the word "gall* was unfortunate and 
will be stricken. Before the translation of the answer, 

I would like to rewind defense counsel that it is con¬ 
sidered by the C<*adssion that post operative treatment, 
lack ef care, lack of aadioal oars or attention, is not 
involved. As your point obviously, in that period it 
sight revert baok to the period of the development of the 
disease in this man, will you please get more immediately 
to the point, if necessary, by leading questions whioh 
are in earns esses the more direct method. You are wasting 
time if that is your point. This detailed description of the 
condition of the man and the details of treatment in that 
period is in itself unimportant and Irrelevant. 

The question was repeated by the reporter. 

A. In the beginning I h* 7 * actually seen injections being 
administered to the patient; for instance, the glnooee 
Injection under the instruction of Medical Officer Danno. 

I have also heard that the patient was given plana. I 
think the plasma was given only during the first two days 
which was on the 28th or 2?th. 

Q. The perforation that you found in the intestine, can you 
tell us how old that perforation was? 

A. I believe the perforation took place the day before. 

Q. You stated before that you didn't know what caused the 
perforation; is that oorrset? 

A. Yea, air. 

Q. If this perforation was caused by amebic dysentery, 

can you tall us how long the patient, in your opinion, would 
have been suffering from amebic dysentery? 

I. More than six months. 


Qi How mich more than six months mould it hare been, doctor? 

A* It all depends on the ease, possibly one year, a year and 
a half or tmo years* 

Q* I 8 there any limit to it? 

A* I don’t know) anyway the patient suffers a very long 
time* 

Q. Did you say that patient suffered a very long time? 

A. When one contracts msebic dysentery, he recovers than 
ho will get this disease again and, therefore, ho mill 
not be suffering continuously for a certain period of 
time* 

DEFENSE! No more questions. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

Questions by prosecution! 

Q. Referring to the accident of Johnston which resulted 
in the breaking of his leg, you stated that he was 
carried to the dispensary of the mins hospital* H<>w, 
how soon after the accident had he arrived at this 
dispensary? 

A. I don’t remember exactly but I believe he was brought 
to the hospital dispensary at the time* 

Q* U« was bleeding severely at the time, was he not? 

A* T e s, sir* 

Q* And he was suffering severely from a state of shook? 

A* He was not suffering vary much* 

Q. Had ha lost a great deal of blood at that time? 

A* I believe so* 

Q* He was bleeding severely at the time of him arrival 
and when you saw him first, was he not? 

A. An incomplete tourniquet applied to him and I notloed 
the blood dropping. 

Q* Did you give him any plasma at thb time? 

A. lo, sir. 

Q* That is usual, the usual thing to do, is it not, when 
a person is suffering from shook and loss of blood? 

A. lea, sir. 

Q. But, you say you gsvs him no blood plasma at that time? 

A. I did not. 

Q. What you did at that time was to act temporarily until 
you could confer with the camp and have Dr* Danno or 
Major Hagen notified it that the fact? 

A. I notified the camp cornsander and I expected the camp 
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ocimlir to taka tho necessary stops* 

Q. And, did he? 

A. Tho camp commander personally arrived. 

Q. Was this Lieutenant Hirata? 

A. Mo, sir* 

Q. Who was the camp commander who arrired personally? 

A* I believe his nans was Sato. 

Q* Did he brii« Major Hagen with hi* at the tins? 

A. I do not remember exactly now. 

Q. Ton knew at the time that Major Hagen was the American 
doctor in oharge of the American prisoners of war, did 
you not? 

A. Tes, sir, I only knew he was the POW medical offioer. 

Q. And, it was customary, was it not, to consult with tbs 
POW medical officer whan you had to treat an American 
prisoner where tho treatment was not instantaneously 
required? 

DEFENSBt May I ask that the questions be pat in a positive 
form so that we can get an answer frcn this witness? 

LAW MHffiBRi Will you simplify it? 

Q* You were accustomed to dealing with Major Hagen by 
this tine, were you not? 

A. I never dealt with Major Hagen. 

Q* Did you see Major Hagen during the oouroe of this 
preliminary treatment of Johnston? 

A. I did not notice because it was an emergency oase and 
X was se busy. 

3. And, you don't member in oouneotion with Johnston's 
injury whether or not yen mat Major Hagen, is that true? 

A. That is eorreet. I don't remoter of having any talk with 
Major Hagen. I only was requested by the oamp contender 
himself* 

Q. When you soy "only requested by the camp ecamandar 

himself”, do you mean requested to perform the operation 
only or Just to take charge of the oase? 

A. I was requested to perform the operation* 

Q. By the camp commander? 

A. Ie®, sir* 

Q. And, on the basis of that request, you performed the 
operation; is that oorreet? 

A. That is correct* 
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Q. Voir, you had plasma at tha camp at tha time, did you not? 

I will reform tha quaation. You had plasma to oaa at 
that time if you so dasiradj is that trus? 

A. Thera wars no plasma. 

Q. Do you know whether there was plasma at tha camp? 

A. I only heard that tha camp had plasma. 

'4. And your answer that thara was no plasma was asant to 
indicate there was no plasma at your mins hospital? 

A. That is correct. 

Q. N 0 w, you performed the operation on Johnston in tha 
mine hospital. That is true, is it not7 

A. Y e s. 

Q. And, as a result of tha operation, ha lost a great deal 
of blood, did he not? 

A. Be did not lose any blood because a tourniquet was applied. 

3* After tha operation was completed, was Johnston lsfk in 
the mins hospital or was hs removed to the camp hospital? 

A. la was removed to tha camp hospital. 

LAW MBflJER* Does the prosecution hare many more questions 
with respect to the Johnston matter only? 

PROraCUnOMi I have only shout two questions with respect to 
the Johnston matter. 

LAW HUBER i Proceed. 

Q. Hqw soon after the operation was ha removed to tha camp 
hospital? 

A. After administering an injection of Kingoltg solution, 
wa removed him to tha camp hospital. 

Q. Did you give instructions that after he was re mo vwd to 
the camp hospital he was to be given plasma? 

A. Yea, I did. 

Q. But, I believe you testified a little while ago that 
you did not know whether or not he had bean given the 
plasma at the camp hospital) is that true? 

A. Yes, sir, I did not sea it. 

PROSECUTIONi I believe that is all with respect to 
Johnston for tha present. 

PRESIDENTi The Commission will recess until 1330* 

The Commission than took a recess until 1330 hours, at 

which hour tha personnel of the court, pro s ecution and 

defense, and tha accused, the reporter and interpreters 

resumed their seats. 

PRESIDENT t The C ^mission is in sees ion. 

POSECUTICH: Will the interpreter remind the witness 

that he la still under the same oath as before the recess. 
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The witness was warned through the Interpreter that

A. I don't think so aside Aron the fact that this disease 
was brought Into Japan Aron other lands. 

4* Was amble dysentery brought Into Japan from other lands 
only recently or la it of long standing? 

A. I do not know and I cannot really answer this question 
because I at a surgeon. 

Q. Well, are you totally unfawl liar thai with aasblo 
dyeantary? 

A. Tea, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether Japanese doctors, as a general thing. 
In Japan are familiar with enable dysentery? 

A. I do not know but I believe they are not faalllar with 
this disease. 

Q. Then, since you are not fail liar with awbio dysentery, 
you would not know what the treatment for aasbls 
dysentery would be? 

A. That la correct. I do not know the treatment for anebls 
dysentery. 

Q. And, not knowing what the treatment is you would not 
know what drugs are used for the treatment? 

A. I do not know in detail. 

Q. Just what do you mean by “in detail", doctor? 

A. I have just read about it but I had no actual experience. 

Q. Do you know of the drug oar baaone, what carbaaons or 
emetine is? 

A. I know that there la such a drug as emetine but I do 
not know anything about carbaaons. 

Cl. Do you know what mast ins la used for? 

A. I understand that emetine is especially good for amebic 
dysentery. 
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Q. Do you as a doctor know that whan a patient haa amebio 
dysentery, that ho haa than or la than infected with 

A. lea, I know. 

Q. In that caao, doctor, than, the patient haa an aaabio 
infection - I would like to explain I m not trying to 
argue with the witness. It la a little difficult 
getting the meaning to him. Bo atated ha didn't know 
what an amabio Infection waa, bat I think he does. 

UW MEMBER> Ba> the question by the proaecutlon been pre¬ 
pared by the aealetanoe of hie medical associate* 

DEFENSEi I wonder if the prosecution appreciates the dif¬ 
ference between a surgeon and a physician in Japan. 

PROSECUTIONi We do. 

DEFENSEi There is considerable difference between the tee. 

PROSECUTION i I am not trying to confuse this witneaa at all, 
nor m I trying to contradict him. When he said he 
didn't know what an aaabio infection waa, I thought it 
night be dne to a ale interpretation. I« stated that when 
a patient haa suable dysentery, he is infected with amoeba. 

LAW MBfBERi I believe that it is a fins play on words 
covered by the translations.

Acute ileus. 

That is what Doctor Danno himself told you at the time 
that it was acute ileus? 

The first I recall I looked over the patient and I 
told Doctor Danno this. Medical Officer Danno agreed 
with me. 

But, when Danno brought yon to the patient and prior 
to tna operation, did he tell you what he thought was 
the trouble? 

Yes, sir, and he told me and agreed with me that the 
patient was suffering from acute ileus.

I don't exactly remember whether Medical Officer Danno 
told me this. I bells vs it was T)*nno but maybe it was 
Major Ha^en, but anyway four or five days previous this 
patient had diarrhea and that he had begun to vonit and 
that his abdominal region had shown signs of smells. 

Wgs there any talk between you and Doctor D%nno and 
Doctor Hagen in connection with amebio dysentery in 
regard to this patient? 

Mo, sir. 

You are familiar with other bowel infections are you not 
other than amebic dysentery or I mean amebic cases? 

Yes, sir. 

You know, doctor, do you not that in amebic cases or 
dysentery cases other then amebic and in certain kinds 
of bomel infections, tbs use of s microscope is necessary 
in order to form a proper diagnosis? 
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DEFENSEi Before that question is translated end before it 

takes up tine, I want to know whether by proper diagnosis 
he means a clinical diagnosis or a laboratory diagnosis. 
Also, this witness is being asked questions not within 
the scope of the direct examination and he is not the 
accused. The SCAP rul*>s say an accused may be asked

LAW MEMBERS Are you objecting to the last question?

LAW MEMBERS Without further argument, the objection on that

DEFENSEs Second, that it uses, the question la Improper 
in that it uses the word "proper" uses the word,

LAW MEMBERS I will request the prosecution to rephrase 
the question and perhaps use two or three questions.

IAW MEMBER» May I suggest at this point, tha Conmisslon 

doesn't want to interfere with cross examination by the 
prosecution any more then direct examination by the 
defense. But, as we understand it, this witness has 
already disclaimed almost any knowledge on hie pert 
of amebic dysentery end request that you bear that in 
mind in the amount to detail and in this type of inquiry.

INTERPRETER i The witness says ths term he used Byohen 
meaning sickneas or illness of the intestines. 

Q. I will ask you if a better word describing ileus should be 
a condition of the bowels which causes obstruction rather 
than a disease? 

A. I believe that that is the better definition. 

Q. And, it is true that that condition of the bowels might 
be caused by a number of causes, is it not?

Questions by defensei 

Q. Dr* MaCkawa, with reference to the medical Red Cross 
supplies received in July of 19bit, do you recall - I 
believe you said two-thirds of which you testified 
yesterday were distributed In the fall of »1*U, do you 
recall what percentage of those boxes were medicine 
and what percentage were surgical dressings? 

A. I do not remember. 

Q. Do you recall how mmj different types of boxes con¬ 
tained the drug emetine? 

A. I remember that about ten boxes out of the 200 boxes 
that arrived in July contained emetine* 

Q. What distribution was made of those ten boxes? 

A. As I testified yesterday, these were distributed on 
the basis of the number of prisoners, the mmber of 
patients and types of illness in each camp* When we 
consider the matter of emetine, I am sure that we may 
consider or we considered the type of 1lineso in each 
camp* 

Q. These ten boxes, was emetine the only type of drug in them or 
were other drugs also in them? 

A. Of course, there were other drugs contained in this box. 

Q. Do you know whether or not any one of those boxes was 
distributed to Fukuoka Camp lumber 23? 
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Fukuoka branch camps? 

A. That is not including the forty or fifty boxes which 
were damaged, is that right? 

Q. From any other sources? 

A. I have just stated that the forty or fifty boxes which 
were damaged and which were received in February were 
distributed to the various camps from February to 
March. Besides this, I testified yesterday that one- 
third of the remaining original supply that arrived 
were distributed in March. 

3. Above and beyond the distribution of the Red Gross 
supplies, were any other medicines available for dis¬ 
tribution to Fukuoka camps? 

A. The Fukuoka Main Camp did not have in its stock any 
medical supplies aside from those received from the 
Red dross. 

Q. Do you know, of your own knowledge, whether or not 
the Japanese Army hospitals in the Fukuoka Area had 
any supplies of Japanese medicines? 

A. Yes, I know that the Japanese Army hospitals had their 
own medicines for the purpose of using for the Japdi - 
ese patients. 

Q. Do you know whether or not they had a surplus which 
could have been issued to the prisoner of war camps? 

A. Is this in 19U5? 

Q. I e s. 

A. I do not think so. Considering the condition which 
existed in Japan during those days, I am sure they 
had no surplus. Even the medical supplies which 
were to be used for the Japanese Aj*oy was not enough. 
Although the Japanese Army hospital had the responsi¬ 
bility of supplying prisoner of war camps with medical 
supplies, they were not able to do so bedause they 
did not have a surplus of medical supplies. In fact, 

I am sure they had no surplus. 

Do you know in what manner these parcels had become 
damaged? 

A. I heard that the boxes were damaged while they were 

in the warehouse in Moji. I do not know whether these 
boxes came to Moji from Tokyo by boat or train bit 
I know that I heard these boxes were damaged in the 
warehouse at Moji.

A. Tie did not receive any such instructions from the War 
Ministry regarding the use of the medical supplies

A* In ay opinion the War Ministry did net reoognlso th* 
dootors as being competent dentists* This la beoauss 
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Dr* Danno was assigned to eight different branch camps. 

In every camp D r . D a nno was trusted and loved by both 
the Japanese personnel and the prisoners of war. His 
record was very good and his reputation very good. 

As senior medical officer of Fukuoka Main C a mp, I 
have every confidence in Dr* D a nno. Dr. D a nno had 
the most experience among all medical officers in the 
treatment of prisoners of war and he understood and 
had sympathy with the prisoners of war. 

PROSECUTION* I move to strike out the last part of that 
answer as not responsive. I have patiently listened 
to a great deal of evidence as to reputation or 
character which I don't think is admissible and I 
am sure is not responsive. It could be answered 
yes or no as to whether his character was good, 
bad, or excellent. I think it is time to shorten it 
and instruct the witness to make his answer just as short 
as possible and at this time I move to strike the 
last part of the witness' answer. I want to give 
the defense full latitude but thBre are limits even 
in this character or reputation testimony. 

LAW MEMBER: Subject to objection by any member, the 
motion is overruled. I myself, however, suggest 
there is a limit. 

DEFETSE* That is the limit, sir. If the Commission 

please, before we turn this witness over for cross- 
examination by prosecution, we would like the Comis¬ 
sion to direct the prosecution to bring to court 
ample copies of connunication between the American 
National Red Cross Headquarters and Mr* Allen Kolk, 
Assistant Director of Operations, APO I>00, which we 
belieye they have in their possession.

Questions by prosecutions 

Q. I have just a couple of questions to ask this witness. 
First, I wish you would explain to us what is your 
understanding of "Boxes distributed for evacuation 
purposes"? 

rnnmnst will you please rephrase the question. 

Q. I will recall the testimony you gave a little while 
back with reference to boxe sent by the wain camp 
to other camps for evacuation purposes and you answered 
questions as though you understood the (interrupted). 

DEFENSE i I object to the argument of oounsel. B§ is 
entirely out of order. If he will ask questions so 
we can know what he is talking about, about the Bed 
Cross boxes, I think he could answer it. 

LAW WEMBK&i The objection is sustained. Bephrase your 
question. 

Q. In your direct examination you referred to Bed Oroes 
boxes containing medical supplies or appliances which 
were issued from your main oamp for evacuation purpoeee. 

. Will you kindly explain what you swan by "evacuation 
purposes"? 

A. Tbs Bed Cross supplies I mentioned includes medical 
supplies, food, and clothing. Tfasse supplies were 
kept in the warehouse of the Fukuoka lain Camp. 

However, as I previously testified, as the air raids 
beoame severe and we feared that Fukuoka lain Camp 
will be besfeed and those boxes damaged they were than 
distributed to the various branch camps for safe-keeping. 
These supplies were te be kept in the air raid shelter 
if it was a branch camp or at a suitable place in the 
mines if they were to be kept in tbs company. This was 
our main purpose. 

Q. So that we understand ftpon that that these boxes were 
so kept not for lawdlate distribution of the contents 
but merely for safe-keeping; is that what you mean? 

A. Some boxes were sent to the various camps just for the 
purpose of evacuation, fewever, together with these 
boxes were distributed supplies which wera to be used 
by the various camps on the basis I have previously 
mentioned. 

Q. So that if any branch camp sent you word they required 
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AMX particular kind of madioina, a boa which was de¬ 
posited in any branch cap whioh was supposed to con¬ 
tain that madioias would hare boon utilised by you 
for distribution as requested) is that true? 

A. ThS use of the supplies sent to the branch camps for 
evacuation purposes required the pendssion of the main 
camp for use as I have previously testified. 

Q. Tea, and if a request for any particular medicine 

was given to you in the main camp and that particular 
medicine happened to be in a box deposited for safe¬ 
keeping in one of the branch camps, you mould have 
utilised that box and Its contents, would you not? 

A. Zf they notified the malm cmap and got their permis¬ 
sion, they oeuld use it. 

4. Tou testified that the Mgr Ministry regarded doctors 

as constant to aot as dentists and you alee testified there 
were no dentists In the p*- *caor of war samps. Did 
the Mgr Ministry under those circumstances deem the 
osmp doctors sufficiently able to extract teeth end 
perform similar dental wortcT 

LAW MDOX&t I suggest they are having difficulty with the 
translation and that the question bs withdrawn and 
simplified in half so many words. 

PROSECUTION t Z will withdraw the question. 

Q. Tou ramsmbar you testified that tha War Ministry did 
net regard ths camp doctors as eonpetent as dentists. 

Is that right? 

A. Zt wms Just my opinion. 

Q. And you also stated there were no dentists in the 
prisoner of war oantps, did you not? 

A. In tha prisoner of war camps thsre were prisoner of 
war dentists but they did not have any Japanese 
dental off loan. 

Q. Zf there wore no dentists present in caqp and if a 
prisoner of war had a tooth that required extraction 
or thought ha had a tooth that required extraction, 
hew did you expect that tha tooth would bo extracted 
and who would do it? 

DKPTH 8 S 1 Vt object to the prosecution assuming facta that 
are net in evidence. Ba is assuming that tha tooth 
had to be extracted. In this we do not have (inter¬ 
rupted). 

IAW MDfBSXt The objection is not sustained. Th* question 
Is based on testimony introduced by the defense. The 
only thing I am wondering about is whether the question 






can bo translated dearly in ordor to gat a respon¬ 
sive answer. 

DEFENSE: I have another objection. "Ho* did he exp*ot”| 
asking this doctor hoe did ha expect to extract a 
tooth. It shouldn’t be that. 

LA'T MEMBER: So far as that wording is concerned, it is 
sustained. 

Q. Ho« would it be expeoted that a tooth would be extracted 
in the camp? 

A. If the prisoner of war requested that his tooth be 
extracted, the Japanese nodical officer in the camp 
will first see it and if ths Japanese doctor was 
not present, the prisoner of wnr doctor will see if 
it needs it snd if they are together, thwill talk 
it over and if both doctors are unable to extract 
the tooth, he will be sent to the hospital attached 
to the company where the prisoners of war were 
Mployed and farther wore, if the oaapany hospital 
did not hare a dentist, the prisoner of war will be 
sent to a civilian dentist who is in private practice. 

Q. Do you aean by that answer that under no cirouas t anoes 
would either the Japanese camp doctor or the prisoner 
of war oaap doctor be permitted to extract that tooth? 

A. If ths medical doctor officer is competent that he can 
do it, ha will do it. 

PROSECUTION: That is all. 

REDIRECT HAMDiATIOR 

Questions by defensei 

Q. The testimony you have just givsn to ths sffset that 
if ths doctor feels competent, hs will pull ths tooth, 
would it also follow that he would also feel that it 
was nsoessary to extract (interrupted). 

PROSECUTION: That is asking for an opinion that is very far 
afield to the case. 

DEFENSEi Ife has taken the witness into this line, this 
fisld. 

LAW MEMBERi The objection is not sustained. 

DEFENSE: I will rephrase the question. If the doctor 

felt that he wae oenpetent but that it wasn't necessary 
that ths tooth be extracted, what would it be expected 
that he do. 

PROSECUTION: Object to that question. It calls for t*» 














LAW MEMBER] The motion, subject to any objection by a 

member of the Commission, le not sustained. The Com¬ 
mission le capable of evaluating the weight of the 
testimony of the witnesses end the value of it* 

Are there any farther questions? Apparently not 
and the witness will be excused. 

There being no further questions the witness was 
excused and withdrew. 

The Commission then took a recess until 101*0 hours 
at which hour the personnel of the court, prosecution 
and defense, and the accused, the interpreters, and the 
reporter resumed their seats.

Q. Dr. Marlmatsu, yesterday you testified that upon 
the asking of the incision upon Stack that a fluid 
exuded from the stomach. I ask you whether that was 
a serous fluid?

Q. I hand you Dtfense Exhibit A and ask you to refresh 
your memory as to the amount of fluid that was taken 
from the stomaoh of the patient?

LAW UBKBIB i Before going any further, I hesitate even 
to appear to ba haapering tho defense, Mt would like 
to roalnd either the defease or tho prosoeutloa la 
regard to any contemplated croea-examinaticn. that 
tha Commission has definitely eonsldered so far as the 
evidence so far presented in the ease is concerned, 
tha Staok oesa la only involved so far as hie condi¬ 
tion at the tine this doctor wee called in the ease. 

From there on, the details of tho treatment, tendency 
towards reoovery, relapses, ultimate death, except 
for the fact of the death itself is ir*.event to tha 
issue* in tha cate. I believe that I sea also your 
general purpose. However, 1 think it is going uzmeces- 
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aarily into detail on tha poat operative period and 
that any examination with reapect to tha condition 
at the time this doctor entered the case could be 
arrived at much more direotly. 

DEFENSEi Only one thing I think tha Commission should have 
and that is his ability after we ascertain the condi¬ 
tion of the patient to have an opinion as to what 
happened before. 

LAW MEMBER i What I referred to in understanding your 
general purpose but I believe you om get into it 
much more directly without the post operative period. 

DEFENSEi And we have an affidavit here as to the feeding 
of Stack by Private Dookins. It is on page $ of 
Prosecution Exhibit 13, "For tha first couple of days 
he was given special food. After that 0deishi<4an 
said he would either eat the regular ration or die. 

He did die about the last of May*. Major Hagen said 
ho could have been saved if given proper medioino and 
food. 

PROSECUTICMi Proper medicine, he didn't say "food*, did 
he counsel? 

DEFENSE! Th»t is this affidavit. Major Hagen says nothing 
about it in his but unfortunately we do have this 
affidavit by Private Dookins. If the Cemission will 
consider that this is not credible evidence and om 
its credibility (interrupted), 

IAW MEMBER I Does the prosecution - noticing that in two 

or three places that it is positively inconsistent with 
the evidence of Major Hagen, will the prosecution 
stipulate that that portion of that evidence referring 
to the Steok oase be disregarded except insofar aa it 
agrees with Major Hagen*a affidavit. There has bean 
no ruling against the admissibility of this. 

PROSECUTION! May I have that again in ordar to understand 
the request of the 0cmicslon7 

LAW MEMBERi Would the prosecution stipulate without a 
ruling on admissibility?

A. Three. 

Q. What treatment were they receiving?

Q. Do you know what the result was in their casts? 

A. They recoveiwd. 

Q. I refer you now apecifically to ths period of time 

between the 20th and 30th of June. That requests were 
made during that time upon you for medicine by 
Major Hagen? 
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A* Z do not remember. 

Q. Were any requeeta made by Major Hagan for medloln* 
at that time? 

PROSBCUTIOMi I object to that question on the ground that 
it has already bean answered. 

LAW MEMBERt The objection is not sustained. The Conis- 
eion is very euoh interested in the answer. 

A. I don't think so. 

0. During that period of tine, were you supplying any 
aediolnes to Major Hagen for treateent of Fiehten- 
eeyer and the treateent of those ether three who 
were suffering fro* the saae disease? 

A. I supplied the Aaerioan nedioal orderlies with medi- 
oinas twice a week and the Aaerioan nedioal orderlies 
will in turn giro these esdieines to the patients. 

Q. Do you recall hoar many vitamin tablets or pills were 
allotted to Fiehteneeyer daring his illness? 

A. Six tablets every day. 

Q. Do you know bar long this treatawnt continued? 

A. I do not reneeber. 

Q. T a s that treataent prescribed prior to the tins 
Dr. D«nno cane to the camp? 

A. Tea, sir. 

Q. Do you recall whether or not it continued right up 
until the tine he died? 

A. After Dr. Danno arrived at our camp, he injeoted 
vitamin solution into the patient's spine, spinal 
cord. It was Dr. Dapno who also pumped water from 
the patient's abdomen. 

Q. Do you recall a prisoner of war by the name of Steak, 
■umber 18? 

A. T«a, sir. 

Q. Do you recall the date of his death? 

A. Zee. 

Q. Do you recall when he was first brought to the hospital? 

A. Tes* 

Q. What was the date? 

A. On or about the 26th of July. 

Q. Were you present in the hospital when he was brought in? 

A. This patient took ill suddenly and I was in the dlspenaary 
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1a the camp. 

Q. What physical condition was ho in whan ho woo brought 
to the dieponsary? 

A* Ha came to siok call because ho sufforod pain in tha 
abdomen. 

Q. Ia that tha first tins you recall easing hla at aiok 
call? 

k» I don't remember tha data hut I know that ha reported 
to aiok call on several occasions before this. 

Q. All those occasions, what was ha suffering from, if 
you know? 

A. Dgirrhea. 

Q. How long before July 27 was the last occasion ha re¬ 
ported for sisk call?

A. Medical Officer Danno was assigned to our oaip on 
the 16th or 17th of May. 

Q. Was Dr* Danno actually at Fukuoka C«q> lumber 23 
whan Stack reported for sink call In May?

A. Do you naan the first time when ha reported to aiok oall?

A. Tes, sir. 

Q. That sentence did you receive? 

A. Two years at hard labor. 

Q. Do you recall the ocoaaion upon vhieh you mistreated 
and beat a prisoner of war by the name of Savage? 

A. Tea, sir. 

Q. There did this mistreatment take placej where in the 
camp? 

A. Hear the Japanese bathhouse. 

Q. under what circumstances did this beating take plaoe? 

A. Do you want me to tell everything tram the beginning? 

4 . Briefly, yes. 

A. Savage was on detail at the bathhouse and also at clean¬ 
ing up of the dispensary. One afternoon Savage was 
boiling hot water at the bathhouse. Because the bath 
was ready and Savage was to be on detail cleaning up 
the dispensary after this, I called Savage from the 
dispensary about ten times. Z called him in both 
English and Japanese. Xt seeme d that Savage was at the 
kitchen which was located next to the bathhouse and 
when I called him, hs cams out. Then, I axpeoted 
Savage to oome to me but he did not arrive. Then, 
when I called again he answered *700" and came out. 

Then I s aw him smiling and he disappeared. This hap¬ 
pened more than once so I went to see the oamp 0reminder 
and asked that Savage be transferred to another Job 
but at that time we did not have any other light detail 
aside from this so I wanted to use him if possible on 
ay detail. Although I had this in mind many times, 

I knew that Savage will not be transferred to another 
Job, therefore, I approached Savage and struck him 
very gently on the buttoeks with ahinai. Perhaps 
I struck him four or five times very gently. At that 
time I was not familiar with the Ogneva Conventions 
and anyway I felt that tapping him lightly waa bettar 
to fail instead of reporting everything to the oamp 
commander and thus worrying him and have the prisoner 
have any physical harm. 

Q. T a s Lieutenant Daimo at the camp that day? 

A. To, sir. 

Q. Do you know whore he was? 

A. Probably hs was at the lumber 22 Branch C a mp. 

Q. Do you know the date of that occurrence?

A. I can imagine there would be both cases. 

Q. Doctor, the cases with advanced lesions where there 
is such destruction or rottenness of the tissue are 
there any noticeable beneficial affects in the use of 
emetine? 

PROSKUTIOK i I objeot to that as being beyond the scope 
of the evidence ao far.

Q. What la your name? 

A* Yumoto, Masaaki. 

Q. What la your profession? 

A. I am an assistant to the Director, Sasa Nalka Section 

of Tokyo Imperial University. 

Are you a graduate medical doctor? 

A. Yes. 

3. When and from what school did you graduate? 

A. I was graduated from the Medical College of Tokyo 
Imperial University in 1936. 

Q. And, will you outline to the court briefly your history 
in the medical profession since that time? 

A. Immediately after I graduated, I joined Sasa Clinic 

of Tokyo Imperial University. After this time I have 
been practicing medicine but for six years I was In 
Japanese Army. 

Q. Were you in the Japanese army as a medical doctor? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Where were you stationed? 

A. During all of the mentioned six years period, the first 
half I spent in Korea and the latter half, I spent in 
French Indo-China and Bui*® . 

Q. Doctor, during the course of your practice in the Amy, 
did you come In contact with any beri-beri? 

A. I cannot state the exact number of cases I contacted 
but I should say a thousand cases or so. 

Q. During this same period, did you come in contact with 
amebic dysentery? 

A. Yes. 

Q. About how many cases of amebic dysentery have you 

treated or associated with other physicians and sur¬ 
geons in that treatment? 

A. About fifty cases. 

Q. During the course of your work at the clinic at the 
Imperial University have you had the opportunity to 
study either or both of these diseases? 

A. I did not study specially these two diseases but during 
my stay In Sasa Clinic, I treated beri-beri patients 
very often. However, so far as I caa remember, there 
was very few cases'of amebic dysentery and I think only 
two or three cases. 
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Q. During the oourse of your practice of medicine, have 
you had the opportunity of diagnosing and treating 
persona with protein deficiency? 

A. Regarding that matter, in our clinic we are in a 

state of studying and collecting data on this. How¬ 
ever, we never treated a patient of this kind. 

Q. Dr. Yuraoto, I would like to first take up the disease 
of beri-beri • 

A. Tes, 

Q,. And I ask you to explain to the court what the dis¬ 
ease is, its causes, its effects, methods of treat¬ 
ment, methods of diagnosis and treatment? 

A. We can see symptom of beri-beri is that polyneuritis, 
edema and muscular attack and this symptom come out 
separately or combined. Causes of this disease Is 
considered as a deficiency of vitamin Bl. The forma¬ 
tion of the beri-beri has been ohanged. In olden 
times, on account of severe heart attook or strong 
edema, beri-beri had a great mortality rate. However, 
at present because the causes of this illness becoming 
clear aa d successful diagnosis and treatment has been 
administered; therefore, the mortality rate has been 
reduced considerably. The dla&ioals Is as follows! 
First, edema; second, hypnesthesla of the legs and 
arms; third, sinking of blood pressure; four, heart 
dilation; five, subjective palpitations; six, appe¬ 
tite decreased or reduced. About the second, I want to 
make a oorreotlon as low sensibility of legs and arms 
and five, palpitation. Treatment: The next about 
treatment for beri-beri. patient. The most important 
thing is absolute rest in bed. Second, administra¬ 
tion of Vitamin Bl and third, administration of 
cardio drug. This is a medicine for the heart. That 
is about all. 

Q. Is vitamin Bl therapy a true specific for beri-beri? 

A. Yes. 

Q. If a patient does not respond to vitamin Bl treatment, 
would you say that he was suffering from beri-beri? 

A. Ho, sir. 

Q. Doctor, if you saw a man with his abdomen distended, 
would that indicate to you that he had beri-beri? 

A. In severe edema cases there is water In the abdomen 

but I cannot consider such a case in whioh there is a 
big amount of water In the abdomen. 

Q. Doctor, is that a symptom of beri-beri? 

A. Sumptom of edema and existence of water in the abdomen 
occur at the same moment. Therefore, when I say in

DIRECT EXAMINATION (Continued) 

Questions by defense: 

Q. Dr. Yumoto, what is the standard treatment for amebic 
dysentery? 

A. First, is absolute rest; second, fluid diet; third, 
emetine should be given daily, the quantity being 
0,04 grams to 0.06 or 0.08 grams, the total dosage 
of emetine not exceeding 0.4 grans. This will be 
more effective. Then the patient will rest for 
several days to one week and then again be given 
emetine treatment. 

Q. Do all cases yield to emetine therapy? 

A. Emetine is very effective on freah cases. In chronic 
cases amoeba will be more resistance power when eme¬ 
tine is given. This will be not as effective as in 
fresh cases especially when the treatment was incom- 
ple te • 

Q. Doctor, there are three stages in the life of amebio 
dysentery, are there not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The first stage is called the mild or latent form? 
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A* It is very difficult to explain amebic dyeentery in 

three stages. 

Q. May I ask this then: In the first contact of the 
amooba, the worm, being the onset, it is Insidious 
undiscoverable, latent (interrupced)• 

PROSECUTION: I am going to object to the form of the 

question. It looks as if the counsel is doing the 
testifying. 

DEFENCE: We appreciate that is true but we have to get 

him stented on this in 3ome way or other. My descrip¬ 
tive terns of the initial stage do not seem to be suffi¬ 
cient to get it over. 

LAW MEMBER: Is it your question that in the early stages 
it is difficult to detect?

fecal natter of the patient. The bacteria for bacillary 
dysentery cannot be dlecorered through the uee of the 
"lie roe cope. Therefore, the immediate culturing of 
the stool is necessary. First, I will tell you about 
bacillary dysentery. If the bacteria for the baoillary 
dysentery cannot be discovered, we will than proceed 
next to look for an amoeba. This la done through the 
aioroacope. But, to discover this bacteria requires 
technical training and only an expert physician can 
actually do this and, therefore, culturing is again 
necessary to determine the bacterial germ. 

INTERPRETER 1 The witness wants to correct that last to "Amoeba". 

In the case of bacillary, horse serum 1m used and when 
ee use this serum, we can disc over amoeba exactly. 

Q. Hoserer, the amoeba germ is one that can be positively 
discovered through the uee of the microscope. That 
is true, lm it not? 

A. It is not always the case. 

Q. When the patient has been treated, is eing treated for 
amebic dysentery, the course of hie treatment is 
followed, is it not, by examination of the feces through 
the microscope in order that the physician can determine 
whether the amoeba are decreasing or increasing in sise 
and quantity? 
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A. That is true but when a proper treatment is in progress 
one cannot discover the bacteria through a microscope 
and in this case a culturing is necessary. 

w. Then you would say that before you oculd pronounce 
a patient cured of amebic dysentery, that you oust 
hare a culture and that you cannot pronounce him 
cured by tbs use of the mloroeoope? 

A. That is correct and one can state definitely when 
it is found negative after culturing for several 
tines. 

Q. Is it your contention then, doctor, that In order to 
pronounce a pateint either with aaebie dysentery or 
cured of amebic dysentery, by which I mean one hundred 
per oent cured, that in order to do that, there must 
be the culturing process? 

A. Before one could determine that the amoeba Is not 
found in the body of a pateint, to determine this, I 
would say that culturing is absolutely necessary. 

UV BMBERi May I ask a question at this point. So far 
as the Commission is concerned, the distinction between 
culturing and the use of the aioroeoope, does that 
mean the culturing without the use of the microsoope 
or my. The answers to the questions are confusing. 

Q. Although using a culture or culturing process at the 
beginning of an amebic condition or at the end of an 
aaebio case, in order to disoorer the presence of the 
amebic germ, is it still necessary to use the micro¬ 
soope in order to determine from the culture wbsther 
the germ exists? 

PROSECUTION» • Does that cover the idea? 

IAW MEMBRi What I want to know is that what you have 
been talking about. Are you asking the witness that 

question? 

PROSECUTION: Tea, sir. 

IAW ’EMBER» Oo ahead and get an answer. You don't have 
to stop. 

A. Y e s, sir. 

Q. You will admit, will you not, doctor, that either 
at the beginning of a case of amebic dysentery or 
at the end of a case of amebic dysentery, the 
patient being still alive, that the use of the micro¬ 
scope is extremely beneficial and in fact necessary 
for the doctorj is that true? 
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DEFENSE: I want to object before the sergeant trans¬ 
lates that. It Is using an alternative question, 
either necessary or beneficial. Gan we have done 
over so far as the fora is concerned? 

LATV MEK3ER: Will the report read the question. , 

The question was read by the reporter. 

PROSECUTION: I will delete the words "and in fact 
necessary". 

LAW MEMBER: Any objection? 

DEFENSE: No objection. 

LAW MEMBER: Go ahead. 

The reporter read the question with the exception 
of the words deleted. 

A. Ordinarily yes but at tines we have difficulties in 
determining it through the use of a microscope. 


PROSECUTION: At this stage, I would like to ask that 

we adjourn the session as I am reluctant to proceed 
one hundred percent with the expert witness without 
having a doctor pressnt. 

DEFENSE: We have no objection to this at ths present 
time. We do know that counsel feels that ha will 
be better fortified in cross-examination by ths 
presence of a doctor as his oounsel. 


PRESIDENT: The Commission will adjourn until 0900 
Monday morning. 

The Commission then at 1140 hours, on 25 May 1946, 
adjourned to meet at 0900 hours, on 27 May 1945.

Tho witness was warned thathe was still under oath. 

CROSS KXAMIIATIOI (Continued) 

Questions by prosecution: 

Q. I have a few questions left on the matter of aneblo 
dysentery, doctor. 

A. Yes. 

Q, I think we arrived at the point the other afternoon 

when I was asking you in connection with the necessity 
for using a microscope either in the very beginning of 
an amebic case and the very end of an amebic oase when 
a cultural process was deemed necessary. When amebic 
dysentery has proceeded to the state where we con caL1 
it a fairly well advanced state, the germ than can be 
seen under the microscope and identifiedT 
A. By the term "end" do you mean when the patient has 
recovered? 

Q. When we think he has recovered? 

A. In the process of the development of amebio dysentery, 
it is at times very difficult to discover the amebio 
gem under the microscope. By this I mean that there 
are various types of amebic germs. They come in 
especially vegetative form and cysts form and also 
especially in the amoeba of the intestines. There 
are two types the pathological and the nonpathologloal 
type. In order to make this differential diagnosis 
requires advanced training and only an experienced 
physician can determine this. 

Q. But the point is tht when It is difficult to dis¬ 
cover at the beginning of an amebio case the presence 
of amoeba and you use the culture, that is for the 
purpose of creating a growth of that culture so that 
the germ becomes large enougi to see under the micro¬ 
scope I isn't that true? 

A. The purpose is not the growth but done to increase the 
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number of goras. By this I mean that the very small 
quantity of amoeba In the stool cannot be discovered 
by the use of tho microscope. By this I further mean 
that to discover the amoeba In the stool Itself If 
practically Impossible. 

Q. After you have taken the stool Itself, suspected the 
possibility of the presence of the amoeba germ and 
have used the culture process to Increase the num¬ 
bers of these gems, when you have finished that 
process, you examine the result do you not In order 
that you can Identify the germ under the microsoope. 

A. That Is correct. 

Q. How, that Is also the same theory that Is followed at 
the end of the case when you think the patient has 
recovered. You still suspect that there might he 
smebic germs which you can’t discover under the micro¬ 
scope so you take the feces again and culture It In 
order to determine whether or not you can suooeed In 
increasing either the number of the amoeba or the site 
of them In order to discover or see It under the 
microscope? 

A. In order to determine whether the patient has fully 
recovered. It is necessary to check the feces 
severa.l times under a microscope. 

Q. Have you had experience with the use of oarbasone? 

A. We do not have oarbasone In Japan, therefore, I 
haven’t had any experience in using this on the 
patient. However, when I suffered from amebic 
dysentery myself, I used a Japanese drug called 
KALVALUJTH. 

Q. Have you read in the medical books of the use of 
carbasone for the cure of amebie dysentery? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And, will you admit that among practitioners, modern 
practitioners, modern medicaL practitioners, that 
oarbasone is considered as efficacious as emetine? 

DEFENSE: The defense objects to this (interrupted). 

LAWMEMBER: The question is objectionati a in form. 

Will you rephrase the question? 

Q. It is a fact, is it not in (interrupted). 

LAW MEMBER: The question is withdrawn? 

FFOSECUTIOH: I will delete the question, yes. 

Q. It is a fact, is it not, that among modern practitioners 
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experienced in the treatment of amebic dysentery, 
that oarbasone ia considered by them as at least as 
efficacious in the oure of amebic dysentery as 
emetine? 

A. I myself have never used carbasone, therefore, I 
cannot state definitely. However, I can say that 
the Japanese medical man in general does not know 
that there is such a drug called oarbasone. In 
Japan, aside from emetine, we have a drug called 
YATOREH which is used in the treatment of amebic 
dysentery. 

Q. During the period of the war in the summer of 1945, 
what was the condition of the Japanese drug supply 
of YAT0RH3T? 

A. I can say that YATOHEH was absolutely unobtainable. 

Q,. How, in the Japsnese Army as a medical officer in 
command, and when I say "command", I mean command 
of a medical detachment, who would be your subordi¬ 
nates? 

A. The medical officer does not have any offlolal sub¬ 
ordinates tinder his command. However, he has assist¬ 
ants, the medical non-oommissloned officer and the 
medical orderlies who are under his supervision only 
while on duty. Therefore, the medical officer does 
not have any command but has an administrative 
authority which is limited. 

Take the case of a commissioned medio A. officer in 
charge of the hospital of a camp with one or two 
medical non-commissioned officers under him and 
probably one or two medio a 1 orderlies, this ms die si 
command officer customarily will give orders to these 
medical men as to the treatment of alek prisoners, will 
he not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. And if they disobey him, even though he doesn't 
have the power to personally punish them, he cam 
cause them to be punished by making a report to 
the proper authority, can he not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

G. And, as long as these non-commissioned officers md 
medical orderlies are in there about the hospital 
of the camp and performing hospital duties or duties 
in relation to the hospital, you consider them on 
duty, do you not, on medical duty, do you not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

PROSBCUTIOI: That is all. 
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REDIRECT EXAMINATION 


Questions by defense* 

Q. Doctor, would your answer to the last question put to 
you be the same If the medical orderly beat or struck 
a prisoner of w; r in the hospital? 

A. In the Jap as ese Army the command authority In the 
hospital and In the Army itself differs. In the 
hospital, the medical officer has the command auth¬ 
ority. What I have mentioned so far In my testimony 
was in regard to only the Army. In the camps, I do 
not know what kind of a hospital there was. However, 
the dispensary in a camp in my opinion is in accord¬ 
ance with the Army standard. 

Q. Doctor, when you speak of on Army hospital, you speak 
of it as a unit? 

A. By army hospital I mean a hospital larger then a field 
hospital. 

Q. And, by whom would such a hospital be commanded? 

A. The divisional commander.. 

Q. In suoh a hospital approximately how many Japanese 

doctors would there be? 

A. It varies according to the unit but I will ®y it 
would be more than ten doctors. 

Q. Would those doctors be responsible for the illegal 
actions of medical orderlies and NCO*s? 

A. There will be two types, those who will be held 

responsible and those who will not be held responsible i 

Q. Who will hold the responsibility? 

A. One, the director; and, two, the dootor who is nesponsi-. 
ble for the education of his subordinates and, three, 

I believe that the doctors themselves have a personal 
responsibility when they are directly treating the 
prisoner. 

DEFENSE* No further questions. 

EXAMINATION BY COMMISSION 

Questions by members: 

Q. Dootor, you testified that as a unit medical officer 
you would have medical non-commissioned officers end 
orderlies also on duty with that unit under your super¬ 
vision; is that correct? 

A. He will be under the supervision on a 11 medical affairs. 

Q. You testified that with respect to these medical 
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duties that you would give the* certain orders) Is 
that correct? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Would the reason for that be because you are respon- 
affle that these mediod. duties were performed by 
such personnel? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Would you be responsible If they were perfomed 

properly) responsible whether or not they were per¬ 
formed well? 

A. I mast supervise them. 

Thkt Is not the answer to my question. Would you 
bd responsible as a medical officer that their duties 
w^re performed properly and well? 

A. Yds, sir. 

Q. Would you not in general then be responsible for the 
mAnner in which they performed such medical duties? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Ddctor, with respect now to the use of a microscope 

in a suspected case of amebic dysentery, is there any 
stage of the disease In which the use of a microsoope 
for diagnosis or for following the development of the 
disease would be beneficial without the uee of the 
culture process? 

A. During the development of the amebic dysentery, the 
us^e of the microscope is beneficial. However, what 
I would like to say is that in all stages of such a 
disease, the use of only a microscope is not suffi¬ 
cient.

A. Will you repeat the question please. 

The question was read by the reporter. 

A. The use of a microscope Is neoessary In the examina¬ 
tion of amebic dysentery. 

Q. It is s till not the answer to my question. Are there 

times when you can use the microscope in any connection 
with a case of amebic dysentery without the culture 
process? Are there any such times or olrcumstaa oes? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Doctor, In dealing with respect to what you termed 

"Bmetine Therapy”, you indicated a certain doaage or 
course of dosage that would be proper, did you not? 

A. Yea, air. 
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Q. Supposing a reduced amount of this emetine were on 

hand, not sufficient for the prescribed or usual dos¬ 
age, would the administration of the reduced amount 
be beneficial to the patient? 

A. It would be only temporarily, 

Q. Who would bo responsible for the correction of breaches 
of discipline by members of the medical staff of a 
non-medical nature in a prisoner of war camp when a 
doctor had to attend to more than one camp? 

A. The camp commander has the official responsibility, 

I would like to add one thing to this, 

LAW MEMBER: Before that is translated, may I ask the 

nature of that. Does It apply to testimony already 
given? 

INTERPRETER: Testimony already givon, yes, sir. 

THE WITNESS: When I gave my testimony regarding the in¬ 
sufficient quantity of emetine where the degree of 
insufficiency differs, I would like to add that there 
Isa so-called minimum dosage and that when the dosage 
has not reached this minimum dosage, it will not be 
beneficial even temporarily. 

PROSECUTION: I would like to a sk one question with 
reference to that. 

RECROSS EXAMINATION 

Questions by prosecution: 

Q. When you refer to minimum dosage, you refer, do you 
not, to the dose that is daily administered, not to 
the number of doses that will be administered over a 
course of time? 

A. The total dosage or a dosage leas than 0.04 dally In 
this case. 

DEFENSE: If I can assure counsel that we will have com¬ 
petent testimony along this line by an American doctor 
will it be necessary to go into this again? 

PROSECUTION: We will have it by this man in cross-exami¬ 
nation now. 

DEFENSE: It is a lengthy examination. 

PROSECUTION: I am sorry but I want (interrupted). 

LAW MEMBER: Let’s get back to the question. Let’s not 
have all of this. Repeat the question. 

The luestion was read by the reporter with the answer 

thus far. 
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A. In this oase the amoeba gains resistance power 
aid, ther fore, an amount less than this dosage 
is prohibited. 

Q. The point of your answer is, and let's see if I 

understand it correctly, is that a minimum dosage 
consists of 0.04 grams. If you give less than that 
it is not beneficial? 

A. It cannot be noted. I feel that it will be ineffec¬ 
tive in the amebic therapy of the amebic dysentery 
thereafter. 

Q. And, if you give the dosage that equals 0.04 grams, 
that has a beneficial effect, true? 

A. This dosage must be given the patient daily. 

Q. Ye3, and sufficient of those doses given daily will 
effect a cure if a patient hasn't been allowed to go 
too long before It i- started? 

A. Yes, sir. 

PROSECUTION: That Is all. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 
Questions by defense: 

Q. Emetine dosage is the minimum of forty milligrams of 
emetine for a period of ten daysj is that right? 

A. That is correct in accordance with the formula but 
in severe cases more than forty milligrams must be 
given the patient daily. However, wien the dosage 
amounts to more than 400 milllgrcms, the patient 
will have other complications, therefore, one must 
be careful in giving the dosage. 

There being no further questions, the witness was 
excused and withdrew. 

The Commission then took a recess until 1030 hours 
at which time the personnel of the court, prosecution end 
defense, the accused, the interpreters, and the reporter 
resumed their seats. 

PROSECUTION: I would like to state that Headquarters 

have sent two doctors as our assistants and I move that 
we have them here with us. 

DEFENSE: They aren't to testify if they remain in court. 
There is still the separation of witnesses. 

LAW MEMBER: Are they assistants to counsel for the proseou- 
tion or witnesses? 

PROSECUTION: We may want to call them to testify later. 
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I know that is the male but didn’t know If experts 
came under it. 

LAW MEMBER: The same experts will not be called as 
witnesses If they sit In the court* 

PROSECUTION: May we have a recess for a consultation* 

LAW MEMBER: How long. 

PROSECUTION: Five minutes. 

PRESIDENT: The Commission will recess for fifteen minutes* 

The Commission then took a recess until 1040 hours 
at which time the personnel of the Commission, proseou- 
tlon and defense, and the accused, the Interpreters, the 
reporter resumed their seats. 

PRESIDENT: The Commission Is In session. 

PROSECUTION: We have decided. If the Commission please, 

that we will retain the two doctors here as consultants. 

LAW MEMBER: Neither of them to be called as witnesses* 

DEFENSE: No objection. The defense will call as lta 
next witness Dr. Kohel Koyano. 

Dr. Kohel Koyano, a witness for the defense, was sworn 
and testified as follows: 

DIRECT EXAMINATION 
Questions by defense: 

Q. Dr. Koyano, I will examine you In English and If at 
any time you do not understand any questions, you 
will be at liberty to call upon the interpreter who 
will interpret for you and If you find it difficult 
to give your anuwer In English, we will have it Inter¬ 
preted for you. Will you state your full name and 
address? 

A. Kohel Koyano, Nagasaki, Minami Yamate, Number 11. 

Q. Are you a member of the Congregationalist Church, 
doc tor? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Are you a practicing physician or surgeon? 

A. A surgeon. 

Q. From what university did you graduate and in what 
year? 







A. Kyoto Imperial University. 

Q. In what year? 

A* November of 1911. 

ft. Will you tell the Commission of your association in 
the practice of medicine since the time you graduated 
from the medical college? 

A. After I graduated, I served two years at Kyoto as an 
intern. Por seven years, I was the chief surgeon at 
Yoshida Hospital in Kobe. I then entered the advanced 
graduate school of the university for three years and 
upon graduation I received the degree of Doctor of 
Medical Science. In 1923 I was instructor at the 
Nagasaki Medioal College. Prom 1924 to 1926, I 
toured Europe and the United States to study surgery. 

In 1927 I a ain went to Europe and the United States 
to study surgery. On the first visit, I was there two 
years and on the seoond trip, I was there for half a 
year. Prom November of last year, I was appointed 
Dean of the Nagasaki Medical College. 

ft. On the trips to the United States in 1924, what 
American schools did you attend if any? 

A. Boston and Baltimore. Mayo Cllnio in Rochester* 

ft. What school in Baltimore? 

A. Johns-Hopkins. 

ft. What school in Baltimore? 

A. To see the operations of principles of surgery by 
Professor Dundee, professor of surgery. 

ft. In 1937 on your trip to the united States, did you also 
attend medioal schools? 

A. Yes, sir, the same course as before. 

^ Doctor, are you familiar with the disease of amebic 
dysentery? 

A. Yes. As you know, Nagasaki is near to China and we 
have pretty many cases down there. 

ft. Are you familiar with the disease of beri-boi? 

A. Yes, however, because I am a surgeon, I am not very 
well familiar with internal diseases. 

ft. Have you had an opportunity to observe patients suffer¬ 
ing from beri-beri at Nagasaki College Hospital? 

A. Yes. 

ft. Have you had opportunity to observe patients suffer¬ 
ing from amebic dysentery at Nagasaki College Hospital? 

A. Yes. 

ft. I would like to put to you a hypothetical question and 
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at the conclusion of It, I will call far you to give 
the Commission the benefit of your medical opinion. 

Assume a man suffering from amebic dysentery, pellegra, 
malnutrition and first comes to the attention of the 
medical doctor in January of 1945. I am sorry if I 
said r, amebie dysentery"; Imeant beri-beri. Between 
January of 1945 and May of 1945, the patient spends 
some time in the hospital and other times when he is 
not in the hospital. During the times he was in the 
hospital, he was receiving Injections of vitamin B1 
and multiple vitamins tablets. In ■ay he was brou^it 
into the hospital, received vitamin B1 injections daily 
and received forty-two multiple vitamin tablets per 
week. At that time there is a swelling of the abdomen 
and once every two weeks for six weeks, the abdomen is 
drained and on the flrat time, one liter of fluid is so 
drained and the next two occasions a lesser amount is 
drained. There is no edema present. The patient dies 
on the 30th of June after being in the hospital from 
sons time in May and receiving the treatment I have 
Just outlined. Doctor, can you give with a reasonable 
degree of certainty the cause of death in your medioal 
opinion? 

PROSECUTION: We object on the ground that this witness has 
not qualified as a doctor of internal medicine. He la 
a surgeon and disclaims knowledge of internal medicine 
and is not an expert. 

DEFENSE: By this witness (interrupted). 

LAW MEMBER: The objection is not sustained. Proceed. 

DEFENSE: Before that question is answersd, I would like 

to rephrase the final portion of it and ask was beri¬ 
beri the cause of death? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Doctor, can you give us your medical opinion as to the 
cause of death? 

A. Because enough treatment is given if this is beri-beri. 

I would say that in this oase it would be exhaustion 
due to malnutrition. 

Q. Could you tell us, doctor, what the exhaustion was due to? 

PROSECUTION: The witness Just answered the question. I make 
objection to repetition. 

DEFENSE: Strike the question and I will ask this: 

Q. Doctor, is that exhaustion due to protein deficiency - 
was the malnutrition due to protein deficiency? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Doctor, I will now put to you a phypothetical question 
involving amebic dysentery case. Assume, doctor, that 
a patient is taken into the camp hospital on the 21st 
of July 1945, with the complaint of diarrhea and a 
history of amebiosls; assume further that on the 26th 
of July the patient became constipated; this constipa¬ 
tion was accompanied by vomiting, abdominal pains and 
meteorisms; assume that on the 27th of July, at 1700 
the patient was pale suffering, frequently vomiting, 
pulse fast but not weak, temperature normal but in a 
cold sweat; that his heart was of normal size but sounded 
low. As to abdomen, meteorisms in middle gra'de, 
abdomen was tympanitic and complained of abdominal f 
pain. Every part of the abdomen was tender under 
pressure. The diagnosis was ileus suspeotable; 
assume that he was operated on on the 27th of July 
and a perforated ulcer was found around the tissue, 
around which the tissue was so rotten that suture 
was impracticable. Would you give us your medicd. 
opinion as a surgeon whether or not the use of a 
Mlckulicz Tampon was indicated? 

A. In my opinion at times a doctor oannot but help but 
apply a Mickulicz Tampon. 

Q. Do the facts as outlined to you indicate that a 
Mickulicz Tampon should be used? 

LAW MEMBER: He has answered that question. 

DEFENSE: We took it to be a general answer. 

A. Yes, sir, and under such condition I beL ieve that is 
correct. It all depends on the circumstances. 

Q. Assuming all of those facts I have Just outlined to 

you, doctor, would emetine therapy started on the 21st 
of July have avoided this operation? 

A. In my opinion, I would think that it is impossible. 

Q. Assume further, doctor, that this patient was operated 
on on the 27th of July, was given a subcutaneous in¬ 
jection of Ringol's solution and on the 28th of July 
the vomiting continued; there was a pumping w ash of 
the s toraach, no abdominal pain, no gas and the 
bandage was changed; on the 29th of July there was 
an emission of gas, no vomiting and the bandage was 
again changed and the Mickulicz Tampon which had been 
placed around the perforation was removed; that on 
the 30th day of July, the bandage was again changed 
and the secretion was moderate; that on the 31st of 
July the patient was smiling and all the tampon was 
removed; a yellow, limpid liquid was in abandon; from 
the 1st day of August, the gau^e was taken off; on 
the 2nd day of August, a yellow, limpid liquid oozed 


out; that on the 3rd day of August, there was a de¬ 
crease in the secretion; that on the 4th day of 
August, the secretion increased, weakness came, the 
abdomen was soft and deflated, the appetite de¬ 
creased; on the 5th of August, the secretion was less, 
diarrhea occurred many times, weakness of patient was 
remarkable; on the 6th day of August, the pulse was 
faint and rhythmic, respiration shallow, the patient 
had no appetite, weakness increased, he was thin and 
a cold sweat was remarkable; on the 7th dqp of August, 
at seven-thirty in the morning, the patient died. 
Assuming all of these facts from the 21st of July to 
the 7th of August, what is your medical opinion as 
to the cause of death? 

A. It seems to me that during the first stage of this 
development, the patient seems well and the purpose 
of the operation accomplished. However, during the 
course of the development, it seems that other com¬ 
plications has been noted. That is to say that the 
patient seemed exhausted very suddenly and, in my 
opinion, the disturbance of the heart was the cause 
of death. Regarding other complications, I cannot 
state. Perhaps it is the diet. 

Q. Doctor, are you familiar with a Japanese food e ailed 
"Zenzai"? 

A. Tos. 

Q. Will you e 3 $ lain to the court what zenzai soup is? 

A. It is an India red bean soup. When taken it affects 

the movement of the bowels. 

Q. And, with the facta that I have Just outlined to you, 
would you have prescribed zenzai soup to the patient 
on the 5th day of August? 

A. That is contrary to indications. 

Q. What would be the diet that you would put this patient 
on the dqr after the operation? 

A. For the first two days, I will give the patient liquid; 
for instance, water or tea. From the third d^, in 
Japan we will give the patient thick rice soup. 

Q, Doctor, would the use of milk in the diet be proper? 

A. In Japan the Japanese patient is not accustomed to 

taking milk and at times if too much milk is given the 
patient, the patient starts passing gas and, therefore, 
milk is given according to the individual. 

Are you acquainted with a Dr. Danno? 

A. I know him very well. 

Q. How long have you known Dr. Danno? 

A. I believe it was in 1928 when Dr. Danno first cane to 

my classroom as an intern. I have known him ever since. 
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Q. Were you one of his professors? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Have you followed his career as a surgeon? 

A. Yes, sir, for five years he was my most able assistant. 

Q. What Is your opinion, doctor, as Dean of the Medical 
College, of Dr. Danno's ability as a surgeon? 

A. He has all the abilities as a surgeon. Especially 
he has lots of experiences In abdominal oases. 

Q. Tell the Commission, if you know, the character of 
the accused. 

PROSECUTION: That is objected to as not proper testimony 
as to reputation. There are specified ways to gain 
knowledge of the reputation of the accused and 
character is not one of them. 

LAW MEMBER: Will the defense rephrase the question? 

3. Doctor, are you familiar with the reputatlon of the 
accused in the medical world and his c ommunlty as 
to conscientiousness and industriousness, his reputa¬ 
tion as t6 that? 

A. Dr. Danno is loved by everyone. 

DEFENSE: We will strike that last as not responsive. 

Q. I want you to tell us. If you know, his reputation 

for Industriousness and zealousness in the performance 
of his duties In his life as a surgeon. 

PROSECUTION: We object as not material in this case. 

LAW MEMEER: Objection is not s\istained. 

A. Dr. Danno was assigned as medical officer at the 
Nagasaki Prisoner of War Camp two years ago. Dr. 

Danno has been conscientious and studied all the 
oases of the patients and he brought to the Univer¬ 
sity Laboratory materials that should be examined. 

I also 3aw Dr. Danno searching for medical supplies 
at the hospital attached to the Mitsubishi Dock 
Yard whenever such supplies are not obtainable from 
the university. 

Are you familiar with the general reputation of the 
accused. Dr. Danno, as to truth and veracity and 
integrity? 

PROSECUTION: Object to that question on the g round that 
Dr. Danno has not been a witness on the stand and 
truth and veracity is not in question. 
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DEFENSE: We have indicated and ve have aasurred the 

prosecution and the court that the accused will take 
the stand. 

LAW MEMBER: The prosecution does have proper ground fbr 
objection there. 

DEFENSE: I believe we can reach an understanding that 
the accused will take the stand end perhaps the 
objection will be withdrawn. Of course, if the Com¬ 
mission please, it will be all right for us to take 
the witness off the stand and keep him here until 
Dr. Danno testifies whioh will be sometime Friday 
we hope and keep him away from his school and hospital. 

LAW MEMBER: You are assuming a great deal in advance. 

Tie truth and veracity of the accused is certainly not 
in issue before the Commission. If he is to be called 
as a witness what may or may not be according to whether 
his testimony is Impeached and so by this particular 
testimony at present, you are assuming, first, that he 
is going to be called and, second, thathe is going to 
be impeached. 

DEFENSE: It can be assumed that the truth and veracity 

of any witness is in question when he takes the stand. 

LAW MEMBER: I don't think so. I don't believa that is to 

be assumed. Do you mean to imply that all the ^ 6 . tnesses 
you have put on the atand are to be impeached. 

DEFENSE: To assume that that position will be taken 
by the prosecution. 

LAW MEMBER: You are assuming too much. 

DEFENSE: The question will be withdrawn. We have not yet 
made a translation, or we do not have a translation 
that this man has made of Defense Exhibit A. We aak 
if we can introduce it on redirect? 

LAW MEMBER: That was Dr. Narimatsu? 

DEFENSE: This man translated it and we waa t to check as 
to the accuracy of the translation. 

LAW MEMBER: Can't that be determined between prosecution 

and defense and stipulated to without having it brought 
up in testimony? 

PROSECUTION* Sure we can stipulate as to that. 

LAW MEMBER: It is either a correct translation or it is 
not and I don't see any use taking up time of the 
Commission, witnesses and so forth. 






DEFENSE: Prosecution says they will s tipulate and we 
will accept that stipulation. 

LAW MEMBER: Don't bring that before the court unless 
it is absolutely necessary. Any further direct? 

DEFENSE: No. 


CROSS EXAMINATION 

Questions by Commission: 

Q. Doctor, in beri-berl cases, it is necessary to give 
injections of vitamins, is It not? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Do you know what a massive Injection is? 

A. Yes, it is absolutely necessary that it be injected 
massive.

Q. Are forty-two multiple vitamins, vitamin tablets per 
week, does that Indicate the giving of massive 
inactions? 

A. I do not know the content volume of the vitamins but 
I believe that is sufficient.

Q. Perhaps you didn't understand ray question. What is 
your definition of massive injection of vitamin B 
for beri-beri?

LAW KEM3ER: Just a minute. You mean Bl? 

PROSECUTION: Yes, Bl. Change that. 

A. It means the disappearance of the symptoms of beri¬ 
beri. . However, theoretically the examination of the 
elements of the blood is required.

A. It is the work of the laboratory technician. 

Q. Do you use a microscope to do it? 

A. No, sir. It requires chemical analysis.

Q. And, msre any men discharged as cured prior to the 
arrival of the Red Cross boxes? 

A. Some patients were temporarily recovered and soma of 
the patients still had diarrhea twice a day. 

1. Now, after the arrival of the Red Cross boxes, how many 
of these patients would you say still retained the 
diarrhea, if any? 

A. I do not remember the exact number of patients. 

Can you approximate? 

A. T«o or three patients* 

3. And, immediately after the arrival of the Red Cross boxss 
werr? those two or three petients treated with emetine or 
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oarbasone or both? 

A. Tea. 

Q. And, did that treatment begin immediately upon the 
opening of the R*d Gross boxes? 

A. We did not start using these medicines immediately 
because I had to confer with Major Hagen as to which 
patients this emetine or carbasone should be given as 
the quantity we received was very snail. This means 
we wanted to give this medicine to the most serious 
patient at first.

Q. Ton held a conference. It didn*t taka you very long 
did it?

Q. So, how long after the arrival of the Red Cross boxea 
and you had your oonferancea with Major Hagen waa the 
emetine and carbasone treatment started?

Q. In about a week? 

A. Within a week. 

Q. And, during this tine was Major Hagen using ths micro¬ 
scope in connection with the amebic eaaaa? 

A. I e s. 

Q. W a a he uaing it in connection with you; were you assist- 
ing him in the use of that? 

A. Major Hagen practiced by himself but whan ha found out 
there was amoeba in the feces under the microscope, X 
also examined it. 

And. up to the time you left about the 17th of May, 

19Uli, it la a fact, la it not that Major Hagen waa 
constantly uaing the microscope for examination of 
faces for amebic patients and counting of blood? 

DEFENSE! If the Commission please, the counssl has used 
the 17th of May far a considerable length of timo. 

I wonder if counsel will agree to withdraw and nolle 
pros the specification in regard to Scbby who diod 
on the llith of May at the props r time. 

F.iOSSCUTIOHi That can bo brought up at the proper time. 

What lias that got to do with this examination? 

DEFENSE! It has this to do with it. Me want to know what 
we are to defend. 
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PROSECUTION» I am not going to noil* proa anything in 
tha midst of an examination. 

The question was read by tha reporter. 

PROSECUTIONi I would Ilka to amend that last question to

The question was read by the reporter. 

LAW MEMBER! Have you any objeotion 

DEFENSE! Io, sir. 

A. I do not know because I never applied to the aain camp* 

3* Were you ever adviaed by the main cnp that in oaae of 
emergency, upon application to the camp, you would get 
penalaalon to abatract aediolnea from the sealed booses? 

A. I do not know if auoh advice ever cams. 

3* low, you have atated that Pickenmeyer applied to you 
once in lovember, 19UU, and again in January, 19U5, for 
treatment for beri-berij that is oorreot, isn't it? 

A. Tea. 

3. And you, together with Major Hagan, treated him on both 
occasions and discharged him aa improved if not ram 
nently curedj la that true? 

A. When he was sent to sick bay, his condition was fairly 
serious but when the oonditlon has been i m p ro ved very 
much, therefore, he loft sick bay and after ho left 
sick bay, he was excused ftrun working details. 

3. When ho cssm to you first in lovember of 19hk and you 
and Major Hagen treated him; that 1a oorreot, isn't it?

A. He could not walk well before but this improved very 
much but there was no change to the rest. 

3. And, of course, after May 17th, you lost touch with 
that case; that is true, isn't it? 

A. Yes. 

PROSECUTIONS No further questions. 

REDIRECT EXAMINATION 

Questions by defensej 

3. Doctor, can you recall how many men were suffering 
from amebic dysentery o>r suspected of suffering from 
amebic dysentery and received an emetine therapy dur¬ 
ing your entire stay at Camp Number 23? 

A. So far as I can remerabor there were three or four 
patients. 
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Q. And, when did these man receive the emetine therapy? 

LAW MEMBERi Tha Commission doesn't want to restrlot the 
examination unduly but do want to caution against 
repetition unduly.

PROSECUTIONi I object to that as not being proper re¬ 
examination of this witness.

UW MEMBERi This is a defsnse witnsss and the Commission 
wixl not hamper him on a little procedural technicality. 
However, it will open up another reoross examination.

PROSECUTION) There isn't anything in hare refers to anything 
except after this witness left.

Q. If tho medioal in in mail ■■ 1 mail offloar or tho medical 
orderly failed to give medicines aa prescribed by tha 
sanitation officer, it would be the duty of the sani¬ 
tation officer to either prefer charges against him 
or make a complaint to tho camp commandant, would it not?

A. John S, Oreenleaf, captain, assistant surgeon. Toko- 
haaa Base, APO UOU. 

Q. Are you a member of the Medical Department? 

A. I*s, sir. 

Q. Captain Oreenleaf, you are a graduate of Iowa Medioal 
College? 

A. Tes, I graduated from the University of Iowa, College 
of Medicine in Deoenber of 19U3* 

Q. Ton hare been in the Ajsqr how long? 

A. I have been in the Aray as a commissioned officer for 
twenty months. 

Q. Will you state to the Ccmnission your various positions 
in the Ajmy? 

A. Z waa at Carlisle Barracks Medioal School Service six 
weeks) Halloran General Hospital, Staten Island, Mew 
fork, for approximately six weeks as ward officer) 

305th General Hospital as medical officer) general duty 
serving in Pranoe and the 27th General Hospital in 
Manila until the 27th of l 0 vember, 19U5, the period 
starting about the 5th of February, 19U5. 

Q. Captain Oreenleaf, as a member of the hoepital unit 
in Europe, did you have an opportunity of examining 
American prisoners of war who were being repatriated? 

A. Tes, I was located for a time on detached service at 
Camp I«eky Strike near Dieppe where I saw approximately 
from ten to thirty thousand repatriated American 
military personnel eech week. They were flown directly 
from the prisoner of war camps from which liberated to 
this camp. I would see them from within two to twelve 
hours after liberation. 
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Q. Did you have some experience in Manila? 

A* T«a, some in seeing prisoners of war liberated flram 
Japan after screening. The more serious were 
hospitalized and were returned from the sons on 
carriers from hospital ships before I sew the crop. 

Q. How many prisoners of war, American prisoners of war 
who had been under the jurisdiction of the Japanese 
did you see while in Manila and personally examine? 

A. I actually do not know the exact number. I was work¬ 
ing chiefly in the dispensary in conjunction with 
processing and I would say usually from sixty to 
a hundred and twenty men a day depending on the 
daily load* 

Q. And, for hoe long a period of time were you there? 

A. I was there fruai the Uth of ^ptsmber until the 
25th of October. 

Q. Captain Qreenlead, can you give us a description of 
the disease known as befcL-beri? 

A. Beri-beri is a clinical syndroms that is a group of 
signs snd symptoms associated with deficiency in 
vitamin EL thiamin which is pert of the water 
soluble vitamin B complex. The deficiency in this 
certain ailment is after a period of long standing 
resultant in oartain things whloh sake up tbs symp¬ 
tom complex. The most important and striking of 
those symptoms is, first, s general loss of feeling 
of well-being, essy fatigability snd loss of appe¬ 
tite and just generally not feeling well. Follow- 
this, after the deficiency has been of long stand¬ 
ing, certain changes take place in the body struc¬ 
ture which cause a nervous system Impairment. It 
usually starts with the peripheral nerves. That is 
noticed in the finger tips and feat, loss of acute 
sensibility snd the loss of strength in those por¬ 
tions of the body. Often the first thing noticed 
is e weakness after walking for some distance. 

Another manifestation of beri-beri, so-ealled wet 
beri-beri, has been described as edema or ewelling 
of the body which usually begins in ths loser 
extremity or feet and works gradually upward until 
you have a general condition of excees fluid in 
all parts of the body, the legs end gradually work¬ 
ing up and filling the abdominal cavity. Another 
manifestation is weakness of the heart. There Seems 
to be a loss of tone or elasticity of ths hsart 
muscle. It becomes stretched, flabby, thin. This 
is particularly noticed on the right side of ths 
heart but is very characteristic of this particular 
condition. The study of beri-beri ea such has been 
very difficult due to the Inclusion in the symptom 
complex of other deficiencies, protein deficiencies 
and deficiencies in other vitamins. It is usually 
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seen in the Orient where the first studies were made, 
studies which actually proved this symptom complex 
due basically to lack of vitmaln B done by a Japanese 
in about 1926. m the Testem World it is seen 
chiefly only in times of war, famine, and other 
great cataatrophee. 

4. What is the cause of the swelling of the stomach? 

A. There lias been long repeated argraent about that. 

Seme investigators feel that it ie something that 
le lacking, exactly wht they do not know, in the 
rietabolism or body functioning due specifically to 
lack of thiamin. Others think it is due to what la 
almost always m accompaniment of thiamin deficiency 
sod that is deficiency of protein, low blood protein, 
upset of tha protein ne tabollsm of the body. We 
know absolutely that protein deficiency will cause 
such symptoms. Another cause for the swelling, par¬ 
ticularly in the abdamsm, la advanced as a portion 
of the disease that causes heart failure. That is 
the heart is not dinctlonlng properly and it Alla 
to pi ok up the blood being returned from veinoue 
circulation rapidly and a certain Mount of this 
edema fluid la than loft behind in the tips of the 
feet, logs, abdominal cavity and so forth. Wo one 
has boon particularly accurate in being able to 
settle the true and exact cause of tbis edema but 
it is generally considered as always tha same with 
general nutritional deficiency and probably nest 
completely due to deficiency In blood protein or 
animal protein in the diet. 

.. May I ask you that if a person is suffering from 
beriberi whether thiamin therapy will always bo 
indicated? 

A. Since it has been proven that the speolilo thing 
lacking In this disease la thlMin, thiamin therapy 
is always indicated. But, due to the conditions 
which cause the disease, thiamin therapy in itself 
is hardly adequate. There has to be a complete 
iaprovonant of the died to add animal protein 
and other deficiencies which art almost invariably 
present. In the early stages of tha disease, treat¬ 
ment with thiamin In conjunction with good diet is 
often quite dranatic, quite rapid recovery. 

4. A person suffering from a leek or deficiency of 
animal protein can receive any mount of thianin 
treatment without benefit, is that true? 

A. I would say not without benefit but not without 
curing tha condition certainly. There would not 
be a cure effected by thiamin alone.

A. Thiamin will not affect the protein defioienoy, car- 
talnly. Vitamin deficiency would, of course, ba 
remedied.

A. That is right. Thiamin remains in the body for a 
rather short time. There is vary little storage of 
vitamins in the body. 

C*. Have you ever talked this over with American prisoner 
of war doctors? 

A. Yes, I have.

One in particular 
impressed me with the acuity of the observation ha 
had made and he recalled eases in which there was a 
swelling of the le^s and said they Just seemed to 
start from the tips and fill right up from the bot¬ 
tom until the chest cavity was filled and they died 
and he used thiamin injections and ha told me he 
was thoroughly convinced, quite thoroughly convined 
himself that the deficiency was not all thiamin. 

It was what is called beri-beri but he was oertain 
that it was more than that, that other defieionoiea 
ware present.

' foot from tho main shaft. Certain areas wore extremely hot, others very cold; 
on worked in water to thrir knees, or under cold streams flowing from tho ccilihg. 
"ho work was difficult, involving the mining of coal, loading it on snail cars and 
U8hin.- then out to the shaft. Sometimes the weaker r.en were put to operating 
ineumatic Jackhammers, a heavy, physically exhausting Job, In lieu of forcing sicl: 
-en into tho nines, a fow were allowed to work 'topside, 1 at the mine—this was 
’encrally the only relief I could obtain for ordinary illnesses or for men sevorfily 
undernourished. It too consisted in fairly rigorous physical labor—carrying logs 
*>nd tinbor8, cutting nails p.nd so forth. The policy to force e.e many men as 
ossiblo to work in the ninoB came fron above and the camp commanders woro prin- 
rily responsible for enforcing it. However, the Medical Department nen, Danno, 
Gdoishi and. Sakegoni, participated directly in the interpretation of tho 'poss¬ 
ibility' factor and in excusing or relievin' prisoners they were arbitrary and 
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capricious, ao much so that the non hesitated to report for Bick call only to he 
rnbarraasod and discouraged or punished upon refusal or for sone failure to how, 
?Ms reluctance also brought other coneequences. One example was the case of a 
Private Haines who had a leg infection and when he finally reported for sick call 
it was Okeishi's conclusion that he had waited too long. In my presence he slapped 
Haines three or four tines in the face, then dragged bin over to the dispensary 
where Sergeant. Shunaker witnessed Haines belli,' knocked down and kicked around the 
vody a nunher of tines. I an unable to recall the date of this occurrence. At al. 
events, similar mistreatment, (although not ust’r.lly accompanied by physical vio- 
ence) , together with oTbit- , '\ry and Inconsistent refusal to render ap ropriate ned 
cal attention, resulted in many nhysically unfit prisoners working in the nines. 

I protested all of such instances regularly tc the individuals involved—Danno, 
■Jdeishi, and Sakagani- and also to the coup commandants. All c-f such protests wer- 
ignored during the period th- a 3e rrc; were in control jf the canp medical facilities, 
"hey always let a few lenain off work, but not i.eceasarxly the nost needful cases. 
Just as they nearly always issued some medicine although not necessarily to those 
iost critically in need of medication. Their medio?.', record? nay be offered in do¬ 
use of their actions and must be viewed with this illogical and capricious cont¬ 
ract in nind. 

Another item that should throw doubt on any defense issued on records .Tain^- 
- v.ed by then and by Odeishi particularly, is the fact that Odeishi repeatedly 
ssued nedicines to Japanese garrison troops—our guards and so forth—and filled 
ut slips on which, I an convinced in ny own nind, he charged the nedicines to the 
ar.es of American prisoners. I can read only a few Japanese characters, but the 
lips I saw hin write , in such cases a.»pear6d to bear the characters he enployed in 
.uar^ing nedicines to the names of American military prisoners. This occurred re- 
.eatedly during the sunner of 1945. 

The medicines on hand in the canp were pooled; that is to say, such medicine: 
-ts I brought into camp were nerged with certain nedicines possessed or obtained by 
.he Japanese and all of it was maintained under the exclusive control of the Jap¬ 
anese and enployed in the care of both Americans and Japanese. When ny group of 
prisoners disembarked at Moji, Japan, the group which had been on the ship were 
told that they would be split up into two groups, so we worked all wf the night 
prior to disembarkation separating the medicines brought from Bilibid into two

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Thereafter; fron jaon*h to :’cnth, ps supplies worn used up, loro wore u^u^l 
ly obtained fron some nearby Japanese p.my hospital. The >'ctual selection and 
reauisition of nedicines wr.s exclusively in Japanese hands. In February or March 
1945, a shipment of four Red Cross nedical supply boxes arrived. Shikatr. explninec 
no ->e that these boxes were ticketed not to be opened until sone date far in the 
-future. ’notwithstanding, ho aako:l ne what I actually had to have and I solrctrl 
jone medicines which he abstracted fron tho boxes and covered with Japanese labels, 
nd resealed the boxes. Danno soon replaced hirr. and re/er opened the boxes for 
encra.1 use. It is i-possible for ns now to list the specific r-aaicines, either i. 
nese boxes or in the original supply, except to staio generally tha.t thoro wr.s 
•one quantity of a sufficiently wide variety of nedicines to fulfill nost of our 
mdical needs. The difficulties encountered were not of availability (except in 
' syphilis case I previously mentioned), but rather of getting Japanese consent 
xo their use. One of the prisoners who helped carry in the Red Cross boxes stoic 
shipping list which I memorized end destroyed. Therefore, 7. knew that such r. di— 
i:.es as I requested were available. Refusal "rs not generally basod on unavril- 
bility but on the lock of need in the specific case, according to tho nodical 
'■pinion of Donno or Odeishi, contrary to ny own. 

Bondages and dressings wore nlnost inpossible to obtain. There was a ca.sc 
^f such dressings virtually intact in the sup plies turned over to us after the 
fapaneso surrender, but I did not have access to then during the prior year of 
internment. Instead, the non working in the nines wore forced to steal friction 
•.apo for adhesive, and although the men who were bandaged by tho hospital at the 
".ine wero sumoosed to return all material, w e manrged to obtain a little this way

S 0 far as ny own operat¬ 
ions in the caup were concerned, these three commanders can be directly criticise;' 
'or a policy established by Nakamura and carried out by his two successors. This 
-olicy was to replace the physically fit prisoner-corpsmen attending to the sick 
i.th physically unfit men who had been working in the nines, and to put the skilled 
' psnen into the mines. This resulted in unskilled and ill men trying to care 
jx- the sick prisoners, impairing the efficiency of the care substantially. My 
.eqeated protests on this score were ignored. 

The foregoing constitutes my whole present recollection of the incidents set 
forth heroin.

I, William E. M. Johnston, ASN. 17016029, Pfc. USA, swear that on or 
about Julyl, 1945 I worked in the Meiji Mining Company at this place. At 
about 2:30 PM I was assigned to load rock on a car in a place known as Y- 
No. 1 lateral. My car was about 3/4ths loaded (about 3 tons) when it slippped 
it8 track block and I attempted to reblock it so it would not get away. As 
I bent over to block it my light on my cap went out and since the lateral 
was very narrow at this point, I had to jump on the front bumper of the car 
to keep from being pinned against the wall of the lateral. There was a steep 
grade on the track at that point and the car gained a great deal of momentum. 
Going at considerable speed through the darkness, the car came to a curve in 
the track which threw me from the front bumper where I was riding, but I 
managed to keep hold cf the handles on the front of the car and swung myself 
astraddle of the bumper. Shortly thereafter the car I was on ran into a car 
loaded with coal, catching my leg between the bumper on which I was riding 
and the bumper of the coal car, I was brought into the Mining Company's hos- 
p ital where my left leg was amputated just below the knee at about 5 :0G PM 
that date. 

The cause of the accident was due to the unsafe conditions in which we 
were forced to work and especially due to the condition of the mining lamps 
which were furnished us by the Mining Company. These lamps continually going 
out and the particular one that I vas wearing at the time of the accident was 
the third one that I had worn on that day. Continual complaints had been 
made to the mine officials through the proper channels about the condition of 
these lamps, but no steps were taken to improve these conditions.

On 1 July 1945, at Fukuoka Camp # 23, in the Moji Mining Company, /a/ W.J. 

Mine #10, I was loading a 2-moter steel car with rock, and I lad blocked 

the wheels with wedges to prevent its movement forward. However, one of 

the wedges slipped out and ub I bent over to put another wed e under the 

wheels, my battery li«?ht , which I wore in my cap, went out, and I had 

to jump on the front of the car. My light atill was not functioning, as 

the car was coming down the incline, and around a curve. At this point, 

I was thrown off tbe car and managed to crawl back on the front, juat when 

the front of the car I was on hit the rear of another car loaded with coal. 

The light on my cap had not been functioning during this time. My left 

leg was crushed between the two cars, ani I was taken out of the rrine by 

other American prisoners, to the mine hospital, where my leg was amputated 

by a Japanese civilian doctor in char-e of the hospital, I was given a 

spinal for the operation and after the operation was driven 1,000 CCs of 

Rinsers Solution. Then I was removed to my quarters. The followine day 

I had a broken blood vessel, which bled profusely. The Japanese civilian 

doctor, Narimatsu, who also performed the operation, tied up the blood 

vessel. The American medical officer. Major Hagen, asked the camp army 

doctor, a Japanese 1st Lieutenant named Dano (phonetic) for blood plasma, 

but he refused and, aB a result, my recovery, was considerably delayed. 

I remained in my quarters until the date of release by a recovery team 

on the 17th of September 1945. The direct reason for this accident was 

the faulty light which I wore on my cap. We had good lamps when I first 

started working in this mine on 2 October 1944, but in February 1945 these 

lamps were given to Korean and Japanese civilian workers in tho mine and 

our lamps were replaced with salvage parts. It is my opinion that whoever 

issued Us thiB faulty equipment is responsible for this incident. I do not 

know who this was, but I believe it must have been a mining company official.

I, Henry Broueeard, Machinist, USN, certify that on or about Aiurust 
7, 1945 I reported to the foreman in the nine shops where I worked as a 
blacksmith that I was suffering with a severe cold and asked to be relieved 
from the blacksmith shdp for a few days and be assigned to work elsewhere. 

The foreman reported to ernp that I was ill, and th/'t night when I returned 
from work I reported to the evening sick call. I was approached by the 
Japanese Medical Sor/rcant, M0T0ICEI SAKAGaKI, IJa, of Kuga Town, Kur--a District, 
Yamaguchi Prefecture, who came up to me as I was awaiting treatment, and 
without any explanation, beat mo with his fists in and about the face and 
head. I was sent away from the Eick call without any treatment and without 
being allowed to see Major K.H.Htieen, MC USA, the Camp Physician.

At this time the camp 
commander was 1st Lt. HIPATA, about 35, S’G" tall, weight 
165, clean shaven, hook-nosed, no glasses, was an expert 
fencer and spoke no English. The addresses of all Japanese 
assigned to the camp can be obtained from Hr. OKABI, civi¬ 
lian interpreter employed by the coal mine at Kasin Machi, 
Fukuoka Ken. 0KA3I was '■bout 40 years old, 5'9 n tall, 
weight 145 lbs, wore shell rimmed glasses, long bl&ck hair, 
small scar on left cheek. Lt. HIPATA had full knowledge of 
the mistreatment either from ordering it or from complaints 
made to him by KeJ.. K. R. HAGEN (MC). Nothing was ever done 
to alleviate the suffering of the men and EIRATA is fully res¬ 
ponsible. 






Mr. OKABI had charge of the prisoners in the mine, knew 
of and condoned beatings that occurred daily by Jap civilian 
workers. He reoeatedly forced men to work who were absolute¬ 
ly too sick to be out. ^ 

Jake KILBURN (803d Engineers) came on sick call suffej>. 

!ing wMfc^a very bad case of dysentery. He was excused from 
work by Major HAGEN, but the Jap medical orderly, QDAYSHA, 
slapped him around for not coning on sick call- the night be¬ 
fore. ODAYSEA then called in Cpl. AMDO the Jap non-com in 
{charge of the medics, who used Judo for half an hour, throw¬ 
ing KILBURN around the room while Maj. HAGEN and I watched. 

KIL3UB.N wps then forced to stand at attention for six hours 
and at intervals A’(DO attacked him further. He w RS taken to 
hie auarters in a state of collapse and in two hours was brought 
back to the dispensary, paralyzed from the waist down, and is 
still so incapacitated. Cpl. AMDO was about 27, 5 1 5** tall, 
weight^!45 lbs., clean shaven, no classes, lares sc“r on left 
of fore head, spoke English. 

In Aug. 1945 «e bad a prisoner in our hospital, a post 
operative case. Maj. HAGEN had been trying for weeks to get 
medicine to treat this particular man - but without success, 
and on the 4th or 5th' the patient went into a coma. Maj. HAGEN 
again went to 0DAY3HA for medicine and I sa.v ODAYSHA beat the 
Major with an iron poker and a w 00 d e n chair for 10 or 15 minutes. 
Major HAGEN reported this to Lt. DAFO (Jap medical officer) and 
was laughed at and told to let the patient die. Nothing further 
could be dxie and the nan expired the next day.

Throughout the entire year in this camp the Jananese 
medical staff withheld medicines and daily administered 
cruel beatings to men that came on sick call. I was beaten 
several times for stealing medicine for our patients. 

I have nothing further to add to this statement.

confinement at /{HJcflolca #23. Our prisoner detachmont cons is tod of about 2 JO 
men. 

From August of 1944 when I arrived at F^o5a L #23 until the first of 
March 1945 the diet of the individual prisoner consisted of the following 
amounts of food (approximate caloric content Aa indicated,) In giving these 
figures, however, it is with the reservation that these amounts shown arc 
what was Allotted daily on the camp record. When inventory shortages 
occurrod, the prisoner diot was out to make up their shortages so that tho 
actual ration received was loss by ftrom 10 to 15 per cent that that indicated* 
Food allowances: 

705 grams - rice and beans. 

Vegetables ns purchased by tho sv.pnly sergeant and ns available, 
r I’ropared in 3oup. 

Fruit - once a monte. 

Caloric content - Rice: 1500; beans: 600 - 800; about 1 Hinrch 1945 
we ran out of beans and our diot fen* the individual prisoner was cut to 
705 grams of rice nnd Colion (a maize) daily. We received n mixture whict; 
was 1/3 Colion and 2/3 rico. The caloric content of this was about 
1200-1500. 

As an example of the inventory shortage mentioned above, on 1 January 

1945, the records showed the warehouse to be 10 bags of rice short. We were 

forced to mako up this shortage during the month of January 1945. As the 

authorized issue for the camp of 200 men was l£ sacks of rice and j/2 to 1 

sack of beans daily, this meant that our rice ration ras cut approximately l/3 

below that authorized. Tho camp records will shov/ we recoivod the proper ama 

daily but they are untrue to this extent. 

Each month there was a shortage of something from the warehouse, up until 

1 “pril 1945 whon Supply Sergeant Tanaka was replaced by Sgt. Chihara. It is

my belief that those shortages wero caused by thefts of the mess crew or by 
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Tanaka, but I can't prove that. I cannot definitely state that the damp 
Commanders Lt. Nakamura or Hlrnta knew of these thefts, but as a reasonable 
nan I must believe that they did know of these shortages. Nothing was done 
co prevent their recurrence. 

During the entire period of captivity the prisoners were working in a 
coal nine for 10 to 14 hours per day on this diet with a daily quota of from 
one to two 2£ ton cars of cr.nl peraran to load. The work day was such as to 
pemit the men only 7 to S hours per day in camp. 

Our diet - is supplemented by Red Cross boxes as follows: 

40 Canadian boxos - received on 1 December 1944, placed in the 
warehouse and issued about the end of January 1945. 

200 (1 box per man) - 10 lb. bores from the Aneripan Red Cross 
received and distributed for Christmas of 1944. 

200-(1 bci. per ann) VO lb. box- s received‘on 10 A cbru\ry 1945. 

210 (1 box per man plus 10 extra) received about the middle of 
March 1945 and placed in the warehouse. 

About the middle of ^pril 1^45 the chocolate bars, sugar, coffee, gum and 
cigarettes from there were distributed. About 1 August 1945 the remaining meac 
rations in their boxes were turned over to the general mess* 

As r. result of the diet above mentioned, plus the working hours and 
conditions, the prisoners became very weak and emaciated, as an example of 
how apparent this was, when Forucha took commend of the camp about 1 July 1945 
he asked me why the men were all so thin. I told him that they were starving 
and he said that he would attempt to secure more food. Despite this condition 
of the men, so apparent to the casual observer, although our camp was Inspected 
monthly by from 1 to 3 men from the main FuJcioica Camp, and was also imspected 
more often by the officers of the Me^f^^ning Co., nothing was done to 
alleviate the condition of the men. 

As a result of the lack of food and the hand work, agood percentage of the 
men were usually ill. As orders were received from the headquarters comp at 
Fukioka that a cortain percentage of the men must work every day, it meant 
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that many mow who should have been In bod were forced to work their rcgualar 
shifts. Men reporting to sick anil would be slappod and otherwise mistreated, 
and would be placed on light duty or quarters only if very ill. Light duty con¬ 
sisted of working in the camp and was almost as hard as regular duty. Light 
duty men cleanod the latrines and dug air raid trenches among other things. 

When approaching the camp doctor, the main quostion was the percentage of 
prisoner personnel sick rather thaw the condition of the man complaining of 
some illness. 

I blame this condition more upon orders from headqu^tors comp than I 
do'on our local commanding officers or doctors, as they all told me at one 
tine or another that they would be severely punished if they faildd to keep 
up their dajly percentage. I do blame the camp personnel though in the matter 
of withholding American Red Cross medical supplies. Wo roceivod some of these 
in January or February of 194a Dut they were put in tho warehouse. When theso 
wero finally given to us many items had boon stolon. I cannot givo detailed 
list of those, but I was told by our camp prisoner doctor - Major Hagen - of 
many specific losses. 

Fivo American prisoners ditd in Fuicloka \ 2 \? while I was thero. ^hey 
were due to malnutrition and disease brought on by tho diet and the work, T huj. 
wore as follows! Steck - Chief Commissary Steward; Fichtenmoyer - Chief Car¬ 
penter* s Mato; Haskoll * Chief Machinist's Mate; Bonder and Jacks - both i»rmy 
privates. Bender died 6? syphilis of the brain, but I was told by wfcr'doctor, 
Major Hagen, that this was an old complaint with Bondor, that it had been 
pronounced cured by American Army doctors, and was brought on again by priva¬ 
tions suffered as a prisoner. *ichtenneyor diod as a result of malnutrition 
and bori-bbri.

On the orders of tho 
camp commander, Nakamura, he was beaten for about two hours by the gu- rds to 
force him to confess to this theft. This boating ms done only with hands - 
no clubs were used, \!hcn Tolbert confessed to this thoft ho was sentenced 
t« 30 days in tho guard h use on half rations. I personally observed this 
boating as it took placo in the aroa between whe barrack, buildings. As a 
rosult of this beating Tolbert's face swelled and the following day was black 
and bile . 

In addition to the boating noted, Tolt rt was beaten similarly once each 
month, always as punishment for thufts of food or other articles. As a general 
thing, as scon as ho and recover d completely from tho bruises of one beating, 
ho would be caught stealing and would again bo beaten, 

I»blame >;his beating entirely upon the ordero cf tho camp commander, and 
foci that th j men of the guard b..at him only .as a rosult of orders received.

em. or about 1 August, 1945, I witnessed a beating received by l/Sgt. Herbert 
H. Shoemaker, 1218 W. 3rd, North Little Rock, Arkansas, by Pvt. Shigemaru 
Odeishi and Sgt.Naraichi Chihara. This beating resulted through a misunder¬ 
standing in a weight chart being prepared by Shoemaker, wherein he had in no 
way falsified his report. He was severely beaten about the face and head by 
Odeishi, causing such intense pain that Shoemaker twice during the beating 
evacuated in his clothing. Major Kenneth R. Hagen, 214 Cambridge, Fresno, 
California, American medical officer at the camp, endeavored to stop the 
beating by calling Sgt. Chihara, who uoon an explanation from Odeishi also 
beat Shoemaker with his fists about the heed and face. Major Hagen and.I 
tried to intervene in Shoemakers behalf, but our efforts served only to 
inforiate Odeishi and Chihara. In this beating Shoemaker's Jaw and face were 
swollen to the extent that he could not open his mouth and was unable to do 
so, except for a very small opening, when I last saw him 19 September, 1945. 
There were many beatings and minor slappings in our Camp, but this was one of 
the worst, 

I have witnessed several beatings received by ClfT J e rita a p enolt», TT. S. 
Navy, by Pvt. Nishida, Japanese mess attendant, for breaking a bowl and for 
such minor infractions of discipline that Penola did not know for what reason 
he received the beatings. He was also forced to stand at attention holding 
an axe at arms length until he was so fatigued he could not use that arm for| 
several hours later. Penola was a fine man of exceptional character and 
ability, but he received so much abuse from Nichida that he preferred to work 
at the mine rather than be continually subjected to Nishida's attacks in the

"Jud<on the prisoners for such infractions of rules as being at the latrine 
during a roll call formation. Many of the men had continued severo diarrhea 
and frequently could not wait through a roll call formation which often laste 
more than fifteen minutes. An explanation of this condition did not satisfy 
Corporal Ando. Ando was a vicious disciplinarian who used every possible exci 
to impose physical punishment. 

About 1 March, 1945, Pvt. Jake Filburn, Saranac Lake, New York, who work? 
underground at the mine, became ill and attended sick call, but receiving no 
medicine from the Japanese failed to return to sick call the following day. 
Consequently he was forced to stand at attention in the medical examination 
room by Corporal TRtsuo Ando and Pvt. Shigemaru Odeishi for approximately six ! 
hours, to which act I was a witness. In his labor weakened condition the 
strain caused a paralysis of his legs, end Filburn was confined to his bed fr i 
the date of his punishment until 15 August, 1945, when by the aid, of medicene* 
dropped by plane and the assistance of Major Hagen he could take sevdrAl 
sliding steps.

Q. Have you any further statement to make regarding mistreatment at Camp #23. 

A. Yes. Naraichi Chihara, until the beating of Shoemaker, was considerate in 
his dealings with the Americans. I believe that the case was misrepresented 
by Odeishi or Chihara would not have permitted Odeishi to beat Shoemaker and 
would not have beaten Shoemaker himself. 

Many ef the worst beatings of American prisoners of war took nlace in the 
madlmpl examination room.

I, Herbert H. Shoemaker, 629631 !, Medical Department, (IS), Staff 
Sergeant, USA, swear that on or about Ai^ust 14, 1945 I was doing clerical 
work on the weight chart of tho camp por3o:eiol entering data. In this 
oouncctiontkc weight of ono nan had boon inadvertently omitted by. bho 
group doing the weighing, of which I was not a rjcmbor. I was questioned 
about this omission by SHIGEMARU 0DE1SHI, of Tomooda Villago, Chikujo 
Distriefc, Fukuoka Prefecture, Japan,. Private ifodiccl Department,, IJA, 
and while attesting to explain this omission to him, ho spoko to mo rapidly 
in japano 3 o which I did no t understand. He would not listen to uy explana¬ 
tions,, and Id not listen to reason when I told him that I could not under¬ 
stand him. He xxfcoac then bgan to beat me in tho face with his fists. Fol¬ 
lowing this he removed his shoe and beat me about the body a.d ..rms with the 
shoo. He then kicked me in the abdomen and legs sufficiently hard to cause 
me to lose control of ty bowels and defactc in ny pants. I asked him for 
permiss ion to go to tho latrine and clean myself, but. ho refused. He ceased 
beating mo momentarily and I went across tho path to tho Sick Room to go to 
the latrine to clean mysolf, but ho followed mo and before I coild got to 
tho Sick.Hoorn latrine,, rosumod his beating. This time ho boat me about tho 
face with his fists and kicked mo in the abdomen with sufficient force to 
cause me to defecate in qy pants again. It may be explained that I was 
suffering from a mild attack of diarrhea this day, which had been, explained 
to him before the question of tho weights arose. At this time Major K.H. 
Hagen,, M.C.„ USA, entered tho sick room and attempted to stup the boating 
unsuccessfully. Major Hagen went to the Camp Headquarters x in soaren of 
the Camp Commander who was at the time out of camp. Major Hrgen called the 
Japanese O.D., Sergeant Chihnra,, Kitashinmati, Kyorakytoi, Cita prefecture 
who came to the Sick Hoorn and stopped the beating, and permitted me to clean 
:ysolf and told me to report to the Camp Headqunrtors. 

I reported to Camp Headquarters as directed and tho boating waa resumed 
by the said Odeishi. He also kickod mo in the abdomen again causing mo tu 
defocate in :y pants.. I asked the Japanese Sergeant tax Chihnra for permis¬ 
sion. to clean myself and this was refused. At this time Major Hogan and 
Captain Frank M. Turner * CAC„ appeorod at the office and attempted to atop 
the boatings, but they wore ordered away by Sergeant Chihnra. Then Sergeant 
Chihara began to beat me with his fists in the face pvor the already much 
swollen lower jaw on both sides.

1945 when he visited the camp during my illness.

By an exchange of correspondence between the united states and 
japan through the Swiss legation, the Japanese Government recognized the pro¬ 
visions set forth in the Geneva prisoner of war convention and the Geneva Red 
Cross convention, both of July 27, 1929, and declared it would follow them 
with necessary alterations as to names, offices, and the like (ex. 1). 


Aa to specification 2, Tbe affidavit of prisoner of war Mahoney 
states that jjahoney was thrown into a water pit and forced to stay there for 
about an hour in cold weather during November 19,44* Tbe Japanese then put a 
bamboo pole in back of his knees and he was forced to kneel naked for two hours 
in the cold, pour days later he was hospitalized for 45 days, ro identifies 
one of these Japanese as Rowasaki (phonetic), about 3 , 5" ball, weighed about 
135-140 lbs, had close cropped hair, wore thin, horn-rimmed glasses, no unusual 
characteristics, had regular features and was not bad looking, could speak sane 
English and seemed to be fairly well educated (ex. 6). Except for the glasses 
this description of the accused tallies closely with that given in the prepared 
statement of prisoner of war Lieutenant Tfinnifred 0 . Dorris (ex. 19)« The Jap¬ 
anese camp commander, Major Rikitake, testified that the accused * hardly ever 
wore glasses* (r. 36). 

AS bo specification 3* A second affidavit of prisoner of war Mahoney 
charges that sergeant Ray wheeler, an American pH was beaten ■ terrifically* by 
•Kawasake (phonetic)* in front of the guardhouse, for smoking after hours, h® 
was beaten a number of times with a solid bamboo pole about six feet long and as 
round as a baseball bat, for about half an hour, h® was beaten all over the 
body, and then made to kneel naked for about two hours outside in cold temper¬ 
ature. two days later he had pneumonia and died shortly thereafter (Ex.

»I« KAWASAKI* sergeant, saw action iu china but was 
returned to japan due to physical disabilities, in charge of 
pay section and cotanissary supplies, 3 '9* tall, 145 pounds, 

35 years old, medium built, dark brown eyes, no mustache, no 
glasses, stsmnered slightly in speaking, round face and chin, 
slightly round shoulders, no scars or amputations, erect, med¬ 
ium gait, military bearing and walked in straight normal mann¬ 
er, spoke some English, spoke Chinese fluently. Hie home was 
in Hiroshima and had been a bank clerk in that city previous 
to his military service. Married and wife worked with the Jap¬ 
anese Red gross.* 

■The men were beaten with sticks, clubs and rifle butts 
for no reason at all. This was a daily affair, in some cases, 
men were beaten for violating camp orders; such as, getting 
caught smoking out of hours. The guard would take the men up to 
the guardhouse, beat them up with their fists, stripped them of 
their clothes and then threw them outside in a water tank. This 
usually happened in winter time. After about two or three hours 
of this kind of torture, they would be sent back to the barracks 
and in the barracks the men would most always be given some form 
of punishment; such as, in being unable to get the next issue of 
cigarettes•■ 

Hie affidavit of 18 February 1946 includes the following statement, 

•Sergeant j, KAWASAKI* pay sergeant; sergeant t« ARAIA. 
mess sergeant; and sergeant m* TERADA. medical sergeant; also 
took their turns as officer of the Day. while they were on duty 
or while they were just walking around the canp, they would each 
beat prisoners for not saluting, for improper dress, for not work¬ 
ing hard enough around the camp, for smoking at a time not permitt¬ 
ed or far any other reason that might occur to them. These beat¬ 
ings were usually administered by striking with their hands or 
kicking with their feet, but clubs were used at times. This para¬ 
graph applies to a somewhat more limited extent to sub. i,t. H03HIKA* 
when he was officer of the nay, end to y. NAKAMURA* interpreter. 

(®x. 20). 


The affidavit of prisoner of war Keefe states that the Japanese pay 
sergeant Kowalasaki (phonetic) commonly slapped prisoners of war for such things 
as not counting off properly while in rank (E*. 14)• The affidavit of prisoner 
of war Mcintyre states that sergeant Kawasakae was responsible for beatings of 
prisoners of war for minor offenses. He beat prisoners for such offenses as 
pooling blankets and sleeping together in cold weather, gambling, and being un¬ 
able to recite the orders of the day in Japanese. He was described as being 
about 3'4*• 143 pounds, age 28, very neat, liked music and could play a good 
many instruments (gx. 33* l6). prisoner of war o ui l ette described Kalisaki as 
having charge of issuing cigarettes and cookies at the camp. He often struck 
ouilette and other prisoners in the face with his hands (E*. 17)* Numerous 
beatings are also referred to in Exhibits 18 and 20. 

b. por the Defense , 

The accused took the stand and testified in his own behalf under 
oath. He was a Japanese Army finance sergeant (R. 11), 28 years of age. His 
home was in Hiroshima. He had 13 years of schooling (R. Ill) and was employed 
in a bank prior to entering the army (R. 112). He was assigned to jukuoka 
Branch camp no. 3 from. 13 February 1944 to the end of the war (R. 12, 112). 

His duties consisted of issuing supplies to the officers among the prisoners 
of war, paymaster for the prisoner of war noncomnissioned officers, in charge 
of the prisoner of war canteen and also took charge and supervised the daily 
needs of the prisoners of war, also was in charge and led the social part of 
the prisoners of war, and also aided in the church services (R. 12, 138 ). He 
issued cookies and cigarettes to the prisoners of war (r. 39 * 14°)• He was 
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appointed duty NCO at times. He dad some supervisory work of the guards in 
personnel matters* poll call of the prisoners was held twice a day, in the 
morning and afternoon (r, 13), He had some knowledge of English (r. 133), 

He testified he never wore glasses nor had gold teeth (R* 14), 

The accused denied any cruelties except three slappings (R, 122, 
123, 142» 143* 15°« 1^3) one Indian, one ijutchman and one American. The names 
of these victims were not given* h® stated that slapping and striking is used 
as an admonition in the Japanese Army (R* 163 )* in the camp minor infractions 
ware dealt with by admonitions (r* 167 , 168 ). 

Major Rikitake, Japanese camp commander testified for the accused 
as well as to identify the accused on behalf of the prosecution (R. 42)* He 
described the conscientious manner in which the accused performed his duties 
including the supervision of recreation among the prisoners of war and the pro- 
ciuenent of supplies* He and his parents provided many Christmas presents for 
the prisoners* Ha never scolded the accused nor did he receive any complaints 
about him from the prisoners (r* 47 - 51 )• 

Tadao watanabe testified that he was stationed at the Fukuoka 
Main prisoner of y?ar camp and visited Branch c®nip mo* 3 about twice a year 
where he saw the accused. The accused visited him about once in two months* 

The witness told of the efficient manner in which the accused handled his job 
and the general nature of his activities in organizing musical programs and 
securing food and other supplies (r. 74-79)* 

geizaburo ogami, a medical doctor testified with reference to 
conditions that predispose toward pneumonia (r. 80, 31). He further testified 
about the identifying features of the accused* He did not believe the accused 
would be guilty of the mistreatment with which he is charged (R, 83), h® told 
of the efforts made by the accused to care for the needs of the prisoners of 
war (r. 87-89), jt appears to be understood that any atrocity which might be 
camnitted in a prisoner of war camp would occur after the ccmxaandant and the 
officers went home (r* 89, 90, 9&)* 

seizo Nagakura, convicted war criminal, a corporal in the camp, 
stated that he never saw the accused conmit any of the atrocities charged (r. 
92), However, in sugamo prison, the accused admitted slapping some prisoners 
(R* 92 ). 

The defense submitted several statements purported to be signed 
by prisoners of war at the same camp. They refer to the efforts of the acc¬ 
used to raise the morale of the prisoners of war in the comp (ex. f, g, h, i, 
j). However all are dated prior to the liberation of the prisoners on 17 Sep¬ 
tember 1945 (ex. 20). one statement indicates it was written by request, but 
whether these statements were signed under duress is not indicated (ex. q). 

This statement adds that the accused made an effort «to alleviate to some small 
degree the lot of the prisoners of war in this caap** This recognizes that the 
lot of the prisoners of war in the camp was somewhat distressing. 

4* opinion t 

The record is sufficient to legally sustain the findings of the cana- 
ission and the sentence imposed. The commission was constituted by proper 
authority and had jurisdiction over the accused and the offenses charged. From 
the evidence the guilt of the accused is established. The record fails to dis¬ 
close any error injuriously affecting the substantial rights of the accused. The 
evidence supports the findings* There was no evidence that the accused was not 
sane at the time the alleged acts were committed or at the time of trial. The 
accused was given a fair trial, was ably defended, produced witnesses on his 
own behalf and took the stand himself after being warned of his rights. 













The proof supported the findings beyond a reasonable doubt. 

5. Recommendations t 

No letters of clemency hare been submitted on behalf of the accused. 

The commission sentenced the accused to confinement at hard labor for 
twenty-five years. The sentence is legal and is supported by the evidence. 

The accused was the perpetrator of numerous beatings and other atro- 
oities. These outweigh considerations of clemency for the accused. It is 
recommended that clemency be denied and that the sentence be approved. Sugarao 
Prison, Tokyo, Honshu, Japan, is the appropriate place of confinement. 

6. Action ! 

A form of action designed to oarry this recommendation into effect is 
attached hereto.

The accused was found guilty of only three of the five specifications of which 
he was oharged. No deaths or permanent injuries are included.

The following rules and regulations will govern the trials of persons, 
units and organizations accused as war criminals: 

1. SST.^BLISHMEITT. OF MILITARY COMMISSIONS* 

a. General . Persons, units and organizations accused as war 
criminals will be tried by military commissions to be convened by, or under 
the authority of, the 3upreme.Commander for the allied Powers. 

b. Number and Types . The co:aais3ions will be established dependent 
upon the number, nature of the offenses involved and the offenders to be tried 
Such commissions may include, among others, international military commissions 
consisting of representatives of several nations or of each nation concerned, 
appointed to try cases involving offenses against one (1) or more nations. 

2. JURISDICTION. 

a. Over Persons . The military commissions appointed hereunder 
shall have jurisdiction over all persons charged with war crimes who are in 
the custody of the convening authority at the time of the trial. 

b. Over Offenses . 

(1) Military commissions established hereunder shall have 

jurisdiction over all offenses including, but not limited 
to, the following: 

(a) The planning, preparation, initiation or waging of a 
war of aggression or a war in violation of inter¬ 
national treaties, agreements or assurances, or 
participation in a common plan or conspiracy for the 
accomplishment of any of the foregoing.

or elsewhere; improper treatment of hostages; plunder 
of public or private property; wanton destruction of 
cities, towns or villages; or devastation not justi¬ 
fied by military necessity. 

(c) Murder, extermination, enslavement, deportation and 
other inhuman acts cooinitted against any civilian 
population before or during the war, or persecutions 
on political, racial or religious grounds in 
execution of, or in connection with, any crime de¬ 
fined herein, whether or not in violation of the 
domestic laws of the country where perpetrated. 

(2) The offense need not have been committed after a particular 
date to render the responsible party or parties subject 
to arrest, but in genera? should have been committed since ' 
or in the period iumsdiately preceding the :iukden incident 
of September.18, 1931. 

3., MEMBERSHIP OF COMMISSION. 

a. Anointment . The members of each military commission will be 
appointed by the Supreme c coriander for the Allied Powers, or under authority 
delegated by him.

Such alternates snail attend all sessions of the conmission, and in case of 
illness or oxher incapacity of any principal merdbar, an alternate 3hall take

(a) Any document irrespective of its classification which 
appears to the commission to have been signed or 
issued by any officer, department, agency or member 
of the armed forces of any government without proof 
of the signature or of the issuance of the document. 

(b) Any report which appears to the conmission to have 
been signed or issued by the International Red Cross 
or a member thereof, or by a doctor Of medicine or 
any medical service personnel, or by an investigator 
or intelligence officer, or by any other person whom 
the conmission considers as possessing knowledge of 
the matters contained in the report. 

(0) Affidavits, depositions or other signed statements. 

• 

(d) Any diary, letter or other document, including sworn 
or unsworn statements, appearing to the conmission 
to contain information relating to the charge. 

(e) A copy of any document or other secondary evidence of 
its contents, if the original is not innediately 
available. 

(2) The conmission shall take judicial notice of facts of oonn 
mon knowledge, official government documents of any 
nation, and the proceedings, records and findings of mili¬ 
tary or other agencies of any of the tfcited Nations. 

(3) A conmission may require the prosecution and the defease 
to make a preliminary offer .bf proof, whereupon’tho com- 
aucsion may rule in advance on the admissibility of such 
evidence. 

(4) If the accused is charged with an offense involving con¬ 
certed criminal action upon the part of a military or 
naval unit, or any group or organization, evidence which 
has been given previously at a trial resulting in the 
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conviction of any other member of that unit, group or 
organization, relative to that concerted offense, may be 
received as prima-facie evidence that the accueod like¬ 
wise is guilty of that offense. 

(5) The findings and judgnent of a comnission in any trial of 
a unit; group, or organization with respect to the crimi¬ 
nal character, purpose or activities thereof shall be 
given full faith and credit in any subsequent trial, by 
that or any other cansnission, of an individual person 
charged with criminal responsibility through membership in 
that unit, group or organization. Upon proof of member¬ 
ship in that unit, group or organization convicted by a 
commission, the burden shall be on the acoused to 
establish by proof any mitigating circumstances relating 
to his membership or participation therein. 

( 6 ) The official position of the accused shall not absolve him 
from responsibility, nor be considered in mitigation of 
punishment. Further, action pursuant to order of the 
accused's superior, or of his government, shall not con¬ 
stitute a defense, but may be considered in mitigation of 
punishment if the comnission determines that justice so 
requires. 

(7) All purported confessions or statements of the accused 
shall be admissible without prior proof that they were 
voluntarily given, it being for the conmission to de¬ 
termine only the truth or falsity of such confessions or 
statements. 

' 

e. Trial Procedure . The proceedings at each trial will be con¬ 
ducted substantially as follows, unless modified by the ccnmission to suit 
the particular circumstances* 

(1) Each charge and specification will be read, or its sub¬ 
stance stated, in open court. 

(2) The presiding member shall ask each accused whether he 
pleads "Guilty* or "Not Guilty*.

rule upon the admissibility of such evidence. 

(5) The vdtnesses and other evidence for the prosecution shall 
be heard or presented. At the close of the case for the 
prosecution, the commission may, on motion of the defense 
for a finding of not guilty, consider and rule whether the 
evidence before the coranission supports the charges 
against the accused. The ccrmission may defer action on 
ai$r such motion and permit or require the prosecution 

to reopen its case and produce any further available evidence. 

(6) The defense may make an opening statement prior to pre¬ 
senting its case. The presiding member may, at this or 
any other time, require the defense to state what evidence 
they propose to submit to the commission, whereupon the 
conmission may rule upon the admissibility of such 
evidence. 

(7) The witnesses and other evidence for the defense shall be 
heard or presented. Thereafter, the prosecution and defense 
may introduce such evidence in rebuttal as the conmission 
may rule admissible. 

(8) The defense, and thereafter the prosecution, shall address 
the camission. 

(9) The commission thereafter shall consider the case in closed 
session and unless otherwise directed by the convening 
authority, announce in open court its judgment and sentence, 
if any. The commission may state the reasons on which the 
judgment is based. 

f. Record of Proceedings . Sach commission shall make a separate 
record of its proceedings in tne trial of each case brought before it. The . 
record shall be prsparsd by the prosecutor under the direction of the com¬ 
mission and submitted to the defense counsel. Tne commission shall be 
responsible for its accuracy. Such record, certified by the presiding member 
of the commission or iiis, successor, snail be delivered to the convening autho¬ 
rity as soon as possible after the trial. 

g. Sentence . The co-mission may sentence an accused, upon con¬ 
viction, to deatii by harming or shooting, imprisonment for life or for any 
less term, fihe or sue- other punishment as the commission shall determine 

to be proper. ’The commission may also order confiscation of any property of 
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a convicted accused, deprive that accused of any stolen property or order its 
delivery to the 3upreme Corxiander for the Allied Powers for disposition as he 
shall find to be proper, or may order restitution with appropriate penalty 
in cases of default. 

h. ..pproval of Sentence . No sentence of a military commission 
shall be carried into effect until approved by the officer who convened the 
commission, or his successor. Such officer shall have authority to approve, 
mitigate, remit in whole or in part, conmute, suspend, reduce or otherwise 
elter the sentence imposed, or (without prejudice to accused) remand the 
case for rehearing before a new military commission; but he shall not have 
authority to increase the severity of the sentence. No sentence of death 
shall be carried into execution until confirmed by the Supreme Commander for 
the Allied Powers. Except as herein provided, the judgment and sentence of a 
coijoission shall bo final and not subject to review.

a. A location in or sufficiently near Tokyo to enable ready 
access by persons charged with the prosecution and defense 
of war criminals. 

b. Quartering and messing facilities for approximately fifteen 
hundred persons. 

c. Jin arrangement of quarters and messing facilities which will 
permit segregation of suspects from witnesses; of suspects and 
witnesses formerly stationed or employed in a camp or involved 
in an atrocity from all other suspects of the same- camp or 
atrocity; and of prisoners who have been interrogated from 
those who nave not.

e. At least 60 single sound-proofxi rooms for the solitary 
confinement of scl.ctod individuals. 

f. Adequate fr.-ilitics for the quartering and messing of approxi¬ 
mately 10 Allied Officers 1 tosc duui.es may require them to 
remain at th~ enclosure * nd approximately 50 friendly vritnuss-s 
in protective custody pending trials. 
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3. All persons now detained as .:ar criminal suspects, unfriendly 
\d 'nesses or p.rsons in protective custody anywhere within the jurisdiction 
of ttiic headquarters '.fill be transfer: .d forthv/ith to said facilities, 
and all such persons subsequently arrasted or placed in protective custody 
y/ill be confined there. 

1;. Suspected vs.r criminals v/ill be held in close confinement without 
access to the press or other media of public information, and v/itliout 
distinction as to rank or position, as befits ordinary criminals. Tie fol¬ 
lowing special provisions will he- applied to v/ar criminal suspects .and 
unfriendly witnesses. 

a. They will not ho treated as prisoners of v/ar. 

b. Quarters, food and privileges will be accorded suspects in 
keeping with those customarily provided for ordinary criminals, 
charged with an equally revolting domestic crime. 

c. Co:nunications among suspects and witnesses, even v/ithin 
segregated groups, mil be prevented as for ns possible. 

d. Each person will be thoroughly searched arid all means of 
sc-lf-destraction will he removed from his quarters and person. 

c. Suspects and unfriendly v/itn.' sses, after their interrogation, 
will not be return.d to their quarters, but will be assigned 
new quarters sufficiently r:moved from the old to prevent com¬ 
munication with those not yet interrogated. 

f. Suspects will be segregated from witnesses; and suspects, 
and witnesses involved in the same atrocity or atrocities at 
the sane camp vrill be segregated from each other. 

g. All possible measures v/ill be taken to prevent the exchange 
of information between inmates and such civilian personnel as 
ray be employed at the facility. 

5. You will bo responsible for the appointment of Military Commissions 
for the trial of suspected Japanese war criminals, with several trials being 
conducted concurrently. 

6. It is contemplated that the trials will commence immediately. 

7. Th.. Legal Section of this headquarters vrill furnish personnel for 
the investigation and prosecution of cases, but in addition to your res¬ 
ponsibility for pro-.riding personnel for appointment as members of the 
Military Commissions including lo.w members, if specified, you will also 

be responsible for* 

a. Providing personnel to serve ns defense counsel, reporters, 
interpreters, translators and court orderlies. 

b. ’The selection, procurement and maintenance of the court rooms 
where the cases will be tried. 

c. The summoning, billeting and transportation of -witnesses.

ES OF PROCEDURE 


The following rules of procedure, in addition to and supplemental to 
regulations geverning the trials of accueod war criminals, as outlined in 
Letter, General Headquarters, Supreme Commander for the Allied Powers, AG 
000.6 ;\5 Doc 45)LS, Subject: "Regulations Gevernlng the Trials of Accused 
War Criminals," dated 5 December 1945, will govern tho trial of persons, 
units and organisations accused as war criminals. 


a. Copies of all statoments, affidavits and othor documents which 
tho proeocution proposes to introduce into evidence will be furnished to the 
defense at the time a cane is referred for trial. At least 24 hours prior 
to arraignment, the defense will furnish to the prosecution copies of all 
statements affidavits and other documents then in its possession which {he 
defense proposos to introduce into evidence. Subsequent to this tine, any 
othor statements, affidavits and documents proposed to be introduced into 
evldonco by the defense will be furnished opposing counsel as soon as 
possible. 

b. Either side will indicate to opposing counsel the portions of 
any statement, affidavit or other document it proposes to offer as evidence 
in the trial. Such indication will bo made at the tine copies thereof are 
furnished or made available to oproslng counsel. 

c. If, either before or during the trial, but after copies of tho 
documents have been furnished to opposing counsel, as set out above, either 
side rocelves or is apprised of additional documents which will bo used In 
the trial, it will notify opposing counsel thoreof as promptly e.s possible, 
and thereafter furnish copies as Boon as practicable. Oppneing counsel will 
then promptly take such action ae may be necessary with the view of avoiding 
any delay in the trial of the case. 

d. The rules set out in a. b, and c above will not be construed to 
include etatomonte of the accused or any other witness who is available to 
appear in person before the Coni lesion. 

o. Prior to trial, both prosecution and defense will furniah opposing 
counsel copies of any preliminary motions to be me.de to the Comr.leelon. 

2. A&itevl t j, 

In offering affidavits 0 t other written et»temonta of testimony 
the proeocution will preface the offer with a statement as to whether or not 
to tho best of the prosecution'e knowledge or information the affiant or tho 
author of the statement is at the time of trial present in either the 
Philippine Islands, the Ryukyue, Japan or Korea. 



a. The accused may take the stand ae a witness or he may remain 
■ilent. If he takes tho stand ho may make a sworn or unsworn statement but 
in either caso he will bo subject to cross-examination on statement Fiadc, 
cross-examination is nowise to be limited to matters brought out on direct 
examination. * _ 
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b. If he remains silent, the Commission may draw such inference 
from his failure to testify rs may seoa fair and competent to a reasonable 
mind, aftor tpking into oonsideration all the competent evidence in tho case. 

c. lho prosecution may in argument comment to the Commission on an 
accused's failure to testify. 

4. Identification of Accused . 

Tho accusod may be roquired to tostify for the purpose of 
identification, respecting his name, age, tank, occupation, identifying 
marks or characteristics and his status and wheroabouts during the periad 
alleged in the chafes and specifications, excepting therefrom all testimony 
relative to the issue of guilt or innocence. 

5. In case in which the defense moveB for a finding of not guilty 
aftor tho conclusion of the prosecution's case, and upon tho overruling of 
the motion rests its case without offering evidence in dofense, and the 
court aftor submission of the case, finds the accused guilty, the court before 
imposing sentence nay permit the defense to offer competent evidence in extenua¬ 
tion or mitigation of tho offense alleged, subject to the right of tho 
prosecution to rebut such evidence. 

6* Interpreters and Interpretation . 

a. No criticism of an interpreter, direct or implied, will bo made 
in open court by counsel of oither side until the following stops havo boon 
taken: 

(1) The Chief Interpreter will be advised of a complaint 
during the next court recess. 

(2) The Chief Interpreter will investigate the matter and: 

(a) Convince the complaining party that no substantial 
error exists; or 

(b) Caution and advise tho interpreter if necessary; or 

(c) Prepare a correction of tho record to be onterei as 
a stipulation upon reconvening of the Commission; or 

(d) Prepare an opinion td be given to the Commission if 
requirod. 

(3) If tho Chief Interpreter cannot satisfy both the prosecution 
and tho defense, the complaining party will send a nessa^o 
to tho Commission requesting an off-record conference in 
the matter. 

b. Counsel are reminded that: 

(1) Interpreting between oriental and occidental language is 
not comparable to coding and decoding cypher message, but 
requires a distressing amount *f circumlocution and re- 
arramrenont of thought. 

(2) Counsel is advised, when working through an interpreter: 

(a) To use short, simple questions as fr-;e from artifice 
as if examining a smell child. 

(b) Whenever it is necessary to refer t" previous testimony, 
to lay e foundation to insure that both tho interpreter 
and tho witness undcra f pnd tho reference to previous 
testimony.

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(3) The following typos of questions *xo particularly to be 
avoided as leading to misunderstanding end futile dcscussions 

(a) Long questions, (impossible for interpreter and witnoas 
to remember) 

(b) Complicated questions. (Dependent clauses confuse 
both interpreter and witness) 

(c) Conditional questions. (Usually beyond comprehension 
of an oriental witness) 

(d) Sarcastic questions. (Usually depend on untranslatable 
emphasis or play on words; waste effort) 

(e) Negative questions. ("You did not see thorn, did you?" 
Answer will be, "Yes, I did not see them" or "No — I 
saw then") 

(f) Questions hinging on the precise meaning of a single 
word. (The interpreter picks from several choices that 
English word which he believes will most closely express 
his understanding of the witnoee. To question the 
witness about the English word is futile) 

(4) The senior momber of the Btp.ff of both prosecution and 
defense are charged with instructing their assistants in 
these rules and thereafter to apply prompt corroctivo action 
to stop at onoe any violation of the principles announced 
herein. 

7. Authentication of Record of Trial . 

r. The record of trial will be prepared under the supervision of 
the prosecution for the signature of the President of the Commission and the 
Benior member of the prosecution staff. 

b. The record will be submitted to the Defenso Counsel for check 

by him before the record is authenticated by the prosecution and the President 
of the Commission. The Defense Counsel will noto on tho record the fact that 
the record has been submitted to him and checked by him prior to authentication. 

c. In the event the record cannot be authenticated by tho President 
of the Commission end the senior member of the prosecution steff, by roason 
of the death, disability, or absence of either or both of them, it shall be 
signed by a member of the Commission in lieu of the president and by another 
member of tho proeecution staff, if thoro bo one, in lieu of the senior 
member of the prosecution staff, otherwise by another member of the commission. 

SECTION II: OUTLINE OF PROCEDURE 

Tho following outline of proceduro will govern the conduct of trials 
before military commissions of persons, units and organizations accused as 
viar criminals. 

Thore will be present: Commission

Press Representatives

Spectators 

All porsons in the courtroom will bo seated prior to tho time sot for 
arralgnrent. The "Bailiff" for the Commission will announce tho antranco 
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of the Members of tho Commission by calling "Attention". All j^csent in the 
courtroom will stand and remain standing until tho Members of tho Commission 
are seated. 

SEATING OF THE COMMISSION: Tho presiding Member (senior officer) will be 
seated in tho center, with the Law Member on his left. Remaining Members 
will be seated alternately to tho right and left of the Presiding Member in 
order of seniority. 

When tho Commission is ready, the trial proceeds oubatantially as 
follows: 

PRESIDING OFFICER: "The Commission is in session and is ready to hear any 
natter to be brought befoee it." 

.PROSECUTOR:.. ".Th a.prosecution is ready-to -proceed with *he trial of tho 
United Sates of America against" (name of accused as road from tho caption). 

PROSECUTOR: "Tho accused is present, to.?other with defense counsel a ^lntod 
by the convening authority. Tho prosecution is ready to proceed." 

PRESIDING OFFICER: "You may proceed." 

PROSECUTOR: *'Tho Reporters will be sworn." 

(The Reporters rise. Tho Prosecutor facing tho Reporters 
repeats the following oath:) 

"You (names of Reporters) swear that you will faithfully perform tho 
duties of reporters to this Commission. So Help y^-u God." 

REPORTERS: "I do." 

(Reporters sit down and thereafter are not reouired to rise 
until oath is administered to the Commission and 
Prosecutors, aft or which they resume their scats and remain 
seated throughout the trial.) 

PROSECUTORS: "The Interpreters will be sworn." 

(Interpreters rise, and the Prosecutor facing then ropoate 
the following oath:) 

"You (names of Interpreters) swear that you will truly interpret in 
l.he c^se now. la. hnar.i ag. -JSn Help .you God. 11 • 

INTERPRETERS: "I do." 

(Interpreters are then seated.) 

PROSECUTOR: "The following Members of the Commission appointed by Paragraph

(as pmended by Paragraph _, Special Orders No. _, d-ted_ 

ere present." 

(Tho Prosecutor 'announces by namo and rank tho Members present.) 
"There are no Members absent."

PROSECUTOR: "The Prosecution submits, for incorporation into the record, of 
these proceedings, the following documents:

Colonel _ for cause.' The Defense then states reasons for challenge)." 

FR0SECUT0H: "The iTosocution is ready to proceed with the arraignment of

PRESIDING OFFICER: "The Commission will be sworn." 

(All persons in the room will rise and stand until the swearin.? 
of the Commission end of the Prosecution is completed. Each 
Member -'f the’Commiesicn raises his hand a3 his name is called 
by the Prosecutor who administers the following ~ath:)

(Members of the Commission lower their hands but remain standing 
whilo the TroBiding Officor administers the following oath to 
the Membors of the Prosecution Staff.) 

PRESIDING OFFICER: "The Prosecution will be sworn. You Major _, 

Captain _, do swear that you will fpithfully pud impartially 

perform the duties of Prosecutcvr in the caso now brought before this 
Commission.

EACH MEMBER OF THE IROSICUTION: "I do." 

(All now resume their seats oxceit the Prosecutor.) 
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DEFENSE: "The Charge pud Specifications were received by the Defonso Counsel 
and the accused has been duly apprised of oach offense char/red. The accusod 
has also boen advised of his rights as provided in paragraph 5 b of Letter 
Aft 000.5 (5 Doc 45) LS, General Headquarters, Supreme Commander frr the 
Alliod Powers, entitled 'Ro,pil£t ions Governing the Trials of Accused War 
Criminals', heretofore introduced into the rocord of these proceedings."

(If tho accused dealros the regularly appointed Defense Counsel, 
tho proceeding™ will continuo. If accused desires Counsel of his own 
aftaction to the exclusion of regularly appointed Defense Counsel, 
and the desired Counsel is present, then the regularly appointed 
Defonso Counsel will be exeuaod ,-and the proceedings will 
continue.

Phe accused 
shall be entitled: (1) To have in 
advance of trial a copy of the charges 
and specifications clearly worded so 
as to apprize the accused of each 
offense charged." 

. ow if the Commission will read Specification 5 it 
will note that it charges about three different offenses 
occurring over a period of approximately a year and one-half. 
Pher6 are no specific dates given for any offense; there is 
no name of any person charged to have besn either abused, 
mistreated, beaten or tortured; there are no details given of 
any sort whatsoever. «ow tills is not a mere technical legal 
matter. It Is a natter of fair play and is a matter of vital 
importance to the accused In the administration of these war 
crimes commissions and it is Important for two very distinct 
reasons. 


Jirst, if the Commission should make a finding of 
Guilty on that specification, there isn't any way anybody in 
the future can tell whether any subsequent charge against the 
accused would fall within that specification or not and the 
accused may therefore be deprived of his defense of double 
jeopardy. 

The second main reason Is that the accused, if properly 
presented with the details of the offense, may conceivably 
plead Guilty to it, but there is no way any accused could plead 
Guilty to a specification drawn the way this one is. The ac¬ 
cused might plead Guilty to an offense of beating a prisoner 
at a specific time at a specific place, but it la highly un¬ 
reasonable to expect an accused, even if he is guilty of a 
specific offense, to plead Guilty to a specification of this 
sort. 


I v/ant to quote to the Commission from the Judge Advocate 
General Journal Issue, hall of 1045, wherein there appears an 
article by i ajor Joseph S. Kohlnson of the Judge Advocate 
General Department in connection with evidence which is ad¬ 
missible before military commissions. In the course of that 
article »-ajor hobinson points out very clearly that whereas 
the commission has certain powers as to admissibility of evidence, 
which powers are elastic and therefore the types of evidence 
submitted before commissions are elastic. The accused, as a 
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matter of international law, does have certain rights. He 
is entitled to the aid of counsel; he is entitled to have 
witnesses sworn; he is entitled to have the proceedings record¬ 
ed, and he is entitled prior to trial to have a complaint where¬ 
in the nature of the offense i3 specifically set forth. That 
language has been paraphrased in the SCAk rules. SCAk rules 
provide that the accused shall prior to trial be clearly ap¬ 
prized of the offense for which he is about to be tried. 

How, while the decisions of the United States District 
Courts and the United States Supreme Court are not technically 
binding upon this Commission, I think that they are pretty 
good analogies and where the federal courts in the United ^ ^ 
States and the Supreme Court in the United States have 
fit to apply certain rules with reference to criminal pro¬ 
ceedings -- and gentlemen, this is a criminal proceeding -- 
that rule certainly should be followed here, if it is a matter 
of common sense, and I submit to the Commission that.it is. 

There are a number of cases which are cited in Ti 1 1 ^ C ode f 
Annotated, under Section 556. In district courts of^theunited 
States and in the circuit courts of appeal there are many and 
1 will just read one or two rather than burden the Commission 
with all of them because they are all substantially to the 
3ame effect. 

From the case of Brenner versus United states. Circuit 
Court of Appeals, from »ew York, 287 Federal, at kage 536: 

"Unless otherwise provided by statute, 
an indictment must set forth the acts 
and intent constituting the offense 
with reasonable particularity as to 
time, place and circumstances, such 
particulars being natters of substance 
and not of form, and their omission is 
not aided or cured by verdict." 

The only other citation 1 want to give to this Commission 
at this time is from the Dissenting Opinion of the United 
States Supreme Court in the Yamashita case wherein Mr. Justice 
Rutledge stated: 


"It is not in our tradition for anyone 
to be charged with crime — in language 
not sufficient to inform him of the 
nature of tne offense, or to enable him 
to make defense." 

Mr. Justice Rutledge cited three former United States 
Supreme Court opinions. 

I submit to the Commission that it is impossible for 
the accused to defend against specification 5 and it is also 
impossible for anybody at any time in the future to know 
whether any subsequent offense that may be charged against 
the accused is or is not included within that specification. 






I therefore suggest and 1 therefore move that Specification 
5 be stricken at this time*

He had 
charge of the recreation for the prisoners and other normal 
dutie3 of a sergeant in a prisoner of war camp such as officer 
of the day and other routine duties, he helped with recreation 
In the fact that he was well versed in musical knowledge and 
played numerous instruments and in that way assisted them in 
their recreation. 

how at first chat sounds fine but In addition the evi¬ 
dence will show that he was guilty of assaulting, of beating 
and committing other acts of violence against these prisoners 
of war In this camp and, as a result of one particular case, 
the evidence will show that it contributed to the death of 
one of the prisoners, one oergeant Ray o. wheeler, an American 
prisoner of war. The evidence will further show that he was 
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known by some of tue prisoners as "i-alisaki ", as the "Candy kid" 
and names of such terminology owing to his duties in the camp; 
but t'ae Prosecution, S3 X have stated before, will show tnat 
he was one of the cruelest, on9 of the meanest guards at that 
particular camp. 

The Prosecution calls as its first witness the accused 
Kawasaki.

Several affidavits 
mention several unidentified guards, one unidentified sergeant 
major, but it appears from the group of affidavits that have been 
introduced that a certain event took place in -ay of 1944.

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..ay of 1P44 in waic'n three j:.en were beaten and tortured similarly 
by a group of perso el at the camp. 

. ow it refers to Sergeant nalisaki, I act.it that is not 
tie exact spelling of this defendant's name, but later on in 
his description he says joe was the camp paymaster, -^e does 
say that he did not ./ear ^las-ses. -e does not wear glasses. 

In regard to the gold teeth there is that discrepancy, but 
he further says that he ,iad a lig.it complexion, which from 
only looking at him the court can see that he does have a light 
complexion and that he has a larpj nose, which is true, and 
that his lips were so. ev/nat thick, now you compare him with some 
of the other Japanese here and you will see that that fits his 
description. Therefore, tne Prosecution feels that tnat inci¬ 
dent which is described in the other four affidavits that 
Sergeant i.awasaxi was one of t ie partici. ants of that episode 
and therefore he should rightfully be charged with it and that 
this affidavit saould be admitted.

This is a disease which is characterized by a 
high fever in wnich one lobe of the lung is completely con¬ 
solidated and which is caused by specific organism, the 
pneumococcus.

The immediate cause of pneumonia is the pneumococcus. 

x /ell, in discussing pneumonia, we sometimes hear people say 
that so:-.e one developed pneumonia because of a lowered 
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resistance. Joes that have a nodical meaning or is that a 
lay term? 

a i.o, lowered resistance does have a meaning medically speak¬ 
ing. 

.That does it mean? 

A rerhapa we could attack it by a definition of resistance. 

The body’s resistance is the sum total of the forces which 
the body is able to call together t_> ward off infection, the 
body's heat which the body is able to produce and the white 
blood cells which the body manufactures in order to over¬ 
come bacterial infection. 

y, And the fact that a person had a so-called lowered resistance 
and cans in contact with the pneumococcus would render it 
probable that he would contract pneumonia, is that so? 

ijiir’hudii: I want to object to counsel leading the 
witness and I also want to object to this testimony 
as being immaterial. The accused is not being charged 
with having caused or contributed to the death of this 
Sergeant .foeeler from pneumonia, i-e is charged with 
having beaten him. That's all that is before this 
Commission.

To the prisoners of war every Jap soldier 
who was in that camp .vas a guard. That is the way that the 
Prosecution feels that those men felt of the Japanese. They 
were part of the Japanese Army; tney wers there to work with 
the prisoners, look out for the prisoners, see that they didn't 
escape, and also to do such ^ther duties as might be given to 
them. Therefore the krosecution feels that whenever a man is 
referred to as a 0 uard, he is a military guard. :-e states that 
he was a sergeant in the Japanese Army stationed at that camp. 

Sure his primary duties may :ave been as paymaster, but he also 
wa3 in charge of recreation, ie also served as officer of the 
day, he was also, in the opinion of tnese prisoners of war, a 
guard, as toe affidavit of hdward Betts says. Bett3 said he was 
a Japanese military guard, ns was in that camp, a member and 
a Japanese military guard of the Japanese Army, and he was watching 
out for t :ese prisoners of war. I don't see where there is any 
question of fact that he was a guard. Also when :9 was on the stand, 
he said he checked the guards, he checked the prisoners. What 
better opinion could the prisoners of war have except the fact 
that he was also one of the guards there at the camp? 

LAw .mhiBma.: That's supporting argument. I will over¬ 
rule the objection. 






Let me just reply to that Very briefly, sir. 

The prisoners of war did not look upon everybody in the camp 
as a guard. I think when counsel makes that statement he is 
belij, very inconsistent because on a previous affidavit this 
morning he pointed to proof of identity by reason of a state¬ 
ment In the affidavit tuat said the person named there was a 
paymaster. -«o*’ he says, "./e don’t need anything like that. 

If they refer to a military guard that means any Japanese any¬ 
where. Gentle -.an, it is very much the 3ame situation as If a 
Japanese court were trying a nan by the name of Smith who hap¬ 
pened to be in the American Army. That court may or may not -- 
I don't know -- receive all evidence about anybody named Smith 
because he Is a military man. 

LA./ .uikBSRs Counsel, for this purpose, it's going to 
be admitted. The objection is overruled. However, if you can 
show by your witnesses to the contrary, 1 am sure the Commission 
will take that into consideration. 

Dfctf’jfi&'iSlS: I am not sure whether we can or not, sir. 

It’s easy to present an affidavit but It’s extremely difficult 
to rebut. 

Prosecution’s Lxnibit ^o. 13 was admitted into evidence 
and those portions not stricken and pertinent to this case, as 
shown by the appended exhibit, were read by the Prosecution.

Answers through the interpreter: 

A As a noncommissioned officer I do not believe that any one 
could have worked more sincerely and as well as he did. 

In addition to his regular duties did ^awasaki organize a 
recreation program for the prisoners? 

A Sergeant, ^awasaki supervised ratuer t .an conducted the 

recreation facilities. I would like to explain mors fully 
in detail just what he did in this line. As one example, 
•when x took over the duties at that camp the 6th of -arch 
1944 at that time the sanitary and health conditions of the 
camp among the prisoners was extremely bad and so from the 
following day -l had the risoners of war rations increased 
220 grams and then 1 called together all the members, the 
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staff members, of the camp and asked various questions of all 
of them and also issued instructions, At that time Sergeant 
i.awasaki said, "0o:xlandant, in my estimation the longer 
the prisoners of war were imprisoned here they would con¬ 
tinually become more and more homesick. It is necessary 
to make their existence and stay nere as happy and pleasant 
as possible. I have had a little bit of musical instruction 
and have some knowledge of music and 1 would like to start 
among the prisoners of war some sort of musical program 
and have a show and may i be permitted to do such a thing." 

Then 1 told Sergeant x^awasaki that I believe! that wa3 a 
very fine program and a very fine thought and so to start 
preparing for that Imiiediately. At that tine there were 
prisoners of war from about seven nations, Americans, British, 
Indian, fitch, Caina, about perhaps five or six nations 
were represented, in ray camp there were a great number of 
Merchant i-arine sea .en, and so we assemble! all Instruments 
possible and then also instruments that were sent by the 
Ked Cross and among the prisoners of war there were six or 
seven persons who were very good dancers and they were very 
fine in their performances, and around August of 1344 four 
hundred American prisoners of war came to our camp and com¬ 
bined with them we had a very fine organization there In the 
matter of music and recreation, and at each rest period and 
each time a day of rest we had excellent programs outside 
the camp on the sands and the officers took a vote among 
the prisoners and uanded out prizes to the very best actors 
and singers. And the Christmas of 1344 we had a very excellent 
program for tv.o nig.nts in a row and sang. They sang, danced 
and played musical Instruments until after twelve o’clock 
both nights. The senior commanding officer of the prisoners 
of war, Dorris, said, "Dince 1341 we have never had such a 
happy and excellent Christmas program and Christmas.” he 
came to me in person to my office. And after -.ay of 1345 
perhaps it was due to weather conditions, however, the 
prisoners seemed to become very happy and carefree and the 
sick prisoners became very much less. The prisoners went 
around camp In a very happy frame of mind and even went so 
far as whistling as tney walked around. I believe that this 
condition, the feeling amon 0 the prisoners, was due to the 
fine work that Dergeant nawasaki did because t xrough his 
sincerity and interest in the prisoners of war, and the 
officers amou to the ri3oners of war were very happy about 
this program and did everything they coaid to help it along. 

About . arch of 1345 Sergeant ivawasaki came to me and 
Kawasaki’s superior officer, tie finance officer, and 
requested that a phonograph and a public address system be 
supplied for the purpose of aiding this program along, 
which request was granted, and in about ten places within 
the camp, the sick bay and others, speakers, loudspeakers, 
were Installed and during re3t periods and at supper times 
music was broadcast through tnese public address systems. 
Kawasaki himself had about 150 records and in addition there 
were other records which were sent by the Ked Cross. 








A person by the name of Corporal ..akamura and Kawasaki 
always had one person In c large of the records and the 
music and on rest days and Sundays had that person conduct 
a musical program through the public address system for 
the benefit of the prisoners. 

.That did Sergeant Kawasaki do, if anything, to assist In 
holding Christian services for the prisoners? 

A There were two chaplains among the prisoners of war and 
generally on days of rest these persons took charge of 
services. However, Sergoant Kawasaki aided this church 
program along by getting the very necessary supplies, all 
the necessary supplies, and more so t^an the chaplains was 
progressive In the conducting and taking and helping along 
these servlcos. 

^ Did Sergeant Kawasaki personally provide presents for the 
prisoners at Christmas time? 

A As I said before, when prisoner of war commander Dorris 

came to thank me in person, he was carrying a pair of socks 
and he was smiling and laughing and snowing it to me. I 
believe it was Kawasaki and two or t'-jree other noncommissioned 
officers who on Christmas eve in the middle of the night gave 
the prisoners tangerines, fruits, cigarettes and candles, 
left their. In t^.eir shoes, 30Cks, underneath their blankets, 
and the prisoners of war were very happy because this gave 
them the feeling and the spirit of Christmas. However, at 
that time I wondered how two or three persons could give 
such presents, such a great number of presents to 1200 
prisoner 3 of war so I asked Sergeant Kawasaki where and how 
he was able to get the money to give so many presents to 
all the prisoners. He would not say. Then later he admitted 
that the money for the prssents came from among the savings 
of the noncommissioned officers but then I realized too 
that their savings could not have amounted to very much and 
It was impossible for them to buy such large number of pre¬ 
sents with those savings. I believe that Sergeant Kawasaki's 
father and mother — I believe they are Christians and I have 
heard that they are very sincere and religious. I found out 
later that his parents had sent some money to the camp to buy 
presents, Christmas presents, for the prisoner of war patients 
and x heard later that with that money no instructions had 
been given as to how that money should be used. However, they 
used that money to buy prosents along with their own savings 
for all of the yrisoners. I can not remember exactly when 
or what month it was but Sergeant Kawasaki became married 
and his father and mother came to call on me and so at that 
time I ashed them, rt ^id you send same ::oney Into the camp 
to bu^ .resents for the prisoners .f war?" And they said, 

"Yes," ao I knew this was a fact. 

^ ..'as Sergeant x.awasaki instrumental in purchasing truck loads 

of oranges for the risoners? 

A .S3, he did. ..e was very aggressive and went around to 'alee 

purchases, make t.nese orange purchases.* I would lixe to explain 
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more fully, during the years of 1344 and 1945 and especially 
In 1345 such things as fruits and vegetables were very 
scarce and among the Ja.anese people themselves it was 
practically Impossible to acquire and in the vicinity of 
kokura there were three anti-aircraft regiments and other 
units and perhaps from sixty to seventy thousand workers 
at the Yawata works. .owever, 3uch fruits and vegetables 
were very hard to acquire, r.owever, Kawasaki was very good 
and superior In his relationship with the companies and 
because of that he was able to acquire such things as fruits 
from the company and was able to give t.nem to the prisoners 
of war. One of the reasons for acquiring tangerines was 
that it was understood that tangerines were very good for 
the prevention of beriberi and so Kawasaki went to the 
various fruit markets and bagged for tangerines for tuse 
of the prisoners of war and I believe It was In April of 
1345 that he was able to gat one full truck load and then 
again In ay. In all these natters Kawasaki was very sincere 
and worked very hard and even before that ivawasaki went to 
.agasaki and acquired from there loquots and in the Shlnden- 
baru area between the prefectures of Oita and -Fukuoka he ob¬ 
tained peaches and pears. is Idea, the reason for getting 
these fruits and ve^wtables and special fruit3 for the prison¬ 
ers, was that the prisoners did not have very much pleasure 
and these were theonly things that the, especially apprec¬ 
iated, and again we were able to go to the : elji Confection¬ 
er;. Company and were able to have very fine grade candy made, 
for us because we had the necessary supplies such as sugar. 

We took these supplies to the .e i j 1 Confectioner; Company 
and had candy made for the rlsoners, when at that time It 
was extror ely difficult for the Japanese the .selves to get 
such coufcction3. 

As I said before, i-awasaki was very sincere In his effort 
and very aggressive in tryin & to obtain these things for the 
prisoners of war.

I believe it v/as either February or -arch or thereabouts 
of 1945 until about June. 

Did Sergeant oritake ever write music and play the guitar? 

I do not believe so. 

•ms Sergeant oritake ever called the "Candy Kid"? 

I do not know. 

< Did oritalce speak any English? 
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A I believe he understood or was able to speak a few words 
but he was not very efficient at It. 

'/hat was the date that tha atomic bomb was dropped on

a I myself did not nave any opportunity or the occasion to 
have communication with Hiroshima. However, for several 
days there was no communication between the two places. 

Q Do you know when the war between the Allies and Germany 
stopped or hostilities ceased? 

A I do not. 

Don't you know that the war stopped, the fighting stopped 
in May of 1945, between Germany and the United States and 
its allies? 

* I remember it as being about that time. 

^ Is it true that the Allied bombers came over in heavier 
forces starting about April or May of 1945 over Japan? 

DiM?KNSH: If the Commission please, I refrained 
from objecting to these questions so far, but I 
do want to object. I think they are entirely im¬ 
material and irrelevant to any issue In this 
case.

I certainly object to that, if the 
Commission please. A portion of the rules that counsel 
is referring to, which I assume is the one that appears 
in 5-d, 2, of the oCAr rules of 5 December refer to 
the commission taking judicial notice of facts, com¬ 
mon knowledge, official government documents of any 
nation, and the proceedings, records and findings of 
military or other agencies of any of the United Nations. 
I don’t see how anybody could possibly stretch that 
to include the proceedings before another military 
commission where the accused was not represented, of 
which he had no notice. This certainly goes far beyond 
a hearsay affidavit. I don’t know what portion of that 
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record counsel wants to produce. Actually Naga- 
kura Is present and available as a witness and 
I say to the Commission that the Defense Intends 
to use him as a witness. If there is any portion 
of his testimony counsel wants, I submit it Is 
not the best evidence. 

PROSKCjTIOW: The portion that Is desired to 
be admitted or to be read to the court at this time 
is the proceedings in regards to the incident which 
i 3 brought forth in this trial of mistreatment of 
prisoners which took place in, as alleged in the 
present specifications. May of 1944. The same pro¬ 
ceedings were produced at that trial. -V© wish to 
show to the court the findings of that commission, 
that It took place the 14th of May of 1944, that 
Incident which Is mentioned in the specifications 
of Kawasaki. 


DfclfKMSK: I certainly object to what any other 
commission found in the case of some other accused, 
we are trying this case, gentlemen, on the evidence 
presented here in open court. I don't see how this 
commission can be influenced in any way by what any 
other commission did and I think counsel's reference 
to that proceeding is highly prejudicial to the 
rights of the accused. I certainly object to any¬ 
thing of this character being brought forth. 

LAW Counsel, on your argument that 

this does not cone within the provisions as set 
forth in Paragraph 5-d, I believe, of the SCAP 
rules, that is correct. However, inasmuch as the 
rules further state -- if you will read further — 
that where any two may have been a part of some 
organization or some other agency, and if the 
Prosecutor here Is trying to show that in one case 
where Imgakura who was tried before a military com¬ 
mission was convicted, was also a guard or also an 
attendant at that particular camp, I believe that 
the x'rosecutor would have a right to show by a prev¬ 
ious conviction any particular statements that may 
have been made by the previously accused in that 
case. 

IlclFKN3c.: iteferring to Paragraph 5, sir. 

That's 5-d, 5, of the SCAT letter, which applies 
to a case where a person is charged with criminal 
responsibility through membership in an organization. 

LA.V iuKKBiiit: That is right, wow, if the ac¬ 
cused is charged with an offense involving concerted 
criminal action on the part of any group or organi¬ 
zation, evidence which has been produced, resulting 
In the conviction of any other member of that unit 
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group or organization, relative to that concerted 
offense, may be received as prlma-facie evidence 
that the accused likewise is guilty of that offense. 11 

DEFENSE: There is no contention in any speci¬ 
fication charging the accused with criminal member¬ 
ship in an organization# That is not this type of 
situation, sir# 

LAW MEMBER: I appreciate that, but if the 
Prosecutor, on the other hand, is trying to bring 
out the fact that there was some connection between 
these various people in charge of this particular camp 
1 think that would be proper. 

DEFENSE: I am sorry, sir# I can't agree with 
you# I certainly object to bringing in any such 
prejudicial evidence of this character where a wit¬ 
ness is available. The fact is the witness is right 
here in this building# The accused was not present, 
the accused was not advised of that proceeding, was 
not represented in any way. I further maintain that 
the mere intimation that there's any such proceeding 
is highly prejudicial to the rights of the accused.

DKFiiNSR: Nagakura, not the defendant. 

LAV.' MRMBRR: He is referring to the previous trial. 

FROStSCUTION; (Reading) "A. Yes." 

During the war, you were a member of the Japanese 
Array working at Fukuoka Camp No. 3, were you?" 

*A. Yes." 

"k. mw, you have testified that you were, during this 
period of time, the supply corporal at Fukuoka Camp Number 
3. Now, as supply corporal was it your duty to issue 
clothing and shoes to the prisoners of war?" 

"A. Yes." 

Fage 26 of the record: 

"FROStICUTION: The prosecution offers in evidence to be 
marked Frosecution Exhibit 15 the affidavit of Vetalis 
Vernon Anderson, dated October 20, 1945, to be with¬ 
drawn at the conclusion of the trial and an authenticated 
copy thereof substituted therefor in the record." 

"DkSFgliSH: The Defense objects to this entire affidavit 
for the reason that it is irrelevant, doesn’t tend to 
prove or disprove any issue in this case. It is evident¬ 
ly intended to support Specification Number 9 but there 
is nothing in the affidavit to show that the accused had 
anything to do with the alleged event narrated in this 
affidavit. It is true the date is given as May 1944 which 
corresponds to the 1 charge. However, May has thirty days 
and as the prosecutor has pointed out, these prisoners 
are notoriously vague on dates. These two officers first 
undertake to say they were eye witnesses and undertake to 
name by name and rank the persons whom they say did these 
things and nowhere do they mention this accused. It Is 
like all of these affidavits that do not allude to him by 
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description and there is nothing to show that this incident 
is evidence of any affair that the accused ever had any¬ 
thing to do with and it is very prejudicial for it to be 
introduced into evidence without being identified as to 
the accused. He is charged with certain of these beatings 
and so forth upon persons who are named in the affidavit. 
However, there is nothing to show that they didn't receive 
more than one mistreating or beating at the hands of the 
guards. They are charging him with widely varying dates 
and circumstances. The only connection is one of the men 
is alleged as the victim. They never name him and there 
is nothing to connect it with the accused." 

"PROSECUTION: The same argument as for the other two. 

It is one of the series of affidavits I referred to as 
not Including the man's name but it will be tied In later." 

"iAiV J.-EMBER: The objection is overruled subject to a 
later objection by the defense." 

"The said affidavit was then received in evidence, read 
to the Commission and an authenticated copy is appended 
marked Prosecution Exhibit 15." 

DEFENSE: On the record, I will stipulate with you 
that In the Nagakura case you have used the same affidavits 
and you convicted nagakura of the same offense for which 
you are charging this accused, if that's what you want. 

PROSECUTION; I will not stipulate that. No, not of 
the same offense. 

DEFENSE: You don't have to reread the affidavits. 

A brief discussion was then had off the record. 

PROSECUTION: Exhibit No. 15 as referred to In the 
Nagakura case Is the same exhibit as Exhibit No. 3 in the 
present case. 

PROSECUTION: (heading) "PROSECUTION: The Prosecution 
offers in evidence to be marked Prosecution Exhibit 16 
the affidavit of Claude A. Thomas, Jr., dated September 
18, 1945, to be withdrawn at the conclusion of the trial 
and an authenticated copy thereof substituted therefor 
in the record." 


PROSECUTION: Exhibit No. 16 in the Nagakura case is 
the same as No. 4 of the present case. 

PROSECUTION: (Reading) "PROSECUTION: The prosecution 
offers In evidence to be marked Prosecution Exhibit 17 
the affidavit of Thomas B. Armitage, dated October 1, 1945, 
to be withdrawn at the conclusion of the trial and an 
authenticated copy substituted therefor in the record." 
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"DEFENSc,: The Defense has no specific objections 
except the Defense wishes to call the attention of the 
Commission to the date alleged which Is 15 l*ay 1943.” 

"PhOSECJTION: I was also going to call that to the 
attention of the Commission. The date, in the opinion 
of the prosecution, should have been 1944* The affidavit 
refers to Hagakura as being present and Hagakura has 
testified to being there in 1944 and not In 1943." 

"LAW ioEMBER: It will be received in evidence." 

"The said affidavit was then received in evidence, read 
to the Commission and an authenticated copy Is appended 
narked Prosecution Exhibit 17." 

PKOSECJTIONs Prosecution Exhibit 17 of that record 
is the same as Exhibit Ho. 5 of the present record. 

On Page 21 of the Hagakura record, on direct exami¬ 
nation of Seize Hagakura, the question was asked; by the 
Prosecution: 

"k. Vfnat is your name?" 

"A. Seizo Hagakura." 

"k. You are the accused in this case?" 

"A. Yes." 

On Page 22 he says: 

"k. During what years were you a member of the Jap¬ 
anese Army?" 

"A. I entered the Army in February ^42 ^"^ 

"k. Did you remain in the Army until the end of the 
war between Japan and the United States, end of hostilities 
between Japan and the United States?" 

"A. Yes, sir." 

"k. .Vhat rank did you hold in the Japanese Army?" 

"A. Corporal." 

"k. When were you appointed corporal, what date?" 

"A. September 1, 1943." 

"k. Were you a corporal at all times from that date 
until the end of hostilities?" 

"A. Yes, sir." 

"k. While you were a corporal in the Japanese Army 
were you stationed at Fukuoka Prisoner of War Camp Humber 3?" 

"A. Yes, sir, it was from October 7, 1943." 


'k. /ere you stationed at Fukuoka Camp Number 3 the 






entire time from October 7, 1943, until the 1st of Sept¬ 
ember, 1945?" 

"A. Yes, sir.” 

PROSECUTION: On Page 58 of the Nagakura record, which 
was the questioning of Nagakura by the Defense — 

DEFENSE: The Defense in the Nagakura case. I was 
not there, sir. 

PROSECUTION: No, I am saying this is Interrogation 
by the Defense in the Nagakura case, direct examination 
because the other was by the Prosecution. 

PROSECUTION: (Reading) 

Referring to Specification 9, an incident alleged 
to have occurred on or about the 14th of i.ay, 1944, involving 
prisoners by the names of Cash, Armitage, and Woodall, do 
you recall that incident?" 

"A, Yes." 

"0,. Will you tell the Commission what you know about 
that incident?" 

"A. I don't remember the exact date but I remember this 
Incident occurred during May of 1944. Summer clothing for 
the prisoners was received from the main camp at that time 
and just before Issuing new summer clothing to prisoners, 

I remember that the four prisoners were fixing numbers of 
the prisoners on cech new clothing at the clothing works in 
the camp. It was Just after our camp was newly built. We 
did not have much conveniences as far as the facilities are 
concerned. This means we did not have properly built 
clothing works in our camp. Therefore, one of the empty 
prisoner barracks was used as a clothing works. All cloth¬ 
ing was kept in this room and this room was locked. The 
next morning, I think that was on the 14th of May, Mr. Nuki, 
he is a carpenter working in our camp, reported to me that 
windows of this room were broken and someone had stolen 
clothing. I reported this Incident to the warrant officer 
intendence officer, Mr. Nishihara, and I understand the camp 
commandant also saw that window broken when he made in¬ 
spection tour on this morning. Warrant Officer Nishihara 
and myself were called in by the camp commandant and we 
reported everything we knew to him and we were of the opinion 
that theft was committed just one night before. Therefore, 
the stolen goods must be still in the camp. We made a 
close search Immediately. .«e could not find any clothing 
and as we presumed that a prisoner of war must have stolen 
this and he will bring this to working place to sell. 
Therefore, ./'arrant Officer Nishihara and myself and Cor¬ 
poral Hashimoto, who was leader of the guard, went to the 
prisoners' working place. »e explained our situation to 
i>ir. Nishi, the interpreter of the mills, and myself and 






Hash! made one group and Niahihara and Mr. Nishi made another 
^roup and wo made an inspection tour around the mills. .Ve 
started this inspection tour at about nine a.m. and towards 
three p.m. on the same day my group met with Nishihara and 
Nishi group at Doyana Seikan barracks who told us that they 
found stolen clothes on the top of lockers, prisoners' 
lockers, installed at the prisoners' rest room. Then we 
returned to the camp and reported everything to the camp 
commandant. After the prisoners returned from their 
working place, we made an investigation with them regarding 
this incident. Armitage and iVoodall confessed their offenses 
straight away and 1 understand these two prisoners returned 
to their room. I did not strike these two prisoners at all. 
However, Gash did not confess although everything was very 
clear to U3 and all, therefore, I struck him. Still he 
did not confess, therefore, I struck his bottom for about 
ten minutes. Still Cash did not confess. I don't remember 
who proposed this, but it was said that this prisoner should 
be more severely treated. So that because he did not con¬ 
fess, a ladder was put on the desk. I do not know, do not 
remember, who did that but a ladder was placed, the end of 
the ladder was placed on the desk." 

"PROSECUTION: This is not clear whether Cash was 
placed on it or not." 

"INTERPRETER: Just the ladder put on the desk." 

(For the record, there was an adjournment) 

"INTERPRETER: On the last part of what we had yester¬ 
day, I would like to make a correction. The correction is 
that the ladder was placed leaning against the desk." 

"uEr'iNSE: May the last part of that be read and in¬ 
terpreted to the witness." 

"PRESIDENT: Yes, let the reporter read the last of 
yesterday's testimony." 

"REPORTER: (Reading from notes) "I don't remember who 

proposed this, but it was 3aid that this prisoner should be 
more severely treated. So that because he did not confess, 
a ladder was put on the desk. I do not know, do not remember, 
who did that but a ladder was placed leaning on the desk, 
the end of the ladder was placed leaning against the desk". 
That is with the correction as just given by the interpreter. 
Is that the way it should read? 

"INTERPRETER: Yes, that Is correct, "leaning against 
the de sk". 

Continue from what ha3 been read to jou, please." 

"A. Then we ordered Cash to lie on the ladder, his 
head down and we placed him in this condition for about two 
or three minutes but he still did not confess. I don't 
remember who proposed this, but the next thing which was 
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proposed to do was to pour water from a kettle through 
Gash's nostrils and mouth. -This, of course, was very 
painful to him. Ne expected Cash will confess after he had 
this treatment. He put water through his nostrils and his 
mouth in this way for, I remember, about two to three 
minutes then Cash confessed everything. As Cash confessed, 

I reported everything to the Camp Commandant the next 
morning. 1 remember that three prisoners were put in the 
guardhouse for punishment." 

"(i. Nov/, at the time when these things were being done 
to Cash, do you remember how many of the Japanese personnel 
were present?" 

"A. I do not remember clearly how many persons were 
in the presence at that time but 1 re.riember there were about 
five or six persons." 

"<4. Did you, yourself, pour water into Cash's mouth 
and nose?" 

"A. Yes, I did myself. I am not sure whether I placed 
».-r. Cash on the ladder but I remember I poured the water 
through the mouth and nose of Mr. Cash." 

"«t.. Now, were these other two prisoners, Afoodall and 
Armitage present at this time?" 

"A. So far as 1 remember, these two prisoners were 
not there." 

Did you, yourself, do anything to -Voodall or 

Armitags ?" 

"*• No, I did not. I only did for Mr. Cash." 

"k. Did you burn Mr. Cash with cigarettes?" 

"A. No, I never done." 

"Ct. Did you ever burn any of the prisoners with cigar¬ 
ettes ?" 

"A. No." 

"£*. Do you remember the prisoner, Noodall?" 

"A. Yes, 1 remember him but not so clearly. I can 
only guess him from my memory." 

PKOSKCUTiON: On Page* 68 of the Nagakura record, 
judgment -- 

Before he goes to the judgment, I would like 
to make a motion at this time to strike all of that testi¬ 
mony as read, that it is not pertinent to Kawasaki in any way, 
in any shape or in any manner. It's highly inflammatory 
and prejudicial to this Commission. If what the Prosecution 
is attempting to show, that Kawasaki was among those unnamed 
persons that Nagakura talks about, I submit it is highly 
improper and highly inflammatory to bring such an impression 
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to the attention of the Commission. Kamakura is available 
as a witness, he is right upstairs in this building and 
counsel can just walk upstairs and ask him. The Defense 
is going to use Nagakura as a witness. 

There is no showing that there is any criminal organi¬ 
zation of which rvawasaki was a member. I submit, gentlemen, 
that this is a highly improper and highly irregular pro¬ 
ceeding. 

LAW MEMBER: Mr. Prosecutor, I was under the impression 
at first when you were injecting this into the record that 
it would have some bearing on this present accused here. 

Now, what you have read, nothing at all shows the accused 
involved in this case and for that reason 1 am going to 
grant the motion of the Defense. 

PROSECUTION: If it please the court, it does have, 
in the opinion of the Prosecution, a direct bearing because 
of the question of the dates. The specification which was 
read in the Nagakura case referred to Specification 9 as 
occurring on the 14th of May 1944. The affidavits support¬ 
ing that specification were the same affidavits that were 
used in this case. There is a discrepancy in the date of 
one of the Armita^e affidavit which was introduced Into this 
case, which says "14 of -<*ay 1943," and the purpose of this 
was show that that incident — it's up to the court to 
determine who was present. That incident has already been 
found to have taken place in 1944 and that Nagakura, through 
his record and his testimony was that he was not there in 

1943 and it is definitely proven that since he was found 
guilty of that Incident that it must have taken place In 

1944 because in 1943 he was not present, and that is the 
purpose of this, to establish the date of that particular 
specification. 


DEFENSE: I can not understand how another Commission's 
holding that Nagakura was guilty of an Incident in May of 
1944, which he confessed to, is any evidence that there is 
a mistake in somebody's affidavit. Counsel is trying to 
assume from that commission's holding that the Commission 
corrected an affidavit. The Commission need not have con¬ 
sidered a single affidavit in that case -- whether it did 
or not, only the members of the commission know — and I 
submit that is not pertinent. The accused Nagakura in that 
case took the witness stand and confessed the incident of 
which he was found guilty. All the holding of that Commission 
is to the effect that they believed Nagakura was guilty of 
that incident. 

PROSECUTION: And he confessed that It occurred in 
-ay of 1944 and the Commission did so find because they found 
him guilty at that time. 

LAW kE,»iBSR: hr. Prosecutor, if we are permitted to do 
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that we would then have to assume that the jpresent ace *sed 
v^a involved in that particular offense, ^ow I don't think 
that it is proper inasmuch as there wasn't one scintllle 
of evidence brought before this Commission that the present- 
accused was involved at that particular time. For that 
reason I am going to sustain the objection and ask — 

PhDSSCUTIoi;: If it please the Commission, the Armitage 
affidavit said that Sergeant Kawas&kf who was the paymaster 
of that camp was present and participated. The Armitage 
affidavit says that. 

LAW L-JEMLER: Mr. Prosecutor, we will determine that 
and we will give that consideration. 

PROS CUTIGN: When you say there is not one scintilla 
of evidencs that Kawasaki was not present at that Incident 
I must disagree with the Commission. 

LAV.' MEMBER: In sofar as past affidavits are concerned* 
insofar as resent affidavits are concerned, we have a efinite 
statement that at such and such a time Kawasaki was present, 
yes. I am now talking about what you have already retd into the 
record fron the previous trial. 

DSFEL.SE: 1 ass me ..y that last statement the Lew Member 
did not mean to prejudge the matter? The Defense c ntends that 
that affidavit proves no such hing, Bir. 

LAW MEMBER: I und rstan< . We ere not prejudi .g anything 
in this case. 

DEFEL.SE: All right, sir. 

PR0S3C-TIL.L*: I agree with you that the Commission can 
disaegard to some extent almost every affidavit that is 
presented if they feel that there i~. e ough evidence other 
than the ffidavite to either acquit or to convict i man, 
but I wanted to oring to the Com lesion's attention that 
those affidavits which were used in this case were likewise 
used to support, as I have reed, this sar.e specification, 
p*acticall t vorted the s. me, of uoth LLageLrura and the defend¬ 
ant in this case Kawasaki, and it was to br g out the point 
of the aatea and also the fact th?t Eagalcure did say that 
there were fiv or six other persons present at the tine. 

LAV .LZMBEH: World you have us assume at this time 
that the other person wao this particular ccused? 

PBOSECfPIC.;: ..o, the Commission should not assume 
that. They -hould consider that in their deliberations. 

LAW MEMBER: That we will do. 

DEFEL.SE: If the Commission please, I don't think: that 
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should be considered at all. *s 1 understand it now, that's 
been stricken and that's precisely why that should not have 
been read to start with. 

LAW MEMBER: I said we will consider what has been 
brought before this Commission by the accused and evidence 
in this case and not what the record has shown in the other 
case. 


DEFENSE: Very well, sir. 

PROSECJTIJN: The instruction of the Commission is 
simply strike what ha3 been read and not that I shall not 
continue what 1 have been reading? Shall I continue read¬ 
ing the findings of the court? 

LAW i.iEkBLR: I see no purpose in going ahead, hr. 
Prosecutor, unless you can tell this Commission that there 
will be some reference made either by identification or by 
name as to this accused in that previous trial. 

PROSECUTION: Affidavit of Thomas B. Armitage refers 
to Sergeant Ealisaki. It refers to him and he says that he 
was the camp paymaster, which in ny opinion is a reference 
of identification to this man, as referred to In the other 
case. They were both members of that camp. I think there 
Is no question that is true, that they were both.members 
of the personnel of Prisoner of War Camp Ho. 3. The affi¬ 
davit does say. 

LAW i.iEhBER: Which affidavit are you referring to? 

PROSECUTION: Armitage. 

LAW I.1EEBER: In the previous case? 

PROSECUTION: Yes, sir. 

DEFENSE: Also in this one. Prosecution's Exhibit 5, 
which refers to a man "Aalisaki" who had black close cropped 
hair and black eyes, did not wear glasses, he had a large 
nose and thick lips with gold teeth in the front of his mouth. 
He was at this camp the entire time I was there Sept 1942 to 
Aug 1945." 


PRuSeCjTION: Now it is the Prosecution's contention 
that this is the same rnan. Now it is up to the Commission 
to determine whether it is or not, but it is our contention 
that's the same man that participated in the incident which 
I have been reading about in the hagakura case, as the same 
man who is now the accused. While It refers to "nalisaki", 
while his name is x>.awa3aki, the Prosecution states its firm 
belief that it i3 the same man and therefore there Is that 
connection between the two cases. 


LAYS MEMBER: It Isn't what the Prosecution claims; 

It's what the Commission will determine. 

PROSECUTION: I am just arguing on the motion. The 
Commission has the final say, I assure you that. 

LaW MEMBER: Well, I am going to rule there is no 
necessity in going on ahead with any of that testimony in 
the previous case. 

PRESIDENT: It is a good time to take a recess. 

Recess until 1330. 

The Commission then took a recess until 1330 hours, 
at which hour the personnel of the Commission, Prosecution 
and Defense, the interpreters and the accused, and the 
reporter resuraed their seats. 

PRESIDENT: The court will come to order. 

PROSECUTION: The Prosecution rests. 

PRESIDENT: The Defense will make its opening statement. 

DEFENSE: Before we do that, sir, I have several motions 
I would like to make. First, I would like to move to strike 
Prosecution's Exhibits 2, 3, and 4. Those three affidavits, 
the Law Member will recall, wer9 offered and received In con¬ 
nection, I assume, with Specification 1 against the accused, 
subject to being connected up. They were received condition¬ 
ally. Those three affidavits contain neither the name nor 
description nor any other information Indicating that they 
referred to the accused. I assume the Prosecution will con- • 
tend that they are connected up by Exhibit 5, which Is the 
affidavit of Armltage, which we discussed this morning, which 
refers to an incident that occurred In May of 1943 and refers 
to a man named x^alisaki and describes him as having gold teeth 
In the front of his mouth and stating that he was at the camp 
from 1942 to 1945. I also move that Exhibit 5 be stricken. 

I further move that Exhibits 7, 9, 10 and 11 be stricken. 
Those four exhibits, likewise, were received in evidence con¬ 
ditionally, I assume, with reference to Specification 3, sub¬ 
ject to being connected up. These four affidavits do not 
contain the name of the accused or any description or any 
reference to him, any reference by which the accused can be 
identified, and I assume there again the Prosecution will con¬ 
tend that there is a connection through Exhibit 12. Exhibit 
12 is the Mahoney affidavit, which is the only one which 
mentions a name similar to that of the accused and there it 
refers to a Lowasake who v/ore horn-rimmed glasses, and that 


refers to that -Vheeler episode in Specification 3. The 
Mahoney affidavit, Exhibit 12, is directly contradicted 
by Exhibits 7, 9, 10, 11, as those four affidavits -- and 
that includes, by the way, the affidavit of Lieut. Colonel 
Dorris — refer to Wieeler's death as having been caused 
by his being ordered to go to work while running a high 
fever and say nothing at all about any other mistreatment, 
whereas Mahoney, who does not describe the accused accurately, 
who is the same Mahoney who made the affidavit which was 
received under Specification 2 as Exhibit 6, apparently bore 
some sort of grudge against the accused and I think it's a 
fair assumption that he is making up a story. We have a mis¬ 
description of this character in where you have at least an 
indirect contradiction in four other affidavits. I don't 
see how the members of the Commission can give the affidavit 
any value whatsoever and I therefore also move to strike 
Exhibit 12. 

Those are my motions at this time, sir. 

PRESIDENT: The Commission will recess at this time. 

The Commission then closed at 1335 hours and then 
re opened. 

PRESIDENT: The court will come to order. 

PROSECUTION; Let the record show that all members of 
the Commission, the Prosecution, the Defense, the accused, 
the interpreters and the reporter are present. 

PRESIDENT: The motion of the Defense to strike Prose¬ 
cution's Exhibits 2, 3, and 4 is sustained; the motion to 
strike Exhibits 5, 7, 9, 10, 11, 12 is not. 

PROSECUTION: Let the record show that the Prosecution 
was not given an opportunity to comment — to present its 
side of the motion. 

PRESIDENT: Do you have any comments to make? 

PROSECUTION: Yes, sir. 

PRESIDENT: Make them. 

PROSECUTION: In regards to Exhibits 2, 3, 4 and 5, we 
have here an incident which must be considered as a whole. 

All the exhibits, 2, 3, 4 and 5, refer to a certain incident 
which took place, as 2, 3 and 4 3ay, in May 1944. They refer 
to a'stealing of certain clothing by certain American prisoners 
of war. The prisoners of war are named in the various exhibits 
and certain members of the camp personnel are also referred 
to. In none of these exhibits does It say that the members 
of the camp personnel were the ones who were present exclusively. 
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It said that thoae members were present but does not say 
that there were no others present. In fact Number 2 does 
not refer by name to any particular Japanese but refers to 
certain Jap soldiers and certain things which Japanese 
personnel committed. Now, it does not say that Kawasaki 
was present nor does it say that he was not present, but 
it describes the incident and, therefore, should be given 
whatever weight it should have at the time of determination 
of the case, not upon whether It should be admitted into 
evidence or not, owing to the fact that it is corroborative 
of Exhibit No. 5. >Ve take Exhibit No. 3. It states that 
certain Japanese were immediately involved in this punish¬ 
ment, but it does not say that they were the exclusive ones 
involved here. It said; 

"The Japanese Immediately involved in this 
punishment were FIRST LlHUTRi.AuT HAT A, medical 
officer at the camp, HR. A3AN0, civilian in¬ 
terpreter, wiASTKR SRRGKANT KITA, and an un¬ 
identified Japanese Warrant Officer. Lieuten¬ 
ant Hata directed and participated in this 
punishment." 

But nowhere does it 3ay that Kawasaki was not there. 
Likewise in Number 4 it does not refer to any names. It 
says that "the Japanese pumped on their knees until they 
were out of socket.” ”The Japanese burned these men with 
cigarettes about the body and arms and these left big 
scars.” 

Now we come to Number 5, who was the actual victim of 
the case and who should know more than anyone else who was 
present, and he refers and says, "Sergeant Kalisaki" and 
he furthermore says in his description he "was the camp 
paymaster". Now, in addition we introduced the personnel 
roster. There is no name similar on there as any other 
Kalisaki or any other name similar to that and that is for 
the entire period of the time and not just for the period 
which Kawasaki, by his own statement, said that he was 
there. Therefore, we have this Incident. We have the inci¬ 
dent which the Prosecution has stated took place In Kay of 
1944. We have four affidavits which were introduced as 
exhibits for that particular incident. The Prosecution feels 
that they are all connected up with the one affidavit, that 
they describe the same incident, and that is what counts. 

It's the Incident itself. 

Now it also of course is very important as to who par¬ 
ticipated in the Incident, but these three affidavits in no 
place did not say that Kawasaki did not participate, but we 
do get the fourth one, which Is part of the same Incident, 
which says that Sergeant Kalisaki was present and participated. 
The three other affidavits are simply corroborative as to 
the Incident, to show that It actually did take place. 
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PRESIDENT: Does any member of the Commission wish 
to reconsider? 

The rulings will stand* 

PROSECUTION: I will withdraw that statement that I 

mad9. 

DEFENSE: At this time the Defense would like to make 
motions for findings of Not Guilty. We move for a find¬ 
ing of Not Guilty on Specification 1 and show to the Com¬ 
mission that the only Prosecution evidence on that Speci¬ 
fication that remains is Exhibit 5, which is the affidavit 
of Arraitage* Before I discuss that further I would like 
to remind the Commission that it is not sufficient on any 
of these specifications, as Mr. Porter has attempted to 
say, that there is a lack of evidence that Kawasaki was 
there or, in other words, an affidavit which does not 
affirmatively state that Kawasaki was not there does not 
necessarily mean that that is evidence against him. It is 
up to the Prosecution to show that the accused is guilty. 

It Is not up to the accused to show that he is not guilty. 

It Is up to the Prosecution to show by evidence, competent 
evidence produced In open court, that the accused is guilty 
beyond a reasonable doubt. 

PROSECUTION: May I object to that. There is nothing 
in the rules about "beyond a reasonable doubt". 

DEFENSE: Do you deny it? 

PROSECUTION: Yes, sir. 

DEFENSE: ./hat is the rule? 

PROSECUTION: The rule is as evidence is produced to 
the court and it doesn't say anything to the degree of evi¬ 
dence. 

LAW MEMBER: I believe with Mr. Porter on that absolutely. 
In civilian practice, counsel, you are absolutely right. 

I mean If there was any doubt, under no circumstances could 
there be. But where the rules and regulations in this type 
of case distinctly state that it will be for the Commission 
to give probative value to this type of case, then reasonable 
doubt, that is beyond a reasonable doubt, has no application. 

DEFENSE: Nell, if the Law "-ember please, what I was 
discussing is not the admissibility of evidence but the 
degree or extent of proof necessary for a conviction. I 
understand full well under these rules the Law Member may 
receive Into evidence any thing which he feels has any 
probative value, no matter how slight. However, I still 
maintain, sir -- and I think I am right — that the accused 
is presumed to be innocent. 
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LA.V iilSliiBisiHj That is without question. 

DEFiii'iSS: Well, sir, that further means that he can 
not be found guilty unless the members of the Commission 
are satisfied beyond a reasonable doubt that he is guilty. 

LAW *.j&I3£f<s Not "beyond”. 

DSFKNSB: And when we were discussing challenges of 
the members of the Commission I asked that question speci¬ 
fically of the members of the Commission and I understood 
from the responses that were then given that each member 
of the Commission was so willing to treat this case. I 
asked the question at that time. I don't remember the 
exact words but it was to the effect as to whether or not 
each member of the Commission was willing to presume the 
accused to be innocent until proven guilty — until and 
unless proven guilty beyond a reasonable doubt by evidence 
produced in open court. And the responses indicated by 
the members of the Commission at that time were that they 
were willing to do so. 

Now, gentlemen, that's a very fundamental common Ameri¬ 
can concept of fairness and there is no reason why an inter¬ 
national tribunal should not apply to the fullest extent 
the concept of fairness which we apply in our own courts. 

.Ye are over here in Japan and one of the purposes of the 
occupation is to teach the Japanese people and the Japanese 
government some democratic principles. We certainly are 
going to fail in the purpose of the occupation if we are 
not going to apply those principles for which we have fought 
this war. 

LAV/ VoSMBiSR: Counsel is also familiar with the rule 
of preponderance of evidence and, x believe, insofar as 
these rules are concerned that is what they intended that 
the Commission would abide by, insofar as admitting these 
particular statements for whatever probative value it might 
nave to a reasonable mind. 

3d: I say again, sir, that is a matter of evi¬ 
dence and has nothing to do with the weight of the evidence. 
The rules need not say that you need only find a preponder¬ 
ance of evidence for a finding, nor do the rules specifically 
say that you must make a finding beyond a reasonable doubt, 
but X submit, gentlemen, that that is a matter of a common 
fundamental concept of fairness, a matter of fair play, which 
certainly should be applied, and if the rule does not nega¬ 
tive, if the 3CAP rules do not negative that principle, I 
submit it is applicable here. 

PRKSIDL^T: I believe you have covered the subject 
adequately and you may proceed. 

DgFiSNSr.: I move for a finding of Not Guilty on 
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Specification 1* The only evidence offered by the Prose¬ 
cution on that specification is Exhibit 5, which I have 
already discussed and which I submit is not sufficient to 
find the accused guilty beyond a reasonable doubt, further 
it is not sufficient to find the accused guilty by a pre¬ 
ponderance of the evidence. I submit it is not sufficient 
for any finding of guilt no matter what theory the court 
decides to follow. 

I also move for a finding of Hot Guilty on Specification 
2 and on Specification 3 and I will discuss those two to¬ 
gether very briefly. Specification 3, there is only one 
exhibit which purports to refer to the accused and that is 
the affidavit of ^ahoney, which is Exhibit 12, and that's 
the same hahoney who made the affidavit which purports to 
apply to Specification 2, and that is Exhibit 6. Mahoney 
does not describe the accused adequately or accurately, 
as I have pointed out, and his statements are definitely 
contradicted by statements contained in Exhibits 9, 10 and 
11. Exhibit 9, the members of the Commission will recall, 
is the affidavit of Colonel Dorris, who was the senior 
prisoner of war officer who was probably in a better position 
to know what was going on in that camp than anyone who wa3 
at that camp. I say for that reason that there is not suffi¬ 
cient evidence under Specification 3 for a finding of Guilty 
against the accused, either beyond a reasonable doubt or by 
a preponderance of the evidence, or any other te3t. 

I also move for a finding of Not Guilty on Specification 
4. The only evidence offered on that specification is the 
affidavit of Edward 0. Betts, which is Exhibit 13, and that 
refers to a Japanese military guard with a name similar to 
the name of the accused. It has been shown by the testimony 
of hajor Rikitake and by the accused's own testimony, which 
was the only additional testimony offered by the Prosecution, 
that there were military guards at this camp who changed every 
few weeks; that Eav/asakl or name similar thereto are common 
names in that district, hajor Rikitake was not quite sure 
about it but he thought there was a guard with that name. 

I submit that that is not sufficient evidence. I submit it 
is not evidence at all against the accused, even If the Com¬ 
mission should feel that the military guard referred to in 
the affidavit may conceivably be the accused. That is not 
sufficient to find the accused guilty beyond a reasonable 
doubt, or by a preponderance of the evidence. 

I also move for a finding of Not Guilty on Specification 
5 for the reason that the exhibits offered under that speci¬ 
fication consist of Exhibits 14 to 20, inclusive, are all 
vague, general, indefinite, uncertain, probably the result 
of rumors. I fail to see how the Commission can make any 
finding of Guilty on the basis of statements of that character, 
either beyond a reasonable doubt or by a preponderance of the 
evidence. Those are my motions, sir. 
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PROSECUT-LObl: .Vith regards to the various affidavits 
that have been introduced and statements, the Prosecution 
feels that there is sufficient evidence produced to find 
a verdict of Ouilty in this case; therefore, we feel that 
the motion in all it 3 stages 3hould be overruled. 

PKESIiADiT: Subject to objection by any member of the 
Commission, the motion is denied. 

DEFENSE: The Defense calls as its first witness, 
Tadao V/atanabe. 

Tadao i/at.anabe, a witness for the Defense, was 
sworn and testified as follows:

A Yes. 

<4 What rank did you hold? 

A Captain. 

4 Were you the medical officer at Fukuoka Branch Camp No. 3? 

A Yes. 

4 During what period? 

A From the 12th or 15th of May 1944 until about the 15th of 
May 1945. 

4 Were you the medical officer at that camp on the 17th of 
April 1945? 

A Yes. 

<4 Now, Dr. Ogami, what are the conditions that predispose toward 
pneumonia. 

PRESIDENT! Caution the witness to speak 
up so the audience can hear. 

PROSECUTIONs If it please the court, we have 
one question asked and there seems to be a lot 
of conversation between the Interpreter and the 
witness. I would like to have the question asked 
and answered. 


DEFENSE: I would al3J like to call the Prosecution's 
attention to the rales of procedure for this trial 
which provide that the interpreter shall not be 
criticized without going through certain pre¬ 
liminary steps. While we are referring to rules, 

I think the Prosecution ought to comply with 
them. 


PRESIDENT: It is probably due to language 
difficultie s. 


INTERPRETER: If the Commission please, I am 
having difficulty in putting it over for him to 
understand the question and so I have to go around 
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in various ways to put that question over to him. 

DKFiSHSHj Sergeant, has he answered the question 
yet? 

I will answer as much as I 
have gotten so far. 

A Generally speaking, one of the greatest reasons for a 

person getting pneumonia is the losing of body and physical 
resistance, and there are others such as persons suffer¬ 
ing and having contracted other diseases and ailments 
which tend to reduce his bodily resistance and thus make 
it easier for that person to contract pneumonia. 

^ Now, doctor, while you were at Branch Camp No. 3 you had 
several cases of pneumonia did you not? 

A There were more than that, quite a number. 

<4 At the time did you know the case histories of those 
patients? 

A At that time I did. 

^ Was there ever a case where a prisoner contracted pneumonia 
because he had been forced to stand outside in the cold? 

A No. 

v* Did you ever have a case where a prisoner contracted pneu¬ 
monia because he was beaten? 

A No. 

*4 How would you know that? 

A I have had no such experience up to this time. I do not 
believe, i do not think that a person will contract pneu¬ 
monia as an after effect of a beating. However, if such 
an Incident had taken place, a beating, I believe that 
the medical officer of the prisoners or medical orderlies 
and the medical personnel would have told me about it. 

^ Did you mean to refer to the prisoner of war medical 
orderlies in that last answer? 

A Both. I meant both. 

^ Do you know the accused Sergeant kawasaki? 

A I know him very well. 

££ Did he ever have any gold teeth in the front of his mouth? 

A No. 

^ Did he ever wear glasses? 

A No. 

Did you also know Corporal m 6 akura? 

A I know him well. 
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Did he have gold teeth in the front of his mouth? 

A Yes. 

vfc Did he wear glasses? 

A Yes. 

v< Did you know Sergeant Liajor koritake? 

A I do. 

'4 Did he have gold teeth in the front of his mouth? 

A I believe he did. 

^ Did he wear glasses? 

A Yes. 

^ Will you make a comparison between Sergeant major Moritake 
and Sergeant Kawasaki as to age, size, weight, and physical 
appearance• 

A Both have round faces. Sergeant Kawasaki has changed 
quite a bit now. Their height was about the same and 
while they were both at camp their weight was approxi¬ 
mately the same. The only major difference was that 
^oritake wore glasses, had gold teeth, was heavier bearded. 

You could soe the bluish complexion on his face after 
he had shaven more so than Kawasaki. In the matter of 
complexion, horitake was fairer than tvawasaki. 

Did they both wear their hair cut short? 

A Yes. 

DKr’iSNSK: Isdr. Sugawara would like to ask 
a few questions. 

Questions by i<ir. Sugawara 
and Answers by the witness 
through the interpreter: 

% Did the witness make out the death certificate of hay Wheeler? 
A I can not remember that very clearly. 

Vi Do you remember that Wheeler died? 
h I do not remember the Wheeler case very well.

A I believe the person who wrote it out was a medical soldier; 
then I looked at it and then put my seal on it. and signed 
it. 

H On this death certificate the name "Ray S. Wheeler" appears. 

Does not this refresh your memory? 

A I still can not remember or recollect his face. 

s. In order to make out this death certificate is it not true 
that you mu3t have taken care of that patient? 











A There were times that I took care of him and also there 
were times when the medical officer of the prisoners of 
war did# 

Do you know the accused Kawasaki well? 

I do. 

s. Did you ever hear that Kawasaki ever struck prisoners or 
mistreated them? 

A I heard that he did when 1 first appeared at the trial of 
Major Rikitake. 

: Do you believe that the accused is such a person who 
would conduct such mistreatment? 

A Absolutely not.

DKFcJiiSris .Veil, he could — I haven't asked 
him the question, sir. I don't know what the 
answer would be. If the Commission wishes, he 
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could make an examination and give a pro¬ 
fessional opinion as far as he could. 

PRESlLiKtfT: Qualify him and have him ex¬ 
amined. 


DKfKNSfi: Jr. Ogami, if you examined Kawa¬ 
saki's mouth could you tell whether he ever 
had any gold teeth in the front of his mouth? 

wK. OGAMI: (Through the interpreter) I can 
not. 

DHFMIiSH: I will ask -^awasaki to step up 
before the Commission and exhibit his teeth. 

FKBfllDBNT: will do that when he takes 

the stand. 

Dt£FKi*SB; Very well, sir. I have no further 
questions of the witness. 

PKKbUBlJT: Any questions of the witness? 
(none) Recess until nine in the morning. 

The Commission then adjourned at 1600 hours 
on 4 June 1946.

A The thing that strikes me most is that he is very much 
thinner than he used to be and also his hair is long.

DEFENSE: No further questions, sir. 

PRESIDENT: Any questions by members of the 
Commission? (None) Do you wish to retain the 
witness? 

PROSECUTION: No, sir. 

PRESIDENT: The witness is excused. 

DEFENSE: Kay he be excused, 3ir? 

PRESIDENT: Ye s• 

lit. OJALI: (Through the interpreter) I want to 
say a few words on what Rawasaki did for the prisoners 
of war at Camp No. 3. 

PRESIDE-iT: In the way of character testimony? 
DEFENSE: I would like to have him do that. I 







assume that Is what he has in mind. If the wit¬ 
ness wants to give some information, I would like 
to have him do that. 

luK. OGAKIs (Through the interpreter) During the time that I was 
on duty at Camp No. 3, in my estimation. Sergeant Kawasaki 
was a person who had most modern ideas and perhaps the 
person who had the best culture. As one example. Sergeant 
Kawasaki while he was serving in China contracted pleuresy 
and from that sickness he suffered greatly and he was a 
person who was well aware of misery incurred when a person 
is sick and ailing and so with that in mind, knowing what 
the sufferings were of the ill, he was extremely kind to 
the prisoners of war who were sick and to all prisoners. 

At that tine at Camp No. 3 there were a great number of 
prisoners of war who were sick and ailing. Although his 
main duties were as a paymaster and a person in charge of 
the canteen and had hardly any connection with the medical 
side of work, he wished to help in any way that he possibly 
could in such a way to benefit these ailing and sick prisoners, 
and so he came to me and requested and asked me if there 
would be anything that he could do to make live easier for 
these patients. 

At that time food was especially scarce all over and 
when he made his request to me, asking me what he can do 
to help, I told him and requested him that if he could get 
any extra food stuff in the area to do his best to see if 
he could get some food for the prisoners. As I said before, 
food was especially scarce, food stuff was scarce and very 
difficult to obtain, so Kawasaki went around the area within 
the city of nokura and outside that area and even so far 
as throughout the whole prefecture and was able to obtain 
fruits, sweets and tobacco and such other things, and be¬ 
cause of the scarcity of food it was especially hard for 
ordinary and influential people to get food and especially 
harder for such things as fruits he obtained for a prisoner 
of war camp. However, I believe it was due to his eincerity 
and hard work and because that he was very good in being 
able to negotiate for such food stuff that he was able to 
get these supplies for the prisoners of war. 

Another thing, nawasaki had a great interest in music 
and every Sunday and every rest day he himself supervised 
and carried out musical programs among the prisoners of war 
and he was especially a great factor in making the prisoners 
feel a little happier and forget so:ae of the morose and 
monotonous feelings of the prisoners of war. He himself 
brought records, .-honographs at times, to the sick bay and 
had records played and gave such music to the patients 
who were otherwise unable to listen to music, and he was 
very instrumental in making the prisoners feel much better. 

At other camps at that time there were a great deal of 
prisoners of war patients who were suffering from nervous 
disorders and morose. However, in our camp such ailments 
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were very few and I believe that it was due to the work, the 
good work of Kawasaki. 

tiK: No further questions, sir. 

INTERPRiSTiiiR: de has one more. 

MR. OtfAKI: (Through the interpreter) In one of the specifications 
It states that because x^awasaki struck a certain prisoner 
he contracted pneumonia and later died. According to the 
death certificate which I signed, which I saw yesterday, it 
says that person died on April the 9th and, as I remember 
now, Kawasaki was married about the 3rd of April and anybody 
that expects to get married in the very near future or 
married recently naturally Is a very happy person -- all per¬ 
sons are — and l believe at that time after he got married 
and for a period of perhaps one week or thereabouts he did 
not stay at the camp at night, he went back to his wife, 
stayed away from the camp. In the daytime there would have 
been no opportunity to strike prisoners because the camp com¬ 
mandant was around, I myself was around, and Kawasaki being 
in such a happy frame of mind, I do not believe that he could 
have been In the frame of mind to strike any one. He could 
not have been mad at any one and I honestly believe that 
there wa3 no such incident as Kawasaki striking that person.

I would like for the witness to state whether or not it was 
a generally recognized fact and generally understood that 
such atrocities as striking or beating the prisoners occurred 
after the commandant went home. 

a I first heard in the Rikitake case that such things as 

beatings and strikings were conducted upon after the return 
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of the camp commandant and the officers. 

<4 After the return of the officers and the camp commandant 
who were among the senior noncommissioned officers present 
at the camp after they left? 

A After the camp commandant and the other officers left the 
camp the person in charge was the weekly duty officer or 
the weekly duty noncommissioned officer. 

<< Did Kawasaki tell you which prisoners needed help most? 

A No. 

«<, Well, did he at any time discuss with you those prisoners 
that needed more food or needed some entertainment to build 
their morale? 

A Not especially about any certain prisoners, but we did have 
conversation about prisoners in general. 

I believe you said on one occasion he went out into the 
country to pick up food, tobacco and other necessities 
that prisoners of war probably used. Now, do you know 
whether or not when he made this trip out into the country 
he had consulted with the commanding officer whether he 
was permitted so to do? 

A I believe that he talked the matter over with the commandant. 

<< Do you know whether or not an enlisted man in the Japanese 
Army would have the right and privilege to take up any 
natter directly with the commanding officer? 

A In a prisoner of war camp I believe it can be done. 

PRESIDENT: 'Witness is excused. 

There being no farther questions, the witness 
was excused and withdrew from the court room.

Cash, 
Thomas 3. Armitage, and Woodall. 

A Yes. 

< And in your testimony did you admit your own participation 
in that Incident? 

A Yes. 

Were you present during that entire incident? 

A I did leave that spot once. However, I was practically 
there all the time. 

^ Do you know who else was present? 

JEHtuiSS: Just have him say If he knows who 

else was present. 

A Yes. 

'S Was Sergeant Rawasakl present? 

A He was not. 

^ And for how long a period were you absent from the scene 
of the incident? 

A I can not say the enact time I was absent because I went to 
the latrine and such things and so I can not say the exact 
amount of time. 

If ivawasakl had been present during that incident for as 
long as one second would you have known It? 

PROSECUTION: I object, oe said ho was not 
present at all times. 

He said nothing of the sort. He said 
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he had gone to the latrine. 1 don't know how 
long he was gone. 

Ub- 
j3Ction overruled. 

A If he were there I would have known. 

s. Did you ever see Kawasaki hit, strike, slap or beat a 
prisoner of war? 

A Wo. 

H Did you ever see x^awasakl place a prisoner of war into a pit 
of water? 

A No. 

<4 Did you ever see Kawasaki force a prisoner to stand out in 
the cold naked? 

A Wo. 

^ Did you ever hear that Kawasaki ever did any of these things? 

A No. However, after we both came to Sugamo and talked to 
each other, asking each other, "ifny are you here?" he said 
there were times that he did slap some prisoners. 

<< And that was the first you heard about it when you got to 
Sugamo? 

A Yes. 

What was Kawasaki's attitude toward the prisoners of war? 

A Kawasaki as well as all other members of the camp well and 
honestly conducted themselves in their duties according 
to the orders of the camp commandant and especially did 
Kawasaki well conduct himself and all his duties. His main 
duties consisted of the amusement and entertainment of the 
prisoners, the canteen, daily needs of the prisoners, and 
pay. Those were tne times when there was a great scarcity 
of food and other supplies and I can not tell or no one can 
tell how hard Kawasaki worked to obtain these scarce supplies 
for the prisoners of war. In the matter of entertainment 
and music which the prisoners of war especially requested 
and wished for, during supper times and rest periods, Sundays, 
he conducted musical programs by radio and phonograph 
throughout each unit and in the sick bay, and the band that 
he supervised was a very great help In building the morale 
of the prisoners and 1 believe that everything that Kawasaki 
did for the prisoners was very well appreciated by the 
prisoners. 

DK?i£NSa: No further questions, sir.

A Corporal. 

^ And during what period were you stationed at Prisoner of

A From the 7th of October of 1943 until the end of the war, 
September 13, 1945* 

Nere you for any reason whatsoever at Prisoner of War Camp 
No. 3 in Fukuoka in iVay of 1943? 

DSFKliSfi: I object to that question, if the 
court please. That's not material to any issue 
in this case. I assume what counsel is trying 
to do is to substantiate an affidavit which 
talks about somebody other than the accused, 
to which I have objected very strenuously. 

That's the Armitage affidavit. It talks about 
an incident of may 1943. Now he Is going through 
that incident all over again. That might be a 
proper question in Nagakura's case but it is not 
a proper question In this case. I object to It. 

LA// now about that, mr. Prosecutor? 

Is there reference here in your specification 
as to any alleged offenses by the accused back 
in 1943? 

PROSCCuTIuNs I am not in any way asking whether 
the accused was there. I am asking whether this 
man was present in 1943 because of the fact that 
the affidavit, which we claim is an error as to 
the date, does say '43 and it says that this man 
was present. His name is mentioned in the Armi- 
tage affidavit and I want to show that it was a 
mistaken date. 

LAW You want to connect It up with 

the Armitage incident? 

PRGStiC uTIOi't: Ye s. 

LAV/ i»lK2£Bids I will allow it for that purpose. 
Objection overruled. 

A No. 

You have stated that you were present In Lay of 1944, is 
that correct? 

A Yes, I was. 

Now with regards to the Cash, Armitage and Woodall incident, 
which you testified to a few minutes ago, did that occur 
in kay 1944? Is that true? 
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A Yes. 

^ ±jescribe to the Commission that event 


DEFENSE: I object to that, if the Commission 
please. This witness was called for the purpose 
of stating whether or not the accused ivawasaki 
was present. This question is not within the 
scope of the direct examination and I submit 
there is nothing in the testimony of this witness 
which is connected up with the accused, and if he 
is now going to talk about an incident or event 
or about anything else outside of the scope of 
the direct examination it is exactly the same thing 
as bringing before this court another affidavit, 
to which the accused was not a party and which 
does not mention the accused. It would be very 
imflammatory testimony and highly prejudicial to 
the rights of the accused. 

PROSECUTION: If it please the Commission, I 
think his testimony will be prejudicial against 
the accused — and he is a witness of the Defense. 
The Defense brought in the incident of the Cash, 
Woodall and Arnitage and we are entitled to the 
full story. That's all I am trying to find. 

LAw' MEMBER: Proper cross examination. Over¬ 
ruled. 


DEFENSE: This man was brought for a limited 
purpose and the questions on direct were strictly 
limited. 

LAW MEMBER: Counsel, are you taking the position 
then that you can merely use the witness for your 
own purpose and not give the Prosecution the oppor¬ 
tunity to delve Into the truth of what had actually 
taken place? 

DaL'E-<SE: Ao, air, that Is not my Intention at 
all, but I do say that the Prosecution should not 
have any right to bring out further inflammatory 
material which is not connected with the accused. 

LA<Y iuiMBER: We don't know whether it's going to 
be inflammatory. It may be beneficial to your 
side. Objection overruled. 

A I have forgotten the exact date, however it was in May and 
we had received new summer clothing uniforms from head¬ 
quarters for summer wear for the prisoners of war. V/henever 
we called the prisoners, we called them by numbers which 
were sewn on their left breast, and the clothing supplies 
were to be sent to the tailor to have these numbers put on. 
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At that time we did not have a warehouse where we could 
keep these new clothing supplies and wo used a room which 
was in the building which was used to house prisoners of 
war for this type of issue. .Ve had two locks on the door 
of this room. The next morning Nuki, who was the head of 
the carpenters, reported to me that a window had been broken 
and from the evidence it appeared that something had been 
stolen. Just about that time, just about the time I received 
this report, the Commandant, Rikitake, passed by on an in¬ 
spection tour and then the Camp Commandant called Warrant 
Officer Nishihara, who was the Finance Officer, and myself 
in and we were reprimanded for allowing 3uch a thing to 
happen, he said if we had taicen better care and put it 
into a safer place this would not have happened. Because 
thi3 happened at night and it was discovered in the morn¬ 
ing, we felt that whatever was stolen, the clothing that 
wa3 stolen, must be in the possession of the prisoners of 
war and it must be hidden and so with that thought in mind 
we had an inspection of all the personal belongings of the 
prisoners of war. After inspection of the prisoners the 
clothes were not discovered and so we decided that the 
prisoners of war must have taken the clothing to the place 
of work and so I and Nishihara, the Warrant Officer, changed 
into ordinary work clothes the same as the workers, along 
with the head of the guards, Hashimoto -- or his name was 
ilashiguchi — and went to the place of work and then Nishi, 
an interpreter from the company, came along with us and then 
we divided into two groups, Nishihara and Nishi in one group, 
Hashimoto — or Hashiguchi — and myself in the other group. 
We separated and checked all the area where the prisoners 
were working and then Nishi and nishihara went into the 
boiler works and found the clothing on a shelf above a box 
where the prisoners kept their clothes while at work, and 
then later when we met that other group we found out that 
the clothing has been discovered and then we returned to 
the camp. • 

After we returned to the camp we reported to the Com¬ 
mandant that the missing clothing had been found and in 
order to find out who was the guilty person that incident 
took place. Would you want the Incident described too, sir? 

Yes, I want the incident described. 

DBFENSU: I wish to make a motion that the witness 
be instructed not to mention the names of any other 
of the Japanese camp staff unless he wants to 3ay 
something that refers to the accused, because what's 
going to happen now, gentlemen, is this. The witness 
is going to talk about other people in this incident 
and if he doesn't I think the Prosecution will 
probably ask him and then the record in thl3 case, 
which is being made without those other people being 
represented and without the uefense in this case knowing 
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anything about those other people, this record 
will then be used In those other cases when they 
cone to trial. It's exactly the sane thing as 
taking an ex parte deposition or affidavit with 
regard to other people who are not being repre¬ 
sented before this court, and the Law member ruled 
yesterday, as I understood it, that if anyone else's 
name is mentioned in the record it can be used 
against him. On behalf of those other people who 
I do not represent, I feel that is a very unfair 
and improper method of obtaining evidence and I 
move that the witness be instructed not to mention 
anyone's name unless he is going to talk about the 
accused. That's all that's material before this 
Commission. This is not a Commission for the pur¬ 
pose of digging up evidence against anybody else. 

We are just trying this one man on these specific 
charges and on these five specifications. If the 
Prosecution wants to make an investigation as to 
who else was involved in the incident, they have 
plenty of other■facilities for doing so. 

PROSECUTION: The Prosecution resents the fact 
that we are using this Commission as a fact find¬ 
ing commission for other persons. We are using 
this Commission as a fact finding commission for 
the accused ivawasaki. This i3 the Defense's own 
wi tness. 


But it's not our question. 

PhOaeiCiiTlow: Let me finish. This is the accused's 
own witness. The Defense brought the subject up 
about the Cash, Woodall and Armitage incident. The 
court is entitled to know the entire story of that 
incident. The court is entitled to know who was 
present, if the Defense witness desires to say so — 

DSPiSNSiS: But he doesn't have a choice. 

PROSECUTION: Are v/e going to be in such a position 
where the Commission will refuse a witness the 
right to testify? I don't think this Commission 
is going to be in that position. 

LAW l-cli'iBiRs Objection overruled. Proceed. 

DEFENSE: I made a notion, sir, that the Com¬ 
mission issue such an instruction to the witness. 

I take it the motion is denied? 

LAu i’ieLIBKR: Are you making a notion to strike 
all this? 
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DEFENSE: No, sir, I made a motion — 

Lkif ...ERBEK; To strike future testimony from 
the record, is that the motion? 

DEFENSE: No, 3ir, I made a motion to instruct 
the witness not to refer to the names of any of 
the Japanese camp staff except himself and kawasaki. 
That was my motion. 

L&J kEMBER: It's not an objection as to what the 
witness is now going to testify to? 

DEFENSE: No, sir, it’s not an objection; it's a 
motion.

PRESIDENT* Your question was to have him describe 
the incident. The motion is sustained. 

DEFEnBE; iiay the interpreter state to the witness 
that in relating this incident he will not refer to 
the names of any members of the Japanese camp staff 
except so far as he wishes to make reference to him¬ 
self or to the accused ^awasaki where that is perti¬ 
nent? 


PROSECUTIONs Do I understand the incident can not 
be fully described as to the participants? The 
question is very serious because of the fact that 
kawasaki -- or ka lisaki -- is mentioned, two spellings, 
as a participant in the evidence produced by the Prose¬ 
cution. Now also in that affidavit it describes other 
people. Now later on we will take what is mentioned 
In this particular statement — Before we go any further, 
I wonder if we could have a brief conference in chambers 
on that, or we can have it right here. I don't care. 

I feel it's a very serious matter. 

PRESIDENT: If it's serious, why don't you get the 
record of the trial? lou described it once before. 

Why do it again. You are taking up the Commission's 
time. The ruling has been made. Proceed. 

INTERPRETER: Tiie witness would like to have the 

name, the record which shows "osano” the interpreter 
delated -v* 

PRuSECNTIcN: I never heard of the word "Csano" 
before In this case. 

DEt'ENSE: It ’3 not in any answer as yet. 

I XSRPRSTSR: ^ am sorry. 1 made a mistake. I will 
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start all over. 

PRESIDENTs Mr* Prosecutor, I don't understand 
the purpose of this witness telling the story the 
second time, We are all familiar with the facts 
and it's a matter of record. Why do we have to 
sit here for a couple of hours listening to this 
same story? 

PROSECUTION: If it please the Commission, you say 
it is a matter of record? 

PRESIDENTt Yes. 

PROSECUTIONI attempted to read the record 
yesterday and J- was refused and was not allowed 
to read it and it is not part of the evidence. 

The President of the Commission says we are all 
familiar with that story. Phis Commission is not 
familiar with that 3tory. -<ow the President I do 
know was on the commission hut there are two members 
of this commission who were not on the other com¬ 
mission. 

PRESIDENT: I am speaking of saving time. 

PROSECUTION: I tried to read it yesterday and 
it was stricken from the record and refused to be 
allowed in the record of tills case. 

Now we talk all the time about "we want eye¬ 
witnesses." We don't want affidavits." .Ye have 
an eye witness and he is not being allowed to testi¬ 
fy. 


DKFEl.oE: -ie is not an eye witness to anything 
the accused did, sir. 

PROSECUTIONS He la an eye witness to this inci¬ 
dent and everybody who participated In that incident. 

He says he was there. 

PRESIDENTs I don't know. Proceed. 

A After the commandant went home I and three others who made 
the search with me took the three, Arraitage, Cash and Woodall 
to the place where the window was broken, where the clothing 
had been stolen and we took along an interpreter. We showed 
them the broken gless and told them to confess the act 
immediately. We told them that if they told the truth 
that nothing would happen to them. However, they would not 
confess so we struck all three of them on the buttocks 
with a bamboo sword. Woodall and Armitage immediately after 
that confessed their part in it, so because we did not have 
any more use for them we sent them back to their unit. 
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however, Gash would still not confess. While this was hap¬ 
pening there were about four or five other Japanese there. 
Someone among them said, "This way of trying to make him 
confess will not work. We have got to do something more to 
him." i»o one of the men brought along a ladder and leaned 
it up against a table. Then Cash was laid on that ladder 
head down, but still he would not confess. Then someone in 
the group said, "Let's put some -water in his nose and mouth 
So we brought along a teapot and dropped water in his nose 
and mouth a little bit at a time, drop by drop, and then 
after 1 had put in about one-half of a small cup of water 
into Cash's mouth and nose because he could not 3tand it 
any more he confessed. Well, so that finished the incident 
and he was allowed to go back and the next morning we made 
a report to the camp commandant not telling him what we did 
but the names of the three persons concerned. 

PRKSILjSNTs Is that the end of that? 

The Commission will take a fifteen minute recess. 

The Commission then took a recess until 1025 hours, 
at which hour the personnel of the Commission, the 
Prosecution and -defense, the interpreters and the 
accused, and the reporter and the witness resumed 
their seats. 

The witness was reminded by the Prosecution that 
he was still under the oath he had previously taken.

As to whether anyone 
else was present I submit is not material to any 
issue in this case and is a question designed not 







to elicit any facta that are pertinent to this 
case and is purely a fishing expedition to obtain 
evidence for some other proceeding. I submit 
that that is highly improper, especially when 
those other persons are not represented here in 
any way, do not have the opportunity to cross examine 
this witness, and it certainly is not necessary 
since the Prosecution can make its investigations 
through a host of other methods. 

L&'.Y i^ELiBER: I take it, i*r. Prosecutor, you are 
only interested as to whether or not the accused 
who is now before the Commission was present. 

Now why don't you reframe your question and ask 
whether or not the accused was present at that 
time, uow that would be a fair question. Objection 
sustained. 


PROSECUTIONt I had no opportunity to answer. 

Lk W MEMBERS Yes, surely — I'm sorry. 

PROSECUTIONs First of all, I wish to assure 
the court that the matter at issue is the trial 
Iwao Kawasaki and that is what the Prosecution is 
Interested In at this time. Now we have here an eye 
witness to an incident. «Ve have him testifying 
already that there were five or six other members 
of the Japanese personnel present. He has taken 
an oath that he will add nothing or conceal nothing 
of any thing that he knows and Is asked about. 

He has been instructed by the court to conceal 
who was present, which is probably within the 
prerogative of the court if it so determines. 

DEFENSE: That is not so, if the Commission please. 
He's been Instructed not to give the names of any 
one in the camp o*her than himself and Kawasaki, 
ne has not been instructed to conceal anything. 

PROSECUTION: There is nothing in the rules which 
state that he should be refrained or any other per¬ 
son should be protected on a joint enterprise in 
which a group of Japanese personnel are involved. 

</e have In the affidavits presented by the Prose¬ 
cution, supporting, this specification, a list of 
names of Japanese personnel who were present at 
that time. There was no restriction as to intro¬ 
ducing those names. This man here Is an eye witness; 
he is the Defense's witness. If he says things 
which are prejudicial -- we are not protecting every¬ 
body, even men who he is talking about. We do not 
know who he Is going to mention. There is nothing 
to say that he will — if he mentions some one that 
we will immediately prosecute him. He Is telling 
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the story that he saw. he is naming the people who 
were there. If he says Kawasaki was not present 
we still have it up in the air that there were five 
or six other personnel. Now, if he can not name 
five or six other personnel, it might be the fact 
that the other person who was not named might have 
been ivawasaki. Iv.aybe he can only name four person¬ 
nel who were present but he says five or six were 
there. He said that he was not there all the time, 
but he knows five or six were around. Now maybe he 
did not notice particularly that Kawasaki was not 
there, he can only name five. That would still 
leave one unaccounted for who is referred to in the 
affidavit as Kalisaki, but we leave the question en¬ 
tirely up in the air and I feel that the court 
should rule that — the Commission should rule that 
he should be able to toll and give the entire story 
including the participants of this incident. 

DuiFENSfis Gentlemen, I find it impossible to 
believe the Prosecution has had this witness and 
the accused in Sugarao Prison for six months and 
has not talked to either one to find out about this 
incident, x also find it Impossible to believe 
that the Prosecution does not know exactly what this 
witness is going to say after he's already testified 
to the same incident in his own trial. I submit 
that this evidence now called for by the question 
pending before the Commission is entirely immater¬ 
ial insofar as Kawasaki is concerned and can be 
intended only to elicit further information for 
another prosecution, information which I think the 
Prosecution already has. 

Now, another thing,I would like to clear up. 
According to this witness's testimony there were 
only five people present at the incident and not 
six. He said there were three guards who went with 
him to try to find the clothes and then there was 
an interpreter and himself. That makes five. 

I submit that this question is highly improper and 
is not material to any issue in this case. 

PhGSBCuTIQN: may it please the court, I ask if 
he did not testify when he was on trial, if he did 
not say there were five or six persons, and he 
answered "yes"? Now yesterday the Defense, when I 
attempted to read into the record so that this 
procedure would not take place now — I was told 
by the Defense, "Now, Nagakura is upstairs. You 
can bring him down and ask him anything you want. 

You have your own witness. That's the best evidence." 
Now we have the best evidence; we have the live 
witness, and we can't ask the question. 
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LAW iuii&BLKs Lr. Prosecutor, it '3 not what you 
or the Defense counsel might think could take place 

RRQdlSCuTIQN: I didn’t hear what you said? 

LA .1 iiiSMrJKRs It's not what you or the Defense 
might want for your own convenience, hut what 
the court will properly hear and that is what we 
are here for. I believe in fairness to this man 
and in fairness to others concerned, it is a proper 
question to ask whether or not the accused was 
present. Now I will sustain the objection and ask 
you to reframe it. 

^ In regards to the Cash, Woodall and Armitage incident in 
Lay 1944 while you were present, was the accused Kawasaki 
pre sent? 

A As I said before, as long as I was there, during the time 
I was there, Kawasaki was not. However, I was not there 
every minute of the time as I had gone, during the time 
that I went to the latrine. 

LAW Mt&iBLKi xiow one thing other, Kr. Prosecutor, 
inasmuch as there has been something about descrip¬ 
tions, being identified, you might ask of him, you 
might also ask who might have been present that 
would more or les3 fit the description of the 
accused. Kow that would be proper. 

PROSBCuTION : Then can I continue to ask the 
names of the people that I think were present, 
whether they fit, whether they were there and 
fit the description? 

La«V iiii&iBJSR: Yes, definitely. 

PkOLLCl IIOu : I’hen may I continue to ask if 
anybody else was present besides --

any person being there might fit the description 
of this accused.

Defense's fc&hibit F was admitted into evi¬ 
dence, a3 shown by the appended exhibit, and 
was read by the Defense. 

At about th9 same time did you also receive letters of 
commendation from other prisoners? 

A I did. 

^ Did you receive a letter signed by D. p. Stokes, G. S. 

Smith and W. H. Seward? 

A I did. 

Did you see those three people sign the letter? 

A The first named person, D. P. Stokes, an officer collected 
these letters, had them typed out and signed, and were 
brought to me. I did not see any of them signed. 

% Is this the letter you are referring to? (Handing to witness) 
A Yes. 


DtSr'iiNSH: I offer the letter identified by 
tne witness into evidence as Defense's Exhibit 
3 . 


PROSHCUTION: I wish to object to the intro¬ 
duction of this in evidence. First, under rules 
of the Eighth Army, 5th of February 1945, in 
Rules of Procedure and Outline of Procedure for 
Trials of Accused .Var Criminals, Paragraph Is 

"Copies of all statements, affidavits and 
other documents which the prosecution proposes 
to introduce into evidence will be furnished 
to the defense at the time a case is referred 
for trial. At least 24 hours prior to arraign¬ 
ment, the defense will furnish to the prosecution 
copies of all statements, affidavits and other 
documents then in its possession which the 
defense proposes to Introduce into evidence. 
Subsequent to this time, any other statements, 
affidavits and documents proposed to be intro¬ 
duced into evidence by the defense will be fur¬ 
nished opposing counsel as soon as possible." 

These documents, this is the first time the 
Prosecution has ever seen them or heard of then 
or knew that they were going to be Introduced. 
Therefore if they are introduced and accepted 
by the court, the Prosecution wishes to reserve 
the right for a continuance of this case so that 
proper defense can be made to these documents 
which are being introduced now in violation of 
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the rules of the Eighth Army which are part of 
the procedure of thi3 court. 

DEFENSE; I will agree that this is in violation 
of the rules. They came into our possession since 
the start of the trial and if counsel desires to 
ask for a continuance we will have no objection. 

LAW hi U£aBER: Your argument, hr. Prosecutor, is 
’.veil taken insofar as a continuance only which 
will be granted, but not insofar as the evidence 
itself. 


PROSECUTION: I don’t like to ask for a con¬ 
tinuance at this time but I would like to reserve 
the right at a later time to ask for such a 
continuance. It might be after the testimony is 
over. 


LAW 2/IEK3ER: You understand at this time I am 
going to allow this exhibit to be in evidence. 
Overrule the objection to this particular exhibit. 

PRESIDENT! If you anticipate asking for a 
continuance with the idea of communicating with 
Colonel Dorris, I suggest you do it now because 
1 know some of the other commissions are having 
trouble In that respect, with a long delay. It 
takes about ten days or more. 

PROSECUTION: Sir, it's not only that. All of 
these affidavits, there might be a certain amount 
of defense that can be produced. For instance.

I am talk¬ 
ing on this case, this one that has been Intro¬ 
duced, this one here.

PROSSSCUTICWs 1 would like to at least have 
time to read tnem over. 

FRRSIDKHf: How long will it take? 

FRuSRC uTj.Oi',: I don't want to delay the court 
and ask for a continuance, which we are entitled 
to under the rules. 

i.-fcli: There is no question about that. 

PKBSIDl£NTr Will fifteen minutes be sufficient? 

PROSECUTIONs For me to determine, yes, but I 
don't want to be held to fifteen minutes when 
we have a 24 hour right. 

PRESIDENT: I am not denying that. If it will 
facilitate — 

PROSECUTIONj Fifteen minutes to look it over 
and then I will make a decision as to the other 
date. 

PRESIDEDT: .»e will recess for fifteen minutes. 

PROSECUTION: Thank you. 

The Commission then took a recess until 1420 
hours, at y/hicn hour the personnel of the Com¬ 
mission, the Prosecution and Defense, the inter¬ 
preters and the accused, and the reporter resumed 
their seats.

PAOSECuTiuD: The Prosecution at this time 
will waive the 24 hour requirement, with the 
’understanding at the conclusion of this witness 
or the Defense's testimony and before rebuttal 
the Prosecution can be allowed to take the 
documents which have been offered and will be 
offered during the adjournment overnight. 

DEFENSES There is no objection, sir. 

PxuSSIDdDT: You mean before cross examination? 

DfiFEnSSI Whether it is before or after, sir, 
he may have them tonight. We have no objections. 

PROSECUTION: Before rebuttal. Then if any¬ 
thing else turns up in regard to the matter we 
can bring that question up in the morning. 

DEFENSE; Shall I read that Exhibit 3, sir? 

LAW AEbBERs Yes. 

Defense's Exhibit 3 was admitted into evidence, 
as shown by the appended exhibit, and was read 
by the Defense.

A "You, as a Christian man, are a very fine person. <«e prisoners 
of war have been treated very fairly by you." 

By what nicknames were you known among the prisoners? 

A As a general rule I was known as a Christian. The other 
nickname, "Candy Boy" I was not too well aware of.

This person always claimed that he was ill and ailing and 
sick and he had received these units of medicine from the 
hospital but had not taicen any of it and had hid all this 
medicine without using it up because he did not wish to go 
to work and so I slapped him once or twice just the same 
as I did the Indian prisoner of war.

A No. 

4 Did you ever press lighted cigarettes against his body? 

A No. 

4 Do you know a prisoner named Thomas 3. Armitage? 

A No. 

<4 Do you know a prisoner named Monroe Dave Woodall? 

A No. 

4 Did you ever slap, beat or kick any American prisoners? 

A No. 

PROSECUTION: What was that question? Slap, 
beat or kick any American prisoners? 

DEFENSE: Yes. 

The interpreter then interpreted the question 
again. 

A I remember slapping one American prisoner once. 

>4 Y/hat was the reason for that slapping? 

A This one American prisoner of war struck a certain Chinese 
with his fist and broke three of his teeth and because I 
was able to speak Chinese I was able to understand him 
when this person who was struck came to me and called me. 

At that time he had three broken teeth. I questioned both 
of them and the American prisoner of war claimed that the 
Chinese had stepped on his foot and the Chinese replied 
that he did not. however, another American prisoner of 
war who was a member of the band said that this first 
American prisoner of war was the one that struck the 
Chinese and because he lied to me I slapped him with my 
open hands once or twice•

A No. 

Do you remember anything 
about the incident alleged in Specification 2? 

A No. 

4 Do you remember a prisoner named Nilliam C. ^ahoney? 

A I do not.

A No. 

% Do you know of any reason why some of the prisoners may 
have disliked you? 

A I believe there would be. 

^ What might that reason be? 

A The reason may have been that I was able to give just a 
little bit more candies and tobacco and such things to 
the members of the band a little more than to the other 
prisoners. Among the 7th Unit there were Americans, 

Chinese, Negroes, mixed in together. Some of the Chinese 
came and told me that the members of the 7th Unit were 
vary displeased with the inequalities in night duty and 
food rations and it was unfair. This was told to me three 
times and so I went to the 7th Unit and I talked to them. 

I told them that in this prisoner of war camp that there 
would be no differentiation in the treatment among prisoners 
of war whether they be Americans, Dutch, English or Chinese. 
They were all treated the same.

PROSECUTION: At this time these statements 
which the accused read to the Commission are not 
evidence. If they are evidence they can be asked 
by questions concerning it by the Defense. If 
they are statements or argument in his behalf, 
they should be given at the time that argument Is 
allotted and should take part of the time allotted 
to the Defense. The Defense can argue In his 
own behalf and the rules set forth that that 
should be done at the end of all the evidence.

DEFENSE: The statement is being made by the 
witness on the witness stand under oath and if 
counsel objects to my reading it I will ask the 
witness to read it in Japanese. 

PROSECUTION; I would like to know who made 
the translation. 

DEFENSE; I withdraw my suggestion. 

PRESIDENT; The witness states — 

DEFENSE; No, sir, he does not speak English 
well enough to be understood.

PRESIDENT: Show it to him and % ask him to Identify 
it and If he identifies It as his* own statement.

A Yes. 

PROSECUTIONS He didn’t even look at It. 

DEFENSE: That is not a correct statement. 

I want the record to show the witness did look 
at it. he looked at it yesterday and he looked 
at It when it was made. 

PRESIDENT: Ask him to examine it. 

v* Will you please look at the statement again? 

A This is a document prepared by myself. 

DEFENSE: Let the record 3how that the witness 
took five minutes to read the entire statement. 

Now may I read it, sir? 

PKESIDEnT: Proceed. 

DEFENSE: (Reading) "Statement of Kawasaki Iwao" 

"Since I have been attached to this camp I did 
my best to perform my duties under the supervision 
of the camp commander and pay master. I worked 
especially hard to Increase the POW's supply and 
recreation because of my understanding of the 
prisoners. I was taught this understanding by 
my parents when I was a small boy. My father 
always said "Thou shalt love the Lord thy Cod 
with all thy heart and with all thy soul and with 
all thy mind" and "Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself" (Bible. New Testament, Matthew 22:37 , 39). 
My mother told me "Rejoice with them that do rejoice 
and weep with them that weep" (New Testament, Romans 
12:15). Both of these mottoes are mine and so I 
always prayed every night." 

"I visited the room where ashes were kept and 
prayed to Cod for their blessing." 

"X did as my father taught. Every holiday after¬ 
noon I played music with the prisoners, for which 
time was granted. At summer night concerts we would 
watch the beautiful moon and we cried together and 
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prayed for early peaceful reunions#" 

"At Christmas eve I and my parents sent to more 
than 1200 POV/s our personal presents." 

"I lost my parents and younger sister at Hiro¬ 
shima. Though they lost their lives I believe 
the destruction of Hiroshima saved the Japanese 
by ending the war. I heard of this while at camp. 

I hoped to save the prisoners and did my best until 
the end. I am sure my parents are happy in heaven 
for my work at the camp." 

"These things are the truth, as I swear to God 
by the cross which is hanging on my chest. 1 will 
pray to the Honorable Commissioners, my friends 
and to my parents who both became as God." 

DKr’rii'i: You may cross examine. 

PK03i£CUTia<: May I see that statement? 

DEFBNdtfs That’s the statement of the witness. 

I just read the translation of it. 

PRudiSCUTlOi*: I thought he was introducing that 
statement into evidence.

PROSECUTION: And It Is a written statement. 

DEFENSE: No, sir, it's not offered in evidence. 
It's a sworn statement.

A The main reason for this night duty was for health reasons 
and the other reason was to check the personnel, the members 
within the camp.

A As i was the paymaster I was in charge of the prisoner of 
war library and 1 knew the persons, the prisoners of war 
who worked and assisted there, and those - who did the repair 
ing of clothes and shoe mending, mess personnel. ‘Those are 
the ones that stayed In the camp and worked in the camp. 
Those are the names that I know. However, I do not know 
their complete names of all of them, the first and the last 

^ In other words you knew quite a number of people throughout 
the camp, is that correct? 

A Yes. • 

And did you ever go around to see where they were working? 

A At times. 

And did you ever visit them in their barracks? 

Hot 0 enerally, 

hay we have a conference on two 
answers before this last one? x think there 
may be a little clearing up on that.

Stokes and myself made up the program and 
after getting permission from the camp commandant and 
Hajor -oorris these band concerts were conducted, on those 
daps all of the members of the band came out of their own 
accord. 
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how often were cigarettes issued at the carrp? 

Cnee a week, thirty cigarettes per person. 

^ Did you ever visit the hospital at the camp? 

A Yes. 

And how often would you visit the hospital? 

A I went to the camp hospital once or twice a week to confer 
about the nutritious food for the patients and getting 
them sufficient vitamins through the use of fruits and 
to check and oversee the hospital bath which was 3olely 
used for the patienta. 

< ^»id you do this in the daytime or at night? 

«i Jenerally in the daytime. 

s Did the members of your band do any work the same as the 
other prisoners cf war? 

a fhey worked together with the other prisoners. 

^ .Vhen did you have band practice? .Tnat hour of the day? 
a After supper at eight p.m roll call was held and so our 
band practice was between the hours of seven to eight. 

< .That time did the prisoners get back from work7 
A Generally around five o'clock. 

^ In other words the band practice was in the evening, 13 
that correct? 

A Generally, yes. 

Did you ever have occasion to go into the guardhouse? 

A No. 

You never once went to the guardhouse? 
a I did go to the guardhouse one time. On that occasion I 
went to inspect and check the food that was given to the 
prisoners incarcerated there. In our camp prisoners were 
fed the same rations, the same amount as the ordinary 
persons. 

You were free then to m ve throughout the camp in the day 
or night isn't that true? 

A Yes, I could. 

Was there ever while you were there a corporal by the name 
of Corporal ralisaki? 

a No. 

n, here you in charge of issuing cigarettes and cookies? 

A The camp commandant issued orders to the finance officer 
and then the finance officer handed down instructions to 
me to issue those things. 

„ And did you issue cookies and cigarettes to the risonars 
of war? 
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A The ration of cookies and tobacco was conducted by 
us and a civilian employee, also aided by the officer 
D. r. Stokes and a sergeant as his aide. That sergeant 
was a member of the band, and tnen one prisoner of war 
v/as appointed by a prisoner of war officer who accompanied 
the officer and after each unit was represented the rations 
were given out according to the number of prisoners in each 
unit. 

^ What wa3 the name of the sergeant of the band who helped 
you ? 

A I can not remember his name, xiowever, he was British. 

S How long did he help you? For how long a period did he 
help you? 

IWTKRPihSTxSRs A correction, if the Commission 
please. The sergeant who was aiding in the ration¬ 
ing was not a member of the band. A correction of 
the interpreter through the witness, sir. 

iHbtSBIQbINT j I think he made the correction himself. 

The witness made the correction. 

i^KOSriCUTIOW: That's what I meant, yes. 

A This sergeant was the person who checked 
the personnel, the prisoner personnel who went 
to and from work. ie checked them both ways. 

^ Then how long did that man or sergeant help you in the issuance 
of cigarettes and cookies? 

a This person helped me with handing out the rations from the 
time i took over until the end. 1 can not be too sure of 
his name but 1 believe it was something like Baston. 

He worked then witn you passing out the cigarettes at least 
seventy-five or ei 0 hty times, is that correct? 

A Yes. 

^ And you are still not sure of his name, is that correct? 

A I am pretty sure that's Easton. 

^ What were the names of the other people who worked with you 
each time that cigarettes were passed out to you, cigarettes 
and cookies? 

A The civilian employee by the name of Aihara helped me and 
for the last two or three months another employee, civilian, 
by the name of ^atanabe helped. 

>4 What were the names of the prisoners of war that helped you? 

A Among the prisoners of war who helped with the rationing’ was 
one officer from each unit ana a soldier accompanying the 
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the officer. However, the soldier accompanying the officer 
was not always the sane person because that was changed 
around. The prisoner who did not have anything else to do 
accompanied the officer. 

You do not know any of their names, is that correct? 

A No, 1 can not remember. 

Do you know how to spell Easton’s name? 

A I knew him as Easton and I did not learn how to spell his 
name. 

si Vfnat wa3 the rule at your camp in regards to punishment of 
prisoners? 

A There are regulations for punishment. 

<< //hat are the regulations? 

A Generally the camp commandant is the only one who knows the 
regulations and persons such as I did not have the oppor¬ 
tunity to see it. 

H You did not then know the regulations of your camp, is that 
correct? 

Di£F.l£NSi£s I want to object to that question, 
if the Commission please. I tnink it clear from 
the last answer of the witness that he is refer¬ 
ring to general regulations for punishment of 
prisoners, not the regulations of the camp, and 
it is an argumentative question — "You did not 
know the regulations of the camp." — and before 
anything of that kind can be stated there should 
be a foundation to the effect asking the witness 
whether or not there were any regulations of the 
camp. The questioner and the witness are talking 
about two different things. 

i J RO£&CUTlOh: The first question was about 
regulations of the camp. 

DSFiSNSti: The regulations for punishment of 
prisoners, not regulations of the camp. 

PRuS^CuTiU'is All right, I will ask that question. 

DKi-'iitSifis That's the question to which I object, 
sir. 

LA.V iuHl.iBhR: Reframe the question on that. 

INTKKPRRTJifts If it please the Commission, the 
continuity of the questions given by the Prose¬ 
cution was started out with "regulations for 
punishment." Wow 1 just took it for granted that 
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it was regulations concerning punishment. If he 
would make himself more clear, I will be able to 
ask the question bettor,

ence to the regulations of the camp, 

% Do you have knowledge of the regulations of your camp per¬ 
taining to punishment of prisoners of war, both American 
and Allied?

J?RQS£CU?IQN; The regulations that were at that 
camp in regards to prisoners of war.

^ Who, if you know, had authority to punish prisoners of war?

^ Did any of the individual noncommissioned officers have 
authority to punish prisoners of war without an order from 
the camp commandant?

.'/hat was that prisoner of war's name? 

A I remember his face but I do not know his name.

Did it happen in the barracks? 

A Yes. 

^ Was there only one Indian prisoner of war slapped by you 
at that time? 

A Yes. 

^ .Yhat time of the year was this slapping? When did this 
take place? 

A I am not too sure of the month but I believe it was February

A It was about six or seven in the evening. It was dusk.

./hat did you do to the American prisoner of war? 

A I slapped him. 

Now when you slapped him what did you slap him with? 

<i ./ith my open hand. 
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H And on what part of tne body did you slap this American 
prisoner of war? 

A His face, 

£ And you still say you did not strike an American prisoner 
of war? 

UaiFKiJSiSs I object to that question. That’s 
purely argumentative. That's not designed to 
elicit any information from this witness. The 
witness has testified as to the facts. The 
question should be limited to that. 

LAW iiu&odiiftl Objection overruled, he may 
answer.

A That was during the rationing of tobacco. Tobacco rations 
were being given out so it should have been about five or 
six o'clock in the afternoon. 

s .That ’.vas the reason for slapping that American prisoner of 
war? 
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A The reason for slapping that prisoner was because he did 
not tell me the truth. 

< 4 , /ere you officer of the day at that time? 

A No. 

\ './hen you slapped the Mitch prisoner that you referred to 
and the Indian prisoner were you officer of the day either 
one of those times? 

./hen the incident involving the Mitch prisoner of war 
happened, I went along with the camp commandant through 
his orders, ./hen the incident concerning the Indian prisoner 
happened I was inspecting the handling of food and the 
rationing of food to see that every one got the same amount.

A They received from two to three or four to six cigarettes 
per week more than tae others. It depended on the number 
of times the band held practice. This extra amount of 
cigarettes was saved up frara my own rations and were given 
to the members of the band. And the regular amount of 
rations to the prisoners was thirty cigarettes per week. 

^ And what the band members got was in addition to the regular 
ration, la that true? 

A Yes. 

Did the band members receive any extra food? 

A After concerts i-ajor Dorris and the other officers who 
comprised the group designated to issue out prizes to the 
winners of the contestants In these concerts and some of 
the members of the band were awarded prizes and then after 
such concerts tea parties were held and candies were given 
out. This in general happened about once a month.

A -embers of the band and j-Iajor Dorris and all the officers 
in that group. 

H Did the inembers of the band receive any extra candy? 

A The only time that they were given extra candies was at 
these occasions. «.t no other time were they given extra 
rations of candy. 

^ itnd on these occasions were these extra food and rations 
obtained all through your efforts? 

Daii?ra/Sais I object to that question. There 
is no evidence of any extra rations. They talked 
about a few extra items of food. 
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FROSACJTIOh: All right, withdraw the word 
"rations' 1 and say "extra food, candy and cigarettes." 

DiiTauSei: He said there wasn't any extra candles. 

tnuHc.GlJi'xJi«: Yes, he did. 

iMUFati&as 1 am sorry. Is that the answer?

A These are letters of commendation that were collected and 
brought to me by the members of the band, including Stokes, 
an^. were given to me with the understanding and permission 
of Major Dorris.

A .Then 1 was asked for my credential I did not have it at 
that time my Japanese bank book and so in lieu of that I 
showed them this letter.

A The ordinary Japanese carries a police identification card 
and an identification card issued by the city office or 
the town hall. In Japan unless one has a home of his own 
he can not get any other regular identification card and 
I had lost mine, my home.

.striking is used as an admonition. When I was a recruit 
in the Japanese Army for a period of six months day and 
night, except for the three days of January 1 st, 2 nd and 
3 rd, I was beaten day in and day out for no reason what¬ 
soever.

W, Ac what time in 1945 was it apparent to the Japanese 

people that Jar>an was losing the war and that the defeat 
of Japan was imminent? 

A In general, and in general I mean in the vicinity where 
our camp was in Kyushu, the people did not believe that 
Japan was losing the war until the broadcast at twelve 
o'clock noon on August the 15th. 

v< I believe you stated that on three occasions you slapped 
three different Allied prisoners of war. '.Vhat was your 
capacity at the camp at the time, or what capacity were 
you in the camp or duty at the time you did the slapping? 

A I was under no capacity. I did it of my own volition 
and I am sorry for it now. 

Did the prisoners of war often break camp regulations? 

A The time that I served and actually worked within the 
camp was very short. «iy work in general consisted of 
going outside the camp to gather and to get food stuff 
and such and so a great deal of my time was spent on out¬ 
side contacts. So my position was different from the others 
who worked within the camp and so I do not know a great 
deal of incidents that happened and regulations that were 
broken in the camp. 

^ Vfere prisoners of war required to do guard duty in the 
barracks at night? 

A Yes, they had night duty in shifts. 

^ Were they required to know orders of the day for this tour 
of duty? 

A ./lien night duties were instituted among the prisoners of 
war there 7/sre certain orders that w«re given by the camp 
commandant and those orders continued to be the same 
throughout the life of the camp. However, as far as regular 
orders for those on night duty there were no set regulations 
and rules. 

% Did the noncommissioned officer of the week have the authority 
to put a prisoner of war in the guardhouse? 

A No. 

s Did he have the authority to administer any punishment? 

a Jo, not as an individual, however, he has the right to 
make a request for punishment to the camp commandant. 

H How did he handle or punish for minor infractions of the 
regulations while on his tour of duty? 

SK: Sir, did you mean the accused or 
a noncom in general? 

'«* In general, a noncommissioned officer of the week. 
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In small violations, minor violations, only admonitions 
were given. 

PRKSIUiSwfj Witness is excused. 

There "being no further questions, the accused 
was excused and withdrew. 

ORi? , Ri,4aRj Dow, if the cross examination is 
finished, I would like to have the return of 
the translated statement that was made by the 
accused. (Prosecution handing to Defense) Thank you. 

Defense has nothing further to offer, sir. 

The Defense rests. 

PRO&tSCUTIGi'is At this time the Prosecution 
moves that Defense exhibits -- I wish to object 
to the admissibility of Exhibits R and D, Defense 
exhibits. These were admitted at that time sub¬ 
ject to connection between the corroborative -- 
and there has been no corroboration or connection 
in this matter. 

DKFRuSRs x am awful 3orry but :^r. rorter is 
in error. Rxhibit C, the exhibit of Donald, was 
admitted subject to connection and that has been 
connected up by the accused's own testimony. 

Exhibit D is the affidavit of i-aelin, in which 
he names certain members of the Japanese camp 
3taff not including the accused and says, "The 
above named men were on the staff and directly 
responsible for all conditions that existed at 
the camp." That wa3 admitted unconditionally. 

The affidavit of Houskie, which is Exhibit R, 
and which I stated at the time was applicable 
to Specification 4, is the one which mentioned 
tha same incident referred to in Specification 4, 
and also the incident referred to in the affi¬ 
davit of Betts, which is Prosecution's Rxhibit —

DrFD--« SR: 13, and it doe3 directly contradict 
that affidavit. 


PKOSRCUTIGKs If It please the court, there's 
been no connection to show that that Is the 
3ame Incident. One of them happened in ay or 
Juno of *45 and the other happened In July, and 
the one that — exhibit R of the Defense names 
one i.agakura as being a parson who did do certain 
treatments against -- who was the soldier -- Jim 
artin. It describes throwing buckets at the man, 
twenty-five buckets -- no connection there, nothing 
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about that in the other affidavit. The Houakie 
affidavit states that he did not severely injure 
martin with the buckets — lat3r inade him stand 
alongside of the' water tank. The 3etts affi¬ 
davit as produced by the Prosecution states that 
the offense took place in July of 1945 and says 
that this accused brutally mistreated the man 
Martin, says that after the beating James Martin 
was taken to the hospital in a badly cut, bruised 
and bleeding condition. In the Housekie affi¬ 
davit It said they made him stand at attention 
beside the water tank for about an hour. There 
is no connection between the two. They were two 
separate incidents. James hartin got beat up 
twice by the people In that camp. There's been 
no connection by the Defense, with the affidavit 
that he introduced. 

DKPENStf: The connection is just this, sir. 

While It is true that one of them refers to a 
period about a month prior to the other, I think 
the Commission has taken the position on other 
affidavits, aad with some Justification, that a 
mistake in the date is not material. In both of 
these Incidents the man who Is alleged to have 
been mistreated is a prisoner named James i-artin, 
no question about that; in both of these cases he 
.vas alleged to have been mistreated because cf 
having possession of a ring. That's mentioned 
in both of these affidavits. The mistreatment 
is said to be approximately the same thing. Of 
course two affiants are going to describe It a 
little bit differently. You will find that true 
every time you have more than one affidavit on 
an Incident. I say it is quite clear that this 
Is the same incident, even though there la a 
difference in the date of a month, that even though 
there Is a slight difference in the description 
of the incident. One affidavit says it was com¬ 
mitted by a military guard named kalisaki; the 
other says it was committed by a Japanese Sergeant 
*ajor named wagakura. I think It's up to the 
Commission to decide. 

PhCugCoTiGi. i If it please the Commission, pre¬ 
cedent has bsen well established in law. The 
precedent of this Commission two days ago In 
refusing to admit Exhibits 2, 3 and 4 of the 
Prosecution because It did not refer to the man's 
name is the precedent in this case and the same 
rule should apply now. 

La i I.aDiB&i; Are you taking the position, -ir. 
Prosecutor, that what happens before another 
Commission that this Commission is bound by that? 








PROSECUTIOi-; I am not saying another com- 
:ai3Sion. 1 am saying the Commission that is 
sitting right here before me right now. »Vhen 
they refused to .allow Prosecution’s Exhibits 
2, 3, and 4 of the incident of -cay 1944, which 
the Prosecution claimed was the same incident 
but did not refer to the man Kawasaki in the 
affidavit, it wa3 this Commission that is 
sitting right here now that made that ruling. 

DEFERS^: If counsel will produce Housekie as 
a witness, I will not have to use his affidavit, 
sir. I don’t like to use it but that's the only 
evidence we have. 

PROSECUTION: This was introduced by the 
i^efense and the uefense can produce Housekie as 
a witness. 


DEFENSE: Sir, if it's a matter of physical 
presence of Housekie, I wish to state for the 
record that insofar as the Defense knows Houskie 
is not present in Japan, the Kuriles, the Yrukyus, 
the Philippines or anywhere else in the Pacific 
Theatre. Do you know otherwise, counsel? 

PROSECUTION: He is not my witness and I don’t 
know otherwise. 

DEFENSE: Very well, sir. Ve do not have the 
staff of investigators the Prosecution has. <fe 
don't know where Houskie is. 

PROSECUTION: I am objecting to that statement.

of mall to identify the writer of the letter, and also we 
applied many classified chemical techniques for testing 
for the presence of secret writing or alterations, the 
checking and restoration of deletions made by foreign 
censors and restoration of writing which had faded on docu¬ 
ments or letters transmitted In the mail. 

S, During your employment with the United States Government 
how many documents would you say that you have analyzed? 

A well, we analyzed up to anywhere from ten to fifty and 
sometimes a hundred a day in various stages of analysis. 

H And in that analysis would you have occasion to compare 
handwriting? 
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A .0 3 t of the time it was either handwriting or typing 
that we were comparing. Practically all the time it 
was comparison of handwriting to determine whether it was 
by the same person, but many of the people who we were 
comparing did n->t always use the same name and we had to 
tell from just the handwriting characteristics alone whom 
we were trying to identify.

A V/o 11, generally, there are general characteristics In 
studies of handv/riting which must be observed first and 
that Is the general slant and the general nature of the 
curves In handwriting, and then you must look for eccentricities 
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in handwriting which are usually the characteristic ones 
and are not in the letter as commonly thought by the lay¬ 
man to be different but in the connecting strokes and the 
upstrokes and the particular slant of connecting strokes 
also and the curvature of the circles or the curved portions 
of the lines. Taking the curves, the counterclock-wise 
and the clockwise curves, in these two particular signatures, 
the one on this particular typewritten document which 
is marked M FU 4" here and the inkwritten document, the 
name "Edward" is practically identical. 

The two very characteristic things about this signa¬ 
ture are the original upstroke on the "E" in "Edward", 
the capital E, and the small loop at the top which goes 
through the body of the big counterclockwise loop and then 
crosses over the line and makes another loop, and then 
the loop at the bottom has exactly the same slant, bear¬ 
ing tne normal differences between one man's signature and 
another, no man can write his same signature exactly twice 
— it's been proven in other courts — and the character¬ 
istic loop on the final "d" which takes a reverse turn. 

Then other parts of the signature which are very much the 
same as the capital M k" in "McIntyre" and the small "c" 
which is placed well above the line in both signatures. 

In fact the top of the small "c", "Me", is practically 
parallel with the top parts of the crest of all the "K".

A You must first consider general characteristics of nand- 
writing and then the specific. Noting the ink written 
signature on the document which is "Subscribed and sworn 
to before me this 28th day of Septe ;ber", sworn before 
Alfred E. Edgar Jr., just that signature in general in 
itself, in that signature, I think if you are all watch¬ 
ing your photographs -- which I wish you would — that 
all of the curves are smooth in the complete signature, 
that there are no flat spots of any great consequence in 
any of the carves, that the handwriting in general 
progresses smoothly and with a flow which Is normal of a 
signature written by a man who is writing his own signature. 
I want you to note carefully -- I have noted carefully 
that the slant of the vertical strokes is generally the 
same throughout the entire signature and that all the 
curves, either clockwise or counterclockwise, have a 
similar or concentric nature. It's impossible to say that 
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a circle — I mean a curve which is not a true circle 
1 3 concentric because it doesn't exist ge one trie ally 
but there are similar curves. Those are the general 
characteristics of that particular signature. Another 
t.ning about that particular signature, the small "c" 
as I pointed out before is parallel with the top. The 
top of the "c" is parallel with the top of the "A" on 
the same line and is raised considerably below the bass 
line. The "I" which is used in the man's name there is 
a capital "I" and the "t" is crossed with a straight line 
and that there is a definite down slope with a very sharp 
peak on the small "r" next to the last letter. The t op 
of the "r" is practically a vertical line in relation, 
a perpendicular line I should say, in relation to the base 

line. And that the general height of the letters is uni¬ 

form in that signature, the small letters such as "w, a,r" 
in "Edward" and the lower loop of the "d" is the same 

height as those letters; that the "n" and the "r" and the 

"e" are the same height in "McIntyre". 

There is another distinguishing feature which shows 
the signature was written in freehand — I don't know 
whether you can detect it from the photograph or not. I 
can't see the photograph, but it comes to me as I analyze 
the signature right now, the very slight hook — it isn't 
particularly clear here — on the beginning of the "e" 
which is normal to a man writing his own signature. It's 
a very free motion. A man writes his own signature with 
a free motion. I think you shoulo show this document 
around to detect it if you want to. 

^ You just go ahead. 

A Jill right. 

S If you wish to explain it to the court you have the privilege 
of going to the court and showing them. 

a Yes, sir. Then we'll go to the signature on example J — 
Exhibit J, excuse me. In this signature "McIntyre" there 
Is one verv noticeable characteristic In that the "i" is 
a small "i" Instead of a capital "I" and I arrived at my 
opinion, one point in the basis of my opinion, that no man 
would spell his own nara9 with a small "i", the first letter 
In the name, the first principal letter in his name, the 
small "i" that is my opinion. The next thing to note Is 
that the "c" in "i.cintyre" is on the lower level, on your 
lower line, the bottom of which is parallel to a base line 
if it were drawn across. 

^ Proceed. 

A If an Imaginary base line, taking the general average of 
the bottom of all tae letters, were draiim across the "c" 

Is tangent or just touching that line. In fact the "c" is 
lower conn both the "i" and the "e" which is at the end, 
whereas In the signature on exhibit — get these numbers 
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correct, Excuse me, what la the name of this exhibit, 
so I can use these numbers to refer to. 

LAW LKi»-3£rt: 27 — no. Yes, 27. 

PROSECUTION: This is in the handwritten — 

A (continuing) Yes, Ho. 27. Back where I was, the small 
"c" in Exhibit J is also connected directly to the "i" 
in "kcintyre”j also 1 want you to note the "il 1 * in w kclntyre", 
capital "t.". There is a definite curve up on the "h", 

Exhibit 27, or on the original document where it appears, 
and tne one in Exnibit J extends twice the length below 
the line, goes straight down. I wish you to note also 
as it appears here on the original document that the "r 11 , 
the beginning of the "r" is made with the characteristic 
American loop which comes down and back right up, practically 
retracing, whereas on the signature in example J it is one 
straight line drawn in a single stroke and the stroke is 
downward. It can be determined by examination, micro¬ 
scopic examination or careful examination, as it tapers off 
it is a down stroke. I wish you would also note the dif¬ 
ference between the capital the beginning of the capital 

"E M on Exhibit J starts slowly with a thickening of the 
line which indicates hesitancy and that it has no loop on 
it. The loop goes In the opposite — it has a loop but it 
is a single loop instead of a double loop as in the other 
one, on Exhibit 27. The loop i3 a counterclockwise loop, 
single, and is closed just by touching with no overlap, 
whereas In the other one, on Exhibit 27, it takes a long 
upstroke and then crosses back and makes a clockwise reverse 
loop, which makes a small distorted figure ,f S w In the top 
of it. The curve of the "E" is entirely different in these 
two signatures. 

In the signature, J, the "£ n Is ended. It stops and 
then a second line is made which is apparent to be a period 
after. "E" In ”£. k. I'cintyre". It touches the other line 
but is not a continuation of the stroke. In my opinion 
it Is not a continuation, from my study of frequency — I 
don't mean frequency; I mean the priority of pen strokes, 
how they overlap. But I think. In my opinion, I should say 
a period, such as the period after the "h" which is a short 
down stroke, the ”e" ends abruptly, whereas the "E n In 
27 has a large loop, counterclockwise loop, of which the 
down stroke is parallel, basically parallel to the lower 
loop of the "E", the other counterclockwise curve in the 

You will also note that the general slant of the signature 
in example J continuously changes. If you will note, that 
even in the "L" the upstrokes are different. The slant of 
the small "i", the small "n” and the small "c" and the small 
"t" and the "y" change between each letter. There 1 3 no 
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continual slant. I want you to particularly note also the 
flat spot on the "r" in Exhibit J at the top of the loop. 

I think that in Exhibit J there is a very definite flat 
spot on that circular stroke, which is not at all in the 
signature in Exhibit 29. There are many other points of dis¬ 
similarity in these two signatures, in fact I can find 
nothing between the two that is similar as far as hand¬ 
writing goes. Even the connecting strokes which when 
written by people who are familiar with the same language, 
for instance to people who are familiar with English would 
write, some of the connecting strokes are bound to be al¬ 
most identical because of the nature of the writing. There 
is no other way to make them any other way. But t-is shows 
distortion, flat spots, the curves which are normally smooth 
in English are not smooth. In my opinion, they are not 
written by the same person. 

^ Now, looking again at Exhibit J and the typewritten paper 
that is marked at the bottom "Pii 4” and which has the signa¬ 
ture "Edward hay ^clntyre, Jr." on them — 

DEFENSE: Purported signature. 

.Purported signature of Edward Ray McIntyre, Jr. and the 
Exhibit J with the purported signature written ”E. R. 
itcintyre" and I ask you If, in your opinion, they were 
written by the same person. 

A The signature example J, Exhibit J, and the handwriting or 

signature on "FU 4" are not by the same person, in my opinion. 

s Now, how did you arrive at that opinion? Tell the Com¬ 
mission how you arrived at that opinion. 1 am very sorry 
we only have o e enlargement of that one. That's the one, 
yes. That's the only enlargement we have. Do you want to 
use the enlargement? 

A No, 1 would rather prefer to uso the original. If they 
prefer the original they may use It. I testified a few 
minutes ago that I thought, in my opinion, the signature 
of V T J 4 1 ' and the signature described in Exhibit 27, or 
the photograph, were -written by the same person, and rather 
than repeat my long analysis - want to point out the same 
differences which exist between the signature on rt Fl/ 4” and 
example. Exhibit J, tne striking difference in the capital 
"E" with the various loops, the lack of continuity in the 
signature on Ex :iblt J compared with t;->e continuity in the 
exhibit "Fj 4". hy opinions are arrived at by practically, 
exactly the 3ame arguments as u presented on the last two, 
the last comparison. Would you wish me to repeat that?

A In relation to what? neither one has a base line.

A Does some one have another thing I can use for a straight 
edge, as a ruler, or edge of a photograph? (Prosecution 
handing to witness) You ask if the "c" is considerably 
lower — I think as near as I can see they are in similar 
positions in relation to the signatures in the other letters.

A In general characteristics, yes. 

Are they crossed in about the same way? 

A One is crossed with a stencil — or stylus in a straight 
smooth line, the other one is crossed at a different type 
of mark which is with a pen.

A That in comparison with exact details the stroke is some¬

those, must be done with more study. I would 
request the right to photograph them and make 
enlargements and measure the angles, if the Com¬ 
mission desires 3uch testimony on that.

8tretche and severely beaten. H e w«s turned upside down and water poured 
up his nose and beaten again into unconsciousness. This treatment lasted 
for about four hours. On later examination we noted that he was severely 
bruised and swollen from his head to his feet, and we did not believe that 
he would live. The Japanese allowed us to give him only limited medical 
attention and ho was forced to leave the hospital the following day. 

WILLIAM C.-.SH, an American civilian prisoner, v»i given the identical treat¬ 
ment for the same offense.

They were brutally beaten 
with vifle butts and bamboo clubs. They were kicked in the stomach 
and ribs. The Japanese burned these uon with cigarettes about tho 
(jM. body and arms and these left big sc»rs. 

The camp commander was named Major Yawati or sanething similar, 
he was about 38 years old, weighed about 170 pounds, about b feet 
9 inches tall, did not wear glasses, was smooths shave*!, that is 
about the only way I could describe him except spoke only 
a. few words of english. 

In the winter of 1913-1944 many men died from starvation and 
lack of medical aid. The PQV at the camp worked in the steel 
works and wero exposed to bonking prd gun fire from allied planes. 

Some wore killed and injured in these pir raida^ We did make 
sone material for war usc(steel plates). 

I know of -«ne c^-se where a nan died on the Job of pneumonia 
because of lack of medical care. If you wore able to w*lk or 
move you were made to work^ That is about all I can spy about

Camp *3 Yawata where the Japanese had stored them. One of the civilian Ameri¬ 
can prisoners who worked with me named Bill Cash was seen wearing a pair of 
trousers which had been stolen, so he, another prisoner, Sergeant Woodall 
formerly of the Texas National Guard, and myself were beaten and tortured 
4fi e e??8ft to discover where the missing clothes had been disposed of. I 
was taken to an empty barracks with Cash and Woodall by a Japanese Staff 
Sergoant and Corporal NaGaEURa about 5:30 PM. When we refused to toll them 
anything about the missing clothes, they took Cash and made him stretch up 
on a ladder and then proceeded to strike him across the back from the shoul¬ 
ders to the hips. He was knocked down ten or fifteen times. In addition 
to the two Japs who brought us over there, the following Japs were also 
present ana participated in the beatings and tortures: Doctor Lieutenant 
HaIa, Sergeant KaLISaKI, a discharged exsoldier named MaNBJO, a civilian 
interpreter named OSaNa. After Cash wab beaten the started to work on me. 
First I was beaten just like Cash had been with a club about five feet long 
and two inches square. I received about ten or fifteen blows across the 
back and was knocked down to the floor several times. After beating me for 
a while they would lash me to a stretcher then prop me up against a table 
with my head down. They then would pour Ap about two gallons of water from 
a pitcher into my nose and mouth until I lost concieusneas. When I revived 
they would repeat the beatings and "water cure". Also Dr. Lieutenant HaIa 
took lighted cigarettes and pressed them against the cuticle of ay finger¬ 
nails of tho left hand. Three of my fingernails came off as a result of this 
torture. I was burned twice in this manner. Both Cash and woodall were 
similarly treated. The tortures and beatings continued for aoout six hours. 
i«e wore taken back to our barracks but in a few minutes they returned and 
took us back for about another hour of bsdt^ng. Woodall was hospitalised 
for four days before we went to work a,sain And after that we were put in 
the .guardhouse after work every ni.;ht for 21 ni. hts. We wore also forced 
to stand at attention for 2 or 3 hours each ni.ht during this period and the 
fhiards would come in and slap us around nearly every night.' TRSp batting 
was about the worst that occurred after March 1943 when Major ARATO (?) took 
over on that date, but before that the beatings were much more numerous.

1M. Lt. HATA was respcnsible for the deaths of rnny men in this camp for^ 

foiling to provide proper medical care to the sick prisoners. He also stoic nany 
Red Cross Boxes which were needed to save men who were starving. He was about 
5' 8" tall weighed 180 lbs (very fat), black hair and eyes and wore his hair close 
cropped. He wore glasses occasionally but had no othor physical characteristics 
that would help identify him. He was married and had three daughters that I know 
of and I think he had other children. He lived in YAlflATA but served as the camp 
medical officer from Sept 1942 to early spring of 1944. 


NAGAKURA was a corporal in the Japanese Arry and served as supply corporal 
at this camp. He "as about 5' 10" tall, weighed 165-170 lbs, had black eyes and 
black close cropped hair, His eyesight was very bad and he wore glasses all the 
tire. He carried himself very erect but had no other peculiar physical charac¬ 
teristics that would aid in identifying him. He was at Camp #3 from Sept 42 
to March 44. 

OSAMA cr OSAi’O was the civilian interpreter at this camp and had formerly 
been a dentist in Bombay, India and had been repatriated from India early in the 
var as a Japanese national. He was 5' 6" tall, weighed 140 lbs had black close 
cropped hair, black eyes and wore horn rimmed glasses. His complexion was very 
light but he had no other peculiar physical characteristics. He was at Camp No 3 
from early 1943 tc September 1944.

KaLISAKI was the camp paymaster for the Japanese personnel. He was 5' 5" 
tall, weighed about 120-125 lbs, had black close cropped hair and black eyes, did 
net wear glasses. He had a large nose and thick lips with gold teeth in the front 
of his mouth. He had a light complexion but had no other distinguishing physical 
characteristics. He was at this camp the entire time I was there Sept 1942 
to Aug 1945. 


MANENO was a civilian guard at the camp but was employed by the SASITSU 
Steel Mill but was quartered at Camp #3. He had formerly been in the Amy but 
had been discharged. He was 5' 8" tall weighed about 130 lbs had black close 
cropped hair, black eyes, did not wear glasses. He had a ten inch shrapnel scar 
or the outside cf his right thigh. He had no^aSSTinguishing physical character¬ 
istics but I believe his right forearm was broken after our liberation by one of 
my fellow prisoners. 


All of these men participated in ry beating as well as many 
my entire stay in Canp #3 YA'"ATa this account cf my beating was 
worse ones that occurred.

Then I was placed with a group of about 90 ( 
prisoners on the cargo ship "NISSHO IL'JIU", commanded by 1st Lt. YAMASAKI, so 
far as the prisoners were concerned. Me left Manila, Luzon, P.I., on 15 July 
1944 and landed at Moji, Japan on 4 August 1944. There we were divided into 
groups for the PCV CampB, Fukuoka «rea. !’y group of 393 American prisoners n 1 
war were taken to Camp if 3, Fukuoka -rea, and held until liberated 17 Sept 1945 
Mmamo 
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State the general nature and purpose of Camp Fukuoka -*rea, Japan. 

This camp was located between Yawata and Kokura, Japan, and contained 1200 or 
nor*‘“Hied prisoners of war, of which 600 to 700 were American. About 300 
of these men worked as a loading detail at the docks of the T0BATA Iron & 
Brick Factory and the remaining 900 were worked at the 3IETETSU Steel Works 
Yawata, Japan. Prisoners v/ho were left in quarters because of illness were 
required to work in a large garden outside the camp enclosure or in a smaller 
garden in the camp. A great part of the work done by these prisoners was the 
construction of air raid shelters. 

Give the names of the J apanese personnel at C a ;rp #3, Fukuoka Area. 

The following Japanese were at Canp fr‘3, Fukuoka Area, all the time I was held 
there: Major Y. RICKITAKE, Commanding Officer; Sgt. I. KAWASAKI, Pay Sergean 
Y. NAKAMURA, Interpreter; Corporal N0GAGURA, Store Corporal; S. WATANABE and 
T. AIHARA, Office Employees who held a 5 star rank in some kind of a home gua. 
organization. The following were there the last 3 months I was held there: 

2nd Lt. Y. K0G;., Assistant Commanding Officer; and Sergeant iiajor H. NAXAIURA 
The following were there the last 2 months I was held there; Sgt. A. TER.J5A, 
Medical Sergeant; Sub. Lt. tl. H03HIK0, Less Officer and 3rd in Command; and 
Sgt. T. ARuTA, Mess Sergeant. I cannot identify, by nan? or description, any 
other Japanese personnel who were stationed there. 

Give the /Hied prisoners of vra.r officers at Camp i/3, Fukuoka Area. 

I was the only line officer and acted as Connanding Officer. The other Amerii 
officers were: WO Edward F. Haase, USN, who acted as interpreter and would la 
all of the Japanese at the camp* John L. Curran, Catholic Chaplain, whose honr 
address was Domincan House of Studies, River Forest, Ill.; David Donald, 
Protestant Chaplain; lajor John B. Bennett, •£, in charge of the hospital; C a 
Edvard Miller, LIC; Captain Gerald M. G reenS ponn, AC; Captain V, V. .Jidersc 
MC, now at Del Norte, Colorado on leave; Lt. Jack D. Gordon, IXj and Lt. Will 
A. Biueher, DC, now at Bruns General Hospital and whose home in Albuquerque, 
New ^lexico; all of whom worked at the hospital under ^-ajor Bennett. There we 
3 English officers of whom 2 2nd Lts worked on the pay records for the prison 
and the other, a VJO, worked at the mess hall, '-“-here were 2 Dutch Captains, oi 
a dentist and the other a doctor, who v.orked at the hospital. 

. clothing was furnished to the allied prisoners of war at Carp #3? 

'/heTKK(e arrived at lloji we were wearing tropical uniforms and nearly every mar 
had a blanket. At Camp #3 our uniforms and blankets were taken frs» us and yk 
were issued a work uniform consisting of breeches, jacket and hat, nnde of a 
material very similar to gunny, except that it was a little- more closely wove? 
’We were also issued a rest uniform of the same items^Elade of a material a li 
lighter in weight than our ijnry summer uniform. In cold weathcr each man lpd 
pair a of shorts, an undershirt, and an. American or English army overcoat. 3acl 
man was issued a pair of .'jaerican arny shoes or a p’.ir of Japanese rubber shoe 
but no socks. 

We would work 2 weeks and rest 1 day, work 1 week and rest 1 day, work 2 week 
and rest 1 day, etc. On the rest days we had inspection in the morning and 
clothing exchange and repair for about 2 hours in the afternoon. Corporal 
NOGAGURAwea in charge and he would issue about 10 pair of shoes and take.mbo. 
70 naif"for repair on each rest day. 3hoes were taken for repair only on his 
Approval and many prisoners were required to continue wearing their shoes whe^ 
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t Were badly in n*ed of repair or completely worn o»^. The prisoner3 
'pried -with their feet on the gound in extremely cold weather and the 
‘ ig of v/orh out shoee contributed to cause colds, lung diseases and 
pnednonia* Clothing and shoes were required to be washed and dried before 
being\presented for exchange. Often there was not time for the article to 
dry evdn if washed at the first opportunity. If the article w as damp or a 
little apsty it was not accepted for exchange. -ork uniforms were exchanged 
only vrtien^completely ;orn out and no new rest uniforms were issued. *he feet 
of many prisoners were in a very bad condition due to the fact tte.t no socks 
were issued.’ number of those prisoners were given orders on Corporal 
NOGAGURA for socks by the Japanese --edical Officer, -'hen these orders were 
presented Corpotol N0G..GURA would say that he had no socks to issue. Only a 
part of those prisoners that needed repair or exchange of clothing could get 
through the line it* the 2 hour: period allowed. Those who did not get through 
the line were required to wait until the next rest day. 

After the surrender we found the following items of clothing in the warehouse 
that was in charge of Corporal NOG..GURA: 500 pair socks, 600 pair leather 
shoes, 500 pair rubber so\es, 1000 work uniforms and 100 rest uniforms, all 
Japanese; and 100 pair leather shoes, 36 bundles of clothing, 15# shoes nails, 
25r leather heel lifts, 15# dtcel plates for toes and heels, and 200 large 
spools of sewing thread, all African Red Cross items. I was told that these 
36 bundles of Red Cross clothing arrived in January 1943, but was not issued, 
and that during November and December, the Japanese at the camp were wearing 
American Red Cross sweaters, woolen underwear, shirts, socks and shoes. In 
November 1944 an additional 35 bundles of Red Cross clothing arrived which I 
signed for and which was issued to prisoners, except for 5 American o.d. 
blankets per bundle. Each of the 50 Japanese at the camp had 3 American o.d. 
blankets. 

What quarters were furnished to - ’Allied prisoners of war at Carp #3? 

Quarters consisted of wooden frame buildings about 150* X 20.», at one end of 
which was located a bath room containing wash bowls, urinals and stools. Bunko 
with rice straw mats about 2" thick, were placed along both sides at 2 levels. 
Dovrn the center was a mess table, Je v;ere given no disinfectant or spray to 
combat flies and no line to use on the human waste in the toilet. This waste 
was removed when the toilet filled and was placed invn outside drain. Each 
building had a charcoal stove about 10" in diameter artd 12' high. In very cole 
weather we were pemited to have a fire in this stove nron 6PI.: to 9PM, and this 
was the only heat, ^ach cm had 5 blankets which vc.s th^ only bedding. These 
buildings were constructed for 150 men and, vhile I was th^re, were usually 
occupied by 135 to 140 prisoners. 

From about 1 January to 15 iiarch the weather ’would be fret-zing''9very ni$it, 
but the terperature did not often fall below 20 degrees above ze^o, fahrenheit. 
There was a great deal of rain and some snow vdth it. It wa3 aboVf, a 15 minute 
train ride and a 10 minute walk both to and from the mill. The men would take 
off their overcoat and work in their Y<ork uniform. hen tine came to return to 
camp they\/ould be hot and the overcoat would not prevent their coolir*g off too 
fast on the way back to camp and during evening ness. ..fter ness they were 
told to undress, rub themselves down with a towel, get in between their blankc 
bare, and place their overcoat over the blankets. -,;ere told to rub them¬ 

selves down vdth a towel before dressing in the morning. Before going to bed 
they could put on their rest uniform and sit around in the barracks, but it 1

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While I was held there about half the'deaths of prisoners were from pneumonia 
and about half from amoebic dysentery* There were just a few deaths from 
tuber* 11 ' 1 r> °' i ° Pneumonia was caused by the failure to providi 

proper clothing and heat in the quarters, coupled vdth the weak condition of 
the prisoners due to malnutrition and failure to provide proper medical care. 

rations vere furnished to the allied prisoners of war at Carap1?5? 

lice was the principal food and the daily allotment was 700 grams fcr men 
irking, 600 grams for men in the hospital, sick in quarters or doing light 
workaround the camp, and 370 grams for officers doing no manual labor. 
.iCtual}.y we thought the sick should have as much as the others and the office: 
worked, so everyone took the same amount, \hich was about 650 grams daily. 
Usually up to 1/3 of the weight was wheat, barley or soy beans, nixed with th. 
rice and in lieu of that weight of the rice. /

For breakfast and supper each man had a bowl of soup nr.de with a fora of 
asparagus, bamboo sprouts, a form of lettuce, turnips, sweatpotato leaves or 
other greens. The bowls held about 20 ounces of vhich about 15 ounces was 
liquid and 5 ounces the greens. 

We were issued on an average about 40 kilos of neat a week for the camp. Thi 
was beef, fresh fish or dried fish. It ;r.s cooked in the soup or rice or 
someti/.ies separately. Often the °aponese *rss Sergeant would have seneone in 
the kitchen cut off 6 to 7 kilos of the choice part of the meant after it was 
issued to us, and would take it to the Japnnt&e ness. 

'e were issued about 10 kilos of sugar every too dags for the entire camp. 

The foregoing was all the food we were issued. The food was cooked in the 
kitchen and brought to the separate barracks in wooden stave buckets, vhich 
were taken back to the kitchen and,.washed after each meal. However it was 
hard to get them entirely clean. x he kitchen war screened but there vrere man; 
large holes in the walls of the building and t: ere were always a lot of flies 
in the kitchen. No spr^y was used, buckets were not covered, and after being 
filled they remained there for some time before being taken to the barracks. 

What was the loss of weirht generally among prisoners of war at Camp #3? 

The prisoners with whom I was taken to camp ,"3 were in very bad condition and 
underv/eight -at the time of arrival there. Prisoners already at the camp were 
likewise very much underweight. ,T e weighted each month and sometimes a prisor.c 
would gain and sometimes he would lose weight. If he was sick and required tc 
work he would lose weight rapidly. T hen he either died or started to jet wel 
again, ‘dhilo he was on his way to recovery he would gradually regain some 
weight. Each man would weigh himself on a scale placed in the barracks and th 
ihts for the barracks would be turned to the Japanese l^dical Officer.

Back for some reason. The Allied doctor would examine and prescribe certain 
medicine and treatment. A Japanese corpsman would be standing right there 
with the doctor and would usually refuse the medicine or reduce the dosage 
prescribed and would often order the man to work then the doctor had presc- 
pibed a day or two in quarters or some lighter work. This wa.s usually done 
by some under corpsman and not by Sgt. LI. TER..DA or those who preceded him as 
raedicai sergeant. However the medical officer and medical sergeant were 
frequently at the hospital during sick call and knew that this was the treat¬ 
ment being given. These medical corpsnen were not doctors and little of the 
knowledge that a doctor must possess. The allied doctors would not recommend 
that a prisoner be taken off heavy work unless he vr.s really ill. Hov/ever the 
Japanese could not and did not atterpt to determine whether or not a non was 
really ill. Vezy frequently they would order a man to heavy vDrk \hen he had 
pneumonia with a high temperature or was otherwise seriously ill. This was 
the cause of many deaths among the prisoners. 


Corporal Ray 3. ’.heeler worked for 3 or 4 days vith a fever and was carried 
into camp on the return of Ms v;crk detail. He vcs in the hospital -about 
2 days and died of pneumonia. This is the only specific instance th-t I can 
now recall and I have no means of knovdng whether or not he reported to sick 
call and was ordered to work. Ths treatment of those allowed to remain in 
quarters was so bad that many men who were very ill did not report to sick 
call. Captain V. V. .JO^RSOI! had a complete medical history of each prisoner 
at the camp end couli give accurate information as to the medical treatment 
in general, the causes of the deaths there, and as to the case of Corporal 
Wheeler. 


if a prisoner was given a day or two in quarters he was required to wori. 
p oh-Jthe garden or do other work in the camp. Those given light duty were 

required to work in the large garden outside the enclosure. If the Japanese 
Commanding Officer saw any prisoner not wo .’king in the camp or at the garden 
outside, he would require the prisoner to do heavy work at the mill or ebek 
the next day, ever if the prisoner vcc ii_ nd unable to work. Frequently thr 
Japanese Commandi'ag Officer would issue an :rdcr that n.> prisoner was to lie 
down on his bed except during noon hour; and abou* once c month he would line 
up everyone in the camp, who had not gone to the mill or dock, and, in company 
with the Japanese ledical Officer and a corpsman, would select 4 to $ prisoner 
abd irder them to heavy work. ’^hese men were unable to work or they would not 
have been left behind in camp. 


Q. Were there any instances of mass punishment at Camp "3? 

A, We were peraited to smoke fror. 6/11 to 7All from 12N to 1PII, from 6PA to $PM 
and for 10 minutes at 9s30/JJ and 3P1A On 3 4 occasions the Japanese 

Commanding Officer caught a prisoner smoking in his barracks at oth-: r times ar 
required the whole barracks tc stand at attention for about 4 hours before goi 
to bed. Or. two of these occasions rations for that b~rracka was cut in half 
for one meal. In February 1945 he found that someone was smoking in an air 
raid shelter during a raid. The entire camp was allowed no cigarettes for one 
week, at the end of which time we induced two prisoners to take the 'blame. 

In December 1944 a shirt was stolen from a prisoner at the bath house and he 
reported it. He was punished for allovdng the theft and the entire camp was 
required to turn cut at about 10FM and stand at attention for 2 hours in rest 
w6toag- a.ai noc«*nts. J-t was then cold weather. 
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Mj. Uhat other punishments were inflicted nt Camp rrW

A, s, ^n addition to periodic beatings for little or no reason, the recognized 

punishment was confinement in the guardhouse for 3 days to a week. This was 
giivKi for the loss of clothing, wearing the rest uniform over the vorl^ unifo. 
to k^p warn, wearing the wrong uniform or in an improper manner or condition, 
smoking: out of tire, bringing into camp fish or othe. food that civilian 
foreraerr-yit the mill infrequently gave a prisoner, and for other minor .offenses 
The prisoner was first required to stand at attention in front of thq guordhou; 
for 3 or A hours, and was then thrown in a water tank a few tines va.th his 
clothing removed. This was done even in cold weather and he was aOt allowed t 
dry before dressing. He was then placed in the guardhouse and a/lt on a rice 
and salt diet. There was no heat in the guardhouse and only 4 blankets was 
allowed for each qf the prisoners. Prisoners in the guardhouse viere required 
to work as usual. /

, After the surrender dgt. Homan Jar.ies Berg, U3UC (jaJci.y6s J. Berg, Grosser, 
Washington) made up a list of deaths from the Japanese official records at the 
camp. He made 4 copies and gave then all to me. I turned the original in to 
the T/;jl CRIMES OFFICE at !anila about 1 October 1945. I retained 3 copies, 
attached to this deposition and marked Exhibit "A" is one of those copies. 

The following two prisoners died after the 31st was mode:

A. I was told that these officer^ had been 60 days on the trip ffon Manila and 
had several cargo ships in which v they were being carried sunk by Allied action 
It was freezing weather and all vrq*e tropical uniforms. They were underfed an 
in very bad physical condition. A hey were placed to themselves in separate 
barracks and not required to work. Thejh-were each given some kind of breeches 
and jacket and were perrrited to keep a contipous fire in their barracks. Afte 
a while all who could to re required to work in. the gardens and only those who 
worked were given overcoats. They had about th©\gane food as the other prisor 
except that, since they remained in comp, their foo< was served hot at the noc 
meal. I knew many of those officers and could hordl^ recognize then when thqp 
arrived. The trip from linila caused a great deal of phs^monia aid many of tfc 
nen hod dysentery on arrival. The deaths in this group were about 2/3 from 
pneumonia and 1/3 from amoebic dysentery. Aiere were a total x qf 450 officers 
in this shipment and I believe, from what I have heard) th t there were about

J.C.RA. Yes, during July of 1945 I witnessed an American prisoner of war being 
forced to work while sick, which resulted in his death.

A. Well, on this particular day this Amorican prisoner of war, a Sergeant Hr. 
,7 heeler, was 8 ant to work in Ho, 1 Steel Mill, Yavata Steel Works, locate 
at Yavnta. Sergeant Wheeler had been sick for approximately three or fo" 
days prior to this articular day. He was sent out to work while runnin, 
a hich temperature, and he worked. a while.

After he returned from work — he had worked part of the day 
and after returning to cam he went on sick call and was placed in the he 
pital. He was very ill and lived for about three days. I know Sergeant 
Whcoler developed pneumonia, he was vary bad and died in the hospital in 
the camp area three or four days Later.

A. Yes, I place direct responsibility for the illnoss and ultimate doath of 
Sergeant Whocler upon the Senior Japanese medical officer at Fukuoka Camp 
#3. -This officer had denied Wheelor medical attention after Wheeler had 
reported for sick call for three or four days prior to the date of his 
actual entrance into the hospital as a patient. I do not know the nano 
of this Japanese ^edical officer but I think he wrs a First Lieutenant.

Protestant Chaplain; Major John B t Bennett, Hp, in charge of the hospital; Ca 
Edvard °. Tiller, L’C; Captain Gerald H, G re ensponn, AC. Captain V. V. .Anders c 
MC, now at Del Norte, .Colorado on leave; Lt. Jack D. Gordon, AC; and Lt. Will 
A. Biueher, DC, now at Bruns General Hospital and whose home in Albuquerque, 
New ^cxico; all of whom worked at the hospital under Kajor Bennett. There we: 
3 English officers of whom 2 2nd Lts worked on the pay records for the prison 
and the other, a "JO, worked" at the mess hall. There ’./ere 2 D u tch Captains, oi 
a dentist and the other a doctor, who worked at the hospital. 

What clothing was furnished to the allied prisoners of war at Corap #3? 

A. '/hen we arrived at Hoji we vrere wearing tropical uniforms and nearly every nan 
had a blanket. At Camp #3 our uniforms and blankets were taken from us and wt 
were issued a work uniform consisting of breeches, jacket and hat, unde of a 
material very similar to gunny, except that it was a little more closely wove 
We were also issued a rest uniform of the sane items, made of a material a li 
lighter in weight than our /miry summer unifonn. In cold weather each nan had 
pair-of shorts, an undershirt, and an .'.meiican or English army overcoat. 3ac! 
nan was issued a pair of ..merican army shoes or a pair of Japanese rubber shoe 
but no socks. 


We would work 2 weeks and rest 1 day, work 1 week and rest 1 day, work 2 vte< I; 
and rest 1 day, etc. On the rest days we had inspection in the nomine and 
clothing exchange and repair for about 2 hours in the afternoon. Corporal 
N0GAGURA was in charge and he would issue about 10 pair of shoes and take labo. 
70 pair for repair on each rest day. 3hoes were taken for repair only on his 
approval and many prisoners were required to continue waring their shoes whei 
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-They w are bndly in need ef repair or completely vom out. The prisoners 

\rorled r.with their feet on the ^ound in extremely cold weather and the 
wearing of worn out shoes contributed to cause colds, lung diseases and 
pneumonia* Clothing and shoes were required to be washed and dried before 
being presented for exchange. Often there was not time for the article to 
dry even if washed at the first opportunity. If the article w as damp or a 
little dusty it was not accepted for exchange, 'ork uniforms were exchanged 
only when completely vorn out and no new rest uniforms were issued, vie feet 
of many prisoners were in a very bad condition due to the fact that no socks 
wore issued, A number of those prisoners were given orders on Corporal 
NOGAGURA for socks by the Japanese --edical Officer, -'hen these orders were 
presented Corporal NOGAGURA would say that he had no socks to issue. Only a 
part of those prisoners that needed repair or exchange of clothing could get 
through the line in the 2 hour: period allowed. Those who did not got through 
the line were required to wait until the next rest day. 

After the surrender we found the following items of clothing in the warehouse 
that was in charge of Corporal NOGAGURA: 500 pair socles, 600 pair leather 
shoes, 500 pair rubber soles, 1000 vroik uniforms and 100 rest uniforms, all 
Japanese; and 100 pair leather shoes, 36 bundles of clothing, 15;/ shoes nails, 
25r-' leather heel lifts, 15J steel plates for toes and heels, and 200 large 
spools of 3ewing thread, .all ,'joerican Red Cross items, I vr.s told that these 
36 bundles of Red Cross clothing arrived in January 19A3, but was not issued, 
and that during Eovembor and December, the Japanese at the camp were wearing 
American Bed Cross sweaters, woolen underwear, shirts, socks and shoes. In 
November 1944 an additional 35 bundles of Red Cross clothing arrived wldch I 
signed for and.which was issued to prisoners, except for 5 American o.d. 
blankets per bundle. Each of the 50 Japanese at the camp had 3 American o.d. 
blankets. 

Q; What quarters were furnished to-'Allied prisoners of war at Carp #3? 

A. Quarters consisted of wooden frame buildings about 150* X 20*, at one end of 
which was located a bath room containing wash bowls, urinals and stools. Bunks 
with rice straw mats about 2" thick, were placed along both sides at 2 levels, 
Down the center was a mess table. 7e were given no disinfectant or spray to 
combat flies and no line to use on the human waste in the toilet. This waste 
was removed when the toilet filled and was placed in an outside drain. Each 
building had a charcoal stove about 10" in diameter and 12» high. In very cc .c 
weather we were permited to have a fire in this stove from 6PH to 9Pli, and this 
was the only heat. *£ch nnn had 5 blankets which was the only bedding. These 
buildings were constructed for 150 men and, while I was there, were usually 
occupied by 135 to 140 prisoners. 

From about 1 January to 15 larch the weather would be freezing every nijjit, 
but the terperature did not often fall below 20 degrees above zero, fahrenheit. 
There was a great deal of rain and some snow vdth it. It was about a 15 minute 
train ride and a ID minute walk both to and from the mill. The men would take 
off their overcoat and ..ork in their work uniform, -hen time care to return to 
camp they v/ould be hot and the overcoat vould not prevent their cooling off too 
fast on the way .back to camp and during evening mess. /.fter ness they were 
told to undress, rub themselves down with a towel, get in between their blankc 
bare, and place their overcoat over the blankets, -,/ere told to rub thenv- 

selves down vdth a towel before dressing in the morning. Before going to bed 
they could put on their rest uniform and sit around in the barracks, but it me 
entirely toe cold. 
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► I was held there about half the deaths of prisoners vere from pneumonia 
aed- *bout half from amoebic dvae nter^y -\^yre were just a few deaths from 
tuberculosis and other causes.^ni^mOTilawas caused by the failure to provide 
proper clothing and heat in the quarters, coupled vdth the weak condition of 
the prisoners due to malnutrition and failure to provide proper medical care. 

- What rations ware furnished to the allied prisoners of war at Camp #3? 

i&ce was the principal food and the daily allotment was 700 grans fer men 
working, 600 grams for men in the hospital, sick in quarters or doing light 
work around the camp, and 370 grams for officers doing no manual labor. 
ZiCtuaHy we thought the sick should have as much as the others and the office; 
worked, so everyone took the same amount, vihich v/as about 650 grams daily. 
Usually up to 1/3 of the weight was wheat, barley or soy beans, mixed vdth the 
rice and in lieu of that weight of the rice. 

For breakfast and supper each non had a bowl of soup nr.de with a form of 
asparagus, bamboo sprouts, a form of lettuce, turnips, sweet potato leaves 01 
other greens. The bowls held about 20 ounces of vhich about 15 ounces was 
liquid and 5 ounces the greens. 

Ue were issued on an average about 40 kilos of meat a week for the camp. Thi 
was beef, fresh fish or dried fish. It -.r.s cooked in the soup or rice or 
sometimes separately. Often the Japanese ^ss Sergeant would have someone in 
the kitchen cut off 6 to 7 kilos of the choice part of the meant after it was 
issued to us, and would take it to the Japanese ness. 

We were issued about IX) kilos of sugar qvery t\/o days for the entire camp. 

The foregoing was all the food we were issued, food was cooked in the 

kitchen and brought to the separate barracks in wooden stave buckets, which 
were taken back to the kitchen and washed after each meal. However it was 
hard to get them entirely clean. A ho kitchen vac screened but there were nan; 
large holes in the walls of the building and t ere were always a lot of flit, 
in the kitchen. No spray was used, buckets were not covered, and after being 
filled they remained there for same time before being taken to the barracks. 

What was the loss of weight generally among prisoners of vnr at Camp #3? 

The prisoners with idiom I was taken to carp ."3 were in very bad condition and 
underweight at the time of arrival there. Prisoners already at the camp were 
likewise very much underweight, "e weighted each month and sometimes a prison 
would gain and sometimes he would lose weight. If he was sick and required tc 
work he would lose weight rapidly, ^hen he either died or started to jet wel 
again. While he was on his way to recovery he would gradually regain some 
weight. Each man would weigh hiiaself on a scale placed in the barracks and th 
weights for the barracks would be turned to the Japanese Eedical Officer. 

1 could not $ive the loss of weight without these records. 

What medical care was provided for prisoners and were they required to work 
while ill? 

Sick call was held at the hospital each evening after work. This was handlcc. 

2 or 3 Allied doctors, who worked under one or more Japanese medical corps mar 
There were two lines, one of prisoners nrJdng a report to sick call the the • 
other of prisoners whose dressings v/cre to be changed or had been told to cor.x 
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Back for some reason. The Allied doctor would examine and prescribe certain 
medicine and treatment. A Japanese corps man would be standing rigBt there 
with the doctor and would usually refuse the medicine or reduce the dosage 
prescribed and would often order the man to work vhen the doctor had presc- 
pibed a day or two in quarters or some lighter work. This wa.s usually done 
by some under corpsnrji and not by Sgt. II. TER.J5A or those who preceded him as 
medical sergeant. However the medical officer and medical sergeant were 
frequently at the hospital during sick call and knew that this was the treat¬ 
ment being given. These medical corpsraen were not doctors and little of the 
knowledge that a doctor must possess. The Allied doctors would not reconmend 
that a prisoner be taken off heavy work unless he vr.s really ill. However tLc 
Japanese could not and did not atterpt to determine whether or not a nun was 
really ill. Very frequently they would order a man to heavy vork 'tien he had 
pneumonia with a high temperature or was otherwise seriously ill. This was 
the cause of many deaths among the prisoners. 

Corporal Ray 3. '.'heeler worked for 3 or A days vith a fever and wa.s carried 
into camp on the return of his werk detail. He was in the hospital -about 
2 days and died of pneumonia, *3iis is the only specific instance th~t I can 
now recall and I have no means of knovdng whether or not he reported to sick 
call and was ordered to work. The treatment of those allowed to remain in 
quarters was so bad that many men who were very ill did not report to sick 
call. Captain V. V. ;J©UIS0I! had a complete medical histcry of each prisoner 
at the camp end could give accurate inform'’tion as to the medical treatment 
in general, the causes of the deaths there and as to the case of Corporal 
Wheeler. 

Even if a prisoner was given a day or two in quarters he was required to work 

on the garden or do other work in the camp. Those given light duty were 
required to work in the large garden outside the enclosure. If the Japanese 
Commanding Officer 3 aw any prisoner not working in the a amp or at the garden 
outside, he would require the Prisoner to do heavy work at the mill or deck 
the next day, even if the prisoner was ill nd unable to work. Frequently th* 
Japanese Commanding Officer vo ild issue an rdcr that n.> prisoner was to lie 
down on hi? bed except c’-’ring noon hour; and about once a month he would line 
up everyone in the camp, who had not gone to the mill or dock, and, in company 
vdth the Japanese Medical Officer and a corpsman, would select 4 to $ prisoner 
abd irder them to heavy work, ^hese men were unable to work or they would not 
have been left behind in camp. 

Q. Were there any instances of mass punishment at Camp #3? 

A. We were permited uo smoke fror toAM to 7AM. from 12N to 1PM, from 6PA to $FLI 
and for 10 minutes at 9:30AM and 3PM. On 3 4 occasions the Japanese 

Commanding Officer caught a prisoner 3moking in his barracks at othe r times ar 
required the whole barracks tc stand at attention for about 4 hours before go i. 
to bed. Or. two of these occasions rations for that b-rracks was cut in half 
for one meal. In February 1945 he found that someone was smoking in an air 
raid shelter during a raid. The entire camp was allowed no cigarettes for one 
week, at the end of which time we induced tvo prisoners to take the blame. 

In December 1944 a shirt was stolen from a prisoner at the bath house and he 
reported it. He was punished for allowing the theft and the entire camp was 
required to turn cut at about 10PM and stand at attention for 2 hours in rest 
unif or ms, a nd no ccats. ^t was then cold weather. ^ _ 
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Whrt other punishment# were inflicted nt Camp ^3? 

In addition to periodic beatings for little or no reason, the recognized 
punishment wr.s confinement in the guardhouse for 3 days to a v.'eek. This yas 
given for the loss of clothing, wearing the rest uniform over the vork unifon 
to keep warm, wearing the wrong uniform or in an improper manner or condition, 
smoking out of tire, bringing into cany fish or othe. food that civilian 
foremen at the mill infrequently gave a prisoner, and for other minor offenses 
The prisoner vc .3 first required to stand at attention in front of the guardhovj 
for 3 or 4 hours, and was then thrown in a water tank a few times vdth his 
clothing removed. This ycs done even in cold weather and he was not allowed t 
dry before dressing. He was then placed in the guardhouse and put on a rice 
and salt diet. There was no heat in the guardhouse and only 4 blankets was 
allowed for each of the prisoners. Prisoners in the guardhouse were required 
to work as usual. 

Q. How many “Hied prisoners of vr.r died as a result of this treatment at Camp v3 

A. After the surrender 3gt. Homan James Berg, U3I1C (jCJfmes J. Berg, Grosser, 
Washington) made up a list of deaths from the Japanese official, records at the 
camp. He made A copies and gave them all to me. I turned the original in to 
the Vf.Ji CRD 1:3 OFFICE at Manila about 1 October 1945. I retained 3 copies, 
iittached to this deposition and marked Exhibit "A" is one of those copies* 

The f allowing two prisoners died after the list was made:

On 31 *jonuary 1945 a group of 100 American officers vjfco were prisoners of war 
arrived from Uanila. .^bout the middle of .ippil 1945, 72 of these officers 
were transferred, 23 had died and 5 were left in the camp hospital. T hei*eaftei 
on 21 i.pril 1945 one of the four, C-apt Horard Humphries, died, and the other 
four were left at the camp'at the tine of surrender. The 24 of this group w 
died are No. 4,5,8,9,14,15,18,19,20,23,25,28,33,34,40,49,52,54,55,57, 
and 63 on the attached exhibit "A". The 72 who were transferred arc not 
-included, but those who died ere included, in the above tabulation. 
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Drf , *11 of ths deaths were the result of pneumonia, amoebic dysentery or other 

disease caused by the mis tree, tinert related above with the exception of: 

2. Andrews, Terry E., S/Sgt, Newellton, Louisiana. Struck by work train 
at nili and died 15 April 1945. 

22. Hickey, Francis W., Cpl, lliddleport, N e w York. Hit by incendiary bomb 
dropped by American planes at mill, and died 8 August 1945. 

Q. Detail the treatment received by these 100 ^nerican officers who arrived at 
Camp jt 3 as prisoners of ter about 31 J anuary 1945. 

A* I was told that these officers hod been 60 doy» on the trip ffon Manila and 
had several cargo ships in which they were being carried sunk by Allied actior 
It was freezing weather and all wore tropical uniforms, ^hey were underfed an 
in very bad physical condition. i hey were placed to themselves in separate 
barracks and not required to work. They were each given some kind of breeches 
and ja.cket and were permited to kedp a continous fire in their barracks. Afte 
a while all who could were required to work in the gardens and only those who 
worked were given overcoats. They had about the sane food as the other prisor. 
except that, since they remained in camp, their food was served hot at the n*. 
meal. I knew many of these officers and could hardly Recognize then when they 
arrived. The trip fwn .onila caused a great deal of pneumonia aid many of tb 
men had dysentery on arrival. The deaths in this group were about 2/3 fron 
pneumonia and 1/3 from amoebic dysentery. Aiere wore a total of 450 officers 
in this shipment and I believe, from what I have heard, th t there were about 
the seme percentage of deaths among the groups that were sent to other camps. 

Q. Do yoa have any further information concerning the deaths of these allied 
prisoners of war?

A. I'became a primer of the Japanese on or d out 9 April 1942 at Mariveles, 
on Bataan, remaining there for approximately two days, when I began the 
"Death March" to Camp O’Donnell, arriving there on or about the 17th of 
18th of April 1942. I was at C a nrj O'Donnell, until 1 June 1942, ' eing 
next confined at Camp #i t Cabanatuan, until July 1944, From Cebanatiian 
I was transferred to the Bilibid Camp in Manila, staying there only two 
three days, and thereafter being taken by a Japanese freighter to Ja ■ .. 
arriving at Moji,- Japan on 4 August 1944. From Moji I was sent to Cr ap 
7f3, Fukuoka* Area, • Japan, where I remained until 4 September 1945, when 
was able to get away from the camp, joining the Americans-forces on 6 Se 
ember 1945 at Konia Aitfield* 


Q,. What was your unit? 

A. I was in the 31st Infantry, ■Company F. 

Q. Are you familiar with the circumstances surrounding the death of Sgt. IL- 
Wheeler? 


A. Yes I am, I was a prison.r of the Japanese at Camp #3, Fukuoka Area, » 
Japan, from approximately 4 August 1944 until 4 September 1945. My PCV. 
.number was 1C24 and sleeping in the same ’ay as I did, with POW #FC19, 
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Sgt. Ray Wheeler, who wae attached to either the 5Sth or 60th Coast 
Artillery at Corregidor, and who was in Camp #3 from the day I arrived 
there, namely 4 August 1044. Sgt. Wheeler was around 29 years of age, 
about 5 feet, 10 inches tall, and his noraal weight was around 196 
pounds, although at this tine he was weighing approximately 128 pounds. 

Sgt. Wheeler's wife lives in Montana, and his address is care of his 

nothor-in-law, Mrs. Mona Thompson, whose complete address I do nit remember. 

Q* State what you know regarding the death of Sgt. Ray Wheeler at POW Camp #3, 
Fukuoka Area, Japan, as a result of failure of the Japanese to provide 
proper food, shelter and medical care, Aoril or May 1345. 

A. While confined at Camp *3, Fukuoka Area, Japan, we were forced to do 
laboring work in the Seidetz Steel Company. All of the prisoners at 
this camp were growing weaker and weaker because of the lack of food, 
proper clothing, and warm shelter, and Sgt. Wheeler finally caught 
pneumonia. In his case I know that he had no shoes that were fit to 
wear and he had to walk in the snow all the time, going to and from the 
steel mills. Re was not given proper medical care, and his sickness became 
so severe that ho was unable to get out of bed in the morning, but was 
forced to go to work in the mills even though he was running a fever of 
1C4 degrees. Sgt. Wheeler was taken to the hospital approximately two days 
before he died. This was in April or May 1345. 

Q. Whom do you consider responsible for the lack of proper food, Bholter 
and mediefl. care and the death of Sgt. Raj' Wheeler? 


A. I feel that if Sgt. Wheeler had been given any semblance of medical care, 
and had not been forced to work while sick with pneumonia, he would not 
have died. • I consider as responsible, the Japanese Camp Commander at 
2 Camp #3, Fukuoka Area, Japan.

3, 
Fukuoka, Janan, and regained there from July 19'd until liberated phout 
15 September 19*5. 

Did you witneg® the bratinr of an Anoric'-n soldier ®t Fukuoka r t e,ny time? 

Yes, I witnessed the heating of Sergeant Ray Vhefler of th.p 60th Coast 
Artillery who lived in Seattle, v a.shington, end who ms beaten, resulting in 
his death in January of 1945. Sometime in the middle of January Ray "heeler 
wp.b taken naked in front of the guardhouse where he was > eaten terrifically. 
From the result of this heating, hr came down with mneumonin for which the 
Japanese would not hospitalize him. Approximately three days later Sergeant 
Wheeler died. He was beaten by Fomenko (phon tic)t who was nickir-cd "The 
Monster" and who was clerk of the commanding officer of the canr, Major 
Rik^tphi (phonetic) nx>knamed "The Fut." 

'■'ill you tell where you were in relation *o Sergeant Wheeler’s osition whon 
he wes beaten.? 

I was standing beside him in fr^nt of the guardhouse. We were called out to¬ 
gether for smoking since the Ja^mese didn’t know which one of us vps srvki

He was caught smoking after hrurs by Komsaki ("honetic). 

With what wp s Sergeant Wheeler heaten and how n r ny ti^es opmroximptely? 

He was 'eaten a number of ti^es with a soli' 4 b«mboo -ole 'b°ut sis feet l'-n 
»nd as round as a baseball hat, for ab^ut a hplf hour. He wee heaten ell ov« 
the body and after that hr was made to kneel npked for aVut two h-ure outsi- 
in a temperature that seeded to me to he about zero, which resulted in his 
getting pneumonia a couple of days later, during which time he ms forced to 
work an' 4 wp.8 l von no medical treatment because Major RikotPki (phonetic) 
claimed he was bluffing and. that he ms not ill. 

Will you describe Komsaki (phonetic)? 

He was at uit 5* 5" tall; his weight ms e.Vut 135 to 1*0 rcunds; bl®ck closo- 
ernpred hair; he wore thin, horn-rimmed glasses; no unusual characteristics; 
he had regular features md ms not bad looking for a Tip; he could eoeak 
some Fn lish and seemed to he a fairly well-pduoeted Jep. 

Did you have any prisoner that ms spokesmen for the group? 

Yrs, Vt. Hussry, a Chief Pharmacist Mata, who ie from California or sone«her» 
on the West Coast, acted as emokes^an for the grnf>. He ms also IrtlrwaMr-atex. 
He could read Pn ^ s'-paJc Ja-nanesP. 

Was any -orotest made to the Japanese in command regardin ' Sergeant 

heating? 

One of the ''octors, it may hpve been Dr. r eldy, a Dutch doctor, went up to r< 
-ort the matter to Major Rikotaki (phonetic). 
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<J._ ^hnt were the results of this urotestt 

A. jilth'migh the protest was made right away, Mft,1 or Rlkoteki (phonetic) refused 
medical treatment for Sergeant Wheeler, «*nd, by the time he was admitted for 
medical treatment three ^ays later* Sergeant Vherler '"led of pneumonia. 

0. Did you witness the beetlne of Sergeant Wheeler? 

A. Yes, and I also witnessed him while he was forced to kneel outside la the col 
for two hours naked after the hop ting. 

Q. Mow did you learn of Servant ^heeler's 'path from pneu™onie? 

A. Dr. “aldy informe* us. 

Q. Can you name ony o^her witnesses to $his incident? 

I don't know, unless someone in the barracks s w It, because the only other 
man who knew of It, tne nan who w fts call d out with me and Wheeler, ha.s sint 
died. ~is name was Luarbild (phonetic). Ke died at the camp from a nose 
Infection. 

Q. What happened to Sergeant Wheeler's body? 

A. It was cremated by the Japanese and his ashes were brought back to camp and 
in a box which whs Disced on a shelf In headquarters.

EDWARD 0. BETTS. Sergeant, ASN 19061995, Bradley, California, being first 
duly sworn, deposes and eays: 

At Fukioka Prisoner of War Camp, Japan, In July, 1945, I witnessed the 
beating of James Martin, U.S. Medical Corps. This seldier was beaten due to 
the fact that he was found to be in possession of a ring which was contrary 
to a directive issued by the camp commandant whose name I cannot recall. 

Upon his subsequent discovery, James Martin was placed in a Water reservoir 
in the encampment. He was beaten with bamboo clubs over his entire body while 
in the recepticle. This beating continued for the better part of one night. 

The Japanese military guard who beat James Martin was name Kawisacki (phonetic) 
who w=s 5'3 n tall, weighed 160 pounds. It seemed to be ouch a delight to 
Kawisacki (phonetic) to beat the prisoners of war upon the slightest provoca¬ 
tion. After the beating James Martin was taken to the hospital in a badly 
cut, bruised and bleeding condition.

William Harold KEEFE, 'being duly sworn, deposes and says: 

My permanent home address is 37 Melbourne Terrace, Wat'rbury, 
Connecticutt. I am 27 years of ai-e. I had one year of high school education. 

I vas a prison r of war of the Japanese Imperial Government from 22 April 19**3 
/..•rJVuntil I was liberated on 1713 September 1945. At the time of my capture I wr.s 
a member of the crew of the U.S.S. GRENADIER (3S-210). The last camp at which 
I was a prisoner was Kukura, near Yavata, on Kyushu Island, Japan. I was 
there from 19 October 1943 until 17 September 1945. The- Japanese officer who 
^ " was commandant from about February or March 194-r until September 1945 was Major 
ivIKITAXI. All of the incidents to be described, except where otherwise indi¬ 
cated, were during the tine he was in charge. 

The civilian interpreter was named HY3AN0 (phonetic). He v^g in 
his late thirties, wore glasses, had a pock-marked face, but I know nothing of 
his background or where he learned English. I saw him on several occasions take 
Red Cross food out of the canqp, I alwo saw him hit several of the other prisoners 
of war across the face with a leather strap, apparently for no reason. This 
was a common occurrence. In about November 1943 one of the Navy enlisted men, 
named A. HUPP, was caught stealing some bread and as a result was beaten severely 
by HYSANO and othsrs. A Negro mess attendant from the GRENADIER whose name 
was '"RIGG, told me about seeing the beating. While I did not see the beating 
of HUPP, I 6aw him the day after the beating. Both of hie eyes were blackened^ 
his head me swollen, his arm was in a sling, and one of his lips Was split. 

Another Jap at this camp was named ASIDO (phonetic), who I under¬ 
stand was educated in Hawaii. He acted as galley interpreter and was at the camp 
during the winter of 1944-1945 and part of the summer of 1945. I saw him slap 
and kick several of the other prisoners of w»r for no reason or for minor reasons, 
such as standing at attention improperly or not marching properly. I think he 

( also encouraged the Jap pay sergeant, KOYALSAKI (phonetic), to do some beating. 
KOWALSAKI was at the camp during thi entire time that I was, and he commonly 
slapped prisoners of war for such things as not counting off properly while in 
rank. 

While I was at this camp, a crew of about fifty worked on making 
ksS bomb cases for a period of about two months in the spring of 1945. I worked 
/ *f^j^on this project for about two days, but was not strong enough to lift the cases. 

1 Some of the other prisoners, including A. RUPP, worked at a hand grenade factory 
during the first part of 1945. During the remainder of the time that I was at 
the camp I was working at a plant "here fabricating *>nd riveting of constriction 
girders was done. The bomb case work was at the same JJlant. 

I was at this plant on 8 August 1945 when a heavy bomb raid was re¬ 
ceived. One of the other prisoners who wn 8 working at the plant was named HAAS. 
After the raid he wa S brought into the camp. A piece of shrapnel had gone 
through the right bicep, making it necessary to amputat his arm at the shoulder 
socket. The amputation was performed by a Dr. ANDERSOF, U.S.A. (rank and former 
outfit unknown). I hoard from other prisoners that the amputation was done with 
a hack s»w, since that «as the only surgical instrum nt made available by the 
Japs, but on 16 August 1945 I h ard that adequate surgical equipment was found 
to be on hand at the camp. This equipment, however, had not been made available 
by the Japanese,

On or about 1 September 1944, I was a member of a detail 

at the Yawata Steel Mills and witnessed the beating of Pvt. 
Stafford, POW * 1124, by a Jap civilian iab>'r pushe” named 
NISIM0R1. i wa3 a straw boas and interpreter because I had 
learned a little Japanese aft*r my capture. Ntsimor'. became sus¬ 
picious of Stafford when he heard him whistling as Stafford had 
been sick with stomach cramps only that morning. He seemed to 
be suspicious because Stafford’s moral was too high. Stafford 
was accused of lying and shirking duty that marring in being 
sick. Xisimori without giving Stafford a hearing beat him for 
ten minutes with a hickory stick three feet long and It inches 
in diameter. Stafford was hit on the head, ba.*k, and legs and 
was kicked when he was down. He was in the hospital for a year 
with a leg injury received during this beating. Right now 
Stafford is going home on a hospital ship. 


Nisimori was about 37 years old, 5'6", 150 lbs, Ex-soldier, 
buck teeth with lots of gold fillings, walked with a short fast 
step like a woman. He was a electro-magnet operator by trade and 
I think he was single. 


The Japanese Camp Commander-was a Major Rltake, 6' tall, 
190 lbs, age, 60, wore a close mustache. He lived up on the 
hill just south of camp. He didn't approve of beatings, but 
most of the beatings in camp went on after 5 o'clock when the 
Major went home. I've seen him slap a POW then sit down and 
cry because he had done it. 


Sgt. Kawasakae was responsible for beatings of POW's for 
minor offenses. Kawasakae was about 5'4", 145 lbs, age, 28, very neat, 
liked music and could play a good many instruments. He had a 
habit of pouting. He left the camp around 10 August 1945, but 
must have been close by aB he came back four times after for 
visit. Still wore his uniform. 



Cpl. Nakamura was also responsible for minor-beatings. 

He was about 5'6", 150 lbs, age, 31, ordinary features, but 
nothing outstanding to identify him. 


When men went on sick call the Jap doctor would line up 
what he said were "goldbricks" in the snow outside in near 
zero weather and make them strip to 

(continued) 
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He would then ask who wanted to go to work 
and of course the men said yes to keep from freexire so they got no 
treatment. I saw this happen often during the uInter of 1944. I 
estimate that 150 POVf's died while I was there from lack of proper 
medical care. In September, 1945, they broke out Red Cross medical 
and food supplies that I helped unload and store away in May, 1945. 

Vie were denied these supplies all the while. That is about the most 
important crimes that I saw.

I was horn at Muncie T Indiana on 25 October 1917. I vras a member of tho 
Second Observation Squadron of the United States Army when I was captured by 
the Japanese on Bataan on 9 April 1942. On 10 April 1942, we began th^ death 
march which ended at San Fernando. Prom San Fernando, wo wont to Camp O'Donne 
arriving there about 2C April 1942. I vas a prisoner there for approximately 
one month when I was put on a detail which returned to Bataan to take out gun 
emplacements. I remained there for throe weeks and was then transferred to 
Cabanatuan Camp #1, where I was imprisoned until December 1942. I was then 
Bent to Lopa Batangas where I remained for one month and then was transferred 
to Bilibid Prison whore I remained until May 1943- In llay 1943, I was sent 
back to Cabanatuan Camp #1, being impriBoned there until July 1944, at which 
time I was sent to Camp if3, Fukuoka, Japan airiving there on 4 August 1944. 

I was imprisoned at Camp *3 until 13 August 1945 upon which date we took over 
the camp. I arrived in the United States on 1 November 1945 at San Francisco,

While I was a prisoner of the Japanese at Camp *3, Fukuoka, Japan from 4 
August 1944 to 13 August 1945, among the Japanese soldiers stationed there, 
were a Sgt. Knwaskai and a Cpl. Nakamura. These two Japanese soldiers were 


responsible for minor beatings of prisoners of war. The beatings occurjpcd 
throughout the entire time I was imprisoned at Camp if3, and I would say that

some prisoner was beaten every night, by one or both of the Japanese mentioned

such as failing to salute, saluting incorrectly, smoking during the. time men 
were not permitted to sm;lee. or for eating meals in the uppor bays. When 
Cpl. Nakamura beet a prisoner, he wo«W hit him, knock him down, kick him a 
few times and walk away. Sometimes he used a club or the back of a bayonet. 
Oftentimes he would approach a nan, hit him. over the head, with a bamboo c lub v 


then smile end walk atmjr. 
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Cpl Hakaetura was a Corporal ot Supply in thr c«np. He nee about 5*6“ In 

height, weighed about 140 pounds, and was 28 or 39 years of ago. Ec «orc glasr 
es and his front teotn were gold. As far as I know ho wee unable to spoak Eng- 


Sgt. Kawasaki boat prisoners of war for such offenses as pooling blankets 
and slooping together in cold weather; ^anbling; and being unable to rocite th. 
orders of the day in the Japanese language. In our barracks a prisoner was 
assignod to guard duty each night. Kawasaki would often cone into our barrack 
approach the guard and aBk hln to repeat the orders of the day. The orders 
would include the nunbor of prisoners assigned to the barrackB and how nany o f 
then were in the hospital. The guard was often required to subtract the numbe 
of nen in the hospital fron the nunber of nen assignod to the barracks and giv 
Kawasaki the total nunber of non presentij: in the barracks. This the prisnc' 
was forced to do in the Japanrs? languago. If he was unable to do so, Kawasak 
would slap hin and use Jujitsu on hin. I never saw Kawasaki hit a prisoner 
with a club. As far as I know, he always used his fists and jujitsu. 

Sgt. Kawasaki wsb the second in connani at the camp. He was very clean 
and neat in nppoarance. Ho wrs also nusically inclined and wrote music and 
played the guitar. Although he was never in the Unitod States, he spoke Eng¬ 
lish fairly woll. I believe he was a graduate of Tokio University, and that 
his hone was in Kyushu. We called hii the "candy kid". 

Most of the boatings administered by these two Japanese were committed ir 
the barracks. Eowever, a few occurred in front of the guard house which was 
not far away.

Michigan and I am 25 years of age. I bocame a prisoner of war of Japan on 
22 April 1943 when the U.S.S. GRENADIER was lost. 

I was held in Canp *3 at Nakabata, Fukuoka-ken, Japan, fron 20 
'October 1943 to 1? February 1945. While confined In this canp I was forced 
to work in. a. foundry of the Yahata (Yawata) Steel Works, making replacement 
castings for use in the factories and toward the end, hand grenade castings. 

The food supplied the prisoners was inadequate, consisting nainly of a small 
daily allowance of rice, barley, millet, beans and sometimes grass. Ihe 
quarter* became infested with bedbugs and probably as a result of this many 
of the non had fever most of the time. Despite their illness the men con¬ 
tinued to work their regular working day which consisted of about ten hours. 

•f about 1200 prisoners, more than 200 died, four of whom were members of 
the crew of the GRENADIER. The illness of one of the latter began with a 
severe beating which he received from a Japanese guard we knew as "MANI-'O-san." 
Prisoners frequently were beaten in this camp as punishment for minor offenses 
such as smoking, falling to have shoes straightened or cleaned, blankets not 
properly folded and lying on bunk on a rest day. The guards used clubs for 
these beatings. I do n*t know the names of tho guards as they were frequently 
changed. The beatings generally took mlaco in the absence of the commanding 
officer but must have beon known to him. Major R1KITAKI, I.J.A., was com¬ 
manding officer during the last fifteen months of my confinement there. Con¬ 
ditions became particularly bad after the American bombings began. Beatings 
became more frequent and severe and the food became even worse. 

At first when the air raid warning sounded the prisoners at work 
in the steel plant were taken to a tnnnel which was used as an air raid 
shelter, but later on we were compelled to continue work during bombings. 

I was working in the foundry when it was struck by incendiary bombs, one 
landing very near me. Two United States prisoners were severely injured in 
this raid, on 8 August 1945. 

On about 15 June 1945 I was caught with four yen and fifty cents 
in one of ay shoos. I had receivod this money as pay for my work at the 
foundry and carried it in my shoe to conceal it from the guards. I was taken 
•Wiih four oth r prisOr. rs who wer- c.-ught i- • r.c-a," ? "fore 

Major RIKITaXI who received a report from the guard and I believe instructed 
him to investigate the reason for my having money in my shoe. Major RIXITAXI 
then left the camp and the guards, under the direction of Supply Corporal ». 
HaGaXURa, beat me and the other men. They made me assume a *pu3h up" position 
and whenever my kr.ces touched tho ground they struck me with a club about 
2 "x2"j c5'. When I was unable to get off my knees they beat mo continuously 
until I lay on qy stomach, then they beat and kicked me in the face. The 
beating continued about three hours and was interrupted by an air raid warning. 

I could not get up after this without assistance. I received numerous cutsr 
and bruises and although barely able to move, was compelled to to work ft**" 
the next day. One of the guards who was particularly active in beating 
prisoners whose name I remember was XALIoAXI, a corporal in the Japanese 
Army who had charge cf issuing cigarettes and cookies at the camp. He often 
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struck ec and the other prisom.rB in the face with hie hands. 
RIKITAKI ordered discipline of the prisoner*, consisting of solitary 
confinement up to threo months and loss of rations for periods up to 
four days for offenses such as theft of food.

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The following is a statement as given to this Office 
on 26 September 1945 by WINFIFRED 0. DORRIS, Lieutenant- 
Colonel, Coast Artillery, 0-333330, 3610 Campus Boulevard, 
Albuquerque, Now Mexico, concerning goneral conditions and 
events taking place at Camp #3, Fukuoka, Japan during his 
imprisonment there as a prisoner of war during which time 
Col DOR?.IS was the Came Commander from 4 August 19*4 until 
liberated on 13 September 1945: 

Upon arrival at Camp *f3, Fukuoka, Jauan, I was assigned 
,by Major Yaichi RIEITAKE as prisoner of war commanding offi¬ 
cer with instructions that it was my duty to see that all 
Japanese orders were carried out. I was instructed that any 
event of oacapc was my responsibility and that I will be 
punished. We were moved into the barracks, 150 men for each 
barracks. The size of the barracks was aooroximately twenty 
five feet by twenty five feet: single storey with double docks 
on each side w.ach allowed approximately throe men to two 
Japanese mats the size of which were three feet by six feet. 
Tho mats wore made of grass approximately two inches thick. 


The wash room and latrino were located at the rear of 
the barracks, Tho latrino was an ooen pit type and the only 
sewage disposal was by dipping the feces out and either car¬ 
rying it off or draining it out to go to the sea. We were 
allowed approximately one gallon of lime for each barracks 
for use in latrines. 

The barracks wore infested with bedbugs, fleas and flies. 
We were refused any kind of medicines or treatments for eli¬ 
minating them. only way of ridding myself of these insects 
was by personally killing them with sticks or with my own 
fingors. Wo were not permitted to use anything so that we 
could get at the sources of breeding of these flies, fleas 
and bedbugs. 

The bathing facilities for the camp with a total 
strength of about 1200 men were two bath tubs aeoroximately 
ten feet by ton feet located at the rear of the camp. W© 
were permitted one hot bath each night, one at a time. The 
time limit for bathing is fifteen minutes per barracks. Wo 
had nine barracks in t hi camp. In other words, it took just 
fifteen minutes to bath 150 men. 

The men were issued during the year anoroximatoly four 
pieces of soap the size of which were about threo inches by 
two inches by one inch. This soap was for personal use as 
well as for laundry purposes. 


Our routine work was to arise at 5a. m., serve breakfast 
and fall out for work call at 6:30 a. m. Men from this camp 
worked at the Scitetsu Manufacturing Company, Yawata, Japan. 

We left the camp, marched out for about two kilometers and 
then we were loaded on open railroad cars for a fifteen mi¬ 
nutes ride to the company area. The men were divided into 
work details; such as, coal shoveling detail, mechanic detail, 
pipe working detail, brick detail and such other details of 
labor around steel factories. 


The enlisted men were required to work at the factory. 
I was advised that I would be in charge of the agriculture 
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c*«- 

^^*the\^apacity of record keepers and kept payrolls of 

the :ien. Jive American doctors were assigned duties in 
the :.depital, but they did other work; such as, farm 
work afyl taking turns as officer of the week duty. 

The prisoners were forced to continue working during 
all air r^.ds and, cn one occasion, a man by the name of 
Francis W. RICKEY, Corporal, U. S. Army, 6976784, was killed 
by an incendiary bomb which landed on his head, partially 
decapitating >^iia. At the time of this raid, Col HICKEY was 
sitting in a teed smoking during a fifteen minute rest per¬ 
iod. The general alarm for air attack had been on for a 
matter of hours^ but under no circumstances wore the prison¬ 
ers of war allowiwi to cease working or take cover. I did 
not actually see %his man killed, but the report was given 
to me by British Steman Leopold ROMA??, 3rd Engineer, who 
was an eye-witness the incident. I saw Cpl HICKEY after 
the incident and als\ the place were it had happened. 

Upon arrival at t*P Camp, we wore issued a shit of 
work clothing of light ^tight material. This was the only 
issue made to the men duJ^ng this time. 

Clothing exchange and'repairs were usually made on 
rest days. Rest days being <>ne day after two weeks, one day 
the next week and two weeks to the next rest day. We wore 
allowed about 1^ hour for clothing exchange and repairs. 
Clothing would not be exchange^ or repaired •unless it was 
completely worn out and tread ba^pe from too to bottom. The 
clothing exchange was handled by Japanese Cpl "OGAGURA. The 
men were lined up for exchange and^ repairs and, if in his 
opinion, the clothing was not worn out enough or too dirty 
they were very severely beaten and lacked. 

We were issued some Red Cress shoes, but most of the 
shoes issued were the Japanese type rubber shoos. Repair 
facilities consisted of two men in a BhOe repair shop. Wo 
were repeatedly told that they did not h^vc nails and 
leather for making repairs. Two months before the war 
ended, wc were advised that they did not hi*ve shoes of any 
kind for issue. They secured approximately LOCO pairs of 
wooden clo.s. The men did not want to :o to work with their 
bare feet or wore the ru.-ed shoes that they had, so they 
were ^iven the woodsn clogs. Upon the surrender of the 
Japanese, I found in a warehouse 100 pairs of J^sanesc lea¬ 
ther shoes, about 250 pairs of American Red Cross shoos, 15 
pounds of shoe nails, 25 pounds of shoe repair leather and 
1500 work uniform. 

The clothing issued were not sufficient to keep the 
men properl/ clothed for the climate. However, we were 
issued an dver-ccat about 1 January 1945. 


Sick call for the camp was held each day after the 
detail cane in from work. Our doctor was present at the 
sick call and would diagnose cases, determine the medicine 
and treatment required. The Japanese doctor cr one of the 
Japanese foremen wore always present to tell the doctor if 
any treatment or rest was permitted for the case. We had 
no medicine and in several cases in the winter men with 
paeumonia died. The American doctor* knew that oxygen wa* 
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available from the nosoital and on repeated requests 
were told that if a man could not survive pneumonia "he 
was not worth a damn, anyway." That state-mcnt was made 
to 1st Lt D. V. ju.'DERoOII, 0-393995, Medical Corps, U. 

S. Army. 

Mon who were authorized to stay out of work on 
account of illness were required to work inside the camp 
on camp police details and also on farm details. At 
various times the Japanese Camp Commander would require 
that each quarter case in camp would be up and not per¬ 
mitted to lie on the ah' d but be outside working all day 
and bein- allowed one hour for lunch. 

Clothin , oxygen, medicine, medical supplies and 
equipment were in sufficient quantities in this camp for 
one year. Medical supplies were stored in this camp and 
were there durin? the past winter when men died for want 
of medicine. 

The men in the area Vere supplied three barracks used 
as hospitals. Men could be moved to the hospital only 
upon approval of the Japanese doctors. The American doc¬ 
tors were continually trying to .-ret ways and means of 
putting sick men in the hospital with very little result. 

The Japanese made little br no effortjB to furnish 
medical aid to the prisoners and only admitted patients 
to the hospital as a last rrsort Or when the prisoners could 
no longer stand up or to do any type of work. They were 
kept in the hospital only Ion.: enough to let them recover 
enough to stand at which time they vere disnossed from the 
hospital and put bacK on a full duty status. Approximately 
150 men died as a result of the lack Of medical care. As 
I had stated before, there was sufficient medical supply 
in the camp that would have adequately taken care of the 
illnesses. 

During this time, we received approximately feur 
shipments of Red Cross food and clothin parcels of which 
we received approximately 90$. It was necessary to "donate" 
approximately 10$ to the Japanese personnel for their own 
personal use or it was more than lively that we would not 
have received any of the parcels. 

In the suatacr of 1944, the Japanese showed ac a letter 
which they claimed to have received from the International 
Red Cross stating that only such articles as coffee, okads- 
latc, checsO, cigarettes and chewing gun were to be issued 
directly to the men and the rest of the foodstuffs were to 
be issued in the kitchen as supplement to the regular ration. 
In all appearances the letter was authentic, and, therefore, 
raised no argument as to the distribution.

The fcod at all times was very inadequ^H for the 
maintenance of the men who were working and, as>a matter 
of fact, was not enou^i to sustain the light duty had £ 

hospitalized Personnel. 


The mon were beaten with sticks, clubs and rifle butts 
for no reason at all. This was a daily affair. In some 
cases, men were beaten for violating camp orders; such as, 
getting caught smoking out of hours. The guard would take 
the men un to the guardhouse, beat them up with their fists, 
stripped them of their clothes and then threw them outside 
in a water tank. This usually happened in winter time. 

After about two or three hours of this kind of torture, they 
would be sent back to the barracks and in the barracks the 
men would most always be given some form of punishment; 
such as, in being unable to get the next issue of cigarettes. 


Major Yaichi RIKITAKE, Camp Commander; Sgt Maj K. ,'AKA- 
MURA; Sgt I. KAWASAKI; and Sgt T. ARATA were the Japanese 
responsible for the beatings and tortures committed in the 
camp.

Q. State your name, rank, serial number and former organization. 

A. VINKIFRED 0. TORRID, Lt. Col., CA, *SK 0-333330, CO 2nd Bn, 200th CA(aA). 

Q. State your age, marital status, educational background and civilian occrnatic 

A. I an 40 years of age, married, finished the 11th grade tn 1922, took a busini 
course at the Metropolitan Business College, Dallas, Texas, and had the agcnc 
Clovis, _'cw Mexico for the Socony-Vacuum Oil Company when the 200th CA(AA), 
National Guard, of which I was a member, was called to active service on 6 Jf 
1941. I attended the Cavalry School, Ft. Riley, in 1939 and the Anti-Aircrai 
School, Ft. Monroe, in 1940. 

Q. Give your present assignment and pernament home address. 

a. I am assigned to the Detachment of Patients, Bruns General -ospital, Santa Fe 
Few Mexico, but am now on sick leave to 3610 Campus Road, Albuouercue, Jew 
Mexico, wnich is my pernament home address. 

Q. Were you recently returned to the United States from overseas? If so, state 
the date. 

A. I returned to the United States from Japan, landing at San Francisco, 
California, on 1 Fcvember 1945. 

Q. Were you a prisoner of war? If so, state the approximate dates and ^laces of 
your confinement. 

A. I was captured at 3atp.an, Luzon, P.I., cn 8 April 1942, and was held at Cam': 
O'Donnell from tnen until 2 June 1942; and at Camp ifl, Cabanatuan, Luzon, ?.I 
from 3 June 1942 to 12 July 1944. Then I was Placed with a group of about 9f 
prisoners cn the cargo shin "KISS': 0 MARU", commanded by 1st Lt. YAMASAKI, so 
far as the prisoners were concerned. We left Manila, Luzon, F.I., on 15 Ju. 
1944 and landed at Moji, Japan on 4 August 1944. There we were divided intu 
groups for the P0 T ’ Camps,Fukuoka Area. My group of 393 American prisoners r: 
wp-r were taken to Camp #3, Fukuoka Area, and held until liberated 17 Sept 45. 
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Q. State what you know concerning t-hysical mistreatment of American -prisoners 
of war by the Japanese oersonnel at Camp #3, Edkuoka Area, Japan, while 
ysu were a prisoner there. 

A. I have this day testified in another deposition concerning the failure to 
provide proper medical care, food and garters, requiring prisoners to work 
while ill, mass punishment and other punishments. In addition tc the mistrea 
ment therein detailed, there w-^re numerous daily instances of physical mistre 
ment of prisoners by the Japanese personnel. There were no killings cr execu 
tion8 of prisoners of war there of which I have any knowledge, but there were 
many daily instances of brutality. The Japanese non-»coar.iS6ioned officers 
in charge of any detail, such as work, mess, supoly, etc., were given absolut 
authority to act and do aa they wished, Most of them seemed to be in a moody 
^ frome of mind and would beat prisoners for nc reason at all, and in many case 
^/Vyrnerely for the amusement of themselves and the other Japanese* This brutalit, 
Mjas with the full knowledge of the Japanese Commanding Officer &£ this Camp. 

It is very difficult for me to new recall specific instances of brutality, bu 
I will detail the treatment given prisoners by each of the Japanese oerscnell 

Corporal .TOGAGURA was in charge of supply and the exchange of clothing which 
took place for about 2 hours on the afternoons of each rest day. Rest days 
were alternately one week and two weeks p/oart. Shoes and other clothing wer- 
tc be washed clean and cried before being presented for exchange. '> T e had an 
inspection in the morning and it was frequently ionossible for men to wash th 
items and have them dry in time for the exchange. If they were damn, had a 
little dust on them, were to far worn out oje were not sufficiently worn out 
for exchange, all in the opinion of the GPruoral; then he would beat the 
prisoner with his hands, fists, a shea presented for exchange, a club, or any 
thing that was handy. Any excuse was used. These beatings were severe and 
there were several on every exchange of clothing. Like ether Japanese non¬ 
commissioned officers, he tcok his turn as Officer of the Day, and would beat 
men in camp because they were not working as he thought they should or for an 
other reason. 

Sergeant Major E. UAEAMURA was in charge of the farm cr garden work around th 
camp in addition to his other duties. Those prisoners who were in camo had 
been permitod to remain there because they were sick, but they were required 
to work in the gardens. Almost every day he would kick and strike several c_ 
theee prisoners because tnev were not doing enough work to suit him. These GPj 
wepw tough beatingB, especially for a sick man, and they usually resulted in y 
bruises and lasceratioaa. jp 

Sgt. I. KAWASAKI, pa; sergeant; Sgt. T. aRaTA, mess sergeant; and Sgt. M. 
TEELJU, medical sergeant; also took their turns as Officer of the Lay. While 
they were on duty or while they were just walking arcund the camp, they would 
each beat prisoners for not saluting, for improper dress, for not working har< 
enough around the camu, for smoking at a time not uernited or for any other 
reason that might occur to them. These beatings were usually administered by 
striking with their hands or kicking with their feet, but clubs were used at 
times. This paragraph amlies to a somewhat more limited extent to Sub. Lt. 
BOSHIKO, wmen he was Officer of the Lay, and tc Y. iJAKAMOBA, Interpreter. 

2nd Lt. Y.NlOGA was the only Japanese I ever srw that did not beat anyone, 
and S. VATAloBE and T. AIEA3A, Office Knoloyees, were guilty of no mistreats . 
of prisoners. 
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Of these sen KAWASAKI, Y. NAKArtURA, NOGAGURA, S. WANATAnE and T. AlHARA 
were there all the time I was held there. Y. KOGA and H. NAKAMURA were 
there the last 3 months, and rt. TERADA, M. HOSHIKO and T. ARaTA were there 
the last 2 months I was held there. 




iMajor Y. RICKIT^iKE was the Japanese Commanding Officer of the camp all of the 
time I was held there. All of this mistreatment was with r.is actual personal 
knowledge. I have seen him present on a number of occasions when beatings 
were administered by H. ilAKAMURA, I. KAWASAKI, T* ARATA and M. TERADA. I*— 
a d di ti on he personally Uat -prisonera 3 or 4 times while. I was. there, lit 
usually beat the prisoners with his sabre, left in the scabbard, on their 
backs and buttocks. I remember specifically that one day about January 1945, 
when Pfc WILLIAM R, HILL returned with a work detail, he was taken out of a 
formation as he cane through the gate. A can of fish waB found on him and 
he was accused of taking it from an air raid shelter at the mill where the 
prisoners worked* Major Y. RICEITAKE basrtr film severely with his aabrc, left 
in the scabbord< and slanged him & -mSfibar of times. HILL was then put in the 
guardhouse for about a week.

Joseph Ardell MINTON, being duly sworn, deposes and says: 

My permanent home address is 912 Oak Street, Palatka, Florida, and 
T am twenty-two years of age. I was a member of the crew of the submarine 
USS GHEHADIEH and was captured at sea following a bombing of our submarine. 

We arrived in Fukuoka Branch Camp #3, situated at YAwata, Kyushu, 
Japan, on 19 October 1943. The major in the Imperial Japanese Army who was 
in charge of the camp at that time and remained in charge until about March 
1944 knew about the beatings which took place at this camp. I do not know 
the major's name but after he was relieved conditions improved in the camp. 

While imprisoned there, we were all required to work in a Bteel mill known 
as Sintetsu, and we were engaged in the work of casting hand grenade casings. 

We were very frequently beaten by many of the guards while we were imprisoned 
at Fukuoka. One of the guards who beet me personally with e shoe was named 
MISIUO and he wore five stars on his shirt pocket. In addition to beating 
me, he once required me to kneel in the 'snow while it was snowing at the time 
I had no coat on. I have personally Been METINO beat many of the other 
prisoners and I have seen him force other prisoners to kneel in the snow for 
periods up to two or three hours, although I only required to do bo for 

about an hour. Another guard at this camp whose name I do not know but who 
we called "Galley Sergeant" beat me T>*=rsonally with h* o fist and with a heavy 
stick. I have seen him beat many other prisoners and have seen him force 
prisoners to climb into a tub of water in extremely cold weather, and beat 
the men while they were in the water. He al90 would throw buckets of water 
on the men when it was freezing cold outside. Another guard in this camp 
whose name I do not know but who we called "The Christian" once heat me with 
a rifle butt. Two other C'i?rda 0 ia this camp whose names I do not know but 
who we called "Mad Monk" and "£eve" did not beat me personally but I have 
seen them beat ether prisoners with heavy sticks. The pharmacist's mate at 
this camp was called "Buck Tooth" but I do not know his real name. V, hen ever 
a prisoner would report to him for medical treatment, "Buck Tooth" was in the 
habit of beating the men with a ruler or with a book for claiming to be sick. 

He has beaten me personally on such occasions. At the Sintetsu factory where 
we worked, two civilian guards whose names I do not know but who we called 
"Bulldog" and either-"-Fish-head 11 -er "Fish Face" beat several of the prisoners 
until they were unconscious, but they did not beat me personally, however, I 
witnessed the beatings of the other prisoners. 

All of the beatings and other punishments to which I have referred 
in this statement, which were administered to other prisoners, I personally 
witnessed.

The Japanese 
galley sergeant discovered this and went to the bath, and, using a bamboo pole, 
struck and beat three officers, of whom I was one. We were beaten for a few 
minutes about the head and face, and then returned to our barracksj approximately 
five or ten minutes later, all officers who had returned from the bath area 
were called to the camp canmendant; there again this galley sergeant started to beat 
us with an oak pole called a "Yo-yo* pole. Re beat two officers about the head 
and face until he drew blood. I was again in this group of officers and was hit 
approximately six or seven times. 

it-ke-my-ttaderatandiag-that-Major Rikatake (phonetic), Japanese Camp Com¬ 
mander, had ordered this beating. Other Japanese guards who were at Fukuoka 
were nicknamed *The Christian* "Water Snake* *Tojo" and "Snuffy" whose real name 
is FUKUDA.

Chile an Arerican soldier, I was detained as a prisoner of war by the 
J.panese at Camp No. 3, Fukuoka, Japan, fron 4 August 1944 to 10 September 1945. 
Sometime about Kay or June 1945 I witnessed the severe beating of Pfc Jim Martin, 
Medical Corpsnan, by NOKOMORA, Japanese Sergeant Major in charge of the camp, 
with a club about 4 1 long and about l£" in diameter, for about twenty minutes. 
Martin was knocked down several times and kicked in the ribs and other places 
on his body while he was on the ground; then Nokomora threw him into the water 
tank in which the water was about 5' deep, threw about twenty-five buckets at 
Martin while he was in the tank: he did not severely injvre Martin with the 
buckets. Later, Nokomora made Martin stand at attention beside the water tank 
for about one hour. 

Major RITAKA, the Japanese camp commander, watched this beating and tortile 
of Martin, but did nothing to prevent or stop it. The reason for this punish¬ 
ment was, that one cf the Japanese guards saw a ring that Martin was wearing on 
his finger and wanted it. When Martin refused to give up his ring, the-Japanese 
soldier went to the camp headquarters, and,later, Martin was called for to go to 
camp headquarters. In the meantime, Martin said he had lost the ring, at which 
time Nokomora took him ovtside and proceeded to beat him up. Most of the pri¬ 
soners saw this incident, but I do net remember any of their names now.
